the  Paris  Exposition,  which  refused  to  have  our  fine  wines 
examined  and  placed  in  competition  with  the  wines  of  the 
world.  The  flimsy  excuse  which  they  made  that  the  bottles 
contained  false  labels,  was  a  mere  subterfuge.  Every  bottle 
of  wine  exhibited  from  California  had  on  its  label  in  plain 
letters,  California  Wine,  the  name  of  the  producer  and  the 
location  where  the  wine  was  made,  therefore  there  could  be 
no  deception  whatever.  In  fact,  the  wine  should  have  been 
examined  without  any  label  at  all,  but  simply  numbered  and 
judged  on  its  true  merits,  so  as  to  insure  an  impartial  decision. 
The  French  wine  producers,  at  whose  request  examination 
of  our  wines  was  refused  knew  very  well  the  merits  of  those 
wines,  as  they  had  been  sampled  by  all  those  who  desired 
to  taste  them,  both  at  the  exposition  and  at  the  rooms  of 
the  California  Board  of  Trade,  where  a  splendid  display 
was  made  under  the  charge  of  Messrs.  W.  H.  Mills  and  J. 
A.  Filcher.    The  reason  given  by  the  Frenchman  for  objecting 
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to  the  examination  of  our  California  wine  was  that  some  of 
the  bottles  bore  French  names  such  as  "Burgundy,"  "Sau- 
terne,  etc. 

The  fact  of  it  is  that  California  wines  to-day,  age  for  age, 
and  class  for  class,  are  superior  to  the  wines  of  France,  and 
why  not?  The  grape  vine  cuttings  from  which  our  fine  wines 
are  now  produced  in  California,  were  procured  in  France  many 
years  ago  before  the  phylloxera  devastated  the  vineyards  of 
that  country.  They  were  set  out  on  the  sunny  hillsides  of 
California  where  the  soil  is  richer  and  the  climate  superior  to 
that  of  France.  These  cuttings  consequently  produce  better 
grapes  than  those  which  are  now  grown  in  the  vineyards  of 
France  effected  by  phylloxera  and  grafted  on  American  vines, 
but  the  wine  produced  from  these  grapes  is  identical  in  flavor 
and  bouquet  to  those  produced  in  the  districts  of  Burgundy, 
Sauterne,  etc.,  and  are  known  to  the  trade  only  as  "Burgundy," 
"Sauterne,"  etc.  By  what  other  names  therefore  could  they  be 
called  than  Burgundy  or  Sauterne  wines,  with  the  addition  in 
plaiu  letters  that  these  wines  were  produced  in  California  ? 


As  well  might   objections   be  made  in  naming  our  California 
Prunes  "French  Prunes." 

Do  the  French  people  pretend  that  the  large  quantities  of 
champagne  supplied  to  the  world  by  France  is  made  in  a  small 
district  named  as  Champagne  ?  The  sparkling  wines  have  be- 
come known  to  the  world  as  champagnes  and  provided  that 
they  contain  on  the  label  the  locality  in  which  they  are  pro- 
duced, there  cannot  be  any  deception  to  the  purchaser  no 
more  than  there  could  be  any  deception  to  the  purchaser  of 
Burgundy  and  Sauterne  wines,  when  the  label  plainly  states 
that  these  wines  were  produced  in  California,  therefore  the 
point  made  by  the  Frenchmen,  and  I  am  sorry  to  say,  partly 
approved  by  some  members  of  the  Press,  who  are  not  familiar 
with  these  facts,  is  not  well  taken. 

Wine  is  now  made  in  California  by  expert  wine-makers  with 
the  best  modern  appliances  and  when  it  is  properly  cared  for 
and  aged,  is  absolutely  superior  to  the  wines  now  produced  in 
France  This  is  admitted  by  impartial  and  able  wine  experts 
in  Europe  and  is  further  proven  by  the  fact  that  California 
wines  have  already  nearly  supplanted  the  French  wines  in  the 
United  States  and  found  their  way  not  only  all  over  the  Amer- 
ican Continent,  but  also  in  Germany,  Switzerland,  Belgium, 
England  and  in  France  itself,  as  at  the  famous  winter  resorts 
of  Cannes  and  Monte  Carlo  you  will  find  on  the  wine  list  at 
the  Hotel  Metropole,  the  celebrated  "Big  Tree  Brand"  of 
wine  produced  in  California. 

In  England  I  was  surprised  to  find  in  the  principal  clubs, 
the  best  hotels  and  restaurants  in  London,  and  in  every  city 
and  town  in  the  United  Kingdom,  California  wines  generally 
used  by  expert  wine-drinkers  of  that  country. 

The  cost  of  producing  wine  in  Europe  is  much  higher 
than  it  is  in  California.  Many  of  the  vineyards  in  Europe 
are  perched  on  hills  and  mountains,  where  the  land  is  ter- 
raced and  in  many  cases  the  earth  is  brought  from  a  dis- 
tance in  baskets  on  the  backs  of  men  and  women  to  make  soil 
on  the  step-like  terraces.  After  the  little  plat  of  land  is  level- 
led off,  fertilizers  are  carried  in  the  same  way  to  the  vineyard 
which  have  to  be  renewed  every  year.  All  the  work  has  to  be 
done  by  hand,  as  no  horses  or  mules  can  be  used.  In  addi- 
tion, the  vines  must  be  sprayed  with  a  solution  of  copper 
and  sulphur,  at  great  expense  to  keep  off  disease,  and  more- 
over, frequently  the  vineyards  are  devastated  by  hailstorms, 
which  are  unknown  in  California. 

The  bulk  of  the  wine  is  sold  during  the  year  in  which  it 
is  made  and  consequently  is  of  a  poor  quality,  yet  it  brings 
much  higher  prices  than  our  California  wines  of  a  superior 
quality. 

As  water  seeks  its  level,  so  will  trade  find  eventually  a 
market  where  an  article  can  be  delivered  cheaper  and  better. 
England  has  practically  ceased  the  production  of  wheat,  be- 
cause of  the  fertile  soil  and  perfect  machinery  of  America,  we 
can  land  wheat  in  England  far  cheaper  than  it  can  be  there 
produced,  and  it  would  not  be  surprising,  if  in  the  near  future, 
the  wine  producing  countries  of  Europe  would  not  find  it 
cheaper  and  more  advantageous  to  procure  their  wines  from 
California,  than  to  raise  tbem  at  a  higher  price  on  their  ex- 
hausted soils. 

If  any  person  twenty-five  years  ago  would  have  said  that 
at  the  present  time  we  would  supply  Europe  with  California 
fruits,  he  would  have  been  taken  for  a  dreamer,  and  yet  to-day, 
California  fruits,  fresh,  in  cans  and  dried,  may  be  found  in 
many  cities  of  Europe. 

During  my  seven  month's  travel  in  Europe,  where  I  was 
in  the  fruit  season,  I  did  not  find  anywhere  anything  like  the 
luscious  fruit  of  California.  The  peaches  that  were  placed  on 
the  table  at  the  principal  hotels,  would  be  rejected  by  our 
California  fruit  canners  as  culls. 
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Our  pure  grape  brandy  of  California  is  also  finding  a 
good  market  in  Europe,  which  after  proper  ageing,  is  found 
far  superior  to  the  artificial  brandies  produced  there. 

Only  yesterday  I  was  surprised  by  being  informed  that 
there  had  been  received  here  a  draft  in  payment  for  250  cases 
of  our  California  "French  Prunes"  shipped  to  France  some 
months  ago,  and  an  entering  wedge,  as  I  have  shown  above, 
has  already  been  made  by  our  California  wines  being  sold 
in  the  hotels  of  France,  and  it  would  not  be  surprising  if 
France,  at  some  future  day,  will  uot  gladly  take  all  the  wine 
that  we  can  spare  to  her  people  from  California. 

The  action  of  the  French  jury  cannot  but  convince  the  few 
American  dudes  who  still  persist  in  having  French  labeled  bot- 
tles served  on  their  tables,  that  they  ;ire  paying  for  labels  and 
not  for  the  superior  quality  of  the  wine,  and  the  people  of 
this  country  will  eventually  only  use  California  wines  with 
California  labels  and  pay  for  wine  only  in  accordance  with   its 

true  merit.

AS  an  example  of  the  energetic,  picturesque,  and  effective 
advertising  the  American  representatives  of  French 
champagne  houses  resort  to  in  their  successful  efforts  to  dis- 
pose of  foreign  wines  in  this  country,  take  the  ballet  recently 
produced  at  one  of  the  New  York  roof  gardens.  In  this  ballet 
the  principal  feature  was  the  dancing  of  a  number  of  girls 
around  a  mammoth  bottle  of  Moet  &  Chandon  champagne, 
which  was  wheeled  to  the  centre  of  the  stage.  During  the 
dance  the  lights  were  turned  low,  the  bottle  illuminated,  and 
seven  dancers  came  out,  joining  the  others,  three  of  the 
premieres  dansemes  remaining  inside  while  one  came  out  of  the 
cork,  illustrating  the  effervescence  of  champagne.  The  scene, 
as  well  as  the  dancers  and  bottle,  received  tremendous  ap- 
plause. The  bottle  was  18  feet  in  height  and  7  feet  in  circum- 
ference, and  made  of  steel  ribs  covered  with  green  wire  net- 
ting. The  gold-foil  was  made  of  pure  gold-loaf,  over  6,000 
leaves  being  necessary  to  produce  a  perfect  imitation.  The 
cleverness  and  wisdom  of  such  an  advertisement  became  at 
once  evident  when  the  writer  counted  on  the  tables  surround- 
ing him  seven  bottles  of  champagne,  all,  with  one  exception, 
having  the  same  label  as  the  mammoth  bottle  on  the  stage.

Chinese  Lands. 
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DITOR  Rkyikw:  — Probably  few 
of  your  readers  kuow  that  wine 
grapes  are  successfully  grown 
in  China;  but  the)  are  in  all  that  ter- 
ritory known  as  South  and  Central 
China.  I  traveled  through  that  country  in  1860,  and  found 
plenty  of  fine  wines  and  grapes,  and  this  to  as  far  uorth  as 
400  miles  from  Tien-Tsin. 

If  we  are  to  believe  what  the  Chinese  relate,  vines  wero 
cultivated  in  this  portion  of  China  long  before  the  Christian 
era,  and  immense  sections  were  devoted  to  the  growing  of 
grapes  and  the  production  of  crude  wine.  However,  about 
the  year  1700,  Emperor  Kan-Li,  who  was  opposed  to  the  cult- 
ure of  the  vine  and  the  making  of  wine,  ordered  all  the  vines 
uprooted,  and  since  that  time  little  wine  has  been  made  there. 
The  Emperor's  edict  in  the  cause  of  temperance  was  badly 
advised,  for  it  led  to  the  use  of  a  coarse  and  highly  intoxicating 
spirit  made  from  rice  or  corn,  and  called  "  arrack,"  with  the 
consequent  evils. 

In  many  localities  there  are  still  large  vines  in  existence, 
the  grapes  of  which  resemble  our  "  Malvoisie  "  of  Califor- 
nia, aud  which  are  largely  used  as  table  grapes.  Properly 
speaking,  there  are  no  wine  vineyards  of  importance.  The 
largest  production  is  in  the  provinces  of  Canton,  Honan  and 
Chan-Si.  The  vines  are  poorly  cultivated,  and  produce  light- 
colored  grapes  that  seem  to  be  a  mixture  of  Malvoisie  and 
Black  Hamburg.  It  is  imposible  to  conceive  the  origin  of 
these  vines,  but  the  Muscat  is  plainly  developed.  These 
grapes  are   dried   for  market.     Some  of  them   are  very  sweet, 

and  have  a  fine  aroma. 

The  method  of  drying  is  entirely  unlike  ours.  The  Chi- 
nese take  boiling  sweet  wine,  with  10  per  cent,  of  honey 
added,  into  which  the  grapes  are  dipped  before  being  exposed 
upon  mats  of  straw  to  be  sun-dried. 

There  has  evidently  been  no  progress  in  the  art  of  making 
wine  in  the  Celestial  Kingdom  since  the  times  when  the 
almond-eyed  heathen  crushed  and  fermented  the  grapes  before 
the  birth  of  Christ.  Their  mode  of  preserving  wine  is  to 
place  it,  when  about  half  fermented,  in  large  earthen  jars, 
which  are  then  buried  in  the  ground.  The  natural  coolness  of 
of  the  surrounding  soil  checks  the  fermentation  partially,  so 
that  at  one  year  old  the  wine  can  be  place  in  bottle,  where  it 
will  again  ferment  and  produce  a  sparkling  wine  very  much 
resembling  champague.  There  seems  to  be  no  doubt  that  if 
an  expert  vigneron  were  to  go  to  the  Canton  or  Shanghai  re- 
gion and  plant  a  vineyard,  he  could  make  an  excellent  wine, 
which  would  sell  at  a  good  price  on  the  coast,  and  also  to  the 
Russians  at  Port  Arthur.  At  present  all  wines  in  the  market 
are  imported.  The  Chinese  allow  the  foreigners  to  plant  in 
certain  localities,  and  the  land  can  be  had  for  $1  a  year  an 
acre  rental,  while  labor  costs  but  a  trifle.  The  wines  I  tasted 
there  in  1860 — made  by  Chinese  —  were  not  at  all  bad, 
although  too  rough  on  account  of  the  manner  in  which  tin  \ 
were  made  and  that  they  had  not  been  racked  from  their  lees. 
The  main  difficulty  in  establishing  an  enterprise  of  this  kind 
in  China  would  be  found  in  the  missionaries,  who  are  nothing 
if  not  mischief-makers.  The  Chinaman,  as  a  rule,  in  his  own 
country,  never  annoys  anybody  if  he  is  not  driven  to  it  by  the 
quarreling  and  grasping  missionaries,  who  are  more  concerned 
over  their  own  earthly  interests  than  over  the  souls  of  the 
heathen. 

In  the  various  seaports  the  stock  of  French  wines  is 
abundant,  and  some  American  wines  are  making  their  way 
there  also,  with  good  chances  of  success.  Nearly  all  the  vari 
ous  brands  of  Champagne  are  to  be  found,  and  Belling  well. 
Champagne,  indeed  is  drunk  by  the  Mahometans  and  the 
Buddhists.  The  Prophet  has  only  forbidden  the  use  of 
"wines,''  and  this  delicious,  sparkling  liquor,  which  gives  the 
true  believer  a  foretaste  of  the  joys  of  Paradise,  cannot  be 
Wine  !     Allah  bo  praised  I 

The  chalky  slopes  of  champagne  land  are  to  be  found  in 
quantity  in  the  district  of  Shanghai,  where  grapes  could  be 
raised  splendidly.

Resolved,  further,  That  the  Board  will  not  seek  financial 
aid  through  legislative  appropriation. 

As  the  primary  intention  of  the  Pan-American  Exposition 
is  to  favor  trade  with  Mexico,  Central,  and  South  America, 
where  European  nations  now  control  the  bulk  of  the  import 
business,  a  particular  effort  should  be  made  to  make  Califor- 
nia's exhibit  a  complete  one,  and  worthy  of  the  State  in  every 
respect.

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Our  Grape  Crop. 


Napa,  Cal.,  Nov.  8,  1900. 

IT  IS  YET  TOO  EARLY  to  make  anything  like  a  correct 
estimate,  but  the  indications  point  to  about  the  same 
amount  of  gallons  produced  in  our  wine-making  districts 
as  last  year.  While  some  sections  produced  more  than 
last  year,  there  are  others —  for  instance,  Santa  Clara  —  which 
seem  to  fall  behind  in  yield,  owing  partly  to  phylloxera,  and 
partly,  as  I  surmise,  to  former  overproduction  and  drought  the 
last  few  years.  The  grapes  everywhere  are  reported  as  high 
in  sugar,  the  black  grapes  yielding  heavy  color  and  tannin, 
and  promising  fine  quality,  both  red  and  white.  Some  com- 
plaints are  made  of  difficult  fermentation,  on  account  of  the 
superabundance  of  sugar,  often  running  as  high  as  30  per 
cent.  Balling.  In  such  cases  I  have  already  advised  a  very 
simple  remedy  last  summer  to  our  readers  —  the  addition  of 
pure  water  to  reduce  the  percentage  of  sugar  to  24°  Balling, 
which  will  give  us  clean,  sound  wines,  of  sufficient  alcoholic 
strength  to  keep  well.  This,  in  answer  to  friend  Buckner,  of 
Sonoma  county,  is  the  only  method  of  gallizing  I  advocate 
here,  as  we  always  have  sugar  enough  to  make  good,  sound 
wines,  and  have  neither  excess  of  aroma  and  tannin,  etc  ,  to 
necessitate  the  addition  of  sugar  and  water.  It  is  the  duty  of 
the  wine  maker,  if  an  excess  of  sugar  occurs,  which  also  indi- 
cates a  surplus  of  color  and  tannin,  and  other  ingredients,  to 
correct  this  to  the  best  ability,  and  no  one,  unless  he  works 
understandingly  and  pays  heed  to  all  the  peculiarities  of  the 
product  of  each  season,  will  ever  make  as  good  wines  as  those 
who  do  so.  Every  season  gives  us  a  different  product,  and 
therefore  the  treatment  of  each  should  be  different.  This  I 
call  rational  wine-making,  and  I  hope  it  will  become  more 
general  every  year. 

Let  me  urge  upon  our  readers  to  pay  close  attention  to 
their  young  wines,  and  to  rack  them  carefully  as  soon  as  they 
become  clear.  They  should  then  be  clear  and  brilliant  by 
March,  and  be  racked  again,  to  withstand  the  influence  of  the 
higher  temperature  of  summer.  The  cleaner  and  brighter 
they  go  into  the  summer,  the  less  danger  of  fermentation  dur- 
ing that  time.  If  treated  thus,  they  will  seldom  need  any 
artificial  fining  to  make  them  marketable.  I  hear  already  of 
offers  for  whole  cellars  of  new  wines  at  16—18  cents  per  gallon 
— a  good  beginning.  Our  wholesalers  know  that  the  present 
crop  admits  of  a  good  amount  of  stretching,  and  therefore 
will  yield,  under  their  skillful  manipulation,  many  thousands 
of  gallons  more  of  so-called  standard  wines,  and  that  the  defi- 
ciency of  wines  in  quantity  must  be  supplied.  The  smaller 
wine  makers  will,  under  these  circumstances,  also  realize  the 
full  value  of  their  choice  wines,  under  the  increased  demand 
from  abroad,  which  is  sure  to  come.  So  we  may  look  forward 
to  a  propitious  season. 

The  raisin  crop  seems  also  to  have  been  remunerative. 
One  from  Yolo  county  gives  the  result  from  about  fifty  acres, 
averaging  over  $100  per  acre,  mostly  Sultanas  and  Thompson's 
Seedless,  which  are  coming  to  the  front  as  a  much  better  sub- 
stitute for  the  corinth  of  Greece,  so  commonly  called  currant 
erroneously.     As   the   crop   over   there    is  also  reported  very 


short,  our  raisin  growers  have  cause  to  congratulate  themselves 
on  the  bright  prospects  before  them,  under  the  management 
of  their  directors  at  Fresno. 

The  Annual  Revieiu  and  Harvest  Edition  of  the  California 
Fruit  Grower. 

This  has  just  come  to  my  table,  and  is  a  complete  review 
of  all  the  industries  of  California  in  1899.  In  over  60  pages 
it  contains  a  mass  of  useful  information  to  all  the  producers 
of  California,  and  should  be  studied  by  every  one  of  them. 
Bro.  Rowley  deserves  great  credit  for  his  enterprise  and  in- 
dustry in  collecting  it. 

Preparation  of  Ground  for  Future  Planting. 

This  exceptionally  fine  weather,  in  which  sunshiny  days 
alternate  with  gentle  showers,  so  that  the  ground  is  in  excel- 
lent condition  for  plowing,  should  be  used  with  advantage  by 
those  who  intend  to  plant  new  vineyards  next  spring.  We 
have  too  much  of  careless  planting  for  our  vineyards  to  expect 
permanent  productiveness.  Now  is  the  time  for  the  first  step, 
to  loosen  the  soil  for  a  depth  of  14  to  16  inches,  by  plowing 
with  a  good  team  and  turning  plow,  and  following  in  the  same 
furrow  with  another  team  and  Deere's  sub-soil  stirrer,  which 
simply  loosens  the  soil,  without  reversing  it.  If  this  is  left  to 
the  influence  of  the  atmosphere  during  the  winter,  and  is  then, 
in  March  or  April,  plowed  deeply  again,  then  harrowed  and 
rolled  or  clod-crushed,  it  will  leave  the  ground  in  the  right 
condition  for  planting,  which  is  best  done  in  April,  when  the 
ground  has  become  warm.  The  natural  consequence  will  be 
a  flourishing  vineyard,  which,  if  planted  with  resistant  vines, 
will  be  profitable  to  its  proprietor,  and  "a  joy  forever." 

Trellis  Training. 

So   far,    nearly   all    our  vineyards,    especially    for    wine 
grapes,  have  been    trained   to  stakes  of  different  lengths,  ac- 
cording to  the  growth  of  the  variety,  and  other  considerations. 
That  this  mode  of  training  is  hardly  applicable  to  all  varieties 
is  self-evident;  and   also   that  it   crowds   the  growth  and  the 
fruit  of  the  vine  too  much.     The  one  advantage  urged  for  the 
stake  system  is,  that  it  admits  of  cultivation  both  ways.     'Jo 
obviate  this,  a  new  method  of  planting   has  been  adopted,  in- 
stead of  the  old  method,  8  -  8  or  7  -  7.     It  is  the  planting  of 
6  -  10,  which  gives  about  the  same  number  of  vines  to  the  acre 
as  8  -  8.     This  has  many  advantages.     First,  it  permits  better 
cultivation  with   the    two-horse  team;  secondly,  it  gives  space 
in  each  row  to  pass  with  a  wagon,  either  to  load   the  grapes 
or  to  distribute  manure;  and  it  also  makes  cultivation  easier, 
as  the  wide  rows  are  of  course  run  parallel  with  the  hill,  if  on 
rolling  land.     It  is  comparatively  easy  to  use  trellis  along  these 
rows,  and  as  it  is  the   system  followed  in  Missouri,  I  am  thor- 
oughly familiar  with  it,  and  believe  it  to  be  cheaper,  and  give 
better  returns  of  better  grapes  than  training  to  stakes.    I  will 
describe  it  here,    leaving  to  our   readers  to  judge  which  they 
will  follow.     The  winter  is  the  best  time  for  any  changes  to  be 
made,  and  also  to   make    experiments.     The  posts  can  be  the 
regular  fence-posts,  4  inches    by  7  feet  long,    but  3-inch  posts 
in  diameter,  and  six  feet  long,  will  do  just  as  well.     They  can 
be  sharpened    to   a  point   with  an   axe,  as  the  place  at  which 
they  will  rot  is  just  at  the  surface.     A  hole  can  easily  be  made 
with  a  pointed   crowbar,    to   set  them,  say  18  inches  to  2  feet 
deep,  and  a  few   strokes  with  a   heavy  mallet  will  settle  them 
firmly.     A  staunch  post  should  be  set  at  each  end  of  the  row, 
and  braced  firmly  from  the  inside.     The  posts  may  be  set  30 
to  35  feet  apart,  with  an    intermediate  strong  stake  to  help  in 
supporting   and   steadying   the   vines.     Now  come  the  wires. 
No.    12   amalgamated  wire  is   strong   enough.     The  first  wire 
it  stretched  about  a   foot  above  the  ground,  the  second  a  foot 
above  it,  and  the  third  18  inches  to  2  feet  above  it.     They  are 
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fastened  ;ind  stretched  with  the  same  tools  and  staples  as  used 
in  wire  fencing.  To  the  lower  two  wires  the  bearing  canes  are 
fastened  in  fan  shape,  extending  to  both  sides,  the  young 
canes  and  growth  are  fastened  in  the  middle  and  trained  along 
the  top  wire.  They  seldom  need  tying,  as  the  tendrils  of  the 
vine  take  hold  of  them  naturally. 

The  advantages  claimed  for  this  training  areas  follows: 
1 — Cheapness,  as  it  does  not  cost  so  much  to  provide  one  post 
as  to  provide  five  stakes.  This  may  be  balanced  by  the  cost 
of  wire  and  staples.  2  —  Freer  circulation  of  air  among  the 
vines.  3  —  Better  shading  of  the  fruit  during  the  summer 
heat,  by  the  foliage  of  the  bearing  shoots  as  well  as  the  young 
growth  above.  4  —  More  uniform  ripening  of  fruit  and  wood, 
and  better  protection  of  both  from  high  winds. 

The  only  disadvantage  I  see  is,  that  they  can  be  cultivated 
but  one  way;  but  this  can  be  easily  overcome  by  close  plow- 
ing, and  by  hoeing  the  small  strip  left  between  the  vines. 

Mr.  Pellett,  manager  of  the  Stanley  ranch,  and  one  of  the 
most  successful  vinej'ardists  in  the  State,  is  very  much  in 
favor  of  it,  after  a  trial  of  seven  years,  and  intends  to  follow 
it  altogether.  I  advise  our  readers  to  make  a  trial  of  it,  and 
report  results.

Vinevard  and  Cellar  News. 


The  Florida  Plantation  Association  has  been  organized  at 
Cleveland,  O.;  capital  stock,  $200,000.  The  Florida  head- 
quarters will  be  at  Laurel  Hill.  The  company  will  plant  1000 
acres  in  Walton  county  in  grapes,  and  engage  extensively  in 
the  manufacture  of  wines. 


The  Italian  Vineyard  Company,  recently  incorporated, 
has  purchased  a  body  of  land  at  Cucamonga  containing  1,235 
acres,  all  good  tillable  soil,  though  a  large  part  of  it  has  never 
been  improved.  The  company  will  plant  wine  grapes  on  a 
large  part,  if  not  all,  of  the  newly-acquired  property.

THERE  are  rumblings  of  a  storm  that  will  eventually  break 
over  the  heads  of  those  members  of  the  California-Paris 
Commission  who  are  directly  responsible  for  the  shameful 
manner  in  which  California  products,  particularly  wines  and 
brandies,  were  managed.  There  was  an  alleged  exhibition 
and  there  was  an  appropriation  of  $130,000  by  the  State  Leg- 
islature. The  Rbvibw  has  heretofore  asked  for  a  bill  of  par- 
ticulars as  to  what  was  really  done  with  that  large  sum, 
and  as  the  winemen  of  California  bore  a  goodly  part  of 
the  tax  resulting  from  that  appropriation,  they  are  entitled 
to  know  what  disposition  was  made  of  the  money.  It  is  plain 
that  practically  none  of  it  was  spent  for  the  promotion  of  the 
fame  of  California  wines,  but  rather  that  it  was  expended  in 
increasing  the  consumption  of  the  best  French  products, 
largely  champagne. 

Now  comes  the  daily  papers,  the  Call  in  particular  and 
quite  openly  charges  that  the  appropriation  was  squandered, 
and  that  Varney  Gaskill,  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission, 
has  been  guilty  of  acts,  of  which,  the  law  dictionaries  con- 
tain nasty  names. 

As  the  Commissioners  have  descended  to  fistic  arguments, 
we  may  look  for  some  valuable  revelations  ere  long.  In  the 
mean  time  if  Mr.  Gaskill  does  not  desire  the  winemen  to  be- 
lieve the  charges  made  against  him  and  the  Commissioners,  he 
will  see  that  his  report  of  the  labor  of  the  Commission  is 
ready  for  submission  to  the  Legislature  and  that  he  tells  what 
was  done  with  the  $130,000.  It  likewise  behoves  Commis- 
sioners Foote,  Runyon  and  Truman  to  do  something  to  accel- 
erate their  Secretary's  movements,  that  is,  if  they  are  really 
anxious  to  have  the  people  know  the  truth  of  their  operations 
in  Paris. 

However  we  will  have  the  facts  eventually.

This  is  a  good  showing  and  while  we  have 
no  knowledge  of  any  person  doiug  any  better,  we  believe  that 
other  vineyards  realized  equally  as  good,  acreage  of  course  to 
be  considered. — Cloverdale  Reveille.

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Christmas  Flask 

Will 
Still   Be  Given. 
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i HE  day  of  the  Christmas  Flask 
is  rapidly  approaching,  and 
whether  they  like  it  or  not, 
liquor  men  are  figuring  on  what  will 
best  please  the  eye  of  the  ultra-fastid- 
ious customer.  It  is  but  fair  to  the  greater  number  of  first- 
class  houses  to  say  that  the  proprietors  do  not  like  the  cus- 
tom, and  would  gladly  give  as  much  as  the  fancy  flask  costs  to 
be  relieved  from  its  burden;  but  custom  has  decreed  that  much 
of  the  profits  of  the  bar  for  the  Christmas  season  must  go  out 
again  in  holding  the  trade  of  the  man  who  is  seeking  some- 
thing for  nothing.  It  is  a  peculiarity  of  the  saloon  business, 
and  not  a  popular  one  either,  except  for  those  who  see  in  the 
custom  a  chance  to  fill  the  home  bottle  without  the  usually 
necessary  price. 

The  soheme  of  devoting  to  charity  the  value  of  the  usual 
Chrismas  flasks  has  been  tried,  and  most  successfully,  in  the 
East.  It  was  found  that  it  evened  matters  up  between  the 
customers,  and  when  no  one  was  favored,  no  one  was  hurt  in 
feelings  or  in  pocket.  It  was  the  means  of  making  a  glad  out 
of  a  cheerless  Christmas  for  many  a  poor  home,  and  not  one 
man  who  spent  any  of  his  Christmas  money  on  the  line  felt 
any  the  worse  for  it.  But  San  Francisco  is  not  ready  for  such 
a  scheme  —  at  least  for  another  year. 

It  is  a  case  of  mistrust.  If  any  one  of  the  big  firms 
would  come  out  and  say,  "  No  Christmas  flasks;  our  charity 
will  go  where  it  is  most  needed,"  it  is  probable  that  many 
others  would  follow,  for  all  are  dissatified  with  the  present 
custom.  It  was  started  as  a  sign  of  good-fellowship,  but  when 
good-fellowship  becomes  a  duty,  or,  as  is  the  case  of  the 
Christmas  flask,  almost  a  necessity,  it  becomes  irksome  as 
well,  and  there  is  not  a  house  on  the  line  tbat  would  not 
give  the  price  of  the  baubles  to  any  charity  rather  than  keep 
the  custom  going. 

The  amount  spent  on  the  Christmas  flask  is  hard  to  esti- 
mate, but  there  is  not  one  house  on  the  line  that  goes  below  a 
hundred.  In  some  cases  it  doubles  this,  aud  in  others  it  more 
than  doubles  it.  It  is  a  dead  loss,  too,  for  not  a  man  who  car- 
ries away  a  Christmas  flask  feels  that  his  trade  has  been  won 
thereby. 

The  liquor  men  would  be  glad  to  stand  the  expense  if  this 
were  the  only  feature  of  the  holiday  distribution,  but  it  is 
neither  the  only  one  nor  the  worst.  Just  before  Christmas 
strange  faces  begin  to  appear  in  haunts  that  knew  them  not, 
and  yet  they  smile  and  claim  acquantance  with  all  in  front  and 
behind  the  bar,  drink  with  all  who  offer  but  offer  none  them- 
selves, and  then  depart  after  pocketing  the  flasks  that  custom 
demands  shall  be  given  them.  Any  man  along  the  line  will  tell 
of  men  who  do  the  street  from  end  to  end,  gathering  in  the 
compulsory  courtesy  of  the  houses  and  feeling  that  they  are 
getting  one  ahead  on  the  liquor  men.  And  the  liquor  men 
know  just  what  is  happening,  but  seem  unwilling  to  do  any- 
thing to  remedy  the  evil. 

In  some  places  men  have  been  known  to  come  in  three 
and  four  times  a  day,  each  time  to  a  different  man,  and  each 
time  carry  away  a  flask  as  a  Christmas  gift.  And  the  proprie- 
tors know  what  is  being  done,  and  are  willing  to  stand  for  it. 
In  one  house  on  Market  street  it  a  notorious  fact  that  a  good 
half  of  the  flasks  dealt  out  are  given  to  men  who  have  no  in 


tention  of  coming  in  until  the  next  Christmas,  and  the  other 
hall  goes  to  men  who  would  come  in  any  way  and  strangers 
who  seek  company  and  not  free  and  fancy  bottles. 

In  pursuance  of  an  editoral  in  the  last  issue  of  the  Re- 
view, several  ot  the  liquor  men  were  appioached  on  the  sub- 
ject of  transforming  the  Christmas  flask  from  a  questionable 
courtesy  to  a  worthy  charity,  but  no  one  was  willing  to  lead. 
Several  had  already  arranged  for  their  annual  gifts,  and  all 
were  frank  in  the  private  admission  that  they  would  be  glad  to 
pay  the  money  anywhere  and  be  free  of  the  burdensome  cus- 
tom. The  saloon  men  do  not  want  it.  They  are  willing 
enough  to  give  an  old  customer  anything  in  reason  he  wants, 
but  the  flask  is  a  dead  loss  any  way  it  is  looked  at.  It  is  an 
opportunity  for  the  grafter  to  graft  aud  the  bibulous  to  get 
more  whisky  than  is  good  for  them  for  the  price  of  one  drink 
paid  for  by  a  friend. 

Next  Christmas,  if  the  liquor  men  will  stand  together, 
they  will  have  a  fine  chance  to  add  to  their  popularity.  This 
Christmas  they  can  watch  the  result  of  the  Chrismas  donation 
and  draw  conclusions  that  may  help  them  to  decide  what  to  do 
next  year. 

Ye  old  Roundors  whose  palates  have  ran  the  gamut  of  the 
good  things  along  the  line,  have  yet  a  new  sensation  awaiting 
you  if  you  have  not  yet  visited  the  famous  old  "  Bank  Ex- 
change," corner  of  Montgomery  and  Washington  streets,  aud 
partaken  of  one  of  Duncan's  "  Pisco  "  punches.  Duncan  says 
its  principal  ingredient  comes  from  the  Andes  mountains,  in 
Peru,  carried  out  in  stone  jars  on  bullocks.  Any  how,  it  is 
the  greatest  concoction  under  the  sun.  If  you  don't  believe 
it,  drop  in  and  try  one. 


"  Brick-Top  "  Milo  Waldron,  who  conducts  "The  Majes- 
tic," on  Market  street,  could  hardly  be  suspected  of  being  a 
gay  Lothario,  but  he  is  now  engaged  in  nursing  a  number  of 
knife  wounds.

One  of  the  best-conducted  and  most  successful  saloons  in 
San  Francisco  is  the  Union  Square  Cafe,  corner  of  Powell 
and  O'Farrell  streets.

THE  first  time  I  ever  saw  'Teddy'  Roosevelt  was  back  in 
tlie  early  '80's,"  said  the  man  from  Salt  Lake.  "I 
met  him  on  a  sleeping-car  coming  East  from  Wyoming,  where 
he  had  been  visiting  his  ranch  on  the  edge  of  the  Bad  Lands. 
There  were  eight  or  ten  passengers  on  the  car,  representing 
the  usual  wide  variety  of  type  to  be  found  on  the  frontier,  and 
I  remember  that  Eoosevelt  easily  took  the  lead  in  conversa- 
tion. His  versatility  and  the  extent  of  his  information  were 
surprising,  and  there  was  a  vein  of  quaint  humor  that  ran 
through  his  talk  and  lent  a  certain  sparkle  to  almost  every- 
thing he  said.  Somebody  remarked,  for  instance,  that  he  had 
recently  visited  a  new  mining  camp  in  the  Black  Hills,  and 
had  to  pay  fifty  cents  for  a  drink  of  execrable  whisky. 

"  '  Tou  can  always  determine  a  camp's  age  and  stage  of 
development  by  the  price  charged  for  drinks,'  said  Roosevelt, 
chuckling.  '  Four-bit  whisky  means  recent  occupation,  unset- 
tled conditions,  and  the  presence  of  one  half-barrel  which 
some  fellow  has  brought  over  the  trail  on  a  burro.  Two-bit 
whisky  indicates  that  the  regulation  boom  is  on,  that  tender- 
feet  are  plenty,  and  that  regular  communication  with  the  out- 
side world  has  been  established.  The  next  drop,  to  three-for- 
a  half,  is  not  the  sign  of  a  slump,  but  merely  shows  that  the 
first  excitement  has  passed  and  the  town  is  getting  down  to 
what  they  call  a  business  basis.  Fifteen  cent  drinks  mean 
that   the    business    basis  has  been  reached,  courts  have  been 


established,  a  school-house  is  being  built,  claim-jumping  has 
become  bad  form,  plug  hats  are  tolerated,  and  faro  banks  have 
moved  up  stairs.  Any  further  decline,  however,'  added  Mr. 
Roosevelt,  '  is  a  danger  signal.  Two-for-a-quarter  whisky  is  a 
sure  sign  of  deterioration,  and  five-cent  beer  means  that  a 
stampede  has  set  in  for  the  next  diggings.  That's  the  way  to 
read  the  alcoholic  barometer  of  the  woolly  West.' '

Fill  the  glass  three-fourths  full 
with  fine  ice,  mix  three  or  four  dashes  absinthe  in  a  little 
water,  four  or  five  dashes  of  lime  juice,  one  table-spoon  of 
sugar,  the  white  of  one  egg,  one  wine-glass  of  Scotch  whis- 
ky. Shake  well  in  a  shaker  and  strain;  fill  balance  of  glass 
with  seltzer;  to  be  drank  immediately.  It  is  a  morning  tonic 
and  a  nerve-quieter. 

A    BONANZA. 
Use  a  four-ounce  glass.     One-third   full  of  good  brandy; 
balance  fill  with  Angelica  wine,  topped  off  with  three  or  four 
spoonfuls  of  Sauterne.     This  makes  a  pleasant  drink.

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American   Bars  at  Paris. 


'  'VfOU  ask  about  the  American  bars  and  the  drinks  they 
1  served  at  the  Paris  Exposition."  writes  Jerome  Bas- 
sity,  of  the  "1100"  Market  and  Turk  streets,  this  city,  in  re- 
sponse to  the  request  of  the  editor.  "  Well  I  was  very  much 
surprised  and  disappointed  at  what  I  saw  at  the  big  show,  for 
I  found  nothing  that  could  properly  come  under  the  title  of 
'American  Bar  '  There  apparently  was  no  demand  for  a  typ- 
ical drinking  place  after  the  fashion  of  those  in  Uncle  Sam's 
domain.  One  would  think  that  the  immense  number  of  Amer- 
icans visiting  the  Exposition  would  suffice  to  make  such  places 
successful;  but  the  reverse  was  the  case.  It  appeared  to  be 
a  case  of  when  in  Rome,  do  as  Romans  do.  To  a  great  extent 
it  was  necessary  to  follow  the  rules  laid  down  by  the  French 
exposition  authorities,  and  this  alone  was  sufficient  to  insure 
failure.  I  had  made  up  my  mind  to  establish  a  first-class 
American  bar  in  Paris  and  make  it  my  permanent  home,  but 
it  did  not  take  long  to  discover  that  I  did  not  want  any  of  that 
style  of  business  in  mine.  Hence  I  am  again  established  in 
'Frisco  which  is  good  enough  for  anyone. 

"There  was  one  bar  to  have  been  under  the  United  States 
building,  but  the  Commissioners  finally  refused  the  privilege 
and  the  saloon  was  then  established  on  the  Camp  of  Mars. 
The  proprietors,  however,  were  compelled  to  employ  a  French 
steward  to  do  their  buying,  and  he  not  only  did  this  but  he 
'did'  his  employers  to  the  extent  of  35  per  cent  commission 
on  everything  he  bought.  You  can  guess  the  result.  There 
were  many  so-called  American  bars,  but  they  were  a  delusion 
and  a  'frost'  as  well.  There  is  one  bar  opposite  the  Grand 
Opera  House  which  depends  largely  on  the  Grand  hotel  trade 
for  support.  The  barkeepers  speak  English  and  French,  and 
the  price  is  one  franc  per  drink.  However,  we  Americans 
found  it  a  sad  disappointment  and  heartily  longed  for  the 
privilege  of  lining  up  in  front  of  the  simon  pure  American 
bar  at  home.  They  are  certainly  a  flat  failure  in  Paris.  Even 
the  straight  goods  did  not  taste  natural  and  the  mixed  drinks! 
well,  kon't  ask  me  to  describe  them." 


ordered  a  "  nose-cooler."  Then  Mr.  Drinker  watched  the  pro- 
cess of  making  the  said  cooler,  and  the  barkeeper  explained 
in  this  wise: 

"That  drink  is  simply  the  discovery  of  a  customer  of 
mine,  who  declares  that,  with  the  lips  and  nose  kept  cool 
while  their  owner  swallows  an  iced  draught,  the  coolness 
spreads  itself  throughout  the  entire  system. 

"The  'nose-cooler'  is  in  reality  but  a  whisky-sour  with 
the  glass  handed  up  to  the  customer  crammed  full  of  cracked 
ice.  Never  use  syrup  for  the  sweetening;  just  a  small  tea- 
spoonful  of  pulverized  sugar,  and  shake  the  drink  up  as  if 
your  life  depended  on  it.  The  pulverized  sugar  spreads  a 
creamy,  light  amber  tint  through  the  whole  drink.  Serve  it, 
of  course,  without  straw  or  strainer,  for  the  man  who  orders  it 
wants  to  cool  his  nose." 

A  man  ordering  a  "Li  Hung  Chang  "  over  the  bar  might 
appear  crazy  to  the  uninitiated,  but  as  a  matter  of  fact  he 
gets  simply  gin,  with  a  dash  of  fizz  in  it,  sweetened  with  sugar 
and  made  tart  with  lemon  instead  of  lime. 


Well  to  Remember. 


The  Illinois  Supreme  Court  recently  decided  against  the 
plaintiff,  Louisa  Moerschbaecber  vs.  the  Supreme  Council  of  the 
Royal  League,  a  beneficiary  association  whose  by-laws  exclude 
saloon-keepers  from  participating  in  the  benefit  fund  of  the 
Order.  Moerschbaecher,  after  stating  in  the  application  that 
he  was  not  engaged  in  the  saloon  business,  after  becoming  a 
member  engaged  in  the  saloon  business,  and  was  engaged  in 
it  when  he  died.  His  wife,  suing  for  $4,000,  the  amount  of 
his  insurance  policy  in  the  Order,  was  given  a  judgment  in 
the  lower  court,  but  the  Supreme  Court  reversed  the  decision. 


The  Enterprise  Brewing  Company,  of  this  city,  enjoyed  a 
growing  and  profitable  business  during  the  past  season,  and 
they  are  preparing  for  still  better  things  next  year.

The  Eastern  champagne  makers  are  intending  to  make  a 
great  exhibit  at  the  Pan-American  Exposition  at  Buffalo  next 
year.  The  American  Champagne  Makers'  Association  has  ap- 
pointed a  committee  composed  of  D.  Bauder,  of  the  Pleasant 
Valley  Wine  Co.;  J.  W  Davis,  of  the  Urbana  Wine  Co  ,  and 
C.  G.  Wheeler  of  the  Lake  Keuka  Wine  Co. ,  to  arrange  for  a 
suitable  display  of  American  champagnes  and  select  space  for 
the  purpose. 

What  is  the  matter  with  California  champagne  makers? 
We  think  a  California  representative  should  be  on  that  com- 
mittee, and  make  it  a  United  States  affair,  in  place  of  a  Lake 
Section  side-show. 


A  few  days  ago  burglars  entered  the  residence  of  Capt. 
Fred  Ruhstaller,  at  Sacramento,  while  the  family  were  at  home 
and  stole  a  casket  containing  $900  worth  of  diamonds  This 
io  a  considerable  loss,  but  there  is  much  consolation  iu  the 
assurance  that  they  did  not  steal  the  brewery  wherein  the  Cap- 
tain produces  that  grateful  beverage  known  as  "Gilt-edge" 
steam  beer.

These  goods  receive  the  utmost  care  in 
their  selection  and  in  maturing  them  for  the  market,  and, 
aside  from  their  intrinsic  merits,  the  "  Rhine  Farm,"  prod- 
ucts in  glass  are  probably  the  most  attractive,  as  to  style  of 
the  package,  of  any  in  the  State.  Their  popularity  is  not  con- 
fined to  the  United  States,  but  the  Company  has  established 
an  extensive  and  valuable  trade  in  Central  America  and  Mex- 
ico, where  there  are  no  better  known  brands  than  "  Rhine 
Farm."

The  outlook 
for  business  is  exceptionally  good  with  the  firm. 


The  tr.ide  of  the  Coast  needs  no  introduction  to  the  house  of 
James  Levy  &  Bro.,  of  Cincinnati.  They  are  known  wherever 
there  is  a  demand  for  good,  straight  whiskies,  and  where  high- 
class  straight  goods  are  known,  there  the  trade  best  know  this 
sterling  firm  of  distillers  and  distributors.  This  is  due  to 
the  fact  that  they  have  never  handled  anything  but  the  straight 
product  of  the  still.  There  may  have  been  occasions,  in  the 
trying  days  of  depression  when  their  competitors,  who  dealt 
in  blends  as  well,  thought  Messrs.  Levy  &  Bro.  were  gettiug  a 
shade  the  worst  of  it;  but,  be  this  as  it  may,  they  stuck  to 
their  cardinal  rule,  and  their  many  striking  successes  have 
long  proven  the  wisdom  of  their  business  methods.  In  this 
connection,  there  will  be  found,  on  the  back  page  of  the  cover 
of  this  issue,  an  announcement  of  Jus.  Levy  &  Bro.  as  to 
straight  brands  that  will  interest  the  wholesaler  and  jobber. 


The  Return  of  Hr.  A.  Sbarboro   from  Europe. 


Mr.  A.  Sbarboro  and  family  arrived  in  San  Francisco  last 
week  after  a  pleasant  voyage  of  seven  months  through  France, 
Italy,  Switzerland,  Germany,  England  and  Eastern  States. 

He  reports  that  many  of  the  cities  of  Europe  are  vary 
beautiful,  and  especially  in  Italy,  many  of  them  are  perfect 
museums  of  art,  where  the  amateur  artist  can  pleasantly  spend 
da\s  and  weeks  admiring  from  one  place  to  another,  the  graud 
works  of  Michael  Angelo,  Raphael  and  the  many  geniuses 
produced  by  the  sunny  country. 

The  cities  of  Europe  are  generally  kept  scrupulously  clean. 
Civic  pride  exists  there  in  a  large  degree.  Many  of  the  city 
officials  serve  for  years  and  years  without  any  remuneration 
whatever  and  are  satisfied  with  assisting  to  beautify  their  birth- 
place. Whilst  the  cities  are  generally  heavily  in  debt,  still 
they  continue  to  improve  and  widen  their  streets,  making  boul- 
evards and  parks  even  in  the  center  of  the  cit\ . 

Switzerland  is  the  haven  for  tourists.  The  traveler  can 
obtain  for  $7.50  a  railroad  ticket  good  for  fifteen  days,  with 
which  he  can  travel  day  and  night  wherever  he  pleases  and 
stop  in  any  town  he  may  desire.  The  country  roads  are  every- 
where kept  in  perfect  order  and  the  cyclist  can  travel  all  over 
Europe  on  his  wheel  in  perfect  comfort. 

During  his  travels,  Mr.  Sbarboro  paid  particular  attention 
to  the  products  of  the  different  countries  where  he  visited,  and 
nowhere  did  he  find  a  single  shrub,  flower,  forest  or  fruit  tree 
which  are  not  produced  of  a  superior  quality  in  California. 

The  laborers  work  in  the  fields  at  the  side  of  their  wives 
and  daughters  at  small  wages,  but  tbey  seem  to  be  happy  and 
the  curse  of  California  (the  tramp)  is  there  unknown. 

Mr.  Sbarboro  paid  particular  atteution  to  the  viticultural 
industry  in  Europe  and  states  that  the  cost  of  production  of 
wine  must  be  at  least  double  to  that  which  it  costs  to  make 
wine  in  California,  and  the  price  at  which  wines  are  sold,  class 
for  class  and  age  for  age,  are  also  double  to  the  amounts  re- 
ceived by  the  California  wine-makers.  For  that  reason  all 
Europe,  excepting  Italy,  France  and  Spain,  are  commencing 
to  use  California  wines,  and  Mr.  Sbarboro  predicts  that  the 
demand  for  our  wines  in  Europe  will  increase  to  such  an  ex- 
tent that  viticulture  in  California  will  eventually  be  the  prin- 
cipal industry  of  the  State.  Mr.  Sbarboro  asserts,  as  many 
tourists  have  done  before,  that  in  the  wine  drinking  countries 
of  Europe,  every  man,  woman  and  child  drink  wines  regularly 
at  their  meals  and  at  social  gatherings,  and  that  during  hi.s 
travels  in  those  couutries  he  has  not  seen  a  single  intoxicated 
person.  (Our  temporauce  society  friends  who  have  been  work- 
ing for  the  past  fifty  years  trying  to  eradicate  the  curse  of 
drunkenness  in  the  United  States,  spendiug  milliousof  money 
and  years  of  valuable  time,  without  having  practically  achieved 
any  success,  might  profitably  take  note  of  the  faoi  that  wine 
at  table  is  the  best  and  only  cure  for  drunkeuuess  and  govern 
themselves  accordingly). 

Mr.  Sbarboro  says  that  California  is  the  best  country  in 
the  world,  both  to  live  in  and  for  enterprising  men,  by  devel- 
oping the  numerous  and  diversified  industries  of  the  ^t  ite,  to 
make  independent  fortunes.  Here  we  have  no  cyclones,  no 
disastrous  storms  aud  none  of  the  extreme  heat  aud  extreme 
cold  of  other  countries  and  the  wouder  to  Mr.  Sbarboro,  is 
that  the  people  do  not  flock  here  from  all  parts  of  the  world 
by  thousands  He  believes  however,  that  this  will  be  done 
when  our  State  is  better  known  and  our  steam  and  rail  com- 
munication less  costly.

REPLANTING  NOW  JUSTIFIED. 


REPORTS  from  the  various  dry  wine  sections  of  the  State 
are  to  the  effect  that  there  will  be  considerable  replant- 
ing this  season.  There  has  been  in  the  past  two  years  some 
scattering  replacing  of  vines  killed  by  the  phylloxera  and  the 
so-called  Anaheim  disease,  but  in  the  aggregate  these  would 
not  amount  to  anything  from  an  acreage  standpoint.  In  fact 
the  work  was  almost  wholly  experimental  to  determine  if  the 
vines  would  again  be  killed  by  one  or  the  other  of  the  pests. 

This  was  all  well  enough  and  has  been  of  much  practical 
benefit.  The  time  has  come  when  advantage  should  be  taken 
of  the  knowledge  gained,  and  of  the  generally  improved  con- 
ditions of  the  industry. 

The  phylloxera  has  been  making  its  steady  and  destruc- 
tive march  for  years,  until  a  point  has  been  reached  at  which 


the  question  of  supply  and  demand  begins  to  come  to  the 
fore  prominently.  It  is  an  established  fact  that  the  average 
annual  wine  production  will  be  markedly  reduced,  and  it 
goes  without  saying  that  the  demand  is  having  a  steady  and 
healthy  growth,  which  is  destined  to  continue  if  the  quality  is 
maintained  and  our  enterprising  Eastern  friends  do  not  plant 
a  lot  of  brick  vineyards  in  New  York  and  Chicago.  This  they 
will  certainly  do  if  the  opportunity  is  afforded  them. 

The  foregoing  being  facts,  and  the  era  of  fairly  good 
prices  having  evidently  arrived,  it  would  be  the  exercise  of 
good  judgment  for  the  man  who  has  a  properly  located  vine- 
yard, which  requires  it,  to  proceed  at  once  with  the  rehabilita- 
tion of  his  property,  and  this  too  with  the  best  of  resistant 
stock.  We  hear  of  some  vignerons  who  think  it  is  unneces- 
sary to  use  resistauts,  the  theory  being  that  the  dread  phyl- 
loxera has  come  and  gone  for  good.  This  idea  may  be  cor- 
rect, but  there  is  no  data  with  which  to  establish  the  fact, 
therefore  the  wise  man  will  proceed  to  profit  by  the  expe- 
rience of  the  French  vineyardists,  who  have  restored  the  pro- 
ductive capacity  of  their  vineyards  by  replanting  on  American 
resistant  vines.  Whoever  is  in  doubt  on  this  proposition  can 
satisfy  himself  by  inspecting  well  known  resistant  vineyards 
in  Sonoma  county  which  have  successfully  withstood  the  as- 
saults of  the  phylloxera  for  years. 

Another  feature  of  the  situation  which  is  of  importance 
to  the  industry  in  this  matter  of  replanting,  is  the  fact  that  the 
result  of  the  recent  election  assured  the  adequate  protection 
of  our  wines  for  the  next  five  years  at  least,  as  Mr.  Bryan  and 
his  populist  friends  will  not  have  an  opportunity  to  experiment 
with  the  free  trade  buzzsaw  to  the  detriment  of  the  vast  vine- 
yard interests  of  California. 

It  will  require  several  years  for  vines  to  come  into  full 
bearing,  and  the  producer  who  can  afford  it  should  proceed  to 
renew  his  vineyard  without  loss  of  time.     It  will  profit  him. 


Misguided   Mill  Valley. 


AS  a  result  of  the  recent  Mill  Valley  incorporation  fight, 
the  unwise  Town  Trustees  have  fixed  the  license  at  $900 
a  year,  which,  with  other  taxes,  will  bring  the  tax  on  the  re- 
tailer up  to  $1000  a  year.  This  is  prohibitive,  but  the  Mill 
Valleyites  will  be  served  with  liquid  refreshments  just  the 
same.  There  will  be  plenty  of  resorts  just  outside  the  limits 
of  the  little  city.  Instead  of  escaping  the  unpleasant  features 
of  the  traffic,  the  misguided  residents  will  get  the  worst  of 
the  situation  in  two  ways. 

First,  the  city  treasury  will  not  receive  a  dollar  of  reveuue 
from  the  saloons,  notwithstanding  the  place  will  be  well  sup- 
plied with  them;  and  second  the  fact  that  these  outside  places 
will  not  be  under  police  regulation  is  destined  to  make  matters 
decidedly  unpleasant  for  those  people  who  prefer  to  do  their 
drinking  elsewhere  and  pose  as  temperance  advocates  at  home. 

It  is  the  old  story  which  must  eventually  be  learned  by 
the  thick-heads  who  undertake  to  settle  this  great  question 
with  a  club.  If  the  people  of  Mill  Valley  had  possessed  the 
sense  to  rely  on  strict  regulation  instead  of  suppression,  they 
would  soon  have  discovered  the  truth  of  this  assertion. 
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Death  Strikes  Arpad  Haraszthy. 


STRICKEN  with  death  on  the  street  at  midnight,  in  a  driv- 
ing rain  storm  to  later  expire  in  the  city  Receiving  hos- 
pital unconscious  and  unknown.  Such  was  the  fate  of  dear 
old  Arpad  Haraszthy,  nobleman  by  birth,  and  nature,  and 
one  of  the  pioneers  and  founders  of  the  wine  industry  in  Cal- 
ifornia, which  is  now  the  source  of  millions  of  dollars  annual 
revenue  to  the  State.  Mr.  Haraszthy  died  on  the  night  of 
November  15th  from  heart  disease,  having  just  returned  from 
Cape  Nome,  where  had  he  spent  the  summer  prospecting  and 
locating  mining  claims,  in  the  hope  of  restoring  his  failing 
fortunes.  Arpad  Haraszthy's  connection  with  the  industry  as 
the  first  to  produce  champagne  by  the  French  method  in 
America,  made  him  more  widely  known  than  any  other  wine 
man  of  California.  This  fact  would  doubtless  have  brought 
him  well  merited  success  financially,  had  it  not  been  for  the 
many  unforseen  and  well  nigh  unsurmouutable  difficulties  that 
beset  his  path.  He  spent  a  fortune  in  discovering  how  to 
properly  convert  California  wines  into  champagne,  and  had 
this  been  accomplished  before  his  product  was  placed  upon 
the  market,  his  fortune  would  have  been  assured;  but  it  was 
not;  the  opportunity  passed  by  and  he  was  too  old  and  dis- 
heartened to  take  up  the  trying. battle  again.  Hence  his  last 
resort — courting  the  Fickle  Goddess  within  the  Arctic  Circle 
after  he  had  reached  the  age  of  sixty. 
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The  Late  Ahpad  Haraszthy. 
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Arpad  Haraszthy  had  an  ancestry  of  which  any  man  might 
justly  be  proud.  He  was  born  in  Hungary  in  1S4G.  His 
father  was  Count  Agoston  Haraszthy,  the  intimate  friend  of 
Kossuth.  The  discovery  of  a  plot  in  which  he  was  asso- 
ciated with  Kossuth  for  the  liberation  of  Hungary  forced  him 
to  flee  for  his  life.     He  came  to  America,  and  later  by  the  inter- 


cession of  our  Government,  Austria  consented  to  let  him  return 
to  Hungary  and  bring  his  family  out  to  the  New  World. 

The  elder  Haraszthy  in  1857  re-visited  Europe  and 
brought  back  nearly  400  varieties  of  vines  with  which  he  estab- 
lished a  vineyard  in  Sonoma  county.  Among  these  vines  was 
the  "  Zinfandel  "  from  his  native  Hungary,  the  product  from 
which,  more  than  any  other  grape,  has  determined  the  char- 
acter of  California  wine  and  will  doubtless  always  continue  to 
do  so. 

While  still  a  young  man,  Arpad  Haraszthy  spent  two 
years  in  France,  Germany  and  Spain  where  he  studied  and 
labored  in  the  most  famous  cellars  learning  the  art  of  wine 
making,  devoting  the  greater  part  of  his  time  to  champagne 
production.  In  1862  he  began  the  work  in  this  State  to  which 
his  life  was  wholly  devoted  and  which  has  inseparably  linked 
his  name  with  the  industry  for  all  time.  Among  those  who 
knew  him  best,  he  will  be  most  missed.  He  was  a  true  gen- 
tlemen, thoroughly  educated,  a  linguist,  a  wit  and  a  most  en- 
tertaining conversationalist — above  all  a  Bohemian  in  the  full- 
est sense  of  the  word.  May  his  memory  be  well  cherished 
and  let  us  hope  he  has  joined  those  other  lamented  sires  of  the 
industry,  West,  Shorb,  Crabb,  Rose  and  others. 

Deceased  leaves  a  son  Carlos,  and  a  widowed  daughter, 
Mrs.  Geo.  D.  Strickland.  Mrs  Haraszthy  who  died  years  ago, 
was  the  daughter  of  General  Vallejo. — R.  M,   //'. 


Death  of   Commissioner  Wilson. 


GEORGE  W.  WILSON,  Commissioner  of  Internal  Reve- 
nue, died  in  Washington  on  the  27th  of  November,  from 
Bright's  disease,  complicated  with  asthma.  George  Washing- 
ton Wilson  was  57  years  of  age  and  a  native  of  Ohio.  He 
entered  the  Union  army  when  eighteen  years  old  as  a  private 
in  the  Fifty -fourth  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  served 
throughout  the  war,  coming  out  a  first  lieutenant.  In  1866  he 
took  up  the  practice  of  law,  and  in  1869  entered  the  Internal 
Revenue  service,  rising  from  one  important  position  to  another. 
He  was  regarded  as  the  most  thoroughly  informed  man  on  in- 
ternal revenue  subjects  who  ever  entered  the  Government  ser- 
vice, and  was  consulted  on  all  measures  affecting  the  revenues 
that  have  been  before  Congress  for  many  years.  Mr.  Wilson 
was,  furthermore,  one  of  the  most  popular  and  accommo- 
dating men  who  ever  hehl  the  office. 


N.  A.  Frankel,  one  of  the  best  known  and  most  popular 
whisky  commission  merchant  of  Louisville,  died  in  that  city 
on  November  19th.  He  was  highly  respected,  very  charitable 
and  an  active  business  man.     He  leaves  a  family. 


WE  are  in  receipt  of  a  copy  of  a  new  champion  of  the  wine 
and  liquor  interests.  It  is  published  weekly  at  Fresno 
Cal.,  under  the  title  "Fork  and  Cork,"  and  proposes  to  rep- 
resent the  liquor,  hotel  and  brewing  interests  of  that  section 
of  the  State.  It  promises  well,  and  is  weleomed  to  the  wet 
side  of  the  endless  conflict.

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Editorial   Correspondence. 


LOS  ANGELES,  Nov.  23.— By  the  time  this  reaches  the 
reader  the  municipal  election  in  this  city  will  have  been 
held.  Its  importance  to  the  liquor  trade  here  has  been  fully 
set  forth  in  these  columns  in  the  past  few  months.  It  appears 
that  for  once  a  body  of  retailers  in  a  big  city  have  succeeded  in 
realizing  that  their  safety  lies  in  thorough  and  effective  organ- 
ization. If  they  had  reasonable  people  to  contend  with,  it 
would  be  still  imperative  that  they  should  be  bonded  together 
for  mutual  protection,  but  when  it  is  considered  that  their 
liberties  and  the  existence  of  their  business  are  threatened 
by  the  anti-saloon  element  —  known  here  as  the  "Long 
Hairs"  —  who  have  plenty  of  money,  time  and  inclination 
with  which  to  humor  their  prejudices,  the  need  of  the  retailers 
to  combine  is  painfully  evident. 


In  the  work  of  organization  they  have  made  a  record  that 
will  open  the  eyes  of  the  saloon  men  of  San  Francisco,  by  the 
fact  that  97  per  cent,  of  the  trade  in  Los  Angeles  are  members, 
and  they  have  worked  together  in  harmony,  through  commit- 
tees of  representative  men,  not  inviting  increased  opposition 
by  parading  their  strength  or  purposes  through  the  daily  press, 
but  proceeding  on  the  reasonable  basis  that  they  are  entitled, 
individually  and  by  reason  of  their  relations  to  the  general 
public  as  caterers,  to  a  certain  amount  of  consideration;  that 
they  are  not  necessarily  to  be  treated  as  a  lot  of  criminals  and 
willful  promoters  of  breaches  of  the  peace,  simply  because 
the  enemies  of  the  traffic  succeed  in  getting  into  power.  Of 
course  none  of  these  propositions  are  conceded  by  the  fanatics, 
who,  if  they  could,  would  make  this  town  as  dry  as  the  best- 
regulated  powder-mill. 

At  the  same  time  these  people,  who  work  and  vote  in  this 
direction,  are  made  up  of  the  most  grasping,  penny-chasing 
element  in  the  city.  They  claim  to  be  liberal,  and  in  fact  do 
put  forth  special  efforts  to  induce  the  traveling  public  of  the 
East,  and  capitalists,  to  come  here  and  give  these  same  Long 
Hairs  a  chance  to  get  their  hands  into  the  strangers'  pocket- 
books.  

Now,  there  are  two  so-called  Prohibition  States  in  the 
United  States,  and  probably  the  travel  from  them  to  Los  An- 
geles does  not  amount  to  5  per  cent,  of  the  whole.  The  other 
95  per  cent,  comes  from  States  where  there  is  personal  lib- 
erty, and  where,  if  they  desire  it,  they  can  secure  liquor  un- 
der the  sanction  of  the  Government  and  the  laws  of  the 
Commonwealth.  They  are  people  of  the  world,  and  they 
provide  a  goodly  share  of  the  bread  and  butter  for  Los  An- 
geles. Should  they  be  driven  elsewhere  by  the  fanatical  acts 
of  the  Long  Hairs,  these  same  people  would  be  the  first  to 
howl,  because,  perforce,  their  pocket-books  would  be  ad- 
versely affected.  Los  Angeles  has  well  earned  the  reputation 
of  being  lop-sided  on  the  liquor  question,  and  she  has  been 


on  the  danger  line  for  some  time,  notwithstanding  the  Almighty 
made  this  the  home  of  the  Vine  and  the  land  of  Wine.  Pro- 
hibition, or  anything  nearly  approximating  it,  is  the  last  thing 
the  traveler  expects  to  find  in  this  favored  clime,  and  the  ten- 
dency in  that  direction  should  be  checked  before  the  damage 
is  done.  The  Anti-Saloon  League  prosperity  destroyers  have 
been  permitted  to  go  ahead  without  opposition,  and  the  result 
is  plainly  seen,  not  only  here,  but  in  Ventura,  and  Orange 
where  they  have  carried  the  day  for  Prohibition. 

In  the  election  just  concluded  in  this  city  they  have  been 
silently  but  sturdily  opposed,  and,  whichever  side  wins,  it  is 
believed  that  the  new  officials  will  adopt  a  course  that  will  be 
more  to  the  advantage  of  the  best  interests  of  the  city,  and  at 
the  same  time  less  harsh  and  unjust  to  the  liquor  trade  ihan 
that  of  the  old  administration.  Leading  members  of  the 
wholesale  and  retail  branches  of  the  business  feel  confident 
that  such  a  policy  will  be  pursued.  Furthermore,  it  is  within 
the  probabilities  that  something  will  be  done  to  adjust  the 
Sunday-closing  proposition  more  satisfactorily  to  the  public 
and  the  retailers.  At  present  the  arrangement  is  not  only  a 
farce,  but  an  imposition.  There  should  be  a  compromise  by 
which  the  saloons  should  remain  closed,  in  fact,  until,  say,  1 
o'clock  Sunday  afternoons,  or  after  church  hours.  This  would 
be  only  a  fair  arrangement  between  the  dry  and  the  wet  ele- 
ments of  the  city. 


I  understand  that  the  fight  has  been  conducted  by  the 
liquor  men  in  a  clean,  honorable  way.  They  did  not  adopt  the 
old  scheme  of  indorsing  candidates,  and  thus  posssibly  engen- 
dering injurious  antagonisms,  but  took  a  position  that  prom- 
ises to  bring  satisfactory  results.  The  near  future  will  de- 
termine question  whether  they  have  judged  and  handled 
the  situation  wisely.  All  lovers  of  personal  liberty  hope 
that  they  have. 

The  saloon  men  are  expectantly  waiting  for  the  next  move 
of  the  Police  Commission.  In  the  unwisdom  of  the  City 
Council,  saloons  must  close  on  Sunday.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  Police  Commission  grant  holders  of  saloon  licenses,  license 
to  conduct  restaurants  in  their  places.  The  restaurant  license 
is  for  every  day  in  the  year.  Some  of  the  saloons  have  been 
keeping  open  on  the  Sabbath,  and  selling  liquors  along  with 
the  much-maligned  sandwich.  The  Times,  which  is  a  rabid 
organ  of  the  Long  Hairs,  has  paraded  this  fact,  and  now  the 
Police  Commissioners  threaten  to  revoke  the  liquor  licenses  of 
the  saloon  men  in  the  event  that  the  Chief  of  Police  reports 
the  charges  of  the  paper  true.  Talk  about  consistency  being 
a  jewel  ;  it  is  an  unknown  quantity  in  Los  Angeles,  when  you 
try  to  find  it  among  the  representatives  of  the  anti-saloon  ele- 
ment. The  complication  is  a  nasty  one,  and  though  the  fault 
is  with  the  officials,  the  saloon  man  will  doubtless,  as  usual, 
get  the  worst  of   the  mix-up. 


The  long,  strong  and  extremely  wet  storm  that  has  pre- 
vailed in  this  part  of  the  State  during  the  past  week  has 
broken  the  three  years'  drouth,  and  the  business  prospect 
could  not  well  be  better.  The  bookings  for  travel  to  Southern 
California  from  Eastern  points  were  never  so  great  at  this 
season;  there  will  doubtless  be  large  crops,  lots  of  oil,  and 
money  galore;  all  of  which  can  be  endured  in  this  section  with 
great  equanimity.  R.  M.  W. 
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Shorb  Estate  Changes  Hands. 


Los  Angeles,  November  22.  1900. 

ON  the  20th  of  November  the  princely  domain  that  was 
once  the  pride  of  the  late  handsome  and  lordly  J.  De- 
Barth  Shorb,  and  one  of  the  most  delightful  homes  in  the 
beautiful  San  Gabriel  valley,  Los  Angeles  county,  Cal.,  has 
passed  from  the  possession  of  his  surviving  family  and  is  now 
in  the  hands  of  a  bank.  The  money-lenders  had  a  claim  of 
over  a  quarter  of  a  million  dollars  against  the  estate  and  have 
been  fighting  in  the  courts  several  years  to  secure  the  proporty 
which  embraces  several  thousand  acres. 

Here  was  planted  and  flourished  one  of  the  famous  vine- 
yards of  California  to  be  finally  devastated  by  disease.  Its 
sweet  wines  and  brandies  were  no  less  noted  than  was  the 
splendid  hospitality  of  the  Shorbs,  who  were  recognized  as 
being  among  the  foremost  of  the  landed  aristocracy  of  the 
southern  portion  of  the  State. 

Thus  passes  another  of  the  historical  vineyard  properties 
of  California  into  strange  hands,  doubtless  to  be  broken  up 
into  small  holdings  and  become  but  a  memoiy.  Mr.  Shorb 
was  for  many  years  a  member  of  the  State  Board  of  Viticul- 
ture representing  this  section  of  the  State.  The  sympathy  of 
all  winemen  blessed  with  any  sentiment  will  go  out  to  his  un- 
fortunate family. 


Italian  Vineyard   Company's  Plans. 


Secundo  Guasti  announces  that  the  Italian  Vineyard  Com- 
pany, of  which  he  is  President,  will  next  spring  plant  1500 
acres  of  grapes  on  their  Cucamonga  tract,  to  select  varieties 
of  grapes  best  adapted  to  the  production  of  Sherry.  In  fact 
the  entire  product  of  the  vineyard  when  it  comes  in  bearing, 
will  be  converted  into  Sherry.  The  company  is  satisfied  that 
there  will  be  a  good  demand  for  such  wine  in  large  quantities. 
There  is  plenty  of  water  available  for  all  purposes. 

"As  to  Sherry  production,"  said  Mr.  Guasti  to  the  writer, 
"I  have  never  been  able  to  get  enough  of  it  here.  This  year 
I  made  150,000  gallons,  but  that  will  not  be  sufficient  to  meet 
the  demands  of  my  trade.  This  is  the  natural  clime  and  soil 
for  producing  sweet  wines.  It  may  sound  incredible,  but  it 
is  a  fact,  that  in  the  latter  part  of  the  vintage,  the  grapes  ran 
as  high  as  35  per  cent  sugar.  The  juice  was  actually  of  the 
consistency  of  syrup.  The  crop  in  this  part  of  the  State  was 
quite  short,  but  I  think  the  quality  will  be  satisfactory.  To 
show  how  the  yield  varied  here,  I  took  112  tons  of  'Bergers'  off 
from  eight  acres.  The  producer  got  ?1500  for  the  product  of 
that  little  plot  of  laud.  Still  some  say  it  does  not  pay  to 
raise  grapes  here.  It  does  however,  if  they  are  raised  prop- 
erly.    It  is  all  in  knowing  how." 


The  branch  house  of  Sherwood  &  Sherwood,  in  Los  An- 
geles, is  doing  a  fine  business  considering  the  adverse  condi- 
tions growiug  out  of  the  drouth,  that  have  prevailed  so  long. 
The  house  which  handles  the  Southern  California  territory,  is 
under  the  management  of  J.  P.  Davenport,  who  has  been  with 
the  house  of  Sherwood  &  Sherwood  fourteen  years  and  is 
known  to  the  trade  of  the  Coast  as  an  able  business  man  and 
a  thorough  gentleman.  The  store  is  as  thoroughly  equipped 
as  to  assortment  of  stock  as  the  parent  house  in  San  Fran- 
cisco. All  foreign  goods  are  imported  direct  to  Los  Angeles, 
thus  saving  the  extra  expense  of  re-shipment.  There  must  be 
a  good  bunch  of  consumers  of  "Monogram"  whiskey  in  this 
neck  of  the  woods,  as  I  saw  a  matter  of  a  carload  arrive  to 
meet  the  immediate  requirements.  Mr.  Davenport  is  con- 
vinced that  Southern  California,  and  Los  Angeles  in  partic- 
ular are  to  have  great  prosperity  during  the  next  year  and  his 
opinion  is  fully  warranted  by  the  present  situation. 


CHARLES  STERN  &  SONS  are  preparing  to  do  extensive 
vine  planting  this  coming  spring.  They  set  out  040 
acres  last  season  and  would  have  done  more  had  it  not  been 
for  the  drouth.  They  have  on  their  1300  acre  tract,  developed 
a  well  which  will  yield  them  250  miners'  inches  and  it  is  said 
to  be  the  largest  in  this  end  of  the  State.  The  additional  vine- 
yard to  be  planted  will  be  one  mile  square.  This  with  last 
spring's  planting,  will  give  them  a  splendid  vineyard  property 
of  one  thousand  three  hundred  acres.  Mr.  Albert  Stern  says 
they  have  the  ideal  spot  of  Southern  California  and  the  faith 
of  the  Company  in  the  wine  industry  in  this  part  of  the  State 
is  shown  by  the  heavy  investments  they  are  making  to  provide 
an  immense  vineyard  to  supply  wines  for  their  growing  trade. 
As  soon  as  the  proper  time  comes,  a  large  winery  and  distil- 
lery will  be  built  at  the  vineyard,  thus  saving  the  great  expense 
of  hauling  the  grapes  to  the  Los  Angeles  plant  to  be  crushed. 
Business  is  growiug  nicely  and  the  development  of  local 
trade  has  necessitated  the  openiug  of  a  fine  store  in  the  heart 
of  the  city. 

Joseph  Melczer,  of  Joseph  Melczer  <fe  Co.,  has  established 
one  of  the  best  wholesale  and  retail  wine  and  liquor  houses  in 
this  end  of  the  State.  Prosperity  lias  smiled  upon  him  to  the 
extent  of  a  broad  grin,  but  still  he  is  not  exactly  happy.  The 
trouble  is  he  is  the  possessor  of  an  ornate  touch  of  rheumatic 
gout  that  keeps  on  touching.  The  result  will  probably  be  a 
trip  to  Carlsbad,  Germany,  in  the  not  far  distant  future,  on 
which  event  his  San  Francisco  friends  will  see  him  before  his 
departure.  Joseph  says  he  is  not  guilty  of  obtaining  his 
malady  in  the  fashionable  manner.  He  is  therefore  parading 
it  under  false  pretenses  and  deserves  no  credit. 


It  looks  as  though  the  brewery  fur  and  beer  would  be  fly- 
ing with  uncommon  briskness  in  San  Francisco  ere  long.  The 
great  brewing  company  of  Meyer  &  Zobelein  of  this  city,  it  is 
said,  are  looking  for  wider  fields  to  conquer.  Having  built 
up  a  magnificent  business  in  Southern  California,  they  are  now 
looking  toward  San  Francisco  with  longing  eyes  and  are  ex- 
pected to  shy  their  castor  into  the  metropolis  which  is  now 
regarded  as  the  City  of  Destiny.  If  this  company  undertakes 
to  do  business  in  that  section,  their  competitors  will  know 
there  is  something  doin'  and  may  be  assured  that  they  are 
there  to  stay.

In  the  more  temporate  climate  of 
France  grapes  possess  a  proper  proportion  of  sugar  to  acid  for 
wine  making,  but  the  hot  Algerian  sunshine  induces  so  active 
an  assimilation  by  the  vines  that  the  quantity  of  acid  is  re- 
duced and  that  of  sugar  increased.  In  consequence  the  wine 
makers  of  Algeria  are  driven  to  many  devices  for  improving 
the  flavor  and  lasting  qualities  of  their  wines.

Punishing  Sophisticators  in  Chicago. 


John  Wray,  of  the  Internal  Revenue  se.  vice,  has  compiled 
some  interesting  figures  concerning  the  wine  stills  of  the  San 
Joaquin  valley.     The  following  figures  will  prove  interesting: 

The  California  Wine  Association  has  one  distillery  at 
Fresno  with  a  working  capacity  of  60,000  gallons  each  twenty- 
four  hours.  For  this  distillery  there  will  be  25,000  tons  of 
grapes  crushed  this  season.  This  distillery  is  the  largest  on 
the  Pacific  Coast.  The  California  Wine  Association  has  three 
others  located  at  different  points  in  the  San  Joaquin  valley. 
They  have  one  copper  still  that  makes  31671  gallons  of  brandy 
every  twenty-four  hours. 

Among  the  new  brandy  stills  are  those  of  C.  B.  Kirby  at 
Selma,  with  a  capacity  of  4204  gallons  each  twenty-four  hours. 

George  West  &  Son,  at  Selma;  capacity  3000  gallons. 

Fresno  Vineyard  Company,  new  copper  still  ;  capacity 
1000  gallons. 

George  West  &  Son,  at  Kearney,  six  miles  out  of  Fresno, 
capacity  3000  gallons.  This  latter  plant  is  entirely  new,  and 
includes  a  wine  house  and  fermenting  tanks. 

The  St.  George  Vineyard  Company,  five  miles  out  of 
Fresno,  has  a  new  still ;  capacity  800  gallons. 

Bauer  &  Guggolz,  Lodi,  who  will  turn  out  some  30,000 
gallons  this  season. — Hotel  and  Wine  Gazette,  Stockton. 


Wine  Hakers'  Corporation  Affairs. 


A  STEP  in  the  direction  of  the  dissolution  of  the  Califor- 
nia Wine  Makers'  Corporation  has  been  taken  in  the 
action  of  its  board  of  directors  in  calling  a  meeting  of  the 
stockholders  for  January  7th  next,  for  the  purpose  of  voting 
on  the  proposition  to  reduce  the  capital  stock  of  the  organiza- 
tion from  $10,000,000  to  $45,000.  This  smaller  sum,  it  is  cal- 
culated, will  leave  sufficient  margin  to  conduct  all  required  lit- 
igation and  pay  any  judgments  which  may  be  rendered  against 
the  corporation  in  actions  now  in  progress.  The  difference 
between  $45,000  and  the  sum  now  on  hand  will  be  distributed 
between  the  members,  as  will  ultimately  the  remainder  of  the 
$45,000,  whatever  it  may  be,  when  disincorporate  will  follow. 


Brewers  Protest  Against  War  Tax. 


A  DISPATCH  from  Washington  under  date  of  Nov.  27th 
says  that  Budolph  Brand,  President  of  the  United 
States  Brewers'  Association;  N.  W.  Kendall,  Vice-president; 
Sallus  Thoman,  Secretary,  Frederick  Gottlieb  of  Baltimore 
and  J.  W.  Brown  of  Brooklyn  called  upon  the  President  on 
that  date  to  urge  the  abolition  of  the  additional  tax  on 
beer  imposed  by  the  war  revenue  act.  The  committee  pre- 
sented facts  and  figures  to  show  the  hardship  which  the  addi- 
tional tax  imposed  upon  the  brewers  of  the  country,  and  the 
President  promised  to  refer  the  matter  to  the  committee  of 
the  House  having  the  reduction  of  the  war  revenue  tax  in 
charge. 

Notwithstanding  the  tax  is  an  imposition  and  a  hardship 
as  well,  the  brewers  have  little  cause  to  hope  for  relief  at  this 
session  of  Congress.  Their  industry  is  usually  the  first  to  be 
burdened  and  the  last  to  be  released  therefrom,  and  therefore 
they  should  prepare  themselves  to  make  such  an  organized 
protest  at  the  next  session  that  their  representatives  in  Con- 
gress will  be  forced  to  recognize  the  the  justice  of  their  de- 
mands and  grant  them.  The  brewers  of  this  country  have  a 
vast  political  power,  which  they  can  make  effective  in  this  case, 
if   they  apply  it  properly. 


Martell  &  Co.  persevere  in  their  policy  suppressing  fraud- 
ulent imitations  of  their  trademarks  by  bringing  criminal  pros- 
ecutions wherever  possible.  It  is  often  difficult  in  cases  of 
this  kind  to  obtain  proof  of  the  guilty  knowledge  of  the  de- 
fendants and  it  is  still  more  difficult  to  secure  the  necessary 
evidence  where  it  is  attempted  to  convict  persons  who  are 
making  the  bogus  labels  and  capsules.  Through  careful  work, 
conducted  during  several  months  at  a  great  expense,  they  have 
succeeded  in  securing  evidence  against  a  number  of  persons, 
some  of  whom  were  engaged  in  the  making  of  the  counterfeit 
labels  and  capsules  and  others  in  putting  up  and  selling  the 
imitations  with  the  counterfeit  labels  and  capsules  affixed. 
Warrants  for  the  arrest  of  the  guilty  parties  were  issued  by 
Judge  Flammer  and  six  of  them  were  arrested,  while  two  have 
succeeded  in  making  their  escape.  All  the  parties  were  ar- 
raigned before  the  Judge  and  after  examination  have  been 
held  for  trial  at  Special  Sessions. 

Quite  receutly  in  Chicago  a  former  employee  of  the  Dr. 
Ward  Drug  Company,  of  unsavory  reputation,  was  tried  be- 
fore Judge  Holdum.  It  is  difficult  to  obtain  a  conviction  in 
this  jurisdiction  because  the  Courts  have  held  that  the  fact  of 
the  partnership  can  be  proved,  in  the  absence  of  the  partners 
themselves,  only  by  a  person  who  is  personally  acquainted 
with  such  partners.  The  defense  confidently  expected  that 
this  proof  would  be  lacking  and  were  disagreeably  surprised 
when  Dr.  A-  L.  Pincoffs,  general  counsel  for  Martell  and  Hen- 
nessy  who  went  to  Cognac  for  the  very  purpose  of  qualifying 
himself  to  testify  on  this  trial,  took  the  stand  and  proved  the 
necessary  facts  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Court.  After  this 
the  defense  thought  it  best  to  throw  up  the  sponge  and  they 
changed  their  plea  to  one  of  guilty,  throwing  themselves  on 
the  mercy  of  the  Court  and  giving  as  mitigating  circumstances 
the  fact  that  the  defendant  was  now  living  an  honest  life  and 
that  his  prior  character  had  been  good.  The  Judge,  taking 
these  facts  into  consideration,  inflicted  a  fine  of  $100  and  costs. 

The  good  work  will  be  prosecuted  with  relentlesf  vigor. 


Increased  Make  of  Eastern  Ryes. 


The  development  of  the  Rye  whisky  market  has  afforded 
an  interesting  study  to  the  observant  dealer  during  the  last  de- 
cade or  so,  and  it  will  pay  users  of  this  whisky  to  watch  its  fur- 
ther progress.  The  Marylaud  production  of  whisky  has  risen 
from  1,650,000  gallons  in  1880,  and  2,467,000  gallons  in  1890, 
to  3,890,000  gallons  in  1900,  while  that  of  Pennsylvania  pro- 
gressed from  3,187,000  gallons  in  1880  and  6,374,000  gallons 
in  1890  to  7,211,000  gallons  in  1900.  The  years  of  '80  and  '90 
were  boom  years.  The  largest  production  in  Maryland,  prior 
to  that  of  1900,  was  3,083,000  gallons  in  1893,  in  which  year 
Pennsylvania  produced  9,514,000  gallons,  which  is  the  high- 
water  mark  for  that  State. 

From  1880  to  1890  Maryland  gained,  in  round  figures,  50 
per  cent.,  and  57 h  per  cent,  from  1890  to  1900. 

Pennsylvania  gained  exactly  100  per  cent,  from  1880  to 
1890,  but  only  13J  per  cent,  from  1890  to  1900. 

Maryland  produced  last  year  800,000  gallons  more  than  in 
1893;  Pennsylvania  produced  2,300,000  gallons  less. 

Maryland  produces  more  spirits  and  "miscellaneous" 
goods  than  Pennsylvania,  but  this  was,  in  1899,  less  than  10 
per  cent,  of  the  total,  while  in  Pennsylvania  it  was  2  per  cent, 
of  the  total. 

Stocks  in  bond  in  Maryland  were,  on  July  1  last,  about  3| 
times  as  large  as  last  year's  withdrawals.  In  Pennsylvania 
they  were  very  nearly  four  times  as  large.

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The  internal  revenue  commissioner  has  decided  that  where 
persons  who  are  merely  retail  liquor  dealers  take  out  a  special 
tax  stamp  as  wholesale  liquor  dealers,  for  the  purpose  of  en- 
abling them  to  buy  spirits  at  wholesale  prices  from  the  dis- 
tillers, they  must  keep  the  book,  Form  52,  and  make  entries 
therein  of  the  packages  received  and  also  of  the  packages  set 
over  to  themselves  as  retail  liquor  dealers,

many  features  of  interest.  After  describing  the  labor  and 
expense  required  to  produce  the  grapes  from,  which  the  grand 
wines  of  France  are  made,  he  asserted  that  just  as  good  wines 
could  be  produced  in  this  State  if  the  same  care  were  devoted 
to  the  work.     Continuing  he  said  : 

The  grape  growers  of  France  were  frightened  out  of  their  wits  at  the 
tasting  of  the  fine  wines  which  California  sent  to  the  Paris  Exposition  and 
admitted  their  superiority  by  handing  in  a  petition  to  the  French  jurors, 
requesting  that  our  tine  wines  be  not  placed  in  competition  with  their  own. 
The  flimsy  excuse  whicli  they  gave  that  our  wines  bore  false  labels  was  a 
subterfuge.  Every  bottle  of  wine  exhibited  from  this  State  had  on  its 
label  in  large  letters  '  California  Wine.'  lam  sorry  that  some  of  the 
press  of  this  State  were  deceived  in  this  matter.  The  bottles  of  wine 
which  were  labeled  "Burgundy"  were  made  from  grape  cuttings  originally 
grown  in  the  district  of  that  name  in  France.  Those  cuttings  transplanted 
in  the  rich  soil  of  California  produce  even  a  better  wine,  but  of  the  same 
type  as  that  produced  in  the  impoverished  district  of  Pourgon. 

Now  I  ask  you  in  all  common  sense,  what  are  you  going  to  call  that 
but  California  Burgundy?  The  trade  knows  the  wines  by  the  names  used 
in  commerce.  What  are  you  going  to  call  port,  or  sherry,  or  sauterne 
when  it  is  grown  from  the  identical  cuttings  grown  in  those  countries,  and 
which  make  the  same  class  of  wine?  A  wine  merchant  when  he  desires  a 
Burgundy  or  a  Sauterne  cannot  order  a  "Fresno"  or  a  "Sonoma."  Custom 
has  made  these  names  familiar  to  the  trade,  and  whether  the  wine  is 
grown  in  France  or  in  Italy,  in  Australia  or  in  California,  it  is  bound  to  be 
known  by  the  class  of  wine  which  it  really  is,  and  there  cannot  be  any  de- 
ception when  the  label  plainly  states  that  it  is  a  Burgundy,  a  Port  or  a 
Sauterne  grown  in  Sonoma  or  in  Fresno  county,  in  California,  and  gives 
the  name  of  the  producer  of  that  wine ;  so  I  again  assert  that  the  objections 
raised  by  the  French  wine  growers  and  accepted  by  the  French  jurors  at 
the  Paris  Exposition,  were  unfair,  unjust  and  only  brought  forward  for  the 
purpose  of  preventing  our  fine  wines  from  being  tested  side  by  side  with 
their  own.  *  *  * 

Mr.  Sbarboro  gave  an  interesting  description  of  the  man- 
ner in  which  California  wines  came  to  be  generally  introduced 
in  England,  in  the  course  of  which  he  said  : 

Some  ten  years  ago,  Mr.  Oldham,  a  gentleman  well  known  to  many 
winemen  of  this  State,  met  a  California  miner  in  London  who  told  him 
that  he  was  going  to  send  him  a  barrel  of  California  wine,  Mr.  Oldham 
told  the  miner  not  to  do  so  unless  he  paid  the  freight  and  duty  on  the  wine, 
as  he  had  no  use  for  California  wine.  About  six  months  thereafter  Mr. 
Oldham  was  surprised  to  receive  a  bill  of  lading  for  ten  barrels  of  Califor- 
nia wine  with  neither  duty  nor  freight  prepaid.  He  called  at  the  Custom 
House  out  of  curiosity  to  see  what  kind  of  stuff  California  wine  really  was. 
I  must  say  here  that  Mr.  Oldham  was  a  perfect  connoisseur  of  wine.  He 
tasted  every  barrel  and  was  surprised  to  see  what  good  wine  the  barrels 
contained.  He  took  a  small  bottle  from  each  barrel,  examined  it  more 
carefully,  and  had  some  of  his  friends,  also  expert  wine  tasters,  examine 
the  wine.  They  all  pronounced  it  excellent.  Mr.  Oldham  paid  the  duty 
on  those  ten  barrels,  brought  the  wine  into  his  cellar,  then  a  small  concern. 
After  the  wine  had  rested  for  some  time,  he  carefully  bottled  it  and  labeled 
it  "Big  Tree  Brand  of  California  Wine."  He  sold  the  wine  to  consumers 
and  in  a  short  time  had  to  order  twenty  brrrels  more.  That  man  has  suc- 
ceeded, by  his  energy  and  the  superiority  of  our  wines,  in  introducing  the 
"Big  Tree  Brand  of  California"  into  every  principal  social  club,  hotel,  and 
restaurant  in  England,  Scotland,  Ireland,  Egypt  and  Africa,  and  his  wine 
may  also  be  had  at  hotels,  both  at  Cannes  and  Monte  Carlo  in  France.  *  * 
On  the  subject  of  co-operation,  Mr.  Sbavboro  has  some 
well  defined  opinions,  as  will  be  seen  by  tbe  following: 

Now,  as  for  co-operation  among  the  producers  of  California,  I  have  to 
say  that  I  have  always  been  and  am  still  a  fervent  believeriu  co-operation. 
I  believe  that  the  grape  growers  should  co-operate  together  and  that  the 
wine  makers  should  also  co-operate  together  to  place  the  industry  on  a 
sound  paying  basis.  I  believe  that  representatives  of  the  grape  growers 
with  the  representatives  of  the  wine  makers  should  meet  together  and  fix 
prices  at  which  it  would  be  profitable  to  the  farmer  to  produce  his  grapes 
and  at  the  same  time  keep  the  process  at  a  figure  so  that  wine  makers 
could  export  California  wine  and  compete  with  the  wines  of  the  world. 
The  wine  maker  should  take  the  same  care  of  the  grape  grower  as  the 
farmer  takes  care  of  his  vines,  for  without  grapes  he  cannot  make  wine 
and  at  the  same  time  the  grape  grower  should  be  reasonable  in  his  demand 
and  not  fix  the  price  of  his  product  so  high  as  to  reduce  the  sale  of  wine 
A  few  honest,  capable,  sensible  farmers  and  wine  makers  could  discuss 
these  matters  in  a  friendly  way  and  with  benefit  to  all  parties  concerned. 


Sherry=cooking  by  Sun's  Heat. 


OECONDO  GUASTI,  the  well-known  Los  Angeles  wine 
^  and  brandy  producer  and  merchant,  proposes  to  try  an 
experiment,  a  report  of  the  results  of  which  will  be  awaited 
with  interest,  particularly  by  the  sweet  wine  producers  of  the 
State.  Mr.  Guasti  has  great  faith  in  the  future  of  the  wine 
industry  in  the  southern  section  of  California,  and  is  proving 
that  faith  in  a  very  substantial  manner.  He  believes  that  the 
perfection  of  production  will  not  be  attained  until  such  time 
as  the  winemakers  succeed  in  producing  their  sweet  wines 
without  the  aid  of  artificial  heat. 

The  proposition  has  been  given  much  thought  by  the 
gentleman,  and  he  has  decided  to  make  a  substantial  effort  to 
prove  the  merit  of  this  theory.  In  the  Cucamonga  district, 
where  the  conditions  are  apparently  all  that  could  be  desired, 
he  will  build  concrete  walls  six  feet  high  and  surrounding  a 
space  sufficient  to  accommodate  30,000  gallons  of  wine. 
Within  these  walls  he  will  make  an  excavation  several  feet 
deep,  which  will  afterwards  be  filled  with  large  pieces  of  bro- 
ken rock.  Over  the  structure  will  be  placed  a  flat  glass  roof. 
The  walls  and  rocks  are  expected  to  store  up  the  sun's  heat 
during  the  day  and  throw  it  off  at  night,  thus  practically  keep- 
ing the  temperature  even  around  the  puncheons. 

"  By  this  means  I  can  obtain  a  natural  heat  of  150  de- 
grees," said  Mr.  Guasti  to  the  writer,  "and  as  only  125  de- 
grees are  required  in  sherry-cooking  houses,  my  plan  ought 
to  work  all  right.  If  the  glass  roof  is  not  the  proper  thing,  I 
will  use  metal,  which  will  retain  the  heat  longer.  Should  the 
experiment  be  a  success,  I  am  confident  a  much  better  quality 
of  sherry  will  be  the  result.  In  order  to  give  the  plan  a  fair 
test,  I  will  take  a  similar  quantity  of  the  same  wine  and  give 
it  the  usual  treatment  in  the  sherry-cooking  house.  The  two 
lots  can  then  be  compared  and  the  result  discovered." 

Let  us  hope  that  Mr.  Guasti  may  realize  all  his  expecta- 
tions. 

Strange  Devise  of  Fountain  Qrove. 

By  the  terms  of  a  deed  filed  for  record  in  Santa  Rosa, 
Cal.,  on  Dec.  17,  Thomas  Lake  Harris  and  wife  of  New  York 
transfer  to  Kanai  Nagasawa, Miss  Nicholas  and  Miss  Margaret 
Parting  of  Santa  Rosa,  and  Robert  Morris  Hart  and  Mary 
Elizabeth  Hart  of  New  York,  their  entire  remaining  interest  in 
the  beautiful  properly  known  as  Fountain  Grove,  a  short  dis- 
tance north  of  Santa  Rosa.  The  consideration  named  is 
$40,000,  and  a  peculiar  clause  in  the  deed  provides  that  the 
grantees  shall  hold  a  life  tenure  and  the  property  finally  is  to 
revert  to  the  one  that  lives  the  longest  and  to  his  heirs  and 
assigns.  In  other  words,  as  the  grantees  die  one  by  one  their 
interest  goes  to  the  surviving  partner  until  only  one  remains. 

Fountain  Grove  is  the  former  home  of  the  celebrated 
community  founded  there  twenty-five  years  ago  by  Thomas 
Lake  Harris,  the  mystic.  It  is  one  of  the  finest  and  most 
productive  properties  in  Sonoma  county.  Its  several  thou- 
sand acres  of  rolling  hill  land  are  planted  mainly  in  vineyards, 
and  it  has  one  of  the  most  complete  wineries  in  the  State. 
The  place  has  been  conducted  as  a  wine-making  property  for 
several  years.  The  entire  property  is  commonly  regarded  as 
worth  at  least  a  quarter  of  a  million  dollars.

OW  TO  CHOOSE  A  STOCK. 
When  we  have  solved  these 
two  vital  problems  of  resist- 
ance and  adaptability  we  are  by  DO 
means  at  the  end  of  our  trouble. 
It  is  found  in  practice  that  some  stock 
cannot  without  difficulty  be  grown  from  cuttiugs,  while  others 
after  grafting,  though  producing  a  fine  growth  of  leaves  and 
caues,  fail  to  yield  paying  crops.  Some,  on  the  other  hand, 
are  difficult  to  graft  or  make  imperfect  unions  with  the  scion, 
while  others  lose  their  vegetative  vigor  when  grafted,  and  soon 
become  unprofitable.  To  recapitulate,  in  choosing  a  resistant 
stock  we  must  take  into  consideration  these  vital  points: 

1.  Resistance  to  phylloxera. 

2.  Adaptation  to  soil  and  climate. 

3.  Fertility  and  vigor  of  grafted  vines. 

4.  Affinity,  or  completeness  and  permanence  of  union 
with  the  scion. 

Another  important,  though  not  vital,  point  is  ease  of 
handling  or  adaptation  to  our  present  methods  of  cultivation. 

Taking  all  these  points  into  consideration,  our  experience 
justifies  me,  I  think,  in  recommending  four  varieties  of  resist- 
ant vines  for  planting  in  California,  There  maybe,  and  prob- 
ably are,  other  varieties  equally  good;  but  as  these  varieties 
seem  quite  satisfactory,  there  is  no  use  coufusiug  our  minds 
and  our  vineyards  with  a  multiplicity  of  useless  names.  These 
four  varieties  are,  then,  considering  them  seriatim: 

1.  RupestrisSt  George:  This  is  the  v  iriety  most  widely 
adapted  to  our  California  soils  and  climate.  It  is  deep-rooted, 
a  large  vigorous  grower,  aud  will  withstand  greater  extremes 
of  moisture  and  drougth. than  perhaps  any  o'her  resistant. 
It  grows  well  in  poor,  gravelly  soils,  in  rich  valley  soils,  and 
has  great  penetration  in  compact  subsoils.  Its  cuttings  root 
easily,  and  the  grafted  vines,  when  properly  handled,  bear 
heavy  crops.  Its  resistance  while  only  sixteen  has  proved 
perfectly  adequate  wherever  it  has  been  planted.  Its  chief 
defects  is  its  proneness  to  sucker,  which  it  shares  with  all  var- 
ieties of  rupestris,  aud  the  difficulty  of  grafting  it  when  the 
vines  are  more  than  one  year  old.  Both  these  defects,  how- 
ever, can  be  overcome  by  the  method  of  bench-grafting. 

2.  Rupestris  Martin :  In  the  very  driest  and  hottest 
soils  it  is  probable  that  this  variety  will  be  preferable  to  the 
St.  George;  but  though  a  little  more  resistant  to  phylloxera,  it 
has  the  faults  of  the  rupestris  in  a  greater  degree. 

3.  Riparia  Gloire  de  Montpellier:  This  variety  should 
replace  the  mixed  aud  nondescipt  riparias  wherever  riparias 
of  any  kind  may  prove  to  do  well,  as  in  the  southern  part  of 
Sonoma  and  Napi.  In  these  and  other  districts  of  ample 
rainfall  and  within  the  moderating  influence  of  the  sea  the 
riparia  is  an  excellent  stock,  but  the  costly  experience  of  many 
who  planted  riparias  in  the  upper  parts  of  these  counties 
should  make  us  very  cautious  about  tryiug  them  in  the  hotter 
location. 

4.  Lenoir:  Next  to  the  various  varieties  of  riparia,  the 
Lenoir,  or,  as  the  French  call  it,  the  Jacquez,  has  been  the 
most  widely  planted  as  a  resistant.  In  many  cases  it  has  given 
perfect  and  lasting  satisfaction,  but  in  others  its  record  is  not 
so  good.  Its  chief  merits  are  that  it  is  easy  to  graft  in  the  vine- 
yard, and  may  be  grafted  at  any  age,  and  even  an  inditl*erent 
workman  ruus  a  fair  chance  of  being  able  to  establish  a  resis- 
tant vineyard  by  its  use.  It  has  given  excellent  results  in  deep, 
moist,  rich  soils,  where  it  is  able  to  replace  the  roots  destroyed 
by  phylloxera.  In  poorer  or  drier  soils  its  lack  of  resistance 
soon  betrays  itself  by  diminishing  vigor  aud  bearing  capacity. 
Without  doubt  it  has  an  important  place  in  certain  soils,  and 
is  perhaps  the  greatest  resistant  to  plant  for  the  unskilful,  the 
juexperienced  or  the  hasty.     For  those  who  are  willing  to  go 


slowly,  to  test  and  practice  a  little  before  attempting  whole- 
sale operations,  1  believe  then-  are  few  cases  in  which  better 
results  oan  not  be  obtained  with  one  of  the  ruj  i  riparia 

varieties  than  with  Lenoir. 

TO    KSTARI.ISH    A   RESISTANT    VINBTABD. 

There  seems  to  be  some  difference  of  opinion  as  to  the 
best  method  of  establishing  a  vineyard  upon  resistant  y 
and  in  some  quarters  a  good  deal  of  unnecessary  heat  has  been 
displayed  in  the  discussion  of  a  question  that  Bhonld  be  and 
eventually  must  be  settled  on  a  basis  of  fact  and  actual  prac- 
tice. When  resistants  were  first  tried  in  California,  they  were 
planted  out  in  the  vineyard  either  as  cuttings  or  as  roots,  and 
cultivated  in  the  same  way  as  had  proved  suitable  for  ordinary 
vines.  At  the  end  of  three  or  four  years,  when  the  ^tock  had 
attained  a  thickness  of  one,  two  or  more  inches,  they  were 
grafted.  This  metho  I  was  fairly  successful  with  Lenoir  stock, 
when  the  grafting  was  not  done  so  low  in  the  ground  that  the 
scions  were  able  to  send  out  their  own  roots.  With  riparia 
stock  the  results  were  not  so  good,  and  with  rupestris  they 
were  uniformly  bad.  Gradually  as  the  growers  acquired  skill 
and  experience,  it  was  found  that  better  results  could  be  ob- 
tained by  grafting  the  resistants  the  first  or  second  year  after 
planting  in  the  vineyard.  These  results  were  better  iu  several 
ways.  The  stock  aud  scion  being  both  young,  the  union  be- 
tween them  was  more  complete  and  permanent;  the  stock- 
being  small,  could  recover  more  easily  and  heal  the  wound 
made  in  grafting.  The  improvement  due  to  early  grafting  was 
particularly  marked  with  riparia  and  rupestris  stock.  That 
there  was  still  room  for  improvement  requires  no  proof  to 
those  who  have  seen  the  ragged  results  of  many  attempts  at 
replacing  vineyards  even  within  the  last  six  or  eight  years. 
Some,  after  five  or  6ix  years  of  vaiD  efforts  on  the  part  of  the 
owners,  have  been  abandoned,  while  many  others  are  a  con- 
tinual source  of  trouble  and  expense,  with  very  little  compen- 
sation in  the  form  of  crop.  Some  of  the  causes  of  this  uneven 
stand  and  inferior  crops  in  mauy  of  these  resistant  vineyards 
have  already  been  pointed  out,  such  as  the  use  of  stocks  on- 
adapted  to  the  soil  aud  climate,  aud  of  mixed  varieties  of 
resistants.  However,  perhaps  the  main  cause  is  the  imp' 
bility  of  insuring  a  full  stand  by  any  form  of  grafting  iu  th< 
vineyard.  When  the  conditions  of  soil  and  of  weather  are 
exceptionally  favorable,  skill  and  care  in  grafting  and  culti- 
vating will  sometimes  result  iu  a  stand  of  90  or  95  per  cent. 
When,  however,  these  conditions  are  less  favorable,  as  is  much 
oftener  the  case — when  the  soil  is  stony  or  clayey,  or  the 
season  too  wet  or  too  dry — a  much  lower  percentage  of  gocd 
vines  is  obtained.  It  is  not  uncommon  to  see  30  or  40  per 
cent,  of  the  grafts  fail  to  grow  at  all,  and,  of  those  which  grow, 
many  are  weak,  owiug  to  imperfect  unions.  Some  of  the  vines 
may  be  regrafted  the  following  year,  but  this  necessitates  out- 
ting  off  the  stock  several  inches  lower,  thus  placing  the  scion 
so  low  that  it  will  inevitably  send  out  roots  aud  finally  be 
destroyed  by  phylloxera. 

Grafting.  —  It  seems  hardly  possible  to  deny,  in  view  oi 
the  present  state  of  many  resistant  vineyards,  that  the  system 
of  vineyard  grafting  as  practiced  in  California  is  not  all 
satisfactory.  We  have  considered  the  chief  defects  of  that 
system;  let  us  see  in  what  way  the  system  of  cuttiug  ornui- 
sery  grafting,  which  has  been  advocated  lately,  promises  to 
remedy  these  defects.  Cutting-grafting  or  bench  grafting 
horticultural  operation  with  which  all  nurserymen  are  familiar 

and  have  long  practised.      It  i>ists  in  taking  a  cutting  from 

one  plant  and  grafting  it,  not  on  another  plant,  but  upon  a 
cutting  from  another  plant,  and  rooting  this  compound  plant 
in  a  nursery.  The  union  between  the  lower  part  or  stock  and 
the  upper  part  or  scion   takes  placo   in   the  nursery,  so  that 
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when  the  plant  is  put  out  in  the  vineyard  or  orchard  the  perils 
and  uncertainties  of  grafting  are  over,  and  it  has  as  good  a 
chance  to  grow  as  an  ordinary  rooted  plant  of  the  same  kind. 
The  merits  of  this  method  of  grafting,  as  applied  to  establish- 
ing a  vineyard  on  resistant  roots  are,  among  others,  the  follow- 
ing: 

CONCLUSIONS. 

1.  Both  stock  and  scion  consist  of  young  wood,  one  year  old,  and, 
therefore,  the  union  is  more  complete  and  permanent  than  it  can  possibly 
be  when  old  vines  are  grafted. 

2.  The  scion  and  stock  being  small  and  of  equal  size,  there  is  no 
large  wound  to  heal,  and  the  cat  surfaces  are  all  protected  from  drying  out 
or  decay. 

3.  The  conditions  most  favorable  for  rooting  and  the  union  of  the 
graft  can  be  established  in  a  nursery  much  more  easily  than  in  the  field. 
These  conditions  are : 

(a)  A  loose,  sandy,  fairly  rich  soil.  One  acre  of  good  nursery  soil  is 
sufficient  to  provide  rooted  grafts  for  planting  out  fifty  acres  of  vineyard  a 
year,  and  there  are  few  localities  or  farms  where  a  small  piece  of  ground 
suitable  for  this  purpose  can  not  be  found,  and  at  the  worst  it  is  almost 
always  possible  to  make  a  small  piece  of  land  suitable  by  fertilization  and 
a  few  loads  of  sand. 

(b)  Proper  drainage  and  irrigation.  While  an  adequate  supply  of 
moisture  is  necessary  for  old  vines  as  well  as  for  young,  grafted  vines  are 
particularly  susceptible  to  wide  departures  from  the  normal  in  these  re- 
spects, and  it  is  much  easier  to  regulate  them  in  a  nursery  of  one  acre  than 
in  a  vineyard  of  fifty. 

(c)  Thorough  cultivation  and  close  attention  to  removing  the  scion 
roots  and  the  material  used  for  binding,  at  the  proper  time.  A  graft  in  the 
vineyard  requires  just  as  much  care  and  watchfulness  in  these  respects  as  in 
the  nursery,  while  the  labor  expended  on  the  same  number  of  vines  is 
almost  fifty  times  as  great. 

4.  Grafts  made  in  the  vineyard  are  at  the  mercy  of  the  weather.  A 
heavy  rainstorm  soon  after  grafting  will  often  destroy  a  large  percentage. 
Cutting-grafis  can  be  kept  in  a  protected  sand  pile  until  all  the  heavy  rains 
are  over,  and  then  safely  planted  out  in  the  nursery. 

5.  When  the  cutting-grafts,  after  rooting  in  nursery,  are  planted  out 
in  the  vineyard,  only  those  with  strong  roots  and  perfect  unions  are  taken, 
so  that  a  complete  and  even  stand  is  obtained  the  first  year. 

6.  This  stand  is  much  more  complete  than  can  possibly  be  obtained 
by  the  system  of  vineyard  grafting  even  under  the  most  favorable  circum- 
stances. In  experiments  conducted  by  the  Agricultural  Experiment  Sta- 
tion 99  20-30  was  obtained  in  good  valley  soil,  and  96  00  in  dry  hill  soil. 

7.  The  union  of  every  vine  can  be  placed  exactly  where  desired,  at  or 
just  above  the  surface  of  the  ground,  and  all  danger  of  the  rooting  of  the 
scion  avoided. 

Cutting-Grafts. — Lastly,  let  us  consider  the  objections  which  have 
been  urged  against  cutting  grafting.    The  principal  are: 

1.  That  vines  develop  a  much  more  vigorous  root  system  if  the  cut- 
tings are  planted  directly  in  the  vineyard,  where  they  are  to  remain  per- 
manently. That  is,  I  think,  open  to  doubt,  especially  as  often,  owing  to 
unfavorable  soil  or  weather  conditions,  the  growth  during  the  first  year  is 
stunted.  It  is  well  known  that  fruit  trees  and  vines  in  certain  soils  do 
much  better  if  rooted  first  in  a  nursery  before  being  planted  out. 

2.  That  vineyardists  already  understand  the  method  of  vineyard 
grafting,  and  do  not  care  to  risk  making  experiments  with  new  methods. 
This  is  a  valid  objection  when  coming  from  one  of  the  few  who  has  already 
established  a  vineyard  successfully  by  that  method,  but  from  the  many 
who  have  tried  this  method  and  failed,  wholly  or  partially,  it  has  little 
weight. 

3.  That  cutting-grafting  requires  too  much  skilled  labor.  The  truth 
is  that  it  requires  less  than  vineyard  grafting,  and  any  handy  man  can  be 
taught  all  the  skill  necessary  in  a  couple  of  days,  and  there  is  the  further 
advantage  that  one  trained  grafter,  or  the  proprietor  himself,  can  supervise 
the  work  more  perfectly. 

4.  That  the  method  is  too  expensive.  This  can  be  proved  only  by 
accurately  kept  accounts  of  actual  operations,  and  these  will,  I  think,  show 
that  even  when  both  methods  are  successful,  the  advantage  is  on  the  side 
of  cutting-grafting. 

In  the  event  of  failure,  the  possibility  of  which  it  is  always  well  to 
keep  in  view,  the  loss  of  money  and  labor  expended  on  an  acre  of  nursery 
will  undoubtedly  be  less  than  of  that  required  to  plant  and  cultivate  fifty 
acres  of  vineyard.

EDITOR  Pacific  Wine  and  Spirit  Review. — The  produc- 
tion of  sweet  wines  in  Southern  California  dates  many 
years  back,  but  it  is  only  within  the  last  ten  or  twelve  years 
that  the  quality  has  improved  so  as  to  class  the  Southern  Cal- 
sweet  wines  amongst  the  best  in  the  country.  The  pioneer 
producers  here  were  greatly  handicapped  by  the  small  variety 
of  grapes  on  which  they  had  to  rely  to  make  wine.  In  fact 
most  all  the  sweet  wines  of  old  were  made  from  the  Mission 
grapes.  Now  we  have  a  much  greater  variety  at  our  command, 
more  experience  and  better  facilities;  therefore  I  see  no  rea- 
son why  we  should  not  produce  just  as  good  wine  as  in  other 
parts  of  California,  and  in  fact  even  better. 

The  grapes  heie,  and  especially  the  sherry  varieties  grow 
to  perfection,  and  enable  us  to  make  excellent  sherry,  with  as 
fine  a  flavor  as  the  imported  sherry.  There  are  great  possibil- 
ities in  the  production  of  sherry  in  this  section  of  the  coun- 
try, with  a  little  more  experience  experimenting,  and  proper 
care  in  cooking  and  maturing  the  sherry,  I  have  no  doubt  we 
will  succeed  in  making  sherry  as  good  as  the  imported,  and 
earn  for  Southern  California  the  name  of  the  best  sherry  pro- 
ducing section  of  America. 

The  fine  rain  we  had  in  November  has  given  a  great  im- 
etus  to  vine  planting  and  about  five  thousand  acres  will  be 
planted  this  year  in  the  finest  varieties  of  sweet  wine  grapes. 
Within  a  few  years  the  production  of  grapes  will  be  more  than 
doubled,  and  there  will  be  plenty  of  grapes  to  test  the  capac- 
ity of  all  the  wineries  down  here.  Let  the  good  work  go 
ahead  is  my  sincerest  wish.

I  WAS  glad  to  see  more  attention  paid  to  this,  one  of  the 
most  prominent  of  Californian  fruit  industries,  than  it 
has  received  formerly,  and  am  only  sorry  that  professional 
duties  compelled  me  to  leave  in  the  midst  of  discussion  so 
that  I  could  not  stay  to  the  end.  The  main  interest  was  resist- 
ant vines.  Professor  Bioletti  of  the  State  University  intro- 
duced the  subject  with  an  illustration  of  the  different  classes 
of  resistant  vines.  He  rates  the  Eupestris  St.  George,  now 
the  favorite  stock,  only  at  16,  on  a  scale  of  20,  indicating 
entire  resistance,  in  which  scale  it  stands  about  equal  with 
Scion,  while  in  affinity,  meaning  adaptation  of  graft  to  Scion, 
it  stands  below  it.  But  the  practical  results  seem  to  some- 
what contradict  the  learned  Professor,  as  the  practical  oper- 


ations of  grafting  in  vineyards  show  full   as  good  results  as 
with  any  variety,  and  a   good   junction  and    thrifty  growth. 

The  "  want  of  affinity"  seems  to  be  restricted  to  bench 
grafting. 

Mr.  Markham  from  Sonoma  County  followed  with  some 
experiences  with  Eupestris  St.  George  which  were  altogether 
favorable  to  this  as  stock.  Messrs.  Frank  Swett  and  Sen. 
La  Eue  from  Napa  were  to  follow,  but  had  to  leave  as  they 
intended  to  reach  home  that  night. 

Mr.  George  Sohoenwald  of  St.  Helena  was  then  intro- 
duced, and  made  quite  lengthy  remarks,  but  very  entertaining 
and  practical,  illustrating  them  with  vines  grafted  on  Eupes- 
tris St.  George  of  different  ages,  dug  up  carefully,  showing 
the  root  question  and  the  tendency  of  this  stock  to  root  down- 
ward in  search  of  moisture.  The  union  in  all  between  stock 
and  graft  was  perfect,  and  the  growth  of  the  graft  all  that 
could  be  desired.  Mr.  Schoenwald  imported  70,000  cuttings 
from  France  four  years  ago,  and,  according  to  the  advice  of  a 
learned  friend,  who  said  he  knew  all  about  it,  bench  grafted 
30,000  that  year,  put  them  in  cellar  beds,  then  transplanted 
them  to  the  nursery,  and  next  spring  into  the  vineyard,  at 
least  what  was  left  of  them  —  2,500  out  of  30,000  grafted. 
These  2,500  produced  at  the  rate  of  two  tons  per  acre  last  fall. 

While  the  results  with  those  which  survived  was  all  that 
could  be  desired,  yet  the  percentage,  according  to  the  advice 
of  this  learned  friend,  was  not  monumental,  and  he  thought 
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"Inglenook,"  Napa  County.    Property  of  Captain  G.  Niebaum. 
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that  lie  could  do  better  by  following  his  own  discretion.  So 
he  set  his  wits  to  work,  experimented  with  different  methods, 
and  is  now  confident  that  he  cau  have  a  bearing  vineyard  from 
the  cutting  planted  in  the  open  ground,  and  grafted  outdoors, 
in  three  years.  The  method  on  which  he  has  about  settled  to 
bring  this  about,  is  to  plant  one-half  of  the  vineyard  with 
cuttings,  to  be  grafted  there  in  May,  when  they  become  stiong 
enough.  He  showed  a  three-year  old  vine,  grafted  in  vine- 
yard in  May,  which  made  a  fine  union,  and  growth  enough  to 
have  a  good  crop  the  next  summer.  The  other  half  he  would 
plant  in  nursery  rows,  to  be  grafted  next  spring,  and  his  reason 
for  this  is,  that  he  can  overlook  several  thousands  in  a  few- 
nursery  rows  easier  thau  when  scattered  over  the  vineyard. 
He  would  also  bench  graft  a  small  number  to  fill  in  any  vacan- 
cies that  may  occur,  although  with  as  easy  rooting  a  variety  as 
this,  there  will  be  very  few.  He  cut  out  all  buds  on  the  cut- 
tings, below  ground,  only  leaving  a  few  above  the  ground  to 
make  the  top  of  new  vine. 

This  is  practical  experience,  and  certainly  very  valuable, 
which  seems  to  demonstrate  that  Rupestris  St.  George  is  the 
coming  stock  to  build  up  our  vineyards.  That  it  may  not 
succeed  in  all  locations  and  all  soils  goes  without  saying.  But 
such  experiments  will  help  much  to  show  the  way  to  success. 

An  interesting  exhibit  was  made  by  Mr.  Grundel,  of  Alma, 
Santa  Clara  County,  of  a  process  of  grafting  vines,  which  he 
has  followed  for  a  number  of  years  with  great  success.  Instead 
of  splitting  the  stock  with  a  knife  or  chisel,  he  cuts  out  a  long, 
three-cornered  slot  with  a  saw,  into  which  the  scion  is  fitted, 
so  that  the  stock  and  scion  join,  firmly  tied.  He  claims 
that  he  can  have  96  per  cent,  of  the  scions  "take,"  and  they 
will  make  a  perfect  union.  As  a  proof  of  his  success,  he  says 
he  has  now  more  applications  for  grafting  vineyards  than  he 
can  fill  the  next  two  years. 

I  remember  thirty  years  ago,  that  a  friend  of  mine  at 
Hermann.  Mo.,  followed  a  similar  plan  with  great  success. 
We  are  just  entering  on  the  question  of  rehabilitating  our 
vineyards,  and  shonld  have  all  the  light  we  can  on  the  best 
methods.  "Live  and  learn"  should  be  onr  motto,  and  all 
such  experiments  by  practical  men  shonld  be  tested,  and  suc- 
cess and  failure  be  made  known. 

This,  as  I  understand  it,  is  the  true  mission  of  this  paper, 
and  to  fulfil  that  mission  my  best  efforts  of  the  few  years  that 
are  yet  left  me  will  be  given. 

The  Price  of  Wine. 

AS  NEAR  as  I  can  learn,  the  price  of  older  wines  have 
advanced  about  four  ceuts  per  gallon,  and  the  outlook  is 
good  for  better  prices  still.  The  now  wines  in  this  county  have 
been  bought  up,  mostly  by  the  California  Wine  Association, 
the  Brun  Chaix  Co.,  and  also  by  Ewer  &  Sou.  The  price  as 
near  as  I  am  informed,  is  from  15  to  18  ceuts,  cash  on  delivery. 
This  is  a  fair  price,  and  nearly  all  the  smaller  wineries  have  sold 
at  that.  Of  course,  if  quality  wore  the  criterion  in  this  State, 
the  wines  of  Napa  would  bring  a  still  higher  price,  as  they 
are  mostly  used  for  blending  with  the  wines  made  in  other 
counties,  to  make  them  marketable;  but  quality  is  not  as  yet 
appreciated.  It  remains  for  the  smaller  wineries  to  establish 
this  and  make  a  market  for  original  brands  If  they  go  out 
under  their  own  names  and  labels,  they  will  fight  their  way  to 
success  and  be  appreciated  as  they  deserve.  It  may  be  a  long 
lane,  but  it  will  have  a  bright  turning  after  awhile. 

Crkam  of  Taktau  Factory. 

A  large  industry  counected  with  the  wine  business  has 
been  developing  in  the  small  town  of  Rutherford,  about  the 
center  of  Napa   Valley.     It   is  an   immense   cream   of  tartar 


factory,  which  buys  up  and  utilizes  all  the  pomace  of  the 
county,  and  has  given  employment  to  several  hundred  men — 
so  many  that  the  hotels  there  could  not  accommodate  all,  but 
had  to  resort  to  private  families  to  board  them.  I  am  prom- 
ised further  particulars  as  soon  as  the  building  is  completed; 
meanwhile  they  are  in  operation  already,  and  working  up 
the  pomace  of  all  who  are  willing  to  deliver  them  at  the 
prices  given.  So  we  are  gaining  step  by  step  in  utilizing  our 
products.  George  Hcsmann.

Wine  Grapevines  and  Irrigation. 

JACOB  RUDEL  owns  120  acres  of  grapes  and  a  winery  be- 
tween San  Gabriel  and  El  Monte.  Of  the  100  acres  80 
are  irrigated.  Of  the  eighty  acres  five  are  in  fifteen-year-old 
Mataro  grapes,  thirty-five  in  six-year-old  Mataro,  and  forty  in 
three-year-old  vines,  one-half  Sauvignon  Vert  and  one-half 
Mataro,  except  a  few  Burger,  Muscat,  etc.  Of  the  forty  acres 
not  irrigated  twenty  are  in  twenty-year-old  Blaue  Elbe,  and 
twenty  mostly  in  Zinfandel  of  the  same  age.  The  six  and 
fifteen-year-old  vines  on  irrigated  land  yield  from  six  to  seven 
tons  per  acre,  and  the  three-year-old  from  two  to  three  tons. 
On  the  laud  not  irrigated  the  vines,  though  twenty  years  old, 
yield  only  two  tons  per  acre. 

Mr.  Rudel  has  been  for  many  years  growing  grapes  and 
making  wine.  He  planted  slips  inported  from  Germany, 
where  he  was  raised  among  grapes.  Everything  has  the  best 
care  and  skill.  By  developing  water  he  has  neutralized  the 
effect  of  drought.  His  yield  on  irrigated  laud  is  the  same  as 
it  is  during  years  of  normal  rainfall.  The  irrigation  consists 
of  forty-five  inches  in  winter  and  spring  for  twenty-five  days, 
and  in  summer  (May  and  June)  for  fifteen  days.  All  days  of 
ten  hours.  [Meaning,  a  stream  of  water  consisting  of  forty- 
five  inches  while  it  runs.] 

Not  only  does  a  yield  of  three  times  the  number  of  tons 
result  from  irrigation,  but  the  grapes  on  irrigated  land  also 
yield  more  wine  to  the  ton.  Deficient  moisture  arrests  the 
formation  of  sugar.  Irrigated  grapes  yield  from  140  to  150 
gallons  of  wine  to  the  ton.  Only  once  during  sixteen  years 
was  a  crop  seriously  damaged  by  spring  frost. 

Fifteen-year-old  vines,  within  Mr.  Rudel's  experience, 
yield  no  more  than  six-ye  ir-old  ones.  As  certainly  grapes 
are  far  from  reaching  their  maximum  productive  capacity  at 
so  early  an  age  as  six  years,  this  fact  probably  is  due  to  his 
thus  far,  during  all  those  years,  having  applied  neither  stable 
manure  nor  any  chemical  fertilizer.  Of  course  the  soil  must 
have  become  deficient  in  plant  food,  and  suppose  it  did  not, 
the  plant  food  anyhow  must  have  ceased  to  be  fully  available. 
The  fifteen-year-old  vine  certain  1\  requires  more  food  than  the 
vine  only  si\  years  old.

Berkeley  Prohibition    Law  Upheld. 


[- 


THE  anti-saloon  law  of  Berkeley,  California,  was  declared 
constitutional  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State  on 
November  26.  The  decision  was  on  habeas  corpus  in  the  case 
of  George  Fedderwitz,  saloon-keeper  of  that  city,  who  had 
been  convicted  and  fined  for  violating  the  municipal  ordi- 
nance. His  conviction  was  sustained  in  the  Superior  Court, 
and  he,  backed  by  about  thirty  other  retailers  of  Berkeley, 
carried  the  case  to  the  Supreme  tribunal,  with  the  result  be- 
fore mentioned.  The  fight  was  on  the  proposition  that  Berke- 
ley was  not  entitled  to  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  hence  the  con- 
viction was  illegal;  furthermore,  that  the  ordinance  prohibit- 
ing the  sale  of  liquor  was  void. 

The  Supreme  Court  holds  that  under  the  laws  of  this 
State  a  city  or  town  has  absolute  power  to  control,  regulate  or 
prohibit  the  sale  of  all  liquors,  providing  the  inter-State  com- 
merce and  laws  affecting  the  same  are  not  interfered  with. 
The  minority  opinion  of  the  Court  was  written  by  Chief  Jus- 
tice Beatty  and  concurred  in  by  Justices  Van  Dykej  Garoutte 
and  McFarland.  Justice  Temple  wrote  the  dissenting  opin- 
ion, Justices  Harrison  and  Henshaw  concurring. 

This  is  a  plain  victory  for  the  Anti-saloon  League,  and 
will,  with  other  things  happening  in  the  State  these  days,  have 
the  effect  of  opening  the  eyes  of  the  trade  to  the  fact  that 
they  have  an  active  and  tireless  foe  in  the  field  all  the  time, 
and  one  who  delivers  some  painful  body  blows  occasonally. 
These  are  unpleasant  facts,  but  they  must  be  recognized,  and 
the  sooner  they  are  the  better  for  the  trade.  Organization  of 
the  proper  kind  is  required,  whereby  the  contest  can  be  con- 
ducted on  judicious  and  successful  lines.  As  to  Berkeley, 
there  is  little  doubt  that  a  fight  could  have  been  made  that 
would  have  prevented  the  adoption  of  the  objectionable  ordi- 
nance originally.  The  first  thing  to  be  done  is  to  accomplish 
the  revocation  thereof,  and  then  fight  the  Leaguers  in  their 
own  way  — secretly  and  all  the  time.

THE  latest  rumor  along  the  line,  is  that  the  barkeepers  in- 
stead of  making  books  on  what  particular  kind  of  a  som- 
ersault the  Police  Commissioners  will  make  next,  are  consid- 
ering the  proposition  to  organize  a  barkeepers'  union  to  regu- 
late hours  of  labor,  wages,  the  employment  of  apprentices, 
etc.  As  the  hired  man  of  all  branches  of  labor  is  rushing  into 
a  combination  of  this  kind,  we  know  of  no  reasonable  reason 
why  the  patient  caterer  to  the  whims  of  our  erratic  palates 
should  not  combine  in  the  protection  of  his  rights  which  have 
long  been  ignored. 

In  most  of  the  big  establishments  on  the  line,  the  bar- 
keeper's job  is  not  a  sinecure.  What  with  mauling  ice,  freez- 
ing absinthe,  shaking  the  stuffing  into  punches  and  gin  fizzes 
twelve  hours  a  day  at  a  modest  retainer  per  month,  the  mix- 
ologist is  not  so  happy  and  wealthy  as  his  smile  and  diamond 
would  indicate.  Therefore  he  can  be  expected  to  get  into 
some  position  where,  if  possible,  he  can  make  some  real 
trouble  for  the  boss.  The  latest  roar  in  this  inevitable  con- 
flict comes  from  Murphysboro,  111.  where  the  Barkeepers'  In- 
ternational Union  Lodge  went  on  a  strike  for  shorter  hours 
and  higher  wages.  A  surrender  of  the  imployers  soon  fol- 
lowed.    They  signed  the  scale  and  thus  recognized  the  union. 

Thus  is  the  power  of  combination  again  illustrated.  The 
possibility  of  such  a  grave  crisis  in  San  Francisco  is  appar- 


ently remote,  but  the  trouble  may  come  at  any  time.  One  can 
with  equiuimity,  imagine  Charlie  Newman,  of  the  Richelieu, 
I.  L.  Marks,  of  the  Davy  Crockett,  or  "Tommy"  Walsh  jump- 
ing into  a  uniform,  in  the  event  of  a  strike,  and  showing  a 
green  hand  how  to  materialize  a  hyptnotic  punch,  or  build  one 
of  the  famous  ball-bearing  cocktails,  invented  by  Joe  Mans- 
field of  the  Morning  "Gall"  but  who  is  there  that  would  not 
flee  from  the  wrath  to  come  if  he  observed  Tom  Ferguson  mix- 
ing a  drink  for  actual  consumption  ?  No  one  who  ever  saw  the 
big  fellow  wrestling  with  a  twirling  spoon.  So  let  us  hope 
that  this  threatened  trouble  may  not  come  upon  us. 


Four  footpads,  who  thought  they  had  an  easy  game, 
attempted  to  rob  Denis  O'Sullivan,  proprietor  of  the  Revela- 
tion Saloon,  early  in  the  morning  of  December  15th.  He  was 
on  his  way  home  on  Market  street,  near  Jones,  when  they 
attacked  him  and  undertook  to  relieve  him  of  a  considerable 
sum  of  money.  O'Sullivan  fought  valiantly  against  the  over- 
powering odds,  and  would  have  doubtless  been  beaten  into 
insensibility  had  it  not  been  for  the  quick  eye  and  courage  of 
his  friend  Thomas  McGimsey,  of  Harrington  &  McGimsey, 
proprietors  of  the  Melba,  Ellis  and  Powell  streets.  McGim- 
sey was  homeward  bound  on  a  car  when  he  saw  his  friend  in 
what  appeared  to  be  a  free  fight,  getting  the  worst  of  it.  He 
interfered,  and  after  a  short  mixup  succeeded  in  assisting  his 
friend  to  break  away.  The  two  ran  down  Market  street,  where 
they  found  an  officer,  and  then  returned  to  the  fray.  The  four 
men  were  still  there,  and  all  ran.  Three  of  them  escaped,  but 
the  fourth  was  caught  and  held  by  McGimsey  until  the  officer 
came.

The  Gundlach-Bundschu  Wine  Companj'  shipped  150  bar- 
rels and  twenty  puncheons  of  wine  to  New  York,  via  Panama 
on  the  St.  Paul,  Dec.  18.

'""THE  EEVIEW  wishes  its  many  readers  a  Happy  New  Year. 
*■  That  they  have  had  a  merry  Christmas  goes  without  say- 
ing, for  prosperity  has  blessed  all  branches  of  trade  and  indus- 
try represented  by  this  journal.  Furthermore,  the  outlook  for 
continued  good  times  on  this  Coast  and  throughout  the  country 
generally  were  never  brighter,  and  there  are  great  things  in 
store  for  those  who  are  in  a  position  to  take  advantage  of  a 
favorable  tide  of  fortune.  Through  stormy  times  covering 
many  years,  the  wine  industy  and  trade  have  struggled  to  the 
turn  in  the  long  and  wearisome  lane,  and  reached  the  era  of 
solid  improvement.  As  for  the  whisky  men,  they  are  in  a 
similar  boat,  the  market  conditions  having  been  fairly  well 
adjusted,  and  with  everything  tending  toward  a  betterment  of 
business.  This  desirable  situation  can  be  maintained  by  a 
wise  regulation  of  production — the  avoidance  of  '93  lunacy. 

The  Review  has  many  things  to  be  thankful  for.  Tt  has 
had  a  rapid  and  substantial  growth  of  circulation  and  adver- 
tising patronage,  and  its  prospects  for  continued  advancement 
and  prosperity  were  never  more  satisfactory.  The  fixed  aim 
of  the  editor  will  be  to  steadily  improve  the  publication  as 
fast  as  business  will  warrant.  In  this  connection  several  new 
features  are  in  line  for  1901.  Appreciation  and  a  fair  meed 
is  all  that  is  asked  therefor. 


TT  took  a  long  time  for  the  innate  cussedness  of  the  manage- 
*  ment  of  the  recent  Paris  Exposition  to  come  to  the  sur- 
face; butithas  "came"  at  last  in  all  its  pristine  originality. 
It  was  thought  that  the  height  of  their  unwisdom,  prejudice  or 
jealousy,  was  reached  when  California  wines  of  French  type, 
were  not  permitted  to  compete  under  any  conditions.  How- 
ever, this  was  a  very  bad  guess,  as  subsequent  events  have 
proved.  The  experience  of  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony  will  serve 
as  an  illustration  of  how  mean  "Johnny  Crapaud"  can  be 
when  he  extends  himself. 

The  Colony  had  a  number  of  wines  in  competition,  and 
one  of  the  exhibits  was  awarded  a  medal.  Naturally  the  win- 
ners were  anxious  to  know  which  wine  had  the  honor.  Mr. 
Sbarboro,  Secretary  of  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony,  was  in  Paris 
at  the  time  of  the  awards,  and  naturally  sought  to  learn  what 
individual  wine  had  succeeded.  Greatly  to  his  surprise,  he 
was  informed  that  the  information  was  not  obtainable.  Hav- 
ing exhausted  his  own  powers  of  persuasion  and  argument, 
he  lodged  a  complaint  with  the  California  Paris  Commission 
and  Secretary  Gaskill  took  up  the  matter  in  the  interest  of  all 
the  exhibitors  of  this  state  whose  wines  had  been  victorious. 
He  met  with  the  same  experience.  The  answer  to  his  polite 
request  was  a  polite  refusal.  Reasons  for  the  denial  were  not 
forthcoming.     Demands  met  the  same  fate. 

The  officials  of  the  Commission  were  dumfounded  to  find 
that  the  Frenchmen  were  determined  to  withhold  such  valuable 
and  highly  important  information  from  the  public,  but  they 
were  helpless  and  Mr.  Sbarboro  come  away  without  being 
able  to  change  the  attitude  of  the  French  officials.  We  should 
like  to  hear  from  other  exhibitors  as  to  their  experience  in 
this  regard. 

The  peculiar  meanness  of  the  act  of  the  French  manage- 
ment will  be  better  appreciated  when  it  is  known  that  in  the 
case  of  some  of  the  competitors,  there  were  as  high  as  sixty 
exhibits,  and  these  large  exhibitors  won  several  medals.  There 
appears  to  be  but  one  explanation  of  this  determination  to 
not  give  up  this  information,  and  that  is  why  the  French  wine 
experts  were  alarmed  at  the  remarkable  excellence  of  Califor- 
nia wines  and  the  progress  they  have  made  in  the  eleven  years 
since  they  were  first  placed  in  competition  at  a  Paris  exposi- 
tion. In  short,  the  Frenchmen  do  not  propose  to  tell  the 
Americans  which  of  their  wines,  in  the  opinion  of  the  French 
tasters,  are  attaining  the  greatest  excellence.  However,  the 
California  wineman  does  not  need  to  be  told  this  particular 
fact,  but  he  can  nurse  his  wrath  over  the  shabby  treatment 
that  has  been  accorded  him  as  herein  related.  The  facts  are 
such  as  to  make  any  fair-minded  Frenchman  blush  for  his 
countrymen. 

The  saloon  burglar  is  doing  a  lucrative  business  these 
days.  During  the  nocturnal  slumbers  of  the  special  night 
policeman  and  the  special  night  patrol,  thieves  broke  into  Sam 
Mount's  La  Rose  Saloon,  under  the  Russ  House,  in  the  early 
morning  hours  of  the  28th  inst.,  and  relieved  the  cash  register 
of  $40.  Sam  preserved  his  sunny  temper,  but  he  is  now  look- 
ing for  a  night  watchman  that  sleeps  daytimes. 
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Wine,  War  Tax  and  Organization. 


Passing  of  the  Army  Canteen. 


A  WASHINGTON  dispatch  announces  th;it  the  California 
^*  Congressional  delegation  met  on  December  10th,  and 
decided  to  go  before  the  House  Ways  and  Means  Committee 
to  ask  that  provisions  bo  put  into  the  bill  revising  the  war 
revenues  "to  provide  for  a  reduction  of  the  tax  on  California 
wines."  To  the  uninformed  this  sounds  like  asking  the  Gov- 
ernment for  a  valuable  concession,  but  as  a  matter  of  fact 
there  is  no  reason,  unless  it  be  politics,  why  the  request  should 
not  be  readily  granted.  This  statement  is  justified  by  the  fact 
that  the  revenue  derived  by  Uncle  Sam  from  the  tax  on  native 
wines,  hardly  pays  the  cost  of  collecting  it.  On  the  other 
hand,  it  constitutes  an  onerous  burden  to  the  bottlers  of  wines, 
particularly  those  who  market  their  goods  largely  in  glass. 
The  California  Congressmen  could  have  obtained  the  proof  of 
these  statements  from  the  Internal  Revenue  Department  at 
the  Capitol  City  and  their  presentation  to  the  committee  might 
have  resulted  in  the  abolishment  of  this  unnecessary  tax. 
Certain  it  is  that  the  government  strong  box  would  not  suffer 
by  such  an  act,  and  it  will  be  due  to  the  carelessness  of  our 
representatives  if  the  abrogation  of  the  impost  is  not  secured. 
The  provokiug  situation,  is  only  another  striking  illustra- 
tion of  the  need  for  organization  of  the  winemen  of  Califor- 
nia into  a  representative  body.  Protests  and  petitions  from 
such  an  organization  have  obtained  recognition  for  this  State 
from  Congress  in  the  past,  and  there  is  no  valid  reason  why 
such  success  might  not  be  won  under  similar  conditions  in  the 
future.  Organization  is  a  question  well  worthy  of  consider- 
ation and  discussion  by  all  who  are  sincerely  interested  in  the 
future  welfare  of  this  infant  industry,  which  should  in  time 
become  the  greatest  wealth  producer  in  this  wonderfully  pro- 
ductive State  of  California,  but  which  needs  the  assistance  of 
aggregate  wisdom  to  properly  promote  its  progress. 


Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue. 


HON.  JOHN  W.  YERKES,  who  has  been  nominated  by 
the  President  to  succeed  the  late  Mr.  Wilson  as  Com- 
missioner of  Iuterual  Revenue,  will  at  once  assume  the  duties 
of  the  office.  He  is  undoubtedly  the  right  man  for  the  place 
having  been  for  years  Collector  of  Internal  Revenue  at  Louis- 
ville, Ky.,  and  being  a  lawyer  of  unusual  ability.  Having  the 
practical  experience  and  the  legal  training  to  enable  him  to 
successfully  grapple  with  the  intricate  questions  that  arise  in 
the  office  of  Commissioner,  Mr.  Yerkes  will  make  a  worthy 
successor  to  the  exceptianally  able  man  who  preceded  him. 
The  new  Commissioner  is  a  leading  Republican  of  the 
Blue  Grass  State  and  was  candidate  for  Governor  at  the  recent 
election.  His  selection  reflects  especial  credit  upon  the  judg- 
ment of  President  McKiuley. 


BERKELEY  has  discovered,  much  to  its  surprise,  that  its 
prohibition  ordinance  is  worse  than  no  ordinance,  and 
that  something  must  bo  "  did."  License  saloons  and  regulate 
them.  That  is  the  only  sensible  solution  of  the  problem. 
The  city  now  gets  no  revenue,  but  the  citizens  get  all  the 
ardent  liquor  they  want.

PHE  man  who  named  the  "Army  Canteen,"  was  largely  re- 
*■  sponsible  for  the  fact  that  in  the  army  bill  now  before  Con- 
gress, provision  is  made,  to  abolish  that  useful  and  worthy  in- 
stitution. The  canteen  had  not  long  been  founded  before  the 
Woman's  Christian  Temperance  Union  arose  in  its  wrath  and 
began  an  assault  all  along  the  line  on  Congress  demanding  the 
abolition  of  his  sole  comfort  of  the  soldier.  Without  inves- 
tigation or  exact  knowledge,  they  denounced  the  thing  as  a 
promoter  of  intemperance  among  the  boys  in  blue;  called  it  a 
specially  devised  machine  for  the  damnation  of  souls  and 
finally  grew  hysterical  last  year  at  the  Methodist  National  Con- 
ference and  resorted  to  shame,  abuse  and  villification  of  Presi- 
dent McKinley. 

Against  the  unsupported  allegations  of  the  Won, 
Christian  temperance  Union,  was  the  evidence  of  the  leading 
officers  of  the  army,  many  of  whom  are  workers  in  the  cause 
of  temperance  among  the  soldiers.  They  reported  to  the  ad- 
ministration that  their  observations,  covering  years,  had  led 
them  to  the  inevitable  conclusion  that  the  canteen  was  a  pro- 
moter of  tempe'rance,  instead  of  intemperance.  Unanswer- 
able reasons  were  given  for  this  affirmation  and  had  Congress 
acted  upon  its  own  judgment  based  on  the  evidence  before  it, 
it  would  have  without  hesitation  accepted  the  testimony  of 
these  trusworthy  and  high-minded  officers;  but  the  members 
from  every  State  were  so  unceasingly  harassed  and  pestered 
by  these  ill-advised  women  who  are  incapable  of  using  their 
power  wisely,  that  to  escape  further  annoyance  to  themselves 
and  the  President,  they  surrendered  and  did  what  will  even- 
tually prove  to  be  a  wrong  to  the  defenseless  soldier.  Thus 
has  the  cause  of  temperance  received  a  severe  but  uninten- 
tional blow  at  the  hands  of  its  friends. 
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Regular  Correspondence. 


LOS  ANGELES,  December  20.— Los  Angeles  has  spoken; 
and  in  the  most  emphatic  manner  it  has  ever  recorded 
an  expression,  has  declared  against  the  blue  laws  a  certain 
portion  of  its  citizens  sought  to  fasten  upon  it.  Los  Angeles 
has,  by  the  vote  of  its  citizens,  resolved  to  maintain  its  posi- 
tion in  the  vanguard  of  progressive  western  cities,  instead  of 
surrendering  to  the  hampering  influences  of  a  few  irresponsi- 
bles  who  bave  no  tolerance  for  anybody  not  of  themselves. 

M.  P.  Snyder  has  been  elected  Mayor  by  a  majority  closely 
approximating  3,000  (the  largest  majority  ever  given  a  munici- 
pal candidate  in  this  city)  and  this  in  the  face  of  the  bitter 
opposition  of  the  three  leading  dailies.  The  issue  was  clean 
cut  and  thoroughly  understood  by  every  man,  woman  and  child. 
Herman  Silver  (a  most  estimable  gentleman)  openly  avowed 
his  hostility  to  the  wine  and  liquor  traffic  and  announced  his 
adhesion  to  any  measures  taken  for  its  total  suppression.  His 
canvass  was  made  on  those  lines;  the  daily  papers  urged  his 
election  as  a  long  step  towards  the  adoption  of  sumptuary  laws 
and  his  supporters  shouted  from  the  rostrum  and  the  stump 
that  Silver's  election  meant  barring  of  saloon  doors. 

Mr.  Snyder,  on  the  contrary,  stated  his  position  clearly 
and  succinctly.  He  bore  no  especial  hostility  towards  the 
brewery  and  the  vineyard;  he  recognized  both  as  legitimate 
industries  and  entirely  deserving  of  the  same  safeguarding  as 
any  other  branch  of  the  general  industrial  system.  He  entered 
into  no  compact  whatever,  with  the  liquor  men  and  held  out 
no  alluring  promises.  He  was  as  ready  to  deny  the  absurd 
allegations  that  he  would  make  Los  Angeles  a  "wide  open" 
town,  as  he  was  to  guarantee  all  proper  protection  to  all  classes 
of  citizens.     And  the  people  believed  in  him. 

Men  who  never  before  voted  for  a  Democrat  were  fearful 
of  the  rigid  policy  advocated  by  their  own  party  nominee,  and 
cast  their  ballots  for  Snyder.  Bankers,  merchants,  lawyers, 
leading  members  of  the  community  and  its  most  public  spir- 
ited citizens,  abandoned  party  confines  and  worked  early  and 
late  for  the  Democratic  nominee.  Men  of  Mr.  Silver's  own 
religious  belief  and  of  his  own  political  following  as  well  found 
it  incumbent  upon  them  to  abandon  their  personal  friend  for 
the  general  welfare  of  the  city. 

The  campaign  had  the  effect  of  uniting  the  wine  and  liquor 
men  of  Los  Angeles  as  nothing  else  could  have  done,  and  it  is 
doubtful  if  there  is  another  city  anywhere  near  its  size  in  the 
United  States  that,  today,  possesses  as  thoroughly  organized, 
harmonious  and  influential  an  association  of  liquormen  as 
Los  Angeles  boasts.  Having  no  means  of  making  their  fight 
through  the  press,  it  was  incumbent  upon  them  to  make  a  per- 
sonal campaign,  which  every  man  in  any  way  identified  with 
the  trade  joined  heartily.  Their  work  was  not  concluded  with 
the  election,  however,  for  there  still  remains  the  naming  of  the 
police  and  other  commissioners  and  the  bitter  experience  of 
liquormen  at  the  hands  of  certain  members   of  the  present 


police  board  has  taught  them  the  necessity  of  preventing  the 
appointment  again  of  men  who  regard  a  public  office  as  a  pri- 
vate snap. 

It  is  common  talk  that  the  saloon  and  liquor  men  of  Los 
Angeles  have  been  "stood  up"  on  every  possible  and  impos- 
sible occasion  during  the  two  years  now  drawing  to  a  close, 
and  when  they  refused  to  yield  to  the  inordinate  demands 
made  upon  them,  were  harassed  in  every  conceivable  way. 
The  trade  asks  no  favors,  but  it  demands  justice;  it  is  not 
striving  to  employ  illegal  methods,  nor  does  it  purpose  to  be 
levied  upon  by  political  highwaymen.  Its  only  request  is  that 
broad  minded,  liberal,  progressive  citizens  of  absolute  integ- 
rity be  placed  upon  the  commission  and  it  is  to  secure  this 
that  the  energies  of  the  members  of  the  trade  are  now  devoted. 
The  good  results  of  the  late  election,  together  with  the 
recent  bountiful  rain  and  the  prospect  of  plenty  more  during 
the  next  few  nonths,  is  already  apparent  for  every  branch  of 
the  trade  is  enjoying  the  most  prosperous  holiday  season  ever 
known  in  Southern  California.  During  the  past  three  weeks 
the  town  has  been  fairly  overrun  with  Eastern  and  San  Fran- 
cisco agents,  all  of  whom  report  exceptionally  good  sales  in 
Los  Angeles  and  adjacent  towns. 

But  it  is  the  wine  industry  that  is  showing  the  greatest 
improvement,  and  this  is  due  to  the  breaking  of  the  drought 
that  has  extended  over  a  period  of  three  years.  More  new 
ground  is  being  made  ready  for  vines  in  this  section  than  ever 
before  recorded  in  any  one  year,  while  old  vineyards  that  have 
suffered  severely  during  the  long  dry  spell  will  be  set  out  to 
new  vines  and  preparations  made  for  producing  wine  on  a 
more  extensive  scale  than  ever. 

Mr.  A.  D.  Barbara  has  just  completed  his  report  on  the 
output  of  sweet  wines  for  the  counties  of  Orange,  San  Diego, 
San  Bernardino  and  Los  Angeles,  which  embrace  all  the  wine 
making  sections  of  Southern  California.  This  report  is  for 
the  months  of  September,  October  and  November,  and  is  as 
follows:  Muscatel,  11,570  gallons;  Angelica,  39,218  gallons; 
Sherry,  201,055  gals;  Port,  236,702  gals,  making  a  grand  total 
of  488,545  gallons.  Mr.  Barham  estimates  the  product  for 
the  current  month  at  approximately  20,000  gallons,  bringing 
the  total  well  above  the  half  million  mark  for  the  season.  No 
record  is  kept  here  of  the  product  of  dry  wines,  that  being 
kept  in  San  Francisco. 

Mr.  Davenport,  resident  manager  of  Sherwood  &  Sher- 
wood, returned  yesterday  from  a  business  trip  to  Santa  Bar- 
bara. He  reports  trade  as  booming  in  that  place.  Of  the 
local  whisky  trade,  Mr.  Davenport  says  it  never  was  in  better 
condition  than  it  is  now,  and  in  his  opinion  it  will  continue  to 
improve  right  along.  He  attributes  the  present  prosperous 
state  in  large  part  to  the  election  of  Mr.  Snyder  and  asserts 
that  not  alone  the  whisky  trade  but  all  other  branches  have 
profited  by  the  defeat  of  the  threatened  regime  of  intolerance. 

Los  Angeles  is  now  at  the  hight  of  the  tourist  season  and 
it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  Eastern  visitors  drink  in  generous 
quantities  of  the  juice  of  the  grape  together  with  the  balmy 
ozone.  They  have  an  especial  fondness  for  the  sweet  wines  of 
the  South. 
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Los  Angeles  Trade  Notes. 


H.  J.  Woollacott  lias  jnst  returned  from  Europe,  where  he 
spent  several  months  on  business  and  pleasure.  As  a  result  of 
his  trip  Mr.  Woollacott  is  now  oftering  direct  importations  of 
all  lines  of  foreign  goods.  Since  his  return  Mr.  Woollacott 
has  closed  one  of  the  largest  wine  sales  of  the  season,  the  pur- 
chaser being  a  leading  New  York  firm.  The  sale  consists  of 
500  barrels  (ten  carloads)  of  California  ports.

THE  evidence  of  paid  spies  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League  does 
cot  appear  to  carry  much  weight  in  Berkeley.

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The  Dietetic  Value  of  Wines. 


THE  persons  who  take  to  themselves  the  idea  that  wine  is 
a  luxury  or  at  best  is  but  a  temporary  tonic  are  sadly 
astray  in  their  reckonings.  The  fact  is,  as  proved  by  men  of 
medical  science,  that  they  are  true  foods  and  have  a  fair  claim 
to  be  looked  upon  as  almost  "specifics"  as  regards  their  effects 
on  the  human  system.  To  be  sure,  they  are  stimulants,  inas- 
much as  they  contain  alcohol,  and  as  a  rule  ethers,  which  act 
directly  on  the  nervous  centers  ;  but  wines  are  also  tissue 
building,  enriching  the  blood  and  supplying  to  the  system 
certain  elements  necessary  for  the  repair  of  the  waste.  Speak- 
ing generally  wines  pass  qnickly  into  the  system  after  inges- 
tion, the  mineral  elements  held  in  solution  being  more  rapidly 
absorbed  than  is  the  case  with  their  equivalents  of  an  inor- 
ganic nature.  Thus  it  is  that  far  better  effects  are  produced 
on  anaemic  patients  when  a  sound  wine  containing  iron,  is 
substituted  for  the  ordinary  mineral  preparations  of  iron  as 
prescribed  in  the  pharmacopoeia.  But  while  it  is  true  that 
wines  are  usually  easily  digested,  it  is  not  always  so.  Many 
persons  with  weak  stomachs  are  unable  to  digest  the  rich, 
generous  wines,  supposed  to  be  producers  of  healthy  blood. 
To  such  persons  the  lighter  wines,  are  especially  beneficent 
in  their  effects.  Rarely  will  you  find  a  dyspeptic  person  who 
will  not  tell  you  he  can  drink  champagne  with  impunity.  The 
scientific  reason  for  this  lies  in  the  fact  that  it  has  sufficient 
alcohol  to  be  mildly  stimulative  and  the  carbonic  acid  acts  on 
the  mucous  membrane  of  the  digestive  tract  and  whips  up  the 
blood.  For  this  reason,  also,  champagne  is  an  absolute  neces- 
sity for  persons  suffering  severely  from  seasickness. 

For  those  who  suffer  from  any  malady,  but  whose  diges- 
tive facilities  remain  unimpaired,  or  at  least  in  fairly  good 
working  order,  the  rich  Burgundies,  the  good  clarets,  and 
ports,  sherries,  aud  all  of  the  delicious  sweet  wines  may  be 
indulged  with  absolute  benefit.  And,  too,  it  is  frequently  the 
case  that  one  troubled  with  slight  indigestion  may  take  a  sip 
or  two  of  an  effervescing  wine  and  then  with  safety  and  bene- 
fit partake  of  a  rich  port. 


Anaemic  patients,  who  require  generous  blood-enriching 
wines,  must  be  largely  guided  by  their  own  experience.  \\  it h 
many,  ports  answer  well  enough,  and  Burgundies  are  almost 
instantly  converted  into  blood.  But  this  is  not  always  the 
case.  The  exceptions,  however,  will  be  found  to  exist  in  per- 
sons who  fail  to  profit  by  their  own  experiences. 


Rare  Old  Wines  Come   High. 


RARE  MADEIUAS,  sherries,  clarets,  brandies  and  cigars, 
which  belonged  to  the  late  Judge  Henry  Hilton,  were 
sold  at  auction  in  New  York  last  montli  to  a  gathering  of  ap- 
preciative buyers.  They  brought  prices  that  would  have  been 
high  if  paid  for  any  other  collection  ;  but  the  prices  were 
thought  only  fair  by  the  connoisseurs  at  the  sale  when  it 
taken  into  consideration  that  the  entire  collection  bore  the 
stamp  of  Judge  Hilton's  taste.  The  Judge  let  himself  live 
while  he  lived,  and  anything  that  was  good  enough  for  his 
cellars  is  held  to  be  good  enough  for  any  of  the  good  livers 
who  outlived  him.  The  highest  price  was  $11  a  bottle  paid 
by  C.  H.  Arnold  for  Johannislicrger  Cabinet  of  1874,  from  D. 
Leiden  of  Cologne,  blue  label.  The  lowest  price  was  <J0  cents 
a  bottle  for  a  part  of  321  bottles  of  malmsey  private  stock  of 
1845.  The  rest  of  the  lot  ssld  for  higher  prices  Moat  of 
the  students  of  fine  and  rare  wines  in  New  York  wen-  at  tin- 
sale.  Justice  Truax  was  there  and  George  C.  Dewitt,  J.  J. 
Van  Alen,  J.  G.  Wysong,  Buchanan  Winthrope,  Montgomery

Regulations,  Series  7,  No.  4,  revised  January  15, 1899,  are  hereby  modi- 
fied as  to  the  exportation  of  distilled  spirits  in  bond  under  the  provisions 
of  section  3330  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  as  follows: 

"The  period  within  which  distilled  spirits  shall  be  delivered  at  the 
domestic  port  in  case  the  spirits  are  withdrawn  for  export  under  a  through 
bond  (B)  is  hereby  extended  to  sixty  days.  Within  fifteen  days  from  the 
date  of  the  expiration  of  the  sixty  days  the  spirits  must  be  placed  on  board 
ship  (or  cars)  en  route  to  the  foreign  port  named  in  the  bond,  or  to  some 
other  port  without  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States. 

"Upon  arrival  of  a  consignment  of  distilled  spirits  at  the  port  of  ex- 
port the  owner  or  exporter  shall  designate  the  customs  bonded  warehouse 
which  shall  receive  the  spirits  which  are  not  to  be  immediately  exported. 
A  consignment  at  the  port  of  entry,  be  divided  into  lots  not  to  exceed  ten, 
within  the  time  to  be  prescribed  in  the  bond  (B).  But  none  of  the  divi- 
sions shall  consist  of  spirits  shipped  to  the  domestic  port  under  mure  than 
one  through  export  bond  (B)." 

Where  the  taxable  contents  of  any  one  of  the  divisions  of  a  consign- 
ment to  be  exported  under  one  bond  (B)  does  not  exceed  91.80  proof  gal- 
lons in  case  of  bottled  distilled  spirits,  or  91  taxable  gallons  in  case  of  the 
distiller's  original  packages,  the  landing  certificate  heretofore  required  will 
not  be  exacted,  but  a  certificate  under  the  hand  and  seal  of  the  foreign  cus- 
toms officer,  or,  where  there  is  no  such  officer,  the  affidavit  of  the  foreign 
consignee  taken  before  some  offici  d  having  power  to  administer  i  aths  and 
having  an  official  seal,  will  be  accepted  as  proof  of  landing  abroad.  This 
provision  is  extended  to  every  outstanding  bond  covering  bottled  spirits 
where  the  quantity  as  above  does  not  exceed  91.80  proof  gallons,  or  cover- 
ing distillers'  original  packages  where  the  quantity  does  not  exceed  91  tax- 
able gallons.

The  Secretary  of  one  Aerie  returned  his  report  with  the  state- 
meut  endorsed  thereon,  "Too  much  trouble."  There  is  no 
doubt  that  it  puts  the  Worthy  Secretary  to  a  little  trouble  to 
make  out  these  reports,  but  if  the  Secretary  keeps  his  books 
in  anything  like.shape  this  trouble  is  reduced  to  a  minimum. 
It  is  very  necessary  that  the  facts  and  figures  contained  in 
this  report  should  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Graud  Aerie  and  the 
Grand  Worthy  Secretary  should  see  to  it  that  every  Aerie 
complies  with  the  law. 


New  Wine  Preserving  Method. 


IN  a  communication  recently  made  to  the  Agricultural  Soci- 
ety of  France,  M.  Vassiliere  gave  an  account  of  a  new 
process  of  preserving  wine  from  the  action  of  microbes  which 
attack  it  when  in  the  cask.  When  the  wine  is  placed  in  a  cask 
which  has  been  left  empty  for  some  time,  it  is  subject  to  de- 
terioration owing  to  the  action  of  the  different  microbes,  these 
being  propagated  when  the  wine  is  in  contact  with  the  air. 
The  expedient  generally  in  use  consists  in  burning  sulphur  in 
the  empty  cask  to  purify.  The  experimenter  proposes  to 
remedy  the  difficulty  by  covering  the  wine  with  a  layer  of  car- 
bonic acid  gas,  which,  being  more  dense,  drives  out  the  air 
and  takes  its  place.  The  carbonic  acid  is  liquified  in  tubes 
of  chrome  steel  provided  with  a  reservoir  in  which  it  takes  the 
gaseous  form  before  passing  into  the  cask ;  the  reservoir  is 
provided  with  a  rubber  tube  which  descends  into  the  cask, 
and  also  which  a  pressure  gauge  by  whose  indications  the 
supply  of  gas  is  regulated.  By  this  metbod  very  good  results 
have  been  attained  and  at  a  small  cost. 


A  Much  Taxed  Man. 


THE  woes  and  ills  of  a  saloonkeeper  are  graphically  de- 
scribed in  "Barrels  and  Bottles"  in  the  following  lan- 
guage :  "He  is  denied  admission  to  many  fraternal  organi- 
zations and  his  wife  and  daughter  are  ostracised.  Then  look 
at  the  taxes  he  has  to  pay  !  Decent  whisky  can  be  produced 
for  thirty  cents  a  gallon,  but  the  government  makes  him  pay 
$1.10  more  on  it — nearly  400  per  cent.  A  barrel  of  beer 
which  can  be  manufactured  for  about  eighty  cents,  is  taxed  $2 
— 250  per  cent.  On  his  tobacco  and  cigars  the  taxation  is  only 
a  trifle  less  onerous.  The  general  government  charges  him 
$25  a  year  license  fee,  the  town  or  city  adds  $500  to  $3,000 
more,  the  county  comes  in  for  a  share  and  the  state  takes  a 
whack  at  him  He  is  allowed  to  do  business  only  on  certain 
days  and  during  certain  hours  of  the  day  ;  in  some  places  he 
is  forbidden  to  have  screens  to  his  doors,  to  provide  music 
for  his  guests,  a  lunch  to  refresh  them  or  tables  and  chairs  for 
their  convenience."

Pure  California  Wines  and  Brandies 
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Review  of  the  Trade  of   1900. 


Till]  animal  figures  showing  the  business  of  the 
wine  industry  and  the  wine  and  liquor  trade 
during  the  year  1900,  which  appear  on  pages  22, 
23  and  -4  of  this  issue,  will  he  found  of  partic- 
ular interest  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  they  show  a 
splendid  growth  of  commerce  in  the  last  year  of  the 
century.  These  facts  are  most  strikingly  noticeble  in 
the  records  of  the  exports  of  dry  and  sweet  wine-  both 
to  domestic  and  foreign  markets.  The  grand  totals  of 
shipments  by  sea  were  7,128  cases  and  5,631,060  gal- 
lons. This  does  not  include  exports  to  Hawaii  in  the 
last  six  months,  as  the  Government  does  not  now  keep 
the  records.  The  trade  in  that  market,  however,  has 
grown  handsomely 

There  is  a  noticeable  falling  off  in  the  movement 
of  case  goods,  as  compared  with  1898  and  1890,  as 
well.  On  the  other  hand  the  increase  of  hulk  wine 
shipments  over  the  figures  of  1898  were  nearly 
l,(ii)0,ooo  gallons.  The  discrepancy  in  valuation  is 
■  explained  by  the  fact  that  the  values  of  exports  in 
the  first  three  months  of  the  year  were  not  to  be 
had  on  account  of  the  crankiness  of  Uncle  Sam. 

The  surprising  feature  of  the  statistics  is  the  great 
| growth  of  shipments  of  wines  by  rail.  Through  the 
oaurtesy  of  the  Freight  Traffic  Managers  of  the  South- 
ern Pacific  and  Santa  Fe  Railroad  Companies,  we  are 
enabled  to  give  the  total  in  tonnage  of  rail  exports 
from  the  State  in  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900, 
which  aggregated  nearly  13,000,000  gallons  and  about 
30,000  cases,  having  a  combined  value  $5,420,000.  By 
this  it  will  be  seen  that  the  shipments  by  sea  and  rail 
during  the  year  were  in  the  neighborhood  of  19,000  000 
gallons,  while  the  consumption  of  wines  on  this  Coast 
is  not  less  than  4,000,1)00  gallons  annually.  Twenty- 
three  million  gallons  are  therefore  required  to  meel 
the  demand  each  year,  and  it  is  needle-.-  to  Bay 
that  with  this  demand  steadily  growing  and  the 
supply  decreasing,  the  question  of  a  surplus  will  ool 
again  arise  until  such  time  as  new  vineyards  may  come 
into  hearing,  and  more  than  meet   the  consumption. 


This  fact,  taken  in  connection  with  the  combination 

of  the  Leading  wine  houses  to  maintain  prices  at  living 
figures  and  keep  the  industry  on  a  paying  basis,  war- 
rants the  statement  that  the  materia]  prospects  of  the 
wine  trade  and  industry  for  substantial  progress  were 
never  so  good. 

Anion-  the  markets  that  show  substantia]  gain- 
are  New  York,  with  more  than  a  million  gallon-  in- 
crease' in  wines  by  sea  alone;  China,  Japan  and  Manila, 
which  have   taken   double   the    number  oi  and 

more  than  four  times  the  quantity  of  bulk  wine  as 
compared  with  the  figures  of  1898;  also  Central 
and  South  America.  The  trade  with  the  Latter  country 
has  hut  recently  developed,  and  promises  to  grow  to 
fine  proportions  when  proper  transportation  facilities 
are  available. 

The  exports  of  brandy  in  cases  show  an  immense  increase 
over  1898,  and  a  great  falling  off  in  shipments  of  bulk  brandy 
from  this  port  by  sea.  Rail  shipments  probably  averaged  tbe 
same  as  those  of  the  last  fiscal  year,  which  aggregated  over 
700,000  gallons. 

In  the  whisky  trade  tbe  expansion  was  phenomenal,  as 
compared  with  two  years  ago.  The  grand  totals  of  all  exports 
in  1900  were  28,022  cases  and  600,405  gallons,  valued  at 
$268,308.  The  greatest  gains  in  this  branch  of  commerce 
were  in  China,  Japan  and  Manila. 

The  development  of  the  beer  trade  in  the  Orient  was  as 
abnormal  as  that  of  whisky,  as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to 
our  tables. 

Importations  of  foreign  wines  and  liquors  by  sea  fell  off 
sharply  from  the  figures  of  1898,  except  in  the  matter  of  gin 
and  geneva,  liqueurs  and  vermouth.  Arrivals  of  the  latter 
article  were  more  than  double  the  importations  of  that  bever- 
age two  years  ago. 

In  the  lines  of  production,  the  output  of  sweet  wines  for 
the  calendar  year  was  larger  by  a  million  gallons  than  ever 
before,  but  the  conditions  of  the  market  indicate  that  the 
demand  is  equal  to  the  supply.  The  distillation  of  grape 
brandy  was  quite  conservative,  and  the  total  of  bonded  -i 
show  a  decrease  of  over  48,000  gallons,  as  compared  with 
stocks  in  bond  in  the  State  on  January  1,  l'JOO. 

From  a  perusal  of  the  foregoing  review,  and  the  reading 
of  the  articles  written  for  this  issue  by  the  leading  members 
of  the  trade,  it  will  be  seen  that  business  conditions  and  pros- 
pects generally  never  before  had  a  more  rosy  appearance  from 
the  standpoint  of  San  Francisco  and  California.

*  -*  Manufacturers'  and  Pro- 
ducers' Association  by 
Percy  T.  Morgan,  Presi- 
dent of  the  California  Wine  Association,  on  the  occasion  of 
the  Annual  Banquet  of  the  Association,  January  18,  1901. 
Aside  from  the  fact  tbat  it  is  a  polished  and  pleasing  effort,  it 
will  be  read  with  particular  interest,  as  it  sets  forth  plainly  the 
policy  of  the  combination  of  dominant  houses  which  has  been 
formed  to  regulate  the  market,  aud  to  assure  prosperity  to  all 
branches  of  the  industry.      Mr.  Morgan's  remarks  follow: 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen:  I  have  been  asked  to  make  a  few 
remarks  on  the  Viticultural  Industry  of  California,  at  this  banquet  of  wel- 
come to  our  distinguished  guest,  the  new  President  of  the  great  steel  high- 
way with  which  all  the  productive  industries  of  California  are  so  inti- 
mately  associated. 

I  can  scarcely  forbear  to  recall  the  last  time  I  banquetted  under  this 
roof.  It  was,  in  common  with  other  merchants  of  our  city,  as  a  guest  of 
the  officials  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Company,  and  the  grand  old  man, 
since  departed,  whose  successor  in  office  is  tonight  in  turn  our  guest,  pre- 
sided at  the  festal  board. 

Cervantes  must  have  had  such  a  one  in  mind  wlien  he  wrote:  "One 
man  is  no  more  than  another,  only  in  as  much  as  he  does  more  than 
another. 

Mr.  Huntington  and  his  associates  certainly  did  more  than  most  men. 
They  surmounted  obstacles,  physical  and  financial,  from  which  most  men 
would  have  recoiled  crushed  and  disheartened.  But  they  fought  on,  and 
finally  all  died  in  harness,  leaving  their  fortunes  invested  in  the  great 
enterprise  they  had  promoted  and  carried  through. 

By  their  rugged  persistence  and  determination  California  was  given 
railroad  communication  with  the  centers  of  population,  and  its  industries, 
among  others  the  wine  industry,  were  thereby  stimulated  many  years — 
perhaps  a  generation — in  advance  of  what  would  otherwise  have  been 
the  case. 

Some,  perhaps,  think  that  these  men  merely  worked  for  their  own 
benefit.  Well,  I  can  only  say  that  we  had  better  keep  on  tap  a  supply  of 
the  kind  of  selfishness  which,  while  enriching  itself,  promotes  also  the 
prosperity  of  a  community.  For  it  is  the  mainsprms  in  the  clock  of  pro- 
gress which  keeps  it  ever  ticking  on,  and  it  places  the  man  who  exercises 
it  properly  with  that  illustrious  vanguard,  who  departing  leave  behind  them 

"Footprints  on  the  sands  of  time." 

It  may  well  be  said  that  in  greeting  Mr.  Hays  we  are  welcoming  a 
new  partner  in  our  business.  For  his  Company  must  share  in  our  pros- 
perity, and  equally  in  times  of  depression — should  such  ever  again  arise, 
which  we  trust  it  never  will — he  may  be  called  upon  to  extend  a  helping 
hand  to  uphold  a  struggling  industry 

The  viticultural  industry  of  California,  in  common  with  many  others, 
is  so  closely  dependent  upon  the  transportation  companies,  that  while  the 
interest  of  the  one  is  naturally  to  get  its  product  as  cheaply  as  possible  to 
distant  consuming  markets,  and  of  the  other  to  derive  a  revenue  from  its 
freights  which  will  give  a  return  for  its  invested  millions,  still,  each  can, 
should  and  undoubtedly  will  meet  upon  a  plane  of  mutual  fairness,  which 
will  enable  both  to  prosper. 

An  extended  history  of  the  viticultural  industry  of  California  is  not 
within  the  scope  of  this  short  address.  But  a  few  words  showing  its  pro- 
gress may  be  appropriate. 

In  the  early  fifties  the  pioneers  of  the  industry,  most  of  whom  have 
passed  to  "the  undiscovered  country  from  whose  bourn  no  traveler 
returns,"  produced  in  Southern  California  wine  from  grapes  that  had  been 
cultivated  by  the  padres  of  the  Spanish  missions,  which  then  dotted  the 
State.  The  wine  was  crude,  perhaps,  but  enough  encouragement  was  ob- 
tained to  induce  the  importation  from  Europe  of  vines  of  bet  er  varieties, 
the  planting  of  which  soon  extended  to  the  middle  counties  contiguous  to 
the  Bay  of  San  Francisco,  whose  temperate  climate  was  found  particularly 
adapted  to  the  production  of  red  and  dry  white  wines.  Thesewines,  when 
properly  matured,  are  fully  equal  to  the  imported  article,  while  the  interior 
valleys  ami  Southern  counties  produce  sweet  wines  and  brandy  of  fine 
quality. 

The  fame  of  California  wines  gradually  spread  in  the  Eastern  States 
until  they  have  now  almost  supplanted  the  foreign  wines  in  general 
consumption. 

The  first  record  of  wine  and  brandy  exports  from  this  State  shows 
that  in  the  year  1875  1,075,000  gallons  were  sent  away.  This  in  1880 
increased  to  2,675,00    «allons,  in  1885  to  four  and  one-half  million  gallons, 


in  1890  to  ten  million  gallons,  in  1895  to  fifteen  and  one-half  million  gal- 
lons, and  in  the  year  just  closed — the  last  year  of  the  nineteenth  century — 
the  shipments  out  of  the  State  reached  a  total  of  almost  twenty  million 
gallons,  or  ten  times  the  total  amount  of  foreign  bulk  wines  and  brandy 
imported  into  the  United  States  during  the  preceding  \ear. 

Our  wines  may  now  be  found  in  far  Calcutta  and  busy  London,  in  the 
mountains  of  South  America  and  in  the  wine  shops  of  Germany.  At  the 
recent  Paris  Exposition  California  wines  were  awarded  nine  gold  seven 
silver  and  twelve  bronze  medals. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  wine  industry  of  California,  though  per- 
haps not  yet  fully  developed,  is  a  lusty  youngster  and  growing  all  the  time. 
It  has  experienced  all  the  ills  of  childhood,  has  suffered  back  eyes  from 
ill- considered  quarrels  among  its  constituent  elements;  colics  and  qualms 
from  over-planting  in  advance  of  the  public  -ippetite;  the  measles  of  unre- 
stricted competition  and  the  scarlet  fever  of  phylloxera. 

Those  who  have  attended  this  infant  through  its  child  sh  troubles  are 
hopeful  that  a  new  era  has  come.  They  have  changed  its  doctors,  and  its 
pulse  will  hereafter  be  felt  by  those  wdiose  antiseptic  treatment  may  bej 
relied  upon  to  prevent  an  isolated  case  of  trouble  spreading  toan  epidemic, 
and  who  will  substitute  a  thermometer  of  financial  wisdom  for  the  blood- 
letting which  has  hitherto  been  the  universal  panacea. 

No  longer  should  it  be  a  question  of  the  survival  of  the  most  endur- 
ing. Rather  should  the  smallest  vineyardist  be  encouraged  so  that  he  may 
confidently  plant  resistant  vines  and  be  free  from  the  ravages  of  phylloxera. 

Provided  greed  does  not  influence  any  of  the  constituent  elements  to 
demand  an  undue  share  in  the  division  of  the  profits,  the  viticultural  indus- 
try of  California  has  with  the  new7  century  entered  upon  an  era  of  prosper- 
ity hitherto  unequaled  in  its  solidity. 

A  policy  of  get  all  you  can  this  >ear  and  let  the  future  take  care  of 
itself  is  des'ructive  to  most  permanent  industries,  but  to  none  more  so  than 
the  viticultural  industry.  It  takes  many  years  to  bring  a  vineyard  into 
bearing,  and  it  takes  more  years  to  bring  the  wine  to  maturity.  Therefore 
it  is  not  one  year  of  abnormally  high  prices  succeeded  by  two  or  three 
years  of  ruinous  depression  which  the  various  elements  composing  the  viti- 
cultural industry  must  strive  for,  but  rather  for  a  period  covering  many 
years  of  steady  prices.  The  industry  must  never  again  degenerate  into 
a  gambling  affair  more  dangerous  than  speculation  in  wheat  (which  takes 
but  one  year  to  grow),  or  mining  stocks,  which  depend  mostly  upon  rumor 
or  manipulation  for  their  ups  and  downs — mostly  downs. 

The  merchant  must  not  strive  to  make  a  weak  market  for  the  large 
crop  so  that  he  may  hold  it  for  a  rise,  nor  on  the  other  hand  must  the- 
grower  in  years  of  lighter  yield  attempt  to  run  up  the  price  of  grapes  to 
figures  at  which  a  legitimate  profit  cannot  be  realized  by  the  winemaker, 
the  merchant  and  the  dealer.  Both  policies  invite  retaliation;  retaliation 
means  controversy  and  controversy  means  ultimate   ruin  to  all  concerned. 

The  viticultural  industry  has  had  its  fill  of  controversy.  Let  peace 
now  reign,  and  its  concomitants — plenty  and  prosperity — will  follow  as 
naturally  as  water  flows  down  hill. 

Let  the  various  elements  come  together,  talk  together,  work  together. 
All  want  success,  but  let  not  the  success  of  one  spell  disaster  for  the  other,    i 
All  can  be  prosperous  if  all   will   only  co-operate   instead  of  each  element 
regarding  the  other  as  his  natural  enemy  or  as  his  natural  prey. 

Therefore,  let  the  maxim  henceforth  be  F  \IRNESS.  Fairness  from 
the  grower  to  the  winemaker,  the  winemaker  to  the  merchant,  and  the 
merchant  to  both  grower  and  winemaker. 

Let  each  sink  selfish  interests  in  the  endeavor  to  make  all  prosperous. 
Allow  a  fair  return  to  the  grower  for  his  toil,  to  the  winemaker  for  his 
risk  and  skill  in  winemaking;  to  the  merchant  and  his  financial  backers 
for  the  millions  necessary  to  hold,  mature  and  find  remunerative  markets 
for  the  product ;  to  the  dealer  for  his  energy  and  push  in  distributing  to 
consumers;  to  the  consumer  in  the  good  quality  and  reasonable  price  of 
his  beverage,  so  that  the  increase  in  consumption  may  continue  unchecked; 
and  last,  but  probably  to  our  honored  guest  not  the  least,  to  the  transpor- 
tation companies  for  the  steel  highways,  ships  and  equipment  which  carry 
our  wines  swiftly  to  the  consuming  markets. 

And  may  the  glowing  hills  of  Napa  and  old  Sonoma,  the  golden  valleys 
of  the  Sacramento  and  San  Joaquin,  the   mountains   and  vales  of  >anta  ■ 
Cruz,  Santa  Clara  and  Alameda,  and  the  plains  of  the  Sunny  South  resound 
to  the  happy  song  of  the  vintner,  secure  in  the  results  of  his  toil,  with  an 
inheritance  to  his  children  in  the  yield  of  his  prosperous  acres. 


WE  congratulate  Sectetary  Root  upon  his  honest  and 
manly  defense  of  the  army  canteen.

public. 

An  instance  in  point  is  the  recent  amendment  to  the  Army 
Bill,  passed  by  the  House  and  attempted  to  be  amended  in 
the  United  States  Senate. 

Senator  Lodge  of  Massachusetts  was  the  author  of  an 
amendment  prohibiting  the  importation  of  liquors  and  their 
sale  in  the  Philipine  Islands,  and  Senator  Gallinger  of  New 
Hampshire  fathered  an  amendment  revoking  liquor  licenses 
in  the  Philipines,  and  prohibiting  their  further  issuance,  dis- 
crediting the  very  excellent  Commission  created  by  the  Presi- 
dent to  formulate  laws  for  the  government  of  these  new 
possesions. 

Unless  it  bo  a  moral  crime  to  plant,  grow  and  manufac- 
ture wines  and  brandies  of  grape  or  fruit,  then  the  elect  rep- 
resenting the  State  either  in  the  Legislature  or  in  the  National 
Congress  should  not  prohibit  but  regulate,  as  they  are  repre- 
senting the  people  at  large  and  not  a  class,  and  it  might  be 
suggested  that  when  they  do  permit  themselves  to  either 
create  or  vote  for  prohibition  legislation,  they  are  attempting 
something  for  the  smaller  and  not  the  larger  class. 

The  wiping  out  of  the  army  canteen — that  has  proven  to 
be  the  social  club  for  the  soldier  in  the  line,  keeping  him 
within  the  confines  of  a  reservation  or  post,  and  restricting 
him  to  the  lighter  beverages  like  beer  and  wine — will,  in  the 
judgment  of  observing  army  officers,  prove  to  be  a  serious 
blunder. 

The  attitude  of  our  Senator  from  the  south,  in  heading 
the  prohibition  amendment  in  the  county  in  which  ho  has  lived 
and  made  his  money,  is  open  to  justifiable  criticism.  What- 
ever the  influence  that  secured  him  his  election  to  that  dis- 
tinguished body,  he  evidently  forgets  that  he  is  representing 
the  State  at  large,  and  no  particular  class  of  constituents,  and 
permits  his  personal  prejudices  to  outweigh  what  may  fairly  be 
considered  a  sense  of  duty,  in  ignoring  one  of  the  greatest 
interests  of  the  State  instead  of  protecting  it. 

The  attention  of  this  gentleman,  and  some  of  the  men 
who  have  legislated  in  this  State,  might  well  be  directed  to  an 
exhaustive  investigation  of  the  liquor  problem,  made  under 
the  auspices  of  the  "Sub-Committeo  of  the  Committee  of 
Fifty  to  investigate  the  liquor  problem,  under  the  general 
direction  of  S.  W.  Elliott,  Seth  Low  and  James  C.  Carter,"  in 
which  this  question  iu  its  legislative  aspects  has  been  treated 
for  the  first  time  in  the  United  States  in  an  absolutely  fair 
spirit. 

The  Legislature  of  this  State  is  holding  its  biennial  ses- 
sion. There  are  millions  of  dollars  invested  not  only  in  the 
trade,  but  in  the  allied  interests,  and  in  particular  in  vineyard 
and  fruit  lands,  and  iu  manufacturing  beverages  which  the 
world  seems  to  want.  These  interests  are  entitled  to  the  pro- 
tection of  the  representatives  that  the  people  have  sent  to  Sac- 
ramento. They  should  not  attempt  to  police  the  State,  but 
should  leave  the  regulating  of  the  liquor  traffic  to  the  muni- 
cipal governing  boards,  whose  powers  of  observation  of  the 
necessities  of  the  particular  districts  they  represent  are  greater 
and  better  than  the  Senators'  and  Assemblymen's  at  the  State 
Capital. 

There  is  no  man  connected  with  the  trade  that  objects  to 
regulation  and  control,  and  this  fact  should  be  impressed  upon 
each  representative  by  his  constituents,  so  as  to  avoid  the 
evils  of  prohibition  that  never  prohibits. 

The  time  appears  to  have  arrived  for  the  trade  to  organize 
effectively  throughout  this  great  State — concentrating  their 
efforts  so  that  they  ma}-  make  it  apparent  to  the  man  seeking 
political  preferment,  that  he  must  not  legislate  for  any  class, 
and  these  suggestions  are  thrown  out  in  the  hope  that  prelim- 
inary steps  may  be  taken  toward  a  strong,  permanent  State 
organization,  to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  men  who  will  exer- 
cise the  influence  they  represent,  temperately.

present.  The  ruinous  consequences  of  the  indiscriminate 
planting  of  vines  aids  at  the  beginning  of  the  eighties,  have, 
thanks   to  the  phylloxera,  dry  years,    and    inci  .nsump- 

tion,  disappeared.  Demand  and  supply  are  well  balanced, 
and  the  commerce  feels  strong  enough  to  abandon  the  absurd 
practice  of  underbidding  as  the  only  possibility  to  dispose  of 
tbe  Stock  of  wine  on  band,  which,  in  former  years,  could  invar- 
iably be  replaced  at  a  lower  figure. 

With  the  sad  experience  of  the  last  decades  in  the  wine 
business,  I  would  not  have  a  particle  of  confidence  iu  the  suc- 
cess of  the  combination  said  to  have  been  formed  by  the 
various  large  dealers  for  the  purpose  of  raising  and  keeping 
up  the  price  of  wines  (I  consider  such  combinations  is  simple 
financial  transactions  of  shrewd  bnsiness  men,  with  only  their 
private  benefit  in  view),  but  general  conditions  and  circum- 
stances are  such,  at  present,  that  the  alleged  purpose  of  such 
a  combination  will  necessarily  be  achieved,  and  naturally  bring 
a  lasting  benefit  not  only  to  the  dealers,  but  also — and  mainly 
— to  the  winegrower. 

If  the  winegrower  of  today  has  learned  anything  by  the  fail- 
ures or  hard  times  experienced  by  those  who  have  fought  vali- 
antly in  the  last  twenty-five  years,  they  will  not  commit  the  same 
follies;  no  vineyards  of  hundreds  of  acres  will  be  planted  by 
one  person.  Condition  and  nature  of  soil,  and  situation,  will 
be  considered  as  much  as  the  varieties  of  grapes  to  be  planted, 
and  timely  preparations  will  be  made  to  handle  the  grapes  or 
keep  and  care  for  the  wines,  if  the  condition  of  the  market 
should  demand  it.  The  winegrowers  will  look  out  not  only  for 
the  few  large  buyers,  who  are  scouring  the  producing  counties 
daily  to  gather  the  cheap  wines,  but  will  seek  regular  custom- 
ers, who  prefer  to  have  the  same  character  and  quality  of  wine 
every  year,  even  if  they  have  to  pay  a  few  cents  more  per  gallon. 

It  seems  strange  that  so  very  few  of  these  wine  producers, 
who  have  tried  to  excel  in  quality,  have  succeeded,  but  the 
reason  is  very  natural.  In  a  couutry  like  ours,  where  the 
public  had  first  to  be  educated  to  wine-drinking,  only  a  small 
quantity  of  fine  wines  could  be  placed.  The  majority  of  those 
who  were  able  to  pay  a  good  price,  drank  only  "the  label," 
which,  of  course,  had  to  be  foreign.  This  has  changed  for 
the  better.  There  are  some  producers  who  have  succeeded  iu 
introducing  fine  California  wines,  and  have  established  a  1 
ing  reputation.  These  are  mainly  concerns  in  which  the 
second  generation  reaps  the  benefit  of  the  hard  pioneer  work 
of  their  ancestors.  The  reputation  of  Dresel's,  Qnndlaeh'e 
aud  Tubbs'  wines  did  not  die  out,  thanks  to  the  energy  and 
push  of  those  who  iuherited  the  well-planted  and  well-tab 
care-of  vineyards. 

The  best  California  wines   now  enjoy  a  good   reputation 
all  over  the  world,  aud    the  prospects  for  those,  who  will  and 
can  place  in  the  market  well-matured,  fine  wines,  areexcell

ditor  Wine  and  Spirit  Eeview:  You 
have  asked  us  to  write  you  a  few  lines, 
giving  a  resume  of  the  past  year's  busi- 
ness, and  also  our  opinion  as  to  the 
outlook  for  the  coming  year. 
The  business  done  during  the  past  year  has  been  very 
satisfactory,  being  an  increase  over  the  preceding  years,  and 
collections  have  been  good.  The  common  prosperity  of  the 
Coast  and  the  country  in  general  has  been  felt  in  the  liquor 
trade,  which  may  be  said  to  be  a  very  good  barometer  of  the 
country's  pulse,  as  it  is  the  most  sensitive  to  prosperity  or  de- 
pression of  all  the  industries.  Times  may  be  hard  and 
humanity  has  to  eat,  and  to  use  clothing  and  dry  goods,  but 
does  not  have  to  drink — and  that  is  the  first  place  where 
economy  commences.  So  that  when  the  liquor  trade  is  reported 
to  be  improving,  it  is  a  sign  that  all  other  branches  are  doing 
well  also. 

The  greatest  increase  of  business  has  been  in  the  staple 
brands  of  case  goods.  Consumers  have  learned  that  the  staple 
case  goods  are  reliable  and  superior  in  quality  to  that  bottled 
by  the  retailer  to  sell  to  his  individual  trade,  and  in  conse- 
quence this  class  of  goods  is  more  called  for  than  ever  before. 
To  quote  our  own  experience,  the  J.  F.  Cutter  whisky  in  cases 
met  with  a  larger  demand  last  year  than  ever  before.  A  con- 
sumer who  purchases  a  bottle  in  Seattle  or  San  Diego,  San 
Francisco  or  Salt  Lake,  knows  jnst  what  he  is  going  to  receive 
for  his  money,  and  is  satisfied.  During  the  past  year  we  have 
commenced  putting  up  our  Argonaut  O.  K.  whisky  in  full 
quart  and  full  pint  bottles,  containing  three  gallons  to  the 
case,  and  the  reception  which  this  whisky  has  received 
has  been  very  encouraging.  This  is  the  same  Argonaut  O.  K. 
whisky  which  we  have  sold  to  the  trade  for  so  many  vears  in 
bulk,  and  the  quality  of  which  is  well  known  to  the  retail 
trade. 

As  to  the  outlook  for  the  future,  it  is  very  bright.  The 
heavy  snows  we  are  having  in  the  mountains  insure  a  prosper- 
ous Summer  season  for  the  miners  and  plenty  of  water  for  irri- 
gation. The  increased  price  of  the  products  of  all  branches 
of  horticulture — especially  wine — promises  that  the  farmers 
will  have  plenty  of  money.  Cattle,  sheep  and  hogs  are  higher 
than  they  have  been  in  a  decade,  and  stockmen  are  no  longer 
bankrupt.  The  transport  service  shows  no  prospect  of  de- 
creasing, and  the  millions  the  government  has  spent  promise 
to  continue  to  flow  into  our  coffers;  so  that  any  one  who  could 
not  see  a  rosy  tint  to  the  business  horizon  of  the  year,  must 
be  indeed  a  pe  simist. 

And,  Mr.  Editor,  hoping  that  the  prosperity  which  wo  an- 
ticipate, may  also  reach  the  poor  newspaper  man,  and  that  the 
Pacific  Wine  and  Spirit  Eeview  may  grow  with  the  commu-

To  Benefit  Fruit  Distillers. 


THE  first  Internal  Eevenue  bill  offered  at  this  session  was 
H.  E.  12281,  introduced  by  Mr.  Loud,  of  California.     It 
provides  as  follows: 

That  section  thirty-two  hundred  and  fifty-five  of  the  Revised  Statutes 
of  the  United  States  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended,  so  as  to  read  as 
follows : 

"Sec.  3255.  The  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Secretary  of  ihe  Treasury  may  exempt  distillers  of  brandy 
exclusively  made  from  apples,  peaches,  grapes,  nears,  pineapples,  oranges, 
apricots,  berries,  prunes  or  cherries  from  any  provision  of  this  title  rela- 
ting to  the  manufacture  of  spirits,  except  as  to  the  tax  thereon,  when  in 
his  judgment  it  may  seem  expedient  to  do  so." 

The  amendment  consists  in  extending  certain  exemptions 
to  the  distillers  of  pears,  pineapples,  oranges,  apricots,  prunes 
and  cherries,  the  provisions  of  which  are  well  known  to  all 
fruit  brandy  distillers.  The  bill  passed  both  the  House  and 
Senate.

Sees  Fine 

Possibilities. 


THE  present  situation  may  be  char- 
acterized as  an  unprecedented  one 
in  the  annals  of  California  viticulture. 
After  a  loug  and  protracted  struggle, 
covering  the  battle-ground  with  disap- 
pointments and  reverses  on  the  side  of  the  growers  and 
serious  losses  on  the  part  of  the  dealers,  the  united  merchants 
and  distributors  hold  out  the  olive  branch  of  reconstruction, 
support  and  good-will  towards  the  interests  of  all,  with  a  firm 
determination  of  bringing  the  industry  once  more  back 
to  the  level  of  remuneration  and  legitimate  profit  in  propor- 
tion to  the  immense  capital  invested.  We  must  acknowledge 
with  a  spirit  of  fairness  and  unbiased  acclamation  the  well- 
defined  intentions  of  the  ruling  powers,  recognizing  the  neces- 
sity and  possibility  of  a  limited  control  as  the  only  remedy 
and  policy  to  create  improved  conditions.  We  have  behind 
us  the  three  vintages  of  limited  extent  (1898,  1899,  1900)  and 
the  consequential  distribution  and  gradual  absorption  during 
these  years  of  the  accumulations  of  prior  vintages.  At  the 
beginning  of  the  shipping  season  now,  we  have  before  us  only 
the  young  wines  of  1900  (aggregating  about  18  million  gallons 
of  merchantable  wines)  and  the  savings  of  old  stocks  of  the 
past  vintages,  principally  controlled  by  or  in  the  hands  of 
shippers,  bottlers  and  dealers  and  nominally  estimated  at 
about  10  million  gallons.  This  places  the  available  stock 
(young  and  old)  at  28  million  gallons.  Our  shipping  lists  of 
1900  show  that  our  exports  from  California  by  rail  and  sea 
foot  up  nearly  19  million  gallons  and  our  home  consumption 
can  also  be  safely  estimated  at  4  million  gallons,  so  that  before 
the  end  of  1901  a  shortage  must  be  readily  felt,  and  those 
controlling  the  balance  of  power,  must  by  that  time  be  in  a 
rather  independent  position.  The  prospective  vintages  can 
not  bring  any  relief  for  some  years  to  come  until  the  stimula- 
tion for  replanting  new  vineyards  may  again  be  felt  in  an 
increase  of  our  grape  products. 

A  combination  of  intelligence  and  capital  should  be  pro- 
ductive of  good  results.  The  conditions  for  judicious  consid- 
erations have  never  been  more  favorable.  If  they  be  well 
directed  and  strictly  adhered  to,  without  placing  any  hard- 
ship, coercion  or  untoward  pressure  on  growers  and  con- 
sumers, they  should  ultimately  conquer.  Our  vineyard  in- 
terests are  entitled  to  equitable  returns,  and  the  latter  should 
be  in  harmony  with  the  risk  of  an  uncertain  yearly  crop.  A 
few  cents  per  gallon  advance  on  the  average  value  of  wine 
will  not  curtail  our  distribution.  To  the  contrary,  it  will 
increase  the  appreciation  of  our  wines;  it  will  enable  care 
and  attention  in  their  making  and  handling;  it  will  guar- 
antee adequate  returns  to  our  farmers  and  producers  and  will 
ultimately  re-establish  a  fair  valuation  of  our  productive  vine- 
yard estates.

T  the  request  of  the  Pacific  Wine 
and  Spirit  Eeview,  it  is  with 
pleasure  that  I  write  a  few  lines  re- 
garding the  condition  of  the  wine 
market,  due  to  the  combination  of  the 
several  different  houses  here,  to  maintain  the  prices.  The 
market  is  at  present  on  a  very  solid  basis  and  there  is  a 
decided  growing  demand  for  old,  matured  and  finished  wines, 
as  well  as  brandies.  They  are  becoming  scarcer  every  day 
and  those  who  hold  stocks  of  this  class  of  goods  hold  them 
at  the  advanced  prices  and  there  is  no  cutting  at  present. 
The  trade  throughout  the  East  are  gradually  becoming  aware 
of  the  fact  that  they  can  not  buy  choice  vintages  here  at  the 
old  figures — namely,  for  a  less  price  than  one  could  buy  a 
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good  vinegar. 

All  reliable  concerns  here  who  have  made  a  specialty  of 
case  goods  and  have  devoted  years  to  establishing  a  brand, 
will,  I  am  sure,  through  perseverance  and  determination,  be 
recompense^  1  in  the  future,  particularly  if  the  goods  are  first- 
class,  thoroughly  matured  and  finished.  I  take  my  own  trade 
as  an  example.  It  has  been  steadily  on  the  increase  for  the 
past  two  years.  For  all  of  my  choice,  bottled  wines,  to  which 
I  give  special  attention,  there  is  a  growing  demand.  In  fact, 
I  have  difficulty  in  obtaining  bottles  to  supply  my  trade. 

People  all  through  the  East,  as  well  as  the  Pacific  Coast 
States  and  Territories,  are  rapidly  learning  that  wines  of  well- 
known  brand,  bottled  aud  shipped  from  here  direct,  are  strong 
competitors  of  the  very  best  foreign  brands  and  can  be  laid 
down  in  any  of  the  Eastern  cities  all  the  way  from  50  per  cent 
to  75  per  cent  cheaper.  In  fact,  iu  manj  instances  they  are 
much  superior  to  the  imported  varieties.  This  was  demon- 
strated unquestionably  at  the  Paris  Exposition  of  1900,  as 
many  of  the  choice  wines  we  sent  over  there  had  no  compet- 
itors. They  were  so  fine  that  the  French  experts  were 
decidedly  nonplussed  at  the  strides  California  had  made  in 
producing  choice  wines,  aud  in  my  opinion  it  was  on  this 
account  that  they  had  to  make  some  cry  to  the  effect  that  we 
were  using  French  names  on  our  labels  in  order  to  deceive 
the  community,  when,  in  fact,  every  label  bore  the  name  of 
the  concern,  where  the  wine  was  produced,  etc.,  and  there 
could  be  no  possible  deception  in  the  matter. 

I  feel  confident  that  it  will  only  be  a  few  years  when  the 
majority  of  the  wine  drinkers  in  this  country  will  receive  all 
our  best  wines  in  glass  with  the  highest  commendation.

Sweets   Gain

i  ditor  Pacific  Wine  and  Spirit  Re- 
view: The  condition  of  the  sweet 
wine  market  is  at  least  satisfactory 
to  the  grower.  For  years  past  the 
vinoyardists  have  struggled  along, 
few  of  them  making  any  headway  owing  to  short  crops  and  the 
exceedingly  low  prices  prevailing.  The  improved  state  of 
affairs  has  been  brought  about  by  the  action  of  the  associated 
dealers,  who  have  advanced  their  selling  prices,  thereby  allow- 
ing them  to  pay  the  growers  a  fair  price  for  their  product. 
The  Raisin  Growers'  Association  has  benefited  the  wine  grow- 
ers also,  for  in  increasing  the  value  of  muscat  grapes,  the 
price  of  wine  grapes  advances  in  like  proportion. 

Although  the  individual  crops  last  vintage  were  not  large, 
the  quantity  of  sweet  wine  produced  in  the  State  exceeds  that 
of  any  previous  vintage,  the  total  production  being  over  nine 
million  gallons.  This  shows  that  more  than  the  usual  percent- 
age of  grapes  grown  in  the  State  was  turned  into  sweet  wine, 
and  the  fact  that  the  strong  demand  continues,  proves  conclu- 
sively that  the  consumption  is  rapidly  increasing. 

Comparatively  speaking,  there  was  no  old  wine  in  first 
hands,  and  the  bulk  of  the  1900  vintage  is  already  in  the 
hands  of  the  dealers. 

With  this  condition  of  affairs,  the  dealers  should  be 
able  to  advance  their  prices  to  figures  that  will  allow  them 
a  legitimate  profit  for  distributing  the  wine  of  the  State,  and 
as  soon  as  their  busiuess  is  placed  on  a  paying  basis,  the  aging 
of  wine  will  commence,  aud  the  standard  of  quality  will  im- 
mediately improve.

Liquor   Trade 

Is 

Very    Prosperous. 


THE  year   1900,  the    last   of  the 
Nine 


jeteenth  Century,  was  the 
most  prosperous  one  that  the 
wholesale  liquor  dealers  of  San 
Francisco  ever  eujoyed.  The  vol- 
ume of  business  was  much  larger  than  in  any  previous  year, 
and  the  net  results  were  correspondingly  large.  The  high 
prosperity,  of  which  the  entire  country  experienced  the  bene- 
fits, was,  of  course,  in  a  great  measure,  accountable  for  the 
good  times  which  the  wholesale  liquor  dealers  had  in  the 
yearjust  past,  but  not  entirely.  There  were  a  few  other 
causes,  among  which  we  may  mention  the  establishment  of  a 
firmer  confidence  between  the  wholesaler  and  retailer.  The 
latter  has  now  cause  to  believe  that  the  San  Francisco  whole- 
saler is  just  as  honest  and  gives  better  value  than  the  (so- 
called)  "Eastern  distiller, "  who  never  distilled  a  barrel  of 
whiskey,  carries  no  stock  of  goods,  but  fills  orders  through 
other  channels. 

The  wholesale  liquor  houses  of  this  city  carry  the  largest 
floor  stocks  to  be  found  in  the  country,  and  in  many  cases  after 
dearly  bought  experience,  the  retailer,  by  trading  at  home, 
has  found  that  his  money  remains  in  circulation  in  his  own 
community,  and  that  he  helps  to  give  employment  to  his  own 
people.  There  also  now  exists  between  our  wholesalers 
themselves  a  more  friendly  feeling,  and  a  spirit  of  mutual 
confidence  which  has  materially  aided  in  placing  the  retail 
business  upon  a  cleaner  and  higher  plane,  by  wiping  out  the 
undesirable  and  unprofitable  accounts,  and  placing  the  busi- 
ness on  a  better  financial  basis. 

Although  the  year  1900  was  a  most  prosperous  one,  the 
outlook  for  the  present  year  could  not  be  more  favorable. 
We  have  had  copious  rains,  which  will  insure  good  crops  of 
grain  and  fruit;  plenty  of  snow  in  the  mountains,  which  means 
good  times  for  our  miners,  while  the  opening  of  our  new  oil 
fields  will  give  us  cheap  fuel  and  enable  us  to  establish  manu- 
factures, which  heretofore  could  not  be  operated  owing  to  the 
high  price  of  coal,  as  a  fuel.  These  things,  with  the  trade  of 
the  Orient  opening  up  to  us,  will  make  this  city  take  its  proper 
place,  and,  no  doubt,  it  will  in  the  next  twenty  years  double 
its  present  population. 

Another  important  factor  which  will  greatly  tend  to  in- 
crease business  in  this  city,  is  the  policy  of  the  new  President 
of  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  in  reducing  passenger  rates 
for  the  purpose  of  bringing  people  to  settle  in  our  State.  That 
is  what  has  built  up  the  Northwest,  and  the  inauguration  of 
such  a  liberal  policy  means  a  great  deal  to  California.  We 
have  the  land,  but  we  need  the  people,  and  when  we  get  them 
we  will  have  the  business. 

In  conclusion,  will  say  that  every  indication,  at  preseDt, 
points  to  a  most  prosperous  year  for  every  line  of  business  in 
in  this  city,  and  particularly  for  the  wholesale  liquor  trade.

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*HE  State  of  California  has  now 

become  quite   a  factor  in    the 

wine    industry    of    the   world. 

Commencing  with  the  few  vines 

brought   to  this   State    by   the 

Mission  Friars,  the  viticultnrist  industry  lias  advanced  year  by 

yea-,  both  in  the  increase  of  the  production   and  the  quality 

of  the  wines. 

The  industry  has  had  prosperous  years  and  disastrous 
years.  At  one  time  the  dealers  took  undue  advantages  of  the 
producers,  which  made  the  one  rich  and  the  other  poor.  At 
another  time  the  dealers  commenced  a  cut-throat  war  between 
themselves,  which  was  disastrous  to  the  grape  growers,  wine- 
makers  and  the  dealers  alike.  Then  came  the  formation  of 
the  Winemakers'  Corporation,  which  promised  to  unite  the 
three  branches  of  the  industry  firmly  together,  giving  to  each 
interest  a  proper  share  of  profit  on  the  investment. 

For  two  or  three  years  things  went  on  smoothly,  but  a 
year  of  severe  frost  and  the  consequent  small  production  of 
grapes  caused  war  to  arise  in  the  ranks  of  the  Winemakers' 
Corporation  that  resulted  in  disastrous  litigation  between  the 
Corporation  and  the  wine  dealers,  and  eventually  the  dissolu- 
tion of  the  Winemakers'  Corporation,  which  had  promised  so 
much  for  the  industry. 

The  past  two  years  have  been  profitable  to  grape  growers, 
who  received  from  $14  to  as  high  (in  some  few  instances)  as  820 
per  ton  for  their  grapes,  but  the  keen  competition  among  the 
dealers  has  kept  their  profits  below  that  which  their  vast 
amount  of  capital  and  the  risk  of  the  business  justified  them 
in  earning. 

This  state  of  affairs  could  not  be  everlasting,  and  the 
result  was  that  recently  the  large  winemakers  and  wine  dealers 
have  buried  the  hammer  and  the  hatchet,  and  have  promised 
to  lie  down  together  like  the  lion  and  the  lamb.  They  have 
agreed  that  the  grape  grower  shall  receive  such  a  price  for  his 
grapes  as  to  render  his  part  of  the  industry  fairly  remunera- 
tive; that  the  winemaker  shall  also  receive  a  price  for  his 
wine  which  will  pay  a  reasonable  interest  on  his  investment, 
aud  also  that  the  dealer  will  receive  on  his  part  that  which 
legitimately  belongs  to  him — a  fair  rate  of  interest  on  the 
capital  invested  aud  the  large  risks  inherent  in  the  business. 

The  consumer  of  California  wines  will  also  be  benefited 
by  the  new  combination,  as,  although  the  price  of  wines  will 
naturally  have  to  be  raised  a  few  cents  per  gallon,  the  quality 
will  be  much  improved,  as  all  the  inferior  wines,  which  in  the 
past  have  not  only  raised  a  predjudice  against  California  wines, 
but  have  served  to  break  the  price,  will  no  more  be  put  on  the 
market  but  will  be  sent  to  the  distillery  aud  turned  into  fine 
California  pure  grape  brandy. 

The  production  of  wine  within  the  past  few  years  has  been 
just  about  equal  to  the  consumption.  The  number  of  vines 
which  have  been  attacked  by  the  phylloxera  have  been  just 
about  replaced  by  new  vineyards.  So  long  as  this  supply  and 
demand  remain  in  an  equilibrium,  the  industry  will  not  have 
any  setback,  but  the  experience  of  Californiaus  has  been  to 
overdo  everything. 

The  prices  of  grapes  which  have  ruled  the  past  two  years 
have  stimulated  the  planting  of  many  new  vineyards.  If  these 
only  keep  apace  with  the  expected  increase  of  consumption  of 
the  wine,  all  will  be" well;  but  should  a  large  over-production 
result — as  has  been  the  case  in  some  of  the  past  years,  it  could 
not  but  result  disastrously  to  the  grape  growers,  who  have 
been  in  some  instances  compelled  to  plow  up  their  vineyards 
when  only  §5  per  ton  was  being  offered  for  their  grapes. 

The  American  people  are  not — unfortunately  for  them- 
selves and  for  the  viticultural  industry  of  this  State — wine 
prinkers,  and  it  is  a  diffioult  matter  to  change  the  habits  and 


customs  of  a  nation,  although  the  change  might  — nay,  would, 
— certainly  result  in  a  decrease  of  the  curse  of  drunkenness 
among  the  American  people.  Those  of  our  people,  however, 
who  have  acquired  the  habit  of  serving  wines  at  their  tables, 
are  slowly  but  surely  increasing,  and  one  good  feature  in  this 
matter  is,  that  they  have  taken  due  notice  of  the  fact  that 
England,  Switzerland,  Germany,  Belgium,  and  other  European 
countries,  are  importing — over  many  thousands  of  miles — 
California  wine,  which  they  prefer  to  that  obtainable  in  their 
immediate  vicinity.  We  are  now  using  the  Dative  wine  to  such 
an  extent  that  very  little  foreign  wine  is  imported  iuto  the 
United  States,  and  those  who  Uiv  "French"  wines  generally 
drink  California  wine  and  pay  for  the  French  label.  Hut  this 
custom  is,  however,  disappearing,  and  our  best  families  now 
serve  on  the  (able  and  the  public  banqueters  now  use  California 
wines  under  their  proper  names.  A    DB1      Suarboro.

We  hope  the  present  stable  coudition  of  business  will  not 
be  endangered  by  Congressional  changes  in  the  present  reve- 
nue and  tariff.  If  Congress  reduced  the  tax  to  90  cents  it  is 
doubtful  whether  floor  stocks  would  be  provided  for,  and 
many  firms  would  thereby  lose  20  cents  a  gallon  on  such 
stocks.

California's  Many  Prizes  at  Paris. 

THE  report  of  the  California  Paris  Exposition  Commission, 
presented  to  Governor  Gage,  states  that  of  the  $130,000 
appropriated  by  the  Legislature  for  its  expenses,  £13,000  will 
be  turned  back  to  the  State.  Every  specimen  placed  in  charge 
of  the  Commission  has  been  returned  without  loss. 

Out  of  a  total  of  577  exhibitors  from  California,  568  re- 
ceived awards  at  the  hands  of  the  international  jury.  The 
State  of  California  received  five  awards  of  the  Grande  Prix  in 
five  collective  exhibits,  and  five  additional  gold  medals  in  edu- 
cation, social  science,  map  of  California,  dried  fruits  and 
University  plans. 

One-third  of  all  the  gold,  silver  and  broose  medals 
awards  to  the  United  States  was  awarded  to  California  and  her 
citizens — 98  per  cent,  of  the  exhibits  from  California  taking 
prizes.

Retailers  Must  Prepare  to  Fight. 

THE  contest  in  Santa  Clara  county  to  determine  the  powers 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  has  resulted  in  a  decision 
on  a  point  that  has  never  before  been  raised  in  this  State,  and 
which  is  anything  but  pleasing  to  the  trade.  The  case  was 
that  of  the  people  against  B.  B.  Parker,  accused  of  violating 
the  liquor  ordinance.  The  defendant  claimed  that  the  ordi- 
nance contained  a  proviso  which  made  it  unconstitutional, 
inasmuch  as  it  conferred  on  citizens  the  right  to  revoke  per- 
mits for  a  licence  by  petition  of  a  majority  of  voters;  also  that 
it  was  special  legislation,  for  the  reason  that  all  parts  of  the 
county  were  not  treated  alike. 

Judge  Smith,  in  declaring  the  ordinance  valid  and  consti- 
tutional, held  that  under  the  statutes  of  1897,  the  Supervisors 
had  the  right  to  adopt  an  ordinance  licensing  the  sale  of  liquor, 
and  to  provide  the  manner  in  which  licenses  should  be  granted 
or  revoked. 

This  statute  is  the  authority  under  which  the  Police  Com- 
missioners of  San  Francisco  and  Los  Angeles  have  been  carry- 
ing such  a  high  hand  for  the  past  six  months,  trampling  upon 
the  constitutional  rights  of  retailers,  ruthlessly  destroying 
property  and  wrecking  business.  It  mattered  not  whether 
it  was  personal  malice,  or  prejudice  of  the  Commissioners,  or 
whether  it  was  due  to  the  fact  that  the  dealer  refused  to  be 
"stood  up,"  the  representatives  of  the  law  were  not  required 
to  give  any  reason  for  their  acts.  The  Police  Commissioners, 
or  Supervisors — as  the  case  maybe — are  therein  given  auto- 
cratic power  not  in  harmony  with  the  spirit  of  these  modern 
times.  This  case  will,  of  course,  be  appealed  to  the  Supreme 
Court,  and  it  is  not  improbable  that  the  decision  will  be 
upheld. 

Thus  are  the  storm-clouds  gathering  over  the  trade,  and 
it  is  folly  to  ignore  the  fact  that  they  are  rapidly  growing  more 
threatening.  Everything  is  working  in  the  interest  of  those 
who  are  constantly  battling  to  destroy  or  further  restrict  the 
traffic.  It  is  high  time  to  look  the  danger  in  the  face  and 
prepare  to  fight  it  intelligently  and  successfully.  Organization 
is  the  watchword,  and  the  Los  Angeles  method  of  organization 
and  work,  by  which  liquor  men  won  their  splendid  victory  last 
fall,  should  be  taken  as  a  model  for  procedure.  Every  city 
and  county  should  have  such  an  association,  with  the  best 
men  in  the  trade  at  the  head  of  it,  and  there  is  no  place  where 
one  is  so  much  needed  as  in  San  Francisco  at  the  present  time. 

Get  together,  gentlemen,  and  prepare  for  the  contest  next 
November.  If  you  act  in  you  own  best  interests,  you  will 
eschew  machine  politics,  keep  out  the  "grafters,"  exercise 
your  natural  powers  before  the  election  and  at  the  polls,  and 
you  will  free  yourselves,  from  the  evils  of  the  miserable  sys- 
tem of  oppression  and  favoritism  which  now  prevails  in  this 
city,  and  of  which  you  are  the  helpless  victims. 


AS  an  instance  of  the  general  prosperity  in  Kansas  it  is  re- 
ported that  a  bank  was  opened  in  the  villiage  of  Burns, 
Butlar  county,  on  the  morning  of  November  22nd.  Before 
four  o'clock  p.  m.  the  same  clay  $100,000  was  deposited  in  its 
vaults.  Farmers,  stockmen  and  citizens  brought  in  their 
money  in  old  tin  cans,  stockings  and  purses.  The  Bank  Com- 
missioners says  it  was  the  most  remarkable  occurrence  in  the 
history  of  a  Kansas  bank,  and  shows  the  prosperous  condition 
of  farmers  and  people  generally. 


I  WAS  reading  in  an  Eastern  paper  the  other  day  about  a  de- 
cision rendered  by  my  old  friend,  Judge  Toney,  of  Louis- 
ville, as  to  the  qualities  of  a  "stone  fence,"  said  I.  W.  King- 
man, the  well-known  distillers'  agent  of  this  city,  while  dis- 
cussing the  merits  of  a  glass  of  O.  F.  C. 

"The  judge  holds  that  the  aforesaid  'stone  fence'  is  not  a 
'poisoned  or  infected  drink.'  He  certainly  must  have  referred 
to  a  Kentucky  stone  fence,  which  is  a  mixture  of  bourbon  and 
beer.  Judge  Toney  is  from  Alabama,  and  this  probably  ac- 
counts for  his  friendly  estimate  of  the  potency  of  the  Ken- 
tucky concoction,  for  the  Alabama  wad  is  everything  but  sud- 
den death.  I  never  tried  the  thing,  but  a  friend  of  mine  who 
has  had  the  experience,  says  it  is  something  appalling.  He 
solemnly  declares  that  taken  as  it  was  made  before  the  war,  in 
its  efficacy  as  compared  to  a  California  'bonanza,'  it  is  as  proof 
spirits  to  dilute  claret.  According  to  his  averment,  it  takes 
but  one  drink  to  make  a  man  of  ordinary  drinking  capacity 
entirely  oblivious  to  his  surroundings  for  two  days.  The  first 
twenty-four  hours  he  spends  in  Heaven  and  the  second  in  hell, 
and  it  takes  several  days  for  the  victim  to  convince  himself 
that  it  was  not  a  thunderbolt  that  hurled  him  into  the  jaws  of 
death  and  a  real  miracle  that  snatched  him  back  to  the  realm 
of  the  living.  One  experience  is  enough  for  any  man  who  is 
not  looking  for  such  spirituous  terrors,  but  strange  as  it  may 
appear,  every  man  has  to  take  a  dose  himself  in  order  to  be 
convinced  of  the  mighty  powers  of  the  Alabama  stone  fence. 
In  the  matter  of  economy  in  annexing  a  matchless  state  of  in- 
ebriety, there  is  certainly  nothing  in  its  class."

THE  drinking  water  and  the  Legislature  are  not  the  only 
queer  things  to  be  found  in  California's  Capitol.  As  for 
the  water,  it  can  be  diluted  and  drank,  with  some  effort,  and 
so  far  as  the  Legislature  is  concerned,  there  are  others;  but 
there  is  but  one  Captain  Siddons,  and  he  keeps  a  saloon  'way 
down  on  J  street,  that  is  a  real  curio,  when  the  old  man  is  in 
combination  with  it.  The  Captain  is  70  years  old,  built  on 
the  Missouri  model  of  1840,  testy,  and  as  original  as  a  newly 
laid  egg.  In  the  conduct  of  his  place  he  has  a  bunch  of  cardinal 
rules  calculated  to  jar  anyone  who  is  not  able  to  appreciate 
the  humor  of  the  situation. 

Probably  the  most  drastic  regulation  he  enforces  is  his 
hour  for  closing.  It  matters  not  how  many  customers  there 
are  in  the  saloon,  whether  they  are  jurists,  lawmakers,  or 
bloods  out  for  a  "time,"  they  are  deliberately  ordered  to  leave 
at  10  p.  m.  sharp,  and  there  is  no  use  of  protesting.  No  more 
drinks  are  to  be  had,  and  out  go  the  lights.  The  man  who 
tries  to  work  off  a  short  bit  on  Siddons  for  a  drink,  finds  him- 
self in  trouble  at  once.  The  price  is  fifteen  cents  a  horn  or 
two  for  a  quarter,  "take  it  or  let  it  alone."  No  case  goods  are 
allowed  in  the  house,  the  glasses  are  of  the  vintage  of  1810 — 
heavy  enough  to  knock  down  a  steer. 

Any  adverse  comment  as  to  the  quality  of  the  whisky, 
makes  the  old  man  hot  all  over,  and  the  invariable  retort  is: 
"Well,  it's  good  enough  for  me  this  thirty  years  and  that's 
good  enough  for  anybody."  The  piece  de  resistance  of  the 
place  is  a  hump  of  corned  beef,  cooked  by  an  old  "mammy," 
who  "boils  the  meat  in  salt  peter  and  water"  so  many  hours, 
and  who  has  been  doing  the  same  turn  six  days  a  week  for 
twenty  years.  The  Captain  will  sing  the  praises  of  that  dish 
as  long  as  one  will  listen,  even  while  customers  are  waiting  to 
be  served.  "They  can  wait,"  is  Siddon's  laconic  way  of  show- 
ing his  admiration  for  his  "corn  beef,"  and  woe  be  to  the  man 
who  dares  to  carve  that  block  of  beef  in  a  ragged  manner. 
This  is  a  sacrilege  the  old  man  will  not  tolerate. 

The  hou?e  enjoys  a  good  patronage,  good  stuff  is  always 
kept,  and  stocks  are  invariably  paid  for  as  soon  as  received 
and  tasted  by  the  old  saloon  man,  who  will  take  no  chances 
with  wholesalers  as  to  the  quality  of  goods  sold  by  sample. 
To  the  whisky  drummer,  Sacramento  would  be  unbearable 
were  it  not  for  Captain  Siddons. 


The  White  Horse  Wine  House  has  been  recently  remod- 
eled and  now  has  one  of  the  handsomest  fronts  in  that  section 
of  the  city.  It  is  also  provided  with  prism  glass  which  thor- 
oughly illuminates  the  interior.  An  office  and  private  tele- 
phone room  in  the  rear  complete  the  improvements.  Mine 
host  McLachlan  had  a  novel  and  unpleasant  experience  in  vis- 
iting a  mine  in  the  northern  part  of  the  State  in  the  early  part 
of  the  month.  His  party  were  snow-bound  on  a  lofty  moun- 
tain, the  horses  giving  out  and  dumping  them  in  four  feet  of 
soft  snow.  The  travelers  reached  their  destination  after  many 
hardships,  and  they  declare  that  their  lives  were  saved  by  rea- 
son of  the  fact  that  they  had  a  good  stock  of  Blue  Grass  whis- 
key with  them.  Thus  the  fame  of  this  noble  brand  of  whisky 
becomes  even  more  admirable. 


IN  the  large  Eastern  cities  a  new  detective  scheme  is  being 
worked,  which  is  not  calculated  to  increase  the  peace  of 
mind  of  the  dishonest  or  unreliable  barkeeper.  It  is  a  spy 
system,  with  a  black-list  arrangement  attached,  and  its  object 
is  to  force  every  bartender  or  clerk  in  the  employ  of  a  sub- 
scriber to  the  agency  to  be  honest  and  temperate,  particularly 
while  on  duty.  The  surveillance  is  directly  applied  to  bar- 
keepers who  have  a  weakness  for  increasing  their  income  dis- 
honestly. 

Liquor  dealers  especially  appear  to  be  bothered  with  men 
who  merely  secure  positions  in  order  to  pilfer  from  their  em- 
ployers. When  the  latter  realize  what  has  happened,  the  bar- 
tender is  discharged  but  soon  secures  another  position,  where, 
in  all  probability,  he  begins  operations  over  again,  and  then, 
when  too  well  known  in  a  community,  he  removes  to  another, 
where  he  repeats  his  peculations,  off  which  he  lives  while 
hunting  for  another  position. 

The  agencies  keep  track  of  these  men  in  the  various  cities, 
and  when  a  stranger  applies  for  a  job,  he  is  asked  to  tell  his 
place  of  last  employment,  and  told  to  call  again.  The  black- 
list is  then  consulted,  and  if  the  name  is  found,  the  former 
employer  is  telegraphed  to,  and  the  applicant's  record  obtained. 
If  he  lied  about  his  last  employment  or  his  name,  this,  of 
course,  prevents  him  from  securing  the  coveted  place.  If  he 
did  not,  but  was  dishonest,  and  expects  that  it  will  not  be- 
come known,  then  he  is  again  lost. 

Among  the  shortcomings  that  the  agency  looks  out  for  are 
dishonesty,  drinking  or  smoking  behind  the  bar,  treating 
friends,  and  laziness.

Mr.  Bassity 
will  inaugurate  numerous  improvements  calculated  to  make  the 
resort  still  more  attractive.  "Neil"  Bassity,  one  of  the  best 
known  members  of  the  white  coat  brigade  in  the  Tenderloin, 
has  returned  from  a  trip  to  Australia,  and  will  be  on  his  broth- 
er's staff  at  the  "1100." 

George  J.  McCraley,  formerly  proprietor  of  the  Mariposa, 
508  Market  street,  this  city,  has  purchased  the  Fearless 
Saloon  of  James  Atkinson,  at  60  Market  street,  and  will  con- 
duct it  in  the  very  best  style  of  the  times.  McCraley  is  widely 
and  favorably  known,  and  as  he  has  a  good  location  and  al- 
ways keeps  the  best  of  goods,  he  should  succeed.  A  fine 
merchants'  lunch,  served  in  a  large,  light  and  airy  dining 
room,  is  a  taking  feature  of  the  place.

He  had  a  delightful  time  but  returns 
to  the  city  by  the  Golden  Gate  fully  convinced  that  this  is, 
after  all,  the  only  place  to  live  in,  and  cash  in  one's  checks  at 
the  end  of  life's  game. 
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'Count"  Holland  was  Insulted. 


JACK  HOLLAND,  the  well  known  saloon  man  is  a  practi- 
cal joker  of  the  first  order.  His  powers  of  mimicry  are 
well  developed  and  he  would  score  a  success  before  the  foot- 
lights.

Castle  Gans  Punch — Take  high  ball  glass;  one  dash 
tobasco  sauce,  one  pony  pure  Worcestershire  sauce,  one  dash 
vinegar,  little  pepper  and  salt;  fill  with  seltzer  and  serve. 
(Good  for  customer  when  pretty  well  jagged.) 

Effervescent  Bouquet — Take  gin  fizz  glass;  one  ordi- 
nary drink  good  brandy;  small  dash  of  milk;  fill  with  Aetna 
water;  put  nutmeg  on  top  and  serve. 

Railroad  Flipp — Take  mixing  glass;  one  spoonful  sugar; 
break  egg  into  it;  fill  with  Irish  whisky;  shake  well,  then  top 
it  with  dash  of  ginger  ale  and  serve. 

A  Morning's  Morning — Take  small  lemonade  glass;  add 
good  drink  of  Old  Tom  Gin  and  three  dashes  of  sour;  then  fill 
with  seltzer  water;  put  spoonful  of  sugar  in  and  stir  rapidly; 
serve  while  foaming.  (This  beverage  will  be  found  excellent 
for  soothing  the  stomach  after  a  hard  night.)

Officers  were  elected  as  follows, 
to  serve  for  the  ensuing  three  months:  President,  E.  L.  Wag- 
ner; Vice-President,  H.  Cousins;  Secretary,  William  Clack; 
Treasurer,    0.    Hocks;    Sergeant-at-Arms,  Charles  Kauffman. 

For  the  purpose  of  effectual  organization,  it  was  decided 
to  divide  the  city  into  eighteen  parts,  one  for  each  assembly 
district.  Another  meeting  was  held  on  the  2o'th  at  which  there 
were  speeches  by  President  Wagner,  Peter  Dunne,  Jesse 
Marks  and  Wm.  Clack  on  the  necessity  for  organization.  The 
following  named  gentlemen  were  then  elected  directors:  E.  S. 
Nolan,  J.  Michel,  P.  J.  Weniger,  M.  Ludwig,  T.  Lunstedt, 
M.  F.  O'Connor,  Charles  L.  Adams,  Charles  M.  Fisher,  F.  N. 
Bent,  B  D.  Hagerty,  Morris  Levy,  John  L.  Herget,  William 
Laib,  Frank  McCann,  Frank  Dunn,  Henry  Newhoff,  James  L. 
Ward  and  Leon  Franks. 

This  is  a  good  start,  and  the  next  thing  to  be  done  is  to 
get  a  membership  that  will  be  strong  enough  to  accomplish 
some  necessary  work  this  fall  throughout  the  State. 


Czar  Phelan's  Work. 


MAYOR  PHELAN  has  evidently  had  another  nightmare, 
after  having  reviewed  the  wreck  of  his  political  pros- 
pects resulting  from  his  own  pig-headedness.

We  respectfully  submit  to  the  automatic  Commissioner; 
that  they  are  permitting  their  addle-pated  boss  to  run  then 
into  dangerous  waters  that  are  liable  to  grow  suddenly  anc 
painfully  hot.  The  situation  at  present  is  the  right  of  citizen 
ship  and  property  against  the  opinions  and  prejudices  of  ap 
pointive  officials,  who  are  under  the  dominion  of  a  badh 
balanced  mayor.  The  dealers  affected  are  respectable,  repre 
sentative  business  men,  who  certainly  have  some  rights  tin 
Commission  is  bound  to  respect,  notwithstanding  the  crazy  lav 
under  which  these  things  are  being  done.  Having  nothini 
against  the  gentlemen  in  question  or  their  saloons,  the  Com 
mission  will  get  behind  the  shield  which  permits  them  to  d< 
as  they  please,  and  simply  refuse  to  grant  Ferguson  am 
others  renewal  of  licenses.  This  is  an  outrage  in  line  wit 
other  acts  of  the  Commission,  and  the  liquor  men  of  Sa 
Francisco  will  watch  with  interest  the  course  of  the  new  men: 
ber,  Mr.  Howell.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  he  has  a  backbon 
that  is  not  intended  to  bend  at  every  wink  of  the  mayor. 

Phelan  has  been  industriously  digging  his  political  grav< 
and  that  of  his  several  marionettes  during  the  past  year,  an 
the  public,  without  regard  to  party,  are  awaiting  an  oppo 
tunity  to  bury  him  so  deep  that  he  will  never  be  heard  <i 
again.

A  Trip  to  St.  Helena. 


I  MADE  an  excursion  to  this  bright  little  town  to  enquire  in- 
to the  outlook  of  the  wine  business  of  which  it  is  the 
center  for  this  valley.  I  visited  Messrs  Beringer,  Mr.  Bruck, 
of  the  old  Chas.  Krug  vineyards  and  Mr.  Emil  Lange,  and 
found  a  most  hopeful  feeling  prevailing  as  to  the  future  of  the 
industry.  The  new  wines  of  1900  are  about  all  sold  to  three 
firms,  the  California  Wine  Association,  the  Brun  &  Chaix  Co. 
and  Ewer  &  Son.  The  prices  offered  at  first  were  14  cents  per 
gallon  but  those  who  sold  at  that  price  are  sorry  now,  for  17 
cents  are  freely  offered  for  good  wines,  and  even  above  this 
for  choice  lots.  This  has  given  new  impetus  to  vineyard  plant- 
ing, as  older  wines  have  also  advanced  at  about  the  same  ratio 
and  I  found  that  the  stock  of  Rupestris  St.  George,  which  is 
the  favorite  resistant  now,  is  about  exhausted.  Millions  of 
cuttings  have  been  shipped  from  there,  and  orders  for  tens  of 
thousands  had  to  be  refused.  I  was  glad  that  I  had  secured 
a  lot  in  time,  which  enables  me  to  supply  my  friends  as  yet 
with  No.  3  cuttings  which  for  vineyard  and  nursery  planting, 
will  do  just  as  well  as  nearly  auy  cutting.  Even  the  smallest 
twigs  root  readily.  But  those  who  intend  planting  should 
not  delay  their  orders  but  send  them  in  at  once.  Another 
feature  which  struck  me  was,  the  immense  growth  of  weeds  in 
the  bottom  vineyards,  mostly  Alfilliare,  or  Fillaree  it  is  com- 
monly called,  which  in  many  places  over  topped  the  vines,  but 
which  most  of  the  growers  think  a  very  valuable  green  manure, 
which,  if  plowed  under,  dies  very  quickly,  and  leaves  the 
ground  in  a  mellow  condition  for  spring  and  summer  cultiva- 
tion. 

ORANGES   AND   OLIVES. 

There  are  a  good  many  of  these  around  St.  Helena,  and 
the  limbs  are  bending  down  under  their  load.  The  oranges, 
with  their  golden  balls  making  a  pleasing  contrast  to  the  dark 
green  of  the  foliage.  There  is  an  enormous  crop  of  olives, 
and  the  Rutherford  Cream  Tartar  works  have  come  into  the 
market  offeriug  $20  per  ton;  the  question  now  seems  to  be, 
whether  this  price  will  pay  for  the  picking,  at  present  high 
wages.  This  institution  will  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  county 
as  every  item  of  the  contents  of  pomace  and  husk  is  utilized  for 
cream  tartar,  for  brandy  by  the  distillery,  the  oil  is  extracted 
from  the  seeds,  the  refuse  is  used  for  feed  and  the  ashes  for 
soap.  I  fear,  however,  that  the  late  heavy  frost  have  damaged 
the  olives  for  pickles,  but  hope  that  they  can  still  be  utilized 
for  oil. 

DEVELOPMENTS   IN   THE   WINE   BUSINESS. 

The  wholesale  dealers  of  San  Francisco  have  added  largely 
to  their  capital  and  power  by  the  accession  of  Mr.  Hellmann, 
of  the  Nevada  National  Bank,  A.  Borel,  of  Borel  &  Co.  and 
other  monied  men  to  the  strength  of  the  old  firms,  the  Califor- 
nia Wine  Association,  Lachman  &  Jacobi,  C.  Schilling  &  Co. 
and  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony,  who  have  each  added  to  their 
stock,  so  that  it  now  amounts  to  $10,000,000.  The  avowed 
purpose  is  to  give  more  stability  to  the  prices,  as  they  all  will 
sell  at  uniform  prices,  while  each  retains  the  management  of 
its  own  business;  to  give  paying  prices  to  the  grape  growers 
for  their   product,  and   also  to    encourage   the   smaller   wine 


maker  by  buying  his  young  wines  at  a  fair  price.     This  will 
be  very  well  indeed,  if  all  is  carried  out. 

The  interests  of  the  three  branches  of  the  business  are 
identical;  the  grape  grower  being  at  the  bottom,  the  individ- 
ual wine  maker  is  dependent  on  him  to  a  large  extent  for  his 
material,  and  the  wholesale  dealer  upon  both.  Why  they 
should  not  pull  together  I  have  never  been  able  to  see,  but 
unfortunately  the  dealers,  as  a  general  proposition,  could  not 
see  this  and  reduced  prices  to  the  starvation  point.  Let  us 
hope  that  a  more  liberal  spirit  will  in  future  prevail  so  that 
each  can  take  its  share  in  the  general  revival  which  is  sure  to 
come,  through  the  increased  demands  from  old  and  new  mar- 
kets, which  the  supply  cannot  equal  until  a  large  number  of 
new  vineyards  come  into  bearing;  and  good  quality  in  both  dry 
and  sweet  wines  will  be  a  most  important  factor.  Let  us  aim 
to  furnish  the  best  and  there  will  be  no  trouble  to  find  buyers 
at  fair  prices. 

THE   PARIS   EXPOSITION 

Has  entered  into  a  new  phase,  as  it  seems  that  Mr.  Gas- 
kill,  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission,  spent  half  of  his  time 
in  England,  instead  of  attending  to  his  duties  at  Paris,  for 
which  he  was  engaged  and  paid.  This  is  bad  enough,  but 
should  it  not  lead  also  to  an  inquiry  as  to  the  conduct  of  the 
principals,  the  Commissioners  who  permitted  this  abuse?  We 
know  already  that  they  gave  our  wines  the  cold  shoulder  at  the 
banquet  given  Mr.  DeYoung,  where  none  but  French  wines 
were  served.  We  also  know,  from  his  own  letters,  that  Mr. 
McNeil  spent  most  of  his  time  in  sight  seeing  and  promena- 
ding through  the  different  departments  with  his  wife.  I  do 
not  believe  in  making  a  scape  goat  of  a  single  individual,  but 
in  going  to  the  fauntain  head  and  making  a  strict  investigation 
into  the  conduct  of  the  Commissioners  who  were  sent  there  at 
the  cost  of  $130,000  to  the  State  to  represent  it.  If  they  did 
just  the  contrary,  they  should  be  held  to  account  even  more 
than  their  subordinates.  Let  it  be  understood  that  the  object 
was  not  to  send  them  on  pleasure  excursions  at  the  expense  of 
the  State,  but  to  serve  its  true  interest  by  attending  to  their 
duties.  We  want  no  more  of  such  doings  as  the  last  at  any 
future  exhibitions. 

THE   EXPOSITION   MEDALS. 

I  see  that  these  are  again  awarded  on  the  same  scale  as 
in  1889,  when  to  those  who  were  awarded  a  gold  or  silver 
medal,  a  bronze  representation  of  it  was  sent,  with  the  polite 
remiuder  that  either  a  gold  or  silver  medal  would  be  sent  in 
its  place  if  the  money  to  pay  for  it  was  forwarded.  I  was  the 
happy  receipient  of  a  diploma  and  gold  medal  for  my  services 
as  Collaborator,  which  I  suppose  means  Collector  of  Exhibits, 
at  which  pleasant  job  I  spent  four  months  of  travel  and  hard 
work.  I  was  pleasantly  reminded  that  the  diploma  and  a 
bronze  medal  had  been  sent  and  that  a  gold  medal  of  same 
size  and  execution  would  be  sent  me  if  I  remitted  $42,  the 
cost  of  a  gold  medal.  I  did  not  feel  that  I  could  indulge  to 
that  extent,  and  the  bronze  imitation  has  served  my  purpose 
just  as  well.  I  think  it  unworthy  of  a  great  country  like  the 
Freuch  Bepublic,  to  promise  gold  or  silver  medals,  and  then 
ask  pay  for  their  full  value  afterwards,  especially  when  they 
hedge  it  about  with  prohibitory  measures  as  at  the  last  exhi- 
bition. I  think  that  countries,  as  well  as  individuals,  should 
consider  their  promises  sacred,  and  do  what  the  exhibitors 
have  a  right  to  expect  of  them. 

PROF.    BI0LETTI   ON   RESISTANT   VINES. 

The  essay  read  at  the  convention  of  Fruit  Growers  by  this 
gentleman  contains  much  valuable  information  on  certain 
points,  while  in  others  it  is  sadly  deficient.  His  remark,  that 
"in  some  quarters  much  unnecessary  heat  has  been  displayed 
in  the  discussion  of  a  question  that  should  be,  and  eventually 
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must  be  settled  on  a  basis  of  fact  and  actual  experience,"  I 
consider,  while  true  in  itself,  is  uncalled  for.  As  I  Lave  taken 
the  opposite  side  to  the  learned  professor,  I  suppose,  of  course, 
that  this  remark  is  aimed  at  me;  but  I  am  not  aware  that  I 
have  ever  displayed  unnecessary  heat,  on  the  contrary,  I  think 
that  my  opponents,  after  a  practice  of  only  a  few  years  with 
bench  grafting,  have  proved  by  their  indifferent  success  in  most 
cases,  that  their  practice  has  not  been  tried  sufficiently  to  rec- 
ommend itself  entirely.  An  average  of  only  GO  per  cent,  in 
bench  grafting,  which  is  all  they  claim,  and  a  day's  work  of 
only  200,  of  which  only  120  survive  to  be  planted  in  vineyard, 
is  not,  in  my  opinion,  a  success  to  be  boasted  of. 

But  as  in  most  questions  on  which  parties  differ,  perhaps 
the  best  course  lays  in  the  middle,  especially  now  when  No.  1 
cuttings  of  Rupestris  St.  George  (which  he  claims  to  be  the 
most  successful  stock)  are  too  scarce  yet  to  be  available.  The 
easiest  way  would  be  in  this  case,  to  plant  cuttings  of  Nos.  2 
and  3  in  nursery,  let  them  root  there,  which  nearly  every  cut- 
ting of  that  variety  will  do,  then  graft  them  in  the  nursery 
row  the  next  spring  in  May  just  above  the  ground,  drawing 
loose  soil  up  around  the  juuction,  and  transplant  all  which 
have  made  a  good  junction  into  the  vineyard  the  coming  fall 
or  spring.  This  would  make  an  even  stand  and  would  avoid 
all  the  coddling  in  callus  beds,  transplanting  to  nursery,  and 
from  there  again  to  vineyard,  and  could,  perhaps,  be  done  bet- 
ter, and  certainly  cheaper  than  the  opposite  extremes,  bench 
grafting  or  vineyard  grafting. 

One  objection  which  Prof.  Bioletti  raises  against  the  Ru- 
pestris  stock,  is  its  suckering  propensities,  which  can  easily  be 


avoided  by  cutting  out,  with  a  sharp  knife,  all  the  buds  which 
come  below  the  ground  in  planting,  leaving  only  two  above 
the  ground  to  form  the  top.  I  followed  this  practice  lo  vears 
ago  with  Rupestris  and  Biparia  and  had  no  trouble  with  the 
suckers.  We  live  and  learn  and  I  hope  that  the  learned  Pro- 
fessor is  not  too  old  yet  to  do  so.

Mr.  Klein  says  that  his  victors  at  Paris  has  been  of 
much  advantage  to  him  in  a  business  way,  by  not  only  attract- 
ing the  attention  of  the  general  public  to  the  products  of  the 
Mira  Valle  vineyard,  but  promoting  the  sales  thereof.  A 
prominent  house  in  Brussels  has  applied  for  the  a.-ency  of  the 
wines  in  Belgium,  and  a  leading  firm  in  New  York  has  asked 
for  the  agency  in  that  section  of  the  country.  For  all  of  which 
Mi.  Klein  is  to  be  congratulated. 


John  Chaix  am)  Mrs.  A.  Bruu  of  Napa  County,  who  re- 
cently incorporated  their  wiue  business,  have  sold  all  the  stock 
in  their  Company  to  the  California  Wine  Association.  The 
property  consists  of  a  vineyard  on  Howell  Mountain  and  a  big 
winery  at  Oakville.  The  consideration  is  said  to  have  been 
$250,000  cash.

Bench  tiratt.    tbe  best  wayg  of  grafting  the  grapevine 

were  on  the  carpet  again;  especially  the  "Bench  Graft,"  which, 
because  it  was  practiced  in  France  fourteen  years  ago,  is 
thought  by  some  eminent  California  viticulturists  to  be  the 
Ne-plus  ultra. 

As  I  have  been  very  familiar  with  this  graft  of  the  "Old 
Country,"  I  wish  to  say  through  your  paper  what  the  practical 
French  vineyardists  thought  of  it,  and  what  ways  of  grafting 
they  mostly  employ  nowadays. 

Bench  grafting  was  first  practiced  and  then  preached  by 
the  world-famed  Professors  Millardet,  Foex  and  de  Grasset, 
and,  subsequently,  by  their  enthusiastic  pupils,  as  being  the 
surest  way  of  rebuilding  the  French  vineyards  with  grafted 
resistant  stocks.  Their  work  was  very  commendable;  and, 
thanks  to  their  superior  intelligence  and  great  care  (Professors 
never  look  at  the  cost  or  tediousness  of  work)  they  obtained  a 
satisfactory  percentage  of  perfect  unions  between  stocks  and 
scions.  This  fact  encouraged  the  wealthy  vineyardists  and  a 
good  many  nurserymen,  who  practiced  bench  grafting  with 
more  or  less  success.  But  the  practical  men  were  more  reluc- 
tant, and  bench  grafting  never  became  popular;  hardly  one- 
fourth  of  the  French  vineyardists  having  even  experimented 
with  it.  The  reasons  were  the  small  percentage  of  success  (the 
average  baing  only  33  per  cent.)  and  the  tediousness  and  cost 
of  labor. 

The  old  Roman  ways  of  grafting  were  yet  supreme,  when, 
in  1887,  Mr.  Salgues,  of  the  department  of  Lot,  discovered 
America.  He  invented  the  bud  graft,  which  had  been  practiced 
by  the  Romans  and  especially  described  by  Cato  (225  B.  C.) 
under  the  name  "Inocnlatio."  The  Salgues  graft  consists  in 
inserting  a  green  bud  under  the  bark  of  a  new  green  shoot, 
and  is  similar  to  the  budding  of  rose  trees;  but  the  cut  in  the 
bark  is  longitudinal,  instead  of  being  made  in  a  T  shape,  and 
is  opened  by  bending  the  shoot,  which,  when  straight,  forces 
the  bark  of  the  stock  against  the  scion-bud  and  holds  the  lat- 
ter firmly. 

Mr.  Salgues'  success  (80  per  cent,  in  average)  was  soon 
heralded  all  over  the  South-west  of  France;  and,  in  1888,  Mr. 
Thibault,  of  the  department  of  Gard,  followed  the  experiment 
with  surprising  results.  This  was  a  dead  blow  to  Bench  graft- 
in",  and  the  nurserymen  who  had  a  large  stock  of  resistants 
grafted  this  way,  made  a  propaganda  against  the  new-born 
Salgues  graft;  preaching,  as  an  argument,  the  statement  made 
in  1880  by  the  then  famous  grafter  Champin,  and  the  state- 
ment made  in  1886  by  the  eminent  Prof.  Foex,  namely:  "That 
the  budding  of  the  grapevine  was  not  practicable."  But  this 
statement  had  poor  foundations,  for  neither  grafter  Champin 
nor  Prof.  Foex  had  tried  "budding"  themselves.  Practical 
and  intelligent  men  took  hold  of  it,  and  the  grafter-Professors 
Alazar  and  Cahuzac  became  the  champions  of  the  Salgues 
graft,  averaging  85  per  cent,  of  perfect  grafts. 

In  1801,  Mr.  Vauzou,  a  neighbor  of  Mr.  Salgues,  improved 
the  latter's  graft.  Instead  of  a  green  bud,  he  used  the  bud  of 
one  year  old  cutting  that  had  been  cut  during  pruning  time 
and  kept  buried  in  sand  with  the  intention  of  making  clef- 
grafts.  He  grafted  stumps,  arms  and  spurs,  and  obtained,  on 
1,000  vines,  90  per  cent,  of  perfect  grafts.  The  following 
year  he  grafted  the  same  way  a  lot  of  twelve  year  old  Cynth- 
ianas  and  obtained  95  per  cent. 

In  1892,  Mr.  Besson  experimented  a  new  way  of  budding, 
consisting  in  taking  out  a  bud  from  the  stock  to  be  grafted  and 
replacing  it  by  another  and  tying  with  raphia.  This  was  noth- 
ing more  than  the  "Emplastratio"  of  the  Romans,  described 


by  Palladins  in  375  A.  D. 

In  1896,  Mr.  Massabie  invented  by  accident  the  graft  that 
bears  his  name.  It  happened  this  way:  When  making  a 
Vauzou  graft,  he  noticed  that  one  of  the  scion-buds  he  had  in 
his  grafting  box  had  no  outside  bark.  Instead  of  throwing  it 
away,  he  inserted  it  with  a  smile  into  the  stock  to  be  grafted, 
and  marked  it.  Fifteen  days  later  he  went  to  see  his  budding, 
and  found,  to  his  great  surprise  and  joy,  that  the  best  union 
and  best  growth  had  been  made  by  the  bud  without  bark. 
The  following  year,  Mr.  Massabie  practiced  his  new  graft  on 
Riparia,  Lenoir  and  Solonis,  and  obtained  the  amount  of  98  per 
cent  of  perfect  grafts.  Since  Mr.  Massabie's  discovery  and 
success,  his  graft  has  been  much  practiced,  and  is  now  con- 
sidered in  France,  as  the  best  aerial  graft  or  budding.  Other 
ways  of  grafting,  the  Chaput  (a  bud  graft,)  the  Howart,  Jou- 
zier  and  Lafleur  (herbaceous  grafts)  are  also  used  in  France 
and  promise  well,  but  need  to  be  more  experimented  with  be- 
fore becoming  as  popular  as  the  ones  above  described. 

Now,  why  should  not  budding  be  practiced  in  California 
(the  home  of  the  grapevine)  as  well  as  in  France  ?  It  has  al- 
ready been  experimented  by  Mr.  Burgund  in  1895,  when  he 
was  manager  of  the  "Rhine  Farm,"  near  Sonoma  City.  At 
the  end  of  May  he  budded  several  rows  of  Riparias  and  three 
months  later  the  buds  had  made  a  growth  of  8  to  10  feet  long. 
His  average  was*90  per  cent.  Is  not  this  better  and  more  en- 
couraging than  Bench  grafting?  It  seems  to  me  that  what 
one  has  done,  others  can  do. 

As  to  starting  a  new  vineyard,  I  think  the  best  way  is  to 
plant  the  resistent  cuttings  five  or  six  inches  apart  in  the  nurs- 
ery, and  the  next  spring,  to  graft  by  the  English  graft  all  those 
that  have  made  a  good  growth,  or  to  bud  them  by  the  Salgues, 
Vauzou  or  Massabie's  methods.  I  would  even  prefer  budding 
because  it  can  be  done  from  May  to  June  with  the  Salgues; 
from  May  to  July  with  the  Vauzou;  from  May  to  August  with 
the  Massabie.  Then,  the  next  spring  to  plant  in  the  vineyard 
all  the  grafts  that  have  made  a  perfect  union.  These  graftings, 
like  any  other,  require,  of  course,  "the  nick  of  it,"  that  "genus 
subtilissimum "  which  Columelly  said,  in  60  A.  D.,  was  so 
necessary  to  make  a  perfect  graft.  It  should  be,  like  the  bud- 
ding of  young  fruit  trees,  a  special  part  of  the  trade  of 
nurserymen;  and  grafted  vines  should  be  bought  from  them 
as  well  as  fruit  trees.  As  the  Latins  said:  "Cinque  Suns," 
to  each  man  his  trade. 

For  old  vines,  I  prefer  the  way  I  practiced  in  Napa,  in 
1896,  1897  and  1898.  When  the  bark  peeled  well  (about  the 
middle  of  April)  I  sawed  the  stump  one  or  two  inches  above 
the  ground;  my  scions  had  from  two  to.  four  buds,  and  were 
made  by  cutting  opposite  a  bud  a  level  plane  of  two  inches 
long.  Then,  on  the  stumps  I  made  a  longitudinal  cut,  and 
with  the  grafting  knife  I  lifted  the  upper  edges  of  the  bark; 
then  I  pushed  dwwn  the  scions  between  bark  and  stock  and 
tied  firmly  with  cheese  cloth.  I  always  put  two  scions  in  each 
stump.  Afterwards  I  hilled  up  as  high  as  possible  with  well 
pulverized  dirt.  I  had  always  grafted  old  trees  this  way,  and 
I  thought  grape  vines  could  also  be  grafted  the  same  way. 
This  is  a  medium  between  grafting  and  budding  and  unites 
the  advantages  of  both.  I  went  to  see  these  grafts  last  Sep- 
tember and  they  were  as  perfect  as  could  be  desired,  and 
looked  as  if  they  had  been  budded,  the  unions  having  the 
same  appearance  as  those  of  budded  trees.  On  600  grafts 
made  in  1898,  10  only  were  missing. 

Those  who  try  to  force  Bench  grafting  upon  California 
vineyardists,  because  they  like  everything  that  is  "Frenchy" 
in  viticulture,  are  not  well  posted.  They  should  study  the 
progress  of  the  French  and  be  "up  to  date."  Bench  grafting 
is  dead  and  buried  (in  France  at  least.)  The  grafts  of  the 
20th  century  are  the  aeriel  and  herbaceous  grafts.  L9t  us  go 
forward  and  not  backward!

Liquor  Traffic  in  Manila. 


Everything  in  the  line  of  advertising  matter  put  out  by 
the  Gundlach-Bundschu  Wine  Compauy  is  artistic,  and  their 
new  century  calendar  is  no  exception  to  this  rule  It  is  on  a 
heavy,  d  krk-gray,  beveled  card,  in  the  center  of  which  is 
mounted  a  chemigraph  picture  in  soft,  gray  tones,  of  a  mag- 
nificent woman,  garbed  in  a  scant  and  filmy  robe.  She  is 
peering  through  the  apple  blossoms  over  a  wall,  and  evidently 
awaiting  the  sweetheart,  who  should  waste  no  time  in  arriving 
there. 

The  calendar  of  the  Sierra  Madre  Vintage  Company,  of 
Lamanda,  Los  Angeles  County,  is  what  the  boy  would  call  a 
"beaut."'  Aside  from  the  announcement  that  the  wines  of 
this  vineyard  won  a  gold  medal  at  the  recent  Paris  Exposition, 
the  charm  is  found  in  the  half-life-size  portrait  in  colors  of  a 
woman,  who  might  well  pose  for  a  figure  of  "burning  Sappho."

THE  division  of  insular  affairs  of  the  war  department  has 
published  a  statement  relative  to  the  liquor  traffic  in 
Manila.  It  shows  that  the  American  authorities  have  increased 
the  fee  from  #4  for  each  saloon  to  SGOO  for  saloons  of  the  first- 
class;  $250  for  those  of  the  second-class,  $100  for  the  third- 
class,  and  $50  for  the  last  class,  selling  only  beer  and  light 
wine  and  located  outside  of  the  business  center.  The  sale  of 
the  native  drink  "vino''  has  been  forbidden  to  soldiers,  as  it  is 
most  harmful  in  its  effect  upon  them. 

Tho  barrooms  are  more  orderly,  and  keepers  more  careful 
in  sales  to  drunken  persons  and  in  observing  opening  and  clos- 
ing hours.  No  discharged  American  soldier  holds  a  license. 
Spaniards  hold  65  licenses,  Americans  23,  Filipinos  26, 
negroes  2,  Chinese  8,  Japanese  3,  and  persons  of  unknown 
nationality  27. 

THE  holiday  edition  <>f  the  HoUl  and  Wim  Oawette,  Stockton, 
Cal.,  was  a  credit  to  the  publishers.  It  was  well  edited, 
contained  much  matter  of  interest  and  was  presented  in  a 
handsome  cover.  Furthermore,  the  advertising  columns  were 
liberally  patronized  by  the  business  men  of  that  section.  We 
wish  the  Gazette  continued  prosperity.

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Frank  West  on  Resistants. 


FRANK  WEST,  of  George  West  &  Son,  Stockton,  Cal.,  in 
reply  to  a  request  for  his  views  as  to  the  best  vines  to 
plant  in  the  various  sections  of  San  Joaquin  county,  writes: 

"So  much  interest  is  now  being  taken  in  viticulture 
throughout  this  coast  that  the  question  of  planting  resistant 
or  non-resistant  vines  is  one  which  is  constantly  being  dis- 
cussed." 

"The  phylloxera  is  so  widely  scattered  and  so  much  dam- 
age has  already  been  done  around  Stockton  that  it  is  folly  to 
plaut  anything  but  resistant  vines  on  lands  not  under  either 
the  Stanislaus  or  Woodbridge  canals.  The  cost  of  planting 
and  grafting  a  resistant  vineyard  exceeds,  of  course,  that  of 
planting  one  of  the  non-resistant  vines.  One  has  also  to  face 
the  loss  of  another  year's  time,  but  this  loss  of  time  and 
money  is: more  than  offset  by  the  assurance  of  permanency  of 
the  investment." 

"The  varieties  most  desirable  are  the  Rnpestris,  St.  George 
and  Martin  Rupestris.  The  Riparia  and  Lenoir  also  do  well, 
as  has  been  demonstrated  by  Mr.  Henry  Armbrusf,  although 
I  believe  Mr.  Arm  bust  prefers  the  Riparia,  from  which  he  has 
had  excellent  results." 

"We  have  all  these  varieties  on  this  property,  but  the 
vines  already  grafted  were  planted  by  the  late  William  B. 
West,  aud  I  am  not  at  all  sure  what  varieties  were  used  as  the 
resistant  stock.  The  Lenoir  has  done  well  at  the  Bishop  vine- 
yard, now  owned  by  Mr.  Walsh,  and  could  very  likely  be 
grown  profitably  to  a  certain  extent  without  grafting.  Resis- 
tant cuttings  are  expensive  this  year,  but  will  undoubtedly  be 
cheaper  next  season." 

"Under  the  two  canals  one  is  perhaps  justified  in  planting 
the  ordiuary  varieties  and  taking  the  chauce  that  flooding  will 
sufficiently  check  the  vine  disease,  if  it  should  appear." 

"As  for  varieties  to  be  planted,  it  is  safest  for  one  to  plant 
those  most  prolific  in  his  own  immediate  neighborhood.  Color 
is  deficient  throughout  the  county  and  it  would  be  well  to 
plant  more  of  the  Petit  Boushet,  Tannat  and  Verdot,  all  of 
which  do  well  here." 

"I  would  advise  against  the  indiscriminate  planting  of  the 
Zinfandel.  In  years  of  abundant  crops  it  is  low  in  sugar,  de- 
ficient in  color  aud  more  subject  to  mildew  aud  black  rot  than 
any  other  variety." 

"In  a  general  way  it  is  fair  to  assume  that  the  business 
of  growing  grapes  will  be  profitable  in  the  future  as  it  has 
been  in  the  past,  and  in  the  past  there  have  been  few  years 
when  vineyards  did  not  pay  a  profit."

Saved  the  Manila  Trade. 
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""THE  large  and  growing  trade  in  wines,  liquors  and  beer,  that 
*■  has  been  established  with  Manila  since  the  Philippines 
became  American  territory,  was  in  danger  of  total  anni- 
hilation during  the  middle  of  January,  when  the  United  States 
Senate  was  considering  the  Army  bill.  It  came  just  after  the 
Senate  had  agreed  to  the  abolishment  of  the  "canteen,"  and 
was  in  the  form  of  an  amendment  by  Lodge,  prohibiting  the 
importation  of  American  distilled  spirits  into  the  Islands, 
and  another  by  Gallinger,  shutting  out  wines  and  beer.  The 
august  body,  by  reason  of  its  exasperation  due  to  the  annoy- 
ing pressure  brought  by  the  Woman's  Christian  Temperance 
Union,  was  in  a  mood  to  do  almost  any  unreasonable  thing  to 
the  liquor  interests  Of  our  own  Senators,  Bard  was  openly 
a  traitor  to  the  great  wine  and  brandy  industry  of  the  State, 
and  Perkins  was  sufficiently  weak-kneed  to  let  matters  take 
their  course  without  a  fight.  There  was  a  fight,  however,  and 
he  had  to  lead  it. 

It  is  probable  that  E.  B.  Lilieuthal,  of  the  Crown  Dis- 
tilleries Co.,  was  the  first  man  in  the  trade  in  the  United  States 
to  recognize  the  seriousness  of  the  danger  and  take  active 
measures  to  meet  it.     By  eight  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  the 


day  on  which  the  dispatches  announced  the  proposed  amend- 
ments, he  was  at  his  desk  wiring  the  California  delegation  in 
Congress,  the  leading  brewers  and  the  prominent  distillers  of 
the  whole  United  States,  explaining  the  evils  of  the  intended 
law,  and  urging  them  to  communicate  with  their  respective 
Senators,  asking  for  fair  consideration  of  the  matter.  He 
kept  this  up  during  the  day,  and  before  he  got  through,  his 
telegraph  bill  was  over  |300. 

President  Morgan,  of  the  California  Wine  Association, 
also  took  up  the  matter  at  once,  and  James  H.  Borland,  rep- 
resenting the  Association,  went  immediately  to  Sacramento, 
where  he  secured  the  signatures  of  Governor  Gage  and  all  the 
members  of  the  Senate  to  the  following  dispatch: 

SENATE  CHAMBER, 

Sacramento,  Cal.,  January  15,  1901. 
Hons.  George  C.  Perkins  and  Thomas  R.  Bard,  Senators,  Washington, 
D.  C: 
California's  large  and  growing  wine  producing  interests  will  be  crip- 
pled by  legislation  prohibiting  the  introduction  of  our  products  in  our 
Philippine  and  Oriental  markets.  The  medicinal  and  domestic  use  of  Cali- 
fornia wines  in  the  Philippines  cannot  be  reasonably  opposed  on  either 
moral  or  commerci  1  grounds  We  consider  the  Lodge  and  Gallinger 
amendments  to  Army  bill  as  inimical  to  California  interests. 

Chairman  Stone,  of  the  Republican  State  Central  Com- 
mittee sent  sharp  dispatches  to  the  California  Senators  and 
Republican  leaders,  and  the  Pacific  Wine  and  Spirit  Review 
did  the  same. 

When  the  amendments  came  up  for  final  consideration, 
Senator  Perkins  made  a  strong  argument  against  their  adop- 
tion, and  the  measures  were  each  defeated  by  a  good  majority. 
It  was  a  very  close  call  and  the  trade  is  to  be  congratulated 
on  the  fact  that  this  great  and  promising  market  was  not  closed 
to  them.  It  would  be  well  to  guard  against  this  possible 
danger  in  the  future. 


Investigation  Farce 


THE  lower  house  of  the  Legislature  has  reluctantly  begun 
an  investigation  of  the  wild  and  woolly  acts  of  the  Cali- 
fornia Paris  Commission,  which  is  so  half-hearted  as  to 
presage  a  poor  job  of  white-washing.  In  the  first  place  the 
Commission  violated  the  law  under  which  it  was  created,  by 
failing  to  return  to  the  State  Controller  vouchers  showing  the 
diposition  of  the  $130,000  appropriated  by  the  former  Legis- 
lature for  the  proper  exposition  of  California  products  at 
Paris.  The  Governor  called  the  attention  of  the  Legislature 
to  this  fact,  but  as  the  Commissioners  were  his  appointees, 
he  made  no  comment  on  their  dereliction.  The  truculent  Mr. 
"Billy"  Foote  and  the  complaisant  Mr.  Runyon  should  be  com- 
pelled to  show  what  they  did  with  the  people's  money,  and  the 
Legislative  Committee  has  the  power  to  bring  them  to  time- 
but  it  won't. 

There  is  evidently  a  miserable  scandal  behind  the  scenes, 
and  there  is  no  anxiety  on  the  part  of  the  administration  t( 
bring  it  before  the  public.  However,  the  taxpayers  have  pait 
the  transportation  and  they  have  a  right  to  see  the  whole  show 
no  matter  how  much  of  a  "holy  show"  it  makes  of  the  dis 
esteemed  Commissioners  and  their  unseemly  Secretary.  Pro 
duce  those  vouchers,  Messrs.  Comissioners — the  wine  men  c 
California  want  to  know  what  you  did  with  their  share  of  th 
contribution.

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OBITUARY. 

OUIS  TAUSSIG,  fouuder  of  the  pioneer  bouse  of  Louis 
-/  Taussig  &  Co.,  of  this  city,  passed  over  to  the  great  ma- 
rity  on  the  fifth  day  of  the  new  century.  He  had  been  in 
[  health  for  several  years  and  his  taking  off  was  not  unex- 
jcted,  the  immediate  cause  of  death  being  apoplexy.  Mr. 
aussig  was  a  native  of  Austria  and  came  to  San  Francisco 
hen  a  very  young  man.  He  immediately  engaged  in  the 
holesale  liquor  business  and  established  the  big  whisky 
3use  that  has  since  become  one  of  the  landmarks  and  liul- 
arks  of  the  trade.  About  thirteen  years  ago  Mr.  Taussig  re- 
red  from  the  firm,  on  account  of  ill  health,  having  accumu- 
ted  a  fortune  estimated  at  a  half  million  dollars.  He  was  63 
jars  of  age  and  leaves  a  widow  and  a  daughter,  Mrs.  Mittau, 

Bacramento,  Cal. 
Deceased  will  be  greatly  missed  by  a  host  of  friends  and 
aneficiaries,  who  will  no  longer  enjoy  his  friendship  or  charity. 

\NOTHER  of  the  familiar  figures  of  the  trade  has  passed 
forever  from  the  sight  of  his  fellows.  On  January  17th 
jix  Walter  died  after  a  prolonged  illness.  Mr.  Walter  was 
idely  known  to  the  trade  of  the  Coast  as  a  manufacturer  of 
)rdials  and  bitters,  having  been  established  in  this  city  since 
367.  He  remained  in  active  business  until  a  year  ago  as  the 
eail  of  the  Walter  Distilling  Co.,  and  retired  on  account  of 
ud  health.  He  came  to  California  in  1857,  and  at  the  time 
f  his  death  was  seventy  years  old.  A  widow  and  three  sons, 
oseph,  Arthur  and  Henry,  are  left  with  his  many  friends  to 
ouru  his  loss.  The  old  business  is  now  conducted  by  Arthur 
ud  Henry  Walter. 

P.  R.  Schmidt,  a  prominent  viueyardist  and  orchardist 
f  Napa  Valley,  died  at  his  home  near  Calistoga,  Saturday, 
[ter  a  short  illness,  with  grip,  which  developed  into  con- 
Bstion  of  the  lungs.  Deceased  was  a  native  of  Hagen, 
t'estphalen,  Germany,  aged  sixty-eight  years.

In  this  instance 
there  was  no  excuse  for  using  such  "statistics,"  as  the  true 
figures  of  production  were  easily  available. 

A  little  care  in  such  matters  would  be  proper  in  a  publi- 
cation that  pretends  to  be  an  authority  on  these  subjects.

We  have  had  several  inquiries  as  to 
the  duties  prevailing  at  Pago-Pago,  on 
wines,  liquors  and  tobacco,  under  the  new 
conditions.  Deputy  Collector  of  Port 
Farley  furnishes  the  Review  with  the  fol- 
lowing schedule,  recently  received  from 
Washington:  Specific  duty — beer,  ale  and 
porter,  fifty  cents  per  gallon;  spirits  and 
all  spiiituous  compounds,  §2,50  per  gal- 
lon; wine,  except  sparkling,  §1,00  per 
gallon;  wine,  sparkling,  $1.50  per  gallon; 
tobacco,  fifty  cents  per  pound;  cigars  $1,00 
per  pound. 

On  all  other  articles  not  specified  UDder 
specific  duties,  an  ad-valorem  duty  of 
two  per  cent,  is  collected.

SAN  JOSE  AERIE,  No.  8,  American  Order  of  Eagles,  in- 
stalled officers  for  the  ensuing  year  January  15th.  The 
event  was  made  the  occasion  of  much  hilarity,  and  proved  one 
of  the  most  enjoyable  meetings  of  the  lodge.  During  the 
evening  diamond  badges  were  presented  to  Past  President,  T.

Inside  Guard,  Joe  Divine;  Outside  Guard,  Dan  Smith;  Trus- 
tees, Harvey  Kelley,  Al  Williams,  Frank  Mabury;  Organist, 
Alfie  von  Bendeleben.  The  evening  closed  with  a  banquet, 
at  which  plates  were  laid  for  125. 
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Regular  Correspondence. 


LOS  ANGELES,  January  20,  1901.  With  the  opening  of 
the  new  year  and  century,  Los  Angeles,  and,  in  fact, 
all  of  Southern  California,  enters  upon  an  era  of  pros- 
perity in  every  branch  of  industry  never  before  known. 
This  is  particularly  true  of  the  wine  industry.  The  coming 
season  will  find  a  greater  area  set  to  vineyards  than  ever 
before,  while  there  are  many  projects  for  further  increasing 
the  acreage  many  fold  in  various  stages  of  fulfillment, 
aud  all  of  them  giving  every  promise  of  being  carried   to  a 

successful  completion.         

The  promoters  of  these  projects  are,  for  the  greater  part, 
Italian  citizens,  of  whom  there  are  many  in  the  southern  part 
of  California.  They  are  an  industrious,  enterprising  class, 
with  a  thorough  knowledge  of  grape  growing  and  wine  and 
brandy  making.  Many  of  them  are  men  of  considerable 
wealth  and  influence,  and  all  have  an  unbounded  faith  in  the 
possibilities  of  this  section  for  sweet  wine  production.  They 
willing  and  anxious   to  invest  their  capital  in  the  cultiva- 


are 


tion  of  the  southern  slopes,  now  that  there  is  positive  assur- 
ance of  increased  transportation  facilities  to  the  Eastern 
markets,  in  the  shape  of  the  Los  Angeles  &  Salt  Lake  railroad. 

There  is,  naturally,  much  disappointment  among  wine 
men  over  the  hopelessness  of  Congress  enacting  any  canal 
legislation  at  this  session,  but  their  disappointment  is  as- 
suaged by  the  assurance  of  members  of  the  California  delega- 
tion that  the  bill  will  certainly  become  law  at  the  next  session. 
Every  year's  delay  means  much  to  these  heavy  and  constant 
shippers.  

Eeverting  to  the  new  Salt  Lake  road,  matters  have  ad- 
vanced to  such  a  stage  that  there  is  no  longer  any  doubt  of 
its  early  construction.  Mateiial  has  already  been  ordered  for 
the  first  section  between  Los  Angeles  and  San  Bernardino, 
and  iigeuts  are  out  now  securing  the  last  rights  of  way.  There 
will  be  few  if  any  condemnation  proceedings,  even  at  the  ter- 
minals, for  by  the  absorption  of  the  terminal  road  at  this  end, 
all  such  facilities  are  obtained  at  the  outset,  while  the  Salt 
Lake  people  have  manifested  every  disposition  to  aid  the  enter- 
prise in  every  way  possible.  The  articles  of  incorporation  of 
the  road  have  Ween  drawn  up  for  some  weeks,  but  have  not 
been  filed,  owing  to  the  prospect  of  early  action  by  Congress 
on  the  War  Revenue  Reduction  Bill  By  the  passage  of  that 
measure,  the  Los  Angeles  &  Salt  Lake  people  would  save 
about  $15,000  in  revenue  stamp  taxes  on  the  incorporation 
papers.  

As  was  forecasted  in  my  letter  of  December,  the  sweet 
wine  output  of  this  section  for  the  season  has  reached  a  half 
million  gallons— the  largest  output  on  record  for  Southern 
California,  and  still  prices  have  advanced  stiffly  during  the 
month,  and,  except  in  one  or   two   instances,  there  is  little  or 


none  left  in  the  hands  of  local  men.  These  exceptions  are  men 
who  believe  the  price  will  advance  still  further,  and  are  hold- 
ing for  the  top  figure.  The  combination  of  the  syndicate  headed 
by  I.  W.  Hellman  and  Samuel  Meyer,  with  the  California 
Wine  Association,  will  certainly  control  the  sweet  wine  output, 
and  has  already  given  the  industry  a  wonderful  impetus,  stim- 
ulating to  a  marked  degree  those  who  had  already  undertaken 
to  increase  the  vineyard  acreage. 


One  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  gallons  of  assorted 
sweets  are  now  ready  for  delivery  to  Eastern  purchasers,  and 
are  being  shipped  out  of  Los  Angeles  at  the  rate  of  several 
carloads  a  day. 

In  local  whisky  circles  little  has  been  doing  since  the 
close  of  the  holiday  trade.  Woollacott  and  others,  however, 
report  that  during  the  month  they  have  made  satisfactory  ship- 
ments of  case  goods  to  Arizona — trade  with  the  territory  being 
exceedingly  brisk.  That  is  all  that  prevents  a  condition  ap- 
proaching stagnation  just  now,  for  January  is  notoriously  the 
dullest  mouth  in  the  year. 

The  Los  Angeles  Brewing  Company  is  causing  Eastern 
exporters  no  end  of  concern  just  now,  for  it  has  entered  into 
active  competition  -for  the  Oriental  trade,  and  the  quality  of 
its  beer  insures  its  instant  favor  with  its  new  consumers.  On 
the  17th  instant  the  Los  Angeles  Company  shipped  to  San 
Francisco  for  export  to  Manila  per  the  Hongkong  Maru,  sail- 
ing on  January  24th,  300  barrels  of  bottled  beer,  the  first 
shipment  of  beer  for  the  Orient  ever  made  from  Southern 
California.  Albert  H.  Sliebitz,  a  member  of  the  Company, 
goes  out  with  the  consignment,  and  will  establish  an  agency  in 
the  new  possessions.  The  Los  Angeles  Company  is  making 
extensive  preparations  to  handle  its  increased  export  business, 
by  building  a  large  addition  to  its  bottling  department. 


In  connection  with  this  shipment,  showing  the  concern  it 
is  giving  Eastern  brewers,  the  story  has  leaked  out  of  a  deter- 
mined effort  to  hold  up  the  cousignmeut,  which  included  the 
complete  intimidation  of  one  of  the  great  Overland  railroads. 
A  rate  was  given  by  the  Southern  Pacific  on  the  300  barrels 
from  Los  Angeles  to  San  Francisco  that  was  fair  and  equitable. 
In  some  manner  news  of  the  contemplated  shipment  reached 
the  Eastern  brewers,  and  immediately  there  was  a  scramble  to 
hold  it  up.  The  railroad  people  were  notified  that  unless  they 
rescinded  their  rate  agreement  and  put  on  a  prohibitive  rate, 
the  Eastern  brewers  would  boycott  the  road,  and  in  future 
send  all  of  their  Coast  and  Oriental  shipments  over  the  other 
lines.  The  railroad,  alarmed  by  this  threat,  at  once  informed 
the  Los  Angeles  Company  that  the  rate  would  be  just  double 
that  previously  agreed  upon,  which  meant,  practically,  a  pro- 
hibitive tariff. 

Satisfied  with  their  recent  victory  at  the  polls,  the  liquor 
dealers  have  no  intention  of  abusing  the  strength  they  devel- 
oped during  the  municipal  election.  During  the  campaign 
and  after  the  election  of  Mayor  Snyder,  it  was  a  common  as- 
sertion that  his  triumph  meant  a  "wide  open"  town,  including 
the  restoration  of  private  boxes  in  saloons.  One  or  two  men 
did,  in  fact,  put  up  the  boxes  in  their  places  that  had  been 
removed  by  order  of  the  municipal  authorities  a  short  time 
before  the  election.  The  Liquor  Dealers'  Association,  how- 
ever, was  quite  content  with  its  victory,  and  had  no  intention 
of  permitting  aught  to  be  done  by  its  members  that  promised 
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to  keep  alive  the  old  animosity  or  engender  fresh  hostility. 
A  meeting  was  promptly  called,  and  hy  a  practically  unani- 
mous vote  it  was  decided  that  the  boxes  should  not  be  restored 
by  any  member  of  the  Association.  As  the  Association  in- 
cludes all  the  wholesalers  and  retailers,  and  all  the  restaurant 
keepers  that  serve  wines  and  liquors,  the  box  question  was 
settled  permanently  and  effectually. 

The  San  Gabriel  Wine  Company  has  sold  its  entire  out- 
put, through  the  agency  of  Guy  B.  Barham,  to  the  Sonoma 
Wine  and  Brandy  Company,  of  New  York.  The  price  is  not 
given,  but  one  of  the  parties  interested  in  the  transaction  said 
it  was  entirely  satisfactory  to  the  sellers,  which  means  that  it 
was  pretty  stiff. 


Why  Not    in  California? 


Till'.  Alabama  legislature  lias  a  bill  before  it  of  great  inter- 
est to  the  grape  and  wine  industries  of  that  State  The 
bill  provides  that  "no  taxation — State,  county  or  municipal — 
shall  be  placed  upon  any  dealer  in  or  maker  of  wines  manu- 
factured in  Alabama."  This  is  as  it  should  he,  and  the  indus- 
try in  California  ought  to  be  given  similar  encouragement. 
Here  is  an  opportunity  for  one  of  the  able  law-makers  at  Sac- 
ramento to  make  himself  popular  among  about  40,000  rot< 
who  are  particularly  interested  in  the  various  branches  of  the 
wine  industry. 
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But  the  local  people  were  not  so  easily  defeated.  An 
arrangement  with  the  Terminal  Company  (a  part  of  the  new 
Salt  Lake  Hue)  was  entered  into,  whereby  the  entire  consign- 
ment was  sent  to  San  Pedro,  and  there  transferred  to  one  of 
the  Pacific  Coast  Company's  steamers  in  good  time  to  land  it 
in  San  Francisco  for  transfer  to  the  Hongkong  Maru. 


Right  You  Are. 


The  festive  drummer,  apparently,  has  forgotten  that  Los 
Angeles  is  on  the  map.  Hardly  a  traveling  salesman  has  been 
seen  in  town  since  the  holidays.  J.  J.  C. 


Capt.  J.  Chamon  de  St.  Hubert  has  gone  on  an  extended 
trip  to  the  large  Eastern  cities  in  the  interest  of  his  famous 
Tonic  Port.  It  is  probable  that  he  will  sell  the  exclusive  right 
to  sell  the  wine  in  England  to  an  English  company . 


THE  Ways  and  Means  Committee  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  Congress  is  at  present  considering  a  reduc- 
tion in  the  war  taxes.  One  of  the  proper  reductions  for  which 
there  exists  an  ethical  necessity  is  the  taking  off  the  tax  of  "2 
cents  on  bottles  of  wine.  The  honest  dealer  paja  this  tax  bat 
the  dishonest  dealer  evades  it.  The  defrauding  of  the  e 
ernment  by  the  dishonest  dealer  has  assumed  such  proportions 
that  the  whole  tax  is  virtually  paid  only  by  the  comparativeh 
few  reputable  dealers  in  the  country  who  are  placed  at  an  un- 
fair disadvantage  in  their  competition  with  the  cheats  and 
frauds. —  Wine  and  Spi  Fork. 

The  C.  Carpy  &  Co.  branch  of  the  California  Wine  Asso- 
ciation has  been  removed  two  doors  below  the  old  quarters  on 
Sacramento  street. 
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Special  Agent  McCabe  Criticised. 

Editor  Pacific  Wine  and  Spirit  Eeview — Dear  Sir:  When 
the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue  selected  Mr. 
McCabe  as  special  agent  of  this  district,  he  must  have 
had  a  hard  grudge  against  the  trade,  for  in  all  the  history  of 
the  business  in  California  there  has  never  been  a  time  when 
the  dealers  were  so  harassed,  insulted  and  hampered  as  now. 
The  smallest  matters  of  no  consequence  at  all  are  seized  upon 
to  make  trouble,  and  under  rules  that  were  obsolete  years  ago 
they  are  badgered,  fined,  threatened,  and  their  business  inex- 
cusably delayed  in  many  ways. 

This  official,  who  proceeds  on  the  the  theory  that  every 
man  in  the  trade  in  San  Francisco  is  a  rogue  and  thief  until 
proved  to  be  honest,  monopolizes  so  many  of  the  gaugers  and 
other  employees  of  the  department  to  dance  attendance  upon 
him,  while  he  makes  the  wine  and  liquor  men  do  idiotic  and 
useless  things,  that  business  is  blocked  because  the  gaugers 
cannot  promptly  perform  the  duties  imposed  upon  them  under 
the  McCabe  system.  This  particular  service  in  past  years  has 
never  been  too  good,  but  now  it  is  almost  unbearable.  The 
fact  is  that  dealers  who  want  liquors  gauged,  to  meet  orders 
promptly,  have  to  wait  from  one  to  three  weeks  before  the 
Special  Agent's  gauging  machinery  gets  a  move  on.  Such  a 
condition  is  entirely  uncalled  for,  and  the  Government  is  not 
benefited  thereby.  It  is  respectfully  suggested  to  Mr.  McCabe, 
that  while  making  complaints  to  Washington  as  to  the  derelic- 
tion of  San  Francisco  liquor  dealers,  he  might  do  the  proper 
thing  by  recommending  the  appointment  of  enough  men  to 
properly  do  the  extensive  business  of  this  big  district,  which 
embraces  the  whole  State  south  of  Stockton. 

The  unprecedented  severity  and  unreasonableness  of  this 
Special  Agent  has  been  so  disastrous  to  the  trade  that  it  was 
proposed  during  the  month  to  draw  up  a  petition  to  the  Com- 
missioner at  Washington,  setting  forth  the  evils  of  the  pres- 
ent situation  and  praying  ior  relief  therefrom,  and  that  Mr. 
McCabe  be  recalled  or  ordered  to  administer  his  office  with  a 
higher  degree  of  intelligence  and  less  harsh  mea?ures.  Such 
a  step  will  of  necessity  be  taken  if  matters  proceed  as  at 
present. 

All  the  trade  ask  for  is  fair  treatment  and  proper  facilities 
for  transacting  their  business,  for  all  of  which  they  pay  the 
Government  well.     We  ought  to  have  it.  A  Protester.

Recent  Treasury  and  Revenue  Decisions. 


THE  Board  of  General  Appraisers  at  New  York,  on  Dec. 
31,  1900,  handed  down  the  following  decision  on  the 
"date  of  liquidation,"  which  will  be  of  special  interest  to  all 
importers.     It  reads  as  follows: 

The  date  of  the  "liquidation  and  ascertainment  of  duties" 
mentioned  in  section  14  of  the  customs  administrative  act  of 
June  10,  1890,  "within  ten  days  after  but  not  before"  which 
protests  must  be  filed,  is  the  date  of  final  liquidation  stamped 
on  the  entry  by  the  collector,  after  the  statement  of  the  duties 
has  been  certified  by  the  naval  officer  to  be  correct,  as  provi- 
ded in  article  1416,  Customs  Regulations,  1899,  and  is  not  the 
date  of  the  original  estimation  of  duties,  which,  as  provided 
in  article  410  (ib.),  is  tentatively  made  by  the  collector  at  the 
time  of  entry,  before  examination  and  appraisement  of  the 
merchandise.  Accordingly,  a  protest  filed  with  the  collector 
within  ten  days  after  such  original  estimate,  but  before  the 
final  liquidation,  is  invalid  as  being  made  prematurely. 

Special  Tax — Pool  Tables. 
Special  tax  is  required  to  be  paid  for  the  tables  called  the 
Klondike,  the  Stevens,  the  Manhattan,  the  Safety  Lynn,  and 
the  Tivoli  Peg  Pool  Tables,  the  games  played  thereon  being 
recognized  by  billiard  players  as  among  the  various  kinds  of 
pool  games. 

Special  Tax — Mai  Wine. 

The  addition  of  the  herb  woodroof,  or  its  essence,  to 
Rhine  wine,  for  sale  under  the  name  of  Mai  wine,  does  not 
change  the  wine  into  a  spurious,  imitation,  or  compound 
liquor,  and  the  special  tax  of  a  rectifier  is  not  to  be  paid  therefor.

Great  Sale  of  Blue  Grass  Whisky. 


A  RECORD  round-lot  sale  of  Blue  Grass  and  Boone's  Knoll 
whisky  was  made  by  E.  J.  Curley  &  Co.,  of  Lexington, 
Ky.,  on  January  28th.  The  transaction  embraced  8,600  bar- 
rels, the  sale  being  made  by  T.  W.  Hinde  to  the  Goodheart- 
Hartman  Co.  The  purchase  price  involves  about  $700,000, 
the  buyers  being  well-known  distillers  and  importers  of 
Chicago.  This  would  indicate  that  there  is  no  lack  of  confi- 
dence in  the  whisky  market  in  the  Windy  City.  It  was  a 
great  deal,  but  it  required  great  whiskies  to  make  it  possible. 


Moet  &  Chandon's  Fine  Showing. 


MOET  &  CHANDON  Champagne  made  a  splendid  ad- 
vance in  popularity  during  the  year  1900,  with  impor- 
tations of  37,152  cases,  as  against  31,606  in  1899.  Ruinart 
and  Dry  Monopole  each  made  a  substantial  gain  during  the 
same  period. 
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Gold  Medal  Awarded,  Paris  Exposition,  1900. 
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Phylloxera  in  Fresno. 


AS  we  go  to  press,  a  dispatch  announces  that  the  dread 
phylloxera,  from  which  the  great  sweet  wine  section  of 
the  Htate  has  thus  far  been  exempt,  has  appeared  in  one 
of  the  vineyards  of  Fresno  County.  The  discovery  has  nat- 
urally caused  great  alarm,  and  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of 
Fresno  has  met  to  discuss  means  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the 
scourge.  The  report  of  Prof.  Bioletti,  who  is  now  on  the 
ground,  will  be  awaiteu  with  deep  interest. 


H.  R.  Martens,  of  Glenn  Ellen,  has  just  returned  from  a 
visit  to  Los  Angeles,  where  he  spent  six  weeks  looking  after 
his  oil  interests.  On  his  way  home  he  paid  the  firm  of  Wich- 
man,  Lutgen  &  Co.  a  visit  and  laid  in  a  full  stock.  Mr. 
Martens  says  the  oil  industry  in  Southern  California  is  "Gilt 
Edge." 

Martinelli's  Celebrated  Champagne  Apple  Cider  is  now 
handled  by  Mohns  &  Mohns  (inc.),  Pacific  Coast  agents.  The 
popularity  of  this  brand  and  the  push  of  its  agents  will  keep 
the  cider  in  the  front  line  of  the  procession. 


M.  V.  Monarch,  the  lamous  old  distiller  of  Owensboro, 
Ky.,  is  in  the  city,  looking  after  the  interests  of  his  brands  in 
this  market. 


When  Julius  Kessler  went  into  the  market  and  purchased 
some  100,000  barrels  of  Kentucky  whisky  at  a  time  when  the 
average  dealer  did  not  have  confidence  enough  to  buy  ten  bar- 
rels, he  was  laughed  at  as  a  visionary,  and  pronounced  by 
some  to  be  a  fool,  but  from  present  indications  Mr.  Kessler 
will  find  in  the  purchases  referred  to  a  profit  far  greater  than 
the  average  business  realizes  from  a  lifetime  of  hard  work  and 
economy.  That  Mr.  Kessler  will  realize  net  as  much  as  $5  per 
barrel  there  is  little  doubt,  and  out  in  this  neck  of  the  woods, 
five  hundred  thousand  dollars  is  considered  a  pretty  fair  for- 
tune on  which  to  rotire. — Gilmore  in  Bonforts.

Whisky  Market  Improving. 


ON  the  1st  iiist.  a  sharp  aud  uniform  advance  all  along  the 
line  was  inaugurated  b\  the  three  great  California  aggre- 
gations, the  California  Wine  Association,  Lachman  &  Jocobi 
and  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony.  The  cheapest  grades  of  ports 
and  sherries  were  raised  7i  cents  a  gallon  over  former  prevail- 
ing prices.  The  better  grades  of  wines  have  risen  5  cents  per 
gallon.  Brandies  have  advanced  15  cents  per  gallon  (which  is 
inclusive  of  the  last  six  months  storage);  without  storage  the 
raise  is  10  cents  per  gallon. 

The  causes  leading  to  this  advance  are  attributable  to  the 
short  vintage  of  this  season,  which  is  6,000,000  gallons  below 
that  of  last  year's  ;  also  the  great  advance  in  the  price  of 
grapes  for  which  as  high  as  from  f  18  to  $22  per  ton  has  been 
paid. 

The  further  fact  that  the  prices  have  hitherto  been  too 
low  has  induced  the  leading  holders  to  advance  prices  so  as 
to  make  a  better  showing  for  this  the  closing  month  of  the 
year.  ^Midas  Criterion. 


The  business  in  fine  whiskies  has  continued  to  be  quite 
satisfactory.  There  was  perceptibly  less  activity  on  election 
day  and  a  few  days  preceding  and  following,  but  it  seems  quite 
safe  to  say  that  this  does  not  indicate  a  falling  off  in  the  con- 
sumptive demand  for  straight  whiskies.  A  few  months  ago 
the  outlook,  which  was  good  before  the  election,  seems  now 
to  have  become  still  brighter,  and  we  look  for  a  continuance 
of  increased  activity  in  the  straight  whisky  business,  which 
needs  for  its  prosperity,  not  only  a  good  present  consumptive 
demand,  but  also  confidence  in  the  near  future. — Biles'  Price 
List. 


EVEN  Spring  '93s  have  shown  improvement  in  values  and 
some  choice  brands  have  already  materially  advanced. 
This  age  is  proving  quite  disappointing  to  the  bears,  who  at 
one  time  anticipated  getting  it  for  little  more  than  the  mere 
outlay  for  tax.  The  cheap  lots  which  were  depressing  the 
market  have  been  assiduously  bought  up  in  round  lots  by  large 
compounders,  and  there  are  at  this  date  but  few  such  lots 
offered.  Stocks  have  diminished  to  an  astonishing  degree. 
At  the  rate  they  have  been  disappearing  from  brokers'  lists, 
going  direct  into  consumption,  not  a  barrel  being  exported  or 
stored  in  free  warehouses,  the  problem  of  this  fateful  age  may 
be  regarded  as  practically  solved. 

The  best  index  of  the  rapid  disappearance  of  '93  and  older 
inspections  is  the  continued  instructions  of  the  Kentucky  Dis- 
tillery &  Warehouse  Co.  to  withdraw  all  quotations  on  given 
brands.  —  Criterion. 

California  wines  go  up,  or  rather  have  gone  up,  in  price. 
This  is  partly  caused  by  combinations,  but  mostly  because  of 
the  short  vintage  last  fall,  which  is  claimed  to  be  about  6,000,- 
000  gallons  less  than  the  previous  year.  The  California  wines 
improve  in  quality  from  one  season  to  the  other,  and  I  may 
say  that  the  Western  wines  raised  here  in  Missouri,  Ohio  and 
other  Western  States  are  becoming  superior  in  quality  also. 
They  all  are  much  used  in  this  market. — St.  Louis  Corr  Bon- 
forts. 

The  demand  during  the  past  week  has  been  verv  lively. 
A  great  many  dealers  were  fortunate  enough  to  have  wines 
bought  before  the  advance,  while  others  had  to  pay  the  full 
advance  of  5  cents  per  gallon.  There  is  very  little  action  on 
the  part  of  the  buyers  to  resist  the  advance,  as  they  all  seem 
to  be  in  need  of  goods. — Bonforts.

Faces  Phylloxera. 


'ditor  Pacific  Wine   and   Spirit 


favor  of  February  9th,  regarding  the 
appearance  of  Phylloxera  in  Fresno 
county  duly  received.  About  the 
tniddle  of  January  a  vine  was  received  here  from  a  vineyard 
four  and  one-half  miles  east  of  Fresno  with  a  request  that  we 
examine  it  to  see  what  had  injured  it.  Upon  examination  the 
roots  were  found  to  be  affected  by  Phylloxera.  This  was  re- 
ported to  the  owner  of  the  vineyard  from  which  the  vine  came; 
a  few  days  later  at  the  request  of  the  Fresno  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce I  went  to  Fresno  to  verify  the  presence  of  Phylloxera 
there.  I  visited  the  vineyard  in  company  with  Mr.  Newton  D. 
Pierce,  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  Washington,  D.  C. 
and  we  found  that  about  three  acres  had  been  destroyed  by 
the  insects.  Two  other  places  were  found  in  which  the  insect 
had  already  obtained  a  foot-hold. 

This  is  the  extent  of  the  spread  of  the  insect,  as  far  as  I 
know  from  personal  observation,  though  it  is  very  probable 
that  when  the  time  comes  for  making  a  thorough  investigation 
more  spots  may  be  found.  If  the  affected  spots  are  not  too 
numerous  it  may  be  possible  by  prompt  and  stringent  meas- 
ures to  delay  the  spread  of  the  insect  very  materially.  In 
order,  however,  that  these  measures  should  be  effective  it  is 
necessary  that  every  spot  where  the  Phylloxera  has  obtained 
a  foot-hold  should  be  found  and  treated  as  soon  as  possible. 
For  this  reasoD  I  outline  the  following  directions  for  finding 
the  insect,  for  the  benefit  of  your  readers: 

The  best  time  to  look  for  Phylloxera  in  the  vineyard  is  in 
the  Summer,  commencing  about  the  middle  or  end  of  May. 
Look  over  the  vineyard  and  see  if  there  are  any  sickly  or  dead 
vines.  If  these  vines  are  scattered  about  sporadically  they 
are  probably  not  injured  by  Phylloxera;  if  the  whole  vineyard 
appears  sickly  and  all  the  vines  seem  to  be  affected  in  about 
the  same  way,  it  is  probably  not  Phylloxera,  but  if  the  injury 
seems  to  affect  the  vineyard  in  spots,  if  one  or  two  dead  vines 
are  found  in  a  spot  surrounded  by  a  ring  of  vines  showing  very 
short  growth  and  these  again  surrounded  by  another  ring 
showing  somewhat  short  growth,  with  all  of  the  vines  sur- 
rounding this  spot  perfectly  healthy,  Phylloxera  should  be 
looked  for.  These  spots  are  what  are  spoken  of  sometimes 
as  "oil  spots,"  comparing  them  to  the  mark  made  by  a  drop 
of  oil  upon  paper,  as  it  spreads  from  the  spot  on  which  it  first 
fell.  If  a  spot  or  spots  of  this  kind  are  found  in  a  vineyard 
the  roots  should  then  be  examined. 

The  vines  on  which  it  is  easiest  to  find  the  Phylloxera  are 
those  in  which  there  is  an  evident  weakening  of  growth,  but 
which  are  not  yet  very  seriously  injured,  as  during  the  last 
stages  the  Phylloxera  very  often  deserts  the  dying  vine.  Dig 
around  the  vine  carefully  until  some  small  young  roots  of  the 
season's  growth  are  found.  These  should  be  examined  very 
closly  and  if  there  are  any  Phylloxera,  some  of  these  roots 
will  show  white  swollen  ends.  By  looking  still  more  closely 
with  the  aid  of  a  small  hand  glass,  magnifying  from  five  to  ten 
times,  the  insects  may  be  seen.  The  Phylloxera  is  a  minute 
yellowish  insect  somewhat  smaller  than  a  printed  period.  It 
can  be  seen  by  the  unaided  eye  by  one  who  is  acquainted  with 
it  and  knows  exactly  what  to  look  for,  but  a  magnifying  glass 
is  a  great  help.  Parts  of  the  root  where  the  insects  are  num- 
erous appear  as  though  dusted  with  cinnamon  or  mustard.  If 
no  roots  of  the  character  described  are  found,  some  of  the 
smaller  roots,  from  the  smallest  to  those  having  a  diameter  of 
one-half  inch  should  be  cutoff,  carefully  packed  in  damp  news- 
paper and  sent  to  the  University  at  Berkeley  to  be  examined. 
These  roots  should  be  packed  in  such  a  way  that  they  will  not 
be  rubbed  or  dried  out  in  passing  through  the  mails.  If  spots 
affected  by  Phylloxera  are  found  in  a  vineyard  the  vines  which 


are  evidently  affected  should  be  dug  up,  together  with  all  vines 
within  forty  or  fifty  feet.  These  should  be  piled  in  the  center 
of  the  spot  and  burned  and  no  vines  should  be  planted  in  that 
ground  for  two  or  three  years  or  until  it  becomes  hopeless  to 
delay  the  spread  of  the  insect  any  longer.  In  this  way  the 
spread  may  be  delayed  an  indefinite  number  of  years,  varying 
from  five  to  ten,  judging  from  the  experience  in  other  locali- 
ties. 

It  must  not  be  supposed,  however,  that  even  the  most 
stringent  and  effective  measures  will  be  successful  in  abso- 
lutely and  permanently  eradicating  the  Phylloxera  from  any 
vineyard  or  vineyard  district.  The  only  method  of  having 
a  vineyard  permanently  safe  from  the  attacks  of  Phylloxera  is 
to  plant  Phylloxera-resistant  stock,  as  has  been  done  so  suc- 
cessfully in  France  and  other  parts  of  Europe  and  is  being 
done  at  the  present  time  in  several  counties  of  California. 
The  peculiar  soil  and  water  conditions  in  Fresno  render  it  ex- 
tremely probable  that  the  varieties  which  have  done  best  in 
Napa  and  Sonoma  counties  will  not  succeed  in  Fresno.  What 
will  be  the  best  resistant  to  grow  may  be  determined  by  a 
careful  examination  of  the  resistant  vines  which  are  already 
growing  in  that  locality.  This  work  the  Agricultural  Experi- 
ment Station  will  undertake  this  year.  In  the  meanwhile  it 
would  be  very  unwise  for  anyone  to  plant  Muscat  or  wine 
grapes  upon  their  own  roots,  so  that  all  intending  planters  are 
advised  to  wait  at  least  until  next  year,  as  non-resistant  vines 
planted  now  will  in  all  probability  be  destroyed  before  they 
produce  enough  grapes  to  pay  for  the  planting.

Market   Conditions   Discussed. 


'  '\  AWHILE  I  do  not  believe  that  there  was  ever  at  any  time 
V  V  an  over-supply,  there  is  undoubtedly  a  shortage  now. 
Conditions  similar  to  those  which  exist  in  Santa  Clara  county 
exist  over  all  the  wine  producing  sections  of  the  State.  The 
output  is  frightfully  lessened  and  promises  to  be  smaller  until 
resistant  vines  are  in  bearing,  as  new  vineyards  must  be  put 
out  to  take  the  place  of  those  destroyed.  I  hope  for  prosper- 
ity for  the  growers  and  wine  makers  now.  Many  persons  who 
grew  grapes  have  been  setting  trees  between  the  vines,  and  as 
the  trees  begin  to  bear  the  vines  are  removed.  Such  people 
were  generally  those  who  were  opposed  to  wine  making  on 
temperance  principles,  or  else  had  no  facilities  or  capital  to 
establish  them,  to  make  the  wine.  Their  grapes  were  dumped 
on  the  market  at  disgustingly  low  prices  for  themselves  and 
those  similarly  situated.  The  situation  will  clear  itself  to  a 
point  where  the  grower  will  be  the  maker  of  the  wine,  and  he 
will  be  able  to  hold  it  for  profitable  prices.  Shortage  in  pro- 
duction, and  experience  help  to  hurry  forward  this  desirable 
condition.  I  am  sure  with  it  all  that  the  united  wine  situation 
so  far  as  prices  go  is  now  100  per  cent  better  than  for  years 
past." — Paul  Masson  in  an  interview. 

All  the  property  of  the  Eagle  Distilling  Company  and  the 
Glenmore  distillery,  two  corporations  formally  owned  by  B. 
Monarch,  were  sold  on  Jan.  21,  by  the  Columbia  Finance  and 
Trust  Company.  There  was  only  one  bid,  that  of  E.  G.  Buck- 
ner,  who  bid  $17,000  for  each  property.  He  represented  the 
creditors.

your  columns  to  say  tbut  I  am  pleased 
to  learn  (in  clippings  sent  me  from  Sun 
Francisco  papers)  that  our  Legislature 
proposes  to  inquire  into  the  doings  of  the  State  Commission- 
ers in  their  misconduct  while  representing  California  at  the 
French  Exposition,  but  from  what  I  can  glean  it  will  be  more 
of  an  inquirendo  regarding  disbursements  of  a  trust  than  a 
mal  administration. 

As  to  their  financing,  that  concerns  the  State,  but  as  to 
tin'  doings  of  these  gentry,  well,  that  is  a  subject  that  should 
concern  all  our  wine  growers.  And  now,  Mr.  Editor,  permit 
me  to  say  that  I  did  not  go  to  the  Paris  Exposition,  but  I  had 
some  wine  there  that  the  Commissioners  seemed  to  know  noth- 
ing about,  that  is,  if  I  am  able  to  judge  by  their  Secretary's 
report  to  me,  and  I  neces3arily  wrote  to  others  regarding  this 
apparent  omission,  and  I  have  solicited  some  truths  regarding 
the  conduct  or  miscouduct  of  the  Governor's  appointees  with 
which  I  deem  it  well  to  acquaint  our  wine  people. 

Now,  my  last  correspondent  writes  roe.  "We  saw  some  wine  placed  on 
shelves  absurdly  constructed ;  tin-  bottles  almost  standing  up;  the  corks 

not  immersed  at  all.  in  fact  in  the  liest  way  to  make  vinegar  in  tin'  short- 
est possible  time."  Again  to  quote:  "On  the  4th  day  of  July,  they  gave 
a  big  entertainment,  having  hired  Sonsa'-  I'.and  to  play  on  the  Place  de 
i'Opera  in  front  of  their  rooms,  and  gave  Parisians  a  free  concert.  The 
tact  of  the  whole  commission  is  shown  b    the  fact  thai   at   this  reception 

only  French  Champagne  was  served  and  it  Hew  freely." 

My  informant  goes  on  further  to  say  that  "Major  Truman  could  nol

tives of  Wetmore-Bowen  Co  .  than  of  the  Stats  of  California." 

"As  to  Vance,  of  course  he  could  not  talk  French.  Be  was  there  more 
as  an  agent  of  the  Urbana  Wine  Co.,  than  as  a  I'.  9  Juror,  etc.  He 
worked  also  pretty  hard  for  a  couple  of  brands  of  mineral  water,"  and  he 
closes  by  saying :  "As  a  rule  poor  management  prevailed  in  all  branches 
of  the  [J.  S.  Exhibit,  but  more  from  incompetency  and  lack  of  especial 
adaptation  of  the  officials  to  their  new  calling  in  a  strange  land,  than  a 
neglect  of  duties." 

Dr.  Wiley,  the  Government  representative  is  complimented  and  to 
quote:  "In  contrast  with  the  three  gods  of  the  California  Commission, 
Mr.  W.  II.  .Mills  deserves  great  credit  for  his  work  in  favor  of  California 
wines  and  fruits  and  the  tine  display  he    made    of  them.      His  'Show'   was 

a  great  deal  more  interesting  than  that   of  the   Place  de  I'Opera,  and   bis 

urbanity  and  courtesy  contrasted  singularly  with  the  stiffness  and  'pose'  ol 
the  above  named  officials." 

Now  I  submit  Mr.  Editor,  that  in  the  main  these  charges  are  severe, 
and  is  it  not  humiliating  that  our  wines  could  not  hive  been  placed  in  bins 
to  conserve  for  proper  sampling'.'     Is  it  not  outrage   Us  that  the  appointees, 

Jury  and  all,  were  committed  to  certain  brands,  and   is  it   not  disgusting 

that  on  our  natal  day  they  must  so  forget  their  country  ami  the  honor  due 
to  our  Gold. mi  State,  as  bo  regale  themselves  and  their  company  with  a  for- 
eign wine  ? 

Doubtless  these  functionaries  will  all  know  to  whom  I  allude,  and  if 
they  assume  that  I  have  misstated  in  any  regard,  let  them  call  this  French- 
man out.    I  opine  that  they  will  find  him  redoubtable. 

A-  regards  the  French  language,  is  it  not  a  shame  that  appointments 
were  made  regardless  of  this  great  essential''  I  know  one  who  can  bray 
loud  enough  to  crack  the  ceilings  of  a  Court  room,  hut  he  would  be  meek 
as  Moses  among  the  Gauls. 

In  my  experience  the  French  people  have  less  knowledge  of  the  En- 
glish tongue  than  any  of  their  neighbors,  and  I  found  in  Paris  years  ago 
that  outside  oi  my  hotel,  the  Parisian  knew  no  English,  ami  as  a  rule 
did  not  want  to  know  it.

NAPA  county  has  all  along  enjoyed  the  reputation  of  pro- 
ducing the  best  wines  in  California  and  taking  the  lead 
in  till  important  viticultural  steps.  Viiuvardists  here  have 
done  more  to  advance  the  interests  of  the  viticultural  industry 
than  any  elsewhere.  They  have  given  the  subject  intelligent 
study  and  thought,  have  risen  ab  icles  and  tire  taking 

the  lead  in  rehabilitating  the  vineyards  which  were  destroyed 
by  disease.  Riparia,  Lenoir  and  other  resistants  have  been 
experimented  with  and  great  expense  has  Been  incurred.  The 
Rupestris  St.  George  was  finally  imported  and  the  successful 
way  in  which  it  has  thrived  lias  caused  vineyardists  elsewhere 
to  turn  to  Napa  county  for  advice,  cuttings,  rooted  vines,  and 
labor  skilled  in  the  art  of  grafting  and  planting.  -  al- 

ways  sell  to  a  better  advantage  in  Napa  county  than  elsewhi 
the  price  is  higher,  the  cellars  ate  better  and  wine  making  is 
carried  on  with  a  skill  such  as  is  employed  in  but  few  other 
places  in  California.  It  looks  like  the  industry  is  once  more

The  San  Jo*  M  -  to  be  complimeuted  upon  the  ex- 

cellence of  its  article  on  the  "Wines  of  Santa  Clara."  which 
appeared  in  the  issue  of  Peb  17.  It  is  from  the  pen  of  Fred 
Lewis  Poster  and  is  particularly  interesting  on  account  of  its 
historical  features.  L'he  writer  very  properly  sings  high  praise 
of  the  S  inta  Clara  county  wines  and  sees  a  bright  future  for 
the  industry  in  that  part  of  the  State  The  article  is  illustra- 
ted in  hall  tone  and  occupies  six  columns  of  a\ 
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SEATTLE,  February  22,  1901.     This  is  a  dull   month   for 
Seattle  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  shingle  mills  and  log- 
ging  camps   have   been   shut  down    for   the  past  three 
months,  notwithstanding,  the  retail  trade  has  been  good  among 
the  liquor  trade  owing  to    the   number   of  transients  passing 
through  Seattle. 

At  the  present  a  moral  wave  is  sweeping  over  Washington. 
Everett  has  passed  a  thousand-dollar  high-license  ordinance, 
Chehalis  and  Whatcom  are  agitating  one,  and  Seattle  has 
fallen  in  line  by  abolishing  all  boxes  and  private  rooms  in 
saloons.  The  Anti-Saloon  League  are  trying  to  force  a  one 
thousand  dollar  license  through.  On  present  indications  they 
will  not  succeed,  though  it  will  probably  come  in  time. 

The  local  license  of  $600  brings  in  an  annual  revenue 
of  $123,000  to  the  city,  and  an  increase  of  $400  per  year  would 
not, — as  the  Anti-Saloon  League  claim — reduce  the  number  of 
saloons,  but  only  add  an  additional  burden  to  the  already 
heavy  expenses  of  liquor  men. 

The  brewers  are  all  looking  for  a  greatly  increased  trade 
this  year.  Seattle  not  only  has  a  large  local,  but  a  very  large 
export  trade. 

The  Seattle  Brewing  and  Malting  Company  shipped  this 
week  a  carload  of  Ranier  beer  to  Haipbong,  China.  This  is 
a  new  market  and  is  far  in  the  interior.  Last  week  they  shipped 
their  second  carload  to  Sidney,  Australia,  and  one  carload  to 
Shanghai,  China.  Mr.  Sweeney,  their  General  Manager,  is 
now  on  his  way  back  from  their  branch  at  Honolulu.  They 
have  an  immense  bottled  trade  there. 

The  improvement  at  the  Clausson-Sweeney  branch  on 
Grant-street  bridge  will  cost  $120,000  when  finished,  and  con- 
sist of  a  new  brewhouse  and  stockhouse,  all  brick  and  iron, 
and  absolutely  fireproof.  They  expect  to  get  it  finished  by 
July  1st.  S.  J.  Fox,  the  Secretary  and  Acting  General  Man- 
ager, also  owns  the  Fox  Oyster  Company,  whose  specialty  is 
the  oyster  cocktail.  They  ship  all  over  the  Northwest  and 
Alaska.  Their  season  is  over,  but  they  are  preparing  for  a 
largely  increased  trade  next  September.  Very  heavy  orders 
have  been  received  by  the  Seattle  Brewing  and  Malting  Com- 
pany for  Alaska. 

The  Heinrich  Bros.  Brewing  Company  state  that  the  local 
trade  is  at  present  rather  slow,  but  they  have  no  complaint  to 
make  as  they  have  been  unable  to  keep  up  with  the  demand 
on  their  60-barrel  brewery  and  have  just  broken  ground  at 
South  Seattle  for  a  brewery  of  150  barrels  a  day  capacity, 
costing  $200,000,  and  expect  to  have  it  in  operation  Septem- 
ber 1st. 

Tacoma  has  a  new  brewery,  the  Columbia  Brewing  Co., 
which  started  up  about  two  months  ago.  This  makes  three 
first-class  plants  in  the  City  of  Destiny.  A  brewery  is  being 
started  at  Whatcom. 

The  Capital  Brewing  Company  of  Olympia  are  doing  a 
large  export  trade  to  Manila,  and  have  a  good  trade  through- 
out the  State.  They  state  that  the  conditions  look  good  for  a 
largely  increased  business  this  year. 


J.  A.  Tester  has  sold  his  bottling  establishment  to  his 
employees,  and  intends  to  visit  Germany  for  a  year. 

Kreilsheimer  Bros.,  wholesale  liquor  merchants,  report 
trade  ten  per  cent,  better  this  mouth  than  the  same  time  last 
year,  and  trade  for  1900  thirty-five  per  cent,  better  than  that  of 
1899.  Town  trade,  as  usual  at  this  time,  is  rather  dull,  and 
country  trade  exceedingly  dull.  When  the  Nome  litigation  is 
ended  they  consider  trade  will  go  up  with  a  jump.  They 
report  a  great  future  in  the  Valdes  and  Copper  River  country 
for  Seattle  wholesalers. 

Owing  to  the  Overland  travel  being  very  light  both  ways, 
Southeastern  Alaska  towns — Skagway,  Juneau  and  Wrangel — 
find  trade  very  light,  but  the  expectations  are  that  the  coming 
season  will  prove  a  good  one.  Juneau,  especially,  looks  for  a 
largely  increased  trade,  as  it  has  been  made  a  port  of  call  for 
all  lines  running  to  Western  Alaska,  except  the  P.  S.  W.  Co. 

California  wine  salesmen  find  Seattle  one  of  their  best 
markets  and  the  trade  is  constantly  growing.  Mr.  Cohn,  of 
the  Englebrook  winery,  the  representative  of  I.  de  Turk,  and 
a  representative  of  the  St.  George  vineyard  were  all  seen  in 
town  this  month,  and  had  smiling  countenances  over  trade 
conditions.  Among  other  well-known  faces  seen  at  the  hotels 
and  met  in  the  wholesale  disrtict  were  Morris  Benjamin,  of 
Denver;  Phil  Slessinger,  of  Milwaukee;  Charley  Langert,  rep- 
resenting Goodhart-Hartman  Co.;  Joe  Baer,  of  Cincinnati; 
Geo.  Catlin  and  I.  W.  Kingman,  of  San  Francisco;  J.  G.  Frye 
and  Mr.  Hochstader,  bottlers'  supplies,  and  the  following 
brewers'  supply  salesmen:  Rudolph  Koss,  of  C.  Koss  &  Bro., 
Milwaukee;  Mr.  Schuette  aud  K.  Kindert,  of  C  I.  K.  &  Co., 
of  the  same  town;  Jack  Shaunessy,  Col.  Fisk,  Charlie  Towns- 
end,  of  San  Francisco,  and  Billy  Dryfoos,  of  Chicago,  all  took 
good  orders  with  them  on  their  departure. 

F.  A.  Buck  &  Co.  and  M.  &  K.  Gottsteiu  both  report  trade 
as  better  than  usual  for  this  time  of  the  year,  though  the  past 
few  weeks  have  been  dull.  The  outlook  for  the  coming  season 
is  exceedingly  good,  ■end  everything  looks  favorable  for  a  large 
Alaska  trade.  Mr.  Buck  reports  heavy  orders  for  early  deliv- 
ery, as  Alaska  dealers  all  complain  of  not  having  beeD  able  to 
get  in  sufficient  shipments  before  the  close  of  navigation. 
There  will  be  no  such  frautic  rush  as  last  year,  but  a  good, 
solid,  substantial  business. 

Seattle's  Fine  Progress. 

The  year  1901  starts  in  with  everything  looking  bright  for 
Seattle's  future.  During  the  month  of  January,  1,206  permits 
for  building  were  issued,  and  everywhere  houses  can  be  seen 
in  the  course  of  construction;  yet  it  is  almost  impossible  to 
rent  a  house  or  flat.  Throughout  the  wholesale  district  the 
same  conditions  exist — large  substantial  buildings  are  being 
rushed  up  and  are  being  rented  long  before  the  roofs  are  on. 
Every  branch  of  trade  reports  good  and  increasing  business. 
The  liquor  interest  naturally  feels  the  influence  of  this  con- 
dition of  affairs,  and  the  prospects  are  good  for  the  best  year's 
business  in  a  decade. 

The  Alaska  trade  will  be  heavy,  and  orders  from  interior 
towns  already  show  a  healthy  increase.  The  breweries  find 
that  they  cannot  supply  the  demand  for  their  goods,  and  are 
increasing  the  capacity  of  their  plants.  Several  new  brewer- 
ies are  being  built  in  different  portions  of  the  State,  aud 
wholesale  liquor  dealers  are  quietly  looking  around  for  larger 
quarters. 

There  are  some  202  saloons  in  Seattle,  many  of  them  as 
handsomely  fitted  up  and  furnished  as  any  to  be  found  iu  the 
large  Eastern  cities,  and  they  are  well  patronized.

LOS  ANGELES  saloon  men  are  just  now  greatly  disturbed 
by  nn  altogether  unexpected  action  on  the  part  of  the 
new  city  government.  Before  the  election  of  Mayor  Snyder 
it  was  generally  conceded  that  his  selection  would  put  an  end 
to  the  restrictions  imposed  by  the  Sunday  and  midnight  clos- 
ing regulations,  and  in  fact,  the  fight  was  made  largely  on 
that  basis. 

The  movement  was  evidently  popular  too,  for  Snyder  ran 
about  five  thousand  votes  ahead  of  the  Democratic  ticket  in 
the  November  election,  and  to  most  observers  everything 
looked  as  serene  as  a  morning  in  May.  Last  week's  develop- 
ments, however,  showed  that  appearances  were  deceptive. 

While  Snyder  is  a  Democrat,  and  overwhelmingly  elected 
as  one,  the  police  commissioners  are  the  appointees  of  the  Re- 
publican City  Council,  and  on  the  commission  Mayor  Snyder 
has  only  one  voice — his  own. 

This  was  realized  dimly  by  some  of  the  saloon  men,  and 
a  part  of  them  gave  heed  to  the  Sunday  closing  ordinance, 
while  others  conducted  their  Sunday  business  sub-rosa  and  a 
few  openly.     The  latter  were  the  first  victims. 

Sunday  last  two  policemen  from  beats  remote  from  the 
business  quarter  were  told  off  to  take  in  the  town  in  citizens 
clothing.  The  first  place  they  entered  wastheHollenbeck  bar 
where  they  were  served  at  once.  They  took  the  whiskey  they 
had  ordered  to  the  police  station  and  took  the  bar  keeper  with 
it.  The  Hollenbeck  was  not  supposed  to  be  politically  pie- 
bald, and,  as  has  been  said,  the  surprise  was  great.  But  this 
was  not  all;  Sullivan's  place  was  i-aided,  and  as  one  saloon  man 
said  yesterday,  "if  they  will  take  him  they  are  prepared  to 
take  them  all." 

There  is  plenty  of  chagrin  everywhere  apparent,  and  a 
general  "where  do  we  stand"  feeling  exists.  One  thing,  how- 
ever, is  certain,  and  that  is,  there  will  be  no  more  bu  iness 
done  within  the  meaning  of  the  ordinances,  which  have  not 
heretofore  been  enforced.  The  restriction  will  be  severely 
felt,  too,  as  the  Sunday  business  in  Los  Angeles  is  very  heavy. 


The  wine  men  report  the  best  of  prices  ruling  throughout 
with  very  little  new  stock  left.  Brandies  are  a  little  slow  on 
order. 

The  Los  Angeles  Brewing  Company  continues  to  add  to 
its  foreign  and  oriental  beer  shipments  in  reply  to  steadily  in- 
creasing demand. 

Mike  Bush,  of  Jesse  Moore  Hunt  Co.,  of  San  Francisco, 
put  in  a  few  busy  days  in  Los  Angeles  this  month. 


Geo.  T.  Gosling,  representing  Kosskam,  Gerstley  &  Co.  of 
Philadelphia,  visited  Los  Angeles  for  a  week  the  early  part  of 
the  month. 

M.  L.  Polaski  now  has  Jim  Morley's  billiard  parlors  in 
the  rear  of  his  Spring  street  place  and  both  are  working  many- 
men  to  handle  the  big  winter  business  that  comes  their  way. 


Mr.  Spellman,  of  Marshall,  Spellman  &  Co.  New  York,  was 
here  this  month  looking  over  the  field  with  the  intention  of 
doing  some  buying.  Prices,  however,  kept  Mr.  Spellman  out 
of  it  for  the  time  being. 

The  heavy  influx  of  eastern  people  to  Los  Angeles  has 
brought  about  the  usual  change  in  the  bar  trade.  Hunter  Rye 
has  the  call.  This  whisky  has  been  so  heavily  advertised  in 
the  East  and  middle  West  that  it  has  forced  its  way  to  the 
front  here  through  sheer  demand  for  it.  The  Hunter  has 
plenty  of  strong  opposition,  however,  in  Rosskam,  Gerstley  <fe 
Co.  's  Keystone  Monogram,  for  which  Sherwood  &  Sherwood 
are  local  agents. 

With  the  heavy  rains  that  have  prevailed  all  winter,  pros- 
perity seems  to  have  come  back  to  Southern  California  to  stay. 
Artesian  wells  that  had  been  dry  for  three  years  are  again  flow- 
ing, all  crops  are  in  excellent  condition  and  all  avenues  of  bus- 
iness show  the  new  impetus  given  the  wheels  of  trade.  Every- 
body looks  forward  to  good  times  again,  in  fact  they  are  al- 
ready here,  and  money  is  free  and  easy. 


Our  Growing  Wine  Trade. 


FROM  a  review  of  the  wine  trade  for  the  past  year  given  in 
the  January  number  of  the  Pacific  Wine  and  Spirit  Re- 
view it  appears  the  year  was  marked  by  a  considerable  im- 
provement in  the  trade  and  that  the  prospects  of  the  future 
are  brighter  than  they  have  been  for  a  long  time  past. 

The  Review  says  the  facts  of  the  increasing  trade  are 
most  strikingly  noticeable  in  the  records  of  the  exports  of  both 
dry  and  sweet  wines,  not  only  to  domestic  but  to  foreign  mar- 
kets. The  grand  totals  of  shipment  by  sea  were  7,128  cases 
and  5,631,060  gallons.  The  figures  do  not  include  exports  to 
Hawaii,  in  which  market  it  is  known  the  trade  has  increased 
handsomely. 

It  is  pointed  out  that  one  of  the  surprising  features  of 
the  statistics  is  the  great  growth  of  shipments  by  rail.  It  ap- 
pears that  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900,  the 
total  wine  shipments  from  the  State  by  rail  aggregated  nearly 
13,000,000  gallons  and  about  30,000  cases.  Thus  the  ship- 
ments by  rail  and  by  sea  taken  together  were  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  19,000,000  gallons;  and,  as  it  is  estimated  that  the 
demand  for  wine  for  consumption  on  the  Pacific  Coast  is  not 
less  than  4,000,000  gallons  annually,  fully  23,000,000  gallons 
will  be  required  to  meet  the  demand  each  year  even  if  no 
further  increase  in  demand  takes  place. 

Coming  to  details  concerning  various  markets  it  is  noted 
that  New  York  took  an  increase  of  more  than  1,000,000  gal- 
lons by  sea;  China,  Japan  and  Manila  took  double  the  num- 
ber of  cases  and  more  than  four  times  the  amount  of  bulk 
wine  taken  in  1898.  There  was  also  a  strong  growth  in  the 
demand  from  Central  and  South  America,  so  that  we  seem  at 
least  to  be  getting  something  like  our  proper  share  of  the  wine 
trade  of  the  countries  to  the  south  of  us. 

The  increase  in  the  shipments  by  rail  is  particularly  grat- 
ifying, since  it  implies  an  increased  demand  in  the  Eastern 
States  for  our  wines.  Those  States  ought  to  furnish  the  best 
market  in  the  world  for  wine,  and  as  soon  as  they  are  educated 
up  to  the  use  of  table  wines  they  will  undoubtedly  do  so. 
Taking  all  things  into  consideration  the  outlook  for  the  wine 
industry  as  a  whole  is  distinctly  good.  There  is  a  promise 
that  the  dark  days  of  the  vineyardist  and  the  wine  maker  are 
about  over,  and  that  from  this  time  on  there  will  be  a  steady 
improvement  for  at  least  some  years  to  come. — San  Francisco 
Call.

They  have  taken 
a  long  lease  of  the  premises  which  are  very  commodious  and 
which  will  be  fitted  up  so  as  to  be  one  of  the  handsomest 
wholesale  wine  and  liquor  establishments  of  San  Francisco. 


Julius  Kessler  &  Co.'s  latest  announcement  to  the  trade 
is  particularly  interesting  and  at  the  same  time  composed  of 
facts.     It  is  as  follows:

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REVIEW    OF    1900    VINTAGE. 


THE  annual  trade  review  of  the  Gundlach-Bundschu  Wine 
Compauy,  is  particularly  interesting  this  year,  and  for 
that  reason  we  reproduce  it  in  full,  herewith: 
To  the  Wine  Trade  and  Patrons 

of  California  Vineyard  Products, 
Greeting:  — 

We  take  pleasure  in  commenting  as  usual  on 
the  general  result  of  the  last  year's  vintage.  While  in  Europe 
abundance  and  superior  quality  inspire  the  hearty  gratifica- 
tions of  the  vintners  in  the  Medoc  and  Rhine  districts,  we 
have  to  be  satisfied  in  California  with  rather  moderate  results. 
The  yield  generally  can  only  be  considered  a  little  better  than 
half  a  crop  with  such  local  exceptions  where  special  conditions 
produce  a  more  favorable  showing.  Thirteen  to  fourteen  mil- 
lion gallons  of  Dry  Wines  and  seven  to  eight  million  gallons 
of  Sweet  and  Fortified  Wines  may  constitute  a  conservative 
estimate  of  the  entire  vintage  On  account  of  the  high  value 
of  grapes  ($16  to  $20  per  ton)  brandy-making  was  somewhat 
neglected  and  the  output  will  be  considerably  behind  last  year. 
Sonoma  County  leads  distinctively  this  year  in  the  production 
of  Dry  Wines;  more  than  one-half  of  the  entire  yield  of  Dry 
Wines  emanates  from  this  glorious  fertile  section  of  our  State, 
while  Santa  Clara  (formerly  the  banner  county  for  Red  Wine) 
has  succumbed  to  the  influences  of  drought  and  phylloxera, 
and  is  on  record  with  only  2i  million  gallons.  Excessive  heat 
and  lack  of  moisture  necessitated  an  unusual  early  season; 
sugar  developed  rapidly— rising  in  some  parts  above  30  de- 
grees, and  it  required  all  the  skill  of  experienced  winemakers 
to  control  obstinate  fermentation.  Some  sweetish  and  refrac- 
tory cellars  are  the  result.  As  a  whole,  the  Wines  of  1900 
will  be  known  as  a  rich,  strong  and  full-bodied  product,  slowly 
maturing  and  developing  into  a  rare,  superior  product  of  mas- 
sive excellence. 

Considering  the  situation  of  California  vineyard  products 
generally  at  the  present  time,  we  wish  to  emphasize,  that  a 
spirit  of  unparalleled  vigor  has  apparently  stimulated  the  close 
of  the  century.  It  can  hardly  be  claimed,  that  this  ultimate 
change  for  the  better  is  simply  reflexive  and  in  harmony  with 
the  progress  and  industrial  development  of  our  country  at 
large ;  favorable  conditions  have  already  existed  in  other 
branches  for  several  years  and  still  our  industry  languished 
and  could  not  be  lifted  into  a  hopeful  channel  of  prosperity. 
Several  movements  of  grave  importance  have  gradually  influ- 
enced conditions  iu  California.  First — The  exceeding  sho  t- 
age  of  the  last  two  vintages  (both  of  them  together  yielding 
less  thau  the  aggregate  of  the  crop  of  1897;)  next — The  pro- 
gress of  the  destructive  influences  of  phylloxera  in  the  vine- 
yards of  Santa  Clara  and  other  counties  where  some  of  the 
great  estates  are  actually  inclining  towards  ruiu  and  decay. 
It  will  take  many  years  to  re-establish  on  resistant  roots  any- 
thing like  the  state  of  high  cultivation,  still  existing  only  five 
years  ago.  On  the  other  side — our  shipments  for  export  and 
for  home  consumption  are  proportionately  increasing  and  our 
old  stocks  have  been  alarmingly  on  the  decrease. 

Therefore  it  should  be  no  surprise  to  anyone  familiar  with 
the  past  history  of  Viticulture  in  California — with  its  many 
vicissitudes  and  unsatisfactory  results,  leading  the  most  hope- 
ful and  the  most  enterprising  of  our  viueyardists  duriug  the 
last  forty  years  into  a  condition  of  disappointment  and  bank- 
ruptcy— ,  if  the  powers,  that  rule  today  in  Viticulture  under 
the  inflexible  principle  of  the  survival  of  the  fittest,  are  wide- 
awake to  grasp  the  situation  and  to  demand,  that  after  years 
of  despondency  and  loss,  the  situation  for  the  next  few  years 
must  be  turned  toward  recuperation  and  for  the  natural  bene- 
fit of  viueyardists,  winemakers  and  distributors  in  California. 


Silf-protection  demanded  vigorous  action  and  no  one  will 
blame  the  investors  of  many  million  dollars  iu  the  wine  and 
brandy  industry,  if  they  now  in  a  measure  may  insist  on  ade- 
quate returns.  To  the  detriment  of  our  products,  they  have 
been  sold  most  of  the  time  below  their  actual  value  and  al- 
though we  personally  disapprove  of  too  much  centralization 
and  are  not  in  favor  of  exclusive  control  without  competition, 
we  are  inclined  to  believe  in  a  spirit  of  judicious  co-operation 
and  in  an  abolishment  of  systems,  that  heretofore  produced 
fatal  results. 

We  believe  iu  fair  (not  extravagant)  prices  for  grapes — 
sufficient  to  uphold  the  industry;  we  believe  in  a  careful  selec- 
tion of  superior  qualities — the  fostering  of  special  brands  in 
wood  and  glass  and  the  encouragement  of  the  production  of 
the  highest  type  and  character.  The  manufacturing  of  bulk 
wines  in  large  quantities  must  necessarily  interfere  with  the 
discriminating  care  so  essential  in  the  handling  of  fine  grapes; 
still — some  of  our  growers  and  vintners  will  never  depart  from 
the  true  principles,  that  built  up  the  fame  of  the  leading  wine 
countries  in  the  world;  we  certainly  will  not.  We  will  con- 
tinue to  concentrate  our  efforts  in  the  direction  of  producing, 
selecting  and  maturing  the  finest  and  worthiest  products  of 
of  our  State.

He  sailed  for  Honolulu,  on  the  Mariposa,  Feb.  23rd, 
purposing  to  remain  there  over  one  steamer.  This  would  make 
his  absence  about  one  month  in  duration.  His  many  friends 
will  hope  that  the  big,  kindly-natured  fellow  will  return  in  his 
old-time  form. 


Odd    But  True. 


THIRTY  of  Kentucky's  counties  are  entirely  "dry,"  as 
many  more  are  "  wet"  in  one  spot,  or  to  be  more  exact, 
liquor  is  retailed  only  at  the  county  seat.  All  but  five  are 
"  dry  "  in  spots ;  that  is,  there  are  no  retail  liquor  stores  in 
certain  voting  precincts.  The  five  entirely  "wet"  counties 
are  located  mainly  on  the  slopes  of  Mildraugh's  hill,  where 
peach  orchards  and  small  licensed  brandy  distilleries  are  num- 
erous. Most  of  the  entirely  "dry"  counties  are  located  in 
the  mountain  districts  of  eastern  Kentucky.  Of  course,  illicit 
distilling  and  blind  tigers  thrive  in  all  or  nearly  all  of  the 
local  option  counties.  There  are  only  four  places  where  liquor 
is  sold  openly  and  legally  in  the  7th  appellate  district,  which 
is  composed  of  twenty-one  big  counties  in  the  8th,  10th  and 
11th  congressional  districts.  In  other  words,  the  prohibition 
area  in  Kentucky  overshadows  the  "  wet "  spots  in  the  propor- 
tion of  nine-tenths  to  one-tenth. 


The  Evening  Post  had  an  article  the  other  day  in  which  a 
full  page  was  devoted  to  setting  forth  the  claims  and  merits  of 
the  Stanley  airship,  which  is  now  being  constructed  by  the 
Stanley  Aerial  Navigation  Company,  in  this  city.  The  claims 
and  proofs  put  forth  are  very  strong  and  lots  of  good  money 
has  gone  into  the  enterprise  with  an  upward  movement  in  the 
value  of  stock.  The  trade  will  hear  with  interest  that  Charlie 
Newman,  of  Richelieu  fame,  is  the  secretary  of  the  company 
and  one  of  its  most  enthusiastic  supporters.  In  the  language 
of  the  gamin  south  of  the  slot,  "we  aint  never  rid  on  no  air- 
ship," but  after  listening  to  the  sanguine  Charlie  a  few  moments 
we  are  not  sure  we  will  not  have  a  chance  to  ride  aerially  ou 
that  s-hip  to  San  Jose  in  a  few  weeks.  Anyone  can  see  the 
working  model  at  the  airship  yards  and  at  the  same  time  wit- 
ness the  work  of  constructing  the  big  228  foot  ship  which  is 
to  travel  at  the  rate  of  100  miles  an  hour.  iMay  we  soon  hear 
the  alluring  cry,  "All  aboard  the  airship  for  San  Jose,  50 
miles  and  return  in  sixty  minutes."

Hot  Time  Settler:  —  Pony  glass  of  creme  de  cassis;  pony  F. 
vermouth;  lump  of  ice;  fill  with  seltzer.     Serve.

WHEN  the  French  House  of  Deputies  passed  a  bill  last 
week  forbidding  the  manufacture  or  sale  in  France  of 
absinthe  and  other  alcoholic  liquors  which  are  pronounced 
"  dangerous"  by  the  Academy  of  Medicine,  it  recognized  the 
spread  of  the  "green  terror,"  which  is  said  to  be  responsible 
for  the  great  increase  in  insanity  and  other  similar  afflictions 
among  the  French  people.  Since  1894,  as  was  pointed  out  in 
the  Chamber  of  Deputies,  the  amount  of  absinthe  consumed 
in  Fiance  has  doubled,  it  now  reaching  the  amount  of  10,000,- 
000  litres,  or  nearly  10,060,000  quarts,  annually.  This  amounts 
to  one  quart  of  absinthe  to  each  three  inhabitants,  including 
men,  woman  and  children.  In  Paris  the  reports  of  the  Min- 
istry of  Finance  show  that  there  is  an  absinthe  seller  to  every 
three  buildings  in  the  metropolis.  Already  the  green  terror 
has  killed  may  of  the  most  brilliant  men  of  the  country.  Guy 
de  Maupassant,  Alfred  de  Musset,  Baudelaire,  who  translated 
Poe's  works  into  French;  Theodore  Barriere,  Andre  Gill,  the 
artist,  aud  a  host  of  other  men  of  letters  and  of  genius  burned 
their  brains  away  with  the  green  flame  and  died  miserable 
deaths.  Even  four  years  ago,  before  the  habit  had  reached 
half  its  present  strength,  Henry  Rochefort  started  a  crusade 
against  its  use.  In  his  appeal  to  the  people  he  said:  "Ab- 
sinthe is  the  bane  of  the  nation  and  is  killing  France." 

The  French  nation  did  not  go  into  the  drinking  of  absinthe 
of  their  own  choice.  How  it  came  to  be  introduced  is  a  curi- 
ous story.  During  the  Algerian  war  of  1844-47  the  French 
troops  in  Africa  suffered  greatly  from  tropical  fever,  and  many 
things  were  tried  as  preventives.  Among  them  was  absinthe, 
aud  it  was  found  to  be  effective.  The  soldiers  were  ordered  to 
mix  small  quantities  of  it  three  times  a  day  with  the  ordinary 
French  wine  winch  they  drank.  They  objected  at  first  to  the 
new  "medicine,"  declaring  that  it  spoiled  the  taste  of  their 
Gradually,  however,  they  grew  to  like  it,  and  in  a  few 


wine. 


3'ears  they  were  much  more  willing  to  do  without  their  claret 
than  without  their  "green  spirits."  Finally  absinthe  drinking 
became  3uch  an  evil  in  the  army  that  it  was  found  necessary  to 
forbid  it.  Now  a  French  soldier  or  sailor  who  is  found  sipping 
the  insidious  liqnor  is  severely  punished. 

But  soldiers  returning  from  Algiers  brought  the  habit 
back  with  them,  and  it  rapidly  spread  to  all  classes  of  the 
people.  It  cured  or  prevented  the  fever  of  the  Algerian  sol- 
diers, but  it  has  come  near  "killing  the  French  nation,"  ac- 
cording to  Henry  Rochefort. 

Toitoni's  famous  cafe  was  in  the  old  days  the  resort  of  a 
coterie  of  Parisian  writers  and  artists,  who  went  there  before 
the  dinner  hour  to  drink  their  absinthe.  For  many  years  the 
green  liqnor  was  drawn  from  the  same  old  barrel,  which  was 
periodically  filled  with  absinthe  brought  from  Neufchatel. 
Among  the  young  men  who  were  present  every  evening  in  the 
crowd  was  Theodore  Barriere.  He  became  a  victim  to  the  ab- 
sinthe demon  in  its  worst  phases,  and  his  disordered  brain  was 
filled  for  months  with  the  weirdest  aud  most  terrifying  dreams 
and  visions. 

Thus,  for  instance,  it  is  related  that  one  night  he  was  lying 
upon  the  bed  in  his  room  reading  by  the  gaslight,  when  a  large 
baboon  came  into  the  room  and  looked  at  him  in  a  sorrowful 
way.     Then  it  went  out,  only  to  enter  a  moment  later  with  a 


second  baboon  in  its  arms.  The  two  proceeded  to  stretch  a 
slack  rope  across  the  room  immediately  above  his  bed,  and 
then,  walking  the  rope,  they  disappeared  through  the  wall. 
Following  closely  behind  them  across  the  rope,  passing  in 
through  one  wall  and  out  through  the  other,  came  all  the  ani- 
mals that  were  in  Noah's  ark.  When  the  elephant  started  to 
walk  across  the  slender  cord  so  close  above  his  head,  Barriere 
gave  a  tremendous  yell  of  terror  which  brought  assistance  and 
a  doctor. 


Nobody  who  may  think  of  stopping  in  peace  at  the  Grand 
Hctel  in  Paris,  should  ask  the  maitre  d 'hotel  there  about  the 
English  lady  who  spoke  French  with  the  aid  of  a  dictionary. 
Although  there  was  no  need  for  it,  as  they  all  spoke  English, 
she  persisted  in  firing  off  Bayswater  French  at  the  waiters  ev- 
every  moment.  One  sad-eyed  knight  of  the  apron  came  down 
one  morning  and  asked  for  leave  of  absence,  and  the  maitre 
d'hotel  himself  went  up  to  solve  the  mystery.  After  a  violent 
tirade  at  the  incivility  of  the  garcon,  she  declared  that  his 
French  was  so  frayed  out  at  the  edges  that  he  did  not  under- 
stand what  "  a  bottle  of  embonpoint"  was.  And  it  took  the  man- 
ager twenty  minutes  to  discover  that  she  had  intended  to  ask 
for  a  bottle  of  stout. — London  Wine  &  Spirit  Gazette.

to  transact  such  business  within  such  municipality  shall  be 
required,  except  as  may  be  required  by  the  laws  of  the  United 
States.

Kirby  Distilling  Company  has  been  incorporated  with  tin- 
place  of  business  at  Fowler.  The  directors  are  C.  K.  Kirby 
of  San  Francisco;  F.  W.  Kirby,  C.  K.  Kirby,  E.  Gower  of 
Fowler  and  J.  H.  Say  of  Selma.  Capital  stock,  1300,000,  sub- 
scribed in  full. 

The  E.  G.  Lyons  Company  who  have  for  so  many  years 
been  located  on  Jackson  street,  where  they  waxed  wealthy, 
have  removed  to  their  new  store  on  Mission  street,  between 
First  and  Second.  The  company  own  the  property,  which  is 
a  handsome  three  story  building  erected  for  their  purposes, 
and  the  entire  structure  is  required  for  their  business.  Their 
offices  are  particularly  convenient  and  inviting. 

The  Arctic  cold  of  Dawson  apparently  has  no  terrors  for 
the  enterprising  moonshiner  A  dispatch  announces  that  on 
February  13th,  an  illicit  distillery,  equalling  in  cost  that  of 
many  of  the  licensed  liquor  plants  in  the  United  States,  was 
raided  by  Government  officers  in  a  cabin  near  the  Klondike 
bridge,  not  far  from  Dawson.  The  oyvner  of  the  distillery,  E. 
M.  Sullivan,  generally  known  as  "Black  Sullivan,"  was  arrest- 
ed. His  trial  took  place  immediately.  A  constable  testified 
that  Sullivan  offered  him  money  and  a  share  of  the  profits  if 
he  would  "keep  mum."  All  the  local  saloon-keepers  were 
warned  against  purchasing  liquor  from  illicit  distillers,  of 
whom  the  Judge  said  there  yvere  still  others  to  be  taken  into 
custody.      Sullivan's  fine  distillery  has  been  confiscated. 


While  searching  around  the  wine  vaults  of  the  Atlantic 
Hotel,  Norfolk  Va.  recently,  <  leorge  E.  Roberts  discovered 
thirty  •six  bottles  of  Bell-Air  Pommery-Burgundy  of  the  viu- 
tuge  of  1843.  It  is  difficult  to  estimate  the  value  of  this  more 
than  half-ceutury-old  wine,  but  it  is  said  to  be  §12  or  $15  a 
bottle.  The  bottles,  when  found,  were  thickly  covered  with 
mold  that  hud  been  accumulating  for  years.

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California  Brandy  for  German  Army. 


IN  our  export  tables  will  be  found  an  item  of  the  shipment 
of  300  barrels  of  brandy  to  Liverpool,  England.  The  goods 
were  made  by  a  well  known  Sonoma  county  distiller,  and  ex- 
ported through  the  agency  of  H.  L.  Rea  &  Co. ,  of  this  city. 
On  the  face  of  it  the  news  does  not  appear  to  be  of  particular 
importance,  but  it  is.  The  brandy  is  destined  for  Bremen,  to 
the  house  of  Segnitz  &  Co,,  one  of  the  leading  commercial 
firms  contracting  with  the  German  government,  and  the  Cali- 
fornia brandy  is  an  experimental  order  to  be  used  by  the 
Kaiser's  army  and  navy. 

The  import  of  this  initial  purchase,  will  be  better  under- 
stood when  it  is  known  that  the  German  distillers  have  long 
been  experimenting  with  California  dried  grapes  and  potato 
spirits  to  produce  a  "cognac"  acceptible  to  the  government 
officials,  but  found  that  it  was  impossible.  The  result  is  the 
modest  order  aforementioned.  It  is  highly  complimentary  to 
California  and  it  is  expected  that  it  will  be  followed  by  heavy 
orders  next  season,  and  that  Germany's  fighting  men  will  in 
future  be  supplied  with  brandy  from  the  Golden  State. 

With  our  wines  highly  honored  by  France,  Germany 
looking  to  us  for  brandy,  and  good  demand  and  prices  pre- 
vailing at  home,  it  can  be  truthfully  said  that  the  future  of  the 
industry  is  brighter  than  ever.

This  patronage  is  possessed  by  the  Review  by  reason  of  the 
fact  that  it  is  the  only  paper  representing  the  great  wine  and 
braudy  industry  of  California,  and  the  wholesale  and  retail 
wine  and  liquor  traffic  of  the  Pacific  Coast.  Business  men  in 
these  lines  have  to  come  to  this  journal  for  the  news.  Hence 
the  paper's  success.

California  Distillery  Compromise. 


SPECIAL  Internal  Revenue  Agent  Bert  M.  Thomas,  has  sent 
to  Washington   an  offer  of   compromise  on  the  part  of 
George  H.  Malter,  proprietor  of  the  brandy  distillery  at 
Antioch,  whereby  Malter  agrees  to  pay  a  $5,000  fine,  plus  the 
taxes  due,  for  having  used  blackstrap    molasses,  in  consider- 
ation of  the  release  of  the  distillery. 


To    Punish    Substituters. 


AT  last  the  Internal  Revenue  Department  at  Washington, 
has  a  man  at  its  head  who  appears  to  be  a  real  friend 
of  the  California  wine  industry.  There  have  long  been  laws 
on  the  statute  books  under  which  tbe  selling  of  domestic  wines 
under  a  foreign  label  is  made  a  serious  offence,  but  there  has 
been  no  effort  until  now  to  enforce  them.  It  remained  for 
Commissioner  Yerkes,  the  new  official,  to  take  the  matter  in 
hand  in  a  business  way. 

According  to  a  Washington  dispatch  of  February  19th, 
the  Commissioner  has  decided  to  put  a  stop  to  the  evil  which 
has  grown  to  great  proportions  in  the  past  few  years.  On  the 
date  mentioned  he  made  a  ruling  in  which  he  held  that  the 
sale  of  domestic  liquors,  wines  and  beers  under  foreign  labels 
is  illegal  and  may  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  $500  and  confisca- 
tion of  the  merchandise. 

It  now  remains  to  be  seen  if  the  Government  will  under- 
take to  detect  the  frauds  as  is  done  in  other  branches  of  the 
business,  or  will  depend  upon  private  citizens  to  gather  the 
evidence  and  prosecute  the  offenders.  If  the  latter  course  is 
pursued  the  ruling  might  as  well  have  been  left  unmade,  for 
unless  the  Department  takes  the  matter  in  hand  and  pursues 
the  violators  of  the  law  as  relentlessly  as  is  done  in  the  case  of 
crooked  or  careless  rectifiers,  the  ruling  will  be  a  dead  letter. 

Hotel  and  restaurant  keepers  are  the  greatest  substituters 
and  if  the  Government  gets  after  them  in  earnest,  it  will  not 
take  long  for  the  crooked  bonifaces  to  get  straight  and  stop 
swindling  their  patrons  when  it  is  liable  to  cost  $500  a  swindle. 

Now  that  the  better  grades  of  California  wines  have 
reached  a  degree  of  merit  where  it  is  difficult  to  tell  whether 
they  are  domestic  or  imported,  large  quantities  are  bottled  in 
the  Eastern  cities  and  sold  under  French  labels  as  the  real 
article.  Of  course  the  drinker  is  getting  good  value,  but  at 
the  same  time  he  is  grossly  swindled  and  imposed  upon.  If 
hotel  and  restaurant  keepers  are  driven  out  of  this  business  by 
the  strict  enforcement  of  this  rule,  one  of  the  greatest  obsta- 
cles to  the  introduction  of  California  wines  in  glass,  will  have 
been  removed.  Let  us  hope  that  Commissioner  Yerkes  will 
see  his  duty  clear  in  this  matter  and  deal  with  these  lawbreak- 
ers and  confidence  workers  with  an  iron  hand. 


Paris  Commission  Whitewashed. 


AS  was  predicted  in  the  last  issue  of  the  Review,  the  "in- 
vestigation" of  the  acts  of  the  Paris  Commission  was  a 
farce,  and  resulted  in  a  very  clumsy  whitewashing  job. 
The  culpability  of  Commissioners  Foote,  Runyon  and  Truman 
was  too  evident.  Instead  of  making  a  proper  disp'ay  of  the 
splendid  products  of  the  State,  as  they  were  in  duty  bound  to 
do,  they  made  a  "holy  show"  of  the  State  and  a  lot  of  cheap 
monkeys  of  themselves,  acting  like  a  gang  of  badly  reared 
boys,  who  had  found  a  sack  of  money  and  were  trying  to  see 
how  wildly  and  widely  they  could  scatter  it.  They  succeeded 
all  right,  assisted  by  their  oleaginous  secretary,  Gaskill,  who, 
it  appears,  put  up  the  bunco  game  on  the  medal  winners  of 
California. 

The  conclusions  of  the  California  solons  are  exasperating, 
but  at  the  same  time  amusing.  They  were  evidently  drawn  up 
to  suit  the  idea  of  Governor  Gage,  who  was  responsible  for 
sending  such  a  lot  of  misrepresentatives  to  the  World's  Expo- 
sition. Seeing  that  his  Excellency  was  getting  to  much  tar 
from  the  Commission  stick,  a  convenient  scape-goat  was  found 
in  the  person  of  one  Emlay,  an  unhappy  and  unfortunate  sub- 
ordinate. Upon  him  the  Committee  heaped  the  odium  of  the 
odorous  Commission,  and  on  the  records  he  is  a  very  bad  actor, 
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but  the  people  cannot  be  fooled  in  such  a  way — they  will  hold 
"Bully"  Foote,  Incompetent  Ruuyon  and  Has-Been  Truman 
responsible  for  the  squandering  of  the  State's  money  aud  the 
disgracing  of  the  State's  good  name. 

Future  Governors  should  learn  a  valuable  lesson  from  this 
scandalous  fiasco,  for  in  the  future,  if  it  becomes  necessary  to 
appoint  representatives  of  the  State  for  such  missions  abroad, 
the  people,  who  pay  the  bills,  will  insist  that  representative 
men  are  selected,  and  not  such  a  miserable  aggregation  as  that 
constructed  by  Governor  Gage.  However,  there  is  consolation 
in  the  fact  that  it  may  be  a  long  time  before  we  elect  a  man 
who  would  be  such  a  blithering  idiot  as  to  pick  out  so  a  bad 
lot  as  did  Mr.  Gage. 


Mrs.  Nation  a  Bloody  Grafter. 


THE  Carrie  Nation  outbreak  in  Kansas,  the  Freak  State,  is 
sufficiently  scandalous  to  make  the  whole  nation  blush. 
Not  for  Carrie,  who  is  nothing  more  than  a  graft-seeking 
old  termagant,  who  uses  prohibition  as  a  cloak  to  her  scheme, 
but  for  the  alleged  dignity  and  power  of  the  law  in  one  of  the 
sovereign  States  of  the  Union.  In  the  first  place  the  officials 
are  grossly  culpable  for  the  non-enforcement  of  a  law  that 
stands  ou  the  statute  books  of  the  commonwealth  of  Kansas, 
originally  backed  by  a  two-thirds  majority  of  the  people  of 
that  State,  and,  second,  they  have  violated  their  oaths  of  office 
in  not  maintaining  peace  and  protecting  the  property  of  citi- 
zens. 

In  such  a  situation  the  State  is  bound  to  protect  the  prop- 
erty of  its  citizens.  It  cannot  stand  idly  by  and  see  the  rights 
of  property  defied  and  outraged  by  a  crazy  woman  and  a  lot 
of  weak-minded  followers,  and  refuse  to  restrain  the  rioters 
because  the  rioters'  victims  were  guilty  of  the  infraction  of  a 
law.  With  the  exception  of  the  judge  who  sent  Mrs.  Nation  to 
jail  and  placed  her  under  bonds  to  keep  the  peace,  the  whole 
lot  of  officials,  from  the  Governor  down,  are  a  lot  of  weak- 
kneed  nothings,  with  the  backbones  of  jelly-fish,  who  ought 
to  be  in  jail,  or  under  bonds  to  keep  out  of  office  the  balance 
of  their  days.  They  are  responsible  first  for  permitting  this 
woman  to  instigate  the  commission  of  malicious  mischief  and 
commit  the  act  herself,  and  then  of  standing  by  and  not  pre- 
venting her  and  her  followers  from  going  forward  to  arson  and 
lastly  to  murder.  This  arraignment,  which  is  based  ou  cold 
facts,  should  be  enough  to  send  them   all  to  the  penitentiary. 

As  for  this  latest  ranting  evidence  of  the  ability  of  Kan- 
sas to  boat  the  world's  record  in  turning  out  freaks,  who  is 
now  exalting  the  Lord  behind  prison  bars,  she  is  guilty  before 
the  Almighty  of  all  these  crimes,  from  wrecking  of  property 
to  the  taking  of  human  life. 

All  that  is  necessary  to  close  this  astounding  chapter  of 
outrage  and  blood,  is  the  statement  that  when  she  gets  out  of 
jail  she  will  stop  smashing  saloons  and  start  a  newspaper,  a  la 
Bryan,  aud  use  her  bloody  notoriety  to  secure  subscribers 
thereto.  After  this,  who  can  say  that  the  woman's  vicious 
crusade  was  due  to  a  sincere  desire  to  suppress  the  liquor 
traffic  in  Kansas?     The  answer  is,  "No  one  but  Mrs.  Nation."

THE  last  number  of  the  paper  which  has  just  reached  me, 
is  full  of  good  news  as  it  expresses  the  opinions  of  most 
of  the  noted  wine  men.  They  all  seem  to  agree  in  predicting 
a  bright  future  for  our  wine  industry.  That  this  will  naturally 
result,  from  an  increased  demand  and  the  decreased  supply,  is 
self  evident.  Let  us  hope  that  all  these  expressions  are  sin- 
cere and  well  meant;  but  also  not  forget  that  the  same  have 
been  uttered  before.  That  the  three  branches  of  the  industry, 
the  grape  grower,  the  wine  maker  and  the  wholesale  dealer 
are  identical,  has  so  often  been  demonstrated  that  it  is  need- 
less to  refer  to  them  here.  But  unfortunately  they  were  not 
always  regarded  so  by  the  dealers;  greed  seemed  to  take  the 
place  of  fairness  and  the  producer  was  ground  down  to  the 
lowest  limit.  Let  us  hope  that  a  better  spirit  will  prevail  in 
future,  and  that  the  three  branches  will  work  together  harmo- 
niously. But  let  us  not  deceive  ourselves.  It  is  not  philan- 
trophy,  but  the  needs  of  the  present  which  has  brought  about 
this  change  The  dealers  (and  here  I  wish  to  except  those 
who  have  always  been  williug  and  anxious  to  have  the  pro- 
ducers flourish,  and  offered  fair  prices  for  grapes  and  wines) 
but  those  who  ground  the  producer  down  to  the  last  cent,  and 
made  of  his  hard  earned  product  the  last  dollar  that  could  be 
made,  so  it  filled  their  purses.  If  they  have  at  last  seen  the 
evil  of  their  ways  let  us  bury  the  hatchet,  never  to  be  unbur- 
ied  again.  If  peace  and  harmony  can  prevail,  it  will  be 
through  necessity  caused  by  diminished  production  and  lively 
demand,  by  quality  of  our  goods  and  not  by  quantity.  On  this 
issue  let  us  smoke  the  pipe  of  peace,  alas  too  long  laid  aside. 
Words  are  all  very  well  but  they  must  be  verified  by  deeds  to 
be  substantial. 

MR.    SBARBORO    ON   THE    "DAY   OF   PEACE." 

This  gentleman  is  undoubtedly  an  orator  and  a  fluent 
writer,  but  he  oversteps  the  boundaries  of  fact  sometimes  to 
enter  into  the  land  of  fiction.  Let  us  look  at  things  coolly, 
and  as  they  were  and  are,  and  at  some  of  his  statements.  It 
was  not  a  frosty  year,  as  he  claims,  which  led  to  a  war  between 
the  Wine  Association  and  the  Wine  Makers'  Corporation,  but 
the  unprincipled  greed  of  some  of  the  Managers  of  the  last 
named  concern,  which  made  them  violate  a  contract  to  furnish 
5,000.000  gallons  to  the  first  named  corporation  and  which 
contract  should  have  been  filled  as  a  business  obligation 
to  their  largest  customer.  They  did  not  fulfill  that  con- 
tract as  honest  men  should  have  done,  but  entered  the  market 
themselves  as  wholesale  dealers,  underselling  their  customers. 
That  is  the  true  issue  which  led  to  costly  lawsuits  and  cutting 
of  prices.  I  hope  it  has  been  a  good  lesson  though  an  expen- 
sive one,  especially  to  the  grower,  and  that  it  will  not  occur 
again,  which  seems  hardly  possible  under  the  circumstances. 
As  to  his  parable  of  the  "Lion  and  Lamb,  it  is  somewhat  far 
fetched.  The  lamb,  meaning  the  grower,  will  remain  quiet 
enough  as  long  as  he  can  secure  a  fair  price  for  his  product. 
The  Lion  will  be  ruled  by  the  demand;  if  that  is  more  lively 
and  exceeds  his  stock,  he  will  induce  the  grower  to  growmore; 
if  the  demand  should  slacken,  he  will  say  to  the  grower  and 
the  smaller  wine  maker,  "I  am  sorry  but  I  must  cut  down  the 
price  to  save  myself,"  no  matter  how  large  the  profits  have 
been  in  the  past.     This  is  common  trade  policy  and  I  do  not 


blame  them  for  it,  but  it  should  not  be  shown  off  as  philan- 
trophy  by  Mr.  Sbarboro. 

As  to  over-production,  of  which  he  speaks,  I  do  not  believe 
there  is  any  danger.  True,  many  vineyards  are  planted  and 
will  be  planted  in  the  future,  but  they  will  hardly  keep  pace 
with  the  destruction  by  Phylloxera.  When  the  production  of 
Napa  county  has  dwindled  down  from  nearly  6,000,000  gallons 
to  1,000,000  and  the  product  of  Santa  Clara  county  has  de- 
creased at  the  same  ratio,  the  same  cause  is  at  work  or  will  be 
in  all  the  wine  producing  locations  in  the  State.  The  little 
insect  has  been  a  blessing  in  disguise.  What  would  have 
been  the  result  if  the  indiscriminate  plantings  of  the  early 
'80s  had  all  remained  sound  and  healthy  ?  There  would  not 
have  been  hogs  enough  in  the  State  to  use  up  all  the  grapes, 
which  could  not  be  sold  to  the  wineries  to  pay  for  the  cost  of 
the  picking.  But  this  is  not  the  only  benefit,  the  vineyards 
which  have  been  planted  since,  were  planted  and  cultivated 
with  more  care,  the  varieties  best  adapted  to  each  location 
were  chosen  for  grafting,  and  the  natural  consequence  is,  bet- 
ter ivines.  This  is  the  true  point  at  issue.  Even  our  common 
cargo  wines  are  of  better  quality  than  they  were  some  years 
ago  and  given  the  preference  of  the  cargo  wines  of  France 
and  Italy,  at  much  higher  figures  than  ours.  I  believe,  with 
Mr.  Sbarboro,  that  the  future  is  bright  for  the  industry,  but 
perhaps  from  a  different  standpoint  than  he  occupies. 

CONDUCT   OF   COMMISSIONERS  TO   PARIS. 

This  may  not  amount  to  much  in  general  knowledge  or  in 
closing  the  door  after  the  horse  has  been  stolen,  but  even  if 
the  guilty  ones  are  not  held  to  as  strict  an  account  as  they 
should  be,  I  consider  it  a  gain  that  it  was  made  at  all.  It 
shows  all  connected  with  it  in  their  true  light;  as  men  who 
were  sent  there  to  have  a  good  time  at  the  people's  expense, 
and  will  hold  them  up  to  the  public  contempt  which  they  so 
richly  deserve.  If  competent  men  had  been  sent  there  they 
could  have  done  more  for  the  benefit  of  the  State  with  one- 
third  of  the  money  these  men  have  so  recklessly  squander- 
ed. This  should  open  the  eyes  of  the  people,  and  also  its 
Executive  not  to  appoint  men  who  have  a  political  pull,  but 
men  who  know  something,  and  will  honestly  work  for  the  in- 
terests of  the  State.  To  the  Pan-American  Exposition  which 
is  the  nearest  at  hand,  let  men  be  sent  who  are  of  some  use. 
What  we  want  are  not  figureheads,  appointed  at  the  desire  of 
a  faction  for  political  influence,  but  men  like  Mills  and  Filcher 
who  can  explain  the  resources  of  the  State  and  its  products. 

EFFECTS   OF   THE   PARIS   EXPOSITION. 

With  all  the  mismanagement  and  all  the  prejudice  shown 
by  the  French  Commission,  results  have  made  a  mark  on  the 
history  of  viticulture.  Mr.  Keyes  of  Howell  mountain,  this 
county,  who  was  the  lucky  receiver  of  two  gold  and  two  bronze 
medals  at  the  Exposition,  has  since  sold,  as  I  am  informed  by 
good  authority,  over  200  cases  of  wine  to  the  East  at  $9.00  per 
case,  and  wines  in  bulk  at  $2.00  per  gallon,  f.  o.  b.  St.  Helena. 
This  shows  how  good  wines  are  appreciated,  and  the  course 
we  should  follow.  Pierre  Klein  is  another  instance  of  pro- 
gress under  difficulties.  If  we  produce  the  quality  and  make 
it  known  and  appreciated,  we  need  not  fear  but  we  will  make 
good  profits. 

THE   SALE   OF   RESISTANTS. 

The  sale  of  Rupestris  St.  George,  which  seems  to  be  the 
favorite  stock,  has  been  so  large  that  the  stock  appears  to  be 
entirely  exhausted.  Over  600,000  cuttings  have  been  sold 
from  St.  Helena  alone  with  something  like  30,000  rooted  vines. 
What  will  it  be  next  year,  since  San  Joaquin  valley  growers 
have  discovered  Phylloxera  in  their  vineyards  and  intend  to 
repeal  the  ordinance  prohibiting  the  introduction  of  vines  from 
infected  counties?     Even  the  redoubted  Theo.   Kearnev  who 
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overwhelmed  me  with  testimony  to  the  contrary  last  year  will 
have  to  give  way  to  public  opinion  and  public  interest.  If  the 
people  of  the  San  Joaquin  valley  will  consult  their  true  inter- 
ests, they  will  plant  resistant  vines. 

THE  PROSPECTS  OF  THE  INDUSTRY. 

I  can  look  forward  into  the  future  with  bright  hopes,  the 
signs  of  the  times  for  the  new  century  are  bright  indeed,  and 
it  only  needs  united  efforts  and  harmonious  action  to  make 
California  the  greatest  wine  producing  of  all  the  States  under 
the  starry  banner.  New  markets  are  opening  everywhere  with 
San  Francisco  for  the  makers;  I  do  not  fear  overproduction 
with  the  markets  of  the  world  open  before  us.  Let  everyone 
work  to  that  end;  the  producer  by  growing  the  best  grapes, 
the  wine  maker  with  his  utmost  skill  to  make  fine  wines  out  of 
them  and  the  dealer  by  distributing  them  according  to  their 
merits.  Let  "forward"  be  our  motto,  drop  all  petty  jealousies 
and  we  will  win  in  the  end;  long,  perhaps,  before  my  pen  has 
to  be  dropped  in  the  natural  course  of  events.  But  what  is  a 
life  spent  in  the  advance  of  viticulture?  Enough  if  it  sees  the 
dawn  of  a  better  future  for  a  beloved  industry;  that  is  reward 
enough  for  all  its  toils  and  troubles.

C.  L.  Crellin  of  the  Ruby  Hill  Vineyard  Company,  recently 
sold  to  Lenormand  Bros.  85,000  gallons  and  to  the  California 
Wine  Association  35,000  gallons  of  the  best  wines  in  the  cel- 
lar, for  immediate  shipment. 


The  Tulare  county  supervisors  have  passed  an  order  pro- 
hibiting the  importation  of  grape  vines  from  any  outside  lo- 
cality. The  supervisors  have  taken  this  precaution  to  prevent 
diseased  vines  getting  a  foothold. 

The  Gait  Gazelle  says  the  grape  industry  will  get  a  great 
"boost"  in  the  Gait  district,  this  season.  Nearly  every  farmer 
in  the  district  will  plant  a  vineyard.  Some  will  plant  as  high 
as  two  hundred  acres  to  grape  vines,  and  the  acreage  will  vary 
from  this  number  down  to  ten  and  even  five-acre  patches. 


Frederick  Hess,  who  owns  one  of  the  most  picturesque 
places  on  Howell  mountain,  will  plant  fifteen  acres  to  Rupes- 
tris St.  George  this  season.  Mr.  Hess,  who  is  proprietor  of 
the  California  Demohrat  at  San  Francisco,  devotes  considera- 
ble time  to  his  Howell  mountain  place  in  which  he  takes  great 
pride.  

W.  F.  Kohler  and  Louis  Sciaroni  who  are  considered  two 

of  the  most  expert  vine  grafters  in  this  vicinity  have  gone  to 

Mills  Station,  Sacramento  couuty,  to   do   a   large   amount   of 

work  for  the  Sacramento  State  Bank.     A.  J.  Bellani,  formerly 

!  of  St.  Helena  is  superintendent  of  this  corporations'  immense 

i  vineyard  at  a  splendid  salary. — St.   Helena  Star. 


E.  J.  Van  Vleet,  a  well  known  vineyardist,  of  Rutherford, 

i  died  on  January  28th.     He  came  to  California  in  1850  and  at 

one  time  owned  52  acres  of  land  in  the  heart  of  San  Fraucisco, 

which  he  sold  for  $600.     The  property  is  worth  millions  now. 


Since  the  discovery  of  phylloxera  in  Fresno  county  the 
board  of  Supervisors  of  that  couuty  has  repealed  the  law  pro- 
hibiting the  importation  of  grape  vines  from  other  sections  of 
the  State.  This  is  to  make  it  possible  for  vineyardist'  to  im- 
port resistant  vines. 


The  Wetmore-Bowen  Company   is    planting   about   forty 
acres  of  resistant  vines  at  Cresta  Blanca  vineyard. 


Rennie  Brothers  are  re-instating  their  vineyard  near  St. 
Helena  this  season.  W.  F.  Kohler  has  just  finished  grafting 
for  this  firm. 


Phylloxera  can  be  found  in  spots  in  Livermore  vallev  and 
.growers  are  taking  time  by  the  forelock    by  planting   with  re- 
sistant stock,  one  grower  alone  ordering  50,000  cuttings. 


During  the  month  of  January  shipments  of  wine  from 
Livermore  were  exceptionally  heavy,  aggregating  a  million 
gallons.     The  movement  in  February  was  also  large. 


The  Hon.  John  Markley  is  setting  out  a  large  resistant 
vineyard  on  his  ranch  at  Geyserville.  It  will  be  about  seventy 
acres  and  Mr.  Markley  will  plant  the  best  stock  obtainable. 


H.  B.  Wagoner  has  a  force  of  men  and  boys  at  work  pre- 
paring 50,000  resistant  cuttings,  half  of  which  he  will  plant 
himself.  The  other  half  has  been  contracted  for  by  C.  H. 
Wente  and  other  growers  of  the  Livermore  valley. 


Frederick  Hess,  proprietor  of  the  California  Demohrat, 
San  Francisco,  a  gentleman  who  owns  one  of  the  most  pictur- 
esque places  on  Howell  mountain,  will  plant  fifteen  acres  to 
Rupestris  St.  George  this  season.  He  has  been  two  years  in 
clearing  these  fifteen  acres  of  wood  and  he  says  he  has  a  most 
favorable  spot  for  a  new  vineyard. 


The  State  Bank  of  Sacramento,  which  has  a  large  vine- 
yard at  Mills  station  in  Sacramento  county,  is  planting  exten- 
sively this  year.  Among  its  purchases  are  included  20,000 
rooted  vines  from  Beringer  Brothers  and  50,000  cuttings  from 
Mr.  Schonewald,  both  of  St.  Helena.  The  latter  has  just  re- 
ceived an  additional  order  for  20,000  cuttings  from  the  same 
company.  

Grape  culture,  says  the  Tulare  County  Tones,  is  receiving 
more  attention  now  than  at  any  former  time  in  the  historv  of 
this  part  of  Tulare  county.  A  number  of  vineyards  will  be 
planted  out  in  the  vicinity  of  Exeter,  not  only  because  grapes 
are  a  valuable  commodity,  but  with  the  purpose  of  giving 
more  employment  to  men  who  are  needed  there  to  gather  the 
orange  and  lemon  crops.  Several  pieces  of  land  have  changed 
hands  there  in  the  last  few  days,  with  the  purpose  of  devoting 
them  to  vineyards. 

Bismarck  Bruck,  superintendent  of  the  Moffit  place,  has 
had  a  force  of  men  at  work  for  a  long  time  making  Rupestris 
St.  George  cuttings  and  many  orders  have  been  filled  from 
those  desiring  to  plant  new  or  re-instate  old  vineyards.  Mr 
Bruck  says  he  has  made  300,000  cuttings  of  the  Rupestris  St. 
George  variety  this  year  and  has  sold  all  but  40,000  which 
were  reserved  for  use  on  the  place.  Most  of  the  2(30,000  cut- 
tings sold  have  gone  to  Santa  Clara  and  Sonoma  counties, 
large  shipments  have  been  made  to  Healdsbarg.  Tweutv 
acres  of  new  vineyard  will  be  planted  on  the  Moffit  place  this 
season,  it  having  been  decided  to  plant  that  much  annually 
until  the  entire  place  is  in  resistant  vines. — St.  Helena  Star.

I— '  view:  —  I  read  with  great  interest 
the  an(j  no  little  surprise  the  article  in  your 

last  issue  by  Mr.  Laferriere  in  which  he 
Bench  Graft.  makeg  the  "broad  statement  tnat:  "Any- 
one who  tries  to  force  bench  gr  ifting  upon  the  California  vine- 
yardist  is  not  posted,  and  they  should  study  the  progress  of 
the  French  and  be  up  to  date,  etc  " 

Now  bare  assertions  are  not  what  the  practical  viticultur- 
ist  wants,  but  what  he  does  want  to  know  is,  which  is  the  best, 
quickest  and  most  inexpensive  way  to  get  a  resistant  vineyard; 
the  reasons  and  figures  also  to  show  why  such  a  way  is  con- 
sidered the  best.  Now  my  experience  with  grafting  resistant 
stock,  covering  a  period  of  ten  years,  and  with  many  methods, 
has  proved  to  my  entire  satisfaction  that  bench  grafting  is  far 
ahead  of  any  other  method,  and  on  this  place  (the  old  Chas. 
Krug  vineyard)  our  three  years  experience  with  bench  grafts, 
has  to  our  satisfaction  proved  this  beyond  any  doubt.  Be- 
cause bench  grafting  is  not  successful  in  France,  which  I  do 
not  admit  for  a  moment,  it  is  not  any  reason  why  it  should  not 
be  successful  here.  It  would  not  be  the  first  time  that  we  in 
America  have  been  successful  in  doing  some  things  that  were 
considered  a  failure  in  Europe,  and  I  do  not  consider  it  neces- 
sary for  intelligent  Californians  to  have  to  study  the  methods 
of  the  French  or  anyone  else  to  find  out  that  which  is  best  for 
them  to  do  in  order  to  renew  their  vineyards. 

The  proof  of  the  pudding  is  in  the  eating  and  what  is  suc- 
cessful here,  the  reasons  why  it  is  so  and  the  cost  are  matters 
we  want  to  know.  I  may  appear  egotistical  when  I  state  that 
I  think  with  a  few  figures  and  a  little  reasoning  I  can  show 
that  bench  grafting  the  cutting  is  the  best  and  quickest  way  to 
get  a  good  uniform  vineyard  upon  resistant  stock.  We  have 
been  most  successful  with  grafting  Rupestris  St.  George  cut- 
tings and  we  recommend  them  only,  for  this  work. 

Now  for  our  reasons  for  preferring  this  method  to  any 
other:  First,  you  do  not  have  to  wait  upon  the  weather,  you 
can  work  rain  or  shine,  day  or  night,  and  when  you  have  your 
place  planted  to  bench  grafted  vines,  you  will  have  a  uniform 
vineyard  which  would  not  be  the  case  with  field  work.  On 
this  place  where  everything  is  dollars  and  cents  it  has  not  been 
a  difficult  task  to  keep  track  of  the  cost  of  the  different  w  ork, 
and  I  presume  labor,  etc.,  cost  us  no  more  nor  less  than  any- 
one else.  These  figures  given  below  are  not  estimates,  but 
facts.  We  have  not  in  the  following  figures  estimated  the  cost 
of  cultivating,  planting,  etc.,  as  the  cost  in  these  particulars 
is  the  same  as  by  both  the  field  and  bench  grafting  method;  the 
soil  needs  the  same  preparation,  the  vines  the  same  care.  Here 
are  the  items: 

t  losl  oi  bench  grafting  Rupestris  St.  George  cuttings  figured  at  selling 
price  last  spring: 

Cost  of  stock- $15.00  per  thousand. 

Cost  of  grafting 12.50     " 

Cutting  buds  and  callusing 1.50    "  " 

Planting  in  nursery 3.00    "  " 

Cutting  roots  and  irrigating 1.50    "  " 

Raffia 25     "  " 

Scions 50    " 

Digging  up 1.00     "  " 

Total $35.25    "  " 

We  have  just  finished  digging  grafts  from  nursery  and  we 
received  an  average  of  65  per  cent,  of  good  unions.  Now  as 
the  cost  of  work  per  thousand  was  $35.25,  it  makes  the  costs 
of  the  roots  to  us  $58.75  per  thousand.  These  are  planted  out 
in  vineyard  form  and  you  will  secure  a  perfect  and  uniform 
stand.  In  2000  we  planted  last  spring  we  lost  ten;  in  a  block 
of  700  grafted  to  Ohaaselas  we  lost  one.  Now  we  will  com- 
pare these  figures  and  results  with  those  of  field  grafting. 
The  selling  price  of  Rupestris  St.  George  roots  last  year 


was  $25.00  per  thousand,  (as  stated  before  cost  of  cultivating, 
etc.,  is  not  calculated  as  it  is  the  same  in  both  cases.) 

Cost  of  roots $25.00  per  thousand. 

Grafting  and  covering  in  field 18.50     "           "

Now  as  we  receive  90  per  cent,  which  is  a  big  percentage, 
the  cost  is  $49.50  per  thousand,  with  10  per  cent,  missing. 
Here  is  where  the  difference  comes  in.  Your  block  of  1000 
planted  with  bench  grafted  vines  is  solid  and  uniform,  and 
only  requires  ordiuary  care;  but  not  so  with  the  field  grafted 
1000,  you  still  have  100  to  be  replanted  and  grafted  and  the 
following  extra  cast: 

Cost  of  100  roots $2.50 

Cost  of  replanting 3.00 

Grafting  and  covering 4.00 

Cutting  roots 1 .50 

Total $11.00 

Now  add  the  above  $11.00  to  the  first  cost— $49.50  which 
makes  $60.50,  and  if  you  receive  90  per  cent,  it  still  leaves  you 
with  10  vines  in  your  1000  to  be  replanted  and  it  is  now  a  very 
hard  matter  to  start  young  vines  among  the  others  which  will 
now  be  three  years  old. 

Comparing  results  and  figures  we  find  that  by  bench  graft- 
ing we  get  a  vineyard  all  of  the  same  age  and  a  uniform  size  at 
a  cost  of  $58.75  per  1000  while  by  the  field  grafting  method 
you  get  a  spotted  vineyard  of  all  ages  and  sizes  with  some 
missing  vines  at  a  cost  of  $60.50  besides  losing  one  years  crop 
from  the  first  10  per  cent  lost  in  grafting. 

One  item  of  cost  that  I  could  not  figure  iu  is  the  extra  tieing 
in  field  graftiug,  as  they  have  to  be  gone  over  several  times 
instead  of  once  to  prevent  their  breaking  at  unions.  I  also 
claim  that  the  bench  graft  is  the  poor  man's  graft  as  he  can  do 
all  the  work  himself  particularly  the  grafting  which  can  be 
done  in  rainy  weather. 

If  Mr.  Laferriere  can  give  good  reasons  and  show  figures 
why  any  other  method  should  be  preferred  to  bench  grafting 
particularly  aeriel  and  herbaceous  grafting  which  as  far  as  I 
can  learn  are  still  in  the  experimental  stage,  there  would  be 
plenty  of  vineyardists  in  California  to  follow  his  advice. 

Hoping  these  discussions  will  continue  through  your 
paper,  as  they  are  of  no  small  benefit  to  those  interested  in

Treasury  Department,  January  10,  1901. 

Gentlemen:  Referring  to  your  letter  dated  the  14tli 
ultimo  and  Department's  reply  thereto  of  the  19th  idem,  con- 
cerning the  assessment  for  duty  on  certaiu  ale  and  stout  im- 
ported in  casks,  I  have  to  advise  you  that  the  Department  is 
in  receipt  of  reports  of  the  collector  and  surveyor  of  customs 
at  the  port  of  New  York  on  the  subject. 

You  state  that  for  the  better  preservation  of  ale  a  quantity 
of  hops  is  introduced  into  each  cask  "after  the  complement  of 
ale  allowed  to  each  cask  has  been  filled  into  it,"  and  that  such 
hops  must  necessarily  displace  liquid  matter,  and  has  the 
further  effect  of  "rendering  unfit  for  use  from  a  half  to  two 
gallons  in  every  cask,"  according  to  its  size,  which  is  manifest 
from  the  lees  or  dregs  which  are  found  in  every  empty  cask 
returned.  You  therefore  request  that  uo  duty  be  charged  on 
what  vou  allege  to  be  "worthless  material,  which  unfortun- 
ately happens  to  be  incidentally  a  necessity." 

It  appears  from  the  report  of  the  surveyor,  who  caused 
tests  to  be  made  of  the  gauge  capacity,  wantage,  and  net  gal- 
lons of  casks  of  Bass  ale,  that  some  casks  are  imported  con- 
taining hops,  as  alleged,  and  others  from  whom  such  hops  are 
absent,  and  that  it  is  impracticable  for  the  gauger  to  ascertain 
the  exact  amount  of  dregs  in  each  cask,  for  the  reason  that  it 
would  necessitate  removing  the  head  of  the  cask,  and  thereby 
destroy  the  commercial  value  of  the  ale. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  and  the  provision  in  paragraph 
296  of  the  tariff  act  of  July  24,  1897,  "that  there  shall  be  no 
constructive  or  other  allowance  for  *  *  *  damage  on 
*  *  *  liquors,"  the  Department  is  constrained  to  deny 
your  application  for  relief  in  the  premises,  it  appearing  that 
the  voluntary  introduction  of  hops  into  the  casks  results  in 
damage  to  a  certain  portion  of  the  ale.

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France   Wants   Our   Vines. 


WHAT  is  coming  over  our  excitable  and  jealous  French 
friends  on  the  other  side  of  the  water?  They  gave  us 
a  hard  turn-down  at  the  Exposition,  but  one  of  the  big  wine 
producers  of  the  great  wine  laud  learned  something  by  reason 
of  his  opportunity  to  sample  California  wines.  He  was  as- 
tounded at  their  excellence  and  sought  many  reasons  therefor. 
A  month  ago  the  proposition  that  in  time  the  French  vigneron 
would  look  to  the  transplanted  French  vines  in  California  for 
cuttings  wherewith  to  restore  to  France  the  pristine  glory  of 
its  wines  would  have  been  considered  nonsensical.  However, 
this  strange  plan  has  beeu  recently  considered  and  adopted  by 
one  of  the  titled  and  wealthy  French  wine  producers. 

The  peculiar  experiment  is  due  to  the  splendid  slmwing 
made  by  California  wines  at  the  Paris  Exposition  of  last  year. 
A  short  time  ago  a  prominent  banker  of  this  city  received  from 
a  world  famous  wine  grower  of  Paris  a  letter  in  which  he  re- 
ferred to  what  had  been  accomplished  in  the  production  in 
California  of  high  class  wines  from  vines  the  originals  of  which 
had  been  imported  from  La  Belle,  France.  He  further  stated 
he  was  convinced  that  by  reason  of  the  geniality  of  the  soil 
and  climate  of  this  State  the  vines  "had  been  resuscitated  and 
rejuvenated"  and  were  possessed  of  the  many  virtues  of  the 
mother  vines  prior  to  their  degeneration  and  final  destruction 
by  phylloxera.  In  consequence  of  this  belief  this  French  ex- 
pert ordered  the  banker  to  send  him  forthwith  five  thousand 
cuttings  from  the  mother  vines  with  which  to  test  his  theory. 

The  order  was  turned  over  to  the  Wetmore-Bowen  Com- 
pany and  executed  at  Cresta  Blanca  Vineyard  in  the  Liver- 
more  valley.  The  wishes  of  the  enterprising  Frenchman  were 
observed  with  the  utmost  care,  and  the  five  thousand  cuttings 
were  selected  from  the  best  varieties  of  vines  that  had  been 
brought  from  France.  The  delicate  twigs  were  encased  aud 
sealed  in  airtight  paraffined  paper  bags,  then  packed  in  moist 
sawdust  and  shipped  to  Paris  by  fast  express.  The  shipment 
is  already  on  the  way,  and  in  accordance  with  an  agreement 
the  California  vineyardists  will  in  time  be  informed  of  the  re- 
sult of  the  novel  effort  at  rejuvenation  of  French  vineyards 
from  stocks  of  the  Golden  State. 


There  have  beeu  persistent  rumors  for  some  time  to  the 
effect  that  the  Eisen  Vineyard  Co.  had  joined  the  allied  wine 
merchants,  and  would  retire  from  business  in  San  Francisco. 
A  few  days  ago  the  Eisen  estate  sold  the  city  property  in  which 
the  Eisen  Vineyard  Company  has  been  doing  business  so  many 
years.  This  fact  revived  the  rumors  at  once,  and  the  street  was 
assured  that  the  Company  had  entered  the  combination.  On 
the  authority  of  Manager  Sag  ir,  the  Review  can  state  that 
these  stories  are  without  the  foundation  of  truth.  The  ro- 
mancers probably  got  hold  of  the  fact  that  the  Eisen  Vineyard 
Compauy  proposed  to  remove  its  shipping  department  to 
Fresno  about  April  1st.  The  main  office  will  be  maintained 
in  this  city.  The  general  business  of  the  Company  has  grown 
to  such  proportions  that  the  management  has  decided  to  not 
handle  wines  in  small  quantities,  but  to  ship  only  in  carload 
or  larger  lots.  In  cases  where  two  small  jobbers  order  a 
half  carload  each,  at  the  same  time,  the  Compauy  would  make 
up  the  car,  but  that  kiud  of  business  will  not  be  solicited. 


The  Lash's  Bitter*  Company  has  finally  concluded  to  ex- 
tend its  business  very  materially,  and  to  that  end  will  establish 

another  factory,  to  be  located  at  Chicago.  They  will  in' 
about  160,000  there  in  the  next  three  months.  The  work  will 
under  the  supervision  of  Manager  Bpioker,  who  will  leave  for 
the  Windy  City  in  a  few  days.  He  and  his  fine  stepper  will 
be  much  missed  at  the  Park  and  Speed  .Mile,  and  his  friends 
will  wish  him  the  utmost  good  luck  in  the  broader  field  in 
which  he  is  to  operate. 


The  Illinois  Glass  Company  has   been   very  busy  during 
the  past  month  getting  settled    in   its    new  quartei  -  icrft- 

mento  aud  Liedesdorff  streets.  It  is  no  small  job  installing 
such  a  great  stock  on  four  floors  and  basement  of  a  big  build- 
ing, and  Manager  Bbipp  and  his  assistants  have  been  working 
nearly  night  and  day  to  place  their  house  in  shape  to  handle 
the  extensive  business  thai  is  coming  their  way.  The  Com- 
pany has  entered  a  rich,  fallow  field,  and  the  trade  is  giving  it 
a  cordial  and  deserved  welcome. 


The  local  wholesale  trade,  to  whom  he  is  so  well  known, 
were  given  a  pleasant  surprise  on  Washington's  birthday  by 
A.  Hoeber,  representing  the  Rock  Springs  Distilling  Com- 
pany, of  Owensboro,  Ky.  The  surprise  was  Mr.  Hoeber's  arrival 
in  this  city  ou  the  date  mentioned.  The  gentleman  left  Ban 
Francisco  iu  November  after  having  made  some  good  business 
turns  here,  and  it  is  now  understood  that  the  success  of  that 
trip  has  led  to  a  deal,  the  importanca  of  which  requires  the 
immediate  presence  of  himself  and  Abe  Hirsch,  Secretary  of 
the  Company,  better  known  to  the  trade  of  the  country  as 
the  'Kentuccky  Colonel."  Colonel  Hirsch  arrived  from  Fort 
Worth,  Tex.,  where  he  made  a  record  sale  for  his  house  of 
i,  100  barrels  of  the  Rock  Springs  Distilling  Company's  brands. 
He  will  be  in  the  city  several  weeks,  aud  will  most  certainly 
be  heard  from  by  the  trade.

SEATTLE,  March  15,  1901.— Trade  has  been  quiet  during 
the  past  month  and  will  be  until  the  middle  of  April. 
Kloudikers  have  learned  by  experience  that  it  is  not  neces- 
sary to  reach  Seattle  before  April. 

Travel  to  Nome,  Alaska,  and  the  Klondike  is  expected  to 
be  equal  to  that  of  last  year,  however.  There  will  also  be 
more  boats  on  the  different  runs.  Nome  steamship  men  have 
made  a  rate  of  $100.00  first  class  and  $40.00  per  ton  freight. 
These  rates  are  not  expected  to  hold,  however. 

Liquor  dealers  unanimously  decided  to  obey  the  new 
ordinance  against  saloon  boxes — private  rooms — uot  opening 
into  the  main  bar-room,  and  side  entrances.  Owing  to  the 
inability  of  some  saloons  to  alter  their  buildings  without 
destroying  the  property,  some  few  put  in  restaurants  or  grill 
rooms,  to  comply  with  the  law.  The  Chief  of  Police  arrested 
Asmussen  &  Marks,  of  the  Louvre,  for  violating  the  ordi- 
nance.    The  saloon  won  the  case. 

The  breweries  are  all  enlarging  or  improving  their  plants. 
The  Capital  Brewing  Co.  of  Olympia  have  placed  new  engines 
and  ice  machinery  in  their  brewery  and  increased  their  capac- 
ity to  10,000  bbls.  They  have  just  let  a  contract  for  the 
construction  of  a  five-story  brick  office  building  at  First 
avenue  South  and  Jackson  street.  They  will  use  the  ground 
floor  aud  basement  for  their  Seattle  business  offices. 

H.  J.  Claussen,  formerly  of  the  Seattle  Brewing  and 
Malting  Co.,  is  now  in  San  Francisco,  buying  machinery  for 
his  new  Inter-Bay  Brewery.  The  building  is  nearly  completed 
and  all  the  stock  has  been  subscribed  for,  mostly  by  retail 
dealers  here. 

Messrs.  Jaffe  &  Co.,  proprietors  of  the  Wine  Creek  Vine- 
yard and  Distillery,  of  Healdsburg,  Cal.,  have  a  flourishing 
wholesale  house  here.  They  report  the  whiskey  and  wine 
market  stiff  and  prices  constantly  advancing.  The  outlook 
for  California  wines  and  brandies  is  very  good  for  the  pro- 
ducers. Wine  prices  are  advancing  each  week.  The  in- 
creased consumption  of  California  wines  and  brandies  in  the 
Puget  Sound  country  during  the  past  three  years   is  amazing. 

Alaska  trade  is  still  dull.  The  only  movement  is  at 
Valdez.  There  are  a  dozen  saloons  there  and  eight  more  will 
open  up  this  month.  The  government  has  spent  about 
$30,000  on  new  wharves  and  the  bridge  at  the  new 
townsite.  This  being  Alaska  Military  Headquarters,  the 
gateway  to  Eagle  City,  starting  point  for  cattle  and 
the  mail  route,  etc.,  money  is  plentiful.  Al  White 
of  San  Francisco  has  one  of  the  best  places  there. 
McKay  and  Jim  Black  of  Portland  report  their  places  as 
flourishing.  Phil  Blumauer,  of  the  B.  F.  Drug  Co.,  of  Port- 
land, is  heavily  interested  in  Valdes  and  states  that  there  will 
be  thirty  saloons  there  this  summer. 

John  Kahle  has  been  granted  a  license  for  "The  Station" 
at  Georgetown. 

The  Kentucky  Liquor  Co.  have  opened  a  retail  place, 
"The  Stag  Cafe,"  at  1402  First  avenue. 


H.  L.  Jaffe,  who  has  owned  the  Columbia  Theatre  and 
Saloon,  one  of  the  largest  of  the  Nome  theaters  for  the  past 
three  years,  goes  in  on  the  first  steamer,  with  a  large  consign- 
ment of  liquors,  etc.  He  came  out  on  the  last  boat,  Novem- 
ber 17th.  Mr.  Jaffe  is  President  and  delegate  to  San  Fran- 
cisco from  Nome  Aerie  95,  F.  O.  E.,  but  is  affraid  that  he  will 
not  be  able  to  attend.  He  reports  the  Aerie  as  having  200 
members  und  flourishing. 

The  Nome  retail  license  is  $1500  and  wholesale  $2000. 
There  are  sixty  saloons  there. 

W.  F.  Robb  aud  E.  S.  Whittemore  have  opened  up  one 
of  the  handsomest  bars  on  the  Coast  in  the  Pioneer  Block, 
under  the  name  of  the  Pioneer  Liquor  Co.,  wholesale  and 
retail. 

H.  Finger  has  bought  out  Dorn  Bros.,  at  1413  First 
avenue. 

Contracts  were  signed  on  March  22d,  by  Louis  Kern,  H. 
Rutshow  aud  Henry  Knust,  to  build  a  brewery  at  Aberdeen, 
to  cost  $50,000.  The  site  was  donated  by  the  progressive 
businessmen  of  that  lively  town.  Samuel  Benn  was  one  of  the 
most  prominent  workers  for, this  new  industry  and  donated 
a  part  of  the  site. 

Geo.  Durnam  has  purchased  The  Magnolia  from  H. 
Geisler. 

Ballard  has  raised  the  license  from  $450  to  $650. 

Graves  &  McCormick,  of  The  Bowery,  First  and  Pike 
streets,  have  been  compelled  to  remove  to  219  Pike  street  to 
make  way  for  a  four-story  brick  building. 

The  proprietor  of  one  of  the  soft  drink  places  at  Lake 
Washington  has  created  great  merriment  by  his  new  sign. 
He  has  a  cage  hung  out  in  front  with  a  live  pig  in  it,  and 
underneath  the  sign  reading,  "  This  pig  is  not  blind."  Six  of 
of  his  neighbors  have  been  recently  arrested  by  the  Anti- 
Saloon  League  as  proprietors  of  alleged  blind  pigs. 

The  Maison  Barberis  has  taken  out  a  bar  license. 

Sam  Jacobs  has  been  granted  a  license  for  401  Main 
street,  and  J.  Unworthy,  formerly  proprietor  of  The  Savoy, 
Vancouver,  B.  C,  a  license  for  210  Main  street. 

Pat  Walsh  and  John  Douglass,  well-known  saloon-keepers 
of  Friday  Harbor,  are  both  enlarging  and  fitting  up  their 
steam  launches.  James  Ross,  of  the  same  place,  has  just  re- 
covered from  a  dangerous  attack  of  grippe. 

George  Everhart  of  Kanasket  is  fitting  up  a  large  saloon. 

Since  First  avenue  has  been  paved  with  bricks  and  the 
electric  cars  have  taken  the  place  of  the  old  cable  road,  First- 
avenue  saloon-keepers  have  nearly  doubled  their  trade.  There 
are  now  four  lines  running  on  this  avenue. 

San  Francisco  Eagles  should  prepare  for  a  very  large  del- 
egation from  Mother  Aerie  No.  1,  and  also  good  delegations 
from  Tacoma,  Vancouver  and  Victoria.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  San  Francisco  Eagles  will  do  all  in  their  power  to  get 
special  rates  on  transportation.  Great  enthusiasm  is  felt  here 
and  in  British  Columbia,  and  many  Eagles  will  take  their 
families. 

The  following  officers  were  elected  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Liquor  Dealers' Protective  Association,  March  12th: 
S.  S.  Bailey,  President;  J.  J.  Haggerty,  Vice-President;  H. 
C.  Dunbar,  Treasurer;  Jay  C.  Allen,  Secretary. 

Julius  Wile  Jr.,  of  the  firm  of  Julius  Wile  &  Bros.,  im- 
porters, New  York,  was  in  town  last  week. 
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The  Seattle  agency  of  the  Seattle  Brewing  Co.  is  doing  a 
largely  increased  business.  The  S.  B.  &  M.  Co.  has  received 
a  large  order  by  mail  from  the  Nome  agency.  The  bottling 
machinery  for  the  Honolulu  branch  is  now  on  its  way  and  con- 
sists of  everything  that  is  now  and  and  up-to-date.  The  firm 
keeps  over  ten  wagons  busy,  notwithstanding  most  of  the  beer 
is  loaded  into  the  cars  for  shipment.  Nearly  every  steamer 
leaving  Seattle  contains  a  shipment  of  Rainier  beer. 

This  being  a  year  when  the  heavy  runs  of  salmon  is  ex- 
pected, all  northern  sound  towns  look  for  a  large  business  and 
are  preparing  accordingly. 

The  Fox  Oyster  Co.  now  put  up  the  oyster  cocktail  in 
only  one  size  bottles,  holding  one  glass  only.  These  are 
packed  into  cases  containing  2k  to  10  dozen.  They  own  their 
own  oyster  grounds,  the  oysters  from  which  are  conceded  to 
be  the  best  in  the  market.  The  firm  sells  largely  to  the  saloon 
trade  of  Washington,  Oregon,  Montana  and  Alaska,  and  next 
season  expects  to  enlarge  its  territory  considerably. 

Peter  Branuan  has  been  granted  a  license  for  a  saloon  in 
Maple  Valley. 

The  two  Chinese  wholesale  liquor  dealers  of  Seattle,  who 
pay  $300  a  year  each  to  the  city  for  license,  have  com- 
plained to  the  authorities  that  nearly  every  Chinese  store  in 
Seattle  sells  liquors.  The  license  inspector  is  now  making  a 
round  of  inspection  of  the  Chinese  stores. 

The  Germania  Cafe,  on  Second  avenue,  was  robbed  on 
March  14th.  The  burglars  broke  open  three  cash  registers  and 
secured  $207. 

The  Orient,  First  avenue  and  Jackson  street,  was 
opened  about  a  month  ago  by  M.  Low  &  Co.  Few  saloons  in 
Seattle  can  compare  with  this,  the  finest  place  below  Yesler, 
in  its  appointments.  The  bar  partitions  and  fixtures  are  all 
of  curly  birch  aned  xceediugly  rich  looking.  The  B.  B.  C. 
Co.  fitted  up  the  Orient  and  their  bill  was  over  $6,000.  The 
liquor-case  with  the  barrel-rack  above  is  a  new  departure,  and 
the  neatest  thing  ever  seen.  This  also  came  through  the  B. 
B.  C.  from  M.  Harrison,  the  Seattle  agent.  The  Orient 
caters  to  the  best  trade  in  the  wholesale  district  and  already 
has  a  very  lar^e  patronage. 

The  Seattle  Ale  and  Porter  Co.  has  purchased  the  West 
<fe  Co.  Brewery  from  the  receiver.  Mr.  Jos.  May  is  manager 
and  C.  Schmidt,  brewer.  They  are  located  at  Galer  street 
and  Westlake  avenue. 

T.  B.  Fisher,  Billy  Van  Skiver  and  Col.  Fisk  were  regis- 
tered at  The  Northern  this  month. 

The  Seattle  Ice  Co.  is  making  extensive  improvements  in 
its  plant  on  Railroad  avenue  South.  It  is  also  installing  a 
new  twenty-ton  machiue  which  will  practically  double  the 
capacity  of  the  plant.  When  the  improvements  are  com- 
pleted the  daily  output  will  be  forty-five  tons  of  ice. 

The  Bottlers  and  Manufacturers'  Protective  Association 
of  the  State  of  Washington  has  recently  been  formed  by  the 
bottling  men  to  look  after  their  interests.  They  have 
fouud  that  their  bottles  are  being  bought  up  by  junk  dealers 
and  shipped  out  of  the  city,  where  they  are  being  used  again 
by  dealers  who  sell  inferior  goods  under  the  name  and 
trade-mark,  which  is  always  blown  in  the  bottles  of  reputable 
Seattle  houses. 

There  is  a  State  bottle  law  which  has  not  beeu  enforced, 
but  the  Association  proposes  that  stops  be  taken  to  put  it  into 
active  operations.

Every  dav  the  trains  and  bouts  land  newcomers  from  the  East; 
the  N.  P.  B.  B.  has  put  in  36  miles  of  siding  and  is  building 
a  largo  passenger  depot  and  freight-shed  on  Hewleti  avenne. 
The  five  shipbuilding  plants  are  rushed  with  orders.  A  new 
float  mill  is  being  bnilt,  and  a  location  has  just  been  pur- 
chased  for  a  new  iron  foundry.  The  electric  street-ear  line  is 
double-tracking  its  line  and  also  adding  two  miles  of  track  at 
each  end  of  Colby  street. 

The  Washington  Brewery,  of  which  A.  Mueller  manager 
and  Mr.  Weigand,  brewer,  has  just  put  in  new  boilers,  and  is 
nulling  to  completion  a  brick  and  wood  addition  56x46,  also 
a  new  ice  plant  of  35  tons  per  day  capacity.  These  improve- 
ments will  cost  in  the  neighborhood  of  $17,000  and  bring  the 
capacity  of  the  plant  up  to  12,000  bbls. 

Gardner  &  Knoll  have  sold  the  Tontine  to  Chas  Man- 
ning.

The  fixtures  are  all  from  the  B.  B.  C.  Co.  The 
opening  was  largely  attended  by  the  best  class  of  Everett's 
citizens. 

0.  Alge,  the  genial  proprietor  of  The  Bank,  and  D.  D. 
G.  E.,  F.  O.  E.,  No.  13,  reports  the  Everett  Eagles  as  flourish- 
ing, Aerie  No.  13  having  nearly  200  members.  A  good  dele- 
gation will  attend  the  Grand  Aerie  from  Everett.

LOS  ANGELES,  March  15.— Los' Angeles  is  struggling  with 
the  Sunday-opening  question,  with  every  prospect  of  the 
saloon  men  being  given  their  just  rights.  A  few  years  ago  it 
was  the  Sunday-closing  proposition  that  agitated  the  good 
people  of  this  city,  and  Sunday  closing  it  was.  The  matter 
has  been  fully  and  fairly  tested,  with  the  result  that  the  same 
good  people  are  uniting  with  the  saloon  men  in  petitioning 
the  City  Council  to  rescind  the  ordinance  enforcing  the  clos- 
ing of  saloons  on  Sunday. 

This  ordinance,  while  it  has  had  the  effect  of  closing  the 
saloons,  as  a  rule,  has  been  wholly  inoperative  as  regards  the 
stopping  of  the  sale  of  liquor  on  Sunday,  for  it  granted  the 
privilege  of  selling  liquor  in  bottles  to  restaurants.  This  has 
resulted  in  throwing  the  entire  Sunday  liquor  trade  into  the 
hands  of  the  restaurant  keepers  and  a  couple  of  concert  halls, 
for  the  bottle  proviso  has  become  a  dead  letter,  and  drinks  by 
the  glass  are  served  openly  and  fearlessly,  with  the  addition  of 
a  stale  sandwich,  which  does  service  as  a  meal  in  satisfying 
the  law. 

The  whole  thing  has  been  a  shallow  mockery  from  the 
first,  and  the  people  of  Los  Angeles  have  become  tired  of  it. 
They  recognize  the  fact  that  the  legitimate  saloon  men  are 
made  to  suffer  serious  loss  of  business,  that  is  merely  diverted 
from  its  proper  channel  into  the  coffers  of  a  privileged  few. 

The  extent  of  this  trade  is  shown  by  the  action  of  a 
prominent  restaurant  proprietor,  whose  regular  place  of  busi- 
ness is  outside  the  beaten  path  of  the  all-night  pleasure-seek- 
ers and  the  Sunday  throng.  In  order  to  catch  his  share  of 
this  trade,  he  recently  opened  a  branch  in  a  centrally  located 
basement,  that  previously  had  been  used  exclusively  as  a 
saloon.  A  kitchen  was  fitted  up,  and  meals  are  served  at  all 
hours,  but  if  the  place  depended  on  its  restaurant  service,  it 
would  close  within  a  week.  Instead,  however,  it  has  done  an 
enormous  business  from  the  start,  but  it  has  been  almost 
entirely  from  the  sale  of  liquor.  The  place  is  open  every 
day  in  the  week  and  every  hour  in  the  day;  the  tables  are 
usually  well  filled,  but  the  refreshments  served  are  almost  ex- 
clusively of  the  liquid  variety.  The  juicy  steak  and  succulent 
chop  are  conspicuous  by  their  absence. 

This  state  of  affairs,  it  is  expected,  will  soon  be  changed. 
Encouraged  by  the  liberality  displayed  by  the  voters  at  the 
municipal  election,  last  December,  the  saloon  men  have  united 
in  a  request  to  the  Council  to  abolish  the  Sunday-closing  law, 
and  there  is  every  prospect  that  the  petition  will  be  granted 
in  the  near  future.  It  was  expected  that  the  proposition 
would  meet  with  strenuous  opposition,  but,  happily,  the  con- 
trary has  prevailed.  To  be  sure,  a  few  of  the  ultra  temper- 
ance advocates  are  in  arms  against  the  project,  but  their 
numbers  are  comparatively  insignificant.  The  best  element 
of  Los  Angeles  has  endorsed  the  petition,  and,  while  the 
Council  has   taken    no   official   action   beyond   receiving    the 


petition  and  listening  to  arguments  for  and  against  it,  the 
members — or  a  majority  of  them — have,  individually,  ex- 
pressed themselves  as  being  heartily  in  favor  of  the  repeal  of 
the  obnoxious  ordinance. 

One  of  the  strongest  arguments  made  before  the  Council 
in  support  of  the  petition,  was  that  of  a  prominent  attorney 
in  behalf  of  the  best  element  of  business  men,  who  repre- 
sented that  the  closing  of  saloons  on  Sunday  worked  a  posit- 
ive injury  to  Los  Angeles  from  the  fact  that  an  overwhelming 
majority  of  the  Eastern  tourists  who  spend  the  winter  here, 
go  to  the  more  liberal  towns  every  Suuday,  rather  than  put  up 
with  the  ordinary  restaurant  brands  of  liquids  which  they 
must  be  content  with  if  they  remain  here.  It  was  asserted 
that  hundreds  of  dollars  were  scattered  among  neighboring 
towns,  that  would  have  been  spent  iu  Los  Angeles  were  a 
more  liberal  policy  adopted. 

So  confident  are  the  saloon  men  that  their  petition  will 
be  granted,  that  one  or  two  who  have  taken  out  restaurant 
licenses,  iu  order  to  do  business  of  a  more  or  less  question- 
able nature  on  Sunday,  have  voluntarily  surrendered  such 
licenses  and  closed  up  their  restaurant  adjuncts. 

A  NEW  BREWERY. 

Los  Angeles  is  to  have  a  new  brewery.  The  Fred  Heim 
Brewing  Company  has  secured  a  site  and  is  putting  in  a  plant 
at  1146  Avenue  Thirty-nine,  "East  Los  Angeles.  The  plant 
will  be  modern  in  every  respect  and  will  be  constructed  with 
a  view  to  increasing  its  capacity  as  business  warrants.  The 
company  will  brew  steam,  weiss  and  lager  beer  and  malt  ex- 
tract. Mr.  Fred  Heim  is  in  the  city  superintending  the 
erection  of  the  plant. 

The  wine  and  brandy  season  is  at  end,  and  barely  enough 
stock  remaius  on  hand  in  the  vaults  and  cellars  to  supply  the 
home  consumption  until  next  season  opens,  leaving  nothing 
in  the  way  of  sweet  wines  and  brandies  for  export.  The 
season  has  been  wonderfully  prosperous,  one  of  the  best  in 
the  history  of  Southern  California,  and  next  season  promises 
to  be  even  better  than  the  one  just  closed.  So  confident  are 
the  wine  men  of  this  that  from  all  sections  come  reports  of 
greatly  increased  acreage,  press  and  storage  capacity. 

J.  P.  Davenport,  resident  manager  of  the  branch  house 
of  Sherwood  &  Sherwood,  has  gone  north  on  a  business  trip. 
He  will  be  gone  about  three  weeks. 

J.  S.  Hackley,  representing  R.  E.  Walthen  &  Co's.  dis- 
tillery of  Louisville,  Ky.,  was  in  town  last  week  and  reported 
a  number  of  gratifying  sales. 

M.  Polaski,  of  the  Hoffman  Cafe,  on  South  Spring  street, 
has  turned  the  large  space  in  the  rear  of  his  saloon,  formerly 
used  as  a  cafe,  into  a  billiard  parlor.  It  is  one  of  the  most 
attractive  resorts  of  the  kind  in  the  city. 

The  advance  guard  of  the  Arizona  contingent  has  arrived 
in  town.  J  im  Fitzgerald,  who  owns  one  of  the  largest  saloons 
and  gambling  houses  in  Yuma,  is  here,  having  returned  from 
a  trip  to  Bakersfield,  where  he  went  to  look  at  some  oil 
property.  It  is  somewhat  early  for  Arizonans  to  come  up, 
but  later  they  will  constitute  an  important  factor  in  the  life  of 
Los  Angeles. 
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Charlie  Fisher,  representing  the  firm  of  Christie  &  Wise, 
of  San  Francisco,  was  in  town  for  several  days  last  week, 
during  which  time  he  booked  a  number  of  big  sales  of  Hunter 
Rye  Whisky.  Mr.  Fisher  stated  that  throughout  Southern 
California  he  found  business  exceptionally  good  for  this 
period  of  the  year. 

Fred  Goslin,  traveling  representative  of  Sherwood  & 
Sherwood,  of  San  Francisco,  in  the  handling  of  Monogram 
Keystone  Whisky,  took  in  Los  Angeles  on  his  regular  rounds 
this  week. 

Among  recent  visitors  to  Los  Angeles   was   Gus   Heyman 
of  the  wholesale  liquor  firm  of  (i.  Cohn  &  Co.,  of  San  Fran 
cisco.     Mr.    Heymau's    trip    was    of    a    business    nature    and 
according  to  his  statement  entirely  satisfactory.

Drink  Capacity  of  Europe. 

THE  consumption  of  beer  in  Germany  has  doubled  in  the 
past  twenty  years.  It  is  now  said  to  be  125  liters  a  year 
a  head  the  whole  population.  In  France,  on  the  other  hand, 
wine  is  the  national  beverage;  and  the  use  of  it  is  more  ex- 
tensive thau  ever  since  the  recovery  of  the  country  from  the 
ravages  of  phylloxera.  Notwithstanding  the  increased  use  of 
beer  in  Germany  and  of  wine  in  France,  both  countries  are 
going  into  the  business  of  mauufa  staring  and  drinking  cider. 
France  has  made  cider  for  a  good  many  years,  but  it  is  almost 
a  new  industry  in  Germ  iny.  While  Germany  imports  most 
of  her  cider  apples,  France  raises  her  own  supply.  Quite  a 
number  of  the  northern  and  central  departments  have  plauted 
many  thousands  of  apple  trees  iu  the  past  few  years.  The 
cider  mills  of  Fiance  are  now  turning  out  over  150,000,000 
gallons  of  cider  a  year:  so  between  wine  and  cider,  all  French- 
men, of  high  or  low  degree,  have  plenty  to  drink  without  re- 
course to  any  considerable  quantity  of  water. 

Wine  Trade  in  New  Orleans. 

MONDAY  I  called  upon  J.  Vergnole,  agent  for  Brun  & 
Chaix,  of  Oakville.  This  genial  French  gentleman 
received  me  cordially,  and  a  pleasant  half  hour  was 
spent  iu  his  company.  Mr.  Vergnole  has  been  agent  for  Brun 
<fe  Chaix  for  twelve  years.  The  first  year  he  had  difficulty  in 
disposing  of  3000  barrels  of  wine,  wnilelast  year  he  sold  13,000 
parrels  without  effort.  He  says  there  is  an  increasing  demand 
for  California  wine,  and  the  prospects  for  trade  this  year  are 
very  bright.     He  says    that  all  wine  drinkers  iu  New  Orleans 

•want  Napa  Valley  wine,  pronouncing  it  far  superior  to  that 
produced  in  any  other  section.  Wiue  now  sells  in  New 
Orleans  at  45  cents  per  gallons,  and  Mr.  Vergnole  says  tli.it  as 
long  as  it  keeps  at  that  price  everybody  interested  will  make 
fair  profit.  He  says  practically  no  French  wine  is  sold,  as 
there  is  a  duty  of  SIS  a  barrel,  which  leaves  the  market  open

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No  More  Cheap  Whiskies. 

PROBABLY  nothiug   better  reflects  the  state  of  the  Ken- 
tucky whisky  market  than  a  remark  made  by  a  member 
of  the  local  trade  to  the  writer  the  other  day.     Said  he : 

"  It  has  come  to  such  a  pass  that  you  know  when  a  fellow 
offers  you  a  cheap  lot  of  whisky  that  it  is  either  a  case  of  bad 
guage  or  poor  distillation,  and  you  commence  to  suspect  him 
immediately." 

In  other  words  there  are  no  more  cheap  lots  on  the  market. 
The  man  who  wants  Kentucky  whiskies  must  pay  for  them, 
and  in  most  cases  he  will  have  to  look  around  pretty  sharply 
to  find  what  he  wants.  Bugbear  '93's  are  things  of  tbe  past. 
From  '94  on  every  one  knows  there  is  a  shortage.  This  is  the 
situation  in  a  nutshell. 

Following  are  some  illustrations  of  the  way  prices  have 
advanced:  In  December  last  five  barrels  of  Old  Jordan,  spring 
'93  inspection  sold  here  at47i  cents.  In  January  a  larger  lotsold 
at  47.V  cents.  In  the  same  time  tax-paid  spring  '92  inspection 
of  the  same  brand  jumped  from  $1.75  to  $1.85.  Another  lot, 
consisting  of  export  stock,  sold  in  December  at  $1.75,  and  in 
January  at  57  A  cents,  export  guage,  equivalent  to  $1.90  net, 
delivered  in  this  city. —  Wine  and  Spirit  Bulletin,  Louisville.

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Against  High  License. 

EDITOR  REVIEW:— The  question   of   high 
very  serious  matter  to  consider.     A  great 
think  that  the  saloon  man's  business  is  all  profit 
not  the  case;  for  it  is  one  of  the  hardest  businesses  to  contend 
with. 

I  am  opposed  to  high  license  for  the  reason  that  T  con- 
sider it  a  discrimination  against  the  poor.  The  man  running 
a  saloon  for  catering  to  the  poorer  classes  can  not  afford  to 
pay  the  same  license  as  the  man  who  is  conducting  a  so-called 
higher-grade  saloon,  and  perhaps  doing  ten  or  twenty  times 
the  amount  of  business  that  the  poor  man  does.  We  are  all 
human,  and  want  a  living,  but  by  high  license  would,  no 
doubt,  shut  out  the  poorer  class  of  saloon  men,  who  have  in- 
vested their  last  dollar  for  the  support  of  themselves  and 
families. 

Their  families  must  be  supported,  children  need  school- 
ing and  other  expenses  must  be  met,  but  with  high  license 
they  would  be  deprived  of  all — it  would  drive  them  out  of 
business.  I  know  personally  of  several  cases  where  saloon 
men  have  bought  homes  on  the  installment  plan.  Now,  what 
would  the  result  be  in  case  of  high  license  ?  They  would  be 
driven  out  of  business  and  lose  their  homes.  It  is  always 
the  poor  element  that  suffers,  and  it  would  add  misery  to  the 
homes  of  the  saloon  man  that  could  not  afford  the  oppression 
of  high  license. 

Where  there  is  trade  there  is  always  prosperity.  If  the 
the  retailer  don't  sell  his  wares,  the  wholesalers  don't  sell  and 
putting  money  out  of  circulation  is  surely  a  bad  move  for  all 
concerned.  Be  harmonious  and  let  petty  jealousies  be  buried 
and  live  and  let  live  and  don't  advocate  high  license.  If  there 
is  a  black  sheep  in  the  flock,  we  have  the  proper  authorities 
to  attend  to  his  case.     Don't  let  the  innocent  suffer   with    the 

guilty.

THERE  are  several  stories  in  circulation  regarding 
a  recent  adventure  of  Colonel  Marks,  of  the  Davy 
Crockett,  this  city.

Delicious  Drinks  Found  On  the  Line. 

JOE  KERR,  of  The  Richelieu,  Geary  and  Market  streets, 
one  of  the  most  popular  and  expert  manipulators  of  the 
mixing-glass  on  the  Pacific  Coast,  offers  the  following  direc- 
tions how  to  concoct  good-  things  to  drink.  Many  of  these 
mixtures  are  original  with  Mr.  Kerr,  and  will  be  found  to  be 
delightful  surprises  to  the  palate. 

Admiral  Dewey's  Whisky  Cocktail. — Fill  glass  two-thirds  full 
of  chopped  ice;  put  in  small  spoonful  syrup,  two  dashes 
Stoughton  bitters  and  one  jigger  whisky;  stir  well;  strain 
in  cold  cocktail  glass;  squeeze  a  little  lemon  juice  into  it, 
and  you  will  have  it  done. 

Absinthe  Cocktail. — Glassful  fine  ice,  two  dashes  bitters,  two 
dashes  anisette,  two-third  jigger  absinthe;  add  a  little 
water,  stir  and  strain  into  cocktail  glass. 

Coffee  Cocktail. — Fill  large  glass  two-thirds  full  of  ice,  put 
in  one  spoonful  of  sugar,  one  egg,  one-half  jigger  sherry 
and  one-half  jigger  port;  shake  well  and  put  powdered 
nutmeg  on  top. 

Tbilby  Cocktail. — Fill  glass  with  ice,  two  dashes  raspberry 
sirup,  one-half  jigger  Vermouth,  one  jigger  Dupont  Cog- 
nac brandy,  one  dash  orange  bitters;  stir  well  and  strain. 

President  Lincoln's  Cocktail.— Large  glass  filled  with   ice 
put  in  three  dashes  sirup,  two  dashes  Curacoa,  two  dashes 
orange  bitters,  one  dash  absinthe,  one  pony  brandy,  one 
pony  old  Lyndon  bourbon;  stir  well  and   strain  into  cool 
glass  and  fill  with  seltzer. 

Tom  and  Soda. — Put  one-half  lemon  in  glass,  one  spoonful 
sugar,  mash  together,  fill  glass  one-half  full  of  ice,  and 
put  in  one  jigger  Old  Tom  gin;  shake  and  strain  into  lemo- 
nade glass,  fill  up  with  soda  water  or  seltzer. 

O'Flannigan's  Cocktail. — Use  big  glass,  one  lump  ice,  two 
dashes  bitters,  two  ponies  Myles'  Irish  whisky,  one  bottle 
ginger  ale.  If  you  want  to  lay  your  friend  out,  add  to  this 
one  pony  beer  or  ale. 

Whisky  and  Glycerine. — Put  half  tablespoonful  glycerine 
and  one  jigger  old  whisky  in  barglass,  add  teaspoonful 
wintergreen;  drink  slowly.  This  is  a  splendid  remedy  for 
colds  and  throat  trouble. 

Chocolate  Cocktail. — Fill  lemonade  glass  with  ice,  put  in  one 
barspoonful  of  sugar,  one  egg,  half  jigger  Maraschino, 
half  jigger  Chartreuse;  shake  well  and  strain  in  cocktail 
glass. 

Boston  Punch. — Put  in  lemonade  glass  one  spoonful  sugar, 
one-fourth  lemon  with  peel  on,  mash  well,  fill  up  with  ice, 
one  jigger  whisky,  fill  with  seltzer,  stir  and  strain. 

Milk  Punch. — Fill  large  glass  half  full  of  ice,  put  in  one  large 
spoonful  sugar,  one  jigger  brandy,  tablespoonful  rum,  fill 
glass  with  milk,  shake  well  and  strain  into  lemonade  glass; 
grate  nutmeg  on  top.

That  the  sword  must  yield  lo  the  writ  of  the  pen,

For  existence  means  warfare  in  life.

Same  Old  Imposition. 

Seattle,  March  16,  1901.— Suit  was  filed  March  15th  in 
the  Federal  District  Court  by  a  French  corporation  entitled 
"La  Societe  Anomyme  de  la  Distillirie  de  la  Liqueur  Bene- 
dictine de  l'Abbaye  de  Fecamp"  against  the  Seattle  wholesale 
firm  of  L.  Dryfoos  &  Co  ,  asking  for  $10,000  damages  alleged 
to  have  been  caused  to  plaintiff  by  the  sale  on  the  part  of  de- 
fendant of  counterfeit  liquors  claimed  to  be  the  benedictiue 
manufactured  by  plaintiff. 

The  suit  is  filed  by  Charles  Copeland,  counsel,  who  is  in 
the  city  from  Chicago,  securing  evidence  against  persons  en- 
gaged in  selling  counterfeits  of  imported  liquors 

Mr.  L.  Dryfoos  of  the  defendant  firm,  when  asked  con- 
cerning the  suit,  said: 

"This  prosecution  for  the  alleged  sale  of  spurious 
liquors  appears  to  me  to  be  a  popular  one  for  blackmail.  It 
constantly  confronts  the  wholesale  liquor  dealer,  and  almost 
any  dealer,  when  charged  with  having  spurious  liquors  in 
his  stock,  would  rather  pat  t  with  150  or  $100  than  to  have 
suit  brought  against  him,  which  would  in  any  event  injure  his 
business,  whatever  the  outcome  of  the  suit  chanced  to  be.  I  have 
had  experience  with  attorneys  representing  this  association  be- 
fore. Less  than  two  years  ago  a  man,  who  alleged  himself  to 
be  a  representative  of  the  same  concern,  came  around  and 
threatened  to  prosecute  me  unless  I  advanced  him  $100. 
Rather  than  suffer  the  loss  and  publicity  such  a  suit  would  do 
me,  I  settled  the  case  for  $75." 

To  prove  this  assertion,  Mr.  Dryfoos  produced  a  receipt 
for  $100,  which  announced  in  its  body  that  the  amount  was 
accepted  in  full  satisfaction  of  the  damage  done  to  the  organ- 
ization which  the  signer  alleged  to  represent  by  the  sale  of  all 
counterfeit  liquors  sold  by  or  through  Dryfoos  &  Co.  It  made 
no  protest  against  the  firm  continuing  the  sale  of  the  alleged 
spurious  liquors.  N.  T.  D.

The  tendency  of  the  whisky  market  on  the  Pacific  Coast 
is  calculated  to  greatly  encourage  the  promoters  of  rye  brands. 
The  time  is  comparatively  recent  when  the  modest  but  meri- 
torious ryo  was  given  a  frosty  reception  here,  but  those  days 
are  gone,  never  to  return,  for  we  are  slowly  swinging  into 
line  as  rye  drinkers.  This  fact  is  illustrated  by  the  experi- 
ence of  Rusconi  &  Fisher,  of  this  city.  They  found  that  it 
was  necessary  iu  their  business  to  carry  rye  in  connection 
with  their  Kenuel  Club  whisky  and  have  finally  placed  a  fiue 
blend  on  the  market,  put  up  in  a  very  handsome  package. 
Charles  Fisher,  of  the  firm,  went  out  on  a  trip  a  couple  of 
weeks  ago  for  the  purpose  of  modestly  introducing  the  new 
brand.  Much  to  his  surprise  he  found  a  ready  welcome  and 
discovered,  on  his  return,  that  the  volume  of  bis  orders  was 
such  that  the  supply  was  only  equal  to  the  demand  on  the  first 
trip.  Consequently,  there  will  be  some  hard  hustliug  iu  the 
bottling  department  for  some  time  to  come.

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Bench=Qrafting  Again  Pilloried. 

EDITOR  REVIEW: — When  I  wrote  you  in  January  against 
bench-grafting,  I  gave  my  reasons  for  it,  but  I  should 
have  added,  that,  of  all  who  had  experimented  with  it  in  Cali- 
fornia, very  few  were  satisfied  with  this  method  of  grafting; 
and,  as  they  were  all  well-known,  intelligent  and  practical  men, 
and  had  given  their  experiences  and  expressed  their  opinions 
through  viticultural  papers  (especially  yours),  I  should  have 
added  that  other  vineyardists  should  take  a  warning,  and  be 
convinced  that  bench-grafting  was  everything  but  the  "  poor 
man's  graft."  as  Mr.  Bruck  calls  it. 

I  will  not  give  figures,  showing  the  cheapest  way  to  get  a 
resistant  vineyard,  first,  because  prices  differ  with  locali- 
ties and  soils,  and,  secondly,  because  anyone  for  or  against 
bench-grafting  can  make  them  to  suit  his  case.  But  I  can  say 
what  it  costs  to  get  rooted  vines  and  to  graft.  In  order  to 
prove  to  Mr.  Bruck  that  I  am  not  making  "  bare  assertions," 
I  will  say,  that  in  1895,  when  at  the  To  Kalon  vineyard,  I  took 
charge  of  part  of  the  grafting,  and  had  over  13,000  vines, 
ranging  from  one  to  two  years  old,  grafted  in  the  vineyard. 
The  method  employed  was  the  English  graft,  the  average  93 
per  cent,  of  good  graft,  and  the  cost  1  cent  per  vine.  I  well 
remember  how  Mr.  Crabb  used  to  point  with  pride  to  this 
special  patch  (from  the  avenue  of  walnut  trees  to  the  old  well), 
and  how  often  he  praised  me  for  my  work.  Mr.  Crabb,  alas,  is 
no  more,  but  the  13,000  grafted  vines  exist,  and  Mr.  Churchill, 
the  present  owner  of  To  Kalon,  can  testify  to  the  facts. 

In  1896,  in  Napa,  I  rooted  180,000  cuttings  of  all  varieties, 
and  the  average  cost  of  all,  marketable  or  not,  was  $10  per 
thousand,  F.  O.  B.  cars,  Napa. 

In  1897  and  1898,  I  grafted  for  Messrs.  Darms  Bros.,  of 
Trubody  Station;  for  Mr.  Epley,  of  Napa,  and  for  Mr.  Foster, 
of  Napa.  The  vines  were  from  four  to  seven  years  old;  the 
method  employed  was  the  one  I  have  described  for  old  vines; 
the  cost,  including  the  care  of  the  grafts  until  August  15th, 
was  three  cents,  and  there,  as  elsewhere,  my  work  speaks  for 
itself. 

Now,  I  desire  to  impress  on  Mr.  Bruck  that  I  am  deci- 
dedly opposed  to  bench-grafting  only,  and,  although  I  do  not

advocate  grafting  in  the  vineyard  as  the  best  way  to  start  a 
new  vineyard,  I  know  by  my  own  experience  that  good  results 
can  be  obtained  by  this  method.  And  I  reiterate  the  state- 
ment that  "  I  think  the  best  way  of  starting  a  new  vineyard  is 
to  plant  the  cuttings  in  the  nursery,  and  graft  them  the  next 
spring  in  the  nursery."  As  to  the  aerial  graft,  I  do  not  see 
why  it  should  not  be  tried  here,  not  only  because  it  is  very 
successful  in  France,  but  because  it  has  been  experimented 
with  successfully  by  Otto  Burgund,  when  he  was  at  the  Rhine 
Farm  near  Sonoma  City. 

Now,  to  prove  to  Mr.  Bruck  that  bench-grafting  is  liter- 
ally dead  in  France,  I  will  say  that  in  all  the  deparments  af- 
fected by  the  black-rot  all  the  grafting-stocks  have  been  aban- 
doned and  replaced  by  Franco-American  hybrids,  which  are 
all  direct  bearers,  and,  therefore,  are  not  grafted.  In  the 
other  departments  they  use  the  new  French  methods  that  I 
have  described,  and  which  are  very  successful. 

Should  Mr.  Bruck  still  doubt  my  assertions,  he  can  write 
to  the  following  addresses  and  ask  the  question  himself: 

Professors  Ravaz  &  Degrully,  Agric.  School,  Montpellier,  Herault; 
Prof.  Vassiliere,  Agric.  School,  Bordeaux,  Gironde;  Prof.  Franc,  Aric. 
School,  Bourges,  Cher.;  Mr.  Thibaut,  Viticulturist,  Bagnols,  Gar.;  Mr. 
Salgues,  Bataille,  Lot.  ;  Prof.  Talavignes,  Agric.  School,  Ondes.  Haute- 
Garonne;  Mr.  Cahuzac,  Viticulturist,  Pradet,  Var. ;  Mr.  Lafleur  Viticul- 
turist, La  Comtie,  pres..  St,  Christophe,  Vallon,  Aveyron. 

In  regard  to  Mr.  Bruck's  statement,  "  1  do  not  consider  it  necessary 
for  intelligent  Californians  to  have  to  study  the  methods  of  the  French," 
etc.,  I  firmly  believe  that  intelligent  Californians,  who  have  no  prejudice 
against  nationality,  and  are  impartial,  will  give  full  credit  to  the  French 
for  their  practical  and  theoretical  knowledge  in  viticulture.  Besides,  as  a 
proof.  I  wish  to  ask  Mr.  Bruck  what  he  knew  about  bench-grafting  Rupes- 
tris  St.  George  previous  to  1896,  and  what  methods  and  theories  was  Prof. 
Hayne  teaching  at  the  Krug  Vineyard  during  the  spring  of  same  year,  and 
on  what  plan  was  the  experimental  station  started  on  the  Krug  place? 
Furthermore  I  wish  to  ask  Mr  Bruck,  why  did  Prof.  Hayne,  at  his  School 
of  Grafting,  in  St.  Helena,  and  Prof.  Bioletti,  at  his  lectures  given  at  Far- 
mers' Institutes,  use  the  French  maps  to  illustrate  the  methods  of  grafting 
and  setting  out  cuttings  in  the  nursery,  if  he  had  nothing  to  learn  from  the 
French?  Now,  after  four  years  of  experiment  conducted  according  to  the 
French  methods,  Mr.  Bruck  comes  out  with  s  ch  a  statement  and  the 
glorious  news  that  he  "  has  just  finished  digging  grafts  from  nursery  and 
received  an  average  of  fi5  per  cent,  of  good  unions."  and  that  he  is  satisfied. 
If  this  is  the  best  result  he  can  obtain  after  '  ten  years  of  experience  with 
many  methods  of  grafting,"  I  would  give  him  the  friendly  advice  to  try 
other  methods  and  compare  results  Of  course,  if  he  is  satisfied,  well  and 
good — but  he  should  not  try  to  induce  others  to  do  likewise. 

Yesterday  I  had  a  chat  with  Charles  G.  Lithrop  about  grafting,  and 
he  told  me  that  at  Vina  all  kinds  of  grafting  had  been  employed,  and  that 
the  only  one  proving  successful  was  the  grafting  in  the  nursery.  He  said 
also  that  Mr.  Vadon  was  against  bench-grafting  and  would  not  practice  it 
at  Palo  Alto,  when  he  had  charge  of  the  vineyard  for  three  years.  The 
Kupestris  St.  George  he  had  bought  in  1900  from  the  Krug  Vineyard,  and 
the  Rupestris  Martin  and  the  Gloire  de  Montpellier  he  had  bought  from 
other  sources,  were  planted  in  the  nursery,  and  the  average  cost  of  these 
rooted  cuttings,  ready  for  planting  in  the  vineyard,  is  this  year  $14  per 
thousand. 

You  can,  therefore,  Mr.  Editor,  add  two  new  names  to  the  list  of 
those  who  are  against  bench-grafting,  and  who  can  speak  from  their  own 
experience.

Calculated  to  Jar  One. 

MRS.  LOUIS  P.  DREXLER,  relict  of  the  late  L.  P. 
Drexler  of  this  city,  is,  in  plain  harangue,  making  a  fool 
of  herself.  This  assertion  is  made  upon  an  interview  had  with 
her  and  published  in  a  morning  paper,  in  which  the  lady  an- 
nounces, with  much  spectacular  sorrow  over  her  pecuniary  loss, 
that  she  proposes  to  eject  every  tenant  of  her  property  who 
sells,  or  has  others  sell,  liquors  or  wines. 

This  is  enough  to  make  the  late  lamented  Mr.  D.  turn 
over  and  kick  the  roof  off  his  casket.  To  show  that  incon- 
sistency could  go  no  further,  it  is  only  necessary  to  state  that 
the  young  widow  of  this  aged  multi-millionaire  is  now  luxur- 
iating in  what  the  preacher  would  call    "the  wages  of  sin." 

Mr.  Drexler  was  one  of  the  leading  producers  of  sweet 
wines  in  California,  and  for  years  President  of  the  Sweet  Wine 
Association.  In  fact,  he  took  more  pride  in  his  splendid 
Fresno  vineyard  than  in  all  his  other  valuable  properties.  It 
is  said  that  the  lady  is  trying  to  break  into  society,  and  is 
taking  this  original  method  to  gain  her  point.  We  wonder  if 
she  will  carry  her  originality  so  far  as  to  refuse  to  sell  her 
thousands  of  tons  of  grapes  this  year  to  wineries  to  be  con- 
verted into  wines  and  brandy  ?  As  they  say  on  Tehema  street, 
'  we  don't  think." 


Oppression  in  Santa  Cruz  County. 

THE  anti-saloon  people  in  Santa  Clara  county  have  won  a 
victory  over  the  liquor  men  that  is  calculated  to  cause 
much  trouble  elsewhere.  On  March  23d,  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors passed  an  ordinance,  on  a  vote  of  three  to  two,  pro- 
hibiting the  maintenance  of  saloons  outside  of  Santa  Cruz  and 
Watsonville.  The  law  permits  wine  to  be  sold  at  wineries  in 
wholesale  quantities,  and  admits  prescriptions  from  physi- 
cians who  are  not  residents  of  that  county.  The  provisions 
of  the  ordinance  do  not  apply  to  the  use  of  liquors  in  private 
families  nor  to  liquors  served  with  meals  at  hotels  or  boarding- 
houses.  Druggists  are  required  to  keep  a  record  of  all  liquor 
sold,  together  with  the  name  of  the  purchasers.  Violation  of 
the  ordinance  is  punishable  by  imprisonment  for  not  less  than 
thiity  days  nor  more  than  100  days,  or  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  $50  or  more  than  $300,  or  by  both.  Before  the  ordi- 
nance was  adopted,  C.  M.  Cassin,  whore  presented  the  liquor 
dealers,  objected  to  the  passage  and  warned  the  Board  that 
litigation  would  result,  and  that  the  matter  would  be  carried 
to  the  Supreme  Court,  so  that  the  final  decision  would  not  be 
rendered  for  three  or  four  years.  In  the  meantime  the  county 
would  not  derive  any  revenue,  as  the  ordinance  is  abolished 
that  was  heretofore  in  force. 

The  Supervisors  favoring  the  ordinance  stated  that  they  did 
so  because  a  majority  of  the  people  had  so  expressed  them- 
selves at  the  last  general  election.  It  is  the  common  belief 
that  the  saloons  in  the  districts  affected  by  the  ordinance  will 
continue  to  do  business  as  before  and  not  close  until  the 
matter  is  legally  tested.  C.  C.  Martin,  who  owns  the  picnic 
grounds  at  Glenwood,  says  he  is  between  two  fires.  He  has 
made  contracts  with  many  San  Francisco  organizations  for 
picnics  during  the  coming  summer,  and  has  provided  that 
liquor  shall  be  sold.  If  he  forbids  the  sale  of  liquors  he  is 
liable  for  damages;  if  he  permits  it  he  is  subject  to  fine  by 
by  the  county. 

These  efforts  are  all  farcical,  and  experience  will  show,  as 
it  has  elsewhere,  that  the  desired  results  will  not  be  obtained. 
In  other  words,  the  drug  storey  will  do  the  business,  and  the 
people  will  be  poisoned  with  drug-store  whisky.  Here  is  the 
place  where  some  of  the  alleged  associations  for  the  protec- 
tion of  the  saloon-keepers'  rights  can  get  in  and  expend  some 
of  the  money  that  has  been  collected  from  retailers  in  past 
years,  in  figbtiug  this  new  law  to  the  last  ditch.     Do  we  hear 


any  of  them  speak  ? 


An  Editor  Hurt. 

OUR  sprightly  young  contemporary,  the  American  Wine  Press, 
after  having  been  busy  for  a  year  in  throwing  fractional 
quarries  in  this  direction,  has  finally  received  one  of  the 
rocks  in  return,  and  it  evidently  landed  where  it  did  the  most 
good.  In  the  February  issue  of  the  Review,  the  attention  of  the 
contemporory  editor  was  rather  sharply  called  to  one  of  the 
numerous  blunders  made  by  the  New  York  paper  in  dealing 
with  matters  connected  with  the  California  wine  industry. 
We  are  pleased  to  note  that  the  Press  has  discovered  that  it 
lives  in  a  glass  house,  and  that  it  feels  hurt  over  the  fact. 
Possibly  it  will  exercise  some  care  in  future  when  handling 
matters  of  importance.

A  DISPATCH  from  Fort  Worth,  Tex.,  under  tlnto  of  March 
9th,  says:  The  Casey-Swasey  Company  of  this  city  re- 
cently purchased  from  the  Rock  Spring,'  Distilling] Company 
of  Owensboro,  Ky.,  4,100  barrels  ($400,000)J;of.!„the  finest 
Bourbon  sour-mash  whisky,  under  brands  of  Hill  &  Hill,  Ken- 
tucky Colonel,  J.  T.  Welch  and  Climax.  This  Bale  was  made 
by  Colonel  Abe  Hirsch,  Secretary  of  the  Company  ,  and  is  re- 
garded as  the  largest  shipment  of  whisky  ever  made  to  oue 
firm  in  Texas,  and  is  also  oue  of  the  largest  purchases  made 
this  season.  The  Casey-Swasey  Company  have  probably  the 
largest  liquor  house  in  the  Southwest,  and  are  conceded  to  be 
the  largest  distributors  of  straight  Kentucky  whiskies  in  the 
United  States.  The  firm  shipped  this  week  to  Henry  Stras- 
burger  of  Temple  a  carload  of  these  whiskies,  part  of  a  105- 
barrel  purchase.  Large  banners,  6x30  feat,  were  placed  on 
this  car  at  Owensboro,  but  were  torn  off  while  passing  through 
Kansas,  after  leaving  Kansas  City  It  is  thought  that  sym- 
pathizers of  Carrie  Nation  did  it,  being  impressed  with  the 
large  shipment. 

Liquor  Consumption  in  Haine. 

ON  the  face  of  ihe  returns  the  people  of  Maine  last  year 
consumed  only  11,955  gallons  of  liquor,  the  fifteen  agen- 
cies having  sold  3,820  gallons  of  whisky, 3, 790  gallons  of  rum, 
2,600  gallons  of  alcohol,  985  gallons  of  wine,  566  gallons  of 
gin,  and  212  gallous  of  brandy.  These  items  in  lude  the 
liquor  legally  consumed.  If  to  the  total  were  added  the 
amount  consumed  illegally,  which  "no  fellow  can  find  out,"  as 
it  is  drank  behind  closed  doors, it  would  be  seen  that  although 
Maine  is  a  prohibition  State  it  is  quite  up  to  the  standard  of 
the  license  States  in  the  consumption  of  intoxicants.  Consid- 
ering all  that  the  reformers  have  done  for  the  people  of  Maine 
by  moral  suasion  aud  by  penalty  of  law  the  latter  must  ot  least 
be  charged  with  ingratitude  and  perversity.  They  not  only 
drink  proportionately  as  much  as  the  people  of  other  States, 
but  they  manifest  about  as  strong  a  prelilection  for  whisky 
and  rum  as  their  grandfathers. 

Scored  the  Paris  Commission. 

JULIUS  PAUL  SMITH,  proprietor  of  the  Olivina,  writes 
from  New  York  to  the  Wine  and  Spirit  .Review  a  letter 
in  which  he  handles  the  California  Paris  Exposition  Commis- 
sioners without  gloves.  The  scoring  is  done  iu  masterly  style, 
and  is  undoubtedly  deserved,  but  if  Mr.  Smith  had  realized 
how  severely  the  Commissiouers  were  being  dealt  with  at 
home,  he  would  probably  have  spared  them  some  of  his  sar- 
castic comments,  as  they  have  beeu  terribly  punished  for  their 
misdeeds. — Liver more  Her aid,  March  16th,  1901.

The    Wine=Cellar.     cellars   feel   its  influence  through  a 

higher  temperature,  they  should  be 
racked,  if  this  has  not  been  done  already.  It  is  essential  for 
the  condition  of  the  wine,  even  in  the  coolest  cellars,  to  take 
every  particle  of  the  lees  out  of  them,  to  keep  them  from  fer- 
menting again.  This  means,  of  course,  the  second  racking, 
as  the  first  should  be  performed  no  later  than  December, 
when  the  young  wines  have  become  clear.  However,  I  sup- 
pose that  most  of  the  smaller  cellars  have  sold  and  delivered 
their  wines  to  the  larger  dealers,  who  know  what  to  do  with 
them  without  my  advice.  But  to  those  who  have  not  done  so, 
and  intend  to  keep  them  for  ageing  and  retail  trade,  if  this 
comes  rather  late,  I  would  advise  them  to  use  a  filter,  which 
will  take  the  lees  out  of  the  wine,  even  if  it  has  become  some- 
what turbid. 

The  Loew  Filter  is  highly  spoken  of  by  good  authority 
in  the  wine  trade  in  the  last  number  of  the  Review,  and  I 
have  no  doubt  will  do  the  work  satisfactorily.  The  Messrs. 
Dowdell,  of  St.  Helena,  have  invented  a  sterilizing  machine,  to 
kill  the  germs  of  fermentation ;  how  far  this  may  be  practica- 
ble has  not  been  fully  tested.  If  this  should  be  found  appli- 
cable and  not  too  expensive  for  small  wineries,  it  would  deserve 
extensive  trial.  Another  question  is,  whether  it  would  not 
impair  the  sprightliness  and  bouquet  of  the  wines  thus 
treated.  So,  for  the  present,  it  may  be  the  most  advisable  to 
rack  the  wines  at  the  proper  time,  when  they  are  yet  clear  and 
quiet,  keep  the  cellar  cool,  and  let  them  take  their  own  course 
of  development. 

A  question  arises  here  for  the  small  wine-maker,  whether 
it  is  more  profitable  to  keep  his  wine  and  age  it,  or  to  sell  it, 
when  young,  to  the  dealer.  I  do  not  refer  here  to  those  who 
make  quantities  of  from  50,000  to  200,000  gallons  annually, 
and  who  have  already,  by  the  good  quality  of  their  product, 
established  a  retail  trade  which  is  worth  keeping  up,  under 
their  own  brand  and  label;  but  I  refer  to  those  who  make 
from  10,000  to  25,000  gallons,  and  are  not  able  to  stand  the 
expense  of  soliciting  custom,  either  personally  or  by  agency, 
to  make  a  market  for  their  product.  For  these,  I  believe  that 
it  would  be  better  to  sell  their  wines  when  young,  as  soon  as 
they  have  become  clear,  at  the  first  opportunity,  to  the  whole- 
sale dealer  for  cash;  supposing,  of  course,  that  they  can 
obtain  a  price  commensurate  to  its  quality.  They  save  all  the 
work  it  takes  to  take  care  of  it  during  the  year,  all  the  risk, 
and  the  extra  expense  of  cooperage,  in  addition  to  what  they 
already  have;  and  can  use  the  capital  thus  gained  for  future 
operations.  The  work  they  thus  save,  can  be  well  employed 
in  their  vineyards,  in  keeping  their  casks  sweet  and  clean  for 
the  next  crop,  and  in  other  improvements.  It  is  uphill  and 
costly  business  to  enter  the  market  against  competition,  and 
takes  time  and  labor,  which  can  better  be  spent  at  home. 

THIS   EXPOSITION   BUSINESS. 

I  fully  appreciate  the  truth  of  friend  Smith's  remarks, 
admit  that  the  exhibit  from  the  Chicago  Exposition,  including 
the  Midwinter  Fair,  and,  last  but  not  least,  the  Paris  Exposi- 
tion, were  badly  managed,  and  are  a  disgrace  to  the  men  sent 


there  at  the  expense  of  the  State.  And  yet,  what  are  we  to 
do?  Ignore  them  altogether,  and  miss  the  best  opportunities 
we  have,  to  make  our  products  known  to  the  world  ?  With 
all  the  drawbacks  of  the  Paris  Exposition,  with  the  money 
squandered  by  the  men  who  were  sent  there,  aud  who  spent  it 
to  have  a  good  time,  and  a  spree  in  French  champagne,  in- 
stead of  looking  after  the  interests  of  the  State,  as  was  their 
plain  duty;  still  it  has  done  some  good  in  advertising  our 
products,  and  the  main  industries  of  the  State,  and  we  see  its 
fruits  already.  The  Pan-American  Exposition  is  close  before 
us;  shall  we  let  this  grand  opportunity  slip  without  an 
effort?  I  say,  no  !  But  instead  of  Foote,  Runyon,  Truman, 
and  their  tail-ends,  Gaskill,  Emlay,  M'Neil,  let  us  send  men 
there  who  know  what  they  are  doing,  like  Mills,  Filcher,  and 
others  who  can  certainly  be  found,  and  who  will  do  their 
duty  to  the  State  and  its  products.  Mistakes  are  often  made, 
and  to  send  such  men  to  the  Paris  Exposition,  was  certainly  a 
glaring  one;  they  were  appointed  by  the  Governor  according 
to  a  political  pull.  Let  them  go  down  to  the  ignominy  they 
so  richly  deserve.  And  here  let  me  say,  that  grandiloquent 
M.  De  Young  also  had  not  a  word  to  say  in  favor  of  California 
wines,  when  at  that  great  banquet  they  feasted  him  solely  on 
French  champagne.  But  let  us  learn  from  our  mistakes;  let 
us  send  men  there,  not  political  figureheads;  and  it  certainly 
can  not  be  difficult  to  find  them.  We  must  make  this  State 
known,  and  its  manifold  resources  and  products,  and  bring 
immigrants  here  to  help  develop  them.  The  railroad,  by  the 
reduction  of  fares  from  the  East,  are  doing  their  share;  let  us 
do  ours,  and  they  will  surely  come. 

MR.    BRUOK   ON   GRAFTING   VINES. 

As  to  the  controversy  between  Mr.  Bruck  and  Laferriere, 
about  bench-grafting,  or  budding  and  grafting  the  vine  with 
green  shoots  during  the  summer,  I  have  nothing  to  say,  but 
I  have  tried  both  of  these  latter  methods,  and  did  not  suc- 
ceed. My  impression  is,  that  our  summers  are  too  hot  and 
dry,  to  make  them  successful  here.  But  I  must  remind  Mr. 
Bruck,  that  bench-grafting  originated  in  France;  that  the 
practice  was  transplanted  here  by  Prof.  Hayne  and  resulted 
in  a  dismal  failure  on  the  same  grounds  which  Mr.  Bruck  now 
manages;  and  led  to  the  failure  of  the  first  season  at  Mr. 
Schoenwald's,  who  followed  his  directions  implicitly.  So  it 
will  not  do  to  turn  against  French  methods,  and  ignore  their 
value,  in  a  defense  of  bench-grafting.  The  real  point  at  issue 
is,  that  he  tries  to  show,  that  bench-grafting  is  cheaper  and 
more  successful,  than  grafting  in  vineyard,  and  here  I  beg  to 
differ  and  dispute  his  figures;  while  I  will  grant  them  for 
bench-grafting,  for  the  sake  of  argument.  Net  results,  accord- 
ing to  his  own  statement,  6.5  per  cent,  which  makes  them  cost 
58.75  per  1000.  I  must  say  that  I  do  not  understand  Mr. 
Bruck's  figuring  on  planting  and  grafting  in  the  field. 

Taking  his  pet  variety,  Rupestris  St.  George,  for  a 
basis,  of  which  it  is  claimed,  (and  justly  so,  I  believe,  that 
every  cutting  will  grow),  I  see  no  use  in  planting  rooted 
vines,  which  he  estimates  at  $25.00  per  1000,  I  would  certainly 
plant  cuttings  No.  2,  of  which  the  universal  price  has  been 
$10.00  per  1000,  while  cuttings  No.  3,  at  $7.00  per  1000, 
would  very  likely  answer  the  same  purpose.  Cutting  out  buds 
on  the  cuttings  when  planting,  below  the  ground,  to  prevent 
suckering,  may  cost  $2.00  pea  1000.  We  need  no  cutting  of 
roots,  because  there  are  none  formed.  Grafting  and  covering 
in  field  the  second  season,  may  cost  $10.00,  not  $18.50,  as  Mr. 
Bruck  asserts.  Cloth  for  tying  we  do  not  need,  if  the  stocks 
are  strong  enough  to  hold  the  scions  firmly..  Scions,  50  cts. 
Result,  90  per  cent.  Now,  we  will  see  how  this  stands,  as 
compared  with  bench-grafting.

Added  to  this,  the  junctions  are  above  ground  in  vine- 
yard grafting,  no  necessity  to  rub  off  the  non-resistant  roots 
in  nursery  or  vineyard,  and  the  greater  vigor  of  the  plant; 
established  on  its  own  roots  at  once;  less  trouble  and  labor  in 
planting  cuttings  instead  of  rooted  vines,  and  an  earlier  crop. 
Or  will  Mr.  Bruck  try  to  persuade  us  that  a  graft  on  a  cutting, 
transplanted  several  times,  will  be  as  strong  and  vigorous  as 
one  established  at  once,  on  its  own  roots?     Here  let  us  rest.

Important  Wine  Deal. 

AN  important  trade  has  been  made  in  wine  circles  whereby 
the  controlling  interest  in  the  Cloverdale  Wine  Com- 
pany has  been  secured  by  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony.  The 
Cloverdale  Winery  is  the  largest  in  this  section  and  has  been 
doing  a  large  business  for  years.  The  number  of  shares  pur- 
chased by  the  colony  people  is  four  hundred,  leaving  only  one 
hundred  shares  on  the  outside.  While  no  definite  announce- 
ment has  yet  been  made  by  the  Colony  people  it  is  learned  on 
good  authority,  however,  that  many  improvements  will  follow 
under  the  new  management. 

The  Colony  is  becoming  a  potent  factor  in  the  wine  in- 
terests of  this  county.  Besides  the  large  winery  at  Asti  they 
also  have  a  branch  at  Fulton,  and,  with  the  controlling  interest 
in  the  Cloverdale  Winery,  they  will  practically  control  the 
wine  interests  of  this  section.  The  colony  people  are  wide- 
awake and  enterprising  and  have  done  much  towards  advanc- 
ing the  wine  interests  of  the  State. 

Cloverdale  people  have  always  had  pleasant  relation  with 
the  colony  and  they  will  be  glad  that  the  same  relationship 
will  prevail,  only  nearer  home.  The  formal  transfer  of  the 
stock  will  not  be  made  until  the  annual  meeting  of  the  com- 
pany iu  July. — Cloverdale  Reveille.

How  many 
had  been  led  by  the  advertising  statements  of  the  wine- 
growers to  personally  make  a  test  that  is  sure  to  prove  con- 
vincing? 

Despite  all  the  efforts  of  the  American  wine-growers  they 
had  continued  to  consume  the  wines  to  which  they  had  been 
accustomed  and  which  they  saw  regularly  advertised.  They 
had  to  be  weaned — and  let  us  hope  that  this  banquet  has 
weaned  them.  We  know  it  has  done  more  to  that  end  than 
any  other  single  effort.

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Recent  Treasury  and  Revenue  Rulings. 

Transportation  Act  for  Honolulu. 

An  Act  to  extend  the  privileges  provided  by  an  Act  entitled 
"An  Act  to  amend  the  statutes  in  relation  to  the  immedi- 
ate transportation  of  dutiable  goods,  and  for  other  pur- 
poses," approved  June  10th,  1880,  as  amended. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That 
the  privileges  of  immediate  transportation,  as  provided  by  an 
Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  amend  the  statutes  in  relation  to  the 
immediate  transportation  of  dutiable  goods,  and  for  other  pur- 
poses," approved  June  10,  1800,  as  amended  by  an  Act  en- 
titled "An  Act  to  amend  an  Act  entitled  'An  Act  to  amend  the 
statutes  in  relation  to  the  immediate  transportation  of  dutiable 
goods,  and  for  other  purposes,'  "  approved  February  23,  1887, 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  extended  to  the  port  of  Houolulu, 
Territory  of  Hawaii. 

Distilled  Spirits. 

Packages  containing  distilled  spirits  must  be  so   marked   as   to   show   the 
kind  of  spirits  as  known  to  the  trade. 

Treasury  Department, 
Office  of  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue, 

Washington,  D.  C,  February  15,  1901. 

Gentlemen:  I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter,  addressed  to 
the  Honorable  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  on  the  4th  instant, 
and  referred  to  this  office  for  reply,  in  which  you  ask  whether 
there  is  any  existing  law  that  inhibits  the  use  of  a  label  with 
a  foreign  garb  on  domestic  productions  calculated  to  deceive 
the  public  as  to  their  origin." 

In  reply,  you  are  informed  that  no  general  provision  is 
found  in  the  statutes  prohibiting  the  use  of  such  labels;  nor 
is  any  provision  found  relating  to  any  particular  class  of 
articles  which  (except  by  implication)  prohibits  their  use. 

Provision  is  made  in  section  11  of  the  tariff  act  of  July 
24,  1897,  against  the  importation  of  merchandise  "which 
shall  copy  or  simulate  the  name  or  trade-mark  of  any  domestic 
manufacture  or  manufacturer,  or  which  shall  bear  a  name  or 
mark,  which  is  calculated  to  induce  the  public  to  believe  that 
the  article  is  manufactured  in  the  United  States."  But  this 
provision  it  will  be  noted,  is  aimed  against  foreign  imitation 
of  domestic  articles,  and  not  against  domestic  imitation  of 
foreign  articles. 

Under  the  internal  revenue  laws,  however,  many  of  the 
articles  subject  to  tax  are  required  to  be  so  marked,  branded 
and  stamped  that  their  identity  as  domestic  articles  is  fully 
established.  This  is  notably  so  as  to  distilled  spirits  (which 
I  infer  from  your  letter  to  be  the  article  to  which  your  inquiry 
has  special  reference)  where  such  spirits  are  contained  in 
original  packages,  or  are  bottled  in  bond,  in  both  of  which 
cases  stamps  and  brands  showing  the  name  of  the  distiller  and 
district  are  required  to  be  affixed.  As  to  spirits  contained  in 
rectifiers'  and  wholesale  liquor  dealers'  packages  of  five  or 
more  gallons  each,  the  stamps  and  brands  required,  while  not 
showing  the  name  of  the  person  by  whom  and  the  place  where 
the  spirits  were  distilled,  show  by  whom  and  where  the  spirits 
were  rectified  or  recasked,  and,  in  addition,  the  "particular 
name  of  such  spirits  as  known  to  the  trade."  (Sec.  3320  and 
3323,  Rev.  Stat.,  as  amended;  and  regulations  series  7,  No.  7 
pp.  157-160.) 

The  proper  designation  of  the  spirits  is  likewise  required 
to  be  marked  on  the  distillers'  original  packages  (sec.  3287, 
Rev.  Stat.,  as  amended).  With  reference  to  the  penal  provis- 
ions of  the  law  applicable  to  the  cases  above  referred  to, 
attention  is  called  to  section  3323,  Revised  Statutes,  as 
amended  by  the  Act  of  July  16,  1892,  which  provides: 

And  every  rectifier  or  wholesale  dealer  who  refuses  or  will- 
fully neglects  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  this  act  *  *  *  as  to 
marking  .branding,  or  stamping,  in  accordance  with  law  and  regulations 
made  in  pursuance  thereof,  the  packages  of  spirits  filled  on  his  premises 
as  aforesaid,  shall,  for  each  such  offense,  be  fined  not  less  than  two  hun- 
dred dollars  or  more  than  one  thousand  dollars. 

Also  to  section  3289,  which  provides: 
All  distilled  spirits  found  in  any  cask  or  package  containing  five  gal- 
lons or  more,   without  having  thereon  each   mark  and  stamp   required 
therefor  by  law,  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  United  Mates. 


Also  to  section  3326,  Revised  Statutes,  which  provides: 

Whenever  any  person  changes  or  alters  any  stamp,  mark,  or  brand  on 
any  cask  or  package  containing  distilled  spirits  *  *  *  he  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  for  every  cask  or  package  on 
which  the  stamp  or  mark  is  so  changed  or  altered,  or  which  is  so  fraudu- 
lently used,  -and  shall  be  fined  for  each  such  offense  not  lessvthan  one 
hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  and  imprisoned  not 
less  than  one  month  nor  more  than  one  year. 

Also  to  section  3449,  Revised  Statutes,  which  provides: 

Whenever  any  person  ships,  transports,  or  removes  any  spirituous  or 
fermented  liquors  or  wines,  under  any  other  than  the  proper  name  or 
brand  known  to  the  trade  as  designating  the  kind  and  quality  of  the  con- 
tents of  the  cask  or  package  containing  the  same,  or  cause  such  act  to  be 
done,  he  shall  forfeit  said  liquors  or  wines,  and  the  casks  and  packages, 
and  be  subject  to  pay  a  fine  of  five  hundred  dollars. 

The  term  "package"  as  used  in  the  foregoing  section 
(3449)  includes  every  box,  or  barrel,  or  other  receptacle,  into 
which  distilled  spirits  have  been  placed  for  shipment  or  re- 
moval, either  in  quantity  or  in  separate  small  packages,  as 
bottles  or  jugs.  (United  States  v.  132  Packages  of  Spirituous 
Liquors  and  Wines,  76  Fed.  Rep.,  364.) 

While  the  foregoing  provisions  of  law  do  not,  in  terms, 
prohibit  the  use  of  spurious  labels,  such  as  you  refer  to,  it  is 
clear  that  their  substitution  or  use  in  place  of  the  required 
marks  or  brands  would  be  in  violation  of  these  provisions, 
and  would  subject  the  person  so  using  the  same  to  the  pen- 
alties imposed.  Any  such  violation  should  be  at  once  reported 
to  this  office  for  prosecution.

New  Distillery  Regulations. 

Treasury  Department, 
Office  of  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue, 

Washington,  D.  O,  February  23,  1901. 

To  Collectors  of  Internal  Revenue  and  Others: 

Section  3255  of  the  Revised  Statutes  as  amended  by  an 
Act  approved  February  4,  1901,  reads  as  follows: 

Sec.  3255.  The  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  may  exempt  distillers  of  brandy  made 
exclusively  from  apples,  peaches,  grapes,  pears,  pineapples,  oranges, 
apricots,  berries,  prunes,  figs,  or  cherries  from  any  provision  of  this  title 
relating  to  the  manufacture  of  spirits,  except  as  to  the  tax  thereon,  when 
in  his  judgment  it  may  seem  expedient  to  do  so. 

By  virtue  of  the  authority  contained  in  said  section,  as 
amended,  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  does  hereby  ex- 
empt distillers  of  brandy  from  figs  or  cherries  from  the  same 
provisions  of  law  from  which  distillers  of  brandy  made  ex- 
clusively from  apples,  peaches,  grapes,  pears,  pineapples, 
oranges,  apricots,  berries,  or  prunes  have  heretofore  been 
exempted,  as  set  forth  in  Supplement  No.  1,  issued  June  22, 
1896,  to  Internal  Revenue  Regulations,  No.  7,  revised  Febru- 
ary 19,  1895. 

Distillers  who  have  qualified  for  the  current  bonded  year, 
before  proceeding  to  distill  either  figs  or  cherries,  must 
further  qualify  by  giving  a  new  notice  on  Form  27|,  and  must 
give  a  new  bond  on  Form  30J.  The  new  notice  and  bond 
must  provide  for  the  use  of  said  new  fruits  in  addition  to 
those  printed  in  the  forms. 

A  new  survey  must  also  be  made  in  such  cases  in  which 
the  spirit-producing  capacities  of  the  different  conditions  of 
figs  and  cherries  will  be  ascertained  and  reported,  and  for 
that  purpose  cherries  may  be  classified  with  apples,  peaches, 
pears,  or  apricots,  and  figs  may  be  classified  with  grapes. 

In  all  notices  and  bonds  heretofore  given,  and  in  all  re- 
ports of  surveys  hereafter  made  upon  the  blank  forms  now  in 
use,  the  names  of  the  new  fruits  must  be  inserted  after  the 
names  of  the  fruits  named  in  said  instrument.  Similar 
changes  must  also  be  made  in  such  cases  in  the  distillers' 
records  and  returns.

Hybrid  Vines  in  Austria. 

THE  Austrian  Ministry  of  Agriculture  is  giving  a  good  deal 
of  attention  to  propagating  hybrids  of  American  and 
American-European  vines.  Such  hybrids  are  not  only  sup- 
posed to  be  the  most  suitable  stocks  for  lime  soil  in  general, 
but  are  also,  on  account  of  their  near  relationship,  better 
adapted  to  serve  as  stocks  for  the  rather  delicate  scions  of 
highly  improved  species  than  the  common  non-resistant  vines 
of  American  origin,  which  have  been  heretofore  used  for  the 
purpose. 

The  ministry  also  imported  last  spring  from  France  a 
quantity  of  newly  propagated  hybrids  of  which  there  had 
previously  been  but  very  few  or  no  specimens  at  all  in  Austria. 
As  the  board  of  agriculture  had  recommended  that  every 
precaution  be  taken  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  the  much 
dreaded  "black  rot,"  the  vines  were  sent  to  SchardiDg,  iu 
Upper  Austria,  a  district  in  which  wine  is  not  produced.  The 
fact  that  the  president  of  the  Imperial  Royal  Agricultural 
Society  of  Upper  Austria  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Minis- 
try of  Agriculture  a  suitable  tract  of  hind  for  a  buarantine 
nursery  greatly  aided  the  enterprise.  The  soil  was  well  pre- 
pared and  manured,  and  much  care  has  been  bestowed  on  the 
vines.  The  results  obtained  have  been  most  satisfactory,  the 
plants  having  thrived  beyond  expectation. 

This  nursery  contains  at  present  twenty  thousand  hardy 
specimens  of  thirteen  different  American  and  French-Ameri- 
can varieties  of  hybrids.  In  the  spring  of  1901,  they  will  be 
distributed  for  trial  in  the  various  grape-growing  districts. 

The  confidence  of  the  Austrian  growers  in  these  trial 
vines  has  been  greatly  increased  by  the  fact  the  bacteriolog- 
ical department  of  the  agricultural  experiment  station  in 
Vienna  announces  that  it  has  made  several  careful  exam- 
inations of  the  nursery  in  the  course  of  the  season,  and  found 
it  entirely  free  from  black  rot. 

High  License  at  Suisun. 

A  DISPATCH  from  Suisun  under  date  of  March  21st, 
says:  "At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Town  Trustees 
Tuesday  night,  an  ordinance  was  introdued  increasing  the 
license  of  retail  liquor  dealers  to  $75  a  month.  The  liquor 
dealers  at  present  pay  a  license  of  only  five  dollars.  There 
are  now  twelve  places  in  town  where  liquor  is  sold  at  retail, 
and  the  high  license  will  probably  close  all  but  three  or  four 
of  them."

the  French  and  is  generally  the 
name  given  to  the  abortiveness  of  the 
flower  of  the  grapevine,  which  falls  with- 
out forming  fruit. 
There  are  two  kinds  of  "coulure,"  the  climatic  and  the 
constitutional.  Both  result  from  different  causes  and  appear 
under  different  forms,  and  damage  the  future  grape  crop  more 
or  less.  They  are  caused  by  spring  frosts,  or  by  meteorolog- 
ical changes  during  the  spring,  which  stop  the  development 
of  the  embryo  of  the  flower,  or  by  a  lack  of  sap  which  gener- 
ally becomes  a  constitutional  disease  and  often  produces  cryp- 
togamic  diseases. 

The  climatic  "coulure"  results  from  exterior  causes  en- 
tirely independent  from  the  plant,  as  the  defectuous  constitu- 
tion of  the  soil  and  the  meteorological  changes  of  the  spring. 
It  exists  in  every  vineyard,  but  more  or  less,  according  to  the 
resistance  of  the  varieties  and  the  intensity  of  the  causes 
which  produce  it.  It  comprises  three  kinds  of  "coulure," 
towit:  The  coulure  of  the  embryo,  the  coulure  of  the  flower 
and  the  coulure  of  the  berry. 

The  coulure  of  the  embryo,  happens  at  the  first  develop- 
ment of  the  green  shoots,  before  blossoming,  and  is  caused  by 
the  cold  rains  of  spring,  the  damp  atmosphere  and  the  lack  of 
sunshine. 

The  coulure  of  the  flower  is  the  most  frequent  and  the 
most  to  fear,  for  the  future  crop  depends  on  the  normal  accom- 
plishment of  the  blossoming;  it  is  therefore  the  worst  of  the 
climatic  coulures.  It  may  happen  before  or  after  blossoming, 
but  generally  before,  and  is  caused  by  cold  weather  or  a  spring 
frost,  which  atrophy  the  organs  of  fecundation,  though  without 
killing  the  flower  entirely.  An  abortiveness  is  thus  produced, 
and  the  fruit,  which  the  flower  should  have  brought  forth  and 
which  should  have  followed  the  flower,  disappears. 

The  coulure  of  the  fruit,  does  not  happen  often,  but  causes 
great  damage  to  the  crop  when  it  does  (for  it  is  after  blossom- 
ing) and  when  the  climatic  conditions  of  the  spring  are  favor- 
able to  it.  It  may  immediately  follow  the  coulure  of  the  flower 
and  be  produced  as  soon  as  the  small  berries  are  formed.  It 
is  to  be  feared  as  long  as  the  small  and  tender  young  berries 
are  not  developed  enough  to  resist  the  inclemency  of 
the  weather.  This  is  the  critical  moment,  for,  if  the  climatic 
conditions  and  the  other  causes  already  mentioned  prevent  the 
normal  elaboration  of  the  nutrition  necessary  to  the  fruit's  de- 
velopment during  its  formation,  not  only  the  growth  of  the 
berry  is  stopped,  but  the  berry  itself  melts  and  quickly  dies 
from  the  lack  of  substantial  nutrition. 

These  three  kinds  of  climatic  coulure  are  produced  by 
about  the  same  causes:  they  can  exist  simultaneously  or  suc- 
cessively; their  ravages  may  be  small,  and  stopped  by  the 
coming  of  fine  weather.  The  causes  are  many,  viz:  The  tem- 
perature— humidity  of  the  atmosphere,  dryness  produced  by 
strong  winds;  the  climate — cold  weather,  heavy  rains,  spring 
frosts  and  especially  humidity  followed  by  heat;  the  nature  of 
the  soil  or  subsoil — their  humidity,  impermeability  and  pov- 
erty; the  process  of  cultivation — insufficient  cultivation  or 
tilling  of  soil,  or  leaving  poisonous  or  high  weeds  around  the 
vines;  the  process  of  plantation — planting  in  a  poor  soil  or  in 
a  soil  deficient  in  azote  or  minerals,  or  the  lack  of  proportion 
between  them,  or  the  lack  of  irrigation;  the  variety  of  grapes 
—some  varieties  are  more  or  less  hardy,  and,  therefore,  are 
more  or  less  subject  to  coulure. 

When  the  coulure  is  essentialy  climatic,  it  is  caused  by 
the  blowing  off  of  the  pollen  from  the  stamina  by  strong  winds, 
or  by  the  adherence  of  the  cap  of  the  petals  to  the  anthers  by 


or  by  the  dissolving  of  the  pollen  by  rain;  or  by  the 
breaking  of  the  fecund  ovules  by  heavy  rain  or  by  hail;  or  by 
the  reaction  produced  by  a  hot  sun  followed  by  a  cold  wind 
and  cold  weather,  which  stops  the  flow  of  the  sap;  or,  vice 
versa,  by  a  fog  followed  by  a  hot  sun,  which  develops  a  rapid 
growth  and  increases  the  flow  of  the  sap  too  rapidly  for  the 
leaves  to  elaborate  it  easily.  This  coulure  is  also  best  devel- 
oped in  countries  where  humidity  follows  heat,  where  climatic 
changes  happen  suddenly  and  are  prevalent,  and  in  warm  lo- 
calities, low  and  near  the  sea  coast. 

As  the  flower  follows  the  embryo,  and  the  fruit  follows 
the  flower,  and  as  both  do  not  exist  simultaneously,  the  right 
definition  of  the  climatic  coulure  is:  The  cause  which  pre- 
vents the  flower  from  being  normally  formed  and  the  fruit 
from  setting,  and  the  cause  which  makes  the  berries  drop  or 
disappear  before  they  are  formed. 

The  climatic  coulure  is  not  transmissible  or  contagious,  it 
is  only  accidental;  therefore,  it  is  easy  to  remedy  all  its 
causes  by  neutralizing  their  nefarious  effect  on  the  flower  and 
on  the  fecundation  and  formation  of  the  fruit. 

The  best  and  only  practical  remedy  is  to  employ  pow 
dered  sulphur  before  blossoming.  The  operation  is  done  like 
for  Oidium,  or  "powdered  mildew,"  and  its  effect  is  the  same. 
Another  remedy,  but  very  long,  tedious  and  costly  (at  least  it 
would  be  so  in  California,  where  labor  is  high  and  time  is 
money,)  is  the  girdling  of  the  vine  when  in  blossom.  This  gird- 
ling, or  circular  incision,  consists  of  removing  a  ring  of  bark 
an  inch  wide  from  the  branch  of  the  last  year's  wood,  and 
must  be  done  every  year.  It  has  for  effect  to  stop  the  flow  of 
the  sap,  mature  the  grapes  fifteen  days  sooner,  increase  the  size 
of  the  berries  and  the  quantity  of  juice  which  becomes  then 
much  richer  in  sacharine  matter.  But,  although  this  remedy 
has  been  championed  first  by  its  inventor,  Buchat,  in  1744, 
and  20  and  15  years  ago  by  such  authorities  as  Dr.  Guyot  and 
de  Follenay,  who  invented  special  shears  to  perform  the  opera- 
tion quickly  and  to  greatly  reduce  the  expenses  (for  he  claim- 
ed that  any  man  handy  with  shears  can  girdle  from  4,000  to 
5,000  branches  in  a  day),  it  is  not  advisable,  because  it  is  often 
injurious  to  the  vine,  especially  in  a  hot  climate. 

The  constitutional  coulure  is  caused  only  by  the  constitu- 
tion of  the  flowers,  that  is,  by  the  imperfection  of  their  organs 
of  reproduction — whence  its  name.  It  is  due  to  the  plant 
itself  and  is  brought  forth  by  the  bad  or  anormal  form  of  the 
sexual  organs  of  the  flower  at  each  blossoming,  and  prevents  a 
good  fecundation.  It  is  more  frequent  in  the  genus  vitis 
amongst  the  wild  varieties  than  among  the  cultivated  ones. 
Its  effects  are  the  same  as  those  of  the  climatic  coulure  and 
fatal  to  the  crop,  and,  like  the  climatic  coulure,  it  has  no 
"home;"  that  is,  it  may  effect  one  vine,  when  another  of  the 
same  variety  and  next  to  it  will  be  indemned.  It  is  propaga- 
ted by  cuttings,  rooted  vines  and  buds,  and  is  not  contagious 
by  other  ways. 

Some  vines  have  only  male  flowers,  others  only  female, 
while  some  others  have  flowers  of  both  sexes;  but  the  normal 
or  perfect  flower  of  the  cultivated  grape  vine  is  hermaphrodite 
or  pistillate,  a  self  impregnating  flower  with  erect  stamina,  that 
is,  a  flower  which  can  produce  fruit  by  itself.  This  hermaph- 
rodite flower  is,  as  Prof.  Foex  calls  it,  the  "typical  flower"  of 
the  vitis  vinifera  variety.  Other  flowers  become  unisexual 
only  by  the  normal  conformation  of  a  part  of  their  sexual  or- 
gans. The  abnormal  flower,  says  Foex,  "is  rendered  sterile  by 
the  defect  of  its  own  constitution.  This  defect  is  the  result  of 
a  defectuous  disposition  of  certain  parts  of  the  flower,  and  of 
its  irregular  conformation  which  prevents  it  from  fecunding  it- 
self and  forcibly  renders  it  fruitless."  This  flower  is  called  in 
France  "coularde,"  as  it  is  essentially  constitutional  and  the 
main  cause  of  the  constitutional  coulure. 

The  staminate  or  male  flower  is  characterized  by  a  lack  of 
pistil,  the  great  length  of  the  stamina  and  the  avortment  of 
the  ovules.  It  is,  therefore,  always  non-bearing,  for  the  pistil 
is  the  part  that  developes  into  grapes,  unless  one  or  more  of 
the  ovules  within  it  have  been  impregnated  by  a  pollen  grain. 

The  female  flower  is  characterized  by  its  stamina,  which, 
are  shorter  than  the  ovules,  and,  like  the  male,  is  fruitless,  un- 
less it  is,  by  accident,  impregnated  by  a  pollen  grain  coming 
from  another  flower.

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When  the  coulure  is  constitutional,  the  vine  becomes  less 
productive,  and  its  hermaphrodite  flowers  are  changed  into 
polygamic  flowers.  There  is  no  immediate  or  direct  remedy 
for  this  coulure;  the  only  one  (I  mean  the  practical  one)  is  to 
dig  out  the  "coulardes,"  that  is,  the  vines  that  are  effected  with 
the  constitutional  coulure,  and  replace  them  with  selected  cut- 
tiugs  taken  from  vines  having  only  hermaphrodite  or  perfectly 
formed  flowers. 

The  scientific  remedy,  which  deserves  to  be  mentioned 
here,  consists  of  emasculating  and  cross-polinating  the  flowers. 
Professors  Millardet  and  de  Grasset  have  proved  that  in  cross- 
es amongst  vines,  the  variety  used  for  pollination  is  the  one 
that  transmits  it*  hardness;  and  Prof.  Newton  B.  Pierce  (so 
well  known  in  California)  followed  the  same  theory  in  1893 
and  applied  it  to  the  Muscat  of  Alexandria  and  the  Gordo 
Blanco  of  the  San  Joaquin  valley.  He  made  a  cross  between 
the  Malaga  and  Muscatel  by  emasculating  and  pollinating 
Muscatel  flowers  with  Malaga  pollen.  The  following  year,  en- 
couraged by  the  experiments  and  success  obtained,  he  emas- 
culated and  cross-poliuated  about  20,000  grape  flowers.  The 
reasons  the  Malaga  was  selected  by  Prof.  Pierce  were,  that  the 
Malaga  is  exceedingly  thrifty  and  very  hardy,  and  that  (as  he 
says)  "its  root  system  will  support  the  vine  in  sandy  soils, 
where  the  Muscat  would  die.  The  vine  always  sets  a  full 
bunch.  Besides  the  Malaga  is  free  from  coulure."  The  wood 
of  the  seedlings  thus  obtained  can  be  planted  like  cuttings,  or 
grafted  into  mature  vines. 

As  we  lose  largely  every  year  through  the  coulure  of  the 
grape,  and  as  the  season  when  coulure  manifests  itself  will 
soon  be  at  hand,  I  think  grape-growers  should  try  to  reduce 
the  ravages  of  this  disease  to  a  minimum,  and  hope  that  what 
I  have  said  above  will  help  some  of  them  to  that  end.

EMBERS  from  Russia  of  the  Inter- 
national Jury  on  Wines  at  the  Paris 
Exposition  are  Prince  Galitzine  and  Count 
Trubetzkoy .  They  banqueted  their  brother 
jurors  in  September.    The  wine  list  at  that 
Lucullean  dinner  started  with  Oporto  Royal,  1815,  and  next 
was  sherry  1754. 

Some,  doubtless,  may  shake  their  heads  at  these  figures. 
As  to  the  sherry,  the  writer  can  make  a  few,  perhaps  convincing 
remarks. 

The  oldest  shipping  house  in  Zerezde  la  Frontera  (Pedro 
Domecq),  was  established  in  1730. 

Early  in  the  '60s  of  that  century,  the  writer,  a  friend  of 
the  heads  of  that  house  (fourth  and  fifth  generations),  was  a 
familiar  visitor  at  their  bodegas.  These  wine  warehouses  con- 
tained a  stock  of  ever  so  many  vintages  aud  soleras  (mother 
wines)  of  a  value  of  several  millions  of  dollars.  On  one  occa- 
sion he  tasted  of  the  old  nectars,  preserved  in  large  casks, 
hoary  with  age,  in  the  compartment  of  one  bodega,  the  oldest 
of  all  wines.  Some  of  these  were  vintaged  not  many  years 
after  the  foundation  of  the  house,  that  then  had  the  name  of 
Haurie,  an  uncle  of  Domecq's,  also  long  dead.  Of  these  wines 
which,  at  the  first  Napoleon's  time,  were  very  old,  the  emperor 
and  his  marshals  partook  on  the  spot. 

When  early  last  summer  the  writer,  on  his  trip  to  Spain, 
visited  the  descendants  of  his  late  friend,  P.  Domecq,  and 
their  bodegas,  he  did  not  again  taste  those  arch-veteran  wines. 
But  there  were  the  same  venerable  casks  I  had  known  thirty- 
five  and  more  years  ago.  There  were  in  the  cathedral-like 
bodegas  also  the  many  tierces  of  soleras  as  of  old.  Several  of 
the  lofty  buildings  held  butts  by  the  thousands  of  criaderas 
and  young  wine  parcels. 

That  the  oldest  wines  of  all,  of  which  I  spoke,  are  still  in 
their  former  and  primeval  condition  goes  without  tasting. 

This  will  appear  logical  on  reading  my  remarks  that  reply 
to  the  query:  How  can  the  originality  of  the  old  and  archi- 
old  wines  be  maintained,  instead  of  long  ago  being  reduced  to 
small  remnants,  or  having  disappeared  altogether  by  evapor- 
ation ? 

For  preserving  the  absolute  identity  of  age,  quality  and  all 
characteristics  of  vintages  and  mother  wines  in  the  Xerez 
bodegas,  one  system  has  been  followed:  This  is,  that  the 
small  proportions  for  shipping  uses,  drawn  once  a  year  from 
the  oldest  wines  and  also  the  quantity  that  had  evaporated,  be 
resupplied  from  the  next  oldest  solera  and  so  on  in  turn,  down 
from  criadera  to  the  youngest  solera,  and  from  young  vin- 
tages to  criadera.  The  latter  are  select  wines  maturing  on 
for  such  service.  From  the  correct  selection  of  these  depends, 
in  a  sense,  the  fate  of  the  soleras. 

The  least  error  may  cause  the  degradation  of  a  parcel,  and 
the  consequent  loss  in  value. 

Having  tasted,  for  practical  purposes,  a  great  number  of 
samples  drawn  from  many  parcels  in  Domecq's  different  bode- 
gas (and  stopping  at  an  1810  sherry  as  the  limit,  for  use  in 
Washington),  I  could  readily  judge  that  the  topmost  of  all 
their  wines  are  in  unimpaired  condition  at  the  old  spot,  to 
serve  yet  for  generations. 

The  taste  of  some  of  the  very  oldest  wines  is  of  such  a 
generous  nature  that  the  small  glass  you  have  the  good  fortune 
to  sip  will  be  a  thing  long  to  be  remembered.  Other  wines  of 
such  enormous  age  are  heavy,  substantial,  condensed  to  a 
degree,  and  not  exactly  the  idea  of  potability  for  the  gourmand. 

Vastly  different  from  sherries  of  an  abnormal  age  kept 
in  the  wood,  are  such  which  for  forty  or  fifty  years  have  been 
kept  in  bottles.  Deprived  of  the  access  of  air,  they  could  not 
change  their  condition  nor  grow  in  age.     But  in  the  bottle  all 


component  molecules  of  the  wines  have  become  a  most  perfect 
amalgam,  and  every  drop  of  them  must  appear  to  the  palate 
the  acme  of  what  can  be  produced  in  the  shape  of  a  generous 
wine. 

Here  I  may  remark,  that  ancient  madeiras,  kept  in  private 
cellars  (and  which  we  read  in  the  papers  sometimes  change 
hands  at  fancy  prices  in  this  country),  give  at  the  festive  board 
similar  delight.  In  their  nature  both  the  island  wines  and 
ancient  sherries  are  alike.  I  think  most  of  such  grand  old 
madeiras  can  readily  be  matched  right  in  this  city  at  mode9t 
prices.     The  clew  I  can  give  to  whom  it  interests. 

Doubtless  the  sherry  at  the  Russian  jurors'  banquet  in 
Paris  was  an  Amontillado  which  may  have  been  kept  any 
number  of  years  in  bottles.  Even  if  the  figure  1754  may  have 
been  a  few  decades  antedated,  I  do  not  doubt  its  antiq- 
uity. As  later  reported,  that  1754  sherry  served  at  the  ban- 
quet, turned  out  decomposed  in  the  bottles  and  unfit  to  be 
served.  A  severe  lesson  to  be  drawn  from  this  fact:  watch 
over  your  wine.  See  that  the  contents  of  bottles  be  refreshed 
after  many  years.     Watch  the  corks. 

French  (and  English)  gentlemen  are  as  proud  of  their 
wine  cellars,  and  as  fond  of  extraordinary  wines  hoarded  up 
as  ladies  are  of  diamonds. 

As  I  mentioned  the  wine  name — Amontillado — I  may 
remark  that  that  class  of  sherry  is  generally  dry,  although 
some  Amontillados  have  received  an  addition  of  Pedro  Xime- 
nez  sweetening  wine;  but  in  the  latter  case  both — the  moder- 
ate proportion  of  the  latter  and  the  Amontillado  straight- 
must  have  been  old,  and  an  absolute  amalgam  during  many 
years  of  storage  taken  place. 

Amontillados  are  the  most  delicate,  fragrant  and  finest 
sherries,  which,  in  their  first  years,  already  are  distinguished 
by  their  aroma.  This,  as  years  pass  over  these  wines,  becomes 
the  richest  bouquet,  which  is  felt  not  only  by  the  olfactory 
organs,  but  by  being  expressed  in  the  taste  of  the  wine;  also 
by  the  palate.  Sherries,  in  the  district  of  production,  are 
valued  and  bought  by  the  flavor  of  their  etherous  expression. 
This  intuitively  guides  the  connoisseur  as  to  how  the  wine 
ought  to  taste. — F.  Pohndorff,  Washington,  D.  0. 


Bradley  Predicts  High  Prices. 

IN  speaking  of  the  phenomenal  advance  in  the  prices  of 
whiskies  held  by  his  Company,  Edson  Bradley,  President 
of  the  Kentucky  Distilleries  and  Warehouse  Company,  had 
the  following  to  say  in  Louisville,  recently: 

"  Prices  advanced  because  the  conditions  of  the  market 
warranted  it.  I  anticipate  a  further  advance  in  all  fine  whis- 
kies. It  will  not  surprise  me  to  see  some  Kentucky  bourbons 
go  to  $1.25  per  gallon — in  fact,  some  are  selling  at  and  above 
that  figure  now. 

"There  is  a  shortage  of  Kentucky  whiskies  in  bond.  That 
accounts  for  the  strong  condition  of  the  market.  Whisky  con' 
sumption  is  steadily  on  the  increase,  and  the  shortage  in  cer 
tain  ages  buoys  up  the  market.  The  crop  made  by  the  Ken- 
tucky Distilleries  and  Warehouse  Company  will  not  be  much 
in  excess  of  12,000,000  gallons.  That  is  not  an  overproduc- 
tion, but  on  the  contrary  it  is  very  conservative."

Strikes  the  Wine  Industry  Hard. 

THE  recently  adjourned  Legislature  of  Missouri  pa- 
bill  aimed  at  the  California  wine  industry  and  the  Ken- 
tacky  and  Pennsylvania  distillers  that  is  not  only  unique  in  its 
scope,  but  has  every  characteristic  of  a  "cinch"  bill.  Tin- 
measure  places  a  prohibitive  tax  on  all  wines,  brandies  and 
spirituous  liquors  sold  in  the  State  of  Missouri,  but  exempts 
the  wines  produced  in  that  State  from  the  operations  of  the 
Act.     The  objectionable  feature  is  as  follows:

As  an  illustration  of  the  way  the  statute  would  operate,  it 
may  be  stated  that  a  fifty-gallon  barrel  of  California  wine 
must  pay  the  tax  an  average  of  three  times;  first,  when  it 
reaches  the  wholesale  consignee,  and  then  when  he  sells  it  to 
his  retailers,  and  a  final  tax  when  the  retailer  distributes  it. 
To  show  the  injustice  of  the  measure  it  is  only  necessary  to 
state  that  the  winemaker  in  Missouri  can  sell  his  wine  at  home 
or  in  other  States  without  paying  a  tax,  as  there  is  no  other 
commonwealth  in  which  such  a  tax  is  imposed. 

Ou  the  face  of  it  the  Act  looks  like  a  bald  defiance  of 
interstate  commerce  laws  and  customs,  and  sets  a  dangerous 
precedent.  If  Missouri  can  tax  the  wines  of  California  and 
other  States,  and  the  whiskies  of  Kentucky,  Pennsylvania  and 
Illinois,  other  States  can  do  the  same  thing  with  the  products 
of  Missouri,  exported  to  other  commonwealths.  For  instance, 
what  a  wail  of  anguish  would  arise  from  the  breweries  of  St. 
Louis,  if  the  Legislature  of  California  would  adopt  a  retal- 
iatory measure  taxing  Missouri  beer  out  of  this  great  market. 
Speaking  of  this  feature  of  the  case,  if  this  jug-handle  meas- 
ure proves  to  be  constitutional,  it  is  stated  that  the  wine  men 
of  this  State  and  elsewhere  will  take  steps  to  secure  retaliatory 
legislation,  and  in  such  efforts  they  would  have  the  unanimous 
support  of  the  brewers  of  every  State. 

The  men  who  have  millions  of  money  invested  in  the  wine 
industry  of  California  are  naturally  alarmed  at  this  deadly  blow 
at  them  iu  one  of  their  best  markets,  and  they  have  taken  active 
steps  to  induce  the  Governor  to  withhold  his  signature  from 
the  bill.  Every  liquor-prodncing  State  has  sent  appeals  to  the 
Executive,  and  the  result  was  the  postponement  of  the  signing 
for  thirty  days.  He  stated,  however,  that  if  the  bill  does 
become  a  law,  he  will  see  that  it  is  strictly  enforced.  An 
attorney  has  been  retained,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  Governor 
can  be  shown  the  impropriety  of  attaching  his  sign  manual  to 
the  bill. 

The  Missouri  Liquor  Dealers'  Association  is  preparing  to 
make  a  hard  fight  to  knock  out  the  discriminating  measure, 
and  is  sending  appeals  to  the  wine  and  liquor  men  of  the 
country  for  financial  assistance  iu  the  following  circular  letter:

France  Reduces  Wine  Tax. 

CONSUL  SKINNER  Bends  the  full, .wing  from  Marseille-, 
uuder  date  of  January  1,  11100:  "After  fifteen  years  of 
agitation  anew  law  became  effective  iu  France  on  January 
1st,  having  for  its  object  the  promotion  of  temperance.  The  gov- 
ernment measure  is  wholly  financial.  It  reduces  the  tax  upon 
wine,  cider  and  beer  classified  as  "hygienic  beverages,"  and 
at  the  same  time  increases  the  tax  upon  aloohoL  The  work 
has  been  seconded  by  local  authorities,  and  in  this  city  the 
hygieuic  beverages  will  benefit  by  a  total  reduction  of  §130 
per  hectoliter  of  26.41  gallons,  and  alcohol  will  pay  290  franos 
per  hectoliter,  as  against  156  francs,  an  increase  of  $12.35.  As 
the  wine  crop  has  been  abundant,  it  is  expected  that  the  law- 
will  enable  the  consumer  to  secure  a  very  substantial  reduction 
iu  the  price  of  the  common  red  wine  served  iu  all  French 
families,  and,  by  making  the  artificial  alcoholic /preparations 
more  expensive,  discourage  their  use. 

During  the  fifteen  years  mentioned,  a  steady  increase  of 
alcoholism  has  been  noted  among  a  people  naturally  temperate, 
and  even  now  leas  afflicted  with  drunkenness  in  its  brutal  forms 
than  must  nations.  The  beginning  of  this  condition  is  attrib- 
uted to  the  phylloxera,  which  suddenly  swept  off  the  French 
vines,  produced  a  scarcity  of  common  wine,  and  caused  the 
introduction  of  a  large  number  of  cheap  substitutes,  all  of 
them  heavily  alcoholic,  and  generally  termed  'aperitives." 

Mr.  Skinner  adds  that  the  professional  classes  of  France 
have  waged  an  uetive  campaign  against  these  "aperitives"  on 
the  ground  that  they  are  the  main  cause  of  the  inoroaoo  of 
intemperance,  and  have  urged  the  substitution  of  wine  upon 
the  theory  that  this  will  tend  ko  reduce  the  intemperate  use  of 
alcohol.  The  cultivation  of  the  vineyards  has  again  made 
pure  wine  plentiful,  and  the  working  classes  are  advised  to  use 
it  freely  to  the  exclusion  of  alcoholic  beverag. 


California  Wine  and  Brandy  Company. 

IT  is  stated  on  go  id  authority  that  the  California  Wine  and 
Brandy  Company,  the  principal  members  of  which  are 
I  <  (congressman  Thomas  J.  Cluuie,  R.  B.  Wallace  and  George 
H.  Halter,  now  controls  the  properties  of  the  St.  George 
Vineyard  Company.  These  properties  em brace  the 
George  Vineyard,  the  distillery  at  Antiooh  and  the  cellars  at 
Eighth  and  Braunan  streets.  It  is  safe  to  predict  that  the 
business  of  this  old-time  concern  will  be  greatly  extended  by 
reason  of  the  change. 
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Regular  Correspondence. 

LOS  ANGELES,  April  18.— The  saloon  men  of  this  city 
have  suffered  temporary  defeat  in  their  efforts  to  secure 
the  repeal  of  the  obnoxious  ordinance  providing  for  the  clos- 
ing of  saloons  on  Sundays.  False  to  their  ante  and  post  elec- 
tion promises  and  ignoring  the  wishes  of  a  vast  majority  of 
citizens  expressed  in  the  greatest  petition  ever  presented  to  that 
body,  a  majority  of  the  City  Council  voted  against  the  pro- 
posed repeal,  at  the  meeting  lield  on  the  8th  inst.  In  conse- 
quence, the  law,  with  all  its  unjust  discrimination,  will  remain 
in  full  force  and  effect  for  the  present. 

The  saloon  men  are  not  discouraged,  however,  and  already 
they  have  formulated  a  new  plan  of  campaign.  In  fact,  sev- 
eral plans  have  been  discussed,  although  the  one  that  meets 
with  the  most  general  favor  is  one  to  submit  the  matter  to  the 
voters  of  the  city  at  a  special  election,  and  let  the  majority 
decide  for  all  time  whether  Los  Angeles  shall  be  relegated  to 
the  status  of  an  over-grown  backwoods  village  or  take  place 
with  the  Twentieth  Century  prosperous  cities  of  the  West. 
They  are  entirely  willing  to  take  their  chances  on  a  popular 
vote,  and  will  abide  by  the  result  without  a  murmur. 

But  the  "  long  hairs"  are  in  arms  against  the  proposition. 
The  local  papers  are  deluged  with  communications  daily  from 
women  of  the  Carrie  Nation  variety  (and  a  few  of  their  male 
consorts),  protesting  against  the  proposition  with  all  the  vigor 
of  their  smoking  pens  and  vials  of  vitriol.  With  one  breath 
they  assert  that  such  an  election  would  be  useless;  that  an 
overwhelming  majority  of  the  people  hold  to  their  views,  and 
with  the  next  they  lay  bare  their  great  fears  that  they  would 
be  snowed  under  at  the  polls.  They  talk  about  the  useless 
expense  it  would  place  upon  the  city,  and  then  they  offer  as  a 
substitute  a  proposition  to  submit  the  question  of  no  license 
whatever  to  a  vote  of  the  people. 

Of  course  this  manifestly  absurd  offer  will  not  be  consid- 
ered by  the  saloon  men,  for  at  best  it  would  leave  the  matter 
in  exactly  the  same  status  that  it  is  now.  The  "long  hairs" 
do  not  purpose  to  include  Sunday  opening  in  their  proposi- 
tion; on  the  contrary,  they  expressly  state  that  under  no  con- 
dition shall  that  phase  of  the  controversy  enter  into  the  sug- 
gested election.  As  they  would  have  it,  the  vote  would  be 
simply  on  the  total  abolition  of  saloons,  and  place  Los  Angeles 
in  the  category  of  plague  spots. 

Quite  naturally  this  suggestion  presents  nothing  of  an 
alluring  nature  to  those  who  have  money  invested  in  the 
saloon  business  and  to  the  progressive  citizens  generally,  and, 
therefore,  it  will  be  given  no  consideration  whatever. 

The  assininity  of  the  Council — or  rather  some  of  its 
members — seems  to  be  fathomless,  for  now  it  is  purposed  to 
drive  every  wine  manufacturer  from  the  city  by  imposing  the 
prohibitive  tax  of  $50  a  month  on  each  winery.  Of  course, 
this  absurd  proposition  emanates  from  the  "long  hairs,"  as 
does  all  such  mischievous  legislation,  and  in  the  end  would 
be  declared  unconstitutional  by  the  courts;  but  it  is  easy  to 
foresee  the  vast  injury  the  passage  of  such  an  ordinance  would 


work  to  one  of  the  prime  industries  of  this  section.  Advo- 
cates of  the  measure  do  not  stop  to  consider  this;  in  their  blind 
fatuity  they  imagine  they  will  be  striking  another  blow  at  the 
liquor  traffic,  and  they  would  rejoice  over  the  uprooting  of 
every  vine  and  the  relapse  of  the  cultivated  slopes  to  barren 
wastes.  They  lack  intelligence  to  understand  that  driving  the 
wine  industry  out  of  the  city  will  have  no  effect  whatever  on 
the  saloon  business,  for  they  cannot  appreciate  the  difference 
between  a  manufacturing  industry  and  a  retail  trade,  so  it  is 
useless  to  attempt  to  reason  with  them.  The  most  effective 
argument  with  such  people  is  a  pair  of  brass  knuckles.  How- 
ever, every  business  interest  of  the  community  will  exert 
every  influence  to  prevent  the  Council  from  passing  the  ordi- 
nance, and  there  is  every  prospect  that  the  city  will  be  saved 
this  actual  disgrace. 

The  Council  is  not  enjoying  a  monopoly  of  assininity, 
however,  for  last  Tuesday  the  Police  Commissioners  took  a 
hand  and  showed  what  they  are  capable  of  accomplishing  in 
the  way  of  mischief  when  they  set  about  it  earnestly.  Chief 
of  Police  Elton  had  detailed  two  members  of  the  force  to  in- 
vestigate all  places  holding  restaurant  licenses  where  liquor  is 
also  dispensed,  to  report  upon  the  character  of  their  patronage. 
In  accorance  with  the  report  filed  by  the  policemen,  the  Com- 
missioners revoked  thirteen  licenses  on  the  ground  that  the 
restaurant  part  of  the  concerns  were  palpably  a  bluff. 

Now,  I  know  nothing  whatever  about  the  places  in  ques- 
tion, and  it  may  be  that  the  findings  of  the  investigators  were 
entirely  just,  but  my  faith  in  the  policemen's  veracity  is 
severely  wrenched  when  I  find  in  their  report  a  statement  re- 
garding the  underground  joint  I  found  occasion  to  refer  to  at 
considerable  length  in  my  letter  last  month.  The  report  says 
of  this  place:  "Fully  equipped  restaurant;  serves  mercan- 
tile lunch  daily."  Think  of  the  scores  of  saloons  in  San 
Francisco  that  serve  mercantile  lunches  daily  without  pre- 
tense of  masquerading  under  the  cloak  of  a  restaurant.  The 
policemen  told  but  a  fraction  of  the  truth.  The  place  in 
question,  as  every  man  in  Los  Angeles  but  the  two  policemen 
who  investigated  it  knows,  was  opened  originally  to  catch  the 
alhnight  and  Sunday  liquor  trade  and  is  conducted  exclusively 
for  that  class  of  custom.  Yet  the  report  was  received  and  the 
Commissioners  will  permit  its  proprietors  to  sell  all  the  short 
drinks  their  patrons  will  pay  for,  and  at  all  hours  and  on  all 
days  without  let  or  hindrance. 

So  much  for  the  righteous  spasm  that  has  seized  upon 
Los  Angeles. 

The  County  Supervisors  also  took  a  fall  out  of  several 
saloons  in  various  parts  of  the  county  during  the  week  and 
revoked  a  number  of  licenses,  principally  at  the  request  of 
residents  of  the  respective  neighborhoods. 

The  wine  season  has  ended  and  there  is  a  total  suspension 
of  business  in  that  line.  Every  stock  has  been  cleared  up, 
leaving  barely  enough  for  local  consumption. 

Jack  Shaughnessy,  representing  Lilienthal  &  Co.,  San 
Francisco,  in  the  handling  of  Cyrus  Noble  whiskies,  is  in  Los 
Angeles,  on  bis  way  home.  He  has  made  an  extensive  tour 
through  the  Southwest. 

H.  J.  Simmen  is  here  in  the  interest  of  John  Rapp  & 
Son,  San  Francisco,  introducing  Rainier  beer  to  the  local 
trade.  Mr.  Simmen  reports  having  met  with  exceptional  suc- 
cess, and  hereafter  a  number  of  popular  local  resorts  will  keep 
that  delicious  brew  on  tap. 
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Genial  Guy  Barbara  threatens  to  abandon  bis  brokerage 
business  and  take  to  the  footlights.  Guy  is  slated  fur  one  of  the 
end  men  in  a  miustrel  show  to  be  given  here  next  month,  and 
Eric  Pollock  after  witnessing  his  first  rehearsal  offered  hira 
every  inducement  to  go  on  the  Orpheum  circuit.  He  will  do 
several  stunts,  and  says  that  if  he  lives  through  the  orde  d  he 
will  probably  snap  up  Pollock's  offer. 

State  Senator  Eddie  Wolf  arrived  in  town  last  night.  He 
was  one  of  the  passengerr  in  the  parlor  car  on  the  Coast  Line 
Limited  that  went  into  a  ditch  near  Pirn  and  was  completely 
demolished.  In  telling  of  his  experience  to  Mike  Polaski, 
E  Idio  admitted  frankly  that  he  never  was  so  badly  frightened 
before  in  his  life,  and  expressed  keen  regret  that  after  he  was 
pulled  out  of  the  wreck  he  was  unable  to  get  his  valise  and 
change  his  clothes.  J.  J.  C. 


OF   INTEREST  TO   BREWERS. 

Deposits  for  Bottled  Beer. — In  Columbus,  O.,  the  brew- 
ers who  sell  their  beer  there  have  made  the  announcement  that 
from  March  1st  they  will  make  a  uniform  charge  of  50  cents, 
in  addition  to  the  regular  price  of  beer,  for  each  case  of  one 
dozen  bottles,  either  large  or  small.  This  charge  must  be  paid 
in  cash  at  the  time  of  the  delivery  of  the  case,  irrespective  of 
whether  the  beer  is  paid  for  then  or  not.  The  charge  of  50 
cents  per  case  of  one  dozen  bottles,  less  3  cents  for  every 
missing  or  broken  bottle,  will  be  refunded  on  the  return  of 
each  case  with  the  requisite  number  of  bottles  of  the  size  and 
character  contained  therein  when  delivered. 

The  brewers  state  that  they  have  been  compelled  to  make 
this  charge  because  of  the  enormous  losses  they  have  suffered 
iu  the  past  by  reason  of  missing  and  broken  bottles. 

May  Refuse  to  Sell  Beer. — Judge  James  P.  Tarvin,  of  the 
Circuit  Court,  in  Covington,  Ky. ,  on  the  6th  inst.,  decided  that 
the  breweries  of  Cincinnati,  Covington  and  Newport  were  not 
in  a  trust  or  combination  to  increase  the  price  or  control  their 
product.  Nearly  every  brewery  in  the  three  cities,  about 
thirty  in  all,  had  been  indicted  by  the  Kenton  County  (Ky.) 
Grand  Jury  on  the  charge  of  forming  a  trust.  The  indict- 
ments were  the  result  practically  of  a  suit  for  damages  insti- 
tuted by  Charles  McGill,  a  saloonkeeper,  because  of  the 
refusal  of  all  the  breweries  to  sell  him  beer  because  he  was 
indebted  to  one  of  them.  After  hearing  counsel  on  both  sides 
Judge  Tarvin  decided  that  the  Commonwealth  had  not  estab- 
lished its  case  sufficiently  to  warrant  him  iu  allowing  it  to  go 
before  the  jury,  inasmuch  as  the  evidence  adduced  did  not 
show  there  had  been  any  combine  among  the  brewers  that 
violated  the  Statutes  against  fixing  of  prices  to  stifle  trade. 

The  Court  said  that  while  the  Commonwealth  had  shown 
there  was  an  agreement  to  raise  the  price  of  beer  si  a  barrel, 
it  was  also  shown  that  this  had  been  done  because  of  the  in- 
crease in  the  beer  tax. 

Beer  far  Klo7idike. — There  should  be  no  beer  thirst  in  the 
Klondike  this  season.  The  first  big  shipment  is  on  the  way 
north,  having  been  shipped  from  Seattle.  It  consists  of 
twenty-five  carloads,  embracing  3,125  casks  holding  250,000 
bottles,  and  will  go  in  by  the  Yukon  route.  This  record  ship- 
ment to  tho  Arctic  region  is  from  the  Pabst  brewery. 

Wonhl  Not  Do  Here. — The  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Wisconsin  Brewers'  Association,  which  was  instructed  to  draw 
up  plans  for  an  agreement  among  members  of  the  Association 
binding  them  in  the  future  to  furnish  no  saloon  fixtures  or 
money  for  the  purchase  of  saloon  outfits,  has  prepared  a  docu- 
ment which  has  been  signed  by  most  of  the  Association  mem- 
bers. All  the  Milwaukee  brewers,  it  is  said,  have  affixed  their 
names  to  it. 


Pennsylvania  I'm-  /.'■•<  Hill. — A  bill  to  encourage  the 
brewing  of  pure  ale,  beer  and  porter,  has  been  introduced 
into  the  State  Legislature  of  Pennsylvania  by  Representative 
Miller,  of  Bedford.  It  provides  that  all  malt  liquor--  made  of 
ingredieuts  other  than  pure  barley  malt,  hops,  yeast  or  pure 
cereal  products  of  wheat  or  corn,  or  both,  by  a  process  purely 
mechanical  and  without  any  liquid  or  chemical  containing 
other  ingredients  or  substances  shall  be  classified  as  "infer- 
ior" and  the  casks,  kegs,  bottles  or  packages  containing  tin: 
same  shall  be  labeled  or  branded  by  the  brewer  with  the 
word  "inferior,"  and  every  saloonkeeper  who  deals  in  this 
quality  of  malt  liquors  shall  display  over  his  bar  a  sign  not 
less  than  eighteen  inches  in  length  with  the  inscription  printed 
in  large  black  letters,  "Inferior  fermented  liquors  sold  here." 
Failure  to  comply  with  the  act  shall  be  punished  by  a  line  of 
$100  and  three  months'  imprisonment. 

Beer  Drivers'  TroubU  Settled. — The  trouble  heretofore  ex- 
isting between  the  beer  drivers  and  the  Brewers'  Protective 
Association  has  at  last  been  amicably  adjusted.  The  onV 
of  the  Brewers'  Association  and  the  Beer  Drivers'  luion  have 
attached  their  signatures  to  an  agreemeut  which  regulates  the 
employment  of  beer  drivers  and  stablemen  in  all  the  breweries 
of  this  city,  with  the  exception  of  two.  The  wage  scale,  rules 
and  regulations  agreed  on  in  the  contr.ict  will  go  into  effect  on 
Monday  next. 

The  Union  decided  to  levy  an  assessment  on  all  of  its 
members  of  §1  to  assist  in  defraying  the  expenses  of  the 
recent  strike  in  Portland,  and  the  dues  of  the  Union  were 
raised  to  §1  per  month,  in  conformity  with  a  regulation  of  the 
National  Union  that  all  locals  in  the  same  city  must  pay  equally 
high  dues.  

Beer  As  a  Taxpayer. 

AS  a  producer  of  internal  revenue  for  the  First  District  of 
California,  beer  is  kiug.  The  receipts  from  the  tax  on 
the  Gambriuiau  fluid  were  $108,859.55  for  the  mouth  of  March. 
YYhiskv  and  brandy  come  next,  with  *98,81G.80,  ami  docu- 
mentary and  proprietary  stamps  come  in  as  a  good  third  with 
$72,059.84.  Tobacco  gives  126,406.  The  total  collections  for 
March  were  $333,655.60,  an  increase  of  $26,737.96  over  those 
of  March,  1900.  

Rolling  Beer. 

FLAT  beers  are  fast  losing  favor,  and  it  is  to  the  brewer's 
interest  to  produce  gaseous  ales,  as  carbonic  acid  gas 
gives  palate-fulness  and  stability,  while  a  beer  heavily  chai 
with  it  will  require  to  be  brewed  at  a  lower  gravity,  which 
means  additional  profit.  When  it  is  impossible  to  add  priming 
as  a  means  of  promoting  condition,  it  is  always  advisable  to 
give  all  beers  racked  a  daily  rolling  for  a  week;  this  will  pro- 
mote secondary  fermentation  or  condition.  The  principles 
involved  by  this  treatment  of  beer  are  very  simple.  Flatness 
generally  results  through  the  inactivity  of  the  yeast  cells, 
which  then  gravitate  to  the  bottom  of  the  cask,  where  they 
usually  become  surrounded  and  covered  up  with  sedimentary 
matter;  consequently  their  fermentation  functions  are  severely 
restricted  and  impeded.  By  rolling  the  beer  the  contents  of 
the  casks  are  agitated,  air  comes  in  contact  with  the  yeast  cells 
which  are  released  from  being  smothered  up  with  foreign 
matter,  ami  on  being  revived  this  invigoration  results  in  their 
commencing  to  degrade  and  act  upon  the  malto-dextrines 
present  in  the  beer,  which  results  in  carbonic  acid  gas  and 
alcohol  being  generated,  and  thus  the  process  of  rolling  beer 
has  important  results  upon  its  conditions,  brilliancy  and  sta- 
bility.

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Sing  Ho!    The  Merry  Bench-Graft. 

EDITOR  REVIEW.— While  I  do  not  desire  to  take  up  the 
valuable  space  in  your  paper  with  a  prolonged  controversy 
with  Mr.  Laferriere  or  Prof.  Husmaun  over  the  meritsof  the 
different  methods  of  grafting,  I  do  want  to  say  some  words 
in  answer  to  their  articles  in  your  last  issue,  in  which  they  so 
severely  arraign  me  before  the  readers  of  your  paper. 

I  reiterate  the  statement  I  made,  and  with  all  due  respect 
for  the  knowledge  of  and  advancement  in  viticulture  adduced 
by  the  French,  of  which  I  am  as  well  aware  as  any  one. 

Because  they  do  not  practice  a  certain  method  of  grafting, 
or  have  not  been  successful  with  a  certain  method,  is  no  reason 
it  should  not  be  practiced  and  successful  here,  and  it  does  not 
why  necessarily  follow  that  those  who  advocate  and  use  it  are 
behind  the  times,  or  are  less  intelligent  than  those  who  do  not 
believe  in  it. 

I  am  firmly  convinced  by  the  results  attained  by  ourselves 
and  others  with  bench-grafting,  that  it  is  all  I  have  claimed 
for  it. 

The  statement  made  by  Mr.  Laferriere,  "  that  very  few  of 
thoso  that  have  tried  bench-grafting  are  satisfied  with  it,"  is 
rather  a  broad  one,  and  in  contradiction  to  his  statement,  I 
offer  the  names  of  the  few  others  in  this  State,  besides  our- 
selves, who  have  done  bench-grafting  in  a  practical  and  system- 
atic manner,  and  who  have  been  able  to  compare  results  with 
other  methods,  side  by  side,  and  who  prefer  it  by  far  to  any 
other  method.  The  names  of  these  gentlemen  are,  Frank 
Swett,  of  Martinez;  George  Schoenewald,  and  Rennie  Bros.,  of 
St.  Helena. 

As  for  the  "dismal  failure"  of  Mr.  Schouewald,  that 
Prof.  Husmann  mentions,  I  know  as  a  positive  fact  that  Mr. 
Schonewald  has  about  eighteen  acres  of  the  best  resistant 
vines  in  the  State,  the  result  of  his  bench-grafting  the  cuttings. 
The  cuttings  were  imported  from  France,  and  arrived  in  a  very 
unsatisfactory  condition.  While  his  success  that  year  was  not 
as  great  as  it  has  been  since,  the  fault  lay  in  the  tieing  material 
he  had  used,  at  the  recommendation  of  others  and  against  his 
own  judgment,  and  not  in  the  method  used. 

Mr.  Laferriere  refers  rather  sarcastieal  y  to  my  (55  per 
cent,  of  good  unions  upon  cuttings.  I  would  like  to  ask  him 
or  any  other  practical  vineyardist  what  is  the  usual  percentage 
received  from  cuttings  put  to  root  in  nursery,  and  if  65  per 
cent,  is  not  a  pretty  good  stand  on  cuttings  ungrafted,  and  if 
so,  it  is  doing  pretty  well  to  get  that  number  from  grafted 
cuttings.  Mr.  Laferriere  refers  with  a  great  deal  of  pride  to 
the  13,000  grafted  by  him  in  1895,  on  the  old  Crabb  place,  and 
says  he  received  95  per  cent,  of  grafts,  and  which  grafts  still 
exist. 

A  few  days  ago  I  met  Mr.  Arues,  the  Superintendent  of 
the  old  Crab  place,  and  mentioned  the  above  statomeut,  and 
he  remarked  that  he  could  not  say  what  was  there  in  1895,  but 
that  if  Mr.  Laferriere,  or  anyone  else,  could  find  two  acres 
where  there  was  seventj-jive  percent,  of  grafted  vines  growing, 
he  could  have  the  whole  ranch,  and  to  mention  his  name  for 
making  the  statement.  Mr.  Ames  further  remarked  that  he 
had  already  ordered  25,000  Rupestris  St.  George  for  the  pur- 
pose of  bench-grafting  nest  year,  as  he  felt  convinced  that 
that  was  the  only  way  to  get  a  good  resistant  vineyard. 

Mr.  Laferriere  very  kiudly  suggests  that  I  try  other  meth- 
ods and  compare  results,  and  in  reply  say  that  this  is  exactly 
what  we  have  done,  and  he  has  not. 

We  have   grafted   in    the    field    for   the  past   ten  years  with  relying 

results,  receiving  as  high  as  96  per  cent,  and  as  low  as  40  per  cent. .depend- 

i    ing  upon  soil  and  we.uher  conditions,  and  we  are  still   replanting  and 

redrafting    in    those    same    places.      We   have  also  grafted  in  nursery,  and 

prefer  it  to  field  work.

Attaching  Labels  on  Glass  Vessels. 

FOLLOWING  recipe  is  given  in  the  "Quelle."  Mix  100 
parts  of  gelatin  in  300  parts  of  vinegar,  and  add  1"  parts 
of  glycerine.  The  mixture  solidifies  when  cold,  but  it  is  liquid 
when  heated;  after  being  kept  for  a  time,  it  will  be  liquid  at 
any  ordinary  temperature.  A  second  solution  consists  of  20 
parts  of  di-chromate  of  potash  and  '200  puts  water.  When 
required  for  use,  mix  two  parts  of  the  gelatine  solution  with 
oue  part  of  bi-chromate  of  potash  solution  and  apply  it  with  a 
brush  to  the  labels.  Affixed  with  this  mixture,  labels,  when 
dry,  cannot  be  removed  with  hot  or  cold  water,  or  even  by 
etherous  or  alcoholic  fluids.  The  vessel  in  which  the  mixture 
is  prepared  and  the  brush  used  in  its  application  must  be 
cleansed  ttt  once  after  use,  as  it  is  otherwise  almost  impossible 
to  remove  it.  The  mixture  is  yellow  in  color,  but  by  the  ad- 
dition of  a  little  formaldehyde  solution,  when  using,  can  be 
made  white.

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Liquid  Delights. 

HEREWITH  are  presented  a  few  more  scientific  theorems 
from  the  pen  of  Joe  Kerr,  the  noted  master  of  the  mix- 
ing glass,  who  shines  at  the  Richelieu,  Market  and  Kearny 
streets: 

Whisky  Sour. — Dissolve  teaspoonful  sugar  in  a  little  seltzer 
water,  add  juice  of  half  a  lemon  and  one  wiuegiassful  of 
rye  whisky,  fill  glass  with  ice,  shake  and  strain  into  claret 
glass. 

Snowball. — Fill  lemonade  glass  with  ice,  put  in  half  table- 
spoonful  sugar,  one  jigger  whisky,  white  of  one  egg,  shake 
well  and  strain  into  another  glass  and  fill  with  ginger  ale. 

Gin  Fizz. — One  teaspoonful  sugar,  three  dashes  lemon  juice, 
one  wineglass  Old  Tom  gin,  fill  with  ice,  shake  well  and 
strain;  fill  glass  with  seltzer  water. 

Roman  Punch. — Tablespoonful  powdered  sugar  dissolved  in  a 
little  water,  add  one  tablespoonful  raspberry  syrup,  one 
teaspoonful  curacoa,  one  wineglass  Jamaica  rum,  one 
half  wineglass  brandy,  some  lemon  juice;  fill  with  ice, 
shake,  dash  with  port  wine,  serve  in  large  glass  with 
straws. 

Hot  Whisky  Sling. — (Medium  barglass,  hot.)  One  teaspoon- 
ful powdered  sugar,  one  wineglass  of  rye  whisky,  dissolve 
sugar  in  a  little  hot  water,  add  the  whisky  and  fill  the 
glass  two-thirds  full  of  boiling  water;  grate  nutmeg  on 
top  and  serve. 

Apple  Toddy. — (Medium  barglass,  hot.)  One  tablespoonful 
of  sugar  dissolved  in  a  little  boiling  hot  water,  one  wine- 
glass of  brandy  (applejack),  one  half  of  a  baked  apple; 
fill  glass  two-thirds  full  of  boiling  water,  stir  up  and  grate 
a  little  nutmeg  on  top;  serve  with  a  spoon. 

Hot  Scotch. — One  wineglass  of  Scotch  whisky,  two  wine- 
glasses of  boiling  water,  sugar  to  taste,  dissolve  the  sugar 
with  one  wineglass  of  water,  then  pour  in  the  whisky,  add 
the  balance  of  the  water,  and  put  in  piece  of  lemon  peel. 

High  Ball. — Put  one  lump  of  ice  in  glass,  fill  with  seltzer 
and  add  one  jigger  whisky. 

Hot  Irish  Whisky  Punch.— One  wineglass  Myles'  Irish  whisky, 
two  wineglasses  of  boiling  water,  two  lumps  of  sugar, 
dissolve  sugar  with  one  wineglass  of  water,  pour  in 
whisky,  add  balance  of  water,  put  in  piece  of  lemon  peel. 

Brandy  Smash. — One  barspoonful  of  sugar,  two  tablespoon- 
fuls  of  water,  three  or  four  sprigs  of  tender  mint,  one 
wineglassful  of  brandy;  press  the  mint  in  the  sugar  and 
water  to  extract  the  flavor,  add  the  brandy  and  fill  the 
glass  two-thirds  full  of  shaved  ice;  stir  thoroughly. 

Tom  and  Jerry.— (Use  punch-bowl  for  the  mixture.)  Take 
twelve  eggs,  half  smull  barglass  Jamaica  rum,  one  and  a 
half  teaspoonfuls  ground  cinnamon,  half  teaspoonful 
ground  cloves,  half  teaspoonful  ground  allspice,  sufficient 
fine,  white  sugar;  beat  the  white  of  the  eggs  to  a  stiff 
froth,  and  the  yolks  until  they  are  thin  as  water,  then  mix 
together  and  add  the  spice  and  rum ;  stir  up  thoroughly 
and  thicken  with  sugar  until  the  mixture  is  like  a  light 
batter. 


How  to  Serve  Tom  and  Jerry.— (Use  T.  and  J.  mug.)  Take 
one  desertspoonful  of  the  above  mixture,  one  wine- 
glass of  brandy  or  whisky,  fill  the  glass  with  boiling  water, 
grate  a  little  nutmeg  on  top  and  serve  with  a  spoon. 

Eggnog. — Take  one  large  teaspoonful  of  powdered  sugar,  one 
fresh  egg,  one-half  wiueglass  brandy,  one-half  wineglass 
Santa  Oruz  rum,  a  little  shaved  ice;  fill  glass  with  milk, 
shake  until  they  are  thoroughly  mixed;  pour  mixture  into 
a  goblet,  excluding  ice;  grate  a  little  nutmeg  on  top. 

General  Shafter  Punch. — Take  one  teaspoonful  powdered, 
white  sugar,  dissolve  in  one  wineglass  water,  two  thin 
slices  of  lemon,  two  dashes  of  Jamaica  rum,  two  or  three 
lumps  of  ice;  fill  the  glass  with  claret  or  red  Burgundy, 
shake  up  well  and  remove  ice  before  serving. 

Bijou  Cocktail. — Take  one-third  Grand  Mariner,  one-third 
Vermouth,  one-third  gin;  mix  and  strain.  A  delicious 
drink  Grand  Mariner  can  also  be  served  in  pony-glass 
like  any  liquor. 

A  Reviver.  — Put  three  or  four  lumps  of  ice  in  lemonade  glass, 
one  jigger  raspberry  sirup,  one  wiuegass  milk,  one  pony 
brandy;  fill  glass  with  sweet  soda. 

An  Eye-Opener.  — In  tall,  thin  glass,  put  one  teaspoonful 
brotno  seltzer,  one  jigger  Holland  or  Tom  gin  (genuine), 
fill  with  Club  soda;  drink  while  effervescent. 

Kentucky  Toddy. — Take  good-sized,  thick  glass;  two  lumps 
cut  sugar,  dissolve  in  a  little  water;  two  lumps  ice,  one 
jigger  Kentucky  whisky  (Laingape),  stir,  add  one  small 
slice  lemon  and  little  nutmeg;  serve  in  same  glass  with 
spoon. 

Carrie  Nation  Cocktail. — A  quarter  barspoonful  gum  syrup, 
three  dashes  absiuthe,  two  dashes  cream  de  violet,  jigger 
of  whisky;  cool  well,  strain,  serve  in  mixing-glass,  put  in 
small  piece  rind  of  lime.

Police  Commission  Gaining  Wisdom. 

THERE  are  encouraging  signs  that  the  Police  Commission 
is  arriving  at  a  stage  of  real  enlightenment  regarding  the 
matters  of  regulation  or  oppression  of  the  liquor  traffic. 
When  they  began  operations  under  the  provisions  of  the  new 
Charter,  guided  by  misguided  Mayor  Phelan,  they  proceeded 
on  the  theory  that  there  were  but  two  classes  of  men  in  the 
business — bad  and  worse.  The  result,  particularly  in  the  side- 
entrance  dictum,  was  not  only  manifestly  unjust  but  impotent 
for  good  Numerous  exceptions  to  the  original  iron-bound 
order  have  practically  made  the  reform  movement  in  this 
direction  a  failure,  and  any  administration  that  may  follow 
after  the  next  election  will  not  be  so  silly  as  to  endeavor  to 
make  good  the  abortive  effort  of  Mr.  Phelan. 

After  due  consideration  of  the  protests  of  this  journal 
against  the  proposed  rule  that  no  one  man  or  firm  should  be 
permitted  to  hold  more  than  one  license,  the  Commission  has 
sensibly  retired  from  its  unreasonable  position.  As  a  result, 
the  peremtory  order  to  T.  M.  Ferguson,  of  719  Market  street, 
to  dispose  of  his  Sutter-street  and  Montgomery-street  proper- 
ties within  ninety  days,  was  rescinded.  However,  this  was  not 
done  until  after  Mr.  Ferguson  had  disposed  of  the  former 
place  at  a  dead  loss  of  $1,500. 

This  conclusion  of  the  Commission  is  a  wise  one.  In 
taking  such  a  stand  it  would  never  do  to  undertake  to  play 
favorites,  and  if  the  distinguished  body  went  forward  to  carry 
the  rule  to  a  logical  conclusion,  they  would  raise  a  war  with 
brewers  and  whisky  jobbers  that  would  make  them  bemoan 
the  day  the  unreasonable  scheme  was  planned. 

It  transpires  that  the  suppression  of  the  tough  saloons  at 
the  Presidio  gates  will  not  be  resorted  to.  The  Commission 
will  allow  the  retailers  to  conduct  their  places  on  the  "can- 
tean  plan,"  i.  e.,  nothing  but  beer  and  soft  drinks  are  to  be 
served.  This  is  all  very  well,  but  we  would  respectfully 
inquire  what  ground  the  Commission  has  for  boycotting  light 
California  wines.  This  ruling  is  not  only  unfair,  but  in  ex- 
ceeding bad  taste,  considering  the  fact  that  this  is  the  finan- 
cial center  of  the  greatest  wine-producing  State  in  this  coun- 
try, and  that  the  industry  is  destined  to  become  the  most  im- 
portant cf  the  commonwealth.  Just  think  this  proposition 
over  again,  Mr.  Commissioners,  and  include  light,  dry  wines 
in  the  beverages  that  can  be  sold  in  the  canteen  saloons. 


Louis  Fontanel,  318  Montgomery  street,  has  made  a  de- 
cided hit  with  that  swell  merchants'  lunch  he  sets  forth  each 
day.  The  cooking  is  unusually  good  and  the  bill  of  fare 
larger  than  could  reasonably  be  expected.  Hunter  rye  is 
having  a  real  run  at  this  place,  so  much  so  that  Louis  has 
found  it  advantageous  to  carry  the  goods  in  bulk.  He  there- 
fore has  a  barrel  of  Hunter  on  the  bar,  and  the  patron  can  see 
i he  real  stuff  drawn  for  him.     The  idea  is  a  good  one. 


The  following  item  is  going  the  rounds  of  the  trade 
press:  "St.  John,  late  Prohibitionist  of  Kansas,  enters  a 
soda  fountain  place.  His  left  eye  was  itching  him,  and  he 
rubbed  it  with  his  left  hand.  The  clerk  thought  this  was  a 
wink,  and  he  put  a  pretty  stiff  '  stick '  in  the  soda.  Mr.  St. 
John  drank  what  was  placed  before  him  with  evident  delight, 
and  putting  down  the  tumbler  remarked:  'I  can't  understand 
why  persons  long  for  whisky  when  they  can  get  sucb  a  nice 
drink  as  this.'"

The  Schlitz  Signs  and  the  Filipinos. 

ONE  of  the  best  stories  of  novelty  in  advertising  conies  from 
the  Philippines,  and  to  Schlitz  beer  belongs  the  credit. 
After  the  fall  of  Manila,  the  advance  agent  of  the  world- 
famous  Milwaukee  brewery  was  "Johnny-on-the-Spot,"  with 
a  shipload  of  bottled  beer  for  the  thirsty  soldiers  and  haughty 
Dons.  His  enterprise  and  desire  to  put  Schlitz  signs  all  over 
the  face  of  the  landscape  led  him  beyond  the  American  lines 
and  he  was  captured  by  the  Filipinos.  The  beer  promoter 
was  hustled  6ver  the  country,  landing  in  a  different  jail  every 
few  days.  In  every  dungeon  he  amused  himself  by  scratch- 
ing or  writing  Schlitz  signs  on  the  walls  of  his  cell. 

After  awhile  he  was  joined  by  the  Gilmore  party,  which 
Uncle  Sam  had  such  a  hard  time  to  rescue,  and  they  traveled 
together  until  they  were  finally  taken  from  the  Filipinos  by 
Colonel  Hare,  who  had  been  chasing  them  for  weeks.  It  was 
by  means  of  these  signs  and  invocations  to  the  "beer  that 
made  Milwaukee  famous,"  written  on  walls  and  rocks  with 
burnt  sticks  or  red  clay,  that  the  American  prisoners  were 
rescued.  Colonel  Hare's  force  soon  discovered  that  there  was 
a  Schlitz  beer  man  with  the  prisoners,  and  all  the  soldiers  in 
the  searching  party  were  instructed  to  be  on  the  lookout  for 
anything  that  resembled  a  sign  on  a  rock  or  tree. 

The  correspondents  did  not  tell  the  story  of  the  impor- 
tant part  played  by  the  Schlitz  hustler,  but  the  story  is  prop- 
erly vouched  for  and  must  stand.  It  is  not  only  unique,  but 
is  another  striking  illustration  of  the  value  of  advertising,  at 
all  times. 

The  Melba,  the  cozy  little  stand-up  drinking  place,  at  88 
Ellis  street,  under  the  wise  guidauce  of  Tom  McGimsey,  is 
doing  a  comfortable  business,  with  every  promise  of  an  in- 
creased trade. 

On  page  25  of  this  issue  will  be  found  the  advertisement 
of  the  Old  California  Exchange,  corner  of  Clay  and  Kearny 
streets.  The  place  is  conducted  by  McDonough  Bros.,  and 
is  one  of  the  historical  saloons  in  San  Francisco.  During  the 
palmy  days  of  the  olden  times  it  was  the  headquarters  of  the 
men  whose  deeds  made  California  famous.  The  first  dress 
ball  ever  held  in  the  city  was  given  in  the  hall  over  the  Old 
California  Exchange.  There  are  many  features  of  the  place 
that  hold  especial  interest  for  those  who  have  a  warm  spot  in 
their  hearts  for  the  relics  of  the  days  of  gold.  The  Exchange 
is  exceptionally  popular  at  this  day  and  does  a  splendid 
business.

Districts  are  to  be  elected  at  a  special  meeting  to  be  held  on 
May  2d,  at  which  time  other  matters  of  importance  are  to  be 
acted  upon.

The  Truth  About  "  Buffaloes." 

THERE  is  a  whole  lot  of  "tommy-rot"  about  what  consti- 
tutes a  "Buffalo."

Order  and  be  expelled  from  the  herd.  The  other  side  of  the 
bunko  is  that  if  the  supposed  sucker  has  the  required  11 
cents  change  the  drinks  are  on  the  Buffalo  who  initiates  him. 

So,  get  into  the  herd  and  become  an  organizer,  as  all  Buf- 
faloes are.  You  will  have  a  lot  of  fun  with  the  other 
fellow. 


Vineyard  and  Cellar  Notes. 

THE  acreage  in  grape  vines  about  Reedley  is  being  rapidly 
increased.  This  season  some  prominent  and  wealthy 
men  of  the  valley,  as  well  as  business  and  professional  men 
of  San  Francisco,  are  prepaing  large  tracts  for  the  growth  of 
the  vine.  Among  the  more  prominent  of  these  are  the  Carme- 
lita  Vineyard  Company,  which  is  putting  out  270  acres  in  vine 
grapes;  Moses  Samuel,  360  acres  in  the  same;  W.  S.  Good- 
fellow,  a  prominent  attorney  of  San  Francisco,  200  acres; 
Samuels  Bros.  &  Co.,  200  acres;  Arthur  Gosliner,  30  acres; 
M.  Hansen,  80  acres  of  muscat  and  wine  grapes,  and  in  addi- 
tion 200  acres  in  smaller  fields. 

The  Superintendent  of  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony's  Vine- 
yards in  Sonoma  County  has  had  a  force  lately  of  forty  men 
at  work  pruning  off  frosted  vine  shoots.  Secondarry  growth 
is  already  appearing. 

Frank  Lemoine  of  Glen  Ellen  is  preparing  plans  for  the 
rebuilding  of  his  winery,  which  was  recently  destroyed  by 
fire.  It  will  be  a  commodious  bnilding,  and  will  be  equipped 
with  modern  machinery.

JACK  FROST  RAMPANT 

HEREWITH  The  Review  presents  extended  reports  from 
the  various  wine  districts  upon  the  damage  caused  by 
tlie  early  April  frosts.  There  is  no  denying  that  the  Frost 
King  has  created  serious  havoc  in  many  sections,  but  at  the 
same  time  it  must  be  remembered  that  these  frosts  were  early 
and  that  the  vines  have  a  chance  to  put  forth  shoots  from  the 
dormant  buds,  and  produce  a  partial  crop  on  vines  that  ap- 
peared at  the  time  of  the  reports  to  have  been  hopelessly 
"burned."  Last  year  the  heavy  frosts  came  about  two  weeks 
later,  and  were  even  more  severe  than  those  of  last  month, 
but  the  vines  not  affected  with  phylloxera  produced  quite  well 
and  the  grapes  were  of  special  excellence.  Experience  has 
shown  that  if  the  vines  are  properly  stripped  immediately 
after  the  visitation,  the  healthy  vines  recover  and  produce. 
Let  us  hope  that  this  important  matter  has  been  attended  to 
this  year  in  all  frosted  sections. 

With  hearty  thanks  to  its  many  correspondents  for  their 
prompt  replies  to  queries,  The  Review  submits  the  following 

reports: 

Alameda  County. 

Putnam  Bros.:  "  We  estimate  the  damage  to  vines  and 
crops  in  the  Warm  Springs  section  at  50  per  cent.!,' 

Grau  &  Werner,  Irvington  :  "  We  received  this  day  your 
favor  of  12th  inst.,  and  in  reply  beg  to  state  that  in  our  sec- 
tion very  little  damage  has  been  done  by  frost,  but  we  are  in- 
formed that  the  low  lands  of  Warm  Springs,  and  also  Liver- 
more,  have  been  touched  more  severely." 

A.  Duvall,  Livermore:  "In  answer  to  your  inquiry  of 
12th  inst.,  I  beg  to  say:  From  the  30th  of  March  to  the  10th 
inst.,  we  had  twelve  days  of  consecutive  light  frost  on  this 
side  of  Livermore  Valley,  with  an  afternoon  of  hailstorm. 
Fortunately,  the  vegetation  is  backward,  many  varieties  of 
vines  were  not  out,  but  the  damage  is  serious  iu  some  places, 
in  high  lauds  as  well  as  in  low  lands.  It  is  too  soon  to  ascer- 
tain the  real  damage.  The  temperature  continues  very  low  at 
night,  34-33  degrees  Fahrenheit  in  the  shade,  eight  feet  from 
the  ground,  with  considerable  north  winds  and  warm  days. 
The  vegetation  is  suffering,  the  foliage  of  vines,  pale  and  dull. 
No  peaches  or  apricots  left  on  this  ranch,  and  scarcely  any 
almonds." 

C.  J.  Wetmore,  Cresta  Blanca  Vineyard:  "No  damage  by 
frost  at  Cresta  Blanca.  At  the  present  time  would  estimate 
the  damage  to  the  vines  in  Livermore  Valley  to  be  30  to  40 
per  cent.     Short-pruned  varieties  badly  injured." 

Contra  Costa  County. 

R.  C.  Terry,  Terry  Vineyard  Company,  Clayton :  ' '  Thus 
far  frost  has  reduced  promise  of  a  fair  crop  of  grapes  to  about 
a  three-quarter  crop.  I  estimate  the  loss  throughout  the 
county  to  be  one-quarter,  possibly  20  per  cent  " 

Fresno  County. 

fVm.  Rennie,  Manager  The  Barton  Estate  Company,  Fresno  : 
"The  frosts  came  early.  Vines  are  coming  again  well  Dam- 
age, I  should  say,  not  as  great  as  at  first  supposed." 

Napa  County. 
Beringer  Bros.,  Los  Hermanos  Vineyards,  St.  Helena:  "Iu 
answer  to  your  inquiry,  we  beg  to  state  that  the  fore  part  of 
last  week  we  had  a  severe  frost  in  this  valley  for  three  morn- 
ings in  succession,  doing  great  damage  to  the  growing  grape 
crop;  some  vineyards  were  totally  ruined,  others  suffering  less, 
and  but  few,  if  any,  escaping  injury." 


B.  Bruck,  Superintendent  Chas.  Krug  Winery,  St.  Helena : 
"On  this  place  the  vines  have  been  severely  frosted,  as  they 
all  have  in  this  section.  I  do  not  think  the  crop  iu  this  county 
will  be  as  large  as  last  year." 

Inglenoolc  Vineyard,  Rutherford,  per  B.  Arnhold:  "In  re- 
ply to  yours  of  the  16th  inst.,  we  would  state  that  the  frost 
damage  in  our  section  has  been  very  light." 

E.  W.  Churchill,  Manager  To-Kalon  Vineyard,  Oakville: 
"  Frost  has  done  considerable  damage  in  our  section  to  grape 
vines.  It  was  not  a  local,  but  a  general  frost  throughout  the 
valley,  and  all  of  the  grape  vines  that  were  out  at  the  time 
were  bitten.  Some  varieties  were  not  out  at  the  time,  and 
these  are  looking  well.  I  think  from  present  appearances  that 
we  will  probably  get  about  half  a  crop." 

Herman  Schramm,  Schramsberg  Vineyard,  St.  Helena: 
"  The  fi'ost  cut  down  every  green  shoot  that  was  out  in  the 
valley,  and  most  of  the  mountain  vineyards  suffered  more  or 
less.  Only  a  few  escaped.  Conn  and  Chiles  Valleys  are 
all  gone.  Knight's  Valley,  Sonoma  County,  seemes  to  be  the 
worst  of  all.  Some  of  the  vineyards  in  the  valley  near  Calis- 
toga  had  not  been  pruned  till  very  late,  and  had  not  budded 
out.     Of  course,  these  vineyards  will  bear  a  fair  crop." 

Sacramento  County. 

G.  P.  A.,  California  Winery,  Sacramento,:  "Acknowledg- 
ing receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  16th,  relative  to  the  damage 
by  frost  in  our  section  for  this  seasou,  we  beg  to  advise  you 
that  in  Sacramento  and  Yolo  counties,  as  far  as  we  can  learn, 
the  damage  has  been  considerable;  although  with  favorable 
conditions  we  may  expect  about  one-half  a  crop  The  crop, 
however,  will  be  three  to  four  weeks  late  on  account  of  the 
cold  weather  and  the  recent  frosts.  In  some  sections  of  the 
county  the  damage  by  the  frost  was  not  so  heavy  as  in  others. 
All  the  vineyards  were  more  or  less  touched,  and  as  a  conse- 
quence will  only  produce  about  half  a  crop." 

D.  Henshaw  Ward,  General  Manager  Natoma  Vineyard 
Company:  "Five  successive  frosts  may,  perhaps,  have  cost 
us  anywhere  from  25  to  50  per  cent,  of  the  crop,  but  an  esti- 
mate of  damage  made  immediutety  after  a  frost  is  never  re- 
liable, and  always  exaggerated,  particularly  when  the  frost 
occurs  so  early  in  the  season,  because  it  is  uncertain  how 
much  the  vines  may  recuperate.  Not  until  the  harvest  is 
gathered  can  the  loss  be  determined." 

San  Benito  County. 
Wm.   Palrntag,  Hollister :     "The  fr<'St  has  done   no   dam- 
age in  my  vineyard.  The  section  where  my  vineyard  is  located 
is  not  subject  to  frosts,  as   is   shown    by   the   fact  that  I  have 
never  lost  a  grape  from  frost  in  nineteen  years." 

Santa  Clara  County. 
A.    Malpus,   Manager  Los  Gatos  and  Saratoga  Wine  Com- 
pany, Los  Gatos:     "Very  little  frost  in  the  foothills;  consider- 
able in  the  valley." 

P.  F.  Lint,  Wine  Grower  and  Distiller,  Los  Gatos  :  "I  am 
not  aware  of  any  damage  by  frost  in  this  vicinity.  Slight 
damage  in  Union  District,  three  miles  east  of  Los  Gatos. 
Vines  are  starting  very  irregular,  and  it  is  too  early  to  tell 
what  this  year's  damage  will  be  from  phylloxera." 

A.  H  Wood,  Cupertino:  "In  reply  to  your  circular  letter 
of  the  13th  inst.,  1  think  there  may  be  10  per  cent,  of  vines 
touched  by  frost  in  this  vicinity.  There  is,  however,  no  pros- 
pect, in  my  judgment,  of  a  crop  of  grapes  to  exceed,  or  even 
to  equal  that  of  last  year,  as  the  vines  have  made  very  little 
wood  and  many  are  dead.  The  vines  iu  this  region  promise 
but  a  moderate  yield." 
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A.  H.  Grossman,  Cupertino:  "The  recent  frosts  have 
done  some  damage  in  this  section.  Fortunately,  tlio  vines 
were  not  far  enough  advanced  to  !>o  seriously  injured 

Santa  Oku/,  County. 
E.  E.  Meyer,  Wrights:  "In  reply  to  your  inquiry  of 
April  12th,  would  say  that  the  frost  has  done  uu  damage  to 
my  vineyard.  My  place  is  at  an  altitude  of  2,000  feet  above 
sea  level.  The  vineyards  lying  higher  than  my  plaoe  have 
been  badly  bitten." 

San  Joaquin  County. 

M.  E.  Angier,  Loili :     "The  damage   done    to  the  grape 

crop  in  this  district  is  considerable.      I  think  it  is  safe  to  say 

that  the  crop  is  shortened  one-half,  some  varieties  sufferiug 

more  than  others." 

Solano  Count  v. 

Cordelia  Wine  Company,  Cordelia:  "  Relative  to  your  in- 
quiry, of  the  12th,  as  to  the  damage  done  by  the  fr  st  in  this 
vicinity,  will  say  the  grape  vines  that  were  out  were  badly 
frost-bitten,  but  are  coming  out  again,  and  it  will  be  a  week 
or  ten  days  before  the  real  damage  can  be  ascertained.  We 
fear  the  output  will  fall  short  of  last  year.  Fully  one-half  of 
the  apricot  and  cherry  crop  was  killed.  Mauy  of  the  early 
varieties  of  plums  and  prunes  were  also  destroyed." 

Sonoma  County. 
Chas.  Thomsen,  Covens:  "Nearly  all  the  vineyards  in 
this  vicivity  (Upper  Dry  Creek  Valley)  were  damaged  more  or 
less  in  the  two  frosts  of  April  3d  and  4th,  those  on  low 
ground  the  most.  I  have  only  seen  one  vineyard  that  escaped. 
The  greatest  damage  was  probably  done  to  the  few  Mission 
vineyards,  and  they  will  only  produce  a  partial  crop,  while 
the  Ziufaudel  and  Mataro,  etc.,  will  most  likely  recover  suffi- 
ciently to  yield  nearly,  if  not  quite,  the  average  quantity  of 
grapes,  uuless  we  should  have  more  frost." 

Dresel  &  Co.,  Sonoma:  "  In  this  vicinity  the  frosts  have 
entirely  destroyed  the  crop,  while  in  other  vineyards  there  is 
promise  of  a  half  crop,  and  still  others  where  the  vines  were 
hardly  touched." 

C.  S.  Hamilton,  HeahMmry :  "The  grapes  were  in  blos- 
som, and  the  frosts  killed  the  blossoms  and  most  of  the 
sprouts.  The  damage  is  estimated  at  from  one-quarter  to 
one-half  crop  " 

A.  It.  Buck-tier,  Santa  Rosa:  "The  frost  cut  a  wide  swath 
in  this  part  of  the  county,  and  although  the  damaged  vines 
will  yield  a  part  of  a  crop,  it  will  still  be  a  small  one.  From 
observation  and  the  best  information  from  a  large  number  of 
vineyards  I  think  the  damage  will  be  about  40  per  cent. ;  per- 
haps, a  little  less,  we  will  say,  to  be  conservative." 

Oundlach-Bund8chu  Wine  Company,  Henry  1!  dundlach, 
■  tary  :  "In  reply  to  your  recent  inquiry  we  regret  to  state 
that  frost  has  been  prevalent  in  our  section  of  the  State,  viz.  : 
Sonoma  Valley  and  surroundings,  during  the  early  part  of  this 
month.  Nearly  all  the  vineyards  were  visited  with  more 
'Or  less  severity,  and  some  damage  has  been  done.  At  this 
early  date  it  is  difficult,  however,  to  fairly  estimate  the  actual 
loss  sustained.  In  vineyards  where  early  pruning  has  been 
practiced,  and  where  the  vines  had  already  developed  consid- 
erable foliage,  the  effects  of  the  cold  were  quite  noticeable; 
while  in  other  sections,  where  the  advancement  and  develop- 
ment of  the  vine  had  been  retarded  by  late  pruning,  the 
damage  is  small  and  of  little  consequence — as  is  generally 
conceded  throughout  the  valle\ . 

"Where  the  vines  have  not  been  seriously  affeoted  and  the 
dormant  buds  are  still  in  healthy  condition,  it  is  not  unreason 
able  for  the  viticulturist  to  expect  a  fairly  good  yield. 


"The  earlier  frosts,  as  a  rule,  are  not  as  ravaging  and  de- 
structive as  those  which  sometimes  occur  in  our  section  dur- 
ing the  middle  of  .May,  and  it  is  for  these  that  we  feel  more 
apprehension,  as  the  vine  at  that  time  of  the  year  is  in  its  full 
vigor  and  cannot  readily  recover  should  it  be  then  subjected 
to  a  severe  attack. 

"It  is  hoped  that  we  have  seen  the  last  of  Jack  Frost  for 
this  year,  and  slunild  this  be  the  ease  the  damage  sustained 
by  Sonoma  Yalle\  s  yield  will  be  amply  repaid  by  the  excel- 
lence and  superiority  of  its  well-known  vintage." 

Ralin.n-Si  Colony,  by  J'.  0.  Jt'issi,  President:  "In 
answer  to  vout  query  of  the  12th  inst.,  referring  to  any  darn- 
ago  done  by  frosts  in  our  vineyards,  will  state  that  the  vine- 
yard at  A^ti,  being  quite  far  advanced,  was  badly  nipped  by 
the  frost,  and  I  fear  that  one-third  of  the  crop  has  been  lost. 
In  Madera  I  am  also  afraid  that  one-third  of  the  crop  baa 
been  badly  nipped  by  the  frost.  At  both  places  ire  im- 
mediately put  all  our  laborers  to  strip  the  vines  of  the  injured 
caue,  and  our  vineyards  now  look  as  if  we  were  in  January. 
However,  I  hope  that  the  heroic  remedy  applied  of  stripping 
the  vines  of  all  the  injured  canes  will  prove  beneficial,  and 
that  the  dormant  buds  will  come  out  bearing  some  grapes  and 
furnish  good  wood  for  next  year." 

Stanislaus  County. 

//.  0.  Schell,  Kniy/ifs  Ferry:  "  Replying  to  yours  of  the 
12th  inst.,  inquiring  as  to  what  damage  we  have  sustained  by- 
frost  in  this  section,  will  say  the  grape  crop  is  practically  an- 
nihilated, while  the  nut  crop  has  been  injured  nearly  as  bad. 
There  will  be  few  peaches  or  other  fruit,  except  oranges  and 
lemons,  which  do  not  seem  to  have  been  materially  injured. 

"In  thirty-five  years'  experience  in  this  locality  the  frosts 
of  this  season  have  been  the  most  destructive,  and  if  this  pre- 
sages what  is  to  follow  the  beginning  of  the  Twentieth  Cen- 
tury, the  prayers  of  the  prohibitionists  have  been  answered, 
and  the  destruction  of  the  wine  interests   in    this  State  will  be 

assured." 

Los  Angeles  County. 

J.  Rudil,  San  Gabriel:  "The  damage  by  frost  to  vines 
in  this  section,  I  estimate,  is  about  2o  per  cent.  The  young 
growths  in  low  places  was  killed  eutirely,  while  in  higher 
locations  they  were  not  touched."

This  Is  News  to  Hany  People. 


THE  Treasury  Department,  under  date  of  March  18th,  has 
found  it  necessary  to  send  out  another  diagram  to  make 
it  plain  that  the  Government  does  not  issue  a  Government 
license  for  the  sale  of  whisky  in  local-option  districts.  The 
declaration  is  plain  and  comprehensive  and  is  as  follows: 

The  United  States  does  not  issue  licenses  to  liquor  dealers  in  a  y  State. 
Every  person  who  engages  in  the  sale  of  alcoholic  liquors  anywhere  in  the 
I'nited  States  is  required  to  pay  special  tax  under  the  internal-revenue 
laws  i. f  the  United  States ;  and  there  is  no  warrant  ol  law  for  omitting 
the  collection  of  this  special  tax  from  persons  who  engage  in  such  sales  in 
any  State  where  local-option  laws  prevail.  But  the  special-tax  stamps 
issued  to  such  persons  as  liquor  dealers  are  merely  receipts  for  the  tax 
pail  and  are  not  licenses  and  do  not  protict  them  in  any  manner  from 
prosecution,  conviction  and  sentence  under  the  local  laws  for  carrying  on 
their  business  in  violation  of  those  laws.

Peruvian  Duties  on  Liquors. 

ACCORDING  to  the  terms  of  a  recent  decree,  the  follow- 
ing consumption  duties,  in  addition  to  the  import  duties 
proper,  will  be  levied  on  beer,  spirits  and  wines  on  the  clear- 
ance of  these  articles  through  the  Custom  House:  beer,  per 
liter,  7  centavos;  absinthe,  aniseed,  brandy,  rum,  bitters, 
liqueurs,  and  alcoholic  beverages,  other  than  wines,  40  cen- 
itavos  per  liter;  red  and  white  Burgundy,  Rhine  wine,  Cyprus, 
: sherry,  Madeira,  port,  frontignan,  malaga,  malmsey,  muscatel, 
vermouth,  aste,  and  other  sparkling  wines,  30  centavos  per 
liter;  red  aud  white  claret,  chianti,  and  similar  wines,  25  cen- 
tavos per  liter,  and  champagne,  50  centavos  per  liter.

SEATTLE,  April  18.— Tacoma  reports  trade  as  being  quiet, 
but  that  things  are  beginning  to  move.  There  are  now 
ninety-five  bars  in  Tacoma— an  increase  of  25  per  cent.  The 
New  Columbia  Brewery  will  start  up  at  the  end  of  the  month. 
Trade  in  Olympia  has  been  good  during  the  winter.  Bremer- 
ton is  coming  to  the  front  and  will  have  several  extra  saloons 
this  summer  to  cater  to  the  great  excursion  trade  that  will  un- 
doubtedly center  there.  Whatcom  and  Fairhaven  are  doing 
an  excellent  business  and  are  making  great  preparations  for 
the  salmon  run  this  year.  Everett  liquor  men  report  a  good 
business  and  that  the  expectations  are  that  this  season  will  be 
a  prosperous  one  for  their  town.  It  is  difficult  to  get  a  house 
there  and  every  business  house  is  rushed  with  orders. 
AFTER  DRUG-STORE  SALOONS. 
In  talking  with  Seattle  liquor  dealers  they  all  expressed 
themselves  as  pleased  at  the  action  of  the  Commissioners 
taken  against  the  bath-houses  for  selling  liquor  without  a 
license.  There  is  no  feeling  against  the  restaurant  keepers, 
but  a  tremendous  one  against  the  drug  stores  selling  liquor. 
The  claim  is  made  that  the  drug  stores  sell  a  very  inferior 
quality,  doctored  so  as  to  disguise  the  quality,  and  do  a  roar- 
ing trade.  As  the  drug  stores  have  always  been  in  favor  of 
enforcing  an  ordinance  to  close  liquor  stores  on  Sunday,  so 
that  they  might  corral  all  the  Sunday  trade,  liquor  dealers 
generally  see  no  reason  why  they  should  be  allowed  to  sell  so- 
called  medicated  whisky  without  paying  any  license.  A  fight 
was  made  some  time  ago,  and  two  drug-store  proprietors  were 
arrested,  but  both  cases  were  compromised. 

NO  LONGER  INSPECTOR. 
Seattle,  April  23. — Liquor  Inspector  J.  A.  Meek  is  out 
of  a  job.  Since  his  appointment  he  has  had  a  hot  time  of  it. 
The  liquor  dealers  have  fought  him  hard  and  the  Prosecuting 
Attorney  decided  that  his  territory  was  too  large.  He  engaged 
counsel  to  fight  the  case,  and  yesterday  appeared  before  the 
Commissioners  and  had  his  bond  for  King  County  canceled,  in- 
tending to  secure  a  new  bond  for  Seattle  only,  which  would  be 
within  the  construction  of  the  Statutes,  as  held  by  the  County 
Attorney.  However,  after  revoking  the  first  appointment  and 
canceling  the  bond  the  Commissioners  took  the  matter  under 
advisement.  It  is  intimated  that  it  will  remain  there  in- 
definitely. And  now  Mr.  Meek  is  neither  Inspector  for  the 
county  nor  city. 

RESTAURANTS   AND   TURKISH   BATHS   MUST 
CONTRIBUTE. 

Seattle  restaurants  and  Turkish  bath  establishments  will 
not  be  permitted  any  longer  to  sell  liquors,  as  they  have  done 
in  the  past  without  contributing  to  the  revenue  of  the  city 
under  the  license  ordinance.  The  Police,  License  and  Revenue 
Committee  of  the  City  Council  is  a  unit  on  the  proposition 
that  it  is  inequitable  to  permit  the  sale  of  liquor  at  places  of 
this  kind  without  subjecting  the  proprietors  to  some,  at  least, 
of  the  burdens  which  are  borne  by  those  who  are  regularly  in 
the  liquor  business. 

The  police  arrested  I.  M.  Hooper,  proprietor  of  the  Elk 


Baths,  and  had  him  fined  $12.50.  It  cannot  be  ascertained  if 
this  is  the  amount  that  will  be  assessed  in  the  way  of  a  fine 
against  all  engaged  in  the  business  and  sell  liquor.  What 
action  will  be  taken  against  the  restaurant  keepers  has  not 
been  determined.  It,  however,  is  conceded  that  it  would  be 
impossible  to  exact  the  payment  of  the  regular  license  fee 
from  them. 

RESTAURANT   SALOONS. 

On  interviewing  one  of  the  Committee,  he  stated  that  he 
was  "in  favor  of  reaching  some  understanding  with  the  pro- 
prietors of  places  that  sold  liquors  as  a  sort  of  assistance  to 
their  main  business.  In  my  opinion,  they  are  as  much  amen- 
able to  the  law,  as  it  stands,  as  the  saloon  keepers.  Of  course, 
as  the  law  stands,  it  would  bear  very  heavily  on  and,  perhaps, 
drive  many  of  the  small  restaurants  out  of  business.  Some 
arrangement  might  be  made  by  which  they  would  be  assessed 
some  small  sum  each  month.  Of  course,  if  they  fight,  there  is 
only  one  course,  viz. :  for  the  city  to  enforce  the  laws  as  they 
stand  and  make  them  pay  the  full  liquor  license."  The  res- 
taurant keepers  interviewed  claim  that  they  are  really,  if  any- 
thing, wholesale  dealers,  as  they  only  sell  by  the  bottle. 
If  this  is  so,  they  are  liable  for  the  regular  wholesale  license, 
which  is  $300  per  year. 

NOTES,  ETC. 
Will  Clark  has  opened  a  saloon  at  Charles  and  Maynard 
streets. 

James  Jewett  has  purchased  the  Yukon  Saloon  on  Co- 
lumbia street. 

After  July  1st  no  stamp  tax  will   be  required  on  ware- 
house receipts. 

Mr.  Callett,  of  the  California  Liquor  Association,  was  in 
town  on  the  13th. 

W.  Schaaf  and  E.  Lentz  opened  a  saloon  at  First  and 
Lenora  on  April  19th. 

The  Totem  has  changed  hands  and  is  now  owned  by 
W.  S.  McCray  &  Co. 

It  is  whispered  that  Dan  Shaw  has  also  leased  a  place  for 
a  large  saloon  in  the  next  block. 

J.  W.  Roscoe  and  Henry  Henkel  have  taken  out  licenses 
and  are  fitting  up  saloons  at  Bremerton. 

A.  B.  Korn  is  again  back  at  The  Eagle,  after  a  severe 
sickness  that  laid  him  up  for  six  months. 

Dave  Gross,  who  was  at  Nome  last  year,  has  purchased 
the  Lexington  Bar,  at  First  and  Bell  streets. 

Geo.  Murphy,  of  the  Northern  Saloon  of  Nome,  has  just 
returned  from  Washington,  and  will  go  out  on  the  first  boat. 

Mr.  Rodgers,  the  genial  proprietor  of  Our  House,  has 
just  returned  from  a  two  months'  trip  through  Oregon  and 
California. 

Hemrich  Bros,  had  their  bock  beer  on  the  market  for 
Easter  a  full  week  before  any  other  brewery  in  the  Puget 
Sound  couutry. 

Jim  Mullay,  the  well-known  Internal  Revenue  Inspector, 
is  on  his  annual  tour  through  the  State,  and  will  leave  for 
Alaska  June  1st. 

Nick  Torelick,  of  West  Seattle,  has  been  granted  a  license. 
A  strong  fight  was  made  against  granting  any  more  licenses 
there,  but  Nick  won  his  fight. 

Herman  Rutsch  has  been  appointed  Manager  of  the  new 
50-barrel-per-day  brewery  at  Aberdeen.  The  contract  has 
been  let  and  building  commenced. 
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The  only  county  in  the  western  part  of  the  State,  where 
saloons  can  run  open  on  Sunday,  is  Chohalis  County.  All 
gambling  has  been  shut  down  throughout  the  county. 

The  traveling  representatives  of  the  Myers  Supply  Com- 
pany and  the  Charles  Ehlermann  Hop  and  Malt  Company,  of 
St.  Louis,  were  seen  in  town  on  tho  first  of  the  mouth. 

A  new  decision  from  Washington,  of  great  interest  to 
liquor  men,  was  received  here  the  middle  of  the  month,  that 
no  more  stamps  were  required  on  half-gallon  demijohns. 

The  Grays  Harbor  Brewing  Company  has  received  an 
option  on  Liudstrom's  shipyard  at  Aberdeen,  and  the  brewery 
is  now  thought  to  be  assured.  The  capacity  is  to  be  fifty 
barrels. 

In  a  case  at  Hoquiam,  testing  the  Sunday-closing  law,  the 
jury  were  only  out  five  minutes,  when  they  brought  in  a  ver- 
dict for  the  saloon.  Geo.  Israel,  of  Olympia,  was  the  attor- 
ney for  the  saloon. 

The  schooner  Johu  A.  Campbell,  discharging  at  Yesler 
wharf  from  Honolulu,  has  landed  1,000  empty  beer  barrels 
belonging  to  the  Seattle  Brewing  and  .Malting  Company  and 
the  Pacific  Brewing  Company. 

M.  M.  ScnuMER  has  purchased  tho  People's  Bar,  214  Yes- 
ler. Mr.  Schumer  is  a  well-known  barkeeper  in  Seattle, 
having  run  the  Monterey  Bar  for  four  years.  He  has  just  re- 
turned from  a  six  months'  trip  East. 

W.  H.  Emerson,  one  of  the  best-known  liquor  men  in  the 
Sound  country  for  the  past  twenty  years,  having  been  in  business 
at  Fairhaveu,  Everett  and  lately  Dawson,  is  taking  a  $15,000 
stock  of  liquors  to  Teller  City,  on  the  Jeanie. 

Mr.  L.  Jaffe,  President  of  the  well-known  firm  of  Jaffe 
&  Co.,  started  East  March  23d.  He  will  spend  two  weeks  at 
the  Arkansas  Hot  Springs  and  then  go  on  to  Cincinnati,  Louis- 
ville and  New  York,  and  be  gone  about  two  months. 

Aberdeen  and  Hoquiam  have  raised  their  license  to  SI, 000. 
In  Hoquiam  they  are  forming  a  Business  Men's  Protective 
Association,  and  will  tight  it.  A  very  large  petition  has  been 
signed  by  the  taxpayers  requesting  the  City  Council  to  reduce 
the  license  to  S500. 

John  McDonald  has  opened  up  a  saloon  at  Leary.  There 
are  now  three  saloons  at  this  coal  camp.  Murphy  and  Fraser 
own  the  other  two.  Owning  to  the  strike  this  camp  is  rather 
dull,  the  mine  running  with  only  a  few  hands,  where  usually 
there  are  about  900  men  at  work. 

At  the  hotels  during  the  month  could  have  been  found 
Mike  Hunt,  of  Cream  Rye  fame;  Bessinger,  of  Augelo  & 
Myers;  Messrs.  Bond  &  Schwabacher,  Winehill;  W.  N.  Dry- 
foos,  McAllistrum,  McCullum,  of  Anaconda,  and  Van  Duers, 
of  Sherwood  &  Sherwood,  San  Francisco. 

Martin  Murray,  Jas.  Thompson  &  Bro.'s  popular  travel- 
ing man,  was  in  town  this  month  and  made  the  Puget  Sound 
office  of  the  Review  a  pleasant  visit.  Mr.  Murray  states  that 
the  whisky  trade  is  good  and  that  he  has  no  complaint 
to  make  regarding  his  sh  tre  of  it  throughout  this  territory. 

Wm.  Quandt,  the  well-known  concert  hall  proprietor,  has 
ifitted  up  and  opened  the  Palmer  House  Bar.  The  barroom  of 
this  hotel  has  been  vacant  for  the  past  six  months.  Lee 
George,  one  of  the  best-known  bartenders  on  the  Coast,  and  a 
member  of  Baker  City  Aerie  No.  27,  F.  O.  E.,  has  charge  of 
the  bar. 

Bowen  &  Nelson,  the  well-known  saloon  men  of  Pueblo, 
Colo.,  have  purchased  from  Swanson  the  Green  Tree,  at  161 
Washington  street.  It  is  said  the  purchase  price  was  $7,500. 
They  have  spent  about  as  much  more  in  entirely  refitting  the 
two  floors,  and  now  call  the  saloon  the  Green  Light.  They 
opened  April  11th. 

Fred  Piper,  a  well-known  young  attorney,  has  received 
the  indorsement  of  the  Republican  Central  Committee  for  the 
office  of  Deputy  Collector  in  the  United  States  Internal 
Revenue  Office.  It  is  thought  that  Ralph  L.  Ross,  who  at 
ipresent  holds  tho  position,  will  probably  receive  an  appoint- 
ment as  Collector. 

J.  J.  Haggerty,  the  genial  V.  P.  of  the  Seattle  Business 
Men's  Protective  Association,  and  Trustee  of  Mother  Aerie 
No.  1,  F.  O.  E.,  has  one  of  the  best  located  wholesale  and  re- 
tail houses  in  the  city,  on  Second,  below  Yesler.  Mr.  Hag- 
gerty has  an  excellent  local  trade  and  a  constantly  increasing 
me  through  the  State. 


H.  Devet  now  owns  a  half  interest  in  the  Terminal  liar, 
as  well  as  owuing  The  Devot.  His  partner  in  The  Termiual  is 
Van  de  Putte,  of  The  Option.  They  do  a  big  railroad  trade 
at  both  places,  and  between  them  have  about  all  the  Belgian 
ami  Flemish  trade  of  Seattle.  '1  In-  Derei  is  being  newly 
painted  and  papered  and  generally  cleaned 

W  illiams  it  Lewis,  the  well-known  saloon  men,  have 
leased  the  new  building,  606  First  avenue,  opposite  Moron's, 
and  have  put  in  a  saloon  and  grillroom.  The  building  is  150 
by  28  feet.  The  grillroom  in  the  rear  will  be-  80  by  2-.  The 
fixtures  are  from  a  local  house.  The  bar  will  be  tliirtv  feet 
long  and  of  mahogany. 

Hemhich  Bros,  have  won  their  case  and  had  the  injunc- 
tion dissolved  that  was  served  bv  the  propertj  holders  at 
South  Seattle, [restraining  them  from  putting  in  a  new  switch 
at  their  new  brewery.  The  great  sliding  bank  of  clay  there  is 
causing  them  much  trouble  and  they  will  have  to  expend  sev- 
eral thousand  dollars  to  build  a  retaining  wall. 

M  I.  I.i  i/,  of  The  Pioneer,  has  been  on  the  sick  list  for 
the  past  month.  On  the  10th  he  left  for  tie  I.  accompanied 
by  his  wife,  and  will  be  goue  three  months  or  more.  He 
will  visit  relatives  in  St.  Louis.  Denver  and  New  fork,  and 
will  spend  two  weeks  at  the  Buffalo  Exposition.  Oswald 
(Charlie)  Weidlich  will  have  charge  of  The  Pioneer  as  man- 
ager during  Mr.  Lutz'  absence. 

Four  new  saloons  will  start  up  at  Bremerton  this  month. 
A  big  dancing  hall  is  being  built  by  Mr.  Isco.  Owing  to  the 
large  amount  of  money  Uncle  Sam  is  spending  there,  and  the 
fact  that  there  will  bo  one  or  more  men-of-war  being  repaired 
in  the  drydock  all  summer,  the  excursion  trade  is  expected  to 
be  heavy.   Last  Sunday  over.3, 000  people  visited  the  Navy  Yard. 

Trade  in  Seattle  has  been  quiet  but  is  picking  op  slightly. 
May  will  find  a  different  face  on  things,  however,  as  by  that 
time  the  city  will  be  full  to  overflowing  with  visitors  going 
north.  Great  preparations  are  being  made  for  the  ex  pi 
rush  on  May  23d- 24th,  when  the  President  will  be  here. 
Orders  are  beginning  to  come  in  from  the  north,  and  some 
few  stocks  are  being  bought  for  the  first  boats.  The  Anti- 
Saloon  League  is  quite  active. 

Sero  MigliavaCCA,  for  ten  years  Secretary  to  his  father,  the 
owner  of  the  Migliavacca  Vineyards,  of  Napa,  Gal.,  has  the  most 
important  California  wine  house  in  the  Sound  country.  He 
handles  practically  nothing  but  California  wines  and  liquors. 
The  Nome  City  has  a  consignment  of  150  barrels,  and  last 
week  he  received  100  barrels  of  wine.  The  Rainier  contained 
100  cases  of  imported  liquors  for  this  house.  The  Migliavacca 
Wine  Company  has  just  adopted  a  new  and  very  handsome 
embossed  gold  label  for  their  bottled  goods.  The  cellars  are 
a  surprise  to  many,  extending  under  several  business  houses 
and  running  nearly  half  a  block. 

Genkual  Manager  Sweeney,  of  the  Seattle  Brewing  and 
Malting  Company,  states  that  he  found  the  people  in  Honolulu 
very  much  in  favor  of  home  trade,  and  that  they  do  not 
encourage  outsiders;  and  that  he  found  it  difficult  to  get  con- 
cessions that  he  asked  for.  Mr.  Sweeney  Bays  that  business 
was  very  prosperous  there— that  things  looked  like  a  boom. 
They  have  a  local  brewery  there  in  operatiou.  The  beer  is 
good,  but  rather  heavier  than  our  lager.  The  water  is  excel- 
lent for  making  beer.  At  present  we  ship  about  63  per  cent, 
of  the  beer  consumed  iu  the  islands,  but  this  per  out.  will  be 
reduced.  The  Company's  stone  and  brick  ice  and  cold  stor- 
age plant  is  72  by  110,  and  is  now  nearly  fitted  up. 

The  Board  of  County  Commissioners  have  sent  out  a  cir- 
cular letter  to  all  saloon  keepers  in  King  County  warning 
them  to  do  nothing  to  forfeit  their  licenses.  The  tenor  of  the 
letter  is  as  follows: 

Owing   to   the   numerous   complaints   and    remonstrances 
against  the  granting  of  saloon  licenses  in  the  various  parts  "f 
the  countv,  we  wish  to  advise  you  of  the  importance  of  k. 
iug  a  strictly  orderly  house,  and  selling  uo  liquor  to  minors, 
Indians  or  habitual  drunkards. 

This  is  under  the  laws  of  the  State,  and  must  be  lived  up 
to,  and  anv  violation  of  same  will  necessitate  the  parties  being 
brought  before  this  Board  for  hearing  and  his  license  revoked 
if   found  guilty. 

We  will  demand  a  strict  compliance  with  the  above.  Yours 
truly,  Geokok  N.  (In. man,  Chairman  of  the  Board.

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The  Effects  of  the   Frosts  on  Vineyards 
and  Vines. 

THE  PAPERS  are  full  of  lamentations  on  damages  by  the 
frosts  on  vineyards.  It  is  true  tliat  the  warm  weather 
in  March  forced  out  the  growth  prematurely,  and  in  the  warmtr 
regions  of  the  State  much  damage  may  have  been  done  to  the 
hist  growth  from  terminal  buds.  Some  men  have  tried  to 
prevent  this  by  advocating  late  pruning — waiting  until  April 
and  until  the  terminal  buds  had  started.  I  have  seen  an  illu- 
stration of  this  in  1882-3,  at  Vineyard  Station,  Sonoma  county, 
in  a  vineyard  peculiarly  subjected  to  frost,  where  this 
was  tried  as  a  dernier  resort.  Eesults:  terrible  bleeding  of 
the  vines,  late  ripening  of  the  grapes  (all  Zinfaudel),  less 
sugar,  no  color  in  the  wine,  no  tannin,  and  a  comparatively 
low  valuation  of  the  crop,  even  in  those  times  of  high  prices. 
This  method  will  produce  no  wines  of  commercial  value,  light 
in  sugar,  no  flavor,  greenish  taste  and  no  bouquet. 

Against  this  stands  the  old  method,  which  was  the  pre- 
vailing one  when  I  came  into  the  State,  of  pruning  to  spurs  of 
two  buds,  if  the  vine  was  ever  so  strong,  early  in  the  season, 
trusting  to  providence  to  keep  off  frosts,  and  bewailing  the 
loss  if  it  occurred.  It  struck  me  then,  and  I  am  fully  con- 
vinced of  it  now,  that  a  medium  course  would  be,  as  it  usually 
is,  the  more  safe  road  to  travel,  and  I  have  followed  it  since, 
with  uniform  good  results,  following  the  old  adage,  that  "an 
ounce  of  prevention  is  worth  a  pound  of  cure." 

Every  vineyardist  knows  (and  if  he  does  not,  it  is  high 
time  that  he  should  learn),  that  the  terminal  buds  of  the  vine 
will  grow  out  first.  Therefore  it  would  seem  but  natural,  that 
instead  of  pruning  back  to  two  buds,  as  has  been  the  practice, 
leave  four,  so  that,  if  the  upper  two  buds  are  affected  by 
frost,  the  lower  ones  will  start  and  take  their  place.  But  this 
is  not  the  only  consequence.  Every  bud  on  developed  wood 
of  the  vine  is  a  triple  one;  the  principal  bud  in  the  midled 
will  grow  first;  and  when  that  fails  from  any  cause,  the  second- 
ary buds  will  take  its  place,  and  produce  a  crop,  not  as  large, 
perhaps,  but  just  as  good  in  quality  as  the  first.  But  if  the 
frosted  shoots  are  left,  the  vitiated  sap  will  enter  the  bud  and 
cause  blood  poisoning,  as  in  the  Eastern  pear  blight.  There- 
fore they  should  be  removed  at  once,  or  they  will  cause  burst- 
ing of  the  lark,  and  the  disease  we  call  "  black  knot."  I  am 
aware  that  many  of  my  readers  will  consider  this  a  laborious 
process,  and  so  it  is.  But  on  it  depends  the  success,  not  only 
of  the  crop  of  this  season,  which  can  be  saved  by  it,  at  least 
to  a  largo  extent,  but  also  the  future  health  of  the  vines,  and 
this  is  well  worth  the  labor.  I  know  from  experience  what  I 
assert.  In  1887.  our  young  vineyard  in  Chiles  Valley,  then 
four  years  old,  was  blackened  by  frost  in  one  night,  which 
hardly  left  a  green  shoot  on  any  vine.  My  sons  despaired  of  a 
crop  for  the  season,  but  I  persuaded  them  to  go  over  the  whole 
vineyard  with  me,  and  cut  off  the  frosted  shoots  above  th  bud. 
It  was  a  week's  work  for  us  three,  but  we  were  rewarded  for  it 
by  the  secondary  buds  making  a  fresh  start  after  about  two 
weeks  without  a  sign  of  life,  and  yielding  in  the  fall  about  three 
tons  to  the  acre  of  the  handsomest,  healthiest  grapes,  high  in 
sugar,  and  making  a  first-class  wine.  It  was  a  fair  average 
yield  for  a  young  vineyard;  and  our  vines  remained  healthy. 
I  have  lound  the  vintner's  life   always  a  life  of  incessant  toil, 


still  most  of  the  work  is  not  hard,  but  interesting  and  pleas- 
ant. It  will  not  brook  delay,  however,  and  nearly  all  the  suc- 
cess depends  on  doing  everything  in  time.  His  motto  should 
be:     "  Push  your  work,  but  never  let  it  push  you." 

A    MISHAP   WILL    OFTEN    REMEDY    A   LOSS. 

No  doubt  this  will  also  raise  the  price  of  wine  and  of 
grapes  for  next  fall,  aud  thus  may  make  up  for  the  loss  in 
quantity.  The  whole  matter  eventually  turns  upon  the  old 
rule  of  demand  and  supply,  and  if  the  supply  is  short,  the 
demand  will  be  brisk,  and  good  prices  rule.  This  is  the  case 
already;  the  reports  of  damages  throughout  the  State,  and  the 
deficiency  of  the  crop  resulting  therefrom,  will  naturally  create 
an  upward  tendency;  so  that  the  loss  may  not  be  great.  But 
it  is  certainly  important  to  keep  the  vineyards  in  g'jod  order, 
if  we  intend  to  have  better  times,  which  I  confidently  expect 
in  the  future. 

CREAM   TARTAR   FACTORY    AT   RUTHERFORD 

T  spent  about  half  an  hour  looking  through  this  immense 
building,  erected  by  Mr.  de  la  Tour,  which  is  quite  an  improve 
ment  to  the  whole  Napa  Valley  and  its  environs,  located  as  it 
is  in  the  center  of  the  grape-growing  district,  as  it  gives  em- 
ployment to  a  large  number  of  men,  and  utilizes  the  pomace 
and  lees  of  all  the  wineries,  not  only  in  this  county,  but  also 
from  the  neighboiing  ones.  The  main  products  now  are  cream 
tartar  and  brandy;  the  pomace  and  lees  are  elevated  into  an 
immense  tower,  and  from  there  run  into  the  main  factory, 
where  these  two  ingredients  are  extracted,  aud  the  cream  tar- 
tar is  passed  into  the  drying-rooms.  A  continuous  still  extracts 
all  the  brandy,  and  when  all  this  is  completed,  the  pomace  is 
passed  into  the  engine-room,  and  furnishes  the  fuel  for  a  mag- 
nificent engine  of  180-horse  power,  which  propels  all  the 
machinery.  In  addition  to  this,  Mr.  de  la  Tour  is  planting 
about  125  acres  with  resistant  vines,  nearly  all  Rupestris  St. 
George — all  of  which  keeps  him  so  very  busy  that  I  could  not 
meet  him  to  obtain  full  particulars,  but  was  shown  around  by 
Mr.  Augustine,  the  foreman.  So  I  must  postpone  full  partic- 
ulars to  a  future  number,  when  I  shall  refer  to  it  again,  for  I 
think  it  a  very  important  and  promising  institution,  destined 
to  an  important  role  in  this  community,  and,  if  successful,  it 
will  have  many  followers  in  our  grape  districts. 

GRAFTING   ON   A  LARGE   SCALE. 

Mr.  Churchill,  the  successor  of  our  lamented  friend  Crabb 
to  the  To  Kalon  vineyards,  is  employing  a  force  of  men  to 
graft  30,000  resistant  vines,  planted  by  Mr.  Crabb  several 
years  ago.  I  sincerely  hope  that  he  will  be  successful  in  con- 
verting them  into  the  choicest  wine  grapes,  fill  up  a  large  gap 
in  our  valley  made  by  the  phylloxera,  and  which  will  bring 
back,  to  some  extent,  the  old  form  as  one  of  the  foremost  wine 
producing  counties  of  the  State,  fill  its  splendid  cellars  with 
the  juice  of  the  noble  grape,  and  change  its  vacant  lands  into 
smiling  vineyards.  G.  Husmann.

Vineyard  and  Cellar  News. 

What  was  known  as  the  old  Kohler  &  Frohling  winery  in 
the  Scandinavian  Colony,  four  miles  distant  from  Fresno, 
which  at  the  time  it  was  destroyed  by  fire  last  year  was  owned 
by  the  California  Wine  Association,  is  to  be  rebuilt  at  once, 
it  is  reported,  and  on  an  enlarged  scale. 

Willim  Rennie,  of  St.  Helena,  has  accepted  the  position 
of  Superintendent  of  the  immense  Barton  Vineyard  and  cel- 
lars in  Fresno  County.  This  establishment  is  owned  by  a 
syndicate  of  Scotchmen,  and  efforts  had  been  put  forth  for  a 
long  time  to  induce  Mr.  Rennie  to  take  the  place.  At  last  he 
yielded,  and  is  now  installed  in  his  new  work. 
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Two  or  three  carloads  of  wine  are  beiDg  shipped  daily 
from  the  Sebastopol  winery  to  Lachmau  &  Jacobi  of  San 
Francisco. 

The  Gridley  Herald  states  that  Ed  Faganhas  finished  plant- 
ing eighty  acres  of  wine  grapes  on  his  farm  near  town.     II- 
now  preparing  50,000  cuttings  for  planting  next  year. 

F.  F.  Patrouak,  the    well-known    Dry    Creek    winemaker, 
is  making  large  preparations  for  the  coming  season's  vint.i 
and  will    add    considerable    new  machinery,   a  large  crusher, 
besides    150,000   gallons   of    feimenting   cooperage.     W.    H. 
Priest  is  now  building  the  crusher  at  his  Heuldsburg  foundry. 

Chas.  H.  Mather,  of  Foss  Valley,  was  in  town  Tuesday. 
He  says  there  has  been  no  frost  in  his  neighborhood  this  year, 
but  on  the  lower  levels,  and  particularly  on  the  Miller  and 
Estee  places  he  noticed  that  the  vines  had  been  injured,  and 
was  reminded  thereby  of  his  own  experience  with  frosted  vines 
four  years  ago. 

The  frost  had  "burned"  his  vines  pretty  badly,  and  he 
thought  that  the  crop  would  be  a  failure.  He  told  his  fears  to 
an  old  French  viueyardist,  who  advised  him  to  go  over  the  vine- 
yard and  pick  off  every  frosted  bud.  The  Frenchman  told 
him  that  new  buds  would  come  out  in  the  place  of  those  pulled 
off.  He  acted  upon  the  advice  with  the  result  that  from  his 
twelve  acres  of  vines  he  picked  forty-seven  tons  of  wine  grapes 
and  three  tons  of  table  grapes,  and  they  were  the  finest  grapes 
he  ever  has  raised  on  the  place. — Napa  Journal.

California  Wines  in  Japan. 

UNITED  STATES  Consul  Covert,  stationed  at  Lyons, 
France,  has  :in  interesting  article  in  the  consular  reports 
for  March,  on  the  subject  of  the  French  wine  production  in 
1900.  The  striking  feature  of  the  report  is  the  statement  that 
California  wines  have  driven  the  French  product  out  of  the 
Japanese  markets  by  reason  of  their  quality  and  cheapness. 
Mr.  Covert  says  in  part: 

"According  to  reports  just  issued,  the  production  of 
France  for  the  year  1900  is  65,000,000  hectoliters  ('. ,721,000,- 
000  gallons),  a  yield  that  has  only  been  exceeded  three  times 
during  the  present  century  and  never  in  any  preceding  one 
hundred  years.  It  is  several  million  hectoliters  short  of  what 
was  expected  in  midsummer,  whon  the  vines,  especially  in  the 
southern  wiue  fields,  bore  richer  burdens  than  were  ever  be- 
fore seen  in  France.  The  heavy  rains  of  the  month  of  Sep- 
tember, however,  entirely  washed  away  the  crop,  vines,  and 
roots  of  thousands  of  acres  in  the  Midi  of  France.  Milder 
but  continuous  rains  rotted  the  grapes  or  impaired  their  rich- 
ness in  many  other  provinces.  The  farmers,  who  were  very 
heavy  losers  by  these  inundations  and  frosts,  were  partially 
indemnified  by  the  remission  of  their  taxes  in  proportion  to 
the  damages  incurred.  The  indemnity  thus  provided  extends 
over  four  years  from  the  date  of  the  destruction  of  the  vines, 
affording  ample  time  for  replanting. 

"The  promise  of  a  large  yield  was  so  great  in  August  that 
sales  were  made  at  less  than  $1  per  barrel  for  good  table  wine, 
to  be  delivered  in  October,  the  purchaser  to  furnish  the  bar- 
rel. From  8  to  20  francs  ($1.54  to  $3.96)  per  barrel  of  110 
quarts  of  very  fair  wine  have  been  the  ruling  quotations  for 
the  year.  The  high  brands  are  unusually  rich  this  year,  and 
the  prices  are  low,  ranging  from  $50  to  $150  per  barrel  of 
about  240  quarts. 

"Since  early  in  the  seventies  up  to  1900,  there  has  been 
a  great  demand  for  American  plants  for  grafting  upon  French 
vines.  In  1881  the  total  replanted  with  American  vines  was 
21,262  acres.  In  1839  it  was  471,000  acres  and  to-day  it  is 
2,414.495  aores.  The  old  vineyards  which  were  destroyed  by 
the  phylloxera,  have  been  reconstituted,  as  the  French  say, 
by  graftings  from  the  United  States,  and  it  is  believed  that 
they  are  now  phylloxera  proof.  However,  no  vines  will  be 
planted  in  France  or  in  any  other  European  wine-producing 
country  unless  they  are  from  American  grafts,  from  vines 
formerly  grafted  here,  or  from  original  plants  from  the 
United  States. 

"The  acreage  planted  in  vines  in  France  has  been  steadily 
increasing  during  the  last  twenty  years,  but  there  are  reasons 
for  believing  that  it  has  come  to  a  standstill.     The    organs   of 


the  wine-growers  advise  that  attention  be  paid  now  to  quality 
and  not  to  quantity.  They  advocate  an  improvement  in  color, 
in  alcohol,  and  in  fruitiness.  The  government  is  disposed  to 
augment  the  consumption  of  wine,  by  making  it  cheaper. 
The  octroi  tax  of  2,  3,  aud,  in  some  case3,  4  cents  per  quart 
wdl,  in  all  probability,  be  abolished  within  the  next  six  or 
twelve  months,  when  wine  will  enter  the  gates  of  all  the  cities 
of  France  duty  free.  It  is  believed  that  the  effect  of  this  will 
be  the  drinking  of  more  wine  aud  less  alcoholic  liquor. 

"If  the  production  of  wine  remains  stationary,  as  is 
highly  probable,  more  land  will  be  devoted  to  the  raising  of 
early  fruits  aud  vegetables.  The  planting  of  mulberry  trees 
and  the  raising  of  silkworms  will  receive  more  attention. 

"Wine  is  now  produced  more  cheaply  in  California  than 
in  France.  The  efforts  to  introduce  French  wine  into  Japan 
have  all  been  ineffectual,  on  account  of  California  competi- 
tion, the  Japanese  declaring  that  they  could  buy  wine  cheaper 
and  of  as  good  a  quality  in  San  Francisco  as  in  France." 
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Internal  Revenue  Decisions,  Etc. 


Important  to  Wholesalers. 

THE  United  States  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  for  the  Niuth 
District  has  rendered  a  decision  of  considerable  import- 
ance to  the  wholesale  wine  and  liquor  trade.  The  conclusions 
of  the  Court  are  in  the  case  of  United  States  vs.  George  F. 
Chevallier,  doing  business  in  San  Francisco  under  the  firm 
name  of  F.  Chevallier  &  Co.,  to  recover  special  revenue  tax  as 
both  wholesale  and  retail  liquor  dealer,  which  business,  it  was 
alleged,  was  carried  on  in  the  City  of  Portland,  in  violation  of 
Subdivison  4,  of  Section  3244,  of  the  Revised  Statutes. 

The  defendant  denied  that  he  was  carrying  on  the  business  of  either 
retail  or  wholesale  dealer  in  liquors  within  the  State  of  Oregon,  and  set 
out  in  a  further  and  separate  answer  that  he  was  carrying  on  the  business 
of  wholesale  and  retail  liquor  dealer  in  San  Francisco,  State  of  California, 
and  had  paid  a  special  tax  therefor;  that  he  had  a  branch  office  in  the 
City  of  Portland,  over  the  door  of  which  was  painted  the  sign  "  F.  Che- 
vallier  &  Co.,  W.  H.  Fiske,  Manager,"  where  he  kept  no  wines  or  liquors 
for  sale,  but  where  his  agent  received  conditional  orders  for  wines  and 
liquors  and  forwarded  the  same  to  the  defendant's  house  in  San  Francisco, 
there  to  be  approved  and  filled,  and  that  upon  such  approval  by  the  defend- 
ant the  goods  ordered  were  shipped  from  the  San  Francisco  house  directly 
to  the  purchaser  in  Oregon  or  elsewhere  at  the  risk  of  the  purchaser ;  that 
the  said  Fiske  as  manager  had  no  authority  from  the  defendant  to  make 
any  sale  of  or  offer  for  sale  any  wines  or  liquors  in  the  city  of  Portland  or 
elsewhere  in  the  district  of  Oregon;  that  all  such  sales  were  completed  and 
made  in  the  State  of  California. 

The  decision  of  the  Circuit  Court,  as  summed  up  by  Justice 
Gilbert  was  as  follows: 

It  must  be  held  that  the  offer  to  sell  in  this  case  is  an  offer  to  sell  at 
the  place  where  sales  are  in  fact  made,  and  at  the  only  place  where  they 
are  made,  which  is  San  Francisco.  It  may  be  true,  as  suggested  by 
the  counsel  for  the  plaintiff  in  error,  that  the  method  of  transacting  the 
business  of  the  defendant  in  error  in  Cregon  has  been  devised  with  the 
view  of  evading  the  payment  of  the  special  tax,  and  that  by  establishing 
his  branch  office  in  Portland  he  there  enters  into  competition  with  the 
wholesale  dealers  who  are  required  to  pay  the  special  tax,  and  that  thereby 
the  revenues  which  would  otherwise  accrue  to  the  Government  are 
diminished.  These  considerations  suggest,  perhaps,  reasons  why  the 
statute  should  be  altered  to  meet  such  a  case  as  is  here  presented.  We 
find  no  remedy  for  it  in  the  plain  intendment  of  the  existing  statute. 

The  judgment  of  the  Circuit  Court  will  be  affirmed. 

Sale  of  Warehouse  Certificates. 

The  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue  has  decided  a 
matter  of  importance  with  reference  to  the  sale  of  warehouse 
certificates.  He  holds  that  "  where  conditional  warehouse  cer- 
tificates are  sold  and  fully  paid  for,  the  purchaser  thereby  ob- 
tains all  rights  that  he  could  by  purchase  of  unconditional 
certificates  for  whisky  in  bond,  and  the  vender  is  required  to 
pay  special  tax  as' a  wholesale  liquor  dealer." 

The  beauty  of  having  a  lot  of  troubles  is  that  we  can't 
worry  about  them  all   at  once.

The  following  from  the  code  of  Japan  might  profitably  be 
copied  by  other  countries: 

International  infringement  of  a  registered  trade  mark  is 
punishable  by  imprisonment  from  fifteen  days  to  six  months, 
or  fiue  of  not  less  than  ten  or  more  than  300  yen,  confiscation 
of  the  trade  mark,  and,  if  inseparable  from  the  goods, destruc- 
tion of  goods.

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THE  TRADE   IN   MANILA. 

[Special  Correspondence  of  The  Review] 

FOlt  the  purpose  of  this  article  it  is  necessary  to  go  back 
to  ante-bellum  times  to  obtain  an  idea  of  the  conditions 
prevailing  in  Manila  prior  to  the  American  occupation.  Any 
one  who  has  lived  in  Spanish-American  countries  can  readily 
understand  that  the  drinking  habits  of  the  Spanish  people 
differ  essentially  from  those  of  Americans,  and  the  cafe  in 
Manila  was,  as  in  other  Manana  countries,  the  rallying  point 
for  those  addicted  to  the  flowing  bowl.  The  native  drinker 
inclined  to  vino  and  other  manufactured  wines,  to  which  I  will 
refer  later  on.  Cocktails  and  other  mixed  drinks  so  dear  to 
the  American  palate,  were  unknown,  and,  in  fact,  it  might  be 
said  that  the  drinking  was  confined  to  wines,  brandies  and 
lighter  beverages,  while  beer  constituted  quite  an  important 
proportion  of  the  liquid  consumption,  owing  to  the  fact  that  a 
brewerv  existed  under  the  Spanish  regime,  and  still  continues 
doing  business,  but  on  a  much  larger  scale. 

The  13th  day  of  August,  1898,  will  always  remain  a  red- 
letter  day  in  the  history  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  because  on 
that  day  American  occupation  became  an  accomplished  fact,  and 
following  in  the  train  of  Uncle  Sam's  army  came  the  American 
saloon  man.  It  might  be  stated  [at  this  point  that  during  the 
blockade  of  Manila  by  Dewey  an  enterprising  American 
obtained  a  concession  at  Cavite  to  run  a  sort  of  general  store, 
at  which  all  kinds  of  liquors,  brought  from  Hongkong,  were 
dispensed  at  exhorbitant  rates.  The  whisky  business  in 
Manila  reached  a  high  point  in  the  fall  of  1898,  and  on  the 
now  famous  Escolta  a  number  of  American  bar-rooms  were 
established.  The  licenses  on  this  thoroughfare  were  only 
granted  to  men  of  good  character  and  were  limited  in  number. 
A  saloon  on  this  central  street  proved  a  bonanza  for  those  who 
were  so  fortunate  as  to  have  the  location,  and  several  San 
Franciscans  have  now  much  "diuero"  to  show  from  the 
harvest  reaped  during  the  volunteer  occupation.  The  volun- 
teers were  liberal  spenders.  At  this  date  it  cannot  be  said 
that  the  saloons  in  Manila  are  proving  as  profitable  as  before, 
and  the  new  license  law,  taking  effect  July  1st,  will  prohibit 
the  sale  of  liquors  on  the  Escolta,  Calle  Rosario,  Plaza 
Monaga,  Plaza  Cervantes,  and  that  portion  of  Calle  Uneva 
between  the  Calle  San  Vicente,  and  the  Bridge  of  Spain,  these 
boundaries  comprising  the  heart  of  the  city. 

Under  this  law  a  saloon  license  will  cost  600  pesos  semi- 
annually, a  beer  and  wine  license  350  pesos,  a  wholesale 
license  1200  pesos  annually,  and  a  jobbing  license  600  pesos. 

Much  has  been  written  in  the  United  States  by  hyper- 
critical temperance  cranks,  who  never  saw  the  country  nor 
studied  its  conditions  regarding  the  drunkenness  here,  but  I 
have  no  hesitation  in  affirming  that  not  only  is  the  trade  well 
regulated  here  but  there  are  even  fewer  drunken  people  to  be 
seen  here  than  in  many  American  cities  that  swell  themselves 
on  their  superlative  moral  condition.  Saloons  close  at  10 
o'clock  every  night,  and  on  Sunday  no  business  is  conducted, 
the  only  exceptions  being  in  the  case  of  hotels,  which  are 
allowed  to  supply  their  guests.  When  the  Americans  took 
Manila  there  were  thousands  of  "vino"  joints  in  operation, 
but  this  firewater,  made  from  sugar  residue,  was  a  source  of 
much  trouble  to  the  authorities,  because  of  its  debasing  effect 
on  the  soldier,  that  the  majority  of  these  places  were  closed  up 
and  now  only  a  few  hundred  are  doing  business.  In  the 
licenses  granted  under  the  new  law,  already  referred  to,  the 
sale  of  vino  is  made  unlawful,  as  the  authorities  have  not  been 
slow  to  recognize  that  it  is  preferable  to  encourage)  the  sale  of 
good  American  whiskies  and  beers  rather  than  an  article 
which  has  been  the  cause  of  much  crime  among  the  soldiers. 

The   distributing   trade   here   is   in  the  hands  of  several 


Anerican  companies  that  were  early  on  the  ground,  although 
the  German  and  Spanish  merchants  have  not  been  slow  to  fol- 
low the  example  of  these  enterprising  American  firms,  with 
the  result  that  there  are  now  a  great  many  brands  seeking 
public  favor.  To  some  extent  the  business  has  been  overdone, 
and  it  looks  to  me  as  if  some  of  the  smaller  firms  will  have  to 
quit,  as  it  requires  considerable  capital  to  swing  an  import 
business  here,  owing  to  the  large  stocks  that  must  be  carried. 
The  city  is  now  very  efficiently  policed,  a  corps  of  picked 
Americans  having  been  formed  since  my  visit  of  last  year.  It 
is  not  extravagant  to  say  that  Manila's  "  finest  "  will  compare 
favorably  with  any  similar  body  of  men.  In  addition  to  these 
there  are  corps  of  Spanish  and  Filipino  police,  to  whom  is 
entrusted  the  regulation  of  the  native  population,  although 
they  are  under  the  control  of  American  officers.  The  estab- 
lishment of  municipal  government  is  now  going  on  under 
Judge  Taft  and  his  fellow  Commissioners,  and  Americans  will 
soon  be  in  position  to  judge  the  capacity  of  the  Filipino  for 
self-government.  In  addition  to  this,  many  public  improve- 
ments are  in  progress,  involving  the  outlay  of  millions  of  dol- 
lars, and  when  these  are  completed  Manila  will  compare 
favorably  with  any  city  in  the  Orient.  Pollicam.

Wine  and  Liquor  Congress. 

WE  are  in  receipt  of  a  report  issued  by  the  Secretary  of 
Commerce,  Industry,  Post  and  Telegraphs  of  France 
(Printing  Office  of  the  Merchants'  Exchange,  Paris),  from 
which  we  can  offer  our  readers  the  following  abstracts: 

At  the  time  of  the  recent  Paris  Exhibition,  an  Interna- 
tional Congress  was  held  at  Paris,  from  July  16th  to  21st, 
1900,  with  reference  to  the  wine,  spirit  and  liquor  trade,  at 
which,  besides  France,  there  were  represented:  West  Australia, 
Belgium,  Ecuador,  Spain,  United  States,  Italy,  Roum  mia, 
Russia,  Siam  and  Switzerland.  The  Congress  was  presided 
over  by  G.  Hartmann,  President  of  the  National  Syndicate 
of  the  Wholesale  Wine,  Spirit  and  Liquor  Trade  of  France, 
President  of  the  Syndicate  of  Wholesale  Distillers  of  Paris, 
etc,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Ministers  of  Commerce  and  of 
Justice  of  France. 

The  treatises  of  this  Congress  were  partly  of  such  local 
character  that  we  do  not  see  fit  to  mention  them  here  in  detail, 
but  have  to  limit  ourselves  to  a  short  recapitulation  of  the 
sundry  items  called  forth : 

1st — Statistics  of  the  production,  consumption,  importa- 
tion and  exportation  of  all  kinds  of  drinkables  in  the  sundry 
countries. 

2d— The  System  of  Taxes  levied  on  production,  distribu- 
tion and  consumption. 

3d — The  Systems  of  Duties — Duty  by  weight  or  ad  valorem; 
declaration  and  verification  at  Custom  Houses;  possibility  of 
a  uniform  international  system. 

4th — Transportation — Conditions  of  the  different  ways  of 
transportation  by  sea,  river,  railroad,  and  the  responsibility 
of  the  forwarding  parties  and  that  of  insurance  companies; 
possibility  of  placing  these  costs  on  a  uniform  basis. 

5th — Legislation — The  different  legislative  provisions  in 
sundry  countries,  relating  to  the  trade  in  drinkables,  partic- 
ularly in  regard  to  protection  of  trade-marks  and  name  of 
origin;  the  suppression  of  imitations  and  adulterations;  pos- 
sibility of  putting  such  laws  on  an  international  basis. 

6th — Hygiene — The  effects  of  wine  and  other  beverages; 
comparison  of  the  effects  produced  by  the  consumption  of 
fermented  liquids  and  by  that  of  spirituous  liquors. 

Numerous  reports  were  made  upon  these  subjects  by 
prominent  members  of  the  Congress,  which  point  to  concen- 
tration of  the  interests  of  the  wine  and  liquor  trades.  They 
culminate  in  the  avowal  that  the  more  attention  there  is  paid 
to  the  distribution  of  uadulterated  beverages,  the  better  the 
results  will  be.

LOS  ANGELES,  May  1G. — If  the  Los  Angeles  city  and 
county  officials  have  formed  a  league  for  the  further  an- 
noyance of  wine  and  liquor  men,  that  loague  is  certainly  doing 
some  effective  work.  Not  satisfied  with  the  trouble  wrought 
by  the  Municipal  Couucil  and  the  Board  of  Police  Commis- 
sioners, the  County  Supervisors  have  given  a  twist  to  the 
screws  that  has  brought  out  a  howl  of  anguish  all  along  the 
line  of  retail  dealers.  This  is  nothing  short  of  an  ordinance, 
which  the  Board  has  passed,  imposing  a  license  of  $15  a  mouth 
on  retail  dealers,  in  addition  to  the  city,  State  and  internal 
revenue  tax.  Now,  if  it  can  be  arranged  so  as  to  impose  a 
ward  and  township  license,  the  suffering  saloon  men  will  be 
quite  ready  to  close  up  shop  and  enter  the  pulpit  or  politics. 
Of  couise,  the  saloon  men  will  fight.  None  of  them  have 
paid  the  tax  up  to  date,  nor  will  they  until  the  validity  of  the 
ordinance  has  been  fully  tested  in.  court.  The  League  of 
Liquor  Dealers  has  undertaken  to  fight  the  ordinance,  and 
almost  daily  conferences  of  the  leaders  are  being  held.  Just 
what  plan  of  campaign  has  been  agreed  upon,  none  of  the 
members  will  divulge,  but  it  is  generally  admitted  among  them 
that  definite  action  has  been  agreed  upon.  As  the  League  is 
amply  supplied  with  funds  the  fight  will  be  to  a  finish. 

Satisfied  that  they  had  dealt  the  saloon  men  a  body  blow, 
the  Supervisors  next  turned  their  attention  to  the  wine- 
makers  and  hit  upon  a  plan,  after  much  consideration,  which 
they  believed  would  effectually  double  up  the  squeezers  of  the 
grape.  This  scheme  was  to  alter  the  ordinance  imposing 
$7  a  month  on  wine-makers,  and  an  alluriug  scheme  it  was  at 
first  glance  and  well  calculated  to  make  the  intended  victims 
tumble  over  each  other  in  their  mad  rush  to  its  support.  The 
supposed  alteration  consists  of  a  reduction  of  the  license  to 
$2,  but  the  joker  is  in  the  second  paragraph. 

As  the  law  now  stands  winemakers  are  permitted  to  sell 
their  product  by  the  bottle,  or  in  one-fifth  of  a  gallon  pack- 
ages. This  it  is  intended  to  amend  so  that  they  cannot  sell 
less  than  a  gallon.  The  effect  of  this  would  be  to  cut  them 
off  completely  from  the  tourist  trade,  which  is  a  matter  of  no 
Bmall  consideration.  The  average  tourist  buys  his  wine  by 
the  bottle,  and  he  prefers  to  get  it  from  the  cool  depths  of  a 
wine  cellar  rather  than  a  wholesale  or  retail  store,  but  he  can- 
not do  so  if  the  Supervisors  carry  out  their  plan.  The  matter 
will  come  up  for  definite  action  at  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Board,  and  the  wine  men  are  making  every  effort  to  defeat  it. 
Reports  from  San  Gabriol  and  Santa  Ana  Valleys,  and 
other  wine-producing  sections  of  Southern  California  show 
that  the  damage  to  vineyards  by  frosts  during  the  latter  part 
of  March  and  early  in  April  was  more  extensive  than  was  ;it 
first  supposed.  This  will  materially  lessen  the  product  for  the 
coming  season,  which  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  supply  of 
wines  on  hand  now  is  the  smallest  in  the  history  of  the  in- 
dustry in  this  section,  promises  exceptionally  good  prices  for 
next  season's  vintage.

used  in  the  preparation  of  sundry  cooling  drinks.  In  other 
Words,  every  soda  fountain  in  town  serves  all  kinds  of  intoxi- 
cants, and  without  paying  any  license  whatever.  This,  "f 
course,  works  a  great  hardship  on  the  saloon  men,  and  the 
//•  raid  has  begun  an  agitation  to  compel  the  proprietors  to 
take  out  retail  licenses.

WHERE   several    million   gallons   of 
California   wine  is  consumed  an- 
nually  by   our   Eastern    brethren,   espe- 
cially in  the  City  of  New  York,   it  is  a 
strange  fact,  that  a  person  going  to  a  first- 
class  hotel,  club  or  restaurant   in   that  city    will  not  find  a 
bottle  of  fine  California  wiue  under  a  California  label. 

A  baneful  custom  has  heretofore  prevailed  among  the 
dealers  in  California  wines  in  New  York  and  other  principal 
cities.  They  will  buy  one  or  two  carloads  of  wines;  the  in- 
ferior quality  they  will  condescend  to  label  "California 
wine,"  put  up  by  "John  Smith,"  but  all  the  fine  wines  are 
put  up  under  Freuch  fictitious  names,  and  placed  on  the  bills 
of  fare  of  hotels,  restaurants  and  clubs  at  unreasonably  high 

prices. 

The  wine  producers  of  this  State  have  long  seen  the  in- 
justice which  was  being  done  to  our  California  wines,  but 
heretofore  have  never  been  strong  enough  to  dictate  terms  to 
the  Eastern  buyers.  The  abuse,  however,  has  now  come  to  a 
point,  that  unless  a  stop  is  put  to  it,  it  threatens  the  wine  in- 
dustry of  this  State. 

While  in  New  York  a  few  weeks  ago  I  called  at  a  one- 
dollar-dinner  restaurant,  wine  extra,  which  was  doing  a  large 
business.  I  asked  the  waiter  for  the  wiue  list,  and  found  on  it 
names  of  all  kinds  of  European  wines,  but  not  a  single  bottle 
of  California  wine  was  listed.  I  sent  for  the  head  waiter,  a 
personage  dressed  in  the  height  of  the  fashion  of  his  profes- 
sion, who  with  all  politeness  presented  himself.  I  asked  him : 
"  Have  you  no  California  wine  in  this  house  ?  "  He  promptly 
answered,  "No,  sir."  "Why  do  you  not  keep  California 
wine?"  I  asked.  His  prompt  reply  was,  "  You  must  know, 
sir,  that  California  wines  have  a  very  peculiar  flavor,  and  are 
not  liked  by  our  patrons."  "  How  do  you  know  that  tbey  are 
not  liked  by  your  patrons,  when  you  do  not  have  them  to  offer 
to  them?"  I  replied.  "Oh,  sir,  but  I  do  know."  "Well, 
young  man,  I  will  give  you  a  piece  of  advice.  Never  again 
talk  of  something  that  you  know  absolutely  nothing  about." 

Now,  unquestionably  one-half  of  the  Medoc,  and  the 
Riesling  and  the  Burgundy  and  the  Chateau  Yquem,  etc., 
noted  on  the  bill  of  fare,  purporting  to  come  from  France, 
Italy  and  the  Rhine,  were  nothing  more  or  less  than  our  own 
California  wines,  and  the  only  reason  in  the  world  for  which 
the  false  labels  were  placed  on  the  bottles,  was  to  sell  each 
bottle  for  $1.00,  $1.50  and  $2.00. 

This  abuse  must  be  stopped.  Wine  is  now  produced  in 
California  fit  for  the  table  of  the  best  gentleman  in  the  land. 
It  can  be  sold  by  the  hotel  or  restaurant  keeper  at  a  good 
profit,  at  from  50  cents  to  $1.00  per  bottle,  in  accordance  with 
the  age  and  quality  of  the  wine.  This  will  eventually  redound 
to  the  benefit  of  the  hotel  or  restaurant  keeper.  When  the 
public  know  that  they  are  actually  receiving  a  bottle  of  fine,  pure 
wine  at  from  50  cents  to  $1.00  they  will  use  wine  regularly  at 
their  meals,  which  they  do  not  now  do,  when  thev  have  to 
pay  for  a  bottle  of  wine  a  great  deal  more  than  they  pay  for 
the  dinner  itself. 

The  Italian-Swiss  Colony  has  initiated  this  movement, 
and  is  bound  to  introduce  into  every  principal  hotel,  restaur- 
ant and  club  throughout  the  United  States  its  own  wine  under 
its  own  label.  We  are  aware  that  it  is  a  herculean  piece  of 
work,  but  we  are  bound  to  succeed,  because  we  are  contented, 
if  necessary,  to  work  hard  and  for  a  long  time  without 
making  any  profits  on  our  fine  wines,  provided,  that  we 
ultimately  succeed  in  Laving  their  true  merits  acknowledged 
by  good  wine-judges. 

For  this  purpose  Mr.  P.  C.  Rossi,  President  of  the  Ital- 
ian-Swiss Colony,  is  now  on  his  way  to  New  York  to  establish 


a  branch  hous ■>  of  our  Colony.  We  have  sent  a  quantity  of  our 
fine  cased  wines  to  New  York,  and  it  is  going  to  be  Mr. 
Rossi's  business  to  invite  wine  dealers  and  wine  consumers 
alike  at  different  banquets,  and  there  put  before  them  our 
California  wines  under  their  California  labels.  We  know  that 
the  California  wines,  when  properly  aged,  have  extraordinary 
merits,  and  we  desire  to  show  this  truth  to  the  wine  consumers 
of  Gotham.  Why  should  not  our  California  wines  be  as  good 
as  those  imported? 

Fruit  slips,  and,  in  fact,  everything  that  grows  in  the 
United  States,  is  far  superior  in  quality  to  that  which  is  now 
produced  in  Europe,  and  which  was  originally  brought  to  the 
United  States  from  the  mother  country,  in  the  shape  of  seeds, 
cuttings  or  trees.  In  this  same  way  did  we  import  the  vines 
which  produce  the  grapes  that  have  given  fame  to  the  differ- 
ent kinds  of  wine,  originally  produced  in  France,  Italy  and  on 
the  Rhine.  These  cuttings  when  transplanted  in  California 
give  more  luscious  grapes  and,  with  proper  care,  make  abso- 
lutely better  wine  than  they  do  now  in  the  mother  country. 

We  have  now  in  California  'the  most  modern  appliances  for 
wine  making,  and  have  winemakers,  whose  families  have  been  in  the 
business  of  growing  grapes  and  making  wine  for  several  generations  past. 
They  have  had  the  benefit  of  the  experience  of  winemaking  in  Europe,  to 
which  they  have  added  fifteen  or  twenty  years  of  experience  of  wine- 
making  and  the  taking  care  of  wine  (which  is  one  of  the  most  essential 
requirements  of  the  successful  winemaker)  in  this  country,  therefore, 
there  is  no  reason  in  the  world  why  the  wines  made  today,  by  good  wine- 
makers  in  California,  should  not  be  equally  as  good,  if  not  superior  to  those 
produced  in  the  impoverished  soil  of  the  mother  country.  This  we  know  to 
be  a  fact,  and  it  is  this  fact  that  we  desire  to  demonstrate  clearly  and 
forcibly  to  all  winehandlers  in  the  Eastern  States. 

To  further  prove  the  assertion  that  California  products  are  superior 
to  those  grown  in  Europe,  I  beg  to  call  attention  to  the  translation  of  an 
article  published  by  a  paper  at  Valencia,  Spain,  received  by  the  State  De- 
partment from  Consul  Bartleman : 

"  Spanish  products  are  rapidly  losing  ground,  and,  unless  our  methods 
be  brought  into  line  with  those  of  progressive  nations,  our  wines,  our  oil, 
our  fruits  and  vegetables  will  be  condemned  to  home  consumption.  We 
have  been  astonished  at  the  falling  off  in  our  exports  of  fruit  and  fresh 
vegetables  to  France,  England  and  Germany.  The  decrease  for  France,  not- 
withstanding the  enormously  enlarged  consupmption  created  by  the  Paris 
Exposition,  was  erroneously  attributed  to  Italian  competition.  The  rivalry 
really  comes  from  the  United  States.  California  is  now  supplying  the 
French,  English  and  German  markets  with  fresh  fruit  and  vegetables.  The 
fruits  are  not  offered  at  lower  prices  than  our  own,  but  they  are  presented 
neatly  packed  and  in  splendid  condition. 

"  It  is  ridiculous  to  think  that  fruits  and  vegetables  raised  on  the  slopes 
of  the  distant  Pacific  should  compete  at  the  very  doors  of  Spain  with  those 
produced  in  this  country,  but  the  fact  is  undeniable.  Bow  is  the  mystery 
explained?  It  is  simply  this:  Spain  sends  her  fruit  and  vegetables  in  the 
worst  possible  condition,  as  far  as  packing  and  transportation  are  con- 
cerned; piled  on  wretched  railway  cars,  exposed  to  sun  and  rain,  and 
reaching  Paris  from  fourteen  to  seventeen  days  after  their  departure  from 
Valencia;  while  the  Californians  offer  their  fruit  in  the  fine  condition  in 
which  it  is  picked  from  the  trees.  Their  oranges,  apples,  peaches  and 
pears  reach  Paris,  after  traversing  (>,000  miles,  in  a  more  attractive  and 
appetizing  condition  than  ours  after  a  journey  of  only  490  miles. 

"  We  can  compete  with  America  only  by  employing  her  methods — im- 
proved cultivation,  harvesting  and  packing,  cold  storage  and  rapid,  safe 
transportation.  Otherwise,  our  exports  will  decline  every  day.  Castile 
was  once  called  the  granary  of  Europe ;  yet  we  have  lived  to  see  foreign 
wheat,  after  paying  heavy  transportation  taxes,  protective  duties  and  an 
adverse  premium  of  35  per  cent,  in  exchange,  competing  with  our  home- 
grown cereals.  Shall  we  live  to  see  American  oranges  competing  with  ours 
on  the  Valencia  market  itself?" 

It  has  been  a  bad  custom  in  the  past  to  sell  a  firm  a  carload  of  wine 
in  barrels,  and  to  give  the  purchaser  the  house's  own  labels,  that  the  party 
receiving  the  wine  may  bottle  it  himself  under  the  winemaker's  label. 
This  abuse  must  be  stoppd.  In  the  first  place,  it  takes  the  greatest  ex- 
perience and  knowledge  of  winehandling  to  properly  bottle  the  wine. 
The  corks  which  are  used  must  not  be  the  cheapest,  but  the  very  best 
which  can  be  procured.  I  venture  to  say  that  25  per  cent  of  the  wines 
bottled  by  inexperienced  persons  are  actually  spoiled  by  the  use  of  poor 
corks. 

Now,  the  grower  of  his  own  wine  is  bound  to  take  the  most  scrupu- 
lous care  of  its  bottling,  and,  furthermore,  he   allows  his  wine  to  properly 
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age,  sees  that  it  i8  perfectly  clear  before  it  iH  eased,  and  then  ix  sura  that 
when  the  wine  is  properly  bottled,  even  aftrr  many  months  "r  years,  it 
will  give  perfect  satisfaction.  While  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony  has  initiated 
this  movement,  it  most  earnestly  requests  the  other  winemaken  of  Cali- 
fornia, who  desire  to  obtain  a  good  name  fur  their  fine  wines  to  follow 
their  example. 

During  the  past  few  months,  when  we  have  had  so  many  distinguished 
strangers  among  us,  when  we  served  our  bottled  wines  at  the  banquets,  we 
have  heard  time  and  again  the  expression,  "  What  tine  wine  this  is,  I 
never  knew  that  California  wine  was  of  such  superior  quality.  If  we 
Could  only  obtain  this  wine  for  our  tables  in  the  Eastern  States,  I  assure 
you,  that  we  would  not  want  any  better." 

Now.  let  us  give  the  people  the  facilities,  which  they  80  much  desire, 
to  obtain  these  wines  in  every  principal  city  in  the  United  Males  tfo  soon 
as  our  branch  house  in  N'ew  York  has  been  opened  we  will  send  there  our 
fine  matured  wines  in  barrels,  and  send  one  of  our  old  employes  (an  ex- 
pert in  bottling  wine)  to  do  the  bottling  and  casing  in  New  York,  which 
will  be  a  material  saving  in  freight.  We  desire  to  economize  in  every  pos- 
sible manner,  so  as  to  bring  our  line  wines  within  the  reach  of  all  wine- 
drinkers. 

Only  a  few  years  ago  no  California  wine  could  be  found  at  any  of  the 
principal  hotels,  clubs  or  restaurants  in  London.  In  1898,  Mr.  Oldham,  of 
the  now  famed  house  of  Grierson,  Oldham  iV.  Co.,  Ltd.,  London,  was  sent 
by  the  British  government  to  the  Exhibition  at  Chicago,  to  make  his  re- 
port on  American  wines.  He  was  a  perfect  connoisseur  of  wines,  and  he 
was  amazed  to  find  there  what  superior  wines  California  Could  produce. 
The  following  year  he  came  to  California ;  he  bought  all  the  fine  wines  he 
could  lay  his  hands  on  and  took  them  to  England,  carefully  bottled  them 
under  the  trademark  of  the  Big  Tree  brand.  On  the  top  of  the  bottle 
was  printed  in  large  letters,  "  California  Wine."  He  forced  the  hotels,  for 
a  consideration,  to  list  them  on  their  wine  lists,  and  fixed  the  price  at 
which  each  bottle  should  be  sold,  from  two  to  three  shillings,  or  from  50 
cents  to  75  cents  per  bottle. 

The  Britisher  was  not  long  in  discovering  the  fact  that  the  "  Big  Tree  " 
brand  was  the  best  wine  on  the  wine  lists  for  the  money.  The  demand  for 
these  wines  became  such  that  today,  at  every  first-class  hotel,  club  or 
restaurant  in  the  United  Kingdom,  in  Egypt,  in  Africa,  and  even  in  France 
itself — at  the  Hotel  Metropole,  at  Cannes  and  Monte  Carlo — the  "  Big 
Tree  "  brand  of  wine  may  be  obtained.

Pfeffer,    the    old    expert    viticulturist    of 

A  New  Hybrid.    Cupertino,  and    learned    from    him    the 

result  of  his  twenty  years  of  experiment 

with  the  Lenoir  and  Rupestris  vines,  and  also  what  ho  thought 

of  the  Muuson's  hybrids  he  had  propagated  for  the  last  five  or 

six  years. 

As  very  few  vineyardists  have  fallen  in  love  with  the  Ru- 
pestris (whether  St.  George,  Martin,  Ganzin  or  Texas),  and 
as  a  great  many  still  cling  to  the  Lenoir,  I  think  it  will  inter- 
est the  readers  of  your  valuable  paper  to  know  Mr.  Pfeffer's 
opinion  on  these  two  varieties. 

He  candidly  admitted  that  Lenoir  was  an  old  friend  of 
his,  and  that  it  was  hard  for  him  to  part  with  it,  although  he 
had  two  faults  to  find:  First  that  it  does  not  thrive  well  in  a 
poor  soil,  and,  second,  it  does  not  grow  readily  from  cuttings. 
But  he  claimed  that  since  a  friend  of  his  gave  him,  in  1895, 
the  secret  of  his  method,  the  rooting  of  the  Lenoir  is  much 
easier.  It  is  as  follows:  In  a  hole,  eighteen  to  twenty  inches 
deep,  he  puts  a  layer  of  horse  manure,  then  one  of  dirt,  and 
so  on,  until  the  hole  is  completely  filled.  Then  he  plants  the 
cuttings  (which  are  only  nine  or  ten  inches  long  at  the  most) 
upright,  leaving  one  bud  out;  then,  one  foot  above  the  hole 
he  places  a  tight  cover. 

In  a  few  days  the  manure  produces  fermentation  and  heat, 
which,  with  time,  force  out  the  lower  buds,  while  the  upper 
buds  are  kept  dormant  by  the  cold  draught  produced  by  the 
cover.  At  the  end  of  March  the  cuttings  are  planted  in  the 
nursery.  Bj'  this  method  Mr.  Pfeffer  obtains  70  per  cent,  of 
well-rooted  cuttings,  against  50  per  cent,  by  the  old  method. 

As  to  the  Rupestris,  he  rejected  it  long  ago,  calls  it  "a 
nuisance,"  and  says  it  would  have  been  a  blessing  if  it  had 
been  thrown  into  the  Mississippi  river.  Speaking  of  bench- 
grafting  cuttings,  he  corroborated  my  views,  and  said  it  was 
only  good  during  rainy  days  in  winter,  as  a  pastime  for  one 
who  had  a  whole  lot  of  cuttings  to  waste,  and  who  wanted  to 
fill  the  vacant  places  in  his  vineyard.  Otherwise  it  was  not 
practicable,  and  only  good  for  those  who  are  in  the  cutting 
business. 

Of  Prof.  Munson's  creations  Mr.  Pfeffer  speaks  very  highly, 
especially  of  Brilliant,  Rulrup,  Pukwana,  Manito  and  America, 
But  the  one  he  prefers  above  all  others  as  a  grafting  stock  is 
the  Rulrup.  It  is  a  cross  between  Rulander  and  Rupestris, 
whence  its  name  ("Rul"  from  Rulander,  and  "  rup "  from 
Rupestris).  It  grows  easily  from  cuttings,  averaging  85  per 
cent. ;  is  very  stocky;  its  roots  are  large  and  go  straight  down; 
its  affinity  between  stock  and  scion  is  of  the  best,  and  its 
resistance  to  the  phylloxera  is  greater  than  the  Lenoir.  "Try 
it  once,"  said  Mr.  Pfeffer  in  his  enthusiasm,  "and  you  will 
discard  the  Lenoir  and  Rupestris  forever." 

I  had  seen  Brilliant  at  the  To  Kalon  vineyard  in  1895  and 
1896,  and  thought  it  to  be  a  promising  vine,  but  since  I  have 
seen  the  Rulrup,  I  prefer  it  to  the  former.  And  once  more  I 
wonder  why  the  vineyardists  of  this  State  do  not  patronize 
home  industry,  and  try  at  a  very  small  cost  the  hybrids  of  the 
Millardet  of  America — I  mean  Prof.  Munson's  creations.

About  American  Champagne. 

WHAT  the  dickens  is  the  reason,"  asked  an  inquisitive 
friend  of  a  well-known  California  wine  man  who  is 
spending  a  few  days  in  the  city,  "  that  we  can't  make  as  good 
champagne  here  in  the  United  States  as  they  do  in  France?" 

"Because  it  doesn't  pay,'  replied  the  wine  man,  promptly. 
"There  is  no  physical  reason  why  we  can't  do  it.  We  have 
the  climate,  we  have  the  soil,  and  the  champagne  grape,  grown 
from  imported  clippings,  does  just  as  well  here  as  it  does  in 
France.     But  there  is  no  money  in  the  business. 

"The  situation  is  briefly  this,"  continued  the  Californian. 
"To  make  high-grade  champagne  requires  an  enormous  in- 
vestment of  capital.  After  the  stock  is  bottled  it  must  mature 
for  several  years  in  subterranean  vaults  at  a  constant  tempera- 
ture of  45  degrees.  In  Rheims  and  the  other  champagne  dis- 
tricts of  France  the  old  Roman  catacombs  are  utilized  for  that 
purpose,  and  their  existence  has  undoubtedly  made  the  busi- 
ness possible.  They  are  tunneled  for  miles  through  solid 
rock,  and  if  they  had  been  excavated  for  use  as  wine  vaults 
their  cost  would  have  been  prohibitive.  You  can  see,  too,  on 
a  moment's  reflection,  that  the  ripening  stock  must  be  very 
large  in  order  to  return  a  decent  profit.  It  must  run  up  into 
the  million  of  bottles — meaning  the  tying  up  of  a  small  for- 
tune every  season. 

"In  France,  where  the  people  are  educated  to  solid  in- 
vestments and  slow  returns,  that  sort  of  thing  is  practical; 
but  here — no.  An  American  wants  to  turn  over  his  money 
quickly  and  won't  listen  to  a  proposition  involving  four  or  five 
years'  inaction.  Out  in  my  district  the  winemakers  have  all 
they  can  do  in  supplying  the  market  with  claret  and  still  vint- 
ages, and  they  very  naturally  argue  that  they  would  be  foolish 
to  sink  a  lot  of  money  in  a  champagne  plant  that  would  bring 
them  to  a  standstill  for  years. 

"  We  are  making  a  little  good  champagne  in  this  country 
now,  and  have  been  doing  so  for  some  time  past,  bat  the  rea- 
son why  we  haven't  entered  the  field  as  serious  producers  is 
the  one  I  have  just  skeletonized. "—New  Orleans  Times- 
Democrat.  

The  vitjculturist  who  pruned  long  last  fall  is  a  lucky  man, 
as  his  vineyard  suffered  very  little  from  the  killing  frosts  of 
last  month,  and  while  his  crop  of  grapes  may  not  be  a  full 
crop,  he  may  make  money  all  the  same,  as  grapes  will  be 
grapes  next  vintage. 

For  the  most  part,  however,  the  Sonoma  Valley  vineyard- 
ist  pruned  his  vines  short,  and  in  consequence  Jack  Frost 
nipped  most  of  the  tender  buds  and  shoots  in  his  vineyard. 
The  warm  weather,  however,  has  developed  new  buds  in  the 
nipped  and  blasted  vineyards,  and  now  all  evidence  of  the 
blighting  frost  has  disappeared.  It  now  looks  as  though  there 
will  be  more  than  half  a  crop  of  wine  grapes  produced  in 
many  of  the  vineyards  that  were  given  up  as  lost. — Santa  i 
lu'/iitblicaii.

A  VETERAN  dispenser  of  liquid  refreshments  was  ap- 
proached a  day  or  two  ago  with  a  request  for  a  talk  upon 
the  experiences  and  impressions  as  to  contrasting  individual- 
ities that  have  been  gathered  in  the  course  of  forty  years' 
service  as  owner  or  employe  of  bar-rooms.  The  service  em- 
braced mining  town,  oil  town,  real  estate  booming  town,  and 
towns  and  cities  maintaining  normal  conditions.  The  inter- 
viewed had  himself  known  many  vicissitudes  of  fortune.  He 
had  by  turns  been  the  diamond-bedizened  dispenser  of  per- 
pendicular refreshments  to  millionaires  at  a  fashionable  sum- 
mer resort — and  then,  by  a  turn  of  the  wheel  of  fortune,  a 
ladler  out  of  booze  to  hobos  at  five  cents  a  ladle. 

"Of  course,  behind  the  bar,"  said  the  veteran  mixologist, 
"we  get  a  glimpse  of  individual  character  that  is  not  on  view  in 
the  drawing-room  or  to  the  business  associates  of  the  individ- 
ual. I  think  that  more  than  any  other  class  of  people  we  get 
acquainted  with  the  real  innermost  character  of  our  customers. 

"  Long  before  the  detection  and  conviction  and  a  felon's 
cell  come  to  the  dashing  defaulter  or  embezzler,  we  get  next  to 
the  situation  and  receive  a  hint  of  the  impending  tragedy 
But  we  are  not  retained  detectives.  We  may,  out  of  com- 
passion, call  a  halt,  but  are  always  met  with  either  reproof  or 
the  assurance  that  our  caution  is  needless. 

"  Indeed,  the  ideal  bartender  of  a  first-class  resort  should 
be  an  automaton,  deaf,  dumb  and  blind,  save  for  service 
required. 

"  Of  course,  we  are  receiving  impressions  mentally  just 
the  same.  We  see,  perhaps,  most  often  the  gifted,  large- 
hearted  fellow  going  wrong  at  a  rapid  pace — the  man  with 
noble  and  generous  impulses  rushing  insanely  to  ruin.  But 
we  see  the  other  kind,  too — the  man  elegantly  tailor-made, 
superficially  an  ideal  gentleman,  who,  under  the  unmasking 
of  liquor,  reveals  a  soul  as  vile  and  instincts  as  revolting  as 
those  of  a  Mr.  Hyde. 

"Now,  you  know,  I  have  not  always  been  behind  high- 
toned  bars.  I  have  had  my  ups  and  downs.  I  have  dispensed 
liquid  lightning  under  a  tent,  and  even  in  the  open,  to  miners 
in  bonanza  camps,  and  to  the  thronging  hordes  of  a  newly 
opened  oil  field,  and,  upon  my  life,  I  then  dealt  with  a  higher 
and  better  class  of  manhood  than  in  my  palmy  days  at  New- 
port, Long  Branch  and  Saratoga. 

"You  see,  it's  like  this.  The  best  representatives  of  the 
rich  and  respectable  social  class  don't  come  under  a  bartender's 
observation  except  very  casually.  We  only  see  the  degener- 
ates, so  to  speak.  As  to  the  so-called  lower  classes,  they  are, 
as  a  whole,  according  to  my  notion,  the  truest  gentlemen  and 
the  manliest  men.  They  toil  for  the  money  they  spend,  and 
while  it  lasts  they  spend  it  as  lavishly  as  millionaires.  They 
frequently  contract  neccessarily  small  bills,  and,  as  a  rule,  they 
pay  them. 

"Of  course,  in  the  lowest,  last  resort  of  the  inebriate, 
we  meet  the  most  revolting  types  of  humanity,  and  yet  you 
would  be  surprised  how  often  the  better  and  more  attractive 
attributes  of  character  crop  out  even  there. 

"I  have  had  a  man,  quivering  in  every  fiber,  come  to  the 
counter  in  the  morning  with  a  dime,  call  for  a  nickel  '  hum- 
mer,'and  leave  the  change  for  some  other  bum,  the  chance 
partner  of  his  wretchedness,  perhaps  only  an  acquaintance  of 
the  night  before."

The  live  men  of  the  oil  center  had  a  hard  hunch 
that  Hererra  would  stand  a  good  chance  in  his  fight  with  Ter- 
rible Terry  McGovern,  and  they  came  to  San  Francisco  200 
strong  to  see  the  game  and  play  their  money.  The  whole 
bunch  made  their  headquarters  at  Tommy  Walsh's,  and  also 
made  the  valiant  Thomas  aware  of  the  fact  that  he  has  friends 
galore  in'  that  booming,  far  southern  city. 

A.    FINKE'S    WIDOW    CHAMPAGNES. 
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Liquor  Dealers  Will  Fight  Back. 

A  REPORTER  on  a  daily  paper  succeeded  in  getting  Presi- 
dent Wagner  and  Secretary  Clack  to  do  a  lot  of  talking 
about  the  policy  and  objects  of  the  California  Liquor  Dealers' 
Association  that  might  better  have  been  said  behind  the  closed 
doors  of  an  executive  meeting  of  the  Association.  Mr.  Clack 
is  reported  to  have  said : 

"  We  have  organized  now  in  order  to  be  ready  for  the  next 
campaign.  In  municipal  politics  we  plan  to  control  the  elec- 
tion of  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  In  the  State 
we  shall  ask  our  friends  to  vote  for  our  choice  for  Governor 
and  members  of  the  Legislature. " 

Mr.  Clack  further  said  he  thought  the  Society  would  be 
able  to  get  its  rights  without  resorting  to  independent  political 
action.  The  present  municipal  administration  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, Mr.  Clack  declares,  is  particularly  unsatisfactory  to  the 
Association,  and,  therefore,  may  expect  the  opposition  of  the 
members.  A  special  effort  will  be  made  to  elect  a  Mayor  who 
is  satisfactory  to  the  liquor  dealers,  Mr.  Clack  says,  because 
in  this  city  the  Mayor  has  the  appointment  of  the  Board  of 
Police  Commissioners,  a  body  that,  under  the  Charter,  has 
control  of   the  saloon  business. 

Mr.  Wagner  is  reported  to  have  said:  "The,  Liquor 
Dealers'  Association  will  ask  that  candidates  for  the  office  of 
Supervisor  shall  take  a  pledge  not  to  pass  ordinances  against 
the  liquor  interests." 

With  al!  due  respect  for  Mr.  Wagner's  judgment,  we  sub- 
mit that  such  statements,  made  for  general  circulation,  are  de- 
cidedly impolitic.  If  they  were  circulated  through  the  med- 
ium of  a  liquor-trade  journal  it  would  be  bad  enough,  coming 
from  the  officers  of  such  an  organization,  but  in  a  daily  news- 
paper, these  declarations  only  warn  and  alarm  the  liquor  deal- 
ers' most  active  enemy,  the  Anti-Saloon  League,  and  drive 
new  recruits  into  its  ranks.  Their  activity  is  pernicious 
enough  as  it  is,  but  the  cranks  will  be  worse  than  ever,  now 
that  they  have  been  notified  officially,  months  in  advance,  that 
the  saloon  opposition  is  to  be  assaulted  all  along  the  line  in 
the  next  campaign. 

It  is  true  that  the  time  has  come  when  the  trade  and  trade 
journals  must  fight  for  the  rights  of  the  retailers,  to  the  end 
that  they  may  not  be  further  oppressed,  but  our  enemies 
should  not  know  what  we  are  doing.  They  should  get  their 
knowledge  of  our  tactics  after  our  objects  have  been  accom- 
plished. 

The  California  Liquor  Dealers'  Association  was  incorpor- 
ated during  the  month. 


William  C.  Fink,  who  for  several  years  conducted  the 
California  Saloon,  at  the  corner  of  Front  and  California 
streets,  will  be  on  the  line  again  in  business,  on  or  before  the 
15th  inst.,  at  the  gore  of  Market,  Bush  and  Battery  streets. 
His  saloon  will  be  known  as  The  Pompeiian,  and  will  be  fitted 
in  this  distinctive  and  classic  style  of  architecture.  Mr.  Fink 
is  satisfied  that  he  will  be  able  to  establish  a  good  trade  in 
that  location,  notwithstanding  the  hot  competition  he  will 
naturally  have  to  meet.     His  many  friends  will  wish  him  well. 


The  Inevitable  War  in  Honolulu. 

HONOLULU,  May  10,  1901.— Editor  Review— In  reply  to 
your  query  as  to  the  conditions  prevailing  in  the  whisky 
trade  in  this  city,  I  have  to  say  that  they  were  never  more  un- 
settled or  more  unsatisfactory.  The  trouble  arises  out  of  the 
fact  that  the  saloon  business  has  been  ever  autocratically 
dominated  by  the  wholesalers  of  this  city,  and  the  antagonism 
to  this  rule  has  grown  to  proportions  that  are  unprecedented 
in  the  history  of  any  metropolis  of  the  same  size  in  the  United 
States,  or  any  other  country. 

When  it  comes  to  the  purveying  of  thirst-quenuhing  bev- 
erages Honolulu  takes  a  star  place,  by  reason  of  the  fact  that 
it  is  the  only  city  of  consequence  in  Uncle  Sam's  domain,  in 
which  the  lordly  price  of  two  bits  a  drink  is  charged.  There 
is  no  5-cent  beer,  but  there  is  plenty  of  15-cent  quality.  The 
natives  are  highly  valued  patrons  of  the  saloons,  but  they  do 
not  take  to  the  American  whiskies  or  beers;  they  succumb  to 
a  gin  thirst,  that  seems  to  never  be  quenched.  Furthermore, 
they  do  not  take  their  "comfort"  in  a  glass,  as  other  people 
do,  but  buy  the  gin  in  pint  bottles  and  usually  drink  it  down, 
like  an  Irishman  drinking  beer,  without  stopping  to  take 
breath.  These  Kanakas  pay  $1.00  for  this  diversion,  and  on 
Saturday  nights  will  take  in  several  of  them  and  carry  home  a 
quart  bottle  for  Sunday  consumption.  Experience  has  shown 
that  this  practice  is  less  baneful  than  the  drinking  habits  of 
missionary  days.  In  other  words,  the  Lord  seems  to  have  en- 
dowed them  with  a  great  appetite  for  drink  and  a  mighty 
capacity  to  carry  the  same. 

The  one  fact  that  is  agitating  the  trade  here,  is  the  pend- 
ing proposition  to  fix  the  license  at  $3,000  a  year  and  grant 
a  license  to  any  reputable  man,  without  any  reference  to 
whether  he  has  a  political  pull  or  not.  There  is  too  much  of 
the  latter  here  for  the  good  of  the  business,  and  it  is  possible 
that  the  proposed  plan  will  straighten  out  some  of  the  objec- 
tionable kinks. 

The  wholesalers  are  putting  up  a  great  fight  to  defeat  the 
measure,  but  notwithstanding  this  fact,  it  stands  a  good 
chance  to  become  a  law.  At  the  present  time  there  are  but 
eighteen  saloons  here,  and  should  this  intended  prohibitive 
measure  become  a  law,  it  is  safe  to  say  this  number  will  be 
materially  decreased. 

We  can  only  hope  for  the  best,  which  means  the  rapid 
advent  of  American  methods  of  dealing  with  questions  of  this 
nature.     Tours  faithfully,  N.  A.  B.

Upon  his  return  he  will 
again  handle  San  Francisco  and  Coast  business.  Mr.  Groe- 
zinger  reports  the  business  of  the  house  better  than  ever  before, 
and  that  their  export  trade  is  growing  iu  a  highly  satisfactory 
manner.  Two  salesmen  are  now  required  to  attend  to  the  city 
trade. 

Messrs.  Bielenberg  &  Weniger  and  the  White  Rock  Min- 
eral Water  people  played  in  particularly  bad  luck  as  a  conse- 
quence of  the  illness  of  Mrs.  McKinley  in  this  city.  Mr. 
Weniger,  by  great  effort  and  the  merits  of  White  Rock,  con- 
vinced the  committee  having  in  charge  the  Ohio  banquet  and 
the  Presidential  banquet,  that  it  was  not  the  proper  thing  to 
serve  foreign  waters  at  the  table  of  the  greatest  Protectionist 
President,  and  White  Rock  was  selected  for  the  honor  against 
some  very  hot  competition.  The  menu  cards  were  all  prepared, 
but  they  could  not  be  used.  However,  the  firm  has  the  con- 
solation of  knowing  that  they  won  the  victory  over  all  com- 
petitors. 
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Slanders  of  Manila  Refuted. 

JOHN  "GALSOME"  WOOLLEY,  editor  of  the  leading 
disreputable  temperance  paper  of  Chicago,  and  many 
others  of  his  particular  ilk,  have  published  enough  lies  about 
the  liquor-trade  conditions  in  Manila,  and  the  manner  in 
which  the  American  soldier  was  being  sent  to  perdition  at  so 
much  a  bottle,  to  sink  the  battleship  Ohio.  Herewith  are 
presented  a  few  plain  truths  regarding  the  situation  in  the 
Metropolis  of  the  Philippines.  The  article  is  from  the 
Philippine  Argonaut,  of  April  14th,  1901,  and  should  be  read 
with  deep  interest  by  everyone,  whether  he  be  a  "Woolleyite" 
or  a  man  who  believes  that  the  truth  should  be  told,  even  if  it 
confound  the  devil: 

DEMAGOGIC   PRETENSE  OF   MORALITY. 

Demagogues  and  sentimental  gushers  in  the  United  States 
are  just  now  pretending  to  be  consumed  with  anxiety  concern- 
ing the  mural  welfare  of  the  soldier  in  the  Philippines  and  the 
blighting  effect  they,  with  their  American  habits,  may  have 
onlhe  poor  Filipino.  This  is  the  sheerest  buncombe  and  rot, 
and  of  all  the  foolish  things,  born  of  misinformation  or  imagi- 
nation, in  reference  to  conditions  in  Manila  this  is  the  most 
absurd. 

The  latest  offender  in  this  regard  is  the  Cleveland  Leader. 
In  a  lecent  issue  this  paper  says: 

"It  is  stated  that  the  American  saloons  established  in 
Manila  have  little  or  no  native  patronage.  Hardly  any  Ameri- 
can liquor,  the  official  report  states,  is  used  by  the  Filipinos. 
The  American  beer  and  American  whisky  is  consumed  by 
Americans — of  course,  chiefly  by  American  soldiers." 

The  Leader  goes  upon  the  presumption  that  the  soldier  is 
the  only  American  in  Manila.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  there  are 
more  American  civilians  here  than  American  soldiers.  The 
army  is  not  massed  about  Manila  Bay,  but  is  scattered,  in 
small  posts,  from  the  northernmost  point  of  Luzon  to  the 
Archipelago  of  Sulu,  a  distance  of  hundreds  of  miles.  There 
are  are  not  over  two  thousand  troops  in  Manila,  and  there  are 
more  than  that  number  of  American  civilians  here.  There  are 
many  Europeans,  Australians  and  other  nationalities.  Manila  ' 
district  has  a  population  of  400,000  people,  and  is  a  seaport 
of  great  importance.  It  clears  more  ships  daily  than  any  port 
in  the  Orient,  and  more  than  the  busy  city  of  San  Francisco. 
This  is  not  a  mere  military  camp,  but  a  commercial  city  of 
importance,  and  one  whose  commerce  is  steadily  growing. 
These  conditions  bring  with  them  the  demands  common  to  all 
seaports.  The  idea  that  the  American  soldier  consumes  all 
the  liquor  imported  into  the  Philippines  is  so  ridiculous  that 
it  could  not  receive  a  moment's  consideration  outside  of  the 
United  States  and   insane   asylums.     Our  merchants  are  ex- 


porters of  liquors  as  well   as  importers,  a  fact  that  ought  to 
dawn  on  the  minds  of  our  critics  and  would-be  protectors. 

The  consumption  of  liquor  in  the  Philippines  is  large 
enough,  in  all  conscience,  but  there  are  more  saloons  within 
two  minutes'  walk  of  the  Leader  office  than  there  are  in  all 
Manila,  and  there  are  more  arrests  in  the  course  of  the  year 
for  drunkenness,  licentiousness,  rape,  assault  and  kindred 
crimes  in  Cleveland  than  in  Manila.  But  it  has  ever  been  so, 
that  men  pluck  not  the  beam  out  of  their  own  eyes,  but  see  the 
moat  in  those  of  their  fellows. 

As  to  the  other  evil,  that  is  a  delicate  question  to  discuss 
in  the  public  prints,  but  there  is  less  prostitution  in  Manila 
than  in  Cleveland,  or  any  other  American  city  of  like,  or  even 
one-half,  the  population.  It  is  cleaner,  safer  and  more  orderly, 
too.  If  the  Leader  and  its  kind  cannot  stamp  out  the  social 
evil  in  such  cities  as  Cleveland,  in  a  temperate  climate,  where 
the  breezes  off  the  great  lake  cool  men's  blood,  what  does  it 
expect  in  the  Tropics?  Here  it  must  again  be  remembered, 
that  this  is  a  seaport  city  in  the  Orient,  and  that  Uncle  Sam's 
soldiery  constitutes  only  about  one-half  of  1  per  cent,  of  the 
population.  Women  and  girls  are  absolutely  safe  on  the 
streets  of  Manila — as  safe  from  insult  and  familiarity  as  they 
would  be  in  Cleveland,  Detroit  or  any  other  city  on  the  Main- 
laud.  There  is  no  "carnival  of  disorder  or  crime"  here,  but 
Manila  is  one  of  the  most  orderly  cities  in  the  world. 

Hypocritical  men  and  cold-blooded  spinsters  of  the  cool- 
est sections  of  the  United  States  are  not  capable  of  judging 
what  is  best  in  the  tropics.  Morals  are  relative  after  all,  and 
what  is  regarded  as  absolute  and  inflexible  in  New  England 
might  be  absolutely  absurd  in  practical  application  in  Luzon, 
Borneo,  Sumatra,  and  the  South  Sea  Islands.  It  will  be  use- 
less to  attempt  to  convince  the  self-righteous  people  of  the 
States  of  this,  but  it  remains  a  fact. 

Japan  was  reluctantly  compelled  to  established  a  state  of 
Yoshiwara,  and  in  Honolulu  the  missionaries  were  forced  to 
do  the  same  thing,  and  its  Iwilei  is  one  of  the  showplaces  of  the 
Islands  and  universally  regarded  as  the  best  solution  of  the 
social-evil  problem.  The  concentration  of  fallen  women  there 
is  excused  on  the  ground  that  its  tolerance  is  absolutely  nec- 
essary for  the  protection  of  white  women  and  girls. 

What  might  "not  be  tolerated  anywhere  in  the  United 
States"  might  be  perfectly  tolerable  in  the  Tropics,  as  the 
Leader  may  discover  by  consulting  any  missionary  who  has 
ever  served  in  the  East.  It  is  a  pity  that  those  who  pretend 
to  mold  public  opinion  in  the  States  do  not  educate  themselves 
in  the  conditions  of  social  life  in  this  land,  where  people  live 
as  nearly  in  Eve's  fig-leaf  garb  as  it  is  possible  to  get,  and 
where  no  one  blushes  for  his  or  her  nakedness,  and  where 
scantiness  of  attire  doesn't  cause  any  comment.  It  is  as 
absurd  to  legislate  morality  into  these  people  as  it  would  be  to 
prescribe  their  style  of  dress. 

Some  of  the  finest  sugar-mills  in  the  world,  costing 
$1,000,000  each,  are  found  in  Hawaii,  and  there  are  planters 
in  the  islands  who  produce  $800  worth  of  sugar  and  $500 
worth  of  rice  to  the  acre.  What  has  been  done  in  Hawaii  can 
be  duplicated  in  the  Philippines.  What  is  needed  here  is 
capital  to  develop  and  equip  our  sugar  and  hemp  lands,  and 
the  men  who  will  furnish  it  will  make  large  fortunes.

Dl  KING  the  past  month  I  had  an  opportunity  to  call 
upon  and  have  social  chats  with  the  leading  wine  and 
liquor  merchant-  in  Sau  Francisco  and  Oakland.  I  found  a 
general  condition  of  complacent  expectancy  prevailing. 

The  wine  merchants  seem  to  be  hiking  a  long  breath  and 
a  mental  survey  of  their  fences.  It  may  be  two  or  three 
months  yet  before  the  actual  situation  of  peace  after  war  is 
cleared  of  the  litter  and  smoke  of  past  strife,  and  the  constit- 
uent factors  of  harmonious  production  and  trade  catch  the 
step  of  a  new  era  of  progress.  While  the  future  is  yet  dimly 
uncertain,  all  feelings  of  distrust  appear  to  have  passed  away. 
Confidence  in  the  situation  is  almost  universal. 

How,  and  by  whom,  and  according  to  what  principles, 
shall  the  price  of  grapes  be  regulated  is  an  open  question,  but 
its  importance  does  not  yet  disturb  the  general  feeling  of  rest 
aud  contentment  It  is  doubtful  whether  it  will  be  solved  in 
accordance  with  business  principles  until  another  vintage  has 
tested  the  power  of  the  Combines  and  their  tacit  partners  to 
control  the  market  Good  prices  for  grapes  will  probably 
prevail  this  year,  and  until  the  farmers  become  accustomed  to 
a  market  in  which  the  law  of  supply  and  demand  has  been 
repealed.  The  trade  foresees  the  necessity  of  a  revival  of 
vineyard  planting,  and,  until  sufficient  new  acreage  has  been 
covered,  it  may  not  be  wise  policy  to  show  the  growers  how 
much  they  are  at  the  mercy  of  the  buyers. 

The  California  Wine  Association  and  the  other  great 
allied  producers  and  distributers,  have  now  great  opportuni- 
ties and  new  responsibilities.  It  is  only  fair  to  say  of  them 
that  their  present  disposition  appears  to  be  generous  toward 
the  farmers,  the  trade  and  the  consumers.  There  is  more  talk 
now  of  great  efforts  to  improve  in  lines  of  quality  and  classi- 
fication of  vintages  than  there  has  been  for  ten  years  past. 
Large  improvement  in  aged  and  bottled  goods  is  expected. 
Any  change  from  recent  conditions  must  be  for  the  better. 

The  small  firms  interested  in  private  bottle-brands  appear 
to  be  as  contented  as  the  great  operators,  but  are  more  indus- 
trious at  present  in  reviewing  their  relations  with  the  public 
than  formerly.  They  will  need  to  pay  strict  attention  to  per- 
fecting their  special  lines  of  quality,  in  order  to  hold  their 
popularity  against  any  innovations  by  the  large  distributers.

McDougall  Bros.,  the  architects,  have  prepared  plans  for 
an  addition  to  the  Eisen  Winery,  says  the  Fresno  Republican. 
It  will  be  of  brick,  two  stories,  104x114  in  rectilinear  dimen- 
sions. It  will  have  a  tankage  capacity  of  100,000  gallons, 
with  special  storage  rooms  for  brandy  and  sherry. 


Surveyor  L.  E.  Ricksecker  has  traveled  a  good  deal  over 
the  county  the  past  few  weeks,  says  the  Sebastopol  Times,  and 
has  inspected  many  vineyards.  He  has  discovered  that  the 
frost  did  not  damage  the  vines  in  the  upland  vineyards,  but 
did  considerable  damage  to  the  vines  on  the  bottom  land.  In 
his  vineyard  at  Occidental  only  about  half  an  acre  of  vines  in 
the  bottom  land  were  hurt  by  the  frost. 


A  Press-Democrat  representative  spent  Friday  and  Satur- 
day in  and  around  the  little  city  of  Windsor,  and  encountered 
thrift  and  industry  on  every  hand. 

Crops  will  be  fair  as  a  general  rule,  and  especially  are 
the  vineyards  rapidly  coming  out  and  there  are  little  effects  of 
the  spring  frost.  A  slight  shortage  is,  of  course,  expected, 
but  enough  yet  remains  to  bring  in  a  large  revenue  to  the 
growers  this  fall.  Several  large  wineries  are  located  here. — 
Santa  Rasa  Press- Democrat.

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Vineyard  Conditions  Improved. 

/^"CONSIDERING  the  conditions  existing  one  month  ago, 
^— J  the  situation  in  most  of  the  vineyards  is  fairly  satisfac- 
tory. In  districts  where  it  was  asserted,  after  the  first  severe 
frosts  came,  that  the  crop  had  been  wiped  out,  it  appears  that 
the  second  crop  will  make  a  good  yield,  and  the  promise  is 
for  a  fine  quality  of  grapes.  The  late  rains  came  in  the  nick 
of  time  and  the  dormant  buds  have  come  forward  under  the 
very  best  possible  conditions,  in  most  sections.  The  general 
storm  of  May  20th,  was  excellently  timed,  and  will  put  extra 
thrift  into  the  stricken  vineyards. 

In  districts  like  that  about  Sonoma  and  in  a  large  portion 
of  the  low  lands  of  the  Santa  Clara  Valley,  the  last  frosts  prac- 
tically put  the  vines  out  of  business  for  another  year.  This 
is  real  bad  luck,  for  the  products  of  the  vine  are  quite  certain 
to  bring  remunerative  prices  this  year.  There  will  be  a 
shorter  crop  than  was  produced  last  year,  and  with  the  steadily 
growing  demand  there  is  now  no  danger  of  overproduction 
for  many  years  to  come. 

Vignerons  can  now  proceed  with  confidence  in  the  work 
of  re-establishing  their  vineyards  on  resistant  stocks,  feeling 
assured  as  they  come  into  bearing,  the  products  of  the  vines 
will  find  a  good  market. 


flanila  Correspondence.

C.  Q.  Keller  a  Bad  One. 

CG.  KELLER,  who  was  formerly  connected  with  this 
•  paper  in  the  capacity  of  solicitor  and  collector,  is  up 
to  his  old  tricks  again — flim-flamming  the  public.  In  a  mis- 
erable revival  of  the  old  Liquor  Dealers'  Journal,  which  was 
absorbed  by  the  Review  in  August,  1900,  he  is  publishing  an 
article  that  appeared  in  this  paper  in  the  month  named,  in 
which  Keller  was  well  commended  When  the  article  was  written 
the  editor  of  the  Review  did  not  know  that  Keller  was  a  cheap 
crook  and  had  bilked  every  one  that  he  had  done  business 
with.  The  writer  had  him  arrested  on  two  charges  of 
misdemeanor  embezzlement  and  established  the  case,  but  a 
jellyfish  Police  Judge  was  not  proof  against  the  water-front 
political  push,  which  stands  in  with  Keller  in  his  game  of 
beating  the  public,  and  the  cases  were  dismissed. 

The  fellow  is  a  human  corkscrew,  and  every  one  who  does 
business  with  him  should  get  his  money  invariably  in  advance. 
The  money  used  by  Keller  to  get  out  an  issue  of  the  old 
Journal,  was  "held  out,"  and  properly  belongs  in  the  Review's 
safe.  Keller's  numerous  victims  are  now  suing  him  to  secure 
a  judgment  in  the  hope  of  some  time  getting  a  few  cents  out  of 
it,  but  that  is  hopeless;  for  while  he  is  sole  proprietor  of  the 
sheet  he  is  now  trying  to  keep  alive,  he  masquerades  as  the 
"Pacific  Coast  representative"  thereof.  He  is  a  bad  egg  and 
does  not  belong  among  honest  men. 


Will  War  On  Substitution. 

THE  article  from  the  pen  of  Andrea  Sbarboro,  which  ap- 
pears elsewhere  in  this  issue,  and  which  sets  forth  the 
evils  arising  from  the  masquerading  of  California's  best  wines 
under  French  labels,  will  be  read  with  deep  interest  by  every 
wine  man  in  the  country.  For  many  years  the  Review  fought 
against  this  injustice,  and  as  far  back  as  1890  was  roundly 
abused  by  Bonfort's  Wine  and  Spirit  Circular,  the  organ  of  the 
importers,  for  declaring  that  the  evil  of  substitution  was 
widely  prevalent.  We  are  glad  to  observe,  however,  that  our 
esteemed  contemporary  now  takes  a  different  view  of  the  matter, 
and  hope  it  will  assist  in  putting  a  stop  to  this  kind  of  work, 
which  is  equally  injurious  to  the  California  wine  man  and  the 
importer.  Success  to  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony;  may  its  battle 
for  the  right  succeed.

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OBITUARY. 

THE  wine  men  and  viticulturists  of  California  will  remember 
Major  Hezekiah  Gardner,  who   in    1890  gathered  viticul 
tural  statistics  for  the  Government  Bureau,  and  will  hear  with 
regret  of  his   death.     He  died  of  pneumonia  at  Hammonds- 
port,  N.  Y.,  on  April  25th  last. 

Major  Gardner  had  been  identified  with  the  viticultural 
interests  of  the  State  of  New  York  for  a  great  number  of 
years.  He  was  one  of  the  earliest  representatives  of  the 
Pleasant  Valley  Wine  Company,  and  was  instrumental  in  intro- 
ducing their  champagne  to  the  trade.  He  was  afterward  in 
the  employ  of  the  Urbana  Wine  Company.  For  the  last  fifteen 
years  he  has  represented  the  Sonoma  Wine  and  Brandy  Com- 
pany, making  his  headquarters  at  Hammondsport,  his  homo, 
and  where  he  held  an  interest  in  one  of  the  prominent  vine- 
yards. 

In  1890  he  was  appointed  a  member  of  the  Census  Bureau, 
and  obtained  wine  statistics  for  the  Viticultural  Department. 
He  was  selected  by  the  Government  to  obtain  samples  of  the 
different  wines  to  be  exhibited  at  the  Paris  Exposition,  and  for 
his  valuable  services  was  awarded  a  medal  by  the  judges  of 
the  Exposition. 

Major  Gardner  served  in  the  Civil  War,  and  was  retired 
a  Brevet-Lieutenant-Colonel.  He  was  wounded  several  times 
and  had  one  leg  amputated.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Loyal 
Legion. 

Major  Gardner  was  a  man  who  attracted  friends,  which 
he  numbered  by  the  hundreds,  and  enjoyed  the  confidence  of 
those  with  whom  he  had  business  relations.

Essay  on    the   History  of 

Grape  Culture  and  Wine  flaking

GOD  said  to  Adam:  "  Behold  I  give  you  every  herb  bear- 
ing seed,  which  is  upon  the  face  of  the  earth,  and  every 
tree  in  the  which  is  the  fruit  of  a  tree  yielding  seed;  to  you  it 
shall  be  as  meat."  "And  God  saw  everything  that  he  had 
made,  and,  behold,  it  was  very  good."     (Gen.  1;   29-31.) 

Therefore,  the  grapevine  must  have  flourished  in  the 
Garden  of  Eden;  and  it  seems  not  to  have  been  a  "  forbidden 
fruit,"  like  the  apple. 

The  origin  of  its  culture  dates  far  back  into  the  remote 
ages  of  antiquity;  but  the  first  direct  account  that  we  have  of 
it  is  in  the  book  of  Genesis:  "  And  Noah  began  to  be  a  hus- 
bandman and  planted  a  vineyard,  and  drank  of  the  wine." 
Unhappily,  old  Father  Noah,  after  the  flood  (probably  because 
he  had  been  kept  too  long  on  water),  thought  of  resorting  to 
wine,  and  did  so  a  little  too  freely.  Nevertheless,  he  was  a 
good  and  honest  soul. 

All  the  ancient  historians,  consequently,  have  attributed 
the  discovery  of  wine  to  Noah,  in  Armenia;  later  on  to  Sat- 
urn, in  Crete;  to  Bacchus,  in  India;  to  Osiris,  in  Egypt;  and 
to  the  King  Gerion,  in  Spain.  But  some  of  them  affirm  that 
Bacchus  is  the  Greek  name  given  to  Osiris  (how  it  hap- 
pened they  do  not  say),  who  is  supposed  to  have  found  the 
grapevine  growing  in  the  neighborhood  of  Nysa,  in  Arabia. 

It  is  a  general  belief  that  the  grapevine  is  a  native  of 
Georgia  and  Mingrelia,  although  some  writers  think  it  a  native 
of  Persia. 

The  Chaldeans  and  the  Hebrews  have  successfully  culti- 
vated it. 

The  Exodus  reports  that  in  Palestine  there  were  some 
bunches  of  grapes  which  were  as  much  as  two  men  could  con- 
veniently carry;  which  fact  is  confirmed  by  Strabon  (B.  C.  50), 
who  says  that  grapes  raised  in  Syria  were  measuring  two  feet 
long,  and  that  some  of  the  stumps  were  so  large  that  two  men 
could  not  encircle  one  of  them  with  their  arms. 

The  Hebrews'  process  of  winemaking  consisted  in  fer- 
menting the  juice  of  the  grapes  in  large  earthen  jugs,  and  in 
racking  it  several  times.  They  had  several  kinds  of  wine,  of 
which  the  most  popular  was  the  "  Sichor." 

The  Phenicians  imported  the  grapevine  from  the  Hebrews 
into  Greece,  where  the  Carthaginians  cultivated  it.  From 
Greece  the  Carthaginians  imported  it  into  Sicily,  and  from 
there  to  Marseilles. 

Homer  mentions  a  wine  that  could  be  diluted  in  twenty 
times  as  much  water,  by  volume;  and  says  the  grapevine  was 
originally  cultivated  in  Syria,  and,  from  that  country,  intro- 
duced into  Thessalia  by  King  03neus,  from  whom  it  derived 
its  Greek  name  "  Oinos." 

Lycurgus  (B.  C.  1100)  says  he  used  to  show  drunken 
slaves  to  the  Greeks,  as  a  lesson  of  temperance,  and  as  au  ex- 
hortation not  to  drink  to  excess.  He  really  was  a  very  prac- 
tical man,  and  was  doing  much  more  good  that  way  than  all 
the  speeches  of  today  on  prohibition  can  do. 

King  Solomon  (B.  C.  950)  believed  wine  to  be  a  good 
tonic  and  stimulant,  and  exchanged  wine  with  King  Hiram  for 
timber.  Thus  showing  his  great  judgment  and  practical 
knowledge  of  human  nature. 

Numa  Pompeius  (B.  C.  714)  imported  the  grapevine  and 
encouraged  its  culture  by  the  Romans,  and  taught  them  how  to 
train  it.  They  fell  so  much  in  love  with  its  fruit,  and  took 
such  a  great  interest  in  its  culture,  that  Emperor  Justinius 
made  a  law  condemning  anyone  guilty  of  cutting  down  or  de- 
stroying a  grapevine;    and,   according   to    the   degree  of  the 


offense,  or  rather  crime,  the  guilty  one  was  sentenced  to  the 
lash,  or  to  have  one  of  his  hands  cut  off,  or  to  pay  double  for 
the  damage  done  to  the  owner  of  the  vine. 

Gjjschylus  (B.  C.  550),  the  Greek  tragedian,  sings  in  fine 
verses  the  qualities  of  wine.  Confucius  (B.  C.  460)  mentions 
wines  as  excessively  used  in  religious  rites.  Plato  (B.  C.  450) 
prohibits  the  use  of  wine  to  young  men  under  twenty-two 
years  of  age.  Herodotus  (B.  C.  445)  says  grapes  were  not 
growa  in  Egypt,  but  wines  were  exported  from  Greece  into 
that  country,  being  carried  twice  a  year  in  large  earthen  jars. 
Aristotle  (B.  C.  440),  speaking  of  the  wines  of  Arcadia,  says 
they  were  drying  so  fast  in  their  recipients,  that  they  had  to 
be  scraped  and  diluted  with  water  to  be  drinkable.  He  pro- 
hibits their  use  to  children  and  wet-nurses. 

The  Pramnian  and  Thraciau  wines  were  held  in  the  highest 
repute — "they  were  luscious,  pure,  and  worthy  the  palate  of 
the  Gods." 

In  China,  Mencius  (B.  C.  275)  confirms  Confucius'  state- 
ment, and  says  wines  were  made  from  rice  and  fermented,  and 
freely  drank  on  festive  and  religious  occasions. 

Cato  (B.  C.  200)  was  the  first  Boman  to  write  about  vines 
and  wines.  He  speaks  of  eight  kinds  of  grapes  and  thor- 
oughly describes  the  grafting  of  the  grapevine,  and  is  honest 
enough  to  confess  that  he  took  his  ideas  from  the  Carthaginian, 
Magon,  who  had  written  an  Agricultural  Encyclopedia  in 
twenty-two  volumes,  a  little  before  Cato's  birth.  He  asserts 
that  this  encyclopedia,  after  the  capture  of  Carthage,  was 
translated  to  Latin  by  order  of  the  Boman  Senate.  He  says 
that  the  practical  way  to  graft  the  vine  was  the  "aerial  graft," 
or  graft  above  ground.  Very  seldom  did  the  Romans  graft 
below  ground,  such  graft  being  made  only  when  no  other  way 
of  grafting  was  possible.  He  describes  five  ways  of  grafting; 
First,  the  graft  by  approach;  second,  the  split-graft;  third, 
the  «rown-graft;  fourth,  the  gimlet  or  augur-graft;  fifth,  the 
bunch-graft,  which  consisted  in  tying  several  cuttings  of  dif- 
ferent varieties  together,  putting  them  in  a  clay  mold  and 
planting  them  upright  in  nurseries  in  a  rich  and  well-manured 
soil.  Another  way  of  grafting  (which  was  not  called  grafting 
by  the  Romans)  was  the  "Inoculatio"  process,  which  we  now 
call  shield  or  bud-grafting,  instead  of  inoculation,  which 
would  be  a  much  more  proper  word,  as  the  meaning  of  "  In- 
oculatio" explains  exactly  this  way  of  grafting. 

Cato,  in  his  book  "  De  ReRustica,"  tells  also  the  seasons 
and  temperature  favorable  to  grafting.  "After  12  noon,"  he 
says,  "  when  there  is  no  south  wind  and  the  moon  is  set,  graft 
the  fig,  the  olive  and  the  apple  trees,  and  also  the  grapevine. 
The  time  to  graft  the  vine  is  during  the  spring  or  when  it  is  in 
bloom;  this  latter  season  being  the  best." 

The  Mareotides  wine,  made  near  Alexandria,  a  little  before 
Cato's  death,  was  regarded  by  Antonius  and  Cleopatra  (B.  C. 
143-87)  as  their  most  delicious  drink. 

Varo  (B.  C.  75),  in  his  book  "  De  Agricultura,"  says 
about  grafting  the  grapevine:  "It  is  necessary  that  the  grafts 
be  tightened  with  a  string  made  of  bark  and  covered  with  a 
liniment  made  of  clay  to  protect  them  from  the  rain  and  the 
heat.  Three  days  before  grafting,  cut  off  the  head  of  the  vine 
in  order  that  the  excess  of  sap  may  run  out."  This  process  u 
generally  practiced  by  the  Italians,  and  called  by  them  "  Sa 
lasso,"  which  means  bleeding,  and  which  is  done  to  preveni 
the  scion  from  being  drowned  by  the  excess  of  sap. 

Strabon  (B.  C.  50),  as  we  have  already  said,  confirms  th< 
Exodus,  and  says  that  both  red  and  white  wines  were  producec 
on  the  border  of  the  Lake  Maretis  and  at  Phinthium,  at  th< 
extremities  of  the  cultivated  land.  He  describes  a  white  cater 
pillar  as  an  enemy  of  the  vine,  which  is  known  today  as  th< 
"  Dactyl opius  vitis." 
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Horace,  who  died  at  the  beginning  of  the  Christian  Era 
(A.  D.  8),  speaks  of  the  general  way  of  training  the  grape- 
vine, by  allowing  it  to  climb  up  trees.  (This  kind  of  training 
is  still  in  use  in  Italy.)  He  also  sings  in  beautiful  verses  of  the 
different  wines  of  Falernus,  namely:  the  Massicus,  the  Cecu- 
bum,  the  Calenum,  the  Pnccris  and  the  Setris;  and  also  the 
Greek  wines  used  by  the  Romans,  namely:  the  Chios,  the 
Clazomene,  the  Chyprus,  the  Lesbos,  the  Sicyone,  and  the 
Thasos;  then  he  mentions  the  Asiatic  wines:  Libanus,  Tyr 
and  Calebon.  But  he  reserves  his  best  muse  to  celebrate  a 
wine  one  hundred  years  old,  and  says  the  wiue  of  Hungary 
was  served  at  Mecena's  table. 

The  labeling  of  jars  or  jugs  containing  wine  was  already 
known,  for  Horace  speaks  of  a  wine  served  at  a  dinner  under 
this  label:  "I  was  made  (born)  daring  the  Consulate  of 
Manlius. " 

Ovid,  in  one  of  his  fine  poems  says:  "I  like  wine  because 
it  suits  me;  but  I  use  it  with  moderation  ...  It  warms 
one's  blood  and  adds  lustre  to  his  eyes;  but  be  careful  to  keep 
from  intemperance.  Do  not  drink  until  you  see  double,  tum- 
ble, or  go  to  sleep."  In  another  poem  he  celebrates  Bacchus 
in  glorious  words,  and  says,  among  other  things,  that  those 
who  are  against  the  use  of  wine,  or  refuse  to  drink  it,  are 
those  who  cannot  drink  with  moderation,  or  are  afraid  to 
divulge,  in  their  intoxicated  coudition,  some  secrets,  or  to  ex- 
pose some  crime  that  they  have  committed.  This  statement 
is  well  addressed  to  the  prohibitionists  and  bigots. 

Virgil  (born  B.  C.  "0,  'lied  A.  I>.  Ill),  :i  contemporary  and  friend  of 
Horace,  in  his  Bucolics  and  Georges,  describes  in  a  very  noble  and  clear 
style  (in  fact,  in  the  finest  style  of  poetry,  far  superior  and  clearer  than 
any  of  his  predecessors  and  contemporaries)  the  different  kinds  of  grapes 
and  wines,  and  the  culture  of  the  grapevine  by  the  Romans.  In  the 
Bucolics  he  blames  Corydon  for  leaving  his  vines  "half-pruned  on  the 
leafy  helm;"  he  tells  Menaclas  to  celebra'e  the  funeral  eulogium  of 
Daphnia  "  with  Arusian  wine,  a  new  kind  of  nectar."  In  the  Georgics,  he 
explains  at  length  how  the  Romans  were  plowing  their  vineyards  three 
times.  "The  first  plowing  was  done  in  the  spring,  the  second  in  the  sum- 
mer and  the  third  in  the  autumn."  In  this  way,  "  the  ground  was  twice 
exposed  to  the  heat  of  the  sun  and  once  to  the  frost,  and,  if  the  soil  was 
still  hard,  a  fourth  plowing  was  done  at  the  end  of  autumn  or  beginning 
of  winter.  Then  the  grateful  soil  answered  the  wishes  of  the  covetous 
farmer,  an  immense  harvest  tilling  his  barn."  Then,  advising  the  begin- 
ner, Virgil  says:  "  Before  breaking  up  a  new  land,  be  careful  to  study  the 
winds,  the  various  climates,  the  habits  of  the  soil,  and  what  the  country 
can  or  cannot  produce.  Then  every  other  year  to  saturate  the  exhausted 
soil  with  rich  manure  or  ashes ;  to  benefit  the  land  [to  produce  moisture] 
by  breaking  the  clods  with  the  harrow  or  by  cross-plowing." 

Speaking  of  wines,  Virgil  specially  mentions  "  the  excellent  wines  of 
Lesbos,  those  made  of  theThasian  vine,  and  the  white  wine  of  Mareotides ; 
the  first  one  tit  for  a  rich  soil  and  the  other  for  a  light  one."  Further 
on,  he  says  the  Psythian  grape  "makes  very  famous  raisins;"  that 
the  Rhoetian,  Falernian  and  rmenian  wines  are  the  heaviest,  and 
that  "the  small  Argitis  vine  cannot  be  surpassed  either  in  the  yielding  of 
juice  or  in  the  keeping  quality  of  its  wine.  I  must  not  forget  the  Rhodian 
and  Bumastos  vines  with  their  large  clusters." 

"There  are  so  many  different  vines  that  we  cannot  count  the  species, 
nor  tell  their  names;  whoever  wishes  to  know  them  all  may  just  as  well 
count  how  many  grains  of  sand  are  contained  in  the  Lybian  Sea,  or  how 
many  waves  of  the  Ionian  Sea  come  to  the  shores." 

Virgil  explains  the  grafting  of  the  trees,  but  we  regret  to  say,  doe- 
not  mention  the  grafting  of  the  grapevine.  Me  probably  thought  Cato,  his 
predecessor,  had  fully  given  all  the  ways  of  grafting  the  vine,  known  at 
that  time,  and  that  he  had  no  improvement  to  make. 

Palmeriua  affirms  that  the  Roman  Senate  allowed  priests  to  drink 

only  three  small  glasses  of  wine  at  each  meal.  This  allowance,  whether 
ordered  for  temperance  sake  or  not.  was  surely  enough  for  anybody,  and 
was  very  generous;  if  the  wine  had  to  be  diluted  in  twenty  times  as  much 
water  by  volume.     This  would,  perhaps,  have  satisfied  the  prohibitionists 

of  today. 

From  Marseilles  the  grapevine  was  imported  into  Gaul,  Spain  and 
Portugal.

Canteen  Should  Be  Restored. 

REPORTS  from  various  parts  of  the  country  indicate  that 
there  will  be  a  strong  effort  to  induce  Congress  to  repeal 
the  law  abolishing  the  army  canteen.  The  experience  of  com- 
manders and  officers  generally,  has  oonvinoed  them  that  the 
canteen  was  a  necessity. 

General  Brooke  has  sent  an  order  to  all  commandants  of 
posts  in  the  Department  of  the  East  to  Bend  to  him  on  Sep- 
tember 1st  a  complete  report  of  the  results  which  have  ensued 
on  the  abolition  of  the  army  canteen.  Officers  say  that  these 
reports  will  show  beyond  cavil  that  intemperance  haslargely 
increased  under  the  new  regime,  and  it  is  predicted  that  the 
next  Congress  will  give  serious  consideration  to  the  real  situa- 
tion as  it  has  developed. 

Captain  Adams,  when  Acting  Adjutant-General  at  Gov- 
ernor's Islaud  in  General  Sheridan's  absence,  said  that  since 
payday  there  had  been  unusual  trouble  in  nearly  every  post  in 
the  department,  and  he  understood  in  other  dep  .rtments  also. 
He  understood  that  the  number  of  men  arrested  had  been 
larger  than  usual,  and  there  have  been  a  noticeable  number 
arrested  for  intoxication. 

Commenting  on  this,  Major  J.  W.  Black,  the  command- 
ant of  the  fort,  stated  that  the  number  was  unprecedented  in 
his  recollection.  Major  Black,  Adjutant  Howell  and  every 
officer  and  soldier  interviewed  at  the  fort  gave  without  hesita- 
tion the  opinion  that  the  change  for  the  worse  in  the  general 
discipline  was  due  entirely  to  the  abolition  of  the  canteen  and 
the  turning  over  of  the  soldier  with  his  monthly  pay  in  his 
pocket  to  the  tender  mercies  of  the  outside  saloonkeepers 
who  thrive  in  the  vicinity  of  military  posts. 

The  fanatical  and  insincere  W.  C.  T.  U.  know  these  things 
to  be  true,  but  their  howl  will  be  heard  from  Maine  to  Alaska 
when  it  is  proposed  to  return  to  the  canteen  system.

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Damage  by  Frost. 

IN  looking  over  your  April  number,  and  the  reports  about 
the  damage  to  the  vines,  T  find  some  very  loose  statements 
apt  to  mislead.  One  from  Hermann  Schramm  states  that 
"  the  vineyards  of  Conn  and  Chiles  Valleys  are  all  gone."  The 
vineyards  of  Conn  Valley  are  gone,  not  from  frost  but  from 
phylloxera,  as  was  shown  several  years  ago,  but  the  vineyards 
in  Chiles  Valley  have  suffered  but  little,  as  they  generally  start 
late  owing  to  particular  location;  also  to  being  overshadowed 
by  the  Northern  range  of  mountains,  the  sun  not  striking 
them  before  seven  o'clock  in  the  morning,  so  that  the  effects 
of  the  frost  have  gradually  thawed  out.  The  shoots  on  the 
vines  were  not  out  much,  and  only  those  which  were  out  one 
and  a  half  inches  were  injured.  My  son  assures  me  that  the. 
damage  was  very  slight,  that  the  vines  are  coming  out  finely 
now,  and  he  expects  nearly  a  full  crop.  Our  vineyards  start 
nearly  ten  days  later  than  in  Napa  Valley,  especially  around 
St.  Helena  and  Oalistoga,  and,  therefore,  are  more  exempt  from 
early  frosts,  though  the  grapes  ripen  about  as  early  in  the  fall. 
I  believe  that  the  vineyards  sloping  to  the  south,  from  the 
foot  of  the  mountains  down,  are  destined  to  make  some  of 
the  finest  wines  in  the  county,  and  will  furnish  a  fairly  sure 
crop  every  vear.  However,  we  are  not  in  the  middle  of  the 
month  yet,  and  a  late  frost  may  occasion  further  injuries. 

Another  of  your  correpondents,  H  J.  Schell,  from 
Knight's  Ferry,  Stanislaus  County,  says  that  the  crop  is  about 
gone,  and  presages  the  downfall  of  the  whole  industry.  He 
evidently  sees  through  black  glasses.  I  predict  that  he  will 
think  differently  in  a  month  from  now,  and  will  at  least  gather 
a  half  crop,  with  perhaps  as  good  a  return  as  he  would  have 
had,  had  no  frost  touched  his  vineyard. 

The  vine  is  the  most  recuperative  of  all  fruits,  if  we 
except  the  fig,  perhaps,  and  when  the  frosts  strike  the  prune 
and  the  plum,  the  almond,  and  some  other  fruits  I  could  name, 
their  crop  is  gone.  But  not  so  with  the  noble  grape.  If  you 
do  not  keep  it  in  too  close  bounds  (as  has  been  done  in  this 
State),  it  will  always  reward  you  with  a  fair  crop.  Therefore  it 
is  the  safest  fruit  crop  in  this  State  yet,  and  rewards  its  fol- 
lowers better  than  any  other.  With  constantly  expanding 
markets  and  the  reputation  gained  for  our  wines,  I  can  see  no 
agricultural  industry  which  will  pay  its  followers  better  than 
this  in  the  future.  Look  at  all  the  other  fruit  industries. 
They  are  going  through  a  decline  caused  by  overproduction, 
which  we  have  passed  already.  We  have  an  wncferproduction 
— less  of  product  than  there  is  of  a  demand.  Consequently 
we  will  have  good  prices  for  grapes  and  wine  for  the  next  five 
years,  until  our  new  vineyards  begin  to  bear  and  make  good 
the  deficiency  caused  by  phylloxera  and  neglect.  From  all  I 
can  see,  we  will  have  about  two-thirds  of  a  crop,  and  ought  to 
be  satisfied  with  this,  when  prunes  and  plums  fail  entirely  in 
many  places. 

AS  TO   MR.    BRUCK  AND    HIS   METHODS 

I  have  but  a  few  words  to  say.  If  he  prefers  bench-grafting 
to  grafting  in  vineyard,  I  wish  him  all  the  success  he  may 
desire.  But  he  cannot  make  me  believe  that  a  cutting  grafted 
upon  a  cutting  can  made  a  good  juuction,  and  also  make  a 
thrifty  vine  the  first  year.  And  I  see  he  is  already  switchiug 
into  another  channel  by  grafting  on  rooted  vines.     This  looks 


more  sensible  and  promising.  It  is  a  medium  course  and 
promising  better.  But  here  still  remain  the  obstacles  of  more 
work  at  the  grafting-bench,  more  work  in  the  callus  bed, 
more  work  transplanting  into  the  vineyard,  and  then,  again, 
preventing  the  sprouting,  and  the  issue  of  nonresistaut  roots 
from  the  junction. 

To  those  who  will  take  all  these  separate  pains  over  the 
plain  proposition  to  plant  a  vine  in  the  vineyard,  graft  it  there 
when  strong  enough,  above  the  ground,  thus  avoiding  the  extra 
labor  of  digging  down  and  destroying  the  nonresistant  roots, 
I  wish  them  all  the  success  they  can  ask.  But  it  has 
always  been  my  desire  to  make  grape-growing  easy  and  prac- 
tical, and  I  cannot  see  how  his  method  accomplishes  this. 

He  calls  my  figures  too  low,  but  does  not  state  where  I  have 
been  below  the  actual  cost.  As  to  three  cents  being  paid  by  vine- 
yardists  for  every  graft  that  grows,  it  merely  shows  that  good 
grafters  are  scarce,  and  that  people  are  willing  to  pay  for  their 
services.  In  grafting  above  ground,  a  good  grafter,  with  one 
man  to  cover  up  following  him,  can  graft  1,000  vines  in  three 
days,  and  $3.00  a  day  for  the  grafter  and  $2.00  for  the  man  who 
covers  after  him,  who  can  be  a  common  but  carefnl  laborer, 
would  be  considered  very  fair  pay.  Mr.  Bruck  will  hardly 
deny  this.  So  much  for  my  figures  being  too  low.  Then,  the 
gain  in  time.  The  cutting,  planted  in  good  soil  and  well  cul- 
tivated, should  be  strong  enough  for  grafting  the  third  spring 
after  planting,  and  the  graft  be  able  to  bear  a  crop  the  fourth 
summer. 

Let  us  see  how  Mr.  Brack's  bench-grafted  cuttings  will 
compare  to  this. 

The  first  summer  they  are  put  in  callus  bed,  from  there 
transplanted  to  nursery,  and  the  second  summer  transplanted 
into  vineyard,  where  they  will  make  a  living,  perhaps,  but  not 
a  strong  growth.  The  third  summer  they  will  begin  to  grow 
better,  but  hardly  enough  to  make  bearing  wood  for  the  fourth. 
So  there  will  be  one  crop,  if  only  a  partial  one,  lost.  Now 
add  to  this  all  the  extra  labor  of  transplanting  twice,  trimming 
roots,  and  spreading  them  when  planting  in  vineyard — do  our 
readers  call  this  a  cheap  and  practical  method? 

But  this  is  what  we  want:  the  most  direct  and  cheapest 
way  to  obtain  a  bearing  vineyard;  and  I  still  contend  that 
bench-grafting  is  not  as  cheap  or  as  practicable  as  planting 
cuttings  and  grafting  them  in  the  field. 

Our  readers  will,  I  trust,  pardon  this  long  discussion;  but 
it  is  a  very  important  question,  and  those  who  chose  the 
"  merry  bench-graft"  of  Mr.  Bruck  may  not  find  it  as  merry 
as  he  predicts.  I  have  come  to  the  age  of  sober  reality,  and  my 
advice  is:  go  slow  on  bench-grafting,  but  lose  no  time  to  plant 
cuttings  in  well-prepared  ground,  with  the  lower  buds  cut  out. 
As  a  comparison,  bench-graft  some,  plant  out  what  survives 
in  the  same  field,  and  after  three  years  see  which  gives  the 
best  and  the  cheapest  results.  The  proof  of  the  pudding  is  in 
the  eating. 

I  have  given  our  readers  Mr.  Schoenwald's  experience,  as 
reported  to  us  last  fall.  His  first  experience  with  bench- 
gi-afting,  under  the  instruction  of  Prof.  Hayne,  who  had  inves- 
tigated the  matter,  and  followed  French  practice,  was  the 
following:  From  30,000  bench-grafts,  in  callus  beds  and  nur- 
sery, he  obtained  2,500  vines,  which  were  planted  in  vineyard 
the  next  spring,  and  furnished  a  fair  crop  the  second  season, 
which  he  had  cut  off,  not  to  tax  the  vines  too  much  when  young. 
From  what  he  stated  then,  he  only  bench-grafted  a  small  quan- 
tity to  fill  out  probable  vacancies.  If  Mr.  Bruck  calls  this 
success,  I  do  not;  nor  do  I  see  how  Mr.  Schoenwald  would 
be  likely  to  change  his  mind  so  suddenly. 

MR.    POHNDORFF    ON   FINE   WINES. 

I  believe  Mr.  Pohndorff  to  be  thoroughly  sincere  in  his 
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admiration  of  fine  wines,  an  enthusiast,  as  we  all  knew  him 
during  the  Wetmore  regime,  when  he  was  right  bower,  and 
overwhelmed  us  with  learned  dissertations  on  fine  wines,  of 
which  he  is  no  doubt  a  competent  judge.  But  in  practice  he 
was  a  dismal  failure,  and  every  firm  he  became  connected  with 
had  occasion  to  rue  it,  not  on  account  of  sincerity,  for  which 
I  give  him  full  credit,  but  that  ho  could  not  adapt  his  theories 
to  the  practice  necessary.  He  even  advocated  then  to  obtain 
boleros  of  old  sherries  from  Spain  and  Portugal,  and  age  our 
wines  in  them  for  at  least  ten  years.  I  would  like  to  have  just 
a  single  question  answered :  How  many  of  our  sherrymakers 
would  wait  ten  years  before  offering  their  sherry  for  sale? 
They  simply  cannot  afford  it,  nor  could  they  obtain  the  extrava- 
gant prices  this  would  entail  upon  the  wines.  80  this  is 
entirely  impracticable.  Georoe  Husmann.

Vineyard  and  Cellar  News. 

The  winery  of  the  California  Wine  Association,  destroyed 
last  fall  near  Fresno,  is  to  be  rebuilt  at  once.  The  Association 
has  purchased  thirty -five  additional  acres  of  adjoiuing  land 
from  William  Helm,  and  will  build  the  new  structure  several 
hundred  yards  to  the  west  of  the  original  site.  Surveyors 
have  staked  off  the  land,  and  a  large  force  of  men  is  level- 
ing off  the  ground  preparatory  to  the  commencement  of  the 
building.  The  structures,  to  cost  $35,000,  will  be  completed 
within  sixty  days.     The  new  structure  will  be  of  much  larger 


dimensions  than  the  old  and  will  be  built  throughout  of  Ore- 
gon pine,  with  brick  foundations.  The  main  building  will  be 
171x117  feet,  which  will  inclose,  with  oth'T  things,  the  follow- 
ing cooperage:  eight  tanks  of  "25,000  gallons  capacity,  five  of 
10,000,  ten  of  5,000,  six  of  3,000  and  five  of  1,000;  fermenting 
tanks,  twenty-four  of  10,000  gallons  capacity  ami  eight  of 
6,500.  There  will  also  be  several  large  cement  tanks  for  the 
receipt  of  distillery  material.  The  distillery  and  engine- 
room,  which  will  be  over  100  feet  distant  from  the  main  build- 
ing, will  be  89*89  feet.  The  machinery  will  be  run  with  260 
horse  power.  The  Government  room  will  be  attached  to  this 
building  on  the  north.  There  will  also  be  a  tank-house  tiftv 
feet  high,  on  which  will  be  a  water-tank  of  20,000  gallons 
capacity.  This  building  will  also  be  used  for  the  safe-keeping 
of  wine  hose.  The  buildings  will  be  furnished  with  two  Bone 
must-pumps,  with  a  crushing  capacity  of  300  tons  of  grapes 
a  day.  The  floors  throughout  will  be  laid  with  concrete. 
The  total  estimated  cost  will  exceed  $95,000. 


A  Bellamy  Colony  has  been  incorporated  at  Cloverdale, 
uuder  the  title  of  Icaria  Co-operative  Society.  A  part  of  the 
business  of  the  concern  will  be  the  planting  of  vineyards  and 
building  of  large  wineries.  The  shareholders  of  the  Society 
are  all  members  of  one  family.  The  Directors  chosen  for  the 
first  year  are  A.  J.  Dehay,  Marie  Dehay,  Alice  Dehay,  Hen- 
rietta Dehay  and  Louise  Dehay,  of  Fulton;  Paul  L.  Dehay,  of 
Cloverdale;  Emmet  B.  Dehay,  of  San  Francisco.

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Enterprising  Los  Angeles  Brewers. 

LOS  ANGELES,  May  1.  —  Los  Angeles  merchants  are  fully 
awake  to  the  possibilities  of  Oriental  trade,  as  evi- 
denced by  the  Los  Angeles  Brewing  Co.  Several  months 
ago  his  concern  dispatched  an  agent  to  Manila  with  36,000,- 
000  bottles  of  beer.  The  Government  Inspectors  examined 
the  beer,  commended  its  qualities,  and  it  was  immediately 
sold  for  cash.  Besides  this,  contracts  were  signed  with  C. 
Heinser  &  Co.,  of  Manila,  for  500  barrels  of  beer  per  month 
for  a  period  of  four  years,  and  W.  Conaunugke,  contracting 
agent  for  a  large  Chinese  concern,  for  100  barrels  per  mouth 
for  two  years.  Both  firms  previously  imported  German  beer, 
which,  it  is  claimed,  does  not  keep  well  in  the  tropical  climate 
of  the  Philippines.  The  largest  contract  secured  was  with 
the  Russian  Government's  purchasing  agent  at  Port  Arthur, 
who  contracted  on  behalf  of  the  government  to  take  1,000 
barrels  a  month.  The  local  concern  now  has  under  consider- 
ation a  plan  to  establish  a  branch  brewery  at  Manila  with  a 
capacity  of  50,000  barrels  a  year. 


LOS  ANGELES,  May  24.— It  has  just  developed  that  Wil- 
liam and  Joseph  Melczer  will  close  out  their  wholesale 
liquor  business  in  this  city,  and  with  their  brother,  Louis, 
start  a  mammoth  brewery  in  Phoenix,  Ariz.  Regarding  the 
enterprise  the  last  issue  of  the  Arizona  Republican,  published 
in  Phcenix,  that  has  reached  this  city,  says  that  the  Melczers 
will  expend  $50,000  on  the  plant  themselves,  and  that  other 
capitalists  are  interested  with  them  in  the  enterprise.  The 
water  is  said  to  be  excellent  for  purposes  of  beermaking,  and 
the  Company  proposes  to  brew  beer  of  a  quality  to  head  off 
Eastern  and  Coast  beers.  It  is  announced  that  the  construc- 
tion of  the  brewery  will  begin  at  an  early  date.

Stamp  tax— Export  bills  of  lading 

Stamp  tax  on  export  bills  of  lading  declared  unconstitutional  by  the 
United  States  Supreme  Court,  and  stamps  no  longer  required  on  such 
instruments. 

Treasury  Department, 
Office  of  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue, 

Washington,  D.  C,  April  19,  1901. 

Sir:  Replying  to  your  letter  of  tbe  17th  instant,  relative 
to  the  stamp  tax  on  export  bills  of  lading,  I  have  to  inform 
you  that  on  the  15th  instant  the  United  States  Supreme  Court, 
in  the  case  of  United  States  v.  Fairbanks,  decided  that — 

A  stamp  tax  on  a  foreign  bill  of  lading  is  in  substance  and  effect 
equivalent  to  a  tax  on  the  articles  included  in  that  bill  of  lading,  and, 
therefore,  a  tax  or  duty  on  exports  and  in  conflict  with  the  constitutional 
prohibition. 

In  obedience  to  tbis  decision  collectors  of  internal  revenue 
will  no  longer  require  stamps  to  be  affixed  as  required  in 
Schedule  A,  act  of  June  13,  1893,  to— 

Bills  of  lading  or  receipts  (other  than  charter  party)  for  any  goods, 
merchandise,  or  effects  to  be  exported  from  a  port  or  place  in  the  United 
States  to  any  foreign  port  or  place.

Eeimported  distilled  spirits  in  buttles. 

Art  cle  48  of  Regulations,  series  7,  No.  23,  Internal-Revenue  Bureau,  gov- 
erning the  obligation  of  stamps,  etc.,  applicable  only  to  spirits  for 
consumption  in  United  States. 

Treasury  Department,  May  13,  1901. 
Sir:  Referring  to  your  letter  of  the  22d  ultimo,  aud  to  the 
report  of  the  Surveyor  at  your  port  therewith  transmitted,  re- 
garding the  application  of  Messrs  Thompson  &  Putney,  for 
the  a'mendment  of  Article  48  of  the  Regulations,  concerning 
the  bottling  of  distilled  spirits  in  bond,  series  7,  No.  23,  In- 
ternal-Revenue Bureau,  so  as  to  permit  the  exportation  of  re- 
imported  whisky  in  bottles  without  removal  or  obliteration  of 
the  stamps,  marks,  and  brands  on  the  cases,  I  have  to  inform 
you  that  the  Acting  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue  states 
in  a  letter  dated  the  7th  instant  that  said  article — 

Has  application  only  to  bottled  spirits  returned  to  this  country  and 
subject  to  duty  as  reimported  spirits — that  is,  reimported  spirits  intended 
for  consumption  in  this  country, 

And  that — 

The  spirits  referred  to  in  the  letter  of  Messrs.  Thompson  &  Putney 
being  intended  for  re-exportation  would  not  come  within  the  purview  of 
this  regulation. 

The  Acting  Commissioner  further  states: 

If.  however,  the  spirits  so  returned  and  warehoused  should  be  with- 
drawn for  consumption,  the  instructions  contained  in  Article  48  would  then 
be  applicable,  and  should,  in  my  judgment,  be  carefully  complied  with. 
In  authorizing  the  bottling  of  distilled  spirits  in  bond  the  law  (Section  2, 
Act  Ma'ch  3,  1897),  provides  that  the  spirits  to  be  so  bottled  may  be  re- 
duced in  proof  by  the  addition  of  pure  water  only  "  to  one  hundred  per 
centum  proof,  for  spirits  for  domestic  use,  or  to  not  less  than  eighty  per 
centum  proof  for  spirits  for  export  purposes."  Repeated  attempts  have 
been  made  by  bottlers  and  others  to  have  this  law  amended  so  as  to  permit 
the  reduction  below  the  standard  proof  of  spirits  bottled  for  domestic  use. 
But  thus  far  Congress  has  declined  to  so  amend  the  law,  and,  in  order  to 
prevent  the  placing  on  this  market  under  Government  stamps  and  brands, 
spirits  bottled  for  export,  below  standard  proof,  the  regulation,  requiring 
the  destruction  of  all  such  stamps  and  brands,  upon  the  return  of  the 
spi'its  to  this  country,  was  found  necessary. 

You  will  be  governed  accordingly.'

War  Taxes  Repealed. 

THE  Commissioner    of    Internal    Revenue   announces  the 
repeal  of  the  following  war  taxes,  to  take  effect  July  1, 
1901: 

Attention  is  called  to  the  following  changes  in  the  sched- 
ule of  articles  and  occupations  subject  to  tax  under  the 
internal-revenue  laws  made  by  the  act  of  March  2,  1901 : 

Repeal  of  the  following  taxes  will  take  effect  July  1,  1901, 
viz:  Special  tax  of  commercial  brokers.  Stamp  taxes  on — 
bank  checks;  drafts  and  orders  for  the  payment  of  money  at 
sight  or  on  demand  (draft  and  orders  for  the  payment  of 
money  otherwise  than  at  sight  or  on  demand  remain  taxable); 
certificates  of  deposit;  Postoffice  money  orders;  promissory 
notes;  mortgages;  leases;  export  bills  of  lading;  manifest^  for 
Custom  House  entry  or  clearance  of  cargo;  powers  of 
attorney;  protests;  charter  parties;  certificates  of  all  kinds, 
except  certificates  of  profit  or  certificates  showing  interest  in 
property  or  accumulations  of  companies;  warehouse  receipts; 
telegraphic  dispatches;  express  receipts  (domestic  freight  bills 
of  lading  remain  taxable);  policies  of  insurance,  and  premiums 
chargedfor  marine,  inland,  fire,  casualty,  fidelity,  and  guaran- 
tee insurance;  taxes  on  telephone  messages;  stamp  taxes  on 
medicinal  proprietary  articles,  perfumery  and  cosmetics,  chew- 
ing gum,  and  all  articles  in  Shedule  B,  except  wines;  passage 
tickets;  cigars,  snuff,  and  tobacco;  fermented  liquors;  foreign 
bills  of  exchange  and  foreign  money  orders.

SEATTLE,  June  18,  1901.— The  high-license  law  has  been 
laid  over  for  the  time  being  to  be  submitted  to  the 
people.  Licenses  will  be  issued  with  the  proviso  that  the 
licensee  shall  pay  $1,000  for  the  unexpired  portion  of  his  time 
if  the  proposed  amendment  to  the  charter,  fixing  high  license 
at  that  figure,  shall  be  passed  next  spring.  The  license  will 
be  issued  at  $600  as  heretofore,  but  if  the  amendment  be 
adopted,  they  will  be  inoperative  from  that  time  unless  the 
additional  pro  rata  for  the  time  for  which  the  license  is  to  run 
shall  be  paid.  An  ordinance  providing  for  this  was  intro- 
duced in  the  City  Council,  received  its  first  reading  and  was 
passed  under  a  suspension  of  the  rules. 

The  Rines  law  went  into  effect  yesterday  and  most  of  the 
dealers  were  prepared  to  take  all  their  machines  out  and  store 
them  away.  Many  lawyers,  however,  hold  that  the  law  is  not 
constitutional,  and  it  will  undoubtedly  be  fought.  The  Chief 
of  Police  has  issued  stringent  orders  to  seize  any  slot  machine, 
either  used  for  cash  or  merchandise,  that  may  be  found  in  the 

city. 

John  Meek  has  again  been  appointed  Inspector  of  Liquors 

for  the  City  of  Seattle.  Mr.  Meek  has  filed  his  bond  for  $500 
with  the  County  Commissioners;  however,  he  will  have  a  hard 
and  long  fight  to  retain  the  position.  The  liquor  men  of  the 
city  are  prepared  to  contest  his  appointment.  The  first  gun 
has  just  been  fired  in  the  fight  by  Christy  &  Miller,  running  a 
saloon  on  Railroad  avenue,  applying  to  the  Superior  Court  for 
a  restraining  order  asking  to  have  him  restrained  from  going 
through  the  saloons  under  the  power  conferred  on  him  by  this 
recently  discovered  old  law  of  1863.  They  claim  that  the  law 
is  void,  and  that  he  is  unlawfully  interfering  with  their  busi- 
ness. 

Since  Mr.  Meek  rediscovered  this  law,  or  rather  the  Com- 
missioners, Inspector  Meek  has  been  having  a  hard  time  of  it. 
He  declares  that  the  Attorney-General  has  decided  that  any- 
thing containing  over  two  per  cent,  of  alcohol  comes  under  his 
inspection;  that  the  law  has  never  been  repealed;  that  he  was 


appointed  under  it,  and  that  he  will  undoubtedly  win.  He 
intends  to  make  a  friendly  suit  and  take  it  "  right  through 
the  courts."  The  office  is  well  worth  fighting  for,  as  the  fees 
are  on  each  barrel  inspected  50  cents  and  on  each  dozen  bot- 
tles 12J  cents.  The  Inspector  has  the  right  to  seize  and 
destroy  all  adulterated  liquors.  The  retailer  has  the  right, 
however,  of  demanding  an  analysis  by  a  chemist. 

The  owners  of  the  unstamped  wines  seized  by  Inspector 
Mullay,  last  month,  have  paid  nominal  fines  and  have  had  their 
goods  released  by  Deputy  Collector  Ross,  on  orders  from 
Washington.  Inspector  Mullay  seized  between  four  and  five 
thousand  dollars  worth  of  wines  unstamped.  There  was,  evi- 
dently, no  real  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  liquor  men  to  avoid 
the  payment  of  duties,  only  a  misconception  of  the  law.  The 
Treasury  Department  took  a  lenient  view  of  the  matter  and 
left  it  to  the  discretion  of  the  local  office,  which  imposed 
small  fines.  Under  the  law,  champagne  or  wines  imported 
from  Canada  or  Europe  must  have  each  individual  bottle 
stamped  within  twenty-four  hours  of  its  arrival  in  the  store. 
Dealers  here  have  been  in  the  habit  of  stamping  a  bottle  at  the 
time  of  its  sale,  and,  in  the  case  of  some  houses,  never  open- 
ing a  case  until  the  purchaser  had  seen  that  it  had  not  been 
tampered  with.  In  the  case  of  one  house,  Kreilsheimer  Bros., 
they  have  usually  gotten  over  this  difficulty  by  forwarding 
United  States  revenue  stamps  to  the  Inspector.  This,  it 
seems,  is  allowed  under  the  law.

Cuttings.      Julien-Laferriere,  and  published  in  your 

issue  of  May  31st. 

The  starting  or  callusing  of  hard-rooting  grapevine  cut- 
tings previous  to  planting  is  of  great  advantage,  not  only  with 
the  Lenoir,  but  all  the  varieties  of  the  principal  species  of 
grapes  indigenous  to  Western  Texas.  It  is  difficult  in  the  old- 
fashioned  way  to  propagate  these  hardy  grapes  by  cuttings 
when  in  their  pure  state,  unmixed  with  any  of  the  easier  root- 
ing species,  but  with  patience  and  intelligence  it  can  be  done. 

I  dig  a  hole  on  a  well-drained  spot,  about  22  to  24  inches 
deep;  in  the  bottom  I  put  a  layer  of  fresh  horse  manure,  6 
to  8  inches  deep,  well  packed  down;  upon  this  a  layer  of  moist, 
mellow  soil  of  same  depth;  the  cuttings,  preferably  of  10  inches 
in  length,  with  three  buds  or  joints,  cut  very  close  at  the 
lower  bud,  and  tied  in  bundles  of  one  hundred  each,  are 
placed  upon  this  layer  of  earth,  butt-end  down,  and  in  rows 
three  to  four  inches  apart.  The  space  between  the  bundles  is 
filled  up,  as  the  setting  in  of  the  bundles  progresses,  with  fine, 
mellow,  moist  soil  or  sand,  and  kept  moist. 

When  all  the  cuttings  are  thus  set  in,  and  the  empty 
spaces  all  filled  up  to  within  the  upper  bud  of  the  cuttings, 
which  should  be  an  inch  or  two  above  the  level  of  surrounding 
soil,  I  fix  a  rain-tight  cover  one  foot  above  the  cuttings  in  such 
a  way  that  free  circulation  of  air  is  not  obstructed  on  any  side 
underneath. 

Cuttings  of  the  most  difficult  kinds  to  root,  treated  in 
this  way,  usually  start  roots  in  four  to  five  weeks,  and  they 
must  then  be  planted  in  nursery  at  once.  Up  to  this  point 
usually  everything  proceeds  very  satisfactorily,  but  when  the 
nursery  soil  is  not  yet  in  working  condition,  being  too  wet  by 
a  backward  season,  or,  should  the  season  be  well  advanced 
and  the  nursery  soil  dry,  then  very  careful  handling  of  the 
cuttings  is  imperative  for  success. 

When  the  butt-enus  of  the  cuttings  are  well  callused,  life 
will  then  show  also  by  the  starting  of  the  upper  bud,  and  these 
must  not  be  allowed  to  grow  very  far,  as  it  is  almost  impossible 
not  to  break  them  off  while  transplanting  to  the  nursery. 
It  is  best  to  cover  the  tops  of  the  cuttings  completely  with 
fine,  sandy  soil,  so  the  new  growth  will  not  become  sunburned. 
When  the  nursery  soil  is  already  dry,  a  light  wetting  is  needed 
— care  being  taken  not  to  water-soak  the  ground. 

After  several  attempts  of  growing  resistant  vines  in  this 
way,  I  find  it  best  to  have  the  cuttings  callused  and  ready  to 
be  planted  by  the  15th  to  the  20th  of  April.  Before  that  time 
my  soil  is  usually  yet  too  wet  and  cold,  and  the  warm  condition 
in  which  the  cuttings  have  been  started  must  be  provided  for, 
also,  in  the  nursery  until  they  have  established  themselves. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Doaniana,  which  roots  very 
readily,  all  the  varieties  of  the  Post  Oak,  Candicans,  Berlan- 
dieri,  Monticola,  and  some  of  the  Champiui  varieties  root 
with  difficulty,  yet  all  these  six  species  are  the  stocks  which 
resist  the  phylloxera  and  droughts  of  any  duration  better  than 
any  other  species,  and  growers  can  well  afford  to  give  these 
ironclads  a  little  extra  care  in  propagating.

Given  a  Chance,  They  Win. 

ANEW  YORK  business  man,- whose  home  is  in  Montclair, 
called  on  a  relative  in  San  Francisco. 

They  dined  at  the  Cliff  House,  and  the  relative,  looking 
over  the  wine  card,  asked  the  New  Yorker  what  wine  he  pre- 
ferred. 

"I  like  a  Sauterne,"  said  the  New  Yorker,  "and  would 
prefer  that  you  select  the  brand." 

The  Coast  man  smilingly  did  so,  and  the  New  Yorker  was 
surprised  to  see  served  a  California  Sauterne  bearing  a  well- 
known  firm's  label. 

The  wine  itself  was  a  greater  surprise — a  delight,  indeed, 
to  the  New  Yorker,  who  thereupon  became  an  enthusiastic 
convert  to  American  wines. 

A  day  later  the  New  Yorker  was  again  a  guest,  this  time 
of  a  business  man  who  entertained  him  at  the  San  Francisco 
Club.  The  host  was  ordering  an  imported  Sauterne  when  the 
New  Yorker  interrupted.  He  told  his  experience  of  the  day 
before,  expressed  a  preference  for  the  California  brand,  and 
mildly  rebuked  his  host  for  buying  the  foreign  when  he  had 
such  splendid  native  wines  to  choose  from. 

The  club  man  said  impressively:  "You  are  the  first  New 
Yorker  I  ever  met  who  knows  even  that  much  about  California 
wines — and  your  knowledge  is  an  accident.  I  drink  California 
wines  in  my  home  and  when  I  dine  out  with  people  who  know. 
But  New  Yorkers  don't  know;  they  don't  read;  they  don't 
listen;  if  they  do  they  don't  believe.  I  don't  buy  California 
wines  for  New  Yorkers  because  ninety-nine  in  a  hundred 
of  them  would  mentally  classify  me  as  a  'cheap  man.'  If  you 
had  named  the  Sauterne  last  night  you  would  not  have  tried  a 
California  brand.  You  would  not  have  found  out  its  merits 
except  that  they  had  been  demonstrated  to  you  by  somebody 
else.     It's  the  way  of  all  New  Yorkers. " 

The  New  Yorker  felt  that  it  was  so.  After  stopping  in  a 
few  other  cities  the  New  Yorker  returned  to  his  Montclair 
home.  He  was  agreeably  surprised  to  find  there  a  case  of 
California  Sauterne,  bearing  the  familiar  label  with  the  com- 
pliments of  the  San  Francisco  business  man. 

He  introduced  it  to  guests  at  his  house,  one  of  whom,  at 
least,  is  known  to  have  taken  a  bottle  to  his  wine  dealer  with 
instructions  to  find  it.

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Increased  Demand  for  Straight  Whiskies. 

ANOTHER  element,  which  in  the  past  year  has  been  work- 
ing insidiously  but  most  powerfully  in  the  distribution 
of  straight  whiskies,  is  the  incentive  which  the  dealer-distillers 
have  unknowingly  created  among  their  competitors,  the  job- 
bers. 

The  steady  and  persistent  effort  of  the  dealer-distillers 
has  been  to  sell  to  the  most  desirable  retailers  whiskies  in 
bond  in  such  lots  as  will  practically  supply  their  requirements 
for  a  long  time  ahead.  The  recent  advance  was,  of  course, 
an  effective  leverage  to  convince  the  retailers  that  it  would 
inure  to  their  great  advantage  to  buy  at  present  figures,  thus 
securing  stock  at  the  minimum  price  and  withdrawing  in  such 
quantities  as  they  need. 

The  jobber  who  had  contented  himself  in  supplying  tax- 
paid  goods  for  the  retailer's  current  demand,  found  that  the 
dealer-distiller  had  got  ahead  of  him  and  filled  up  his  cus- 
tomer wit  a  ten  times  larger  stock  in  bond  than  he  was  wont 
to  lay  in  in  taxpaid  goods,  and  he  was  thereby  cut  out  of  this 
source  of  distribution  for  a  long  time  to  come 

This  was  an  object  lesson  the  jobber  was  not  slow  to 
learn,  and  not  to  be  cut  out  in  other  cases,  he  has  used  the 
same  weapon  and  pressed  the  sale  of  whiskies  in  bond  in 
larger  lots  to  the  cream  of  his  trade. 

This  process  is  still  going  on,  causing  a  iarger  distribution 
among  the  rank  and  file  of  retailers  than  for  man}'  years  past. 

This  largely  explains  the  shortage  of  floating  lots,  for 
goods  once  placed  with  the  retailer  hardly  ever  reach  the 
hands  of  the  broker.  That  this  is  the  case  can  be  attested  by 
every  distiller,  whose  withdrawals  are  in  small  lots  and  in  sec- 
tions of  the  country  he  never  before  supplied. — Midas  Criterion. 


Supreme  Court  Decides  Liquor  Contract 
Valid. 

IN  iletermining  the  validity  of  several  notes  given  by  0.  E. 
Case  and  George  L.  McNeal,  of  Wichita,  in  payment  of  a 
consignment  of  California  wines,  the  Supreme  Court  of  Cali- 
iornia  advanced  a  new  proposition.  It  held  that  the  laws  of  a 
sister  State,  in  the  absence  of  proof,  will  be  presumed  to  be 
the  same  as  others,  and  this  presumption  extends  to  the 
statutory  law  as  well  as  the  common  law  of  said  State. 

Judge  Pollock,  in  his  opinion,  holds  that  "as  intoxicating 
liquors  may  be  lawfully  sold  for  certain  purposes,  in  an  action 
upon  notes  alleged  to  have  been  given  as  evidencing  the  pur- 
chase price  of  pure  'California  wines,'  it  is  not  incumbent 
upon  plaintiff  to  allege  compliance  with  the  restrictions  of 
the  law  in  making  a  sale.  A  compliance  therewith  will  be  pre- 
sumed." 

The  Supreme  Court  reversed  the  lower  court  and  decided 
that  the  contract  was  good. 

The  point  here  seems  to  be  that  the  defendant's  attorney 
did  not  prove  his  case.  He  should  have  adduced  evidence  to 
show  that  Kansas  had  a  prohibitory  liquor  law,  and  also  that 
sales  had  been  made  contrary  to  law.  It  is  an  old  and  well 
established  principle  of  law  that  the  courts  of  one  State  are 
not  presumed  to  be  cognizant  of  the  laws  of  another  State,  and 
that  testimony  must  be  introduced  to  establish  what  the  law  is. 


The  distillery  at  Livermore  is  working  up  124  tons  of 
prunes  into  brandy.  The  fruit  was  inferior  in  size,  and  it  is 
thought  it  will  pay  better  when  converted  into  spirit.

"  I  have  been  instructed  by  his  Majesty's  principal 
Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs  to  prepare  a  report  on 
the  system  of  winemaking  adopted  in  California,  and  as  to 
the  extent  and  supervision  exercised  by  the  Government  of  the 
State  over  the  industry,  and  should  be  exceedingly  obliged  for 
any  literature  you  could  supply  me  on  the  subject.  Apologizing 
for  troubling  you,  and  thankingyou  in  anticipation,  I  have  the 
honor  to  be,  sir,  your  most  obedient,  humble  servant.

"Acting  Consul  General." 

At  the  Paris  Exposition  of  1900  the  Congress  of  Viticul- 
ture decided  to  form  a  Permanent  International  Commission  on 
Viticulture,  and  a  committee  appointed  to  effect  the  organiza- 
tion has  just  finished  its  labors. 

In  a  letter  from  President  Tisserand  and  Secretary  Ger- 
vais,  of  the  Viticultural  Society  of  France,  Proffessor  Hilgard 
has  been  notified  of  his  appointment  on  the  Commission, 
which  he  is  requested  to  accept. 

The  Honorary  Presidents  are  M.  Dupuis,  French  Minister 
of  Agriculture,  and  the  Ministers  of  Agriculture  of  Spain, 
Portugal,  Italy,  Hungary  an  I  Russia.  In  addition  to  these 
couutries  the  Commission  includes  representatives  from  Ger- 
many, Mexico,  Greece,  Switzerland,  Ronmania,  Bulgaria, 
Turkey,  Servia  and  the  United  States. 

The  members  of  the  Commission  from  the  United  States 
are:  T.  V.  Munson,  Dennison,  Tex.;  Prof.  W.  13.  Alwood, 
Uuited  States  Department  of  Agriculture;  Professor  E.  \V. 
Hilgard,  California,  and  Lee  J.  Vance,  New  York. 


The  Wines  of  Palestine. 

THE  southern  part  of  Palestine  is  now  largely  settled  with 
German  colonists  who  make  wine  on  scientific  principles. 
The  vineyards  have  modern  machiuery,  underground  cellars, 
and  other  requirements  for  twentieth  century  winemaking. 

At  Richon-le-Sion  there  are  cellars  that  store  1,000,000 
gallons  of  wine,  not  to  mention  large  quantities  forwarded  to 
Hamburg.  A  light  claret  and  a  fine  white  wine  are  produced 
there,  while  at  Sarona  a  variety  of  wines  are  made.  All  these 
wines  of  the  Promised  Land,  it  is  said,  excel  the  average 
wines  of  France  aud  Italy.  "There  is  an  excellent  prospect," 
says  the  Standard,  "  that  the  vineyards  of  Palestine  may  once 
more  be  of  note  as  in  the  olden  days.

American  Drinks  Largely  Adapted. 

>APTABILITY  and  not  invention  is  the  true  character- 
istic of  the  American,"  remarked  Tom  Cazneau  the 
other  morning  as  he  was  presiding  over  the  distribution  of 
liquid  refreshments  at  Sam  Mount's,  213  Montgomery  street, 
this  city.  "They  talk  about  'American  drinks'  as  a  series  of 
inventions  peculiarly  characteristic  of  the  American  people. 
They  are  merely  improvements  upon  mixtures  that  have  been 
known  for  ages.  The  Manhattan  cocktail,  so  popular  among 
the  ladies,  is  nothing  but  an  old  French  appetizer.  The 
Frenchman  takes  the  two  vermouths,  adds  a  dash  of  bitters 
and  tops  it  with  whisky.  The  American  puts  it  in  a  mixing 
glass  with  ice,  stirs  it  until  sufficiently  chilled  to  bring  out  the 
flavor,  and  sometimes  adds  a  cherry,  since  it  is  essentially  a 
sweet  drink.  The  gin  fizz  is  a  modification  of  the  old  English 
Tom  Collins.  The  latter  is  made  by  placing  a  piece  of  lime 
in  a  glass,  add  gin,  ice,  sugar  and  seltzer.  The  American 
mixes  the  gin  with  sour  and  sweet,  shakes  it  until  thoroughly 
incorporated,  and  then  adds  the  fizz.  To  the  Frenchman's 
absinthe  and  water  the  American  adds  orgeat  syrup,  shakes  the 
mixture,  and  adds  syphon  water  to  give  a  sparkle  to  it,  serving 
ing  under  the  name  of  'Suissesse.'  Amer  Picon  is  a  French 
drink  concocted  in  response  to  a  demand  of  the  French 
government  for  a  substitute  for  absinthe.  In  France  it  is 
served  mixed  with  mineral  water.  The  American  adds  sweet- 
ening to  make  it  more  palatable.  There  is  nothing  new  under 
the  sun— there  is  only  improvement— and  the  American  is  the 
great  improver."

Evolution  in  Barglasses. 

"AS  the  world  becomes   more    temperate,  glasses   of  every 
t\     sort  are  made  larger." 

The  manufacturer  who  made  the  assertion  was  surrounded 
by  his  latest  and  costliest  samples.  With  so  much  evidence 
at  hand  it  seemed  idle  to  question  his  statement. 

"It  is  no  longer  good  form,"  he  continued,  "  to  fill  the 
glass  to  the  brim,  so  from  the  tiny  sherry  or  cordial  glass  to 
the  saucer  champagne  we  have  increased  the  capacity  from 
a  fourth  to  a  third.  Of  course,  wine  glasses  preserve  their 
relative  proportions,  and  the  increase  has  been  gradual,  so 
that  the  casual  observer  hardly  notices  the  change. 

"  In  glasses  for  spirits  and  liquors  the  departures  are  more 
radical.  Take,  for  instance,  this  cocktail  glass.  Even  on  the 
top  of  its  tall  stem  it  shows  that  it  is  much  larger  than  the 
old-fashioned  shallow  glass.  In  shape  it  is  like  a  very  small 
goblet,  and  its  lines  are  as  comely  as  they  are  novel. 

"  The  avorage  man  would  not  think  of  filling  this  glass, 
as  its  proportions  encourage  no  insidious  deception.  It  looks 
large  and  it  is  large,  so  a  prudent  generation  fills  it  about 
half  full  and  stops.  The  old  cocktail  glass  was  very  deceptive. 
How  many  of  them  would  you  suppose  it  took  to  equal  a 
goblet  ? 

"  About  five?  The  right  answer  is  exactly  three,  but  few 
people  will  believe  it  without  measuring.  Many  a  man  who 
would  not  think  of  drinking  a  goblet  of  anything  stronger  than 
claret  cup  has  taken  three  cocktails  in  a  row  and  thought 
nothing  of  it. 

"The  unconscious  tendency  to  drink  less  as  the  glass 
grows  larger  is  leading  the  best  hotels  and  cafes  to  use  larger 
whisky  glasses.  The  effect  of  the  change  is  easily  traceable 
in  a  place  where  a  large  business  is  done,  siuce  it  is  easy  to 
check  up  the  number  of  sales  with  the  amount  of  stock  con- 
sumed. The  evidence  is  overwhelmingly  in  favor  of  glasses 
of  generous  size. 

"Here  is  the  largest  of  the  new  glasses,  a  thin  hemi- 
sphere of  clear   crystal  supported   by  a  slender  stem.     It  is 


made  for  serving  choice  old  brandy.  Oh,  no,  its  size  bears  no 
relation  whatever  to  the  quantity  of  the  contents.  Have  you 
seen  old  Southern  gentlemen  drink  fine  whisky  and  carefully 
nurse  the  glasses  in  their  bauds  till  the  warmth  brought  out 
the  delicate  fragrance?  The  purpose  of  the  large  cognac 
glass  is  to  afford  the  same  sort  of  enjoyment.  A  pony  glass  of 
rare  old  brandy  is  poured  into  it  and  gently  revolved  in  the 
bottom  of  the  bowl.  The  large  area  for  evaporation  makes 
the  most  of  the  bouquet. 

"There  is  a  limited  but  constant  demand  for  novelties 
and  freak  glasses  of  one  sort  and  another.  Here  is  a  cocktail 
glass  of  the  usual  shape  with  a  red  glass  cherry  in  the  bottom. 
The  imitation  is  so  perfect  that  it  defies  detection  until  the 
glass  is  empty.  This  is  really  a  form  of  petty  economy,  as 
this  glass  saves  the  cost  of  the  real  cherry,  and  no  one  would 
complain  till  the  idea  had  lost  its  novelty.  This  whisky  glass 
has  the  two-finger  mark  etched  in  its  outer  surface  and  above 
it  a  tiny  cut-glass  pig  The  obvious  inference  is  intended  to 
make  for  moderation. 

"American  cut  glass  gets  richer  every  year.  Every  manu- 
facturer keeps  a  case  of  the  best  French  glass  just  to  show  how 
much  better  in  color  and  purity  is  the  glass  made  over  here. 
The  French  glass  is  graceful  aud  delicate,  but  beside  it  the 
American  product  looks  like  pure  spring  water  beside  a  glass 
of  Croton  in  the  early  spring. 

"The  designs,  too,  are  more  varied  and  artistic  than  ever 
before.  In  addition  to  the  conventional  patterns  with  many 
facets,  which  will  always  be  used  for  the  sake  of  their  pretty 
glitter,  there  are  the  rock-crystal  patterns,  beautiful  enough 
for  the  collection  of  a  mandarin,  and  the  revivals  of  the  lovely 
shapes  seen  in  old  glass,  for  though  the  art  of  making  and 
cutting  has  progressed,  the  grace  of  the  antique  form  has  not 
been  surpassed."

A.    FINKE'S    WIDOW    CHAMPAGNES. 
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Special  Palate  Pleasers. 

Gin  Puff — One  teaspoouful  sugar,  one  do.  orange  flower  water, 
one  jigger  fresh  cream,  one  do.  Old  Tom  gin,  juice  of 
quarter  lemon,  white  of  one  egg.  Fill  glass  with  ice 
and  skake  thoroughly,  then  strain  into  a  thin  glass. 

Gin  Daisy — (Use  large  barglass).  Half  glass  ice,  three  dashes 
gum  syrup,  two  do.  orange  cordial,  one  wineglass  gin, 
juice  half  lemon.  Mix  and  strain;  fill  glass  with  mineral 
water. 

Gin  Fizz — (Use  large  barglass).  Two  teaspoonfuls  sugar,  one 
wineglass  gin,  half  pony  pineapple  syrup,  one  squirt  min- 
eral water,  juice  one  quarter  lemon.  Fill  glass  with  fine 
ice,  mix  well  with  a  spoon,  trim  with  fruit,  serve  with 
straws. 

Gin  Crusta — (Use  large  barglass).  Remove  the  peeling  from 
half  a  lemon — all  in  one  piece,  fit  this  piece  in  a  wine- 
glass, the  edge  of  which  has  been  rubbed  in  lemon  and 
dipped  in  fine  sugar;  fill  the  large  glass  two-thirds  full  of 
fine  ice  and  add:  three  dashes  gum  sirup,  one  do.  Angus- 
tora  bitters,  two  do.  lemon  juice,  two  do.  Marashino,  one 
wineglass  gin.  Mix  well,  strain  into  glass  prepared  as 
above,  trim  with  fruit. 

Gin  Punch — (Use  large  barglass).  One  and  a  half  tablespoon- 
fuls  sugar,  pony  mineral  water  to  dissolve  sugar,  table- 
spoonful  raspberry  syrup,  one  and  a  half  glass  gin,  juice 
of  half  a  lemon,  fill  glass  with  fine  ice,  slice  of  orange, 
slice  of  pineapple.  Stir  well  with  spoon,  trim  with  fruits, 
serve  with  straws. 

Glasgow  Flip— (Use  large  barglass).  One  egg  beaten  well, 
juice  one  lemon,  two  tablespoonfuls  sugar.  Fill  with 
ginger  ale  and  mix. 


Community =of=Interests  Saloon. 

MOUNDSVILLE,  W.  Va.,  is  to  have  a  saloon  conducted 
on  the  community  of  interests  plan.  The  present  City 
Council  was  elected  on  a  semi-reform  platform,  and  began  its 
career  by  declaring  for  more  revenue  and  raising  the  saloon 
licenses  from  $300  to  $500  a  year.  The  saloon  keepers,  eleven 
in  number,  demurred,  but  a  contest  before  the  Council  between 
the  Church  Federation  and  the  saloon  keepers  resulted  in  a 
victory  for  the  "good  people,"  and  the  $500  license  was 
reaffirmed. 

The  saloon  keepers  met  and  formulated  a  plan  to  beat  the 
city.  The  eleven  saloon  keepers  became  stockholders  in  one 
big  saloon,  to  be  located  in  the  center  of  the  town.  A  $500 
license  will  be  taken  for  this,  and  to  it  all  stocks  and  such  fix- 
tures as  are  needed  will  be  taken.  The  saloon  keepers  will  be 
bartenders,  and  a  general  manager  will  look  after  the  business. 

A  competent  accountant  will  make  an  estimate  of  the 
business  done  the  last  three  months  by  the  several  saloons, 
and  on  the  basis  of  this  the  profits  will  be  shared  and  the 
stock  in  the  combine  issued.  The  trust  will  save  much  money 
in  operating  expenses,  also  $5,000  in  license  fees. 


There  are  rumors  in  the  air  that  the  fishermen  of  San 
Francisco  are  to  go  on  a  strike  in  a  few  days  to  protect  them- 
selves against  the  deleterious  competition  of  amateurs.  This 
is  not  only  serions,  but  is  traceable  to  the  fact  that  Justis 
Krumb  and  Hugo  Hornlein,  of  the  Cafe  Royal,  are  now  at 
Lake  Tahoe,  preparing  to  decimate  the  great  trout  of  these 
waters  and  send  the  same  to  their  countless  friends  in  this  city. 
The  fishermen,  who  earn  their  bread  by  the  fish  they  lure 
from  the  water,  have  a  kick  coming  when  these  accomplished 
nimrods  go  forth  on  a  raid.  At  the  same  time  we  desire  to 
have  it  understood  that  the  office  number  of  the  Pacific  Wine 
and  Spirit  Review  has  not  been  changed.  It  is  still  520 
Montgomery  street.  Messrs.  Krumb  and  Hornlein  are  accom- 
panied by  their  families,  and  it  is  understood  that  they  will 
devote  considerable  time  to  the  extermination  of  bear,  panthers 
and  other  big  game  that  infests  the  lake  region.  We  wish 
them  success,  but  feel  somewhat  anxious  about  the  fish. 


Terrapin,  a  la  Baltimore. 

DINNER  for  six  persons. 

SELECT  six  female  terrapin — those  with  convex  stomach. 
Feed  on  white  cornmeal  for  ten  days  prior  to  cooking; 
every  other  day  place  them  in  a  basin  of  water  and  let  them 
swim  for  half  an  hour. 

Drop  alive  in  boiling  water  and  boil  from  half  to  three- 
quarters  of  an  hour,  according  to  size.  The  largest  should  be 
placed  first  so  that  all  may  be  equally  done. 

Open,  taking  off  the  lower  shell;  pick  into  parts;  take 
off  skin  of  legs,  nails  and  other  parts;  save  intestines;  be 
careful  not  to  break  the  gall  in  the  lobe  of  the  liver,  cut  it  out 
and  throw  away.  The  cooking  and  the  cleansing  should  be 
done  the  night  before  the  dinner. 

The  seasoning  requires  one  wineglass  of  madeira,  sherry 
or  marsala  to  each  terrapin;  one-quarter  pound  of  butter 
without  salt;  one-half  ounce  of  ground  mace,  half-dozen  j^olks 
of  hard-boiled  eggs,  mashed;  one-half  teaspoonful  salt,  one- 
half  teaspoonful  cayenne  pepper,  two  tablespoonfuls  browned 
flour,  and  six  wineglasses  brandy — all  to  be  mixed  with  the 
terrapin  in  a  pot,  which  should  be  well  covered.  Commence 
to  cook  about  an  hour  before  time  set  for  dinner,  bring  to  a 
boil  and  then  permit  to  simmer.  Two  pounds  of  white  corn- 
meal  should  be  boiled,  and  served  hot  with  the  terrapin  as  a 
side-dish.  The  whites  of  the  eggs  should  be  used  to  garnish 
the  dish.  Madeira,  sherry  or  marsala  should  be  served  with 
the  terrapin.

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Highly  Artistic  Saloon. 

THE  POMPEIAN  SALOON,  at  corner  Battery  and  Mar- 
ket streets,  the  most"  artistically  decorated  drinking  re- 
sort in  the  city,  takes  its  name  from  Pompeii,  the  summer  and 
pleasure  resort  of  the  Komans,  which  was  buried  by  ashes  from 
Mount  Vesuvius  A.  D.  79. 

The  interior  decorations  are  in  perfect  Pompeian  style, 
and  taken  from  designs  found  by  recent  excavations  on  the 
site  of  the  city  of  Pompeii.  This  style  is  particularly  adapted 
to  a  pleasure  resort,  being  rich  in  detail  and  color.  All  light 
enters  through  delicately  colored  art  glass,  and,  with  the  Pom- 
peian red  on  the  walls,  and  the  ceiling  frescoing  representing 
an  open  sky,  gives  the  effect  of  a  place  of  pleasure. 

The  bar  proper  is  of  various  inlaid  marbles,  sienna  being 
principally  used  in  panels,  inlaid  in  red,  with  characteristic 
Pompeian  figures. 

The  back  bar,  strikingly  Pompeian,  is  finished  in  old  ivory 
and  gold,  having  large  mirrors  for  the  background,  with 
ornaments  modeled  after  bronzes  found  in  the  ruins  of  Pom- 
peii. The  main  center  ornament  in  the  back-bar  is  a  statue  of 
Nydia,  the  blind  flower  girl  in  Lytton's  novel,  "The  Last  Days 
of  Pompeii." 

The  wainscoting,  with  marble  base,  is  in  antique  bronze. 
The  floor  is  in  marble  mosaic  with  characteristic  border.  The 
gas  fixtures  are  of  special  design,  to  harmonize  with  other 
ornaments.  The  lavator}7  in  the  basement  is  fitted  up,  com- 
plete, with  the  most  improved  plumbing  work,  marble  floor 
and  walls,  etc. 

In  short,  the  new  candidate  for  favor  is  a  work  of  real 
art,  and  is  not  easy  to  describe.  In  order  to  appreciate  the 
place  it  is  necessary  to  inspect  it  personally.  William  Fink, 
the  proprietor,  expects  to  extend  a  welcome  to  his  friends  and 
the  general  public  on  July  3d. 


Solano's  New  Liquor  License  Law. 

THE  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Solano  County  has  passed  an 
ordinance  regarding  liquor  licenses  containing  the  fol- 
lowing provisions:  That  each  person  desirous  of  securing  a 
county  license  shall  present  his  petition  before  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  resident  taxpayers  in 
the  voting  precinct  in  which  it  is  proposed  to  open  and  con- 
duct a  bar.  Within  the  corporate  limits  of  any  city  the 
petition  must  be  signed  by  a  majority  of  freeholders  in  the 
block  in  which  it  is  proposed  to  open  and  conduct  a  bar.  The 
board  will  also  appoint  a  license  committee  whose  duty  it  will 
be  to  investigate  the  moral  character  of  applicants  for  licenses. 
In  .case  an  applicant  is  not  of  good  moral  character  the 
petition  for  a  license  will  be  denied. 

It  is  stated  by  those  who  are  in  a  position  to  know  that 
the  passage  of  this  law  was  due  to  a  political  fight,  and  that 
its  enforcement  will  be  largely  for  the  purpose  of  punishing 
helpless  enemies. 


Deacon  Sims'  Star  Invocation. 

AT  a  recent  meeting  of  expansionists  on  Mt.  Washington, 
Pittsburg,  John  Sims,  known  as  "Deacon,"  took  advan- 
tage of  an  opportunity  extended  to  him  in  the  way  of  a  joke. 
It  was  suggested  by  some  one  that  the  "Deacon"  open  the 
meeting  with  an  invocation.  No  sooner  had  the  suggestion 
been  made  than  John  Sims  was  on  his  feet  and  responded. 
Before  he  had  finished  one-third  of  the  audience  left  the 
meeting  and  the  remaining  ones  were  so  chilled  that  the 
meeting  proved  a  failure.     The  following  is  the  invocation: 

"0  Lord  God,  we  wish  to  make  a  few  suggestions  for 
your  consideration,  and  then  have  you  transfer  the  same  to 
the  Filipinos.  Tell  the  Filipinos  they  do  not  know  what  a 
good  thiog  they  are  missing  by  not  wanting  to  become  citizens 
of  this  grand  country  of  ours.  There  isn't  anything  like  it 
under  the  sun.  Tell  them  to  send  a  delegation  over  here  to 
see  us — this  beautiful  Christian  land  of  the  free;  land  of 
churches  pointing  skywards  and  400,000  licensed  saloons  and 
'speak-easies;'  Bibles  and  guns;  houses  of  prayer  and  licensed 
houses  of  prostitution;  millionaires  and  paupers;  clergymen 
and  thieves;  deacons  and  liars;  Christians  and  cut-throats; 
politicians  and  poverty;  trusts  and  tramps;  money  and  misery; 
homes  and  hunger;  virtue  and  vice. 

"O  Lord  God — Thou  who  knowest  everything,  will  you 
be  so  kind  as  to  transfer  also  to  the  Filipinos  that  here,  in  our 
land  of  the  free,  a  Bible  can  be  bought  for  25  cents  and  a  bad 
drink  of  whisky  for  5  cents;  where  we  have  men  in  Congress 
with  three  wives,  and  a  number  in  the  penitentiaries  for  hav- 
ing two;  where  we  make  canned  beef  out  of  horses  and  sick 
cows  and  corpses  out  of  our  soldier  boys;  where  we  put  a  man 
in  jail  for  stealing  a  goose  from  off  the  common  and  put  a  man 
in  the  United  States  Senate  for  stealing  the  common  from  the 
goose;  where  we  have  a  Congress  of  400  men  to  make  laws 
and  a  court  of  nine  men  to  set  them  aside;  where  newspapers 
are  paid  for  suppressing  the  truth  and  made  rich  for  telling  a 
lie;  yea,  this  Christian  land,  where  preachers  are  paid 
$25,000  a  year  to  dodge  the  devil  and  tickle  the  ears  of  the 
wealthy  and  the  politicians;  where  trusts  hold  you  up  and 
poverty  holds  you  down;  where  the  girl  who  goes  wrong  is

Receipts  of  wine  from  interior  cellars  for  June  were 
812,580  gallons.  Brandy  receipts  for  same  period  were 
17,150  gallons. 


Production  of  Wine  in  Mendoza. 

THE  Aryentinisches  Wucheublatt  says  that  tbe  production  of 
wine  in  tbe  Province  of  Mendoza  during  tbe  past  year 
amounted  to  815,400  hectoliters.  The  revenue  to  the  State 
from  tbis  production  up  to  September  30, 1900,  was  $1,169,061. 
The  Review  of  the  River  Platte  of  November  3,  1900,  states 
that  the  area  of  the  vineyards  of  tbe  Argentine  Republic  in 
1885  was  23,000  hectares.  In  1900  this  had  increased  to 
36,000  hectares.  In  1890  the  Province  of  Mendoza  had  3.500 
hectares  of  vineyards,  which  had  increased  in  1900  to  16,000 
hectares.

It  is  announced  that  5,000  dozens  of  bottled  sherries, 
purchased  by  Queen  Victoria  prior  to  1890,  will  be  sold  at 
auction  at  the  end  of  June.  The  sale  is  likely  to  occupy  a 
week.  The  wine  is  now  in  the  cellars  of  Buckingham  and 
St.  James  Palaces,  Windsor  Castle  and  Marlborough  and 
Sandringham  Houses.

L.  Gandolfi  &  Co.,  Italian  importers,  427  W.  Broadway, 
New  York,  in  addition  to  large  imports  from  across  the  water, 
received  497  barrels  of  claret  from  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony 
in  the  latter  part  of  June. 


Luke  Marish  now  constitutes  the  firm  of  Luke  Marish  & 
Co.,  230  Third  street.  The  inside  business  of  the  house  is 
managed  by  George  Gilbert,  who  has  been  with  the  firm  five 
years.  Mr.  Marish  will  continue  on  the  road  in  quest  of  the 
juicy  order,  in  which  line  of  endeavor  he  is  a  success. 


Fire  partially  destroyed  the  immense  varehouses  of  the 
Sonoma  Wine  and  Brandy  Company,  at  18,  20,  22  Hamilton 
avenue,  Brooklyn,  on  the  night  of  the  23d  ult.  Between 
2,000,000  and  3,000,000  gallons  of  wine,  brandy,  and  other 
spirits  were  said  to  be  stored  in  the  building.  The  loss 
$130,000. 

The  brand  Hill  <fe  Hill,  of  the  Rock  Springs  Distilling 
Co.,  Owensboro,  Ky.,  long  recognized  as  one  of  the  classical 
brands  of  fine,  old-fashioned,  hand-made  sour  mash,  is  daily 
making  headway  in  popular  favor,  and  its  distribution  includes 
every  State  and  territory  in  the  Union.  Indeed,  the  difficulty 
of  the  Company  is  to  keep  up  with  the  demand,  the  older 
ages  having  been  readily  absorbed  by  their  trade,  who  would 
have  taken  considerably  more. — Criterion. 
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Regular  Correspondence. 

LOS  ANGELES,  June  20.— With  the  advent  of  warm 
weather  the  rush  to  the  seaside  resorts  has  set  in  with  a 
vengeance,  and  the  town  is  deserted.  For  the  next  three 
months  business  of  every  description  will  be  at  a  standstill, 
but  Los  Angeles  can  well  take  a  rest,  for  the  past  year  has  been 
the  most  prosperous  in  the  city's  history,  and  her  citizens  can 
well  afford  to  take  a  vacation  and  blow  themselves  against 
somebody  else's  game. 

To  their  happy  surprise  the  City  Council  and  other  official 
bodies  have  failed  to  bring  forward  any  new  schemes  for  the 
further  cinching  of  the  liquor  dealers  since  my  last  letter,  and 
the  latter  are  beginning  to  hope  that  they  will  be  left  alone 
for  a  time.  The  Council,  however,  has  awakened  to  the  fact 
that  the  Sunday  law  is  being  frightfully  shattered  by  a  few  so- 
called  restaurants,  and  the  members  have  taken  the  initial 
steps  to  put  a  stop  to  it.  The  present  law  is  farcical,  foa 
it  closes  saloons,  but  permits  restaurants — by  taking  out  a 
saloon  license — to  sell  liquor  in  any  quantity.  Several  resorts 
are  reaping  a  golden  harvest,  but  not  through  their  restaurant 
attachment.  The  Council  purposes  to  amend  the  law  so  as  to 
prevent  these  places  from  retailing  liquor — amove  that  will  be 
hailed  with  joy  by  the  legitimate  saloon  men. 

The  Police  Commissioners  have  not  forgotten  their  order 
of  last  fall  regarding  the  removal  of  boxes  from  saloons  and 
restaurants.  When  they  began  the  fight,  several  proprietors 
removed  the  doors  from  the  bOxes  in  their  establishments, 
which  was  satisfactory  to  the  authorities.  The  doors  were 
carefully  preserved,  however,  and  recently  a  number  of  them 
have  been  dragged  forth  from  basements  and  swung  in  their 
old  places.  This  fact  having  been  called  to  the  attention  of 
the  Commission,  Chief  Elton  received  peremptory  orders  to 
have  every  box  torn  out  or  close  the  offending  place.  There 
are  some  things  Los  Angeles  will  not  stand  for,  and  saloon 
boxes  is  one  of  them. 

There  is  wailing  among  the  members  of  the  police  force, 
from  the  Chief  down  to  the  patrol  driver,  for  the  Commission- 
ers have  set  their  respective  feet  down  on  any  member  of  the 
force  paying  homage  to  the  black  bottle.  Stringent  orders  were 
issued  last  week  prohibiting  all  members  of  the  Department 
from  taking  a  drink  whether  they  were  on  or  off  duty,  and 
threatening  offenders  with  dismissal.  For  a  few  days  it  looked 
as  though  there  might  be  a  revolt  among  the  coppers;  they 
talked  about  "personal  rights,  infringement  of  liberty,"  etc., 
declaring  that  the  Commission  had  no  power  to  order  them  to 
"letitalono"  when  off  duty,  but  nothing  came  of  the  talk, 
and  the  men  are  patrolling  their  beats  with  their  tongues  lol- 
ling down  to  their  collar  buttons. 

Guy  B.  Barham,  the  internal  revenue  broker,  has  gone  to 
Europe  for  the  summer.  Rumor  has  it  that  he  is  hot  on  the 
trail  of  a  beautiful  lady  whose  fortune  is  computed  with  seven 
figures,  to  whom  he  has  been  paying  assiduous  attention  for 
some  time. 


The  Sierra  Madre  Wine  Company  is  increasing  the 
capacity  of  its  winery,  and  expects  to  almost  double  its  output 
of  previous  years. 

Bob  Kern  has  fitted  up  the  Wellington  Saloon,  on  Third 
street,  in  handsome  style,  and  it  is  now  one  of  the  most  pop- 
ular resorts  in  the  city. 

H.  J.  Woolacott  reports  the  whisky  trade  exceptionally 
good  for  this  season  of  the  year.  The  firm  does  an  extensive 
busiuess  with  the  territories. 

L.  J.  Rose  &  Co.  are  thoroughly  renovating  their  winery 
preparatory  to  the  coming  season's  operations.  The  Rose 
wines  are  rapidly  growiug  in  favor  throughout  the  country. 

Stothman  &  Roetzer,  proprietors  of  the  Tannhauser 
Saloon,  at  304  South  Spring  street,  are  making  a  specialty  of 
Rainier  beer,  which  has  become  exceedingly  popular  as  a 
beverage  in  Los  Angeles. 

M.  L.  Polaski,  of  the  Hoffman  Cafe,  has  been  spending 
several  weeks  in  the  mountains.  Mike  is  now  dividing  his 
attention  between  the  seaside  resorts  and  the  ball  park,  as 
he  is  one  of  the  most  violent  ball  cranks  in  the  South. 

The  Southern  California  Wine  Company  is  making  exten- 
sive preparations  to  handle  the  season's  output.  The  house 
markets  the  produce  of  a  number  of  immense  vineyards  in 
Southern  California,  all  of  which  give  promise  of  an  unusually 
heavy  yield. 

The  Ferd.  Heim  Brewing  Company  is  in  operation,  but 
has  not  put  any  beer  on  the  market  yet.  So  far  nothing  has 
been  brewed  but  lager,  which  is  being  stored  until  it  ages 
properly.  The  brewery  is  perfectly  appointed,  and  its  pro- 
duct bids  fair  to  meet  with  general  favor. 

Tom  Savage,  the  well-known  politician  and  proprietor  of 
the  Arlington  House,  who  was  shot  in  the  hand  during  a  quar- 
rel with  his  stepson  several  weeks  ago,  has  almost  entirely 
recovered.  It  was  feared  for  a  long  time  that  he  would  lose 
one  or  more  fingers,  but  this  danger  is  past. 

John  Diggon,  of  the  California,  230  West  Second  street, 
has  won  over  the  newspaper  gang,  and  his  place  is  now  the 
headquarters  of  the  fraternity.  Louie  Houig,  of  the  San 
Francisco  Call,  dropped  into  town  a  few  days  ago  and  was  at 
once  introduced  to  John.  The  two  struck  up  a  warm  friend- 
ship at  once,  and  there  was  no  trouble  in  locating  Louie  dur- 
ing his  stay  in  town. 

So  well  pleased  is  the  Los  Angeles  Brewing  Company 
with  its  experiment  of  shipping  beer  to  the  Philippines,  that 
on  June  1st  it  made  a  second  shipment  of  a  hundred  and  one 
barrels  of  bottled  beer  to  Manila,  and  will  follow  this  up  in 
July  with  two  or  more  shipments  comprising  four  or  five  hun- 
dred barrels.  The  Los  Angeles  Company  is  preparing  to  pipe 
its  beer  from  the  brewery  to  the  bottling  department,  nearly  a 
block  distant.  J.  J.  C. 

Guarding  Against    Phylloxera. 

LOS  ANGELES,  June  26. — An  ordinance  against  the  phyl- 
loxera and  white  fly  (aleyrodes  citri)  was  adopted  to-day 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  It  provides  that  importers  of 
vines,  plants,  shrubs  and  trees  into  Los  Angeles  County,  from 
Louisiana  and  Florida,  the  home  of  the  white  fly,  and  from 
that  portion  of  California  north  of  San  Luis  Obispo,  San  Ber- 
nardino and  Kern  Counties,  must  give  written  notice  of  the 
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arrival  of  their  importations  within  twenty-four  hours.  The 
plants  will  then  be  inspected  and  fumigated,  and  in  the  case 
of  vines,  roots,  buds,  grafts,  cuttings  and  the  like  from 
Northern  California  or  any  other  district  infected  with  phyl- 
loxera of  the  vine,  they  must  be  exposed  for  twenty-four 
hours  to  an  atmosphere  saturated  with  carbon  and  thereafter 
remain  in  the  hands  of  the  importer  for  six  months  or  until 
pronounced  cured  by  the  inspector. 

Every  importer  must  take  out  a  license  application, 
which  must  be  accompanied  by  a  $5000  bond  as  surety  for 
compliance  with  the  other  provisions  of  the  ordinance. 


What  Would  Replace  the  Saloon? 

THE  annexed  article,  on  the  subject  of  the  above  caption, 
is  from  The  Pulriarch,  of  Seattle,  Wash.,  and  is  good 
reading  not  only  for  the  much  abused  retailer,  but  contains  an 
unanswerable  statement  for  the  unprincipled  Anti-Saloon 
League.     We  therefore  reproduce  it: 

"No  party  of  citizens  should  attempt  to  destroy  existing 
institutions  without  presenting  a  feasible  substitute.  The 
Anti-Saloon  society  of  this  city  would  destroy  the  saloon. 
Have  they  a  substitute  for  it?  We  will  suppose  that  all  the 
saloons  in  this  city  were  closed  today.  What  would  become 
of  the  thousauds  of  men  who  are  now  taken  care  of  by  the 
saloons?  Taken  care  of?  That  is  just  what  I  say.  Will  the 
Anti-Saloon  League  guarantee  to  the  city  several  good  sitting- 
rooms,  with  good  water-closets,  washstands,  etc.,  and  furnish 
thousands  of  daily  and  weekly  papers  and  magazines  free? 
Will  they  furnish  a  good  cup  of  coffee  or  tea  and  a  bowl  of 
good  soup,  or  a  clam  chowder,  or  cold  meats,  radishes,  lettuce, 
and  plenty  of  good  bread,  as  many  of  the  saloons  are  doing, 
for  a  nickel  ?  Can  the  Anti-Saloon  League  present  a  substi- 
tute for  this  cheap  accommodation  for  poor  men  ?  The  Anti- 
Saloonist  will  exclaim:  "  What  an  enormous  profit  there  is  on 
beer,  for  the  saloonkeeper  to  be  able  to  do  this  I"  I  have 
heard  them  make  that  remark  verv  often,  which  shows  that 
he  does  not  understand  the  situation.  There  are  twenty  men 
who  drink  without  eating  auything  in  the  saloon  to  one  who 
does  eat — so  that  the  saloonkeeper  feeds  the  hungry  from  the 
profits  he  makes  from  the  man  who  is  not  hungry.  Is  not  this 
the  work  of  a  Good  Samaritan.  And  how  or  what  would  these 
antis  do  to  make  up  the  revenue  which  now  finds  its  way  into 
the  city  treasury  from  the  license  of  saloons  ?  .  .  .  The 
cost  of  keeping  detectives,  paying  witnesses  and  maintaining 
the  courts  for  the  prosecution  of  illicit  traffic  in  liquor  would 
run  into  the  tens  of  thousands  of  dollars  annually  if  the  antis 
succeded  in  their  aims  of  closing  the  saloons.  It  would  be  as 
costly  to  maintain  an  anti-saloon  law  in  this  city  as  it  is 
now  to  take  care  of  the  drunks  who  are  taken  in  annually. 
And  the  swarm  of  sneaks  and  false  witnesses,  who  would  live 
upon  manufactured  evidence,  would  have  a  more  demoralizing 
influence  upon  society  than  all  the  open  drunks  do  now.  In 
fact,  the  Kansan  philosophy  would  soon  be  in  operation,  with 
its  'sober,  industrious  depravity,' supported  by  such  'drug- 
store patrons '  as  the  Bleths." 


National  Wholesalers'  Convention. 

WE  ACKNO  WLEDGE  receipt  of  an  invitation  to  the 
Sixth  Annual  Convention  of  the  National  Wholesale 
Liquor  Dealers'  Association  of  America,  held  at  the  Bur- 
nett House,  Cincinnati,  on  June  19th,  and  sincerely  regret 
that  it  was  impossible  for  us  to  attend.  The  delegates  were 
the  guests  of  the  distillers  and  wholesale  liquor  dealers  of 
Cincinnati,  and  this  means  that  they  were  royally  entertained. 
The  Committees  on  Invitation,  Executive,  Entertainment  and 
Reception  included  the  names  of  the  leading  lights  of  the 
trade  in  the  Queen  City.  News  of  the  deliberations  of  the 
Convention  was  not  obtainable  for  publication  in  this  issue  of 
the  Review. 


Seizing  Imitation  Imported  Goods. 

IT  looks  as  if  the  Government  had  finally  concluded  to  make 
matters  hot  for  that  class  of  wholesale  tra d< Muen  who  sell 
American  wines,  liquors,  etc.,  under  foreign  labels.  Under 
the  provisions  of  Section  3449,  R.  S.,  the  wholesalers  of  Atlanta, 
Ga.,  have  been  given  a  severe  shaking  up,  their  bogus  goods 
being  seized  by  Government  officers.  This  section  provides 
that  goods  made  in  this  country  and  pretending  to  be  imported 
and  exposed  for  sale  under  foreign  labels  shall  be  seized, 
stored  with  the  Collector  of  Internal  Revenue  and  disposed  of 
by  him  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  3460 
Revised  Statutes.  So  far  goods,  mostly  brandy,  wines,  liquors 
and  cordials,  to  the  value  of  several  thousand  dollars,  have 
been  seized.  They  were  found  in  nearl}-  every  wholesale 
whisky  store  and  saloon  in  the  city.  No  cases  as  yet  have 
been  made  against  proprietors  of  the  stores  and  saloons  in 
which  the  contraband  goods  were  found,  and  the  intentions  of 
the  officials  of  the  department  have  not  been  announc* 

In  addition  to  the  forfeiture  of  the  goods  seized  the  law 
provides  that  every  person  found  with  these  imitation  g oods 
offered  or  displayed  for  sale  may  be  fined  from  $5  to  $500  for 
each  offense,  and  that  is  why  the  proprietors  of  the  liquor 
stores  and  saloons  are  so  apprehensive. 

The  imitation  goods  were  located  by  an  expert,  said  to  be 
employed  by  the  importers  of  New  York.  It  is  stated  that 
every  city  in  the  United  States  has  been  thus  searched  and 
the  information  turned  over  to  the  Internal  Revenue  Depart- 
ment. It  is  expected  that  Boston,  which  is  a  hotbed  of 
sophisticated  wines  and  liquors,  will  be  the  next  to  find  itself 
on  the  firing  line,  and  that  certain  houses  in  San  Francisco 
will  be  soon  given  a  dose  of  this  unexpected  and  very  bitter 
Government  medicine.  Every  admirer  of  fairness  and  honesty 
in  trade,  will  welcome  the  movemeut,  if  it  is  carried  to  a  suc- 
cessful conclusion.  The  rigid  enforcement  of  this  law  would 
be  a  godsend  to  the  California  wine  industry  and  the  wine 
trade  generally,  and  it  would  then  be  unnecessary  for  such  a 
campaign  of  self-protection  as  is  now  being  made  by  the 
Italian-Swiss  Colonv. 


National  Legislation  and  the  Trade. 

SENATOB  ALDRICH,  of  Rhode  Island,  Chairman  of  the 
Finance  Committee,  says  that  several  important  matters 
relating  to  the  liquor  trade  will  be  considered  by  Congress, 
when  it  meets  in  December. 

Among  them  are  the  repeal  of  the  Anti-Canteen  bill  aud 
a  further  reduction  of  the  war  tax  on  beer.  Another  matter 
that  will  receive  attention  is  the  laws  governing  the  manufac- 
ture and  sale  of  distilled  spirits.  The  operation  of  the  p 
ent  law  is  ver^  unsatisfactory  to  the  Government,  as  well  as 
to  those  interested  in  the  handling  of  spirits,  the  main  diffi- 
culty arising  from  the  fact  that  the  laws  have  been  passed  at 
various  times  without  due  regard  for  those  already  on  the 
statute  books,  and  that  the  result  is  a  hodge-podge  of  legis- 
lation that  it  is  important  to  have  done  away  with. 

A  correspondent  in  Canada  writes  that  8£<  98  -  John  D^ 
&  Sons,  Limited,  of  Perth,  Scotland,  are  arranging  for  the 
erection  of  a  large  additional  bonded  warehouse.  The  build- 
ing is  to  be  107  by  77  feet.  There  will  be  five  floors,  each 
with  an  area  of  about  8,000  square  feet.  These  will  be  con- 
nected with  a  firepoof  staircase.  The  building  is  to  be  prin- 
cipally used  for  bottling  for  foreign  markets.  The  growth  of 
the  Dewars  and  the  sale  of  Scotch  whisky  has  not  only  in- 
creased in  the  Dominion,  but  also  in  this  country.  Frederick 
W.  Grlaasnp,  the  representative  of  John  Dewar  A  Sons  in 
America,  says  the  sales  of  this  year  exceeded  the  sales  of 
last  vear  by  10,000  cases  up  to  date.— Liyuor  Trail  Bevieio. 
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E.  W.  Churchill,  the  well-known  Napa  banker,  and  pro- 
prietor of  the  To  Kalon  Vineyard,  was  a  guest  at  the  Palace 
during  the  latter  part  of  the  month. 


Among  the  receipts  of  L.  Gandolfi  &  Co.,  importers,  427 
W.  Broadway,  New  York,  during  June,  were  72  barrels  wine 
from  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony,  and  400  cases  of  bitters  and 
105  cases  Italian  wine. 


Ludwig  Wagner,  of  the  Pacific  Copper  Works,  565  Mis- 
sion street,  has  been  quite  busy  thus  far  this  summer  season, 
principally  with  general  repair  work.  The  prospects  for  heavy 
business  later  are  excellent. 


Shea,  Bocqueraz  &  Co.,  of  this  city,  have  incorporated. 
The  directors  are — James  Shea,  L.  Bocqueraz,  James  Shea, 
Jr.;  A.  A.  Tobin,  It.  Bocqueraz,  all  of  San  Francisco.  Capital

THE  perversity  and  pig-headedness  of  the  average  restau- 
rant keeper  in  San  Francisco,  when  it  comes  to  the  prop- 
osition of  giving  California  wines  a  fair  deal  on  his  menu  cards, 
is  hard  to  understand. 

For  instance,  we  will  take  the  card  of  Blank's  oysterhouse, 
in  the  California  Market.  It  is  the  largest  place  of  the  kind 
in. the  city,  but  it  gives  the  best  products  of  our  most  famous 
industry  the  cold  overlook.  The  first  page  of  the  wine  card  is 
devoted  to  the  display  of  every  brand  of  imported  champagne 
to  be  found  in  town,  and  it  is  safe  to  wager  that  there  is  not  a 
bottle  of  the  sparkling  sold  a  day  on  the  average.  Next  come 
thevarious  brands  of  imported  clarets  and  sauternes,  concern- 
ing which  the  foregoing  remarks  will  apply  in  a  less  degree. 

Mr.  Restaurant  man  also  finds  plenty  of  space  to  devote 
to  the  advertisement  of  any  old  brand  of  beer,  whether  it  be 
from  St.  Louis  or  the  wilds  of  Oregon,  but  when  it  comes  to 
the  juice  of  the  grape  produced  in  California,  he  grudgingly 
gives  it  two  lines  under  the  head  of  "  California  red  and  white 
wines." 

Such  pure  cussedness  ought  to  jar  the  wine  men  and  the 
admirers  of  our  great  industry  so  hard  that  they  would  feel  it 
incumbent  to  take  their  patronage  to  some  place  where  the 
proprietor  has  some  lucid  idea  of  the  proprieties.  It  appears 
that  the  only  way  a  brand  of  California  wine  can  be  represented 
on  the  card  is  in  the  shape  of  a  paid  advertisement,  and  this 
is  regarded  as  a  great  concession. 

This  place  is  mentioned  because  it  is  typical  of  many 
others,  and  because  it  is  in  the  center  of  town  and  caters  to  a 
class  that  would  appreciate  the  standard  brands  of  California 
wines,  and  who  do  not  drink  imported  wines  in  snch  an  eating- 
house.  Eventually  such  men  will  be  forced  to  concede  the 
proper  recognition  of  the  products  of  their  own  State,  or  lose 
business,  but  is  to  be  regretted  that  there  is  no  way  to  hammer 
a  little  common  sense  into  them  on  this  subject  of  a  fair  recog- 
nition of  the  wines  of  California. 


Teetotalism  Degenerating  Vermonters. 

OUT  of  straight-laced,  moral  and  "temperate"  (?)  New 
England,  where  King  Alcohol  and  all  his  minions,  in 
the  shape  of  malt  liquors  and  light  wines  have  been  long 
under  taboo,  comes  a  story  of  degeneracy  that  is,  to  say  the 
least,  startling.  The  good  old  Puritan  people  of  Vermont  are 
supposed  to  lead  proper  and  healthy  lives,  but  the  supposition 
is  ill-based.  The  facts  are  brought  to  light  in  a  report  made 
by  Dr.  A.  P.  Grinnell,  who  is  vouched  for  by  the  Boston  Globe, 
as  "a  reputable  medical  man,"  and  are  embodied  in  a  report 
made  by  him  to  the  Vermont  Medical  Society. 

The  doctor  made  a  canvass  of  the  stores  of  the  State  at 
which  drugs  are  sold,  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  ex- 
tent of  their  use  among  the  people.  From  a  good  many 
localities  he  was  not  able  to  get  definite  information,  but  in 
sixty-nine  towns  from  which  statements  were  obtained  it  was 
found  that  the  monthly  sale  of  gum  opium  was  47  pounds  12 
ounces,  of  morphine  powder  19  pounds  15  ounces,  of  morphine 
pills  3338  grains,  of  Dover's  powders  25  pounds,  of  paregoric 
32  gallons  and  1  quart,  of  laudanum  32  gallons  and  1  quart,  of 
cocaine  27  ounces,  1  dram  and  30  grains,  of  chloral  32  pounds 
4  ounces,  of  Indian  hemp  37  ounces,  of  quinine  powders  15 
pounds  10  ounces,  of  quinine  pills  74,200. 

It  is  added  that  in  his  report  the  doctor  stated  that  these 
figures  should  be  multiplied  by  five  to  get  the  actual  amount 
of  drugs  sold  in  Vermont  monthly,  for  he  had  not  included 
drugs  sold  from  wholesale  stores  nor  those  used  by  practicing 
physicians  for  their  medicines,  nor  those  used  by  manufac- 
turers of  medicines. 

Of  the  consumption  of  opium  he  says:  "In  the  regular 
drugstores  and  in  160  of  the  172  general  stores  in  the  State  of 
Vermont  there  are  sold  every  month  3,300,000  doses  of  opium, 
besides  what  is  dispensed  in  patent  medicines  and  besides 
what  the  doctors  dispense,  which  gives  one  and  one-half  doses 
of  opium  to  every  man  and  woman  in  the  State  above  the  age 
of  21  years  every  day  of  the  year.  By  dose  I  mean  one  grain 
opium,  one-eighth  grain  morphine,  one-half  ounce  paregoric 
and  twenty  drops  of  laudanum.  The  amount  consumed  each 
month  means  a  half-dose  for  every  man,  woman  and  child  in 
the  State  every  day  in  the  year." 

The  Vermonters  are  a  staid  and  sturdy  race,  and,  being 
prejudiced  against  liquors,  have  taken  to  poisons  in  the  form 
of  opium  and  paregoric,  to  meet  that  inborn  desire  for  some- 
thing to  stimulate  a  tired  stomach.  They  certainly  cannot 
think  they  are  promoting  prohibition  by  practice  of  such 
vices,  and  this  being  the  case,  what  fool  idea  are  they  follow- 
ing? The  remedy  for  these  misguided  people  is  ready  at 
hand  and  simple;  it  is  our  good,  wholesome  California  wine. 
The  Medical  Society  of  the  Green  Mountain  State  should 
make  it  their  duty  to  prescribe  the  drinking  of  California 
wines  with  dinner.  It  would  certainly  be  more  economical, 
and  what  is  of  far  more  importance,  it  would  ward  off  the 
danger  of  the  development  of  an  army  of  "dope  fiends"  in  that 
erstwhile  respectable  and  honored  commonwealth. 

We  would  like  to  hear  from  editor  Woolley,  of  New  Voice 
infamy,  on  this  highly  important  matter. 


OBITUARY. 

RAY  P.  CLARKE,  for  many  years  a  member  of  the  well- 
known  Lay,  Clarke  Company,  of  Fountaingrove  Vine- 
yard, Sonoma  County,  was  instantly  killed  on  June  15th,  at  the 
vineyard,  by  the  falling  of  a  bale  of  hay.  Deceased  was  a 
native  of  New  York,  aged  62  years.  He  leaves  a  widow  and 
two  daughters.       
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Grocery  Stores  Slaughter  Prices. 

IN  a  large  grocery  store  on  Market  street,  during  the  past 
week,  there  was  a  window  display  that  ought  to  spur  liquor 
dealers  of  all  classes  to  find  some  way  to  protect  themselves 
against  the  evils  of  slaughtered  prices.  In  the  window  in 
question  are  bargains  in  wines,  liquors,  etc.,  that  are  nothing 
less  than  scandalous.  For  instauce,  one  can  buy  a  bottle  of 
0D6  of  the  greatest  brands  of  rye  whisky  on  the  market,  for 
98  cents.  The  regular  price  is  11.25.  Alongside  of  this  is 
offered  a  full  quart,  squat  bottle  of  American  whisky  for  50 
cents.  If  it  is  genuine  whisky,  the  Government  tax  alone,  on 
that  quantity,  would  be  25  cents.  There  are  other ■"  leaders," 
on  the  same  lines,  including  fine  brandies,  maraschino,  etc., 
all  calculated  to  drive  the  legitimate  liquor  dealer  into  deep 
profanity  and  bankruptcy. 

One  of  the  striking  features  of  the  display  is  enough  to 
make  the  late  Arpad  Haraszthy  turn  in  his  grave.  The 
Haraszthy  "Eclipse"  champagne  is  freely  offered  at  50  cents 
for  the  quart  bottle,  or  SO  per  case.  The  wine  is  in  first-class 
condition  and  thoroughly  matured,  and  the  reason  for  thus 
butchering  it  is  hard  to  imagine. 

This  particular  firm  is  aaid  to  have  very  peculiar  methods 
of  doing  busiuess.  For  instance,  if  they  go  to  a  firm  to  bu}' 
goods  for  slaughtering  purposes,  and  are  not  given  the  price 
they  demand,  the  goods  are  procured  through  a  broker  and 
the  price  cut  to  pieces  in  order  to  cheapen  the  brand  and 
thereby  punish  the  helpless  firm.  There  ought  to  be  some 
way  to  regulate  sharks  like  this,  and  the  department-store 
nuisance,  but  it  has  not  yet  been  found. 

Of  course  there  is  one  way  it  might  be  accomplished,  and 
our  temperance  friends  are  the  ones  to  do  it.  These  places 
should  be  grocery  and  provision  stores  purely,  but  they  are 
the  greatest  promoters  of  cheap  indulgence  in  jags  to  be 
found.  They  are  worse  than  the  "  speakeasy  "  in  this  respect. 
Now,  on  the  grounds  of  principle  alone,  these  temperance  and 
church  people  should  decline  to  patronize  a  store  where  one 
of  the  main  features  for  drawing  trade  is  a  big  section  of  a 
liquor  store.  This  would  be  entirely  proper,  for  these  depart- 
ment and  freak  grocery  stores  do  not  pay  a  license  to  sell 
liquor,  and  to  that  extent  beat  the  public  treasury  out  of  its 
just  dues. 

We  await  remarks  from  our  dry  contemporaries.  This 
evil  is  "up  to"  them  for  regulation  or  suppression. 


"  Qalsome  "  Woolley  Here. 

THE  Examiner,  of  this  city,  has  discovered  that  notorious 
nincompoop,  J.  "  Galsome"  Woolley,  and  is  exploiting 
him  right  blythely,  to  the  great  satisfaction  of  the  aforesaid 
temperance  freak.  The  effort  to  get  any  sense  or  truth  out  of 
Woolley  is  useless,  however,  as  his  whole  stock  in  trade  is 
either  exaggeration  or  deliberate  falsehood.  The  canteen 
game  was  the  greatest  scheme  he  ever  found  through  which 
to  gain  notoriety  for  himself  and  his  infamous  publication 
known  as  the  New  Voice.  It  is  the  voice  of  liars  and  hypocrites, 
and  of  these  Woolley  is  the  chief. 

General  Shafter  sized  the  fake  reformer  up  properly  when 
he  said  in  an  interview,  "He  talks  nonsense."  Of  course  he 
does.  Woolley  has  no  brains  from  which  to  extract  sense. 
He  is  now  on  his  way  to  Manila  to  compile  a  lot  of  falsehoods 
about  the  army  in  the  Philippines.  He  knows,  as  do  all  who 
have  investigated  the  subject,  that  the  canteen  was  a  great 
assistance  in  restraining  the  appetite  of  the  soldiers  for  strong 
drink,  but  as  it  is  the  only  "live"  issue  the  drys  have  had 
for  a  quarter  of  a  century,  they  stick  to  their  false  position  in 
order  that  they  may  not  be  dropped  back  into  the  old  pit  of 
obscurity.     They  prefer  to  live  and  act  a  lie. 
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Essay  on    the   History  of 

Grape  Culture  and  Wine  flaking

(Continued ) 

CJ3SAR  (B.  C.  44)  reports  that  when  he  was  in  Marseilles 
and  Marbonne,  the  grapevine  was  already  extensively 
cultivated  in  both  of  these  places,  and  from  there  its  culture 
expanded  on  both  sides  of  the  river  Rhone. 

The  Greek  botanist,  Discorides  (A.  D.  25),  says  he  knows 
two  wines,  called  the  "  Coecubum  Dulce"  and  the  "Surrenti- 
sum  Austerum,"  which  were  generally  drunk  only  when  seven 
years  old. 

In  the  year  A.  D.  72,  Domitian  orders  all  the  vines  grown 
in  Gaul  to  be  uprooted  and  destroyed,  on  the  pretext  that  the 
culture  of  the  grapevine  and  the  desire  for  drinking  wine 
wonld  attract  the  "Barbarians  "  to  the  country.  We  will  see, 
later  on,  that  they  were  replanted  in  A.  D.  276. 

Plini,  the  famous  naturalist  of  the  first  century,  classifies 
eighty  kinds  of  grapevines.  He  describes  two  kinds  of  Alba 
wine,  one  sweet  and  the  other  bitter  (acerbum),  and  mentions, 
as  did  Horace,  a  wine  one  hundred  years  old,  which  was  as 
honey  and  which  had  to  be  diluted  in  warm  water  and  then 
filtered  through  a  cloth  (saccacio  vinorum)  in  order  to  be 
drinkable.  He  mentions  also  a  wine  one  hundred  and  sixty 
years  old,  which  had  been  served  on  Emperor  Caligula's  table. 
Speaking  of  the  way  in  which  the  Romans  were  treating  their 
vines  to  obtain  good  grapes  to  make  their  sweet  wines,  he 
says:  "To  obtain  the  maximum  of  sugar,  the  Romans  were 
Creaking  the  peduncle  of  the  bunch,  thus  forcing  the  maturity 
of  the  berries  by  stopping  the  flow  of  the  sap." 

Plini  says  that  in  Palitinum,  the  bitumium  of  Judea, 
mixed  with  olive  oil,  and  spread  over  the  vines  or  around  the 
stump,  was  a  good  protection  against  worms. 

The  adding  of  water  to  wine  was  well  known  to  the  Ro- 
mans, and  wine  thus  treated  was  called  diluted  wine  (vinum 
dilutum).  Horace  was  against  this  practice,  and  used  to  say, 
"  Ne  biberis  diluta  "  (Thou  shalt  not  drink  diluted  wine);  but 
Pliny  asserts  that  no  fraud  was  possible,  as  the  Romans  would 
always  call  such  wine  "vinum  dilutum."  Are  the  winemakers 
of  today  as  honest  as  the  Romans  ?  Further  on,  in  his 
"Natural  History,"  Pliny  says:  "It  is  plain  to  my  mind  that 
the  goodness  of  the  wine  depends  much  upon  the  soil  and 
climate,  and  not  upon  the  grape."  This  shows  that  Pliny  knew 
more  about  grape  culture  than  half  the  viticulturists  of  today. 
The  Romans  and  the  Greeks  also  knew  the  way  of  gallizing, 
by  adding  honey  to  the  must. 

Oolumelly,  the  enthusiastic  viticulturist  of  the  first  cen- 
tury, in  his  book,  "  De  Insitionibus,"  classifies  fifty-eight 
kinds  sf  grapes,  and  says  that  grafting  was  first  applied  to  the 
grapevine.  In  his  third  book,  which  he  had  dedicated  to  his 
friend,  Silvinus,  he  calls  Silvinus'  attention  to  "one  of  his 
vines  which  produces  more  than  2,000  bunches  of  grapes," 
and  to  "  eighty  other  vines,  which  have  produced,  the  second 
year  after  grafting,  seven  '  cullei '  of  wine  "  (about  900  gallons), 
and  to  "some  young  vines  (he  does  not  say  how  many),  which 
have  produced  at  their  first  bearing  100  amphores  per  juge- 
rum"  (650  gallons).  Columelly  could  have  said  like  Cato: 
"If  you  ask  me  what  is  the  best  thing  to  plant  in  your  land, 
I  will  answer:  In  a  piece  of  laud  of  100  jugera  (the  jugerum 
was  about  half  an  acre),  well  exposed  and  fertile,  the  best 
plant  to  cultivate  is  the  grapevine." 

In  the  same  book,  dedicated  to  Silvinus,  Columelly  says: 
"  As  soon  as  you  are  sure  that  you  have  got  a  good  specie, 
propagate  it  at  once  by  the  process  of  grafting.  .  .  .  You 
can  testify  yourself,  Sylvinius,  that  I  have  propagated  two 
jugera  of  vines  in  two  years,  with  only  the  scions  of  one  small 


vine  that  you  had  given  me  out  of  your  vineyard  in  Caretania." 
In  his  book,  "  De  Arboribus,"  he  describes  at  length  the 
shield  or  bud-graft,  which,  he  says,  can  only  be  well  done 
when  one's  hand  has  got  the  knack  of  it  (genus  subtillissi- 
mum),  and  which  can  only  be  applied  to  certain  species  of 
vines  covei'ed  with  a  thick  bark  and  of  rapid  growth."  Colu- 
melly proceeds  by  giving  the  way  of  operating  and  finishing 
the  operation  by  saying  like  Cato:  "Add  some  ointment  made 
of  argile  mixed  with  manure  (argilam  addito  et  finum  bubu- 
lum)  and  after  twenty-one  days  take  out  the  ointment"  (sol- 
vito  emplastrum).  He  also  mentions  the  wines  known  by  his 
ancestors,  and  the  way  they  had  of  drawing  and  racking  them. 

Martial,  who  died  A.  D.  102,  advises  the  filtering  of  the 
dry  coecubum. 

In  A.  D.  131,  Galienus,  the  Greek  physician  and  writer, 
who  has  written  a  good  deal  about  wine,  says,  amongst  other 
things,  that  a  good  many  Asiatic  wines  were  stored  in  large 
bottles,  which  were  hung  in  the  corner  of  fire  places,  where, 
by  evaporation,  they  became  old  and  dry.  This  process  was 
called  "  fumarium." 

The  best  Roman  wine  was  made  in  the  province  of  Cam- 
pania, now  the  province  of  Naples.  The  Falerno  and  Massi- 
qum  were  from  the  hills  around  Mondragon,  near  the  river 
Iris,  now  called  the  Carigliano.  The  Amelia  and  Fondi  wines 
were  made  near  Goeta,  the  Suessa  wine  near  the  sea. 

The  Greeks  had  two  kinds  of  wines,  one  called  the  "Pro- 
topon,"  which  was  of  the  first  juice  of  the  grapes  before  pres- 
sing; and  the  other,  "Deuterion,"  which  was'  made  of  the 
second  juice,  or  juice  from  the  press.  The  Romans,  for  these 
reasons,  gave  them  the  names  of  "vinum  primarium "  and 
"vinum  secundarium. " 

Some  of  the  Romans  drank  the  must  before  fermentation 
had  started,  and  gave  it  the  name  of  "mustum,"  and  after  the 
must  had  been  through  the  cooking  process  (called  "reduc- 
tion," today),  they  called  it  "frutum  ";  and  when,  after  a  long 
boiling,  it  had  been  reduced  by  half  or  two-thirds,  they  gave 
it  the  name  of  "Sapa."  But  the  "Sapa"  could  not  rightly  be 
called  wine  any  more,  as  it  was  then  nothing  else  but  a  kind 
of  grape  jam  or  marmalade,  which  was  the  delicacy  of  the 
Roman  legions,  and  used  by  them  as  butter  on  their  bread. 
It  was  the  "grape  juice  "  or  "  temperance  wine  "  of  today. 

In  A.  D.  200,  Athoeneus,  the  Greek  writer,  pretends  that 
Oreste,  son  of  Deucalion,  came  to  Ethna  as  a  king,  and  planted 
the  grapevine  there.  He  mentions  two  kinds  of  Falerno  wine 
which  were  not  drank  before  they  were  ten  years  old,  nor  after 
twenty;  and  the  Alba  wine  not  before  twenty  years  old;  and 
the  Surentinum  wine  only  when  twenty-five  years  old. 

In  A.  D.  270,  Emperor  Marcus  Aurelius  Valerius,  nick- 
named "Probus,"  gives  the  Gauls  the  right  of  again  cultiva- 
ting the  grape,  which,  as  we  have  said,  had  been  uprooted 
and  destroyed  by  order  of  Emperor  Domitian,  in  A.  D.  92. 
The  enthusiasm  becomes  general,  and  in  a  very  short  time  the 
culture  of  the  grape,  which  had  already  existed  on  both  sides 
of  the  river  Rhone,  spreads  rapidly  from  the  Rhone  to  the 
bank  of  the  river  Moselle. 

But  since  Columelly  very  little  improvement  has  been  made 
in  viticulture  and  viniculture.  The  only  little  progress  worth 
mentioning  was  done  by  Palladius  (A.  D.  375).  As  a  Roman 
agriculturist  he  had  studied  Columelly's  works,  and  in  his  own 
writings  we  find  the  same  things  as  told  by  Columelly,  with  many 
more  explanations  on  the  grafting  of  the  vine.  "The  month 
of  February,"  he  says,  "is  the  proper  time  for  grafting  in 
warm  localities  exposed  to  the  sun.  The  operation  is  done  in 
three  different  ways:  two,  the  crown  and  split-graft,  can  be 
done  in  February,  and  the  third  one,  the  bud-graft,  during 
summer."     A  little  further  on  he  explains  the  way  of  making 
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the  crown  graft,  by  using  a  sharp  piece  of  a  bone  of  a  lion  to 
raise  the  bark.  Why  he  specifies  the  use  of  a  bone  of  a  lion 
for  this  operation  he  does  not  say,  and  it  is  not  well  under- 
stood, unless  he  thought  that  such  an  instrument  could  com- 
municate to  the  graft  the  great  vigor  of  the  kiug  of  tin-  desert. 
Palladius  must  have  been  a  firm  believer  in  metempsychosis. 
Palladius  adds:  "The  month  of  March  is  the  most  favorable 
season  for  grafting  the  vine,  but  if  the  grafting  can  not  be 
eDded  in  March,  do  so  in  April."  He  speaks  also  of  bench- 
grafting,  but  specially  recommends  it  for  the  olive  tree.  He 
describes  the  bud-graft,  which  he  calls  ''emplastratio,"  instead 
of  "inoculatio,"  as  Columelly  does.  This  proves  there  were 
two  kinds  of  bud-grafting:  one,  the  "inoculatio"  or  bud- 
graft;  the  other,  "emplastratio"  or  shield-graft — the  first  one 
consisting  in  inserting  a  bud  between  tho  bark  and  the  wood, 
and  the  second  in  taking  of!  the  stock  a  piece  of  bark  with  a 
bud  attached  to  it,  and  replacing  it  with  another  piece  of  bark 
and  bud,  cut  the  same  way  and  fitting  the  place  exactly. 

Palladius  then  says:  "The  bud  is  then  tightened  with  a 
string,  and  an  ointment  covers  the  string  and  all  the  cuts,  leav- 
ing the  bud  free  and  well  exposed."  Then,  "  cut  the  branches 
and  suckers  off,  and  after  twenty-one  days  cut  the  string,  and 
you  will  see  that  a  new  variety  has  taken  the  place  of  the 
original  one."  Palladius  recommends  the  "emplastratio"  to 
be  done  in  June  and  July. 

Another  thiug  worth  mentioning  is  the  description  given 
by  Palladius  of  the  ingenuity  of  the  Greeks  to  preserve  their 
grapes  on  the  vines,  by  keeping    them    in  small  clay  pots  just 
large  enough  to  contain  one  bunch  each.

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A  Law  Worth  Imitating. 

HE  Illinois  Legislature  has  passed  a  law,  that  any  junk 
dealer,  in  whose  possession  is  found  bottles  with  the 
name  of  the  former  owner  on  them,  can  be  fined  fifty  dollars 
for  the  offense.  The  wine  and  liquor  men  of  this  State  would 
do  well  to  arrange  for  putting  such  a  bill  through  the  next 
session  of  the  California  Legislature.  It  would,  to  a  great 
extent,  check  refilling,  which  is  one  of  the  worst  evils  beset- 
ting the  path  of  legitimate  trade. 

A  few  days  ago  the  new  local-option  ordinance  of  Cambridge, 
0.,  came  into  effect,  and  its  twenty-two  saloons  were  closed 
out.  The  leading  supporters  of  local  option  have  been  boy- 
cotted, and  some  have  lost  heavily  by  it.  Zauesville,  near  at 
hand,  has  offered  a  free  ticket  to  and  from  there  to  Cambridge 
to  any  one  who  buys  five  dollars  worth  of  goods  from  Zanes- 
ville  merchants.

Honest  Wine  Labels. 

ABTBONG  effort  is  being  made  by  American  winemak 
to  induce  those  who  sell  American  wine  to  do  so  under 
its  proper  label.  At  present  the  worst  wine  is  so  sold  and  the 
best  is  sold  under  foreign  labels,  all  of  which  can  be  pur- 
chased in  any  quantity  in  this  or  any  other  neighboring  city 
from  alleged  merchants,  who  live  by  catering  to  fraud.  The 
object  of  selling  under  a  foreign  label  is  to  obtain  a  price 
higher  than  that  which  would  be  paid  for  the  same  wine  under 
a  correct  label.  It  is  doubtful,  however,  whether  a  label  n 
ing  simply  "  American  wine  specially  bottled  for  Sam  J01 
is  of  any  special  value.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  very  poor 
stuff  now  so  labeled  and  sold.  One  of  the  good  things  which 
is  possible  under  the  present  concentration  of  our  wine  indus- 
try  is  the  preparation  of  copyrighted  labels  by  our  best  known 
wine  companies,  covering  palatable  wholesome  wines  of  uni- 
formly good  quality,  and  indicating  the  district  of  production. 
Our  finest  wines  are  now  largely  sold  under  their  own  labels, 
because  they  are  coming  to  have  a  valuable  reputation  even  in 
their  own  country.  We  need  now  a  similar  labeling  of  our 
cheaper  wines,  which  are  still  good.  Our  poorest  wine 
deserves  no  label,  but  that  is  what  is  usually  sold  as  "American 
wine."  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  our  wine  men  may  succeed  in 
introducing  tljis  reform  while  our  output  is  3-et  so  limited  that 
it  can  be  controlled.  The  surest  way  of  accomplishing  this 
end  is  by  a  stamp-tax.  The  United  States  Treasury  Depart- 
ment for  some  reason  objects  to  the  use  of  its  machinery  in 
aid  of  pure-food  laws,  when  the  revenue  is  not  a  matter  of 
prime  consideration.  We  do  not  know  that  this  is  right.  If 
the  Treasury  Department  is  our  most  effective  agent  for 
enforcing  pure-food  laws,  we  do  not  see  why  it  should  not  be 
used  for  that  purpose. — Liquor  Trade's  and  Hotel  B  New 

York.

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Effects  of  the  Last  Frost. 

THIS  occurred  on  the  night  of  the  18th  of  May,  and  as  this 
seems  to  be  an  off  year,  without  precedent  in  the  history 
of  this  State,  as  well  as  many  others,  which  report  snow  and 
floods,  this  is  a  record  breaker  here.  The  dangerous  days  of 
Servatius  and  Paukratius  (the  13th  to  15th  of  May)  had  been 
passed,  and  we  considered  ourselves  secure,  when  lo!  this  last 
effort  of  the  frost  king  came  in  and  nipped  vineyards  which 
had  not  been  touched  before;  showing  again  that  frosts  may 
strike  some  vineyards  some  years,  and  not  touch  them  the 
next,  while  those  that  escaped  the  previous  season  may  escape 
altogether.  So  we  must  become  used  to  an  uncertainty,  con- 
tent that  we  always  get  even  half  a  crop  when  other  industries 
may  fail  altogether.  This,  I  suppose,  will  be  the  upshot 
of  this  season,  as  I  hear  and  gather  from  papers  the  raisin 
crop  will  be  also  very  light.  That  this  is  only  an  introduction 
to  high  prices  of  grapes  and  for  young  wines  next  winter,  is 
self-evident,  and  so  part  of  the  loss  may  be  made  good.  If 
our  readers  have  followed  the  practice  of  pulling  off  the  frosted 
shoots,  and  thus  prevented  blood  poisoning  and  black  knot, 
they  may  be  rewarded  by  a  bountiful  crop  next  season,  after 
the  vines  have  taken  a  rest.  That  high  prices  will  rule  for  the 
next  succeeding  years  is  self-evident  from  the  inevitable  law 
of  demand  and  supply,  as  the  demand  is  bound  to  be  much 
larger  than  the  supply. 

THE   EFFORTS  OF   THE   ITALIAN-SWISS  COLONY, 

As  outlined  in  the  article  of  Mr.  Sbarboio,  are  creditable,  but 
as  usual  the  writer  overshoots  his  mark  in  inferring  that  this 
is  the  first  and  only  effort  to  introduce  California  wines  under 
their  true  labels.  This  has  been  done  already  twenty-five 
years  ago  by  the  pioneers  in  the  business,  Julius  Dresel,  J. 
Gundlach,  Charles  Kohler,  H.  W.  Crabb,  George  West,  and 
many  others,  and  all  established  a  trade  in  them.  C.  Schilling 
&  Co.  have  established  quite  a  market  for  them  in  Northern 
Germany;  and  while  I  give  Mr.  Sbarboro  full  credit  for  good 
intentions,  and  the  perseverance  and  "gift  of  gab"  to  carry 
them  out,  he  must  not  pose  as  the  apostle  of  this  movement, 
but  simply  as  a  means,  and  a  very  strong  one,  I  admit,  to 
bring  it  to  a  successful  issue.  I  heartily  wish  success  to  every 
one  who  works  on  that  line.  They  should  work  in  harmony 
to  the  same  end:  a  free  market  for  our  best  wines  under  their 
own  labels.  While  we  give  due  credit  to  the  efforts  now  made, 
we  must  not  forget  those  who  preceded  and  paved  the  way. 
Mauy  have  fallen  by  the  wayside  in  their  efforts  to  do  so;  their 
remembrance  is  dear  to  those  who  witnessed  their  early  strug- 
gles, and  their  successors  have  an  easy  work,  comparatively, 
to  follow  in  their  footsteps  in  the  paths  trodden  before  them. 
Malice  to  none,  but  charity  and  consideration  to  all. 

ABOUT   CALIFORNIA   CHAMPAGNES. 

The  wine  man  from  California  hit  the  nail  on  the  head  in 
most  of.  his  answers.  We  have  the  material  to  make  as  good 
sparkling  wines  as  any  country  can  produce;  we  have  the  var- 
ieties of  grapes  to  make  them  from;  but  four  years  to  mature 
them  is  too  long  for  our  impatient  people — and  for  their  purses. 
We  cannot  afford  to  wait  so  long  for  returns,  and  we  must  do 
the  best  we  can.  Our  lamented  friend,  Haraszthy,  found  this; 
struggling  hard   to   introduce  his  sparkling  wines,  sometimes 


very  good,  sometimes  not;  and  gave  up  in  despair.  He  was 
also  one  of  the  pioneers,  whose  efforts  belong  to  the  past,  but 
should  not  be  forgotten.  Things  have  taken  a  more  favorable 
turn  now,  and  Paul  Massot,  at  San  Jose,  seems  to  be  very 
successful.  He  manufactures  sparkling  wines,  mostly  from 
Chablis  or  White  Burgundy,  aud  says  he  cannot  produce 
enough  to  supply  his  trade.  I  had  occasion  to  sample  his 
dry,  sparkling  wine  last  winter,  and  found  it  very  good  indeed. 
In  his  cellai-s  at  San  Jose  he  has  a  fine  stock  ageing,  and  T  have 
no  doubt  that  California  champagne  will  yet  make  its  mark  in 
the  world.  It  takes  capital,  combined  with  skill,  to  produce  it 
in  perfection,  aud  both  will  be  forthcoming  in  time.  We  must 
learn  to  ivalk  before  we  can  run.    So  in  the  champagne  industry. 

AMPELOGRAPHY   FOR   THE   COUNTRY. 

George  C.  Husmann,  lately  appointed  Viticultural  Expert, 
Division  of  Pomology,  Department  of  Agriculture,  Washing- 
ton, D.  C,  is  busily  engaged  making  an  ampelographic  report 
to  that  Division.  It  is  certainly  highly  to  be  appreciated, 
that  the  Department  has  turned  its  attention  specially  to  this 
important  part  of  our  industries.  The  intention  now  is,  as 
far  as  I  am  able  to  learn,  to  be  that  the  introduction  of  the 
best  resistant  stock  in  the  Southern  States  as  a  grafting-stock 
for  our  best  European  and  Asiatic  varieties;  and  with  the  help 
of  Bordeaux  mixture,  by  spraying  to  acclimatize  them  there. 
As  our  readers  well  know,  the  bane  of  the  Eastern  and  South- 
ern grape  growers  is  the  black  rot  and  other  fungoid  diseases. 
If  these  can  be  successfully  overcome  by  phylloxera  resistant 
stock  as  a  foundation,  and  spraying  the  grafts  afterward,  it  may 
open  wide  possibilities  for  the  whole  country.  A  gratifying 
beginning  was  already  made  by  my  old  friend,  Hermann 
Jaeger,  Neosho,  Southwest  Missouri,  some  five  years  ago,  who 
grafted  some  of  our  hardiest  varieties  on  resistant  stock  which 
I  sent  him  from  here,  and  by  spraying  produced  very  fair 
crops  in  a  country  where  the  black  rot  attacked  even  the  most 
robust  varieties  of  American  grapes.  Death  took  him  from 
the  field  of  his  labors  prematurely,  but  we  may  hope  for  good 
results  from  these  early  beginnings.  "Coming  events  cast 
their  shadows  before,"  and  so  it  may  be  with  these.  This 
country  may  yet  be  the  "  Wineland"  of  the  old  legend,  when 
Leif,  the  Norwegian,  found  it  over  one  thousand  jears  ago; 
and  Tynker,  a  German  on  board,  brought  the  first  grapes  they 
had  discovered  on  their  long  voyage.  They  stayed  several  days, 
and  called  it  "Vinland." 

Times  seem  bright  for  our  beloved  industry,  and  when  we, 
the  veterans  of  early  days,  step  aside  to  leave  the  field  to  our 
successors,  we  may  do  so  with  the  glad  hope  that  they  may 
accomplish  what  we  have  tried  to  do. 

COOL  DOWN, 

I  would  say,  to  both  of  my  friends,  Wm.  Julien-Laferriere, 
and  B.  Bruck,  of  St.  Helena.  We  have  not  reached  perfec- 
tion yet  in  our  stocks  or  our  methods.  Let  us  give  all  a  fair 
trial  aud  keep  what  is  best.  They  are  both  in  earnest,  and 
both,  in  their  enthusiasm,  apt  to  overshoot  the  mark.  A  few 
years  of  calm  experiment,  side  by  side,  with  comparing  results, 
will,  perhaps,  settle  that  matter.  It  is  too  soon  yet  to  cry 
"Eureka."  We  hope  that  we  have  found  it,  and  yet  another 
turn  of  the  road  may  show  us  that  there  is  something  better. 
I  am  as  anxious  as  they  are  to  reach  the  goal  we  all  aim  for— 
perfection.  George  Husmann. 

Napa,  Cal.,  June  11,  1901. 


Capt.  A.  H.  Wood,  of  Cupertino,  one  of  the  best  known 
vineyardists  of  California,  received  a  severe  injury  the  fore 
part  of  June.  He  fell  from  a  ladder,  striking  on  his  shoulder 
with  sufficient  force  to  rupture  the  exterior  jugular  vein.  At 
last  accounts  he  was  improving. 
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Vineyard  and  Cellar  Notes. 

The  vineyards  at  Fountain  Grove  give  promise  of  a  large 
crop  of  grapes  this  season. 

The  wineries  of  Cassani  and  Cassasso,  at  Santa  Rosa, 
made  large  shipments  of  wine  to  Boston  during  the  month. 

Around  Cloverdale,  the  grape  crop,  it  is  considered,  will 
not  be  better  than  half  of  an  average.  This  opinion  is  ex- 
pressed by  many  of  the  well-known  grape  growers. 

In  the  recent  crop  reports  it  was  stated  in  the  report  of 
Putnam  Bros.,  that  the  damage  to  the  vines  in  the  Warm 
Springs  district  would  reach  50  per  cent.  The  type  should 
have  said  20  per  cent. 

A  drive  through  the  grounds  of  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony, 
at  Asti,  near  Cloverdale,  recently,  showed  the  vineyards  to  be 
in  fine  condition.  The  yield  of  grapes  will  be  much  larger  than 
was  expected  earlier  in  the  season.  The  Colony  grounds  are 
kept  very  neat. 

Cupertino,  June  24. — The  grape  crop  will  be  light  in  this 
vicinity,  and  viueyardists  are  discouraged  accordingly,  some 
to  the  extent  of  pulling  out  their  vines.  The  six  thousand 
vines  on  resistant  stock,  imported  from  France  by  R.  Heuey, 
are  doing  well  and  show  a  rapid  growth  this  spring. 

It  is  not  generally  known  that  about  one  million  gallons  of 
wine  are  niado  annually  on  the  islaud  of  Santa  Cruz,  off  the 
coast  of  Santa  Barbara  and  Ventura  Counties.  The  schooner 
Santa  Cruz  discharged  ninety-five  barrels,  or  5,000  gallons  of 
wine  at  the  Ventura  wharf,  recently,  for  the  L.  Cerf  Compauy. 
It  came  from  the  winery  on  Sauta  Cruz  island.  The  schooner 
makes  frequent  trips  to  that  port  with  wine  as  a  cargo. 

A  large  new  winery  is  to  be  built  soon  at  Forestville 
Station,  Sonoma  County,  by  the  corporation  known  as  the 
Windsor  and  Trenton  Wineries,  which  was  organized  some 
time  ago  in  this  county.  The  erection  of  the  winery  has  been 
contemplated  for  some  time. 

The  winery  will  have  a  large  capacity.  The  exact  dimen- 
sions have  not  been  fully  determined.  Miller  &  Hotchkiss 
are  members  of  the  Windsor  and  Trenton  Wineries  corporation, 
together  with  other   prominent   business  men  and  capitalists. 


Santa  Clara  Valley  Grape  Crop. 

SAN  JOSE  wine  men  estimate  the  coming  vintage  in  the 
Sauta  Clara  Valley  at  1,500,000  gallons,  as  against  three 
million  gallons  last  year.  These  figures  were  based  on  the 
crop  conditions  of  June  1st. 


Santa  Clara's  Decaying  Vineyards. 

SAN  JOSE,  June  22. — Vineyardists  of  this  county  are 
experiencing  the  greatest  loss  of  vines  in  the  history  of 
the  grape  industry  of  the  valley.  Many  growers  are  referring 
to  the  cause  as  some  new  and  mysterious  disease.  Whatever 
the  cause,  it  has  practically  destroyed  all  the  older  vines  of  the 
west  side  of  the  valley.  One  vineyard,  for  example,  that  sold 
two  hundred  and  forty  tons  of  grapes  four  years  ago,  can  now 
be  bought  for  a  ten-ton  output  this  season. 

A  conservative  opinion  gives  it  that  the  cause  is  not  a  dis- 
ease, but  three  excessively  dry  years  iu  succession.  It  is 
claimed  that  the  vines  did  not  show  the  effect  of  dry  weather 
for  the  first  two  years,  as  the  roots  went  too  deep.  Now  they 
are  dying,  as  the  moisture  below  has  not  been  sufficient  to  sus- 
tain life.  This  year's  abundant  rains  came  too  late  to  save 
them. 


Again  CDITOR  Review —Dear   Sir:    I  have

refrain   from   commenting  upon  some  of 
Bench-Graft,      his  statements  and  correcting  his  qui 
tions. 

Admitting,  first,  that  the  three  gentlemen  he  has  named 
are  those,  besides  himself,  who  prefer  bench-grafting  <  idlings  to 
any  other  method,  I  think  my  statement,  "that  very  few  are 
satisfied  with  it,"  is  not  a  "  broad  one,"  but,  instead,  fits  the 
case  exactly. 

But,  if  I  believe  (and  I  firmly  do)  what  Prof.  Hussman  has 
repeatedly  said  concerning  Mr.  Schoenwald's  opinion — and 
Mr.  Schoenwald  has  never  denied  it— it  is,  then,  impossible 
for  me  to  admit  that  this    gentleman    fosters  or  ad  this 

method  of  grafting,  and,  therefore,  instead   of  "very  few,"  I 
should  have  said  "  only  a  trio." 

Let  Prof.  Hussman  answer  Mr.  Bruck's  contradiction,  and 
let  the  reader  draw  his  own  conclusion. 

As  to  the  percentage  of  grafts  obtained  in  1895,  at  the 
To  Kalon  vineyard,  I  stated  it  to  be  93,  instead  of  95,  as  Mr. 
Bruck  said.  The  grafts  had  been  counted  twice,  in  the  fall  of 
'95  and  in  the  summer  of  '90.  Has  Mr.  Brack  done  so,  and 
reported  impartially  the  exact  number  of  missing  or  dead  ones 
through  other  causes  than  the  lack  of  a  good  union  ?  He 
should  have  known  that  a  third  and  disinterested  party  was 
necessary  to  judge  the  08 

As  to  the  65  per  cent,  of  good  unions  upon  sortings,  I 
consider  it  very  good,  and  when  I  referred  to  it,  it  was  on. 
far  as  percentage  goes,  generally  speaking.  But,  if  05  per 
cent,  bearing  Lenoir  "is  the  usual  percentage"  he  received 
"  from  cuttings  put  to  root  in  nursery,"  I  consid'  r  Mr  Bruck 
verv  unlucky,  especially  if  he  includes  iu  this  his  pet  variety, 
Rupestris  St.  George,  of  which,  all  those  who  have  experi- 
mented with  it  claim,  every  cutting  will  grow. 

Here,  at  Palo  Alto,  Mr.  Vadon  put  last  year  5,000  cutt 
of  different  varieties  to  root  iu  nursery,  and  out  of  this  number 
I  counted  this  spring  4,700  well-rooted  cuttings. 

Referring  to  Mr.  Bruck's  figures,  I  do  not  understand 
them  any  more  than  does  Prof.  Hussman,  while  I  understand 
the  latter's — they  are  based  on  practical  knowledge,  and  are 
more  correct  than  any  yet  published.  Of  course,  if  Mr. 
Bruck  or  any  one  else  pays  for  grafting  in  the  field  as  high  as 
"  three  cents  a  piece  for  every  vine  that  grows,"  grafting  will 
reach  pretty  nearly  as  high  as  he  claim  er  1,000. 

But  such  fancy  price  is  not  the  rule.  Good  grafters  can 
be  got  for  $2  a  day  and  board,  or  1$  cent  a  piece  for  every  vine 
that  grows.  I  know  three  good  men  that  would  have  jumped 
at  that  price  aud  guaranteed  from  90  to  95  per  cent,  of  good 
grafts.  One  has  his  headquarters  at  Cloverdale,  and  can  be 
communicated  with  by  addressing  Paul  J.  Delias ,  Cloverdale. 
The  two  others  are  with  me  since  the  first  of  May.  Ou  5,000 
grafts  made  by  them  in  lh9S,  for  Mr.  Rhimann,  of  Windis 
98J  per  cent,  was  obtained  on  Lenoir,  88  on  Riparia,  and 
on  Riesling.  In  1899  they  averaged  95  per  cent  when  work- 
ing for  T.  J.  Dehay,  of  Cloverdale.  This  season  they  grafted 
over  3,000  one-year  old  vines,  aud  tiny  expect  no  less  than 
95  per  cent,  of  good  unions. 

In  regard  to  bench-grafting  rooted  culling*,  I  never  alluded 
to  that,  but  recommend  it  if  they  are  callosed  in  sand  previ- 
ous to  planting.  But  this  method  is  not  Mr.  Briu-k's  own 
method.  It  was  first  introduced,  if  I  recollect  well,  by  Mr. 
Lallimand,  of  Bordeaux,  in  1878,  and  since  much  practiced  all 
over  the  Medoc,  especially  at  St.  Julien. 

Now,  I  wish    to    add, "that    in  all    I    have  written    against 
bench-grafting  cutting-,  I  fail  to  see  that  I  have  reflected  upon 
the  intelligence  of  those  who    believe    in  it;  and  when   I  ven- 
tured my  first  article  in    last  January,  I    did  not   know  th  it  it 
would  hurt  the  feelings   of  Mr.  Brook,  or  of  any  other  young 
Californiau  vineyardist.     I  know  that  they  are  generally  intel- 
ligent and  cleve'r,  aud    some    of  them  very  brilliant,  but   I 
not  believe  that  they  kuow  it  all.     I    have  the  firm  conviction 
that  God  is  too  generous  and  just  to  have  concentrated  all 
knowledge  of  viticulture  m  the  craniums  of  a  few  young   < 
fornians.

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Beer   Brewing  in  flexico. 

THE  industrial  policy  of  the  Mexican  government,  as 
directed  toward  fostering  all  branches  of  internal  de- 
velopment, has  included  measures  for  the  improvement  of  the 
class  of  beer  brewed  in  the  republic.  With  this  end  in  view 
the  best  varieties  of  hops  have  been  imported  and  have  been 
planted  in  suitable  localities,  yielding  good  crops  of  brewing 
material.  It  is  intended  that  these  hop  gardens  shall  not 
only  render  Mexico  independent  to  a  great  extent  of  foreign 
imports,  but  shall  also  tend  to  provide  a  cheap  and  agreeable 
substitute  for  the  national  drink  of  the  country,  "pulque," 
which,  owing  to  the  large  quantity  of  alcohol  contained 
therein,  is  regarded  as  deleterious  to  the  health  of  the  in- 
habitants. 

There  are  at  present  sixteen  breweries  in  the  republic,  none 
of  them  having  been  in  existence  more  than  a  few  years.  One 
of  these  establishments,  at  Monterrey,  is  quoted  as  occupying 
the  first  rank  among  the  industries  of  the  city.  It  has  an 
actual  capital  of  '2,000,000  pesos,  and  all  the  apparatus  and 
machinery  are  of  the  most  modern  types  used  in  Germany  and 
the  United  States,  and  the  capacity  of  production  is  about 
800  hectoliters  a  day.  Other  breweries  are  situated  at  Chi- 
huahua, Guadalajara,  Oaxaca,  Mazatlan,  Cuernavaca,  Mexico 
City,  and  at  various  other  centers  of  population. 


The  importation  of  beer  into  Chili  has  been  almost  com- 
pletely suppressed,  according  to  the  American  consular  re- 
ports. This  manufacture  was  undertaken  by  the  German 
colony,  and  the  progress  realized  is  really  enviable.  It  has 
reached  such  a  point  that  today  the  exports  from  the  Chilean 
breweries  to  Central  America,  Ecuador,  Peru  and  Bolivia 
amount  to  almost  10,000,000  francs.  Almost  all  the  breweries 
are  under  German  control. 


The  Commissioner  of  Internal  Kevenue  has  ruled  that  on 
and  after  the  1st  of  July  next — 

"All  stamps  used  for  denoting  the  tax  upon  fer- 
mented liquors  shall  be  cancelled  by  perforations  to 
be  made  in  the  form  of  the  name  of  the  person,  firm 
or  corporation  by  whom  such  liquors  were  made,  or  some 
suitable  abbreviation  thereof,  or  of  the  initial  letters  of  the 
name,  and  the  date  when  cancelled,  which  date  may  be  indi- 
cated by  numerals,  if  preferred,  signifying  the  number  of  the 
month  in  the  calendar,  the  day  of  the  month,  and  the  last  two 
figures  of  the  number  of  the  current  year,  as,  for  example: 
5-2-01,  meaning  May  2,  1901. 

"Such  cancellation  shall  be  in  lieu  of  the  method  of  can- 
cellation heretofore  required  as  above  described. 

"The  several  letters  and  figures  of  the  cancellation  herein 
prescribed  must  be  each  not  less  than  one-fourth  of  an  inch 
in  height  and  of  proportionate  width  and  suitably  spaced  for 
legibility  and  distinctness,  and  must  be  clearly  and  sharply 
outlined  by  circular  perforations  cut  through  the  substance  of 
the  stamp,  and  cutting  out  a  portion  of  the  stamp,  not  merely 
puncturing  same,  each  perforation  to  be  not  less  than  one 
thirty-second  of  an  inch  in  diameter  and  clearly  and  evenly  cut 
out. 

"The  full  name  of  the  person,  firm  or  corporation,  or 
suitable  abbreviation  thereof,  or  the  initial  letters  of  the 
name,  must  be  cut  out  of  the  stamp;  the  name  alone  of  some 
prominent  member  of  a  firm  or  corporation  will  not  be  suffi- 
cient. 

"No  change   will,  at  present,  be  made  in  the  methods  of 


canceling  prescribed  by  law  or  regulations  for  stamps  denot- 
ing any  other  internal  revenue  tax  than  that  upon  fermented 
liquors." 

Drawback  on  beer. 

Drawback  mi  beer  manufactured   by  the  George  Wiedemann  Brewing 
Company,  of  Newport,  Ky.,  in  part  from  imported  hops. 

Treasury  Department,  May  29,  1901. 

Sir:  On  the  exportation  of  beer  manufactured  by  the 
George  Wiedemann  Brewing  Company,  of  Newport,  Ky.,  in 
part  from  imported  hops,  a  drawback  will  be  allowed  equal  in 
amount  to  the  duties  paid  on  the  imported  materials  so  used, 
less  the  legal  deduction  of  1  per  cent. 

Before  the  allowance  of  drawback,  the  brewer  of  the  beer 
must  file  a  formula,  verified  by  the  sworn  declarations  of  both 
proprietor  and  foreman  of  the  brewery,  showing  specifically 
the  materials  and  proportions  thereof  used  in  brewing  the 
beer  to  be  exported. 

The  manufacturer's  declaration  on  each  drawback  entry 
must  show,  in  addition  to  the  usual  averments,  that  the  beer 
covered  by  such  entry  was  manufactured  from  the  materials 
and  in  the  proportions  specified  in  the  formula  filed.  The  de- 
clared quantities  of  beer  exported  either  in  bottles,  kegs  or 
casks  shall  be  verified  by  reference  to  bottler's  certificates  and 
other  final  records  of  quantity  filed  with  the  collector  of  in- 
ternal revenue. 

Special  accounts  should  be  kept  of  all  the  materials  used 
in  the  brewing  of  beer  for  export,  which  accounts  must 
always  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  Government  officers.  In 
liquidation,  the  quantity  of  imported  hops  which  may  be 
taken  as  the  basis  for  allowance  of  drawback  may  equal  the 
quantity  stated  in  the  drawback  entry,  but  in  no  case  shall  it 
exceed  one-half  pound  of  imported  hops  to  each  barrel  of  beer 
exported.

The  right  of  protest  against  the  decision  of  the  collector  as  to  the  rate  or 
amount  o!  duty  upon  imported  merchandise  provided  i"  section  14 
of  the  customs  administrative  act  of  June  10,  1890,  must  be  availed 
of  by  the  importer  at  the  time  of  the  liquidation  of  the  entry,  and  in 
thecaseof  withdrawal  of  goods  from  bond  there  is  no  new  right  of 
protest  after  the  lapse  of  ten  days  from  the  date  of  liquidation  unless 
between  the  date  of  such  liquidation  and  of  withdrawal  there  has 
n  e  in  the  law  and  the  collector  has  refused  or  neglected 
sify  the  goods  in  accordance  therewith.— In  re  Henry  (G.  A. 
1865)  distinguie

ertain  merchandise,  imported  per  Ben  Dearg,  and  entered  May 

Opinion  of  Somervillb,  General  Appraiser. 
The  protestants  in  these  cases  claim  that  the  merchandise 
in  question,  which  consists  of  the  liqueur  known  as  absinthe, 
is  entitled  to  the  reduction  in  duty  of  50  cents  per  gallon  pro- 
vided for  certain  spirits  in  the  existing  reciprocal  commercial 
agreement  between  this  country  and  France.  The  collector  in 
classifying  the  merchandise  held  that  said  agreement  did  not 
apply  to  absinthe  and  liquidated  the  entry  accordingly.  This 
agreement  went  into  effect  June  1,  1898  (T.  D.  19405;  30 
TJ.  S.  Stat.,  1774),  which  was  after  the  goods  had  been  im- 
ported and  entered  for  warehouse,  but  before  they  were  with- 
drawn. The  entry  was  not  liquidated,  however,  until  June  2, 
1898.  The  importers,  instead  of  filing  their  notice  of  dissatis- 
faction with  the  decision  of  the  collector  within  ten  days  after 
this  liquidation,  waited  until  the  merchandise  was  withdrawn 
for  consumption.  The  protests  before  us  were  then  filed,  re- 
spectively, within  ten  days  of  the  various  dates  of  withdrawal, 
covering  the  particular  quantity  of  absinthe  withdrawn  on 
each  of  those  occasions. 

In  view  of  the  facts  appearing  in  the  above  statement,  it  is 
unnecessary  to  consider  the  question  raised  by  the  protests 
on  its  merits,  as  the  protestants  have  failed  to  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  the  customs  administrative  act  of  June  10, 
1890,  in  section  14  of  which  it  is  provided — 

That  the  decision  of  the  collector  as  to  the  rate  and  amount  of  duties 
chargeable  upon  imported  merchandise  *  *  *  shall  be  final  and  con- 
clusive against  all  persons  interested  therein,  unless  the  owner,  importer, 
consignee,  "r  agent  of  such  merchandise,  *  *  *  shall,  within  ten  days 
alter  but  not  before  such  ascertainment  and  liquidation  of  duties,  as  well 
in  cases  of  merchandise  entered  in  bond  as  for  consumption,  *  *  *  if 
dissatisfied  with  such  decision,  give  notice  in  writing  to  the  collector. 

It  is  clear  that  within  the  terms  of  this  provision  the  im- 
porters had  a  right  to  file  a  protest  within  teu  days  after  said 
liquidation;  but  to  hold  that  they  had  a  further  right  of  pro- 
test on  the  withdrawal  of  the  merchandise  would  be  to  give 
them  two  opportunities,  while  the  statute  provides  but  one. 
There  was  no  change  in  the  law  between  the  time  of  liquida- 
tion and  withdrawal  of  the  merchandise;  and  it  is  in  this  par- 
ticular that  the  question  now  before  us  differs  from  that 
passed  on  by  the  Board  in  the  case  of  in  re  Henry  (G.  A. 
48(35).  There  the  entries  involved  were  liquidated  before  the 
agreement  with  France  went  into  effect;  so  the  importers  at 
that  time  had  no  ground  of  dissatisfaction  with  the  decision 
of  the  collector.  But  while  the  goods  were  still  in  bond  said 
reciprocity  agreement  became  operative — that  is,  there  was  a 
change  in  the  law,  of  the  benefit  of  which  the  importers 
should  not  be  deprived  by  the  failure  of  the  collector  to  re- 
classify the  goods  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
new  law.  The  Board  held,  accordingly,  that  the  failure  or 
refusal  of  the  collector  to  make  such  reliquidation  before  final 
withdrawal  from  bond  was  equivalent  to  a  decision  by  him 
that  the  original  liquidation  was  correct,  and  that  a  protest 
made  within  teu  days  from   the   date  of  such   withdrawal  was 

lonably  filed  and  would  entitle  the  importer  to  an  adjudi- 
cation of  his  claim  that  the  new  rates  were  applicable  to  his 
goods. 

The  failure  of  the  protestants  in  these  cases  to  file  then- 
notice  of  dissatisfaction  with  the  collector  within  the  time 
prescribed  by  statute  constitutes  a  case  of  laches  for  which 
the  law  gives  no  remedy,  but  provides  that  in  such  event  the 
decision  of  the  collector  "shall  be  final  and  conclusive." 


We  hold  that  the  protests  before  us  are  invalid  as  not 
having  been  duly  made.  They  are  accordingly  overruled  and 
the  decision  of  the  collector  affirmed. 


Export  Bills  of  Lading. 

UNDER  date  of  June  5th,  the  Commissioner  of  Internal 
Revenue  issues  some  important  information  regarding 
the  probable  refunding  of  the  amount  paid  for  stamps  hereto- 
fore used  on  export  bills  of  lading.     The  Commissioner  says: 

In  order  to  avoid  unnecessary  correspondence,  you  are 
informed  that  a  request  has  been  made  for  a  rehearing  of  the 
case  of  Fairbanks  v.  United  States,  and  leave  has  been 
granted  to  file  a  petition  for  a  rehearing.  The  granting  of 
this  leave  prevents  the  mandate  being  carried  down  and  the 
judgment  being  executed.  Pending  the  consideration  of  the 
petition  for  a  rehearing,  this  office  will  not  consider  claims 
for  the  refunding  of  amounts  paid  for  documentary  stamps 
affixed  to  export  bills  of  lading.  In  view,  however,  of  the 
fact  that  the  act  of  May  12,  1900,  provides  that  claims  for  the 
allowance  of  amounts  paid  for  documentary  stamps  used  in 
error  or  excess  can  be  considered  only  in  cases  where  such 
claims  are  presented  within  two  years  after  the  purchase  of 
the  stamps  from  the  Government,  and  that  section  3228, 
Revised  Statutes,  provides  that  claims  for  refunding  must  be 
presented  within  two  years  after  the  right  of  action  accrues, 
parties  desiring  information  should  be  informed  that  they 
may  present  claims  for  the  refunding  of  amounts  paid  for 
documentary  stamps  affixed  to  export  bills  of  lading,  but  that 
no  action  will  be  taken  upon  such  claims  until  after  the  con- 
sideration by  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  of  the  petition 
for  a  rehearing  of  the  case  of  Fairbanks  v.  United  States. 

Claims  when  presented  should  be  made  on  Form  46,  re- 
vised April,  1901,  and  in  cases  where  attorneys  desire  to  pre- 
pare a  form  better  adapted  to  this  particular  class  of  cases 
such  forms  should  be  received,  provided  that  they  comply  in 
size  to  the  rules  of  the  Department — that  is,  so  as  to  fold  3| 
by  8J  inches,  and  have  forms  for  the  deputy  collector's 
affidavit  and  the  collector's  certificate.  Upon  receipt  of  such 
claims  by  a  collector,  the  date  of  their  receipt  should  be 
plainly  stamped  thereon  and  the  claims  should  be  retained  in 
the  office  of  the  collector  until  further  advised  by  this  office. 


The  Endless  Conflict. 


LIQUOR  sellers  in  the  Chickasaw  Nation  are  meeting  the 
severest  penalty  ever  imposed.  Judge  Thomas,  at  Paul's 
Valley,  I.  T.,  imposed  two  sentences  of  four  years'  imprison- 
ment and  $2,000  fine  each  in  the  cases  of  John  Stevenson  and 
O.  Scrivener. 

Dean  Baker  P.  Lee,  in  a  recent  sermon  at  Christ  Church 
Cathedral,  Lexington,  Ky.,  said  in  part:  "The  W.  C.  T.  U. 
made  the  greatest  mistake  of  its  life  when  it  succeeded  in 
abolishing  the  army  canteen,  because  the  new  condition  will 
be  worse  than  when  the  canteen  was  permitted.  Experience 
has  shown  this."

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Threatens 
the 
Industry. 


ACCORDING  to  the  statement  of  P. 
C.  Rossi,  President  of  the  Italian- 
Swiss  Colony,  who  recently  returned  from 
an  extended  Eastern  trip,  the  Ion .'  ex- 
pected activity  of  the  "brick"  vineyards 
has  finally  developed.  In  former  years,  Ohio  and  New  York 
were  alone  responsible  for  the  establishment  of  these  National 
stomach  dostroyers,  but  now  that  the  prices  of  our  wines  have 
reached  a  point  where  the  brick-vineyard  people  can  operate 
with  profit,  Missouri  comes  to  the  fore  and  produces  some- 
thing of  the  kind  that  totally  outstrips  the  Eastern  product  for 
awfulness.  Not  only  does  Missouri  turn  out  the  stuff,  but  it 
protects  it  with  a  State  tax  of  ten  cents  a  gallon  on  all  wiues 
imported  iuto  the  State.     At  the  same   time   this    "wine"   is 

wine  and  sold  for  the  product 
It  has  advanced  as  far  west  as 
time.  It  would  not  be  surprising  to 
later  find  the  Missouri  wines  masquerading  under  our  own 
noses  here  in  San  Francisco,  as  there  is  a  margin  of  ten  to 
twelve  cents  per  gallon  to  go  on,  and  there  are  dealers  in  this 
town  whose  scruples  would  not  prevent  them  from  buncoing 
the  public  in  this  way  if  there  was  any  money  to  be  made  by 
so  doing.  Mr.  Rossi's  trip  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  care- 
fully investigating  the  unusual  conditions  of  the  markets  of 
the  East  aud  West.  His  conclusions  are  serious  and  will  be 
read  with  particular  concern  by  all  interested  in  the  industry. 
His  suggestions  as  to  needed  National  legislation,  seem  to  in- 
dicate about  the  only  possible  relief,  and  it  is  not  certain  that 
that  could  be  obtained.  Mr.  Rossi's  experience  and  ideas  are 
set  forth  in  the  following  interview: 

"  I  found  very  serious   conditions  menacing  our  wines," 
said  Mr.  Rossi,  "and  they  grow  out  of  the  fact  that  our  pro-

ducts  have  reached  a  selling  price  where  it  pays  to  start  up  the 
'brick  vineyards' of  New  York,  Ohio  and  Missouri.  The 
vintage  in  these  vineyards  lasts  all  the  year  round,  and  where 
we  have  to  sell  our  wines  at  say  35  cents  in  order  to  make  a 
margin  of  profit  upon  the  cost  of  grapes,  the  competitor  in  the 
East  can  sell  that  awful  concoction  called  '  Catawba  wine  for 
20  or  25  cents  per  gallon.  I  asked  the  dealer  how  such  stuff 
could  be  consumed,  and  he  told  me  that  it  was  done  by  mixing 
it  with  some  characteristic  California  wine  to  give  it  flavor. 
Furthermore,  I  learned  that  this  wine  against  which  we  have 
to  compete  was  dosed  with  enough  salicylic  acid  to  make  it 
'  keep  on  draught  in  any  climate.' 

"You  see,  we  are  handicapped  by  the  fact  that  the  greater 
proportion  of  California  wines  shipped  to  the  East  is  consumed 
by  Italians  and  the  lower  classes  of  French,  and  one  dealer 
said  that  these  people  had  stomachs  that  would  not  be  feazed 
by  any  adulteration  of  wine.  '  All  they  want,'  said  he,  '  is 
wine — red  wine — and  as  long  as  it  is  red,  heavy  enough  and 
cheap,  they  are  satisfied.'  This  is  where  our  grave  trouble  lies, 
and  this  condition  we  must  successfully  correct  or  be  practi- 
cally driven  out  of  the  Eastern  markets  for  bulk  wines. 

"  These  dealers  in  the  East  are  going  into  the  business 
extensively.  I  know  of  one  house  that  is  putting  in  a  million 
gallons  of  new  cooperage  on  the  lake  shore  in  Ohio  in  which  to 
keep  this  brick-vineyard  wine  moving.  Missouri  is  also  in  the 
field  and  coming  to  the  fore  fast.  As  an  illustration,  I  found 
these  wines  as  far  west  as  Denver,  some  places  in  carload  lots, 
and  they  are  well  distributed.  Of  course  they  will  be  mixed 
with  California  wines  and  sold  for  the  wines  of  this  State. 

"  Where  is  the  remedy?  There  is  only  one,  if  any,  and 
that  is  a  National  pure-wine  law.  There  is  no  use  to  try  to 
secure  the  passage  of  a  pure-food  bill,  for  the  Eastern  packers 
and  manufacturing  grocers  would  fight  and  defeat  the  measure. 
The  wine  law  is  what  we  want,  aud  it  must  provide  that  the 
Internal  Revenue  Department  shall  enforce  it  as  rigidly  as 
those  laws  governing  the  production  and  sale  of  whisky  Such 
a  law  would  be  our  salvation,  but  when  we  undertake  to  ; 
it  in  the  next  Congress  we  will  doubtless  find  ourselves  op- 
posed by  the  powerful  Ohio  delegation  because  of  tlu>  faol  that 
the  Buckeye  State  is  the  greatest  producer  of  these  awful  con- 
coctions with  which  they  are  poisoning  the  public  stomach. 

"  There  are  three  things  we  should  do.  Beware  of  the 
evd  of  overproduction,  of  too  high  prices,  which  makes  these 
Eastern  wines  possible,  and  lastly,  we  must  secure  this  much- 
needed  National  protection.  If  we  do  not  accomplish  these 
things  we  will  finally  find  ourselves  driven  to  the  export  trade 
of  the  Pacific  for  a  market  and  theu  we  cannot  tell  how  soon 
these  Eastern  brick-vineyard  wiues  will  enter  the  field  and  run 
us  out.  Most  certainly  there  will  be  steps  t;ikeu  promptly 
toward  obtaining  the  legislation  suggested.  ' 


PACIFIC    WINE   AND    SPIRIT   REVIEW. 

BUSINESS  OF  THE  HALF  YEAR. 


WITH  the  exception  of  the  figures  showing  the  exports  of  wines  and  liquors  to  the  Philippines  and  the 
( >rient,  the  statistics  for  the  first  half  of  the  year  of  exports  hy  sea  are  not  very  satisfactory.  In  fact- 
some  are  decidedly  disappointing.  The  movement  of  wines  to  New  York  via  Panama  and  the  Horn  show  a 
comparative  decrease  of  over  100,000  gallons,  as  against  the  shipments  to  that  port  for  the  same  period  in  190(1. 
To  Mexico  there  was  a  falling  off  of  hulk  exports  and  an  increase  in  case  goods.  To  Central  America  the  total 
of  case  »oods  was  far  helow  that  of  the  preceding  year,  for  the  same  months.  Bulk  goods  increased  a  few 
thousand  gallons.  Shipments  to  Tahiti  indicate  a  growing  trade,  while  those  to  "all  other  foreign  countries  " 
are  very  disappointing.  The  grand  total  of  all  shipments  of  wine  by  sea,  was  4,450  cases  and  2,527,992  gallons, 
as  against  3,084,  cases  and  2,708,058  gallons  for  the  same  period  of  last  year.  This  shows  a  comparative 
gain  of  1,366  cases   and    1»0,000   gallons,  all  of  which   might  be  much  worse. 

Of  this  business  the  Philippines,  probably,  did  the  most,  but  it  is  impossible  to  show  comparative  data, 
as  the  shipments  to  Manila  during  the  first  six  months  of  1900  were  not  kept  separate  from  those  of  China 
and  Japan.  For  this  reason  there  is  an  apparent  indication  of  a  sharp  falling  off  in  trade  with  the  latter 
countries,  but  this  is  wholly  due  to  the-  placing  of  the  Philippines  exports  under  a  separate  head. 

The  brandy  exports  seem  to  have  been  entirely  diverted  to  the  Fast  by  rail,  as  there  was  a  tremen- 
dous falling  off  in  the  first  six  months  of  the  }Tear.  The  discrepancy  in  the  figures  for  case  goods  is  explained 
bvthe  fact  that  about  three  thousand  cases  were  shipped  to  Manila,  for  the  use  of  American  troops,  in  the  first 

half  of  1900. 

Whisky  exports  had  a  genuine  boom  in  case  goods,  the  total  jumping  from  13,058  cases  in  1900,  to  27,482 
cases  in  the  first  half  of  1901 .  In  the  matter  of  bulk  goods  there  was  a  great  falling  off  owing  to  the  changed 
conditions  in  the  new  possessions.  There  was  a  splendid  gain  in  the  shipments  of  miscellaneous  liquors,  the 
total  of  case  goods  being  nearly  six  times  greater  than  that  of  the  same  period  last  year.  Beer  exports  were 
largely  decreased,  while  imports  of  nearly  all  kinds  show  a  marked   falling  off. 

Statistics  of  shipments  of  wine  and   brandy  overland   to  Eastern  points  were  not  available  for  this  issue.

SEATTLE,  July  19. — This  summer  lias  been  a  very  disap- 
pointing one  to  the  liquor  trade  of  Seattle.  This  would 
liave  been,  in  all  probability,  the  banner  year  of  the  last  live, 
if  the  machinists'  strike,  which  has  now  lasted  nearly  three 
months,  had  not  occurred.  The  mill  workers  struck  this  week, 
ind  it  is  hard  to  tell  where  the  matter  will  end.  The  loss  in 
wages  alone  has  amounted  to  over  §60,000  a  month.  The 
retail  trade,  which  is  very  sensitive  to  all  changes  in  the  labor 
market,  has  probably  been  cut  fully  one-third,  and  in  the  fac- 
tory district  fully  one-half. 

The  bad  blood  caused  by  the  papers  and  Law  and  Order 
League  fight  against  the  saloon  and  gambling  trade  finally  cul- 
minated in  the  killing  of  Chief  of  Police  Meredith  by  John 
and  Tom  Cousidine,  two  brothers  and  king-pin  gamblers. 

Trade  in  the  couutry  districts  has  been  fairly  good.  Bre- 
merton saloons  have  reaped  a  harvest  from  visitors  to  the  three 
United  States  battleships  here  for  repairs. 

Liquor  Inspector  John  Meek  has  won  the  first  point  in 
the  game,  the  restraining  order  asked  for  by  Christy  &  Mil- 
ler, saloonmeu,  who  thought  that  Mr.  Meek  had  no  right  to 
enter  their  place  of  business,  being  set  aside  by  Judge  Bell. 
Walla  Walla  has  elected  a  Mayor  on  the  high-license 
ticket.  Former  Mayor,  Belz,  vetoed  an  ordinance  raising  the 
license  from  $350  to  $600.  Councilman  Babcock,  the  high- 
liceuse  candidate,  won — 657  to  554  votes.

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The    Phylloxera      '"THE   announcement  in  the  Bkvtjto

several  months  ago,  that  phyl- 
loxera existed  in  Fresno  County,  was 
followed  later  by  a  preliminary  special 
report  to  this  paper  by  Professor  Bio- 
letti,  of  the  College  of  Agriculture,  University  of  California. 
Some  of  the  Fresno  County  newspapers  denied  the  correctness 
of  the  announcement,  and  actually  used  bad  language  in  de- 
nouncing the  Professor  and  all  who  circulated  the  report. 
However,  the  truth  had  to  come  out,  and  the  one  thing  to  be 
done  is  to  endeavor  to  find  some  way  in  which  to  check  the 
further  advance  of  the  pest. 

Professor  Bioletti  has  made  a  careful  investigation,  the 
result  of  which  is  given  in  the  following  official  report: 

MR.    DIOLETTl'S    REPORT. 

''Professor  E.    W.  Hilyard,    Director  Agricultural   Experiment 
Station,  Berkeley,  Cal.: 

Dear  Sir — In  accordance  with  directions  I  have  visited 
most  of  the  principal  vineyard  districts  of  the  San  Joaquin 
Valley  to  determine  in  a  general  way  the  extent  to  which  phyl- 
loxera, recently  discovered  there,  has  infested  the  region. 
This  determination  was  necessarj'  before  it  was  possible  to 
give  the  grape  growers  very  definite  advice  as  to  the  control  of 
the  pest  and  before  commencing  any  experiments  as  to  the 
methods  of  control  most  suitable  to  the  local  conditions. 

"  South  of  San  Joaquin  County  I  was  able  to  find  the 
phylloxera  but  in  one  locality.  This  locality,  unfortunately,  is 
in  the  heart  of  the  most  important  grape-growing  region  of  the 
valley.  Seven  infested  spots  in  all  were  found,  extending  over 
an  area  two  and  one-half  miles  from  north  to  south  and  one  to 
one-half  miles  from  west  to  east.  This  area  is  practically  one 
continuous  vineyard  and  lies  in  the  center  of  the  principal 
grape-growing  district  of  Fresno  County.  It  extends  from 
about  the  center  of  Nevada  Colony  southward  to  the  railroad, 
joining  Fresno  and  Sanger. 

"The  center  of  the  infested  area  lies  about  four  miles  east 
of  the  town  limits  of  Fresuo.  Nearly  all  of  the  spots  found 
are  large,  from  two  to  ten  acres,  and  show  little  of  the  centri- 
fugal character  of  typical  '  oil  spots.'  Spots  of  several  acres  in 
extent  were  found  in  which  all  the  vines  showed  short  growth, 
but  in  which  none  of  the  vines  was  quite  dead.  Whether  this 
unusual  character  of  the  infested  spots  is  due  to  rapid  produc- 
tion of  winged  forms,  or  to  the  slow  dying  of  the  vines,  owing 
to  the  nature  of  the  soil,  which  is  very  favorable  to  the  produc- 
tion of  new  roots,  remains  to  be  investigated. 

"  Whatever  the  cause  of  this  peculiarity  in  the  nature  of 
the  infested  spots,  it  makes  it  extremely  probable  that  there 
are  many  other  spots  which  we  have  not  yet  discovered  and 
which  perhaps  at  present  show  no  injurious  effects,  but  which 
are  already  abundantly  infested.  This  makes  all  hope  of 
stamping  out  the  disease  in  the  county  by  any  method  of 
'death  treatment '  hopeless. 

"  It  is  to  be  noted,  however,  that  the  infested  district  is  in 
the  neighborhood  of  large  wineries  and  that  most  of  the  vines 
affected  are  wine  varieties  This  makes  it  probable  that  the 
original  source  of  infection  was  rooted  wine-making  varieties 
importeil  from  some  phylloxera  infected  district.  The  largest 
and  most  seriously  infested  spot,  consisting  of  fifteen  or  twenty 
acres  at  least,  is  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  a  large  block  of 
Lenoir  vines,  which  are  themselves  strongly  infested  with  the 
insects. 

"  This  makes  it  probable  that  the  pest  has  not  yet  reached 
the  large  muscat  vineyards  to  the  northeast,  west  and  south  of 
Fresno,  where  very  few  wine  grapes  are  grown,  and  if  proper 
precautions  are  taken,  that  its  spread  may  be  delayed  indefin- 
itely, on  condition    that   the   winged   form  of   the  insect  is  as 


rarely  produced  in  the  San  Joaquin  Vallej  as  it  appeared  to  be 
in  more  northerly  regions  of  California  The  large  irrigating 
canals  should  be  effective  barriers  to  the  spread  of  the  root 
insects  north  and  south,  while  the  large  grain  and  alfalfa  fields 
on  the  west  should  restrain  them  in  that  direction. 

"  These  barriers,  though  effective  in  checking  the  per- 
fectly natural  spread  of  the  root  insect,  are,  of  course,  ineffec- 
tual in  preventing  its  artificial  spread  by  means  of  root  cut- 
tings, trees,  grape  boxes,  etc.  The  safety,  therefore,  of  the 
bulk  of  the  raisin  vineyards  of  Fresno  County  for  many  years 
depends  upon  a  careful  exclusion  from  the  uninfected  vine- 
yards of  all  material  from  infested  areas  capable  of  introducing 
the  pest.  It  seems  that  little  can  be  done  by  laws  or  ordi- 
nances to  this  end,  but  most  must  depend  upon  a  correct 
knowledge  of  the  facts  of  the  case  on  the  part  of  the  rinejaxd 
owners  themselves. 

"The  dissemination  of  this  knowledge  would  seem  to  be 
properly  a  function  of  the  Horticultural  Commissioners  of 
Fresno  County,  of  whose  efficiency  in  this  respect  I  had 
abuudant  evidence  on  my  visit  to  their  county.

Wines  on  Steamers. 

AN  attache  of  a  prominent  city  hotel,  who  has  made  a  num- 
ber of  trips  abroad,  gives  the  Register  some  interesting 
statistics.  On  the  English  steamers,  he  says,  the  fare  is  most 
excellent,  both  for  passengers  and  the  crew.  The  English 
steamers  adopt  the  system  of  feeding  the  orew  well  and 
working  them  for  all  they  are  worth.  All  the  stewards,  or 
waiters,  are,  of  course,  "  out  for  the  dust."  Their  system  of 
checking  is  very  lax,  in  fact  there  is  practically  none  at  all, 
and,  for  this  reason,  the  bottles  containing  distilled  waters  and 
spring  waters  are  very  often  refilled  and  substituted  without 
the  chief  steward  becoming  aware  of  the  fact,  and,  of  course, 
it  is  a  great  imposition  on  the  customers.  A  remarkable  fact 
is  given  in  connection  with  the  drinking.  English  people 
coming  to  America  are  always  anxious  to  test  the  American 
wines  and  lagers,  aud  these  have  an  astonishingly  large  sale. 
Sixteen  kinds  of  champagne  are  ordered  on  mostof  the  English 
steamers.  Of  these  the  brands  well  known  in  America  sell 
freely.  As  a  rule  he  has  noted  that  White  Seal  comes  first, 
next  follows  Pommery;  then  follows  Perrier  Jouet;  perhaps  it 
is  even  on  a  par  with  Mumm's,  for  the  quantity  sold.  Then 
follows  Veuve  Clicquot,  Ruinart,  Dry  Monopole,  Mumm's  and 
other  lesser  known  brands.  Coming  from  England  to  America 
my  informant,  who  interviewed  a  number  of  chief  stewards, 
tells  me  that  the  American  wines  are  in  most  demand,  while  on 
the  return  to  England,  English  ales  and  beers  have  the  call. 
Two  hundred  and  forty-five  cases  of  English  ales,  of  forty -eight 
quarts  to  the  case,  will  be  consumed  on  one  trip.  Of  the 
whiskies  Scotch  is  most  in  demand;  Dreadnaught  i>  probably 
sold  most,  then  follows  Dewar's,  Usher's  and  King  William. — 
The  Hotel  Register.

E.  Reray  Martin  &  Co.  J 
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Frisco's  Most  Historic  Saloon. 

ON  the  northeast  corner  of  Clay  and  Kearny  streets  is  the 
Old  California  Exchange,  a  relic  of  the  halcyon  days, 
aud  also  the  most  historic  saloou  in  San  Francisco.  The  many 
patrons  of  the  genial  proprietors,  Tom  and  Pete  McDonough, 
as  they  stand  at  the  mahogany  of  the  new  palace  of  elegance 
and  lavish  expenditure,  wrought  out  of  the  old,  know  little  of 
the  story,  and  it  is  well  to  here  recount  the  incidents  of  pio- 
neer life  that  combine  to  give  the  drinking-house  a  reputation 
and  establish  its  seniority  for  fame  over  all  others  on  the  Coast. 

The  building  in  which  The  Exchange  is  located  is  one  of 
the  oldest  landmarks  in  San  Francisco.  Notwithstanding  its 
antiquity  its  endurance  has  been  remarkable,  and  in  point  of 
soundness  and  appearance  rivals  many  of  the  modern  struc- 
tures. Only  the  best  of  materials,  procured  without  regard  for 
money,  in  days  when  money  fell  like  rain,  was  used  in  its  con- 
struction. All  the  brick,  lumber,  doors,  sash  and  glass  came 
around  the  Horn.  It  was  one  of  the  few  structures  escaping 
destruction  in  the  big  fire  that  broke  out  on  May  3,  1851,  aud 
though  it  swayed  and  creaked  under  the  strain  of  many  earth- 
quake shocks,  especially  one  in  1869,  not  a  crack  was  left  in 
the  wall  as  evidence  of  the  disturbances. 

Shortly  after  the  completion  of  the  building,  in  1850,  the 
entire  first  floor  was  used  as  the  principal  market  of  the  city. 
The  basement  was  a  large  hall,  where  beer  was  disposed  of  at 
the  present  price  of  champagne,  and  it  received  the  cream  of 
gold-laden  miners,  whose  fortunes  had  been  made  in  the  in- 
terior of  the  State.  Today  many  of  those  men,  gray-haired 
and  bent,  visit  the  old  corner  and  take  a  "  smile  "  just  "  for  old 
times'  sake." 

On  Tuesday  evening,  October  21,  1850,  the  Celebration 
Ball  of  California's  First  Admission  Day  was  held  in  the 
building  and  is  still  an  event  fresh  in  the  minds  of  the  pioneers 
and  early  settlers  of  the  State,  who  have  survived  the  ravages 
of  time.     It  was  the  first  grand  ball  ever  given  in  this  city. 

The  corner  now  occupied  by  this  popular  saloon  was  the 
stage  office  of  a  company  whose  line  extended  to  San  Jose, 
Santa  Cruz  and  Monterey.  The  arrival  of  the  stage  then  was 
an  important  event.  The  fourth  Postoffice  of  the  city  was  also 
established  on  the  premises.  The  upper  portion  was  rented 
by  the  Law  and  Order  League  as  a  meeting-place,  and  the  ac- 
complishments of  that  body  of  determined  men,  who  laid  then- 
plots  between  its  walls,  are  alone  sufficient  to  make  it  a  revered 
landmark. 

In  1861  George  W.  Ryder  and  Thomas  W.  Brennan 
opened  a  saloon  on  the  corner  and  christened  it  with  the  name 
it  bears  to  this  day.  It  was  the  only  first-class  drinking-house 
conducted  at  that  time,  and  until  the  present  day  has  sustained 
its  reputation.  It  has  never  closed  its  doors  day  or  night.  In 
fitting  up  the  place  the  proprietors  aimed  to  excel  anything  of 
its  kind  in  the  city,  and  the  mirror  was  brought  from  New 
York  at  an  expense  of  $1,500.  This  still  remains  as  part  of 
the  bar  fixtures  and  is  a  marvel  in  size,  being  larger  than  any 
on  the  Coast. 

In  1881  McDonough  Bros,  purchased  The  Exchange,  and 
remodeled  it  at  a  cost  of  $10,000;  but  reminiscence  still  hangs 
about  the  place,  and  from  the  quality  of  the  good  drinkables 
served  there  to  tickle  the  palates  of  the  thirsty,  it  Vould 
appear  as  if  they  had  been  stored  in  the  building  at  the  time 
of  its  construction.  John  D.  O'Brien. 


Fighting  For  a  Valuable  Name. 

SUITS  for  a  perpetual  injunction  and  an  accounting  have 
been  instituted  in  the  United  States  Court  in  Louisville, 
by  Julius  Kessler  &  Co.,  against  Joseph  R.  Walker  &  Co.,  of 
Lawrenceburg,  and  the  Old  McBrayer  Distillery  Company,  of 
Frankfort,  Ky. 

Perpetual  injunctions  are  asked,  aud  that  the  defendants 
be  restrained  from  using  the  names  of  "J.  H.  McBrayer"  and 
"McBrayer"  in  connection  with  their  brands  of  whisky.  An 
injunction  is  asked  to  restrain  the  Frankfort  Company  from 
using  the  corporate  name,  "  Old  McBrayer  Distillery  Com- 
pany." The  complaint  alleges  that  through  the  usage  of  the 
trade-mark  name,  "McBrayer,"  the  defendants  have  illegally 
gained  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  and  have  injured  the 
trade  value  of  the  name  "  McBrayer." 

The  petition  says  that  in  1850  Andrew  McBrayer  first  be- 
gan the  manufacture  of  the  brand  known  to  the  trade  as  the 
McBrayer  whisky.  This  was  continued  until  his  death,  when 
the  manufacture  was  made  by  his  son,  W.  H.  McBrayer,  until 
the  time  of  his  death.  It  was  then  carried  on  by  the  devisees 
of  his  estate  until  March  20,  1899,  when  it  was  sold  to  the 
Kentucky  Distilleries  and  Warehouse  Company,  from  whom 
Kessler  &  Co.  secured  the  property,  February  15, 1901. 

The  petition  further  recites  that  in  1860  J.  H.  McBrayer 
began  the  manufacture  of  whisky  on  a  small  scale  iu  Anderson 
County,  and  continued  until  1870.  The  petition  sets  forth 
that  in  1889  he  granted  to  Jos.  B.  Walker  the  license  to  use 
the  names  "J.  H.  McBrayer"  and  "McBrayer"  on  the 
whiskies  he  manufactured. 

In  the  suit  against  the  "  Old  McBrayer  Distillery  Com- 
pany," of  Frankfort,  the  petition  recites  the  manufacture  of 
the  McBrayer  whiskies  by  Audrew  McBrayer  and  his  son,  W. 
H.  McBrayer,  and  his  devisees,  and  the  sale  of  the  property 
and  all  privileges  to  the  Kentucky  Distilleries  and  Warehouse 
Company,  from  whom  the  complainant  purchased  it,  February 
15,  1901.  The  petition  adds  that  in  1892,  J.  H.  McBrayer, 
who  had  conducted  a  small  distillery  in  Anderson  County  from 
1860  to  1870,  E.  H.  Taylor,  J.  S.  Taylor,  Kinner  Taylor  and 
John  Meagher  organized  a  corporation  known  as  the  J.  H. 
McBrayer  Distilling  Company;  that  to  this  corporation  Mc- 
Brayer contributed  no  money,  and  was  never  directly  con- 
cerned in  the  manufacture  of  whisky.  The  corporation  assigned 
in  1893,  and  on  July  12,  1895,  its  outfit  was  sold  to  John 
Meagher,  who  organized  the  J.  H.  McBrayer  Distilling  Com- 
pany. McBrayer  instituted  suit  to  prevent  the  use  of  the  name, 
and  in  1896  it  was  changed  to  the  "  Old  McBrayer  Distilling 
Company,"  later  amended  to  the  "  Old  McBrayer  Distillery 
Company."  The  petition  brings  the  same  charges  against  this 
Company  as  against  Walker,  and  prays  for  the  same  relief. 


Land  of  the  Blooming  Crank. 

AN  ordinance  has  been  adopted  by  the  City  Council  of 
Topeka,  Kan.,  which,  it  is  believed,  will  make  it 
impossible  for  the  "  jointists"  to  do  business  in  that  city.  The 
ordinance  makes  it  unlawful  to  treat  a  friend  to  a  drink  of 
liquor  in  a  private  house. 

A  man  is  declared  to  be  guilty  of  violating  the  ordinance 
if  he  is  found  iu  a  place  where  liquor  is  sold.  The  ordinance 
does  not  require  that  an  actual  sale  shall  be  proved.  Heavy 
fines  and  imprisonment  of  thirty  to  one  hundred  days  in  jail 
are  the  penalties  for  violations  of  the  ordinance.

Ellis  street,  of  which  Andy  Harrington  is  the  senior  owner. 
Bob  and  Andy,  the  twins,  are  having  a  lively  enough  experi- 
ence, but  it  is  nothing  to  the  woes  of  Andy's  partner,  Jake 
Newcomer.  The  trouble  is  that  this  otherwise  wise  young 
man  does  not  know  where  he  is  at,  and  he  is  making  no  head- 
way in  locating  himself.

Jamaica 
rum,  fifteen  do.  rye  whisky,  seven  and  one-half  do.  bourbon 
whisky,  seven  and  one-half  do.  gin,  five  do.  sherry  wine,  five 
do.  port  wine.  Then  take  two  large  peaches,  slice  and  put  in 
a  large  mixing  glass;  muddle  well  and  add  one-half  whisky 
glass  of  bromo  seltzer  and  shake  all  together.  After  you  have 
got  this  far  yon  will  have  to  use  your  own  judgment,  as  the  in- 
ventor cannot  say  just  what  might  happen.  The  best  way  is  to 
try  it.  The  beverage  is  said  to  be  one  that  a  man  can  never 
f  orget. 


First  Wilson  Rye  in  Frisco. 

"DTE.  All  right,  my  boy.  What  is  your  form ?  Wilson? 
1  V  Well,  that's  a  good  whisky,  and  I  was  instrumental  in 
introducing  it  in  this  City."  It  was  Tom  Cazneau,  at  Sam 
Mount's,  under  the  Russ  Honse,  who  was  speaking,  and  he 
was  in  a  reminiscent  mood.  "Much  call  for  Rye  ?  "  was  asked 
to  draw  him  out. 

"Yes,  considerable.  Yet  I  remember  when  you  had  to 
brush  the  cobwebs  off  the  bottle  whenever  a  drink  of  Rye  was 
called  for.  It  was  Bourbon  everywhere,  and  that's  only  a  few ' 
years  ago.  About  ten  years  ago,  Henderson,  the  Chicago 
Theatrical  Manager,  came  out  here  with  "The  Silver  Slipper." 
I  was  at  the  Grand  Opera  House  bar  then  and  'he  introduced 
me  to  Col.  Gannon,  a  friend  of  his.  Col.  Gannon  was  travel- 
ing for  Wilson's  Rye  and  he  asked  me  to  try  a  case  behind  the 
bar.  Rye  was  the  only  form  in  the  east  in  those  days,  but  we 
hadn't  got  on  to  it  here.  I  tried  it  and  it  went.  A  lot  of 
young  bloods  who  had  been  to  College  in  the  Eastern  States 
came  to  see  the  show  and  stayed  to  drink  Wilson's.  They'd 
got  used  to  it  in  the  East.  Rye  has  gone  well  since  that  time, 
and  there  are  half  a  dozen  good  brands  on  the  market,  but  I 
always  remember  that  1  handed  out  the  first  bottle  of  Wilson 
here."

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Czar  Krutschnitt's  Alarming  Ukase. 

THE  howl  of  pain  and  rage  heard  to  the  Eastward  during 
the  month,  was  not  Col.  Bryan  venting  his  feelings  on  his 
turn-down  by  the  Buckeye  Democrats,  but  the  Oakland,  Ala- 
meda and  Berkeley  "  commuters"  voicing  their  anguish  at  the 
order  of  Manager  Krutschnitt,  that  the  wine-rooms  on  the 
ferries  must  go  after  August  1st. 

If  the  three-hundred-pound  autocrat  of  the  Yellow  build- 
ing had  ordered  out  the  deadly  eating-joints  on  the  boats,  he 
would  have  done  a  good  thing  in  the  way  of  protecting  the 
traveling  public,  but  to  say  to  the  20,000  sovereigu  voters  of 
the  sister  cities  that  they  are  children  who  must  be  protected 
from  temptation — that  they  have  no  rights  that  the  Company 
is  bound  to  respect — after  they  step  on  the  boat,  is  a  little 
more  than  the  patrons  of  the  Corporation  are  prepared  to  stand 
with  equanimity. 

It  is  hard  to  realize  that  a  man  with  such  a  name  would 
issue  such  an  ukase  just  at  the  time  that  our  German  friends 
were  headed  in  this  direction  from  all  parts  of  the  country.  It 
may  be  that  he  was  barred  out  of  somo  shooting  fest  in  the 
past  for  bad  marksmanship,  and  is  taking  this  cruel  means  of 
obtaining  redress.  At  least  it  is  an  outrage,  and  it  is  stated 
th'it  the  red-hot  protest  that  has  been  filed  against  the  order, 
gave  President  Hayes,  of  the  S.  P.  Co.,  such  a  shock  that  he 
immediately  denied  all  responsibility  for  the  cruel  dictum  of 
Mr.  Krutschnitt. 

The  over-the-bay  press  should  take  up  the  matter  before 
it  is  too  late,  and  hammer  the  big  railroad  man  out  of  his 
alarming  position,  unless  they  want  to  see  the  towns  on  that 
side  of  the  water  largely  depopulated.  If  the  order  stands, 
the  Santa  Fe,  Tiburon  and  Sausalito  ferry  systems  will  need  to 
be  enlarged,  for  the  suffering  mankind  of  the  Eastern  shore 
will  certainly  move  their  homes  to  points  where  the  drouthy 
decision  of  this  new  Czar  cannot  effect  them. 

Let  us  hope  that  there  will  be  a  reconsideration  of  this 
momentous  matter,  and  that  the  little  "wet  "  corner  in  each 
big  boat  will  be  allowed  to  remain.

The  Rock  Springs  Distillery  made  its  last  mash  of  the 
season  Wednesday.  The  boys  at  the  distillery  asked  Distiller 
Silas  Roseufeld  to  give  them  a  "  blow-out,"  and  he  told  them 
they  could  blow  the  whistle,  and  blow  it  they  did.  About  5 
o'clock  the  big  steam  "  hollerer  "  was  turned  loose,  and  for 
fifteen  minutes  made  echoes  all  over  that  end  of  the  County. 
People  in  tho  city  thought  bedlam  had  broken  loose.  A  pas- 
sing freight  train  added  its  "scream"  to  the  din  and  there 
was  a  general  hullabaloo.  Mr.  Rosenberg  afterward  treated 
the  whole  force  to  a  liquid  and  substantial  "  blow-out,"  and 
the  season's  run  ended  amid  much  jollity.  The  run  has  been 
a  very  successful  one. 

The  Rock  Spring  goes  on  year  after  year,  making  good 
whisky  aud  good  money,  too.  There  is  no  more  popular  or 
successful  distiller  in  Daviess  County  than  Si  Roseufeld. 
who  presides  over  the  practical  operation  of  the  plant.  He 
has  added  many  original  improvements  to  the  distilling  busi- 
ness, and  the  Rock  Spring  is  one  of  the  best  equipped  plants 
iu  Kentucky.  —  Ovoenaboro  Daily  Meissen 


After  many  years  the  Government  has  decided  that  all 
continuous  brandy  stills  must  have  an  automatic  measuring 
attachment  in  order  that  Uncle  Samuel  may  be  further  pro- 
tected against  possible  fraud.  The  order  having  gone  forth, 
the  next  thing  was  to  secure  the  required  devi.e,  and  to  Carl 
Schalitz,  proprietor  of  Sanders  &  Co.'s  Copper  Works,  fell 
the  task.  Mr.  Schalitz  invented  a  measuring  attachment 
which  was  adopted  by  the  Government,  and  he  is  now  busy 
building  the  measurers  in  order  that  every  continuous  still  in 
the  State  may  be  equipped  with  one  before  the  season  opens. 
General  orders  are  coming  in  so  fast  thai  it  is  difficult  to  keep 
up  with  them.  Mr.  Schalitz  is  now  making  several  large  stills 
intended  to  produce  spirits  op  to  190  degrees.  These  stills 
make  a   high-grade    distillate  which   is   specially  desirable  for 

fortifying  sweetwinea.

BOOM   PRICES   FOR   GRAPES. 

LOS  ANGELES,  July  25.—  Vineyardists  of  Southern  Cali- 
fornia, particularly  the  growers  of  sweet-wine  grapes,  are 
definitely  assured  of  the  most  prosperous  season  in  the  history 
of  the  industry  in  this  part  of  the  State.  Not  only  is  the 
acreage  much  larger  this  year  than  ever  before,  and  the  crop 
prospects  indicative  of  a  large  yield,  but  the  price  of  sweet- 
wine  grapes  has  been  fixed  at  a  much  higher  price  than  ever 
before  ruled  south  of  the  Tehachapi. 

The  growers  and  makers  met  at  Pasadena  on  the  17th  inst. 
to  fix  the  price  of  grapes  for  the  coming  season.  There  was 
a  large  attendance  and  it  was  soon  evident  that  a  lively  contest 
was  in  prospect.  The  makers  were  for  hammering  the  price, 
while  the  growers  were  equally  firm  for  better  prices. 

Gradually  the  price  advanced  to  $18  a  ton,  and  at  length 
the  buyers  reluctantly  offered  $20.  At  this  point  H.  J.  Wool- 
lacott,  of  Los  Angeles,  caused  general  astonishment  by  offering 
$25  a  ton  for  all  the  grapes  that  were  offered  him.  Growers 
rallied  around  him,  and  in  a  few  minutes  he  had  contracted 
for  between  2,500  and  3,000  tons — all  that  was  controlled  by 
those  present. 

Then  Mr.  Woollacott  went  his  own  offer  one  better  by 
making  this  offer: 

' '  Now  if  I  can  get  1,000  tons  more,  I  will  pay  for  the  whole 
amount  under  contract  $26,  and  if  I  can  get  2,000  tons  more  I 
will  pay  $27." 

He  does  this  in  order  to  spur  those  who  have  sold  to  him 
to  induce  the  other  growers  to  sign  the  contract  and  thus  get 
practically  the  whole  crop  of  Southern  California. 

In  talking  of  the  subject,  Mr.  Woollacott  said:  J" It  puts 
$20,000  to  $25,000  in  the  pockets  of  the  growers,  the  sum  de- 
pending on  whether  the  price  is  to  be  $25,  $26  or  $27  per  ton, 
and  on  the  gross  tonnage  to  be  turned  in." 

This  puts  Mr.  Woollacott  and  the  syndicate  he  represents 
practically  in  control  of  the  sweet-wine  output  of  Southern 
California  for  the  coming  season.  Mr.  Woollacott  is  not  alone 
in  the  deal,  for  New  York  capital  is  behind  him.  On  behalf 
of  the  people  he  represents,  he  has  bought  from  the  L.  J.  Rose 
Company,  Limited,  of  London,  the  old  Rose  Winery  at  Sunny 
Slope,  and  paid  a  deposit  on  it.  The  work  of  providing  coo- 
perage for  the  wine  will  be  taken  up  at  once,  and  in  the  fall  the 
old  Rose  ranch  will  be  busy  again,  as  it  was  twenty  years  ago. 

Some  time  ago  the  State  Bank  and  Trust  Company  of  this 
city  came  into  possession  of  the  Crank  vineyards,  near  La- 
mauda.  Mr.  Woollacott,  becoming  President  of  the  bank,  and 
knowing  the  intrinsic  value  of  grapes,  took  the  matter  in  hand 
of  getting  a  fair  price  for  the  fruit.  Last  year  he  enlisted  the 
California  Wine  Association  in  his  scheme  and  forced  the  price 
of  grapes  to  $16.50.     That  was  a  big  lift  to  the  growers. 

This  year  the  local  winemakers  were  talking  of  $13  as  the 
price  of  grapes.     In  the  meeting  yesterday  when   they    found 


out  how  steadfast  the  growers  were  for  good  prices  the  figure 
was  raised  to  $18,  and  then  to  $20.  At  this  point  the  buyers 
balked  and  declared  that  no  one  could  or  would  pay  more. 
Then  Mr.  Woollacott  exploded  his  bomb  by  the  offer  of  $25. 

There  are  experts,  though,  who  estimate  that  the  crop  will 
reach  5,000  to  6,000  tons,  so  it  is  plain  that  the  grape  growers 
will  reap  a  golden  harvest  this  year. 

But  although  Mr.  Woollacott  has  succeeded  in  cornering 
a  large  portion  of  the  crop,  he  is  not  going  to  secure  the  re- 
mainder without  an  effort.  There  are  others  who  are  de- 
termined to  handle  some  of  the  crop,  and  it  would  not  be 
surprising  if  the  figure  reached  $30  before  the  last  grape  is 
picked. 

GENERAL  NOTES. 

Charlie  Fisher,  representing  Christie  &  Wise  in  the 
handling  of  Hunter  Rye,  is  in  town. 

W.  W.  Erskine,  representing  the  Wilson  Rye  whisky  and 
the  Cresta  Blanca  wines,  was  in  town  last  week. 

Gus  Heymann,  representing  G.  Cohn  &  Co.,  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, was  here  last  week  with  samples  of  an  excellent  line  of 
whiskies. 

Charles  Townsend,  of  the  firm  of  Taylor  &  Wilson,  was 
in  town  for  several  days  recently,  during  which  time  he  placed 
several  large  orders  for  Yellowstone  whisky. 

Since  the  trouble  in  the  Richelieu, 'during  which  Jim  Fitz- 
gerald, of  Yuma,  came  near  stopping  a  bullet,  Al  Levy  has 
decided  that  it  would  be  for  his  best  interests  to  close  the 
place  after  midnight.  In  consequence  one  of  the  best  known 
all-night  resorts  in  the  town  is  in  darkness  now  the  latter  part 
of  the  night. 

There  is  practically  nothing  doing  in  the  whisky  trade 
here  now,  but  both  of  the  local  breweries  are  taxed  to  their 
full  capacity  to  meet  the  demand  for  beer,  while  the  Northern 
and  Eastern  brands  are  also  quaffed  in  enormous  quantities. 
The  Rainier  beer  has  met  with  instant  favor,  and  is  one  of  the 
most  popular  beers  on  the  market. 

Clarence  Berry,  the  "Klondike  king,"'  has  become  inter- 
ested with  Mike  Polaski  in  the  management  of  the  billiard 
parlors  which  Polaski  recently  opened  in  the  rear  of  his  popu- 
lar resurt  on  South  Spring  street.  Many  additions  and  im- 
provements have  been  made  to  the  parlors  until  they  are  about 
as  handsome  as  any  on  the  Coast. 

The  town  is  filled  with  Arizonans  who  have  come  up  to 
the  Coast  to  cool  off.  They  are  a  jovial  crowd  and  pay  a  justly 
deserved  tribute  to  the  quality  of  wet  goods  dispensed  at  the 
various  resorts,  but  they  miss  the  click  of  the  faro  chips,  the 
whirr  of  the  roulette  wheel  and  the  spatter  of  the  poker  deck. 
They  say  Los  Angeles  is  all  right  in  many  respects,  but  it  can 
never  hope  to  become  a  metropolitan  city  like  Bisbee,  or 
Globe,  or  Phoenix,  until  the  people  loosen  up  a  little. 

That  merry  band  of  jesters,  the  City  Council,  is  engaged 
just  now  in  an  endeavor  to  suppress  the  so-called  restaurants 
that  depend  almost  entirely  upon  their  liquor  trade  for  exist- 
ence, and  in  devising  some  scheme  by  means  of  which  houses 
of  ill-repute,  and  other  places  that  hold  only  Federal  licenses, 
can  be  made  to  contribute  to  the  city  revenues  for  the  privilege 
of  selling  liquor.  So  far,  however,  they  have  only  succeeded 
in  making  themselves  even  more  ridiculous  than  they  hereto- 
fore appeared. 
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A  decision  in  favor  of  the  Hostetter  Company  was  ren- 
dered by  Judge  Wellborn  in  the  Federal  Court  a  few  days  ago, 
and  a  decree  of  injunction  and  accounting  was  issued  against 
E.  P.  Raether,  of  San  Diego,  the  defendant.  Raether  is  a 
wholesale  liquor  merchant,  and  it  was  alleged  that  he  refilled 
empty  bottles  that  had  contained  Hostetter's  Stomach  Bitters 
with  a  concoction  of  his  own  make  and  sold  it  for  the  genuine 
product  at  a  low  price.  An  Examiner  will  be  appointed  to 
ascertain,  if  possible,  the  quantity  of  spurious  liquid  sold  by 
Raether,  and  the  amount  of  damages  for  the  complainant  will 
be  fixed  by  his  report. 

James  P.  Davenport,  local  manager  for  Sherwood  &  Sher- 
wood, has  been  devoting  his  attention  during  the  past  f.ew 
months  to  putting  Schlitz  Export  beer  on  the  California 
market.  He  has  covered  the  State  as  far  north  as  Marvsville, 
and  since  March  18th  has  sold  seven  carloads  of  the  beverage. 
This  month  he  has  been  resting  and  looking  after  the  firm's 
interests  in  this  vicinity,  but  early  in  August  he  will  go  north 
again  on  another  tour  in  the  interest  of  the  Schlitz  nectar.  Mr. 
Davenport  reports  the  outlook  for  sweet  wines  for  the  coming 
season  the  best  in  the  history  of  this  section,  and  sajs  the 
price  will  advance  ten  to  twelve  cents  a  gallon.  It  is  the  gen- 
eral supposition  that  the  supply  on  hand  is  about  exhausted, 
but  Mr.  Davenport  knows  where  there  are  several  good-sized 
stocks  held  in  reserve,  and  he  expects  to  gather  them  all  in 
before  he  goes  north.  J.  J.  C.

Too  Much  Hurrah. 


IT  is  expected  that  wine  grapes  this  season  will  command  an 
exceptionally  high  price.  Last  year  the  yield  was  com- 
paratively small,  and  not  too  much  wine  was  held  over  for  this 
season.  This  year  the  early  frosts  injured  the  vineyards  and 
the  crop  will  be  even  less  than  last  year's,  says  the  Stockton 
Mail. 

Contracts  are  being  freely  offered  by  the  wineries  at  the 
rate  of  $25  a  ton,  and  some  predict  that  the  regular  market 
will  go  to  $30.  Vineyardists  are  very  chary  about  letting  go, 
and  in  some  parts  of  the  State  they  are  asking  $3o  a  ton,  with- 
out tests.  At  the  rate  of  $25  a  ton,  which  is  the  current 
market  offering  today,  the  vineyardists  will  realize  at  the  rate 
of  $300  an  acre  for  the  yield. 

No  other  ciop  in  the  State  can  make  a  showing  at  all  com- 
parable with  the  present  prospects  of  viticulture.  But  this  is 
not  the  whole  story.  The  winery  men  are  evidently  anticipa- 
ting along  period  of  high  prices,  for  some  of  them  are  willing 
to  make  contracts  for  ten  years  at  the  rate  of  $20  a  ton.  This 
is  a  condition  of  affairs  never  before  recorded  since  the  wine 
industry    assumed    any   proportions   on    the   Coast.     Twenty

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Inconsistency  and  the  "New  Voice." 

'  I  "'HE  New  Voice,  the  title  of  which  would  be  more  appropri- 
'  ate  if  the  "o"  were  dropped  out  of  the  word  "  voice,"  is 
wroth  at  the  Review.  It  objects  to  the  language  used  in  a  re- 
cent article  in  this  journal,  in  which  a  few  homely  truths  re- 
garding J.  G.  Woolley,  publisher  of  the  Voice,  and  Leg-puller- 
in-General  of  the  Prohibitionists  of  this  country,  as  neither 
elegant  or  courteous.  It  may  be  that  we  threw  in  a  few  under- 
done terms,  but  the  editor  of  our  disesteemed  contemporary 
should  look  at  some  of  his  own  handiwork  at  the  bottom  of  the 
last  column  on  page  9  of  the  issue  of  July  18th.

Even  a  Portland  boot-legger  would  be  ashamed  to 
tell  such  a  story  as  that. 

The 
Voice  is  certainly  better  calculated  to  circulate  among  water 
front  joints  than  in  respectable  families. 


Vale  "Cow  College." 

IT  is  announced  that  henceforth  the  experimental  cellar  at 
the  Viticultural  College,  University  of  California,  will  be 
discontinued  and  the  space  devoted  to  a  dairy  school.  This 
part  of  the  so-called  "Cow  College,"  the  only  department  of  the 
University  from  which  ex-Governor  Budd  could  graduate,  was 
never  of  any  practical  value  to  the  winemakers  of  the  State, 
and  it  will  therefore  not  be  missed.  We  understand  that  the 
study  of  vines  and  soils  will  be  continued  as  usual.  In  this 
line  there  is  important  work  to  be  done. 


Knocks  Out  County  Saloon  License. 

THE  Supreme  Court  in  upholding  a  demurrer  in  a  Los 
Angeles  case,  during  the  month,  has  practically  decided 
that  licenses  imposed  on  saloons  in  incorporated  cities  was  a 
police  regulation  for  protection,  and  not  for  revenue  purposes. 
Under  such  a  decision  the  County  would  have  no  right  to  col- 
lect licenses  for  saloons  within  incorporated  cities.  The 
Supreme  Court  has  given  the  County  of  Los  Angeles  a  week  in 
which  to  answer  and  show  cause  why  such  taxes  should  be 
paid  to  the  County. 

The  history  of  the  case  is  interesting.  Henry  Pfirrmann 
is  a  liquor  dealer  in  Los  Angeles.  In  the  spring  of  the  current 
year  he  purchased  a  saloon  from  August  Lepperett  and  en- 
gaged in  business  under  the  firm  name  of  Pfirrmann  &  Baurn- 
garten.  On  June  27th  he  paid  a  city  license  tax  of  $50.  An 
attempt  was  then  made  to  compel  him  to  pay  a  County  tax  of 
$15  per  month.  On  legal  advice  he  declined  to  make  payment, 
and  was  finally  imprisoned  by  the  County  authorities  on  June 
27th.  A  petition  for  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus  was  filed  with 
the  Superior  Court  and  was  denied.  Pfirrmann  then  appealed 
to  the  Supreme  Court. 

The  State  law  in  question,  which  was  passed  at  the  last 
session  of  the  Legislature  is  in  part  as  follows: 

"Boards  of  Supervisors  of  the  Counties  of  the  State,  and 
the  legislative  bodies  of  the  incorporated  cities  and  towns 
therein,  shall,  in  the  exercise  of  their  police  powers,  and  for 
the  purpose  of  regulation,  as  herein  provided,  and  not  other- 
wise, have  power  to  license  all  and  every  kind  of  business  not 
prohibited  by  law,  and  transacted  and  carried  on  within  the 
limits  of  their  respective  jurisdictions,  and  all  shows,  exhibi- 
tions and  lawful  games  carried  on  therein,  to  fix  the  license 
rates  of  tax  upon  the  same  and  to  provide  for  the  collection  of 
the  same  by  suit  or  otherwise. 

Pfirrmann  in  his  petition  recites  at  length  the  ordinance 
of  Los  Angeles  which  governs  liquor  selling  and  shows  that 
his  business  is  legally  regulated  by  the  municipal  laws.  The 
legislative  enactment  states  that  the  licensing  power  shall  be 
used  "for  the  purpose  of  regulating,  etc.,  and  not  otherwise." 
Hence  he  claims  that  the  County  has  no  right  to  impose  a 
license  on  the  same  business  for  which  he  has  already  paid  all 
that  the  law  requires  to  the  city. 

The  Supreme  Court  admits  the  plea  and  gives  the  Los 
Angeles  County  authorities  one  week  in  which  to  show  that 
the  law  means  something  different  from  what  it  says. 

Chief  Justice  Beatty  says  in  his  opinion  that  there  is  ap- 
parently no  other  interpretation  to  the  law  than  that  Counties 
must  lose  their  revenue  from  liquor  selling.  All  towns  in  the 
State  theoretically  use  their  license  revenue  for  "  the  purpose 
of  regulation."  Counties  also  draw  a  license  revenue,  but  the 
towns  have  already  made  their  regulations,  so  the  funds  re- 
ceived by  the  former  are  apparently  not  derived  in  accordance 
with  the  law.

The  bill  with  the  surprising  joker  in  it  was  known  as  As- 
sembly Bill  456,  and  was  introduced  by  Kelly  and  put  through 
the  Senate  by  Senator  Edward  K.  Taylor.     It   is   stated   that 
Taylor  is  now  flooding  the  State  with  circulars  to  retailers  out 
side  of  San  Francisco,  in  which  he  agrees  to  protect  them  i 
the  courts  against  the  collection  of  any  County  license,  unde: 
the  new  law,  or  make  no  charge  for  costs  or  legal   services 
There  will  be  a  wild  howl  from  the  Anti-Saloon  Leaguers,  bu 
it  looks  as  though  the  liquor   dealers    would   be   free  of   thi 
double  tax  until  such  time  as  other  legislation  may  be  had 
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Frederick  Beringer. 

FREDERICK  BERINGER,  one  of  the  leading  wine 
men  of  this  State,  died  at  his  home,  Villa  Beringer,  in 
St.  Helena,  Napa  County,  on  July  12th.  Mr.  Beringer  was 
senior  member  of  the  firm  of  Beringer  Brothers,  proprietors 
of  the  Los  Hermanos  vineyards  and  winery.  He  was  bom  in 
■?v#Vv»  Mainz,    Germany,    in    1840, 

'*        >/  and    was     educated    in    St. 

\  Louis    College,    Paris.     He 

B   '*zs  came  to  New  York   in  1862. 

In  1884  Mr.  Beringer 
came  to  California  and  elec- 
ted the  handsome  home  he 
has  since  occupied.  While 
-^.  he  resided  in  New  York  Mr. 
Beringer  was  an  honored 
member  of  the  Orion  Soci- 
ety, being  President  for  thir- 
teen consecutive  years.  He 
was  a  personal  friend  of  Ex- 
President  Cleveland,  and  in  1888  was  an  elector  from  this  State 
on  the  Democratic  ticket.  He  has  served  as  Town  Trustee  in 
St.  Helena  for  a  number  of  years,  and  at  the  time  of  his 
death  was  President  of  the  Savings  Bank  of  St.  Helena. 

The  funeral  was  the  largest  ever  held  in  St.  Helena,  the 
ceremonies  being  highly  impressive.  The  principal  feature 
was  an  address  delivered  in  German  and  also  in  English,  by 
Charles  Buudschu,  of  the  Gundlach-Bundschu  Wine  Com- 
pany. His  remarks  were  an  eloquent  eulogy  of  the  life  and 
character  of  his  dead  friend,  and  he  concluded  with  the  read- 
ing of  an  original  poem  in  memoriam. 

Mr.  Beringer  is  survived  by  a  widow  and  three  children — 
Frederick  Beringer  Jr.,  now  in  Honolulu,  Miss  Eda  and  Miss 
Anita;  also  a  brother,  Jacob  L.  Beringer,  who  for  years  has 
been  his  business  associate.  The  pall-bearers  were  George 
Schonewald,  C.  Carpy,  W.  W.  Lyman,  G.  W.  Schmidt,  E  S. 
Schuneman  and  F.  L.  Alexander.

Hiram  Todd  Dewey. 

HI  I : AM  TODD  DEWEY  died  at  his  summer  home.  Edge- 
mere,    Queens   Borough,    N.  Y.,  on    the    11th    of    July, 
1901,  in  the  85th  year  of  his  age.     In  the  business  world  he 
was  widely  known    as    the    founder  and  chief  of  the  house  of 
H.  T.  Dewey  &  Sons  Company,  American  grape  growers,  wine 
manufacturers    and  dealers, 
the    business   of  which    was 
begun  and  has  been  carried 
on  in  Manhattan,  N.  Y.,  for 
a  period  ol  thirty -seven  years. 

Mr.  Dewey  was  born  in 
Poultney,  Vt.,  in  1816,  of  a 
stock,  the  first  of  whom  in 
this  country  left  Kent,  Eng- 
land, in  1633,  and  became 
an  inhabitant  of  Dorcester, 
Mass.  This  one  of  his  de- 
scendants in  early  life  went 
with  his  parents  to  the  north- 
ern part  of  Ohio,  near  San- 
dusky, where  for  some  time  he  was  occupied  as  ;t  jeweler,  com- 
prehending the  various  arts  and  labors  appertaining  to  that 
calling  in  a  country  district. 

Jn  1857  his  attention  was  directed  to  grape  culture.  He 
was  not  only  recognized  as  the  pioneer,  but  also  as  the  patri- 
arch, iu  the  manufacture  of  American  wines.  In  his  early 
struggles  for  a  foothold  in  New  York,  where  a  place  for  his 
foot  seemed  to  be  denied,  a  word  of  cheer  from  one  of  the 
members  of  a  long  established  and  well-known  business  house 
gave  to  him  an  encouragement  and  a  hope,  which  to  his  latest 
day  was  a  grateful  recollection  in  the  mind  of  Mr.  Dewey.  He 
was  essentially  a  religious  man,  thoroughly  imbued  with  the 
practices  and  principles  which  that  word  implies  among  the 
people  and  iu  the  times  in  which  his  youth,  his  manhood  and 
his  old  age  were  a  part.  He  was,  therefore,  essentially  a  tem- 
perance man,  paradoxical  as  that  may  now  and  did  often  appear, 
to  the  temperance  extremists,  who  from  time  to  time,  upbraided 
and  villified  him  and  sought  to  stigmatize  him  as  unfit  to  be 
reckoned  among  the  worthy.  They  never  caused  him  to  swerve 
from  his  duty,  as  he  understood  it,  nor  from  persistence  in 
his  business,  which  to  him  was  in  the  line  of  his  duty,  and 
has  contributed  largely  to  a  healthful  gratification  of  a  com- 
mon desire,  which,  but  for  such  a  method,  might  very  easily 
lead  to  disastrous  excess  in  worse  methods.  He  sought  for 
American  wines  an  honorable  place  in  the  domestic  and  com- 
mercial life  of  his  countrymen.  The  arts  of  deceit  and  mis- 
representation were  no  part  of  Mr.  Dewey's  business  practice. 
His  grapes  and  their  juices,  iu  whatever  stage  of  development, 
were  unmistakablv  American  and  honest.

The  Dukes  of  Burgundy  also  encouraged  its  culture  and 
soon  became  proud  of  their  own  wines,  which  were  of  such  a 
fine  quality  that  their  people  called  them  "  the  princes  of  good 
wines." 

In  the  year  1000,  the  Norsemen,  landing  in  North  America, 
find  the  grapevine  growing  luxuriantly  everywhere,  and  called 
the  new  discovered  country  "Vinland." 

In  1088,  Pope  Urbain  II  selects  the  Champagne  wine  of 
Ay  as  the  best  wine,  and  orders  it  sent  to  him  at  Rome.  It 
was  then  a  non-sparkling  red  wine,  similar  to  the  now  cele- 
brated wine  of  Bouzy. 

In  1214  at  the  exposition  of  wines  at  Paris,  the  Chyprus 
wine  won  the  first  prize  and  the  title  of  "Pope";  the  Malaga 
wine  won  the  second  prize  and  the  title  of  "Cardinal";  and 
the  La  Goutte  d'Or  wine  won  the  third  prize  and  the  title  of 
"One  of  the  Three  Kings." 

Bella  IV,  King  of  Hungary,  was  the  first  to  import,  in  1240, 
the  ' '  Furmint "  from  the  hills  of  Furmies,  and  planted  it  on  the 
hills  Mezes — Male,  in  high  Hungary.  The  wine  made  out  of 
this  plant  was  only  served  on  the  table  of  the  Emperor. 

In  1265,  Pierre  de  Crescence,  Jurisconsult  of  Bologna, 
publishes  a  book  on  rural  economy,  in  twelve  volumes.  It 
was  written  in  Latin  at  the  instance  of  Charles  II,  King  of 
Sicily,  and  its  title  was  "Opus  Ruralium  Commorum,  Libri 
Duodecim."  By  order  of  Charles  V,  King  of  France,  these 
works  were  translated  in  French.  They  soon  made  such  a 
sensation  that  they  were  in  demand  everywhere.  In  the  fourth 
book,  de  Crescence  gives  several  ways  of  grafting  similar  to 
Cato's  and  Palladius;  but  he  specially  insists  on  the  "aerial 
graft"  (as  he  calls  it),  made  on  the  arms  of  the  vine,  with  a 
scion,  as  for  the  split-graft,  or  with  a  bud,  as  for  the  bud-graft. 

Iu  1275,  Raymond  Lulle,  and  in  1300,  Petrus  Bonus  and 
Libanius,  all  alchemists,  publish  their  different  theories  on  the 
phenomenon  of  fermentation,  each  one  in  contradiction  of 
Pliny,  who  had  for  theory  that  the  yeast  or  "  fermentum  "  (as 
he  calls  it),  had  acidity  for  basis;  that  this  acidity  was  similar 
to  sour  dough  mixed  with  fresh  as  one  intended  to  make  bread, 
in  order  to  make  the  latter  raise. 

In  1350,  Froissard,  making  his  report  of  the  Custom 
House  of  Bordeaux,  writes  that  141  vessels  left  that  city  loaded 
with  wine;  and,  later  on,  in  1372,  he  says  the  Register  shows 
that  200  English  vessels  went  to  Bordeaux  to  load  with  wine. 

In  1429,  Charles  VI,  after  Joan  of  Arc's  victory  at  Or- 
leans, is  christened  and  crowned  King  of  France  in  the 
Cathedral  at  Rheims,  and  Champague  wine,  the  same  as  se- 
lected by  Urbain  II,  is  used  to  celebrate  the  festivities. 

Iu  1492,  a  humble  priest  of  Metz,  named  Francois,  in- 
vents a  new  "aerial  graft"  (the  herbaceous  graft  of  today), 
consisting  in  inserting  green  buds  under  the  bark  of  green  or 
old  wood  ot  the  vine.  This  new  way  of  grafting  the  vine  was 
only  first  practiced  in  France,  in  1865,  by  Gagnerot,  vine- 
yardist  at  Beauue;  and  since  1887  it  has  been  extensively 
practiced  under  the  names  of  Salgue,  Vauzou,  Clarac,  Cahuzac, 
Massabie  aud  Lafleur's  grafts,  which  bid  fair  to  take  the  place 
of  all  others,  for  they  have  proved  to  be  a  great  success  in 
France  and  Austria-Hungary. 


In  1500,  Van  Hehnont,  the  famous  Belgian  physician, 
gives  the  theory  that  any  reaction  producing  heat  is  caused  by 
fermentation,  and  observes,  after  a  conclusive  experiment, 
that  the  juice  of  gooseberries  does  not  ferment  when  air  is  ex- 
cluded. 

In  1510,  a  grapevine  is  imported  into  Mexico  by  Jesuit 
Missionaries  from  Spain,  and  from  this  fact  it  was  named  the 
"  Mission,"  as  we  will  see  later  on  in  the  history  of  grape  cul- 
ture and  wine-making  in  California. 

In  1561,  wine  is  made  from  native  grapes  in  the  States  of 
Florida,  Georgia  and  Louisiana;  and,  in  1620,  vines  are 
planted  in  the  State  of  Virginia  by  the  "  London  Company." 
Thus,  the  New  World  bids  fair  to  become  the  "Vinland" 
(Wineland)  of  the  Norsemen. 

In  1654,  Mayow,  a  firm  believer  of  Van  Helmont's  theory, 
makes  several  experiments  and  confirms  the  former's  theory. 

Since  Mayow's  assertion,  the  theory  of  the  phenomenon  of 
fermentation  is  the  cause  of  many  controversies;  hundreds  of 
new  theories  come  forth,  destroying  the  old  ones,  and  none  is 
laid  down  as  a  law,  until  Pasteur's  famous  works  establish  the 
real  aud  conclusive  principles  of  the  laws  of  fermentation; 
thus  giving  the  solution  of  the  great  phenomenon. 

Iu  1668,  over  a  hundred  French  families,  exiled  from 
France  by  the  Edict  of  Nantes,  immigrate  to  the  Cape,  in 
South  Africa.  Amongst  them  were  the  well-known  families  of 
Duplessis,  Dutroit,  Parmentier,  Lesueur,  Renault,  Leroux, 
Crosnier  and  Desmarets.  They  selected  a  beautiful  valley  to 
settle  in.  As  they  had  brought  with  them  some  grapevines 
from  their  Mother  Country,  they  called  the  valley  they  had 
selected  to  build  their  homes  in  "  The  Valley  of  France";  and 
the  different  districts  in  which  they  planted  the  vines  were 
named  after  the  provinces  the  families  came  from.  One  was 
named  "Champagne,"  another  one  "Berry,"  another  "  Sain- 
tonge,"  and  another  one  "Constance."  To  the  Demarets 
family  is  due  the  famous  vineyard  and  wine  of  Constance.  The 
product  of  the  Cape  is  today  2,600,000  gallons  of  wine. 

In  1674,  St.  Evremont  writes  to  the  Count  d'Olonne,  that 
the  wine  preferred  by  King  Louis  XIV,  is  a  Champagne  wine, 
gray,  almost  white  in  color. 

In  1680,  Leuvenhoech  makes  several  experiments  with 
beer  yeast,  and,  studying  with  a  microscope,  sees  small  glob- 
ules which  he  classifies  as  vegetal. 

In  1685,  Stahl  classifies  and  explains  the  different  fermen- 
tations: alcoholic,  acetic  and  putrid.  To  him  the  action  of 
the  ferment  is  simply  dynamic.  Later  on,  the  eminent  chemist 
Chevreul  believes  in  the  same  theory. 

At  the  same  time  Boerhave  indicates  the  acetous  fermen- 
tation of  milk;  and  Lemery  aud  Buquet  have  new  aud  different 
theories.  They  classify  several  fermentations  without  explain- 
ing them,  and,  therefore  do  not  solve  the  question. 

In  1690,  Dom  Perignon,  a  worthy  monk  of  the  Benedictine 
Abbey  of  Hautvillers,    invents   the   process   of   making  fine, 
sparkling  white  wine  from    the   juice    of    black    grapes.     He, 
therefore,  is  the  true  "father  of  the  Champagne  wine."

Destruction  of  Phylloxera  in  Germany. 

UNDER  date  of  April  12,  1901,  Consul-General  Gneuther, 
of  Frankfort,  informs  the  Department  that  prominent 
German  Government  officials  and  scientists,  in  discussing  the 
different  methods  suggested  for  destroying  phylloxera  on 
grapes,  decided  that  the  only  known  means  of  accomplishing 
the  result  effectually  was  by  the  use  of  bisulphuret  of  carbon 
and  petroleum.

THAT   PROHIBITORY   ORDINANCE   OP   LOS   ANGELES   COUNTY. 

HARDLY  has  the  smoke  cleared  away  from  the  plains  of 
Fresno,  and  their  famous  ordinance  a.;aiust  the  intro- 
duction of  resistaut  vines  has  been  revoked  after  less  than  a 
year's  duration,  when  Los  Angeles  County  caps  the  climax 
with  one  still  worse.  It  stipulates,  "That  no  nursery  stock 
from  Louisiana  and  Florida,  and  from  that  portion  of  North- 
ern California  north  of  San  Luis  Obispo,  San  Bernardino  and 
Kern  Counties  will  be  admitted,  without  the  importer  giving  a 
bond  for  five  thousand  dollars,  and  application  for  a  license; 
and  if  any  of  the  vines,  roots,  buds,  grape  cuttings  and  the  like 
come  from  Northern  California,  or  any  country  infested  with 
phylloxera,  he  must  give  tweny-four  hours  notice  thereof,  and 
they  must  be  exposed  for  twenty-four  hours  to  an  atmosphere 
impregnated  with  carbon  bisulphide,  and  afterward  remain  in 
the  hands  of  the  Inspector  for  six  months,  or  until  pronounced 
cured  by  him." 

That  they  will  be  perfectly  harmless  at  the  end  of  this 
probation  and  under  its  gentle  treatment,  no  one  doubts. 
They  would  have  more  than  nine  lives  and  excel  that  famous 
cat  if  they  survived  this,  and  "dead  vines  and  plants  tell  no 
tales,"  as  well  as  dead  men.  I  am  really  curious  how  the 
.sages  of  Los  Angeles  are  going  to  recuperate  their  dying  vine- 
yards under  such  conditions.  They  have  not  a  loophole,  but 
shut  the  stable  tight  after  the  horse  has  been  stolen.  Will 
they  please  "  rise  and  explain."  For  the  benefit  of  humanity 
at  large  they  should  do  so. 

THE  GRAPE  CROP  IN  NAPA  COUNTY. 

This  will  be  very  light,  from  all  I  can  learn,  and  the  cause 
seems  to  be  the  rapid  changes  from  extreme  heat  to  cold,  and 
from  this  to  heat  again,  which  in  most  varieties  caused  coulure, 
or  dropping  of  the  young  fruit,  and  took  mostly  what  the 
repeated  frosts  had  left.  It  has  created  an  exceedingly  rank 
growth,  and  all  healthy  vineyards  look  fine,  promising  a  heavy 
crop  next  year.  But  I  also  hear  from  reliable  men  that  the 
older  wines  in  the  hands  of  the  wholesale  dealers  are  mostly 
exhausted,  and  that  they  must  already  draw  on  last  year's 
vintage  for  their  shipments,  especially  of  so-called  cargo  wines. 
That  the  small  crop  of  this  season  must  bring  high  prices  even 
to  pay  for  picking  and  the  delivery  at  the  wineries,  becomes 
self-evident. 

SANTA   CLARA'S   DECAYING   VINEYARDS. 

From  all  I  can  learn  about  them,  it  seems  to  me  not  a 
disease  but  a  case  of  exhaustion,  brought  about  by  several 
causes,  confined  as  yet  mostly  to  the  west  side  of  the  valley. 
We  all  know  that  during  the  rage  for  planting  vineyards,  from 
1875  to  1835,  a  large  part  of  the  new  plantations  were  planted 
on  land  that  was  poorly  prepared,  and  poorly  planted,  very 
often  with  a  crowbar,  in  ground  which  was  plowed  hardly  a 
foot  deep.  If  there  was  not  already  a  hard-pan,  obstructing 
the  roots  of  the  young  vines,  it  was  created  by  only  loosening 
the  surface  soil.  During  the  period  of  low  prices  for  grapes 
and  wines,  even  the  necessary  cultivation  was  neglected,  and 
the  vines  were  taxed  beyond  their  strength  by  the  crops  they 
bore  under  these  conditions.  To  this  came  phylloxera,  which 
I  know  from   personal    observation,    existed   iu    that   region 


already  in  1881.  During  all  this  time  they  received  very  little 
if  any  fertilizers,  the  crop  was  taken  from  them  without  any 
return;  it  was  always  give  and  not  take.  This  is  not  only  the 
case  with  the  vineyards,  but  with  nearly  all  crops  in  this  State; 
we  presume  too  much  on  the  natural  fertility  of  the  soil,  which, 
however,  becomes  exhausted  in  time.  The  general  cry  in 
those  times  was  that  any  soil  wa?  good  enough  for  grapes;  and 
I  believe  that  this  idea  is  also  at  the  bottom  of  the  decay  and 
small  size  of  the  prunes.  Add  to  this  the  drought  of  the  last 
three  years,  when  the  plants  were  unable  to  draw  moisture 
from  below,  as  the  roots  could  not  go  down,  and  partial  starva- 
tion is  but  a  natural  consequence.  To  plant  other  crops  on 
this  impoverished  surface  soil  would  have  similar  results. 
With  the  prospect  before  us  of  short  crops  of  grapes  and  good 
prices,  I  would  rather  recommend  to  pull  up  the  vines  which 
are  too  far  gone  to  give  even  a  partial  crop,  let  the  ground  rest 
for  a  year  or  two,  sowing  it  with  some  leguminous  plants,  to 
be  plowed  under  as  grden  m  inure,  anl  then,  wli9n  it  his  be- 
come mellowed  and  fertilized,  plow  and  subsoil  it  deeply  in 
the  fall,  giving  it  another  plowing  in  the  spring,  and  then  plant 
with  good  resistant  vines,  which  will  penetrate  to  the  lower 
strata.  The  question  is  important  enough  to  be  well  venti- 
lated, and  these  thoughts  are  thrown  out  to  bring  out  discus- 
sion, which  I  hope  we  will  have  fully  and  freely. 

THE    PLANTING   OF    RESISTANTS. 

That  these  will  be  planted  very  largely  is  already  very 
evident  from  the  manifold  inquiries  and  even  orders  coming  in 
for  next  winter  and  spring.  The  inquiries  are  mostly  for 
Rupestris  St.  George,  which  seems  to  be  the  favorite,  on  ac- 
count of  its  easy  rooting  from  cuttings,  and  the  tendency  of  itsv 
roots  to  go  down  into  the  subsoil.  Those  who  do  not  order 
early  may  find  it  impossible  to  get  a  supply.  Riparia  Gloire 
de  Montpellier  also  seems  to  give  good  promise  in  deep,  rich 
soil.  George  Husmann.

Santa  Clara  Vines  Dying  Rapidly. 

JG.  GRUNDEL,  writing  to  the  San  Jose  Mercury,  from 
.     Alma,  Santa  Clara  County,  on  the  dying  of  the  vines  in 
that  district,  says: 

"  As  far  as  I  can  see,  the  dying  of  the  vines  in  the  valley 
is  caused  by  phylloxera,  the  drouth  of  the  last  four  years  is 
only  the  secondary  cause,  and  my  explanation  is  this: 

"  As  a  rule  the  lower  parts  are  infested  with  phylloxera 
and  causes  them  to  rot,  but  at  the  same  time  the  vine  is  mak- 
ing new  roots  near  the  surface  that  may  keep  the  vine  alive  for 
years.  I  have  vines  in  my  own  vineyard  where  the  lower  part 
of  the  vine  has  completely  rotted  away  and  healed  over,  the 
vine  being  kept  in  a  vigorous  growth  by  a  few  new  roots  near 
the  surface.  We  get  more  rain  here  in  the  mountains  (nearly 
50  inches  this  season)  than  in  the  valley,  that  is  where  the 
drouth  got  its  work  in,  preventing  the  vines  from  making 
strong  roots,  and  the  result  is  the  vines  are  dying  by  the 
wholesale  from  the  top  down. 

"It  is  true  that  vines  on  resistant  roots  are  dying.  The 
vines  when  originally  grafted  have  not  been  properly  attended 
to,  the  roots  of  the  scion  not  removed  and  the  old  vine  is  now 
on  its  own  root,  being  the  stronger  grower  and  having  grown 
away  from  the  resistant,  and  in  a  good  many  cases  completely 
separated  from  it.  I  now  graft  all  vines  near  the  surface,  and 
also  graft  resistant  vines  on  my  infested  table  grapes  very  low 
and  the  following  year  regraft  with  table  grapes  again,  the  re- 
sistant vine  making  a  union  with  the  old  stump  and  also  mak- 
ing its  own  roots." 
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Vineyard  and  Cellar  Notes. 

The  new  Kobler  &  Frohling  winery  in  Fresno  County, 
which  is  being  built  to  replace  the  one  destroyed  by  fire  hist 
season,  is  fast  approaching  completion.  It  is  to  have  all  the 
modern  improvements  in  the  line  of  labor-saving  machinery, 
etc. 

The  weather  of  the  early  summer  has  been  very  favorable 
for  the  grape  crop,  the  few  days  of  hot  weather  doing  no  ap- 
preciable damage.  A  number  of  the  frost-bitten  vineyards 
have  come  out  well,  and  it  is  thought  that  while  the  crop  will 
not  be  full  by  any  means,  it  will  be  equal  to  that  of  last  year. 
— Livermore  Herald. 

Secretary  A.  S.  Luce,  of  the  County  Board  of  Trade,  has 
arranged  another  neat  wine  exhibit  in  a  corner  of  Horticultural 
Hall  at  the  Courthouse,  in  which  the  Board  of  Trade  Exhibit 
is  located.  The  exhibit  of  wine  was  the  gift  of  the  California 
Wine  Association  of  San  Francisco,  who  has  wineries  located 
in  Sonoma  Couuty.  The  exhibit  is  a  splendid  one  and  forms 
an  excellent  addition  to  the  display  of  Sonoma's  products. — 
Santa  Iiosa  Republican. 

The  Sebastopol  Winery  recently  passed  into  the  hands  of 
tho  Italian-Swiss  Colony  of  Asti,  and  it  is  the  intention  of  the 
new  owners  to  spend  several  thousand  dollars  for  new  ma- 
chinery, tanks,  etc.  Before  next  season's  vintage  is  ready  to 
harvest,  everything  will  be  in  shape  for  an  immense  run.  The 
fermenting  capacity  of  the  winery  will  be  enlarged  from  70,000 
to  300,000  gallons,  and  with  two  crushers  and  two  pumps  there 
will  be  no  occasion  for  the  vineyardists  waiting  to  unload  their 
grapes.  Superintendent  Miuetti  says  they  will  be  able  to 
haudle  from  200  to  300  tons  per  day,  according  to  the  Times.

W.  Lehn,  of  Windsor,  is  building  a  tine  winery  it  Forest- 
ville,  Sonoma  County.  The  structure  is  to  bn  62x92  feet  in 
dimensions.  There  will  be  a  boiler-room  14x21  feet,  a  tank- 
frame  14  feet  square  by  30  feet  in  height,  and  ten  thousand 
gallons  will  be  the  capacity  of  tin'  tank.  The  crushing-room 
will  be  under  the  tank.  Mr.  Lehn  expects  to  have  the  win 
in  readiness  by  the  crashing  season.

Treasury  Department, 
Office  of  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue, 

Washington,  D.  C,  July  16,  1901. 
To  Collectors  of  Internal  Revenue  and  others: 

Representations  having  been  received  from  reliable  sources 
that  it  will  not  be  possible  for  all  brewers  to  supply  themselves 
with  apparatus  for  cancelling  the  stamps  covering  their  product 
by  perforations  by  the  1st  of  August  next,  as  required  by 
Circular  No.  602,  as  amended  by  Circular  No.  604,  issued  June 
24,  1901,  it  is  hereby  ordered  and  prescribed  that  the  date 
when  such  requirement  shall  take  effect  be  changed  from 
August  1,  1901,  to  September  1,  1901,  on  and  after  which 
latter  date  cancellation  of  stamps  for  fermented  liquors  shall 
positively  be  by  perforations,  as  required  by  the  circulars 
specified. 

Until  September  1,  1901,  the  method  of  cancellation  will 
continue  to  be  by  writing  or  imprinting  the  name,  or  initial 
letters  thereof,  and  date  of  cancellation  on  the  stamp,  as  re- 
quired by  Section  3342,  Revised  Statutes.  Objection  will  not 
bo  made  in  the  meantime,  however,  to  cancellation  by  perfora- 
tions in  the  manner  prescribed  in  CircularNo.  602,  as  amended 
by  Circular  No.  604. 

Immediately  upon  receipt  of  this  circular,  Collectors  will 
supply  a  copy  thereof  to  each  brewer  in  their  respective  dis- 
tricts, and  will  see  that  its  requirements  are  complied  with.

Great  Rush  for  Beer  Stamps. 

THE  new  Government  brewers'  stamps  were  put  on  sale  at 
one  minute  after  midnight  last  Monday  morning,  at  the 
office  of  the  Third  Collection  District  at  Twenty-third  street 
and  Madison  avenue,  and  in  half  an  hour  $133,662  worth  were 
disposed  of  to  the  brewers'  clerks  who  had  been  waiting  in  line 
since  11  o'clock.  There  were  sixty  men  in  line,  and  two 
policemen  from  the  Tenderloin  station  were  sent  over  to  keep 
them  from  shoving.  The  stamps  were  sold  by  Ferdinand 
Eidmau,  Internal  Revenue  Collector  of  the  Third  District,  and 
Deputy  Thomas  W.  Whittle. 

Many  of  the  brewers'  representatives  in  the  lines  had  cabs 
waiting  for  them  so  that  they  would  lose  no  time  in  getting  to 
the  breweries  with  the  stamps  wanted  for  Monday's  supply  of 
b>er.  Over  in  Brooklyn  the  Internal  Revenue  office  was  also 
opened  shortly  after  midnight,  and  did  an  exceedingly  large 
business. — Liquor  Trades  Review,  New  York. 


D.  F.  Bernal  has  purchased  of  Mrs.  Gertrude  Jordan  the 
Livermore  Brewery  property  and  took  charge  on  the  1st  inst. 
Mr.  Bernal  was  raised  in  this  valley,  and  his  friends  are  legion, 
so  there  is  no  doubt  that  he  will  continue  to  carry  on  success- 
fully the  establishment  made  so  popular  by  the  late  Wendell 
Jordan. — Livermore  Herald. 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  Cloverdale  Wine  Company,  in 
tho  early  part  of  the  month,  resulted  iu  the  election  of  the 
following  officers:  P.  C.  Rossi,  President;  A.  Sbarboro,  Sec- 
retary and  Treasurer.  Directors— W.  L.  Hanson,  S.  Pin- 
schower  and  William  Caldwell.  J.  B.  Cooley  has  been  retained 
as  Manager.  The  big  winery  at  Cloverdale  is  controlled  by 
the  Italian-Swiss  Colony. 


Steam  Beer  Prices  Advanced. 

ON  the  26th  inst.  the  brewers  of  San  Francisco  issued  a 
joint  note  to  the  retailers  notifying  them  that  on  and 
after  that  date  the  price  of  beer  would  be  advanced  fifty  cents 
per  barrel.  The  new  schedule  is  as  follows:  Whole  barrels, 
$6.50;  half  barrels,  $3.25;  third  barrels,  $2.25;  sixth  barrels, 
$1.25. 

The  cause  of  the  unexpected  move  is  fully  explained  by 
the  statement  made  by  Manager  Thomas  Alton,  of  the  San 
Francisco  Breweries.     He  said : 

"  We  had  the  choice  between  raising  the  price  of  our  pro- 
duct and  going  out  of  business,  and  we  preferred  the  former 
alternative.  When  our  men  insisted  upon  getting  an  eight- 
hour  day  without  a  corresponding  decrease  of  salary,  we  real- 
ized that  we  could  not  accede  to  their  demand  and  sell  beer 
at  existing  prices  without  actual  loss,  and  they  were  so  in- 
formed.  They  still  insisted,  however,  and  last  Monday  the 
new  regulation  went  into  effect.  The  annonncement  sent  out 
this  morning  to  our  customers  is  the  result." 

Mr.  Alton  explained  that  the  brewers  were  helped  very 
little  if  at  all  by  the  recent  reduction  of  the  war  tax  from  one 
dollar  to  seventy-five  cents  on  each  full  barrel  of  beer. 

"  When  the  tax  was  first  imposed,  about  three  years  ago," 
he  said,  "  we  added  it  to  the  price  of  our  product,  but  com- 
petition gradually  scaled  down  the  addition  until  it  was  en- 
tirely removed,  and  we  were  paying  the  war  impost  out  of  our 
own  pockets.  The  reduction  of  twenty-five  per  cent,  in  the  tax 
did  not,  therefore,  mean  so  much  to  us  as  mpy  have  appeared. 
I  may  add  that  various  causes  have  contributed  to  the  con  • 
ditions  which  make  the  present  increase  of  price  imperative, 
but  the  eight-hour  movement  is  the  chief  one,  and  if  it  had 
not  been  thrust  upon  us,  there  would  not  have  been  any  rise 
in  the  cost  of  beer  to  our  customers." 


E.  Koehn,  a  wealthy  brewer  of  San  Jose,  has  purchased  a 
tract  of  land  in  Monroe  district  and  will  make  Sonoma  County 
his  future  home.  His  land,  which  was  unimproved,  has  been 
planted  to  apple  trees  and  a  fine  house  erected  on  the  tract. 


William  Wolff  Returns  From  Europe. 

WILLIAM  WOLFF,  of  William  Wolff  &  Co.,  this  city,  re- 
turned from  an  extended  European  trip  during  the  fore 
part  of  the  month.  He  was  accompanied  by  his  daughter  and 
had  a  highly  enjoyable  journey.  Mr.  Wolff  says  that  what  im- 
pressed him  most  in  his  travels,  was  the  extreme  beauty  of  the 
suburbs  of  the  city  of  Dublin,  which  surpassed  anything  he 
saw  in  France,  Germany  or  the  British  Isles.  In  Dublin  he 
was  delightfully  entertained  by  Sir  Henry  Cochrane,  of  the 
world-famous  firm  of  Cantrell  &  Cochrane.  In  France  he  was 
the  guest  of  Senator  Martell,  of  brandy  fame,  and  by  the 
Chandons,  producers  of  Moet  &  Chandon  champagne. 

"I  found,  much  to  my  surprise,"  said  Mr.  Wolff,  "  that 
California  wines  are  well  introduced  in  England,  and  are  mak- 
ing good  headway  in  London.  The  Englishman  takes  to  them 
kindly,  and  the  outlook  for  the  wines  of  this  State  in  that 
country  is  excellent.  At  the  present  time  the  market  is  con- 
trolled by  the  Big  Tree  brand." 

Asked  as  to  the  situation  in  Germany,  Mr.  Wolff  replied 
that  so  far  as  he  could  learn,  California  wines  were  meeting 
with  poor  success  among  the  Germans.  Mr.  Wolff  returns  in 
good  health  and  looking  better  than  he  has  for  a  long  time. 
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The  superiority  in  sailing  qualities  of  the  yachts  Edua 
and  Emma,  of  the  Corinthian  Yacht  Cluh,  was  settled  the 
athor  day  by  a  private  race.  In  the  recent  regatta  the  Edna, 
which  is  the  property  of  Manager  Sager,  of  the  Eisen  Vine- 
yard Company,  got  a  little  the  worst  of  the  contest  on  time 
limit  and  measurement.  Mr.  Sager  maintained  that  his  hereto- 
fore undefeated  craft  was  still  the  superior  boat,  and  the 
result  was  a  thorough  try-out  under  the  fairest  conditions,  both 
the  yachts  being  well  manned  and  the  tide  and  wind  all  that 
could  be  desired.  Mr.  Sager  sailed  his  own  boat  and  won 
handsomely.  The  losers  "  put  up  "  for  a  fine  dinner  for  the 
winning  crew.     So  the  Edna  is  still  the  queen  of  her  class. 


Ted  Osborn  and  Rube  Clark  are  doing  a  handsome  busi- 
ness iu  the  Fearless,  60  Market  street.  The  saloon  is  the 
swellest  iu  that  part  of  the  city,  and  in  connection  therewith  is 
conducted  an  up-to-date  grillroom  and  cafe  which  has  grown 
very  popular  among  down-town  business  men.

This  does  not  include  any  of 
the  increased  value  of  the  stocks  on  hand  from  the  advances 
in  prices.  The  net  earnings  have  been  at  the  rate  of  1473,376 
a  year  on  the  capitalization  of  $1,337,200,  or  about  11  per 
cent.,  while  dividends  are  being  paid  at  the  rate  of  7.2  per 
cent.  The  stock  has  been  practically  all  placed,  and  a  surplus 
is  being  accumulated  that  will  give  it  increased  value  as  time 
goes  on.

IN  its  issue  of  July  20th,  Barrels  and  Bottles  has  many  kind 
things  to  say  about  Tom  Gilmore,  of  Louisville,  the  able 
Western  Manager  of  Bonforts,  which  are  not  only  well  de- 
served, but  most  gracefully  told.  We  quote  a  few  paragraphs 
with  our  commendation: 

So  also  with  whisky.  It  is  a  far  cry  from  the  fearfully  and

try  to  hog  all  the  persimmons  on  the  sly.  The  persimmons 
game  is  so  well  understood  and  so  assiduously  played  down  in 
Kentucky  that  the  really  brilliant  and  unique  man  is  the  one 
who  simply  does  what  he  says  he  will  do,  and  astonishes  every- 
body by  telling  the  truth. 

That  is  the  secret  of  Tom  Gilmore's  success — he  tells  the 
truth,  and  if,  as  often  is  the  case,  this  happens  to  shame  the 
devil,  why,  so  much  the  worse  for  His  Satanic  Majesty,  that's 
all.     ... 

He  has  acted  consistently  upon  the  belief  that  honesty  is 
the  best  policy,  and  in  the  whisky  business  this  alone  is 
enough  to  make  a  man  famous — once  it  is  found  out.  He  has 
written  many  articles  about  the  distilleries  of  Kentucky  which, 
judged  by  ordinary  tenets  of  liquor  trade  journalism,  might 
have  been  expected  to  cost  his  paper  a  large  amount  of  adver- 
tising and  him  his  position.  He  has  been  equally  frank  in 
what  he  had  to  say  about  the  wholesalers  and  retailers,  but 
neither  Bon/ort's  nor  he  has  suffered  for  it.  Because  even 
those  most  sharply  criticised  have  realized  that  there  was  no 
malice  behind  his  keenest  thrusts,  and  that  in  hewing  to  the 
line  he  was  not  primarily  actuated  by  a  desire  to  knock  some- 
body's eye  out  with  a  chip.

Take,  for 
instance,  this  recent  declaration  regarding  the  status  of  the 
market:  "  The  man  who  holds  Kentucky  whiskies  from  94s  to 
99s,  inclusive,  is  sitting  behind  four  aces;  a  royal  flush  is  the 
only  thing  that  can  beat  him."  Some  of  Mr.  Gilmore's  best 
things  have  been  put  into  the  mouth  of  his  candid  old  personi- 
fication of  Kentucky's  leading  industry,  "  Mr.  Bourbon." 


Wholesale  Liquor  Dealers'  Convention. 

THE  Sixth  Annual  Convention  of  the  National  Wholesale 
Liquor  Dealers'  Association  of  the  United  States  was 
held  at  the  Burnet  House,  Cincinnati,  on  Wednesday  and 
Thursday,  June  19th  and  20th. 

After  the  reading  of  the  usual  reports  and  the  discussion 
of  several  matters,  came  the  annual  election  and  the  choice  of 
the  place  of  meeting  next  year.  The  following  officers  were 
elected: 

W.  E.  Broderick,  of  Broderick,  McRae  &  Co.,  Baltimore, 
President;  W.  N.  Hobart,  of  the  Diamond  Distilleries  Com- 
pany, Cincinnati,  First  Vice-President;  A  M.  Hellman,  of  A. 
M.  Hellman  &  Co.,  St.  Louis,  Second  Vice-President;  Ephraim 
Brice,  of  William  Brice  &Co.,  Philadelphia,  Treasurer;  David 
Strauber,  Secretary  (reappointed).  Executive  Committee:  J. 
Walter  Freiberg,  Cincinnati;  A.  J.  Sunstein,  Pittsburg;  M. 
W.  Murphy,  Chicago;  Louis  Gertsley,  Philadelphia;  aud 
August  Graf,  St.  Louis. 

Board  of  Control  (for  three  years):  J.  Walter  Freiberg,  of 
Freiberg  &  Workum,  Cincinnati;  Ephraim  Brice,  of  William 
Brice  &  Co.,  Philadelphia;  A.  J.  Sunstein,  of  the  Thompson 
Distilling  Company,  Pittsburg;  Henry  E.  G.  Luyties,  of  Luy- 
ties  Brothers,  New  York  City;  J.  Hazeltine  Carstairs,  of  Car- 
stairs,  McCall  &Co.,  Philadelphia;  R.  N.  Wathen,  of  Mueller, 
Wathen  &  Kobert,  Lebanon,  Ky.;  Ferdinand  Westheimer,  of 
F.  Westheimer  &  Sons,  St.  Joseph,  Mo. 

One  of  the  best  things  was  the  clean-cut  platform  sub- 
mitted by  the  Executive  Committee.  It  was  adopted  and 
reads  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  Congress  be  asked  for  an  extension  of  the 
outage  allowance  on  all  goods  made  on  and  after  January  1, 
1899,  so  that  the  allowance  will  be  the  same  as  that  on  goods 
made  prior  to  that  date; 

Also,  That  our  attorney  be  instructed  to  continually  guard 
against  and  oppose  legislation  adverse  to  the  interests  of  the 
trade ; 

Also,  That  we  are  unanimously  opposed  to  the  application 
made  to  the  Internal  Revenue  Department  for  permission  to 
sweeten  goods  in  bond,  and  we  are  also  opposed  to  any  change 
in  the  law  with  regard  to  the  proof  at  which  spirits  may  be 
entered  into  bond. 

We  consider  the  reduction  in  the  rate  of  the  tax  the  most 
important  measure  for  the  welfare  of  the  entire  trade,  and 
urge  taking  advantage  of  every  favorable  opportunity  for  reach- 
ing the  desired  result. 

Pittsburg  was  selected  as  the  place  for  holding  the  next 
Convention,  the  date  being  the  second  Wednesday  in  June, 
1902. 

After  the  adjournment  the  members  were  treated  to  a 
trolley  ride  through  the  city,  winding  up  at  the  Zoo,  where 
a  banquet  was  in  waiting.  Mr.  McNamara,  Morris  L 
Bettman,  and  the  other  members  of  the  Entertainment  Com- 
mittee who  made  the  arrangements,  deserve  (and  received)  the 
thanks  of  every  guest  present,  and  Cincinnati  maintained  its 
reputation  for  hospitality.

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MARKET  CONDITIONS. 

CALIFORNIA  WINKS— The  market  is  in  a  health;  condition  and  all 
signs  point  to  a  continuation  ol  the  present  situation.  There  has 
been  a  good  demand  during  the  month,  and  while  there  was  some 

delay  in  the  receipt  and  shipment  of  wines,  owing  to  the  strikes,  the 
movement  has  been  all  that  could  be  expected.  Bastern  advices  are  uni- 
formly encouraging  In  the  trade  papers  of  the  Bast  we  find  persistent 
predictions  that  there  is  to  be  another  general  advance  in  the  price  of 
wines.  Under  the  existing  circumstances,  we  feel  safe  in  declaring  these 
rumors  unfounded,  for  it  will  be  found  that  the  average  representative 
wine  merchant  believes  that  if  we  are  to  maintain  our  prestige  in  other 
markets  the  price  of  wines  must  be  kept  at  a  reasonable  figure.    On  the 

iull.iwiiiL'  page  of  this  issue   we  give  exclusively   the  exports  of  wines  by 

rail  during  the   past    fiscal   year.    They   will   be  found   interesting  and 

valuable. 

SWEETS  are  in  ordinary  demand  and  prices  are  strictly  maintained. 
The  chief  interest  of  the  trade  seems  to  be  as  to  whether  the  produc- 
tion during  the  coming  season  will  be  conservative  or  otherwise.     To 
many  the  wide  diversity  of  prices  offered   for  grapes  in   the  northern  and 
southern  districts  of  the  State  is  a  puzzle.     Crushing  has  begun  in  Fresno 
and  Sacramento  Counties  and  will  soon  be  in  full  swing 

G  SAFES — Prices  offered  by  the  California  Wine  Association  for  grapes 
in  Fresno  County  range  from  >1 1  to  ^l"1.  according  to  variety.  The 
growers   expected    more   and    are,    therefore,   complaining.     Prices 

quoted  in  other  sections  by  outside  buyers  range  much  higher  for  dry -wine 

grapes  of  best  varieties. 

Exports  of  wines  by  sea  for  the  month  ending  August  26th,  were 
188,294  gallons  and  868  cases 

The  brandy  market  is  in  a  COmatOSG  Condition  and  is  liable  to  remain 
so  indefinitely.  Thus  far  we  have  heard  of  no  contracts  worthy  of  men- 
tion.     Exports  by  sea  were  very  light  in  August 

WHIsKIF.s — The  prolonged  strikes  have  tied  up  business  to  a  consid- 
erable extent,  both  locally  and  through ou I  the  Coast,  on  account 
of  difficulties  of  shipping  and  strike-  elsewhere.    However,  busi- 
ness has  held  on  surprisingly  well,  and  with  a  cessation  of  labor  trouble- 


there  is  no  doubt  that  trade  will  go  ahead  again  with  a  rush.  Whisky 
prices  are  still  jumping,  Eastern  advices  showing  that  they  have  advanced 
Several  cuts  in  tin-  last  few   days  of   August,  the   rise   being    partly  d'. 

a  great  shortage-  in  tin-  corn  crop.     Exports  by  sea  daring  the  month 
comparatively  light,  aggregating  1,921  cases  and  2,04]  gallons.    Miscellane- 
ous liquors  wen-  i.ikis  gallons. 

Exports  Of   beer  bv  sea  were  very  small,  the  totals   being   1,299   pack- 
ages, bottled,  and  20  packages,  bulk.

AUGTJ8T  24.— The  hot  weather  during   the  past  few  week-  baa  reduced 
business   in   the    California  « ine  trade    to    a    hand-to-mouth  propo- 
-ition,  and  very  little  else  will  be  done  until  cooler  weather  brin^-- 
back  to  the  city  the  thousands  that  are  at  the  -ea-hore  and  mountain-. 

While  the  volume  of  trade  is  small    the  market  holds  up  well,  prices 

are  fairly  satisfactory  and  thetmde  are  busy  putting  their  cellars  and  stoeks 

in  order  for  the  fall  and  wintei  trade,  which  promises  to  In-  good. 

There  is  one  feature  here  which   is  fast  developing  into  quite  a  factor 

in  the  consumption  of  wine  in  this  and  other  cities  contiguous  to  the  East- 
ern grape  districts  ;  this  is  the  grow  ing  tendency  of  the  Italian  and  Other 
consumers  of  cheap  wines  to  produce  their  own  wine  from  native  grapes. 
Inquiry  shows  that  a  L-reat  many  of  the  wine  dealers  are  putting  in  plants 
and  baying  grapes  to  make  up  enough  wine  to  supply  the  demand  of  the 

Cheaper  Class  of  their  trade.     Several  c. lission   merchants  here  inform 

me  that  they  have  already  contracted  to  turn  over  Several  hundred  car- 
load- of  wine  grapes  to  Italians  and  other  small  dealers  this  season.    I 

grapes — Con d-  mostly — bring   from   923   to  ?M\  per  ton   here,  the  liner 

varieties  ranging  from  130  to  940  per  ton,  though  few  of  the  latter  come  t" 
this  market.  Both  New  York.  Ohio  and  Pennsylvania  have  very  g.H»l 
grape  crops  this  year,  and  there  will  be  a  heavy  increase:  in  the  quantity 
of   wine  so  made 

The  purcha-e  of  the  fatuous  Sunny  Slope  Vineyard,  at    San  Gabriel, 

Cal.,  by  J.  C.  Her  A  Co.,  of  this  city,  ha-  caused  considerable  comment 

among  the  trade,  who  realize  that  from  nowon  this  (inn  will  meet  all  com- 
petition, and  as  they  are  enterprising  and  aggressive  they  will   get  their 

share  of  trade. 

The  Italian-Swiss  Colony  have  jot  settle.)  in  their  new  quarters  at 
the  corner  of  Desbrosses  and  Greenwich  streets,  one  of  the  best  locutions 

in  tin'  city,  being  within  two  block-  of  the  docks  of  the  Pennsylvania  and 
Southern    Pacific   steamer-.     The    ground    floor  will    hold   the  ollices  and 

many  large  casks,  while  the  second  floor  will  be  devoted  to  bottling  and 
storage  of  cased  goods.

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WINE   SHIPMENTS   BY   RAIL. 

Total  Exports,  Fiscal  Year  Ending  June  30,   1901. 

THROUGH  the  courtesy  of  the  officials    of  the  Southern  Pacific  and  Santa  Fe  Railroad  Companies,  we  are 
*■      enabled    to  present   the  figures  of  exports  of  wine  and  brandy  from   the   State  by  rail  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1901.     The  total  was  116,976,490  pounds,  as  against  130,960,000  pounds  during  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1900.     This  is  a  decrease  of  13,983,000  pounds,  or  about  a  million  and  a  third  gallons. 

Bulk  wine  shipments  aggregated  11,508,633  gallons  as  compared  with  12,976,200  gallons  in  the  preceding 
fiscal  year. 

The  exports  of  wine  in  glass  by  rail  were  largely  in  excess  of  1900,  the  total  being  more  than  fifty  thou- 
sand cases.     The  specified  number  was  50,866  cases. 

From  the  records  of  the  Custom  House,  showing  the  exports  of  wines  by  sea  during  the  year  ending  June 
30,  1901,  we  find  that  the  movement  aggregated  7,921  cases  and  5,328,306  gallons.  We  therefore  have  the 
following  grand  totals,  which  show  a  heavy  falling  off  in  bulk  goods  in  the  export  trade  in  the  past  year,  both 
by  land  and  sea.

Averaged  with  the  year  ended  December  31,  1900,  this  is  an  unsatisfactory  showing.  There  are  several 
causes  for  the  falling  off  in  the  volume,  among  which  are  the  increased  prices,  the  fact  that  many  dealers 
stocked  up  heavily  before  the  big  rise,  also  the  activity  of  the  "  brick  "  vineyards  of  New  York,  Ohio  and  Mis- 
souri, which  are,  to  a  considerable  extent,  displacing  our  common  grades  of  wine.  However,  we  might  have  done 
much  worse,  and  when  we  consider,  that  with  the  Coast  consumption  of  between  five  and  six  million  gallons, 
the  demand  is  far  over  the  twenty-million  gallon  mark,  under  present  conditions  of  production  the  trade  could 
not  do  much  better  without  depleting  a  necessary  reserve  stock.

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How  to  Introduce  CD1TOR    Review.  —  Although   my 

1—/     visit  to  the  East  was  not   for  the 
purpose    of    investigating    the     wine 
California  Wines     market,  I  visited  many  cities  and  had 

special  opportunities  to  observe  the 
existing  conditions.  I  have  read  the  report  of  Mr.  Rossi's 
conclusions  in  your  journal,  and  must  say  that  I  do  not  share 
his  gloomy  views;  I  do  not  think  our  industry  is  in  danger, 
but  that  it  is  badly  managed.  If  the  wines  of  California  are 
not  known  to  be  perfection  in  Eastern  markets,  it  is  not  the 
fault  of  the  growers,  who  cultivate  the  finest  grapes  and  pro- 
duce the  very  best  wines,  but  is  to  be  blamed  to  the  merchants, 
who  do  not  advertise  the  fact  in  bold  type  and  advertise  it  all 
the  time  and  in  various  ways. 

In  the  large  Eastern  cities  beer  is  in  demand,  and  wine  is 
also  drunk  in  smaller  quantity.  The  winter  is  very  severe  on 
the  Eastern  slopes,  and  when  it  is  very  cold  the  thirst  is  for 
spirits,  and  neither  beer  nor  wine  is  consumed  in  large  quan- 
tity. When  it  is  too  hot  (and  this  year  Eastern  climate  was 
unbearable)  the  beer  is  in  demand.  "Cool  lager,"  as  adver- 
tized, seems  to  be  refreshing,  and  although  it  does  not  quench 
thirst,  it  is  believed  to  do  so,  and  "  beer  goes"  by  barrels,  and 
the  brand  advertised  has  the  monopoly. 

I  have  found  a  great  many  places  that  the  wines  of  Ohio, 
New  York,  Missouri,  etc.,  were  sold  pure  and  at  a  very  low 
figure.  We  Californians  cannot  accept  the  flavor  of  the  Ca- 
tawba wines,  but  Easterners  do  not  dislike  it,  and  as  it  is 
twenty-five  cents,  instead  of  forty-five  cents  for  the  California 
product,  poor  people  are  compelled  to  accommodate  their 
palate  to  their  purse,  aud  they  do  so  with  a  certain  vigor. 

Some  unscrupulous  wine  merchants,  low  down  on  the 
ladder  of  the  trade,  blend  our  ordinary  California  wines  with 
Eastern,  and  produce  an  exacerbating  beverage,  and,  very  un- 
fortunately, sell  that  blond  as  California,  at  forty-five  and  fifty 
cents  a  gallon;  also  some  at  a  higher  figure.  But  other  wine 
merchants,  a  step  or  two  higher  in  principle,  I  found  who 
sold  our  pure,  California,  ordinary  red  at  seventy-five  cents  a 
gallon.  When  sold  over  these  figures  it  goes  under  French 
labels  or  is  blended  out  with  thin,  French  claret,  aud  sold  as 
Medoc,  St.  Estephe,  Margaux  or  Burgundy  for  the  red  type, 
and  any  white  wine  goes  under  the  name  of  Hock,  Riesling, 
and  Sauterues. 

What  is  to  be  done  to  remedy  that  state  of  affairs?  That 
is  the  question.  If  you  dine  at  Sherry's,  in  Chicago,  or  at  the 
Waldorff-Astoria,  Delmonico's,  or  at  the  very  popular  and 
fashinable  dining-rooms  of  Martin,  in  New  York,  you  will  not 
find  one  brand  of  our  California  wines  upon  the  list,  and  if 
you  ask  the  waiter  for  California  wine,  he  looks  at  you  with  a 
broad  smile  and  is  almost  stunned  at  such  a  question. 

Why  ?  Because  the  foreign  firms  selling  foreign  wines 
(many  helping  themselves  to  our  pure  wines  to  make  their  thin- 
bodied  wines  drinkable)  take  good  care  to  visit  all  such  places, 
and  may  be  are  putting  their  hands  in  their  pockets  to  edu- 
cate that  "  cunning  smile  "  of  our  waiters.  Also,  did  you  ever 
hear  a  Californian,  a  member  of  our  rich  set,  calling  for  Cali- 
fornia wine?  Oh,  no!  None  of  them  will  drink  that  bad 
California  wine. 

Who  is  to  blame?  Must  a  restaurant  or  hotel  proprietor 
keep  in  stock  a  wine  that  his  guests  do  not  wish  to  promote  ? 
He  is  there  to  serve  their  taste,  their  whims,  their  good  sense, 
their  ignorance,  and  harvest  their  gold — not  to  educate  their 
palate,  develop  their  intelligence  or   titillate   their  patriotism. 

Water — ice-water — is  the  first  thing  served,  thou  a  cock- 
tail afterward,  a  bottle  of  red  or  white  wine,  with  all  the 
courses.  Very  often  the  champagne  is  in  demand  with  the 
dinner  all  through— provided    the    corks    pop,  provided  a  big 


stand  is  shown,  and  the  people  around  see  Mr.  with   his 

guests  treated  to  an  imported  wine  that    costs  -?5  a  bottle!    A 
vin  brut — all  is  good! 

How  is  this  state  of  affairs  to  be  changed  ?  Very  natur- 
ally, by  the  same  process  used  by  the  foreign  wine  dealers,  who 
have  "men  of  the  world"  on  their  pay-roll  who  are  intro- 
ducing their  various  brands  among  the  dudes  aud  their  con- 
jorl  i.     Tho  press  is  also  used  largely  for  this  purpose. 

My  experience  some  twenty-five  years   ago  may  be  useful 

to  many.     Lord ,  a  very  rich  nobleman,  was  on  the  eve  of 

giving  a  garden  party  on  his  estate,  and  champagne  was  to  be 
served.  He  came  to  my  office  and  wanted  to  taste  various 
brands.  I  ordered  seven  brauds  from  the  cellar.  Among 
these  was  one  which  I  was  really  surprised  to  find  not  so  good 
as  I  expected  it  to  be.  Of  course,  he  tasted  all,  and  price 
being  given,  he  asked  me  which  brand  I  recommended.  I 
selected  a  fine  one  at  a  very  reasonable  figure.  He  tasted  all 
round  again,  while  I  almost  emptied  the  sample  which  puzzled 
me  so,  aud  after  lookiug  at  me,  with  a  wink  said,  "  Well,  dear 
sir,  send  mo  a  dozen  cases  of  that  brand  "  (the  very  one  I  had 
been  repeatedly  tasting).  I  told  him,  "  that  is  not  the  brand 
I  recommended  to  your  lordship."  But  he  was  stubborn  and 
said,  "  Oh,  dear  me,  I  know  what  I  am  about;  please  send  me 
what  I  have  selected." 

Ten  days  afterward  the  party  came  and  told  me  that  my 
champagne  was  not  liked  and  had  a  peculiar  flavor.  I  told 
him  I  had  not  recommended  the  wine.  "  Why  did  you  almost 
empty  the  bottle,  then,  when  we  were  tasting?  I  thought  that 
if  you,  a  wine  man,  liked  a  brand  so  much,  it  should  be  the 
best."  How  many  wines  are  tasted  by  "connoisseurs" 
iu  that  same  manner! 

To  return  to  my  subject.  What  shall  we  do  to  create  a 
demand  for  our  good  wines  and  our  ordinary  ones,  and  remove 
the  prejudice  people  have  against  them?  We  need  to  adver- 
tise them  just  the  same  as  the  brewers  and  whisky  men  adver- 
tise their  beers  aud  whiskies.  We  should  employ  all 
kinds  of  advertisements  to  make  the  people  of  this  country 
know  that  here  in  California  we  make  wines  that  are  rivals  of 
those  so  much  advertised  aud  chaperoned  by  European  agents. 
We  have  to  sell  "  brands"  that  will  bear  a  distinctive  mark  of 
purity,  and  we  must  be  bold  enough  to  tell  our  "  dude  "  to  ask 
for  California,  becauso  if  they  ask  for  French  or  German 
wines,  they  receive  the  California  product  and  pay  large  prices 
under  false  pretense. 

We  must  prevent  the  grocers  from  selling  our  wines  under 
their  own  names.  A  grocer  buys  one  kind  of  red  or  white 
wine  and  sells  the  same  under  his  own  grocer's  labels,  with 
three  or  four  different  wine  names,  aud  very  often  all  imported 
names. 

We  must  obtain  a  National  label  and  wine  law,  and  en- 
force it.  We  have  above  all  to  educate  the  people,  and  we  can 
not  educate  without  advertising  broadly,  iu  every  way  possible. 
We  have  to  flood  the  Eastern  territory  with  wine  literature, 
just  as  tho  beer  and  whisky  trade  are  doing. 

We  have  also  to  convince  a  great  many  Easterners  who  think 
pure  wine  costs  nothing,  that  fifteen  cents  a  gallon  gives  200 
per  cent,  profit  to  the  grower.  We  have  to  make  them  under- 
stand that  to  make  a  wiue,  to  keep  and  sell  it,  constitutes  a 
science.  We  have  to  write  it  in  our  own  language  and  make 
such  literature  attractive  and  therefore  instructive. 

People  told  me  many  times  they  had  no  idea  wine  was 
such  a  delicate  object  to  make  Why,  a  certain  gentleman 
told  me  that  I  was  trying  to  fool  him  when  I  said  that  a  gallon 
of  good  California  wine,  properly  aged,  was  worth  a  dollar. 
"There  is  not  a  gallon  oi  wine  in  California  that  is  worth  a 
dollar,'    said    he;  "1    kuow  well  what   I  am  talking  about.     I 
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bought  wine  at  fifteen   cents  long  ago,  and  then  the  vineyards 
were  not  producing  what  they  now  produce." 

I  could  not  convince   him    that    he  was  in  error.     That 
same  gentleman  buys  wine  from  a  grocer,  and  no   doubt  pays 
good  money  for  it,  and  when  I  told  him  that  the  Burgundy  he 
offered  me  at  his  table  was  only  an  ordinary  Zinfandel,  he  came 
to  the  conclusion  that  I  was  perfection  in  my  ignorance  of  wine. 
The  public  should  know  something  about   the  time,  skill 
and   labor   necessary  to   produce  a  first-class   wine,  from    the 
pruning  of    the  vineyard  to  the  time  the  wine  is  matured  and 
ready  for  the  market.     Also  of  the  years   devoted   to  its  per- 
fection;  and  they  might  further  be  made  acquainted  with  the 
healthful,  chemical  qualities  possessed  by  pure  wines,  and   of 
the  deleterious  effects  from  drinking  sophisticated  stuff.    They 
should  be  told  the  proper  kinds  of  wine  to  drink,  where  they 
can  be  bought  and  what  they  should  cost.     This  line  of  infor- 
mation would  not  go  amiss  with  the  average  Eastern  physician, 
provided  he  was  not  a  hide-bound  prohibitionist  or  teetotaler. 
As  a  tonic  and  appetizer  it  works  wonders  in  many  cases,  and 
there  appears  to  be  no  reason  why  the  gourmet  should  have   a 
monopoly  of  all    the   good   things   liquid,  or   that  the  people 
should  be  forever  misled   by  the  theory  that  good  dry  wine  is 
a  promoter   of  intemperance,  when,  as  a  matter   of  fact,  it   is 
the  opposite. 

Were  these  things  properly  done,  the  demand  for  our 
wines  would  in  the  course  of  time  be  greater  than  our  produ- 
cing capacity.     So  it  is  time  for  the  good  work  to  be  begun. 

In  closing,  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  mention  one  firm  I  found 
in  Chicago,  Messrs.  Grommes  &  Ullrich,  who  really  have  the 
genius  for  handling  wines,  and  who  have  also  the  honesty  to 
sell  them  pure.  Their  cellars  are  well  stocked  and  very  spa- 
cious, the  bottling  department  being  the  most  perfect  I  saw 
during  my  trip  of  five  months.  I  tasted  there  some  remark- 
ably good  California  red  wine,  sold  as  ordinary,  and  others  of 


the  Burgundy  type,  that  could  not  be  excelled  in  any  part  of 
the  world.  If  such  wines  are  bottled  and  sold  under  French 
Burgundy  labels,  the  French  "connoisseur"  will  say,  "Cali- 
fornia will  never  produce  such  wine, "  and  I  say  '  'Europe  cannot. " 
Let  us  hope  that  many  firms  of  this  class  may  spring  up 
to  assist  in  the  difficult  task  of  introducing  to  the  people  of 
the  United  States  the  wines  of  California,  for  they  are  indeed 
friends  in  need.    Truly  yours,     J.  Chamon  de  St.  Hubert. 


A  Money  -Making  Vineyard. 

GEORGE  WEST  &  SON,  of  Stockton,  have  leased  the 
Franklyn  Vineyard  of  eighty  acres,  situated  near  Wood- 
bridge,  San  Joaquin  County,  for  three  years.  The  price  paid 
— 13,000  a  year — the  lessee  taking  chances,  indicates  plainly 
the  ideas  of  this  big  concern  as  to  the  value  of  grapes  during 
the  next  few  years. 

In  commenting  on  the  transaction,  the  Stockton  Independ- 
ent says : 

The  attention  of  the  Independent  has  been  called  to  the 
lease  of  the  Franklyn  vineyard  to  the  West  winery  by  a  citi- 
zen who  believes  in  the  capacity  of  San  Joaquin  soil  and  climate 
to  work  out  a  high  industrial  salvation  for  the  county.  This 
citizen  points  out  that  the  rental  is  $37.50  a  year  for  each  acre, 
and  that  $37.50  is  6  per  cent,  on  $625.  He  thinks  that  an  in- 
come guaranteed  for  three  years  on  a  basis  of  $600  or  over  as 
the  value  of  a  bearing  vineyard  is  very  encouraging  to  that 
branch  of  horticulture.  It  is  pointed  out  that  good  vineyard 
land  can  be  bought  at  from  $30  to  $40  an  acre,  and  that  it 
can  be  planted  to  vines  and  cared  for  until  they  bear  for  $30 
an  acre  additional,  which  would  make  an  investment  of  $60 
or  $70  an  acre.  With  $600  vines  to  the  acre  each  vine,  accor- 
ding to  this  recent  lease,  would  be  worth  a  dollar  for  revenue 
purposes.  And  it  is  asserted  that  there  is  not  a  well-planted 
and  well-cared-for  vineyard  in  the  County  containing  choiec 
varieties  that  is  paying  less  than  6  per  cent,  clear  on  $1  a  vine

SEATTLE,  August  15.— The  weather  has  been  very  hot — for 
Seattle — during  the  past  three  weeks,  for  which  the  trade 
returns  thanks  to  the  weather  clerk,  as  something  was  certainly 
required  to  help  the  business  out.  The  trade  has  felt  the  effects 
of  the  strikes  considerably. 

The  question  of  high  or  low  license  will  be  submitted  to 
the  voters  at  the  next  election.  The  gist  of  it  is  that  the  sum 
required  for  such  license  shall  in  no  case  be  less  than  one 
thousand  dollars  for  retail  license,  and  not  less  than  four  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars  for  wholesale  licenses.  No  less  amount 
shall  be  taken  for  houses  or  businesses  of  like  character,  and 
DO  remission  shall  be  made  of  such  license  for  the  period  for 
which  it  shall  be  granted.  Saloonkeepers  must  furnish  bonds 
of  not  less  than  two  thousand  dollars. 

Jalge  Betts,  of  Walla  Walla,  on  August  i,  rendered  a 
decision  declaring  the  Sunday-closing  law  of  Washington  un- 
constitutional on  the  ground  of  its  being  class  legislation,  the 
statute  stating  that  drugstores  might  remain  open,  and  not 
restricting  their  sales.  He,  however,  dues  not  hold  that  saloons 
may  be  opened  on  Suuday,  from  the  fact  that  the  constitution 
permits  of  their  being  governed  by  either   count}'  or  city. 

The  "  blind  pigs"  at  the  different  parks  have  finally  been 
refused  a  license.  It  is  said  that  a  committee  of  the  Council 
went  personally  to  the  proprietors  of  the  late  resorts  and  in- 
formed them  that  if  they  would  make  application  for  licenses 
that  they  would  bo  granted,  and  that  the}'  must  have  them  by 
August  I.  Now  the  resort  keepers  claim  that  they  have 
been  "  Himtiammed,"  as  the  Council  turned  them  down.  The 
question  of  licensing  the  lake  resorts  has  been  very  fully  dis- 
cussed in  the  daily  papers.  It  is  admitted  by  all  that  liquor 
is  sold  there,  always  has  been  and,  probably,  always  will  be, 
and  many  are  in  favor  of  the  city  deriving  a  revenue  by  prop- 
erly licensing  one  or  more  places.  C.  A.  Bartholemew,  the 
proprietor  of  the  Madroua  Hotel,  has  spent  a  large  amount  on 
the  resort,  is  a  married  man,  whose  family  reside  at  the  hotel, 
and  one  of  our  best-known  citizens.  He  simply  desires  to 
be  able  to  sell  wines,  etc.,  to  his  guests  at  meal  time.  How- 
ever, he,  with  all  the  others,  was  refused. 


For  years  liquor  has  been  void  at  the  parks  on  Lake 
Washington.  Many  efforts  have  been  made  to  stop  the  traffic, 
but  they  have  met  with  defeat  Nou  Chief  Sullivan  baeoffi- 
patroling  each  park,  and  every  few  days  a  blind  pig  is 
palled,  and  the  proprietor  lined  125  and  costs  When  William 
D.  Wood  was  Mayor  he  did  his  best  in  that  direction  and 
scoieil  a  failure.  He  first  stationed  police  officers  at  the  parks 
The  only  result  of  this  was  to  make  the  "pigs  '  a  little  more  par- 
ticular for  whom  they  "equaled."  Then  be  tried  the  spottei 
Bjstem,  and  discovered  before  long    that  the  pluci  mu- 

lling wide   open  and   the  spotters  were  drawing  salaries  from 
both  ends.     Then  be  gave  it  np,  and  the   monthly  fiue  system 

was  inaugurated,  and  it  has  been  in  force  .ce. 

A  majority  of  the  members  w<  re  rep  rted  to  be  in  favoi 
of  licensing  these  saloons  this  last  time,  and  it  only  required 
the  official  sanction  of  the  Council  to  make  it  operative,  when 
a  few  long-faced,  sanctimonious  individuals,  with  about  as 
much  idea  of  the  practical,  every-day  life  as  a  codfish  baa  of 
flying,  stepped  in,  and  all  Couucilmeu  but  one  backed  squarely 
down.  The  "blind  pi^s"  are  still  running,  and  will  continue 
to  do  so,  and  the  individuals  who  object  to  liquor  being 
legally  and  under  proper  provision  and  restraint,  and  the  city 
receiving  a  revenue  therefrom,  are  not  entitled  to  any  sym- 
pathy and  will  receive  none.

Herman  Quaudt  was  recently  refused  a  license  for  the 
Belvedere  Concert  Hall.  He  was  also  recently  arrested  for 
fighting.  A  number  of  the  busiuess  men  of  the  wholesale 
district  signed  another  petition  for  his  license,  and  at  the  re- 
quest of  certain  parties  the  City  Council  ordered  the  petition 
published,  with  the  names  of  the  petitioners  attached.  This 
is  the  first  time  such  a  thing  was  ever  doue  in  Seattle.  The 
petition  for  tho  reconsideration  of  the  Council's  action  was 
duly  published  with  the  names  of  the  endorsers.  Quandt'a 
resort  has  not  a  particularly  good  reputation.

The  beer  drivers  have  submitted  an  agreement  whioh 
has  been  conceded  by  most  of  the  breweries — to  work  onlv  sj\ 
days  a  week  and  only  niue  hours  a  day,  all  overtime  to  be  paid 
for  at  the  rate  of  fifty  cents  an  hour,  and  fifty  cents  an  hour 
ou  Sundays.  Drivers  now  get  s'Ju  and  helper  for  six  days  if 
they  deliver  thirty  barrels,  and  •*ls  a  week  if  delivei 
than  thirty  barrels;  also  one  dollar  a  day  spendiug-monev  and 
fifty  cents  an  hour  overtime. 

Some  of  the  brewers  have  sent  out  the  following  reqn< 
their  cust unors:

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beer  drivers  and  stablemen,  in  which  the  conditions  are  that 
six  days  shall  constitute  a  week's  work,  therefore  there  will  be 
no  delivery  on  Sunday.  Wish  you  would  try  to  arrange  accor- 
dingly to  take  sufficient  beer  on  Saturday  to  last  over  until 
Monday,  as  otherwise  we  will  be  compelled  to  pay  overtime 
at  a  high  rate  for  any  work  done  on  Sunday.

Mrs.  J.  Ballow  has  sold  her  saloon  to  Bassett  &  Howard, 
late  of  Index. 

Falconer  &  David  have  purchased  the  White  Star  saloon, 
on  Railroad  avenue. 

James  Fitzgerald,  of  Baring,  reports  the  saloon  business 
in  that  burg  as  flourishing. 

Mr.  How  has  purchased  his  partner  Durnam's  interest  in 
the  Snug  Saloon,  Main  and  6th  streets. 

Frank  Brunini  and  Ed  Burguner  report  an  immense  catch 
of  fish  and  a  very  pleasant  time  during  their  month's  outing  on 
Hood's  canal. 

Grisman  &  McKinnon,  of  117  Washington  street,  have 
completed  their  improvements  and  now  have  an  exceedingly 
pleasant  place  for  their  patrons. 

Seattle  is  overrun  with  bartenders  from  other  cities.  A 
very  large  number  are  idle  here,  and  it  is  a  good  town  for  bar- 
tenders to  stay  away  from  at  present.

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will  be  larger  than  this  last  addition,  the  machinery  in  which 
cost  over  $100,000.  They  will  install  machinery  in  the  new 
addition  specially  made  for  the  purpose  of  manufacturing  malt. 

Walter  L.  Johnson's  wife  has  sued  him  for  divorce.  She 
alleges  that  Johnson  is  a  partner  and  half  owner  in  the  Dry- 
foos  Liquor  Company,  and  has  valuable  mining  claims  in  Index. 
She  makes  application  for  alimony  and  a  share  in  her  husband's 
fortune,  which  she  states  to  be  $50,000.  She  charges  adul- 
tery, and  names  Beatrice  Howard  as  corespondent. 

Paddy  McEvoy,  the  well-kown  saloonkeeper  of  Skyko- 
mish,  was  in  Seattle  last  week.  The  wives  of  several  engineers 
will  do  without  fall  bonnets  this  year.  F.  M.  Lowe,  the  genial 
proprietor  of  The  Orient,  has  also  decided  not  to  take  the 
handsome  residence  he  had  his  eye  on.

account  of  my  observations  at   the 

Of    Expositions.        Pan-American    show,   but    truth   to 

tell  my  examination  was  but  cursory, 
having  spent  but  a  clay  while  on  route  homo,  in  going  over  the 
varied  departments,  aud  I  am  afraid  that  I  have   become  blase 
on  the  glories  of  expositions,  and  am  not  the  one  to  portray  its 
attractions,  but  writers  with  a  fecundity  of  thought  might  wax 
eloquent  over    the    beauties  of  the  Pan-American,   and  give 
the  publishers  and  its  readers  a  roseate  picture  of  things  seen 
aud  unseen.     True,  the  masses  are   the  working  classes,  nnd 
they  find  much  attraction  in  these  shows,  for  Buffalo  has  laid 
out  fine  grounds  and  water-ways  and  put  up  artistic  buildings, 
but  the  grounds  were  not  completed  when  I  was  there  the  last 
of  June,  nor  were  all  the  exhibits  installed,  and  though  the  art 
rooms  were  nearly  completed  no  statuary  was  installed,  nor 
had  the  walls  a  suggestion  of  the  artist's  brush.     But  in  the 
Government  department  the  display  was  complete,  with  attend- 
ants who  knew  their  business  and  were  ready  to  answer  all  the 
queries  of  the  curious,  and  to  those  who  have  not  had  access 
to  the  Government  buildings  at  Washington,  particularly  the 
Army   and    Navy    building,    the  exhibit  at  Buffalo  would   be 
instructive,  but  there  is  no  European  exhibit  to  gladden  the  eye. 
The  Horticultural  Hall  has  fruits  to  feast  the  eyes  upon 
(not  but  what  our  State  Fairs  could  discount  the  show),  but 
the  display  is  attractive,  except  in  one  corner,  at  the  approach, 
where  can  be  seen  a  small  show  of  bottles,  arranged  iu  hetero- 
geneous profusion,  under  the  auspices  of  the  California  Board 
of  Trade.     There  is  some  olive  oil,  mineral  water,  and  a  non- 
descript collection   of    some  bottled  wines,    mostly    wines  of 
sundry  dealers,  rather  than  growers.     The  ensemble  does  not 
appeal  to  the  eye,  for  an  artistic  arrangement  would  mean  a 
large  outlay,  which  the  Board  of  Trade  would,  doubtless,  not 
sanction,  and  there  were  no  private  booths  nor  their  occupants 
to  greet  the  seeker  of  fountain-head  information — only  a  poor 
array  of  bottles. 

I  recall  that  some  years  ago,  while  making  a  prolonged 
stay  in  Europe,  the  madam  and  I  embraced  the  opportunity  iu 
securing  large  photographs  of  many  scenes  of  interest — land- 
scapes, seascapes,  medieval  castles  and  old  Roman  ruins  with 
genre  studies  of  the  old  masters,  etc.  These  views  being  well 
mounted  were  quite  an  investment,  with  a  duty  of  10  per  cent, 
on  importation,  aud  we  flattered  ourselves  that  we  had  nearly 
brought  Europe  back  with  us,  and  looking  up  these  photos 
would  be  a  pleasure  to  our  friends,  and  our  delight  was  so 
keen  that  we  persuaded  relatives  and  others  to  sit  through  a 
showiug,  such  as  cathedral  exteriors  and  interiors,  Ecce  Ho- 
mos by  Guido  Reni,  Magdalens  by  Correggio,  or  Dolche  and 
Madonnas  by  Raphael,  but  this  soon  became  a  tiresome  pas- 
time to  our  guests.  Some  had  been  over  the  same  old  route, 
or  had  seen  illustrations  of  the  different  Reubens  or  Rem. 
brandts,  Teniers  or  Titians,  Murillos  or  Michael  Augelos,  and 
'twas  like  a  twice-told  tale  to  them.  Thus  these  vellum 
volumes,  though  in  close  accessibility,  have  not  had  a  cover 
turned,  aside  from  ourselves,  for  the  past  five  years,  aud  I  be- 
hove there  is  an  analogous  suggestion  between  the  apathy 
indicated  by  our  friends  to  the  foreign  views  and  the  growers 
generally  to  these  expositions.  Indeed,  the  writer  on  several 
occasions  has  seen  many  clever-looking  people  pass  by  and 
hardly  deign  to  cast  an  eye  at  these  small  bottle  displays,  and 
why  not — without  the  private  booth  ? 

The  High  Muckamuck  of  the  collection  had  gone  to  a 
water-fall  in  the  neighborhood  with  some  editors  (we  were  in- 
formed by  a  lady  who  was  enthroned  at  a  table,  apparently  the 
headquarters  of  this  tawdry  exhibit),  and  a  ponderous  regis- 


ter stood  a-gap,  asking  for  signatures  And  where  will  this 
book,  tlir  size  of  ten  dictionaries,  go  at  the  close  of  the  fair? 
Aud  what  of  the  thousands  of  nanus  registered  therein?  are 
queries  that  suggest  themselves,  to  see  Tom,  Dick  and  Harry 
scribbling  on  this  tome.  Seekers  of  information?  Well, 
hardly.     It  is  almost  a  fake. 

Will,  who  will  be  the  wine  jurors?  Perhaps  one-half 
will  be  fruit-growers.  And,  possibly,  like  some  kindred  shows 
Ameriea  had  recently,  some  of  the  fruit  men  may  be  temper- 
ance people.  But  there  may  be  one  or  more  who  may  have 
cognizance  of  the  various  types  of  dry  wine  in  a  modest  way. 
And  he  or  they  will  be  as  oracles  to  the  benighted,  and  let 
us  assume  that  one-half  of  the  various  brands  will  be  sam- 
pled— did  I  write  "  sampled  ?  "  I  would  say  "drank"  — and 
some  awards  will  be  given  to  a  favored  few.  And  how  about 
the  factotum  of  the  Board  of  Trade?  "Oh,  be  is  all  right." 
Has  he  not  ingratiated  himself  with  the  jury,  as  of  yore,  and 
will  he  not  indicate  the  brand  to  receive  special  honors,  and 
the  jurors  will  fall  in  like  a  pack  of  sheep  in  a  turnip  patch? 
Thus  it  has  been,  and  thus  it  will  be,  under  this  rotten  reeime. 
But  how  long  will  this  system  obtain  1     Ah,  who  can  tell  ? 

Perhaps  our  children's  children  may  enjoy  the  fruits  of 
wine  culture,  when  like  many  of  the  European  countries,  ire 
have  a  Viticultural  Department,  as  well  as  Horticultural,  when 
the  appointments  of  our  officials  will  not  be  by  Governments 
nor  Governors,  with  their  political  satelites,  but  1>\  Wine 
Boards  sending  representatives  that  will  be  a  pride  to  their 
profession.  In  that  day  the  wine  industry  will  grow  to  a  dig- 
nity now  unknown,  and  the  grower,  like  in  foreign  countries, 
may  erect  his  pagoda  or  private  booth  with  demonstrators  to 
show  his  wine  in  comparison  with  the  many.  Aud  in  that  day 
we  will  assume  there  will  be  a  cultured  class  who  will  be  seek- 
ing inspiration  at  the  fountain-head,  and  can  exercise  his  t 
in  devastation. 

I  recall  well  some  time  ago,  how  at  Bordeau  several 
provinces  of  now  the  United,  or  Federated,  Australia,  seeking 
colonization  of  their  wine  lands,  set  up  booths  at  that  Wine 
Exposition  that  were  practical  and  unique.  And  the  winee 
offered  me,  which  came  from  Victoria  and  New  South  Wales, 
were  quite  a  suggestion  of  the  Rhenish  or  Medoc  type,  as 
they  were  the  fruits  of  the  Riesling  and  Cabernet  vine,  and 
the  visitor,  aweary  with  tramping  around,  would  be  invited 
into  an  adjoining  room,  where  an  album  of  vineyard  views 
would  greet  the  eye,  and  after  exchange  of  cards  the  gentle- 
manly attendant  would  entertain  one  with  the  varied  featim-.- 
of  interest  connected  with  wine-growing  in  the  Antipodes,  not 
forgetting  to  uncork  many  bottles  of  the  products  of  these  far- 
away climes;  but  we  wine  men  have  run  against  hard  condi- 
tions in  our  trials  to  live,  and  we  hesitate  in  exploiting  our 
place  or  products  at  these  eternal  shows,  under  the  conditions 
that  obtain.

NEW  YORK 
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Summer  Drinks  for  Bar  and  Home. 

SPEAKING  of  summer  drinks,"  said  Tom  Cazneau,  tbe 
talented  beverage  builder  at  Bam  Mount's,  under  tbe 
Russ  House,  '  there  are  many  delicious  combinations  of  liquids, 
cooling  and  otherwise,  that  are  not  known  to  the  citizen,  be 
he  behind  of  before  the  bar.  To  begin  with,  here  is  a  mix- 
ture to  be  constructed  for  party  purposes,  that  will  send  the 
guests  home  convinced  that  the  host  is  one  of  the  best  fellows 
that  ever  happened: 

Take  a  lot  of  high-ball  glasses  and  crush  in  each  about 
four  or  five  fat  strawberries;  add  a  plump  piece  of  crystal  ice, 
pour  in  a  drink  of  fine  Irish  whisky  (God  bless  it!  There  is 
nothing  like  it!),  fill  with  club  soda  and  gently  stir. 

A  Rhine  wine  high-ball,  claret  high-ball,  rye  high-ball 
made  with  cider  instead  of  carbonic  water,  and  a  Rhine  wine 
punch  made  with  the  juice  of  a  lime  are  all  delicious. 

A  claret  rickey  (instruct  the  mixer  to  be  sure  to  wash  the 
limes  or  lemons  before  using  them  for  rickeys  or  sours),  horse's 
neck,  brandy  and  Benedictine  frappe,  kummel  and  chartreuse 
frappe,  sloe  gin  frappe,  apricot  brandy  and  maraschino  frappe, 
or  any  liquor  frappe  slowly  sipped  through  a  short  straw— all 
are  quite  cooling  drinks. 

To  make  a  claret  rickey,  squeeze  the  juice  of  half  a 
lime  into  a  high-ball  glass;  add  a  lump  of  ice  and  a  wineglass 
of  claret;  fill  with  carbonic  water  and  stir  well. 

A  Rhine  wine  rickey  is  made  in  the  same  way,  only  Rhine 
wine  is  used  instead  of  claret.  To  make  a  Rhine  wine  high- 
ball, add  a  lump  of  ice  to  a  glass  of  wine  and  fill  with  carbonic 
water  and  stir  thoroughly. 

To  make  a  horse's  neck,  which,  by  the  way,  is  a  popular 
drink,  put  a  lump  of  ice  into  a  large  ginger  ale  glass,  adding 
the  rind  of  a  whole  lemon  cut  sparingly.  Then  pour  in  a 
bottle  of  ginger  ale  and  stir  well. 

A  brandy  and  Benedictine  frappe  is  made  in  a  cocktail 
glass  filled  with  shaved  ice.  Add  half  a  liquor  glass  of  Bene- 
dictine and  the  same  of  good  brandy.     Sip  it  through  a    short 

straw. 

A  delicious  kummel  chartreuse  frappe  is  thus  made:  Fill 
a  cocktail  glass  with  shaved  ice;  add  half  a  liquor  glass  of 
kummel,  the  same  of  chartreuse,  and  drink  through  a  short 
straw. 

To  concoct  the  sloe  gin  frappe,  fill  a  cocktail  glass  with 
shaved  ice,  and  a  full  wineglass  of  sloe  gin,  and  sip  through  a 
short  sti'aw. 

Apricot  brandy  and  maraschino  frappe:  Fill  a  cocktail 
glass  with  shaved  ice,  add  half  a  liquor  glass  of  apricot  brandy 
and  the  same  of  maraschino.  Keep  your  eye  on  the  big  for- 
tune you  made  in  stocks   last  week  and  sip  it  through  a  straw. 

Another  drink  that  will  be  found  extremely  delicious,  for 
ladies  especially,  is  made  as  follows:  Take  as  many  goblets 
as  there  are  guests  and  crush  in  each  five  strawberries  (I  am 
a  great  believer  in  crushed  strawberry;  it  gives,  when  well 
done,  a  delicious  flavor  to  a  drink),  add  a  lump  of  ice,  then 
half  fill  with  burgundy  and  the  balance  with  apollinaris  or 
white  rock;  stir  well.  The  juice  of  a  lime  in  a  glassful  of 
equal  parts  of  champagne  and  claret,  with  a  piece  of  ice,  is 
also  very  palatable. 

Let  me  say  here  that  itt  is  to  me  a  most  surprising  thing 
that  Americans  do  not  take  more  kindly  to  the  burgundies, 
clarets  and  champagnes  made  in  California. 


Of  course,  there  are  a  lot  of  fake  stuffs  named  California 
wines,  but  if  one  deals  direct  with  big  wine  makers  and  gets 
the  best  product  of  the  California  grape,  he  will  get  something 
that  compares  very  favorably  with  the  foreign  article. 

Aud  why  not?  Place  side  by  side  a  French  and  Ameri- 
can grape,  or  eat  them,  and  see  if  the  black,  plump  and  rich 
American  fruit  is  not  quite  as  good  as  the  other.  You  must 
know  that  the  wine  made  from  that  grape,  unless  it  be  ruined 
in  the  making,  is  quite  as  good  and  healthy  as  that  made 
abroad.  For  these  i-easons  and  from  motives  of  patriotism 
Americans  should  patronize  wines  made  here. 

For  the  man  of  moderate  means,  who  likes  to  entertain 
his  friends  in  hot  weather  at  his  country  cottage,  the  following 
will  be  found  a  refreshing  mixture.  Melt  a  half  pound  of 
loaf  sugar  in  a  pint  of  warm  water,  pour  it  into  a  bowl  or  other 
vessel,  add  one  gallon  of  good  California  claret  and  one  pint 
of  Jamaica  rum,  one  square  piece  of  ice,  sliced  oranges, 
lemons,  pineapple  and  mint,  then  spray  in  three  syphons  of 
carbonic  and  stir  well. 

One  can  entertain  a  company  of  ten  a  whole  evening  on 
this  beverage  for  about  two  dollars.  Be  sure,  though,  to  buy 
claret  from  some  dealer  of  established  reputation. 

If  your  friends  have  a  taste  for  something  more  spirited, 
make  a  fine  bowl  of  mint  julep.  Melt  one-half  pound  of  loaf 
sugar  and  crush  in  it  five  or  six  big  bunches  of  mint;  add  the 
whisky  and  a  quart  of  still,  pure  water,  fill  the  bowl  full  of 
cracked  ice  and  mingle  gently  but  thoroughly. 

In  hot  weather  it  is  not  good  to  drink  too  much  of  any- 
thing, but  the  drinks  suggested  here,  if  moderately  used,  will 
surely  be  beneficial,  and  they  may  be  taken  by  even  ladies  of 
the  very  finest  fiber. 

For  ladies  who  are  inclined  to  be  a  trifle  convivial  and 
enjoy  themselves  at  the  Cliff  House  and  other  resorts,  there  is 
nothing  more  suitable  than  either  a  mint  julep  or  a  "  Review 
punch." 

There  are,  however,  many  of  them  who  will  find  much 
solace  in  the  Sam  Ward  iced  creme  de  menthe,  sherry  flip, 
brandy  and  Benedictine,  iced;  dry  Martinis  and  Manhattans, 
Scotch  high-ball,  Rob  Roy  cocktail,  rickeys  and  fizzes. 

It  is  remarkable  how  certain  drinks  come  into  vogue,  and 
how  the  great,  big  public  fall  to  the  latest  fad,  and  how  sud- 
denly, too,  the  fad  is  dropped  and  relegated  to  the  rear. 

Fifteen  years  ago  the  Tom  and  Jerry,  hot  apple  toddy, 
whisky  sour,  milk  punch  and  cobblers  were  all  the  go.  Then 
came  the  Manhattan  aud  Martini;  after  that  the  rickeys  and 
Scotch  high-balls.  Ten  years  ago  the  only  Scotch  whisky  that 
I  ever  saw  here  was  one  brand  and  that  was  white  like  gin.  It 
was  never  sold  except  in  hot  drinks.  Now  there  is  at  least 
thirty  different  kinds  of  Scotch  whisky  sold  here,  aud  we  sell 
almost  as  much  of  it  as  we  sell  of  the  American  rye.  Creme 
de  menthe  became  suddenly  very  popular,  aud  was  followed 
by  the  sloe  gin  and  apricot  brandy. 

The  great  fad  now  is  dry  cocktails.  Every  youngster  that 
now  wants  a  cocktail,  gives  his  instructions  to  have  it  made 
very  dry,  and  consequently  the  French  vermouth  has  come  into 
play. 

The  only  drinks  that  never  seem  to  grow  old  are  mint 
juleps,  gin  fizz  aud  Manhattan  cocktails — they  are  good  for  all 
time." 

A.    FINKE'S    WIDOW    CHAMPAGNES. 
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The  Rape  of  the  Fountain. 

REPORTS  come  to  this  office  from  Mine  Host  Wiseman,  of 
the  Blue  Lakes  Hotel,  Lake  County,  and  from  other  suf- 
fering bonifaces  of  that  section,  expressing  satisfaction  over 
the  fact  that  a  "certain  bunch  of  white  highbinders"  have 
shaken  the  dust  of  Blue  Lakes,  etc.,  from  their  feet  and 
returned  to  their  haunts  in  San  Francisco.  When  it  is  learned 
that  the  "highbinders"  in  question  included  such  modest, 
quiet  aud  retiring  gentlemen  as  Harry  Corbett,  Charles  New- 
man, Kid  Lewis,  Colonel  Kowalsky,  Big  Jim  Jeffries,  Mo. 
Getz,  and  others,  it  is  not  difficult  to  understand  why  Mr. 
Wiseman  is  much  relieved  in  mind. 

The  parties  named  marauded  all  that  part  of  the  State, 
hitting  all  the  high  and  low  springs  and  having  a  warm  time. 
They  are  all  execrable  fishermen,  and,  notwithstanding  the  lakes 
were  full  of  fine  black  bass  and  lake  fish,  they  could  make  no 
headway  toward  getting  a  mess  for  the  hotel  table,  and  the 
hired  man  had  to  bring  in  the  fish.  This  fact  calls  for  the  re- 
lation of  one  story  regarding  the  "highbinders"  that  will 
illustrate  upon  what  lines  they  swarmed  over  the  defenseless 
country.

In  went  the  shivering  valet,  and  after  great  effort  and  many 
a  muffled  howl,  as  he  collided  with  some  big  frightened  fish,  he 
found  the  "  plug,"  and  soon  the  denizens  of  the  fountain  were 
flopping  on  the  bottom.  It  was  only  a  matter  of  moments 
to  "catch"  aud  string  the  fish,  and  then  after  restoring  the 
plug,  to  hide  their  crime,  the  five  guilty  ones  made  a  "sneak  " 
for  the  lake,  where  they  waited  until  they  could  safely  go  to  the 
hotel  with  their  spoils.

They  unblushingly  accepted  the  hon- 
ors, and  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  repast  saddled  their 
horses  and  fled  into  the  mountain  fastnesses  of  Saratoga 
Springs,  where  they  might  not  feel  the  wrath  of  the  sturdy 
host  of  the  Blue  Lakes  at  such  time  as  he  should  discover  the 
rape  of  his  fountain.

This  house  enjoys  what  is  known  among  the  trade 
as  a  "  gilt-edge  "  patronage,  which  is  not  affected  materially 
by  strikes  or  rumors  of  strikes.  "  Our  business  is  excellent — 
all  that  we  could  ask  for,"  said  James  Twomey,  senior  member 
of  the  firm,  "  and  we  really  could  not  find  any  cause  for  com- 
plaint."

LOS  ANGELES,  August  25. — Los  Angeles  is  in  a  peculiar 
position  with  regard  to  retail  liquor  licenses.  It  devel- 
oped a  day  or  so  ago  that  all  of  the  licenses  left  within  the 
legal  limit  of  two  hundred  had  been  secured  by  the  big  Brew- 
ing companies  here  and  were  being  held  by  them  for  specu- 
lative purposes.  Some  years  ago  the  city  fathers,  during  a 
periodical  temperance  convulsion,  passed  an  ordinance  limit- 
ing the  number  of  retail  licenses  to  be  permitted  within  the 
charter  limits  of  the  city  to  two  hundred.  The  council's 
action  was  based  upon  the  population  of  the  city  at  that  time. 

At  the  present  one  hundred  and  eighty-eight  of  these 
licenses  are  in  force  and  effect,  and  there  is  a  saloon  to  show 
for  every  one  of  them,  leaving  twelve  to  be  applied  for.  Ap- 
plication, however,  gets  you  no  license.  Every  one  of  the 
twelve  remaining  licenses  has  been  secured  by  one  or  another 
of  the  three  big  Brewing  companies,  and  the  would-be  saloon 
man  has  to  talk  with  them  and  pay  their  price  before  he  can 
open  his  doors.  Not  only  is  he  compelled  to  contract  to  use 
their  beer  at  the  rate  of  $2  per  barrel,  but  he  is  charged  a 
bonus  of  from  $500  to  $2,000  for  the  license.  In  this  way  the 
Brewing  Companies  have  a  cinch  that  their  beers  only  will  be 
used  by  any  incoming  saloon  man,  but  they  have  as  well  a 
tremendous  profit  on  each  license  without  having  to  expend  a 
cent,  as  license  payments  are  not  due  until  the  saloon  is  in 
operation. 

Gus  Holmes,  who  is  building  the  big  Hotel  Angelus  at 
Fourth  and  Spring  streets,  was  one  of  the  first  to  go  up 
against  the  combination.  As  proprietor  of  the  Hotel  Kuuts- 
ford,  in  Salt  L:ike,  Gus  has  builded  up  a  fortune  and  a  reputa- 
tion as  one  of  the  best  fellows  in  the  bnsiness.  His  coming  to 
Los  Angeles  has  been  hailed  with  no  small  degree  of  satisfac- 
tion by  both  traveling  people  and  local  business  men.  The 
town  has  been  thrown  open  to  him  and  his  way  made  easy. 
That  is,  it  was  easy  until  he  began  figuring  on  his  license — 
for  Holmes  considers  an  elegant  saloon  as  much  a  necessity  to 
a  well-regulated  hostelry  as  he  does  the  kitchen  or  the  grill- 
room. 

He  had  no  sooner  made  his  application  than  the  tip  was 
passed  to  him  that  he  would  have  to  talk  with  Maier  &  Zobe- 
lein  if  he  wanted  to  open  a  liquid  annex,  and  being 
wise  in  his  day  and  generation,  he  went  and  talked.  It  is 
said  that  the  Maier  &  Zobelein  people  wanted  $1,000,  which 
Holmes  would  not  pay.  He  next  tried  the  Los  Angeles  Brew- 
ing Company,  but  they  raised  him  beyond  his  table  stake,  and 
he  declined  to  see  them.  It  looked  for  a  time  as  though  he 
would  give  up  the  bar  project  rather  than  meet  them  at  their 
own  terms  and  agree  to  use  none  but  local  beers,  but  when 
seen  yesterday  he  smiled  some  and  said  he  guessed  he'd  be 
selling  as  many  drinks  as  ouy  one  when  it  came  time  to  do  so. 
Just  whcit  he  has  succeeded  in  doing  he  is  not  saying,  but  it  is 
his  hotel,  and  will  be  found  with  both  doors  open  on  Decem- 
ber 1. 


A    PALATIAL    CAFE. 

Mayer  &  Zobelein  are  going  to  transform  their  South 
Spring-street  resort,  The  Imperial,  into  a  counterpart  of  San 
Francisco's  famous  Zinkand.  At  the  present  time  The  Impe- 
rial has  only  its  excellent  eating  and  drinking  and  its  excellent 
music  to  attract  trade.  There  is  nothing  of  mural  beauty  save 
bare,  white  walls,  which  do  not  satisfy  Jake  Maier's  esthetic 
demands.  A  local  architect  has  been  paid  a  big  prios  to  pie- 
pare  plans  upon  the  most  elaborate  and  artistic  scile,  and  by 
recent  purchase,  The  Imperial's  owners  have  added  twenty- 
five  feet  to  their  Spring-street  frontage.  By  Jauuary  1,  they 
will  have  expended  nearly  $50,000  in  improvements,  and  The 
Imperial  will  be  second  to  no  resort  of  its  kind  in  the  West. 

PRICES   FOR   WINE   GRAPES 

Notwithstanding  Guy  Barham's  hurried  return  from  Paris 
at  the  urgent  request  of  the  wine  men,  the  situation  among 
Southern  California  growers  is  no  more  nearly  settled  than  a 
month  ago.  The  so-called  Woollacott  offer  of  $25  per  ton  is 
accepted  by  few  as  a  bona  fide  proposition,  and  the  growers 
are  standing  off  and  waiting  for  bids.  The  one  result  that 
Woollacott's  offer  seems  to  have  had,  has  been  to  convince  tbe 
growers  that  a  big  price  is  waiting  their  product,  and  they  are 
determined  to  have  it.  They  are  standing  away  from  any 
agreement  with  the  buyers,  and  there  is  a  well-arranged  move- 
ment among  them  to  compel  the  very  highest  figure  that  can 
be  had.  A  meeting  was  held  at  Barham's  office  on  Tuesday 
afternoon  of  this  week,  but  nothing  was  accomplished,  and 
affairs  are  as  much  at  sixes  and  sevens  as  ever.  The  best  offer 
that  has  been  made  since  Woollacott  named  his  figure,  is  $18, 
but  it  is  finding  no  bakers.  Woollacott  has  been  absent  om 
the  city  for  a  week  past,  and  no  one  at  his  place  of  business 
is  incliued  to  discuss  the  situation. 

"GOOD   THING"   POLASKI. 

"  Klondike  "  Henry  Berry,  who,  with  his  brother  Clarence, 
corded  up  a  few  millions  in  the  Alaskan  gold  fields,  has  come 
south  to  stay.  A  month  ago  it  was  announced  that  he  had 
bought  out  Jim  Morley's  billiard  parlors,  and  had  taken  a  lease 
to  half  of  Mike  Polaski's  big  cocktail  emporium.  Berry 
paid  Morley  $6,500  for  the  parlors,  aud  took  a  ten  years'  lease 
on  Mike'  back  rooms  at  a  generous  figure.  Since  that  time  he 
has  contracted  for  an  expenditure  of  $11,500  in  improvements, 
and  declares  that  he  will  have  the  finest  billiard  parlors  west  of 
Chicago  before  he  is  through  with  it.  Billy  Spinks,  the  cele- 
brated exhibition  billiardist,  is  interested  with  him  in  the  new 
deal,  and  will  come  on  here  soon  to  take  personal  charge  of 
the  business. 

Speaking  of  Mike  Polaski,  Mike  has  been  up  against  all 
kinds  of  hard  luck  during  the  current  season.  Nothing  that 
jeopardized  his  solvency  at  all,  but  just  enough  to  discourage 
him,  and  make  the  best  cocktail  ever  thrown  together  look  like 
six  car  fares.  Notwithstanding  he  has  been  a  long  time  in 
the  business  and  has  laid  by  a  few  for  the  wet  season,  Mike  is 
probably  as  easy  a  thing  as  was  ever  well  advertised.  His 
trouble  started  early  in  the  summer,  when  John  O'Brien 
Roache  blew  into  town  and  took  the  sporting  editorship  for  a 
morning  paper.  Roache  was  a  good  fellow,  aud  was  good  for 
Mike's  roll  within  two  weeks.  A  week  ago  Roache  got  two 
months  in  the  County  Jail  for  letting  go  a  fictitious  check,  and 
now  he  is  waiting  trial  on  a  felony  charge  made  up  of  a  dozen 
or  so  forged   and    fictitious   papers,  upon   which   he   realized 
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nearly  half  a  thousand.  Henry  Berry  "  also  ran  "  to  the  ex- 
tent of  a  hundred.  A  few  days  ago  Mike  was  fouud  at  his 
desk,  cursing  audibly  and  tearing  up  auother  buuch  that  had 
been  handed  him  by  Roache's  successor.  "  If  these  fellows 
would  only  tell  me  they  were  goiug  to  skin  me,  it  would  bo  all 
right,"  said  he,  "  but  when  it  comes  to  you  like  this,  you 
begin  to  lose  confidence  in  your  right  to  be  selling  whisky 
without  a  guardian." 

PERSONAL   NOTES,  ETC. 

Most  of  the  boys  along  the  line  in  San  Francisco,  partic- 
ularly those  who  used  to  make  quick  trips  to  Oakland  or  some 
other  port  across  the  water,  will  remember  Arthur  Devitt. 
Arthur  learned  how  to  mix  all  kinds  of  seductions  at  the  Ferry 
bar,  but  a  year  ago  came  down  here  to  take  hold  of  a  lot  of 
property  his  uncle  was  kind  enough  to  leate  him.  He  took  a 
position  behind  the  bar  at  the  Palace  cafe,  and  in  a  few  weeks 
was  put  in  charge  of  the  liquid  end  of  that  big  business  — 
cellars,  bars  and  all.

You  can  see 
where  he  is  crazy  there.  Combine  a  half  a  dozen  well-directed 
drinks  with  Arthur's  well-known  brand  of  hot  air,  and  the  in- 
evitable result  is  business  for  the  Tontine  end  of  the  combi- 
nation. 

Harry  Stuart,  known  to  about  every  thoroughbred  sport- 
ing man  on  the  circuit  is  at  present  unattached.  Old-timers 
remember  Harry  best  as  the  man  who  shone  for  a  time  as  the 
equal  in  the  ring  of  Jack  Dempsey.  When  he  quit  the  gloves 
he  went  behind  the  bar,  and  latterly  was  employed  by  Mike 
Polaski  as  head  barkeeper.  During  the  recent  prize-fighting 
fever  in  this  city  he  established  a  reputation  as  a  referee  of 
fistic  events  and  then  resigned  his  position.  He  expects  to 
leave  for  San  Francisco  within  a  week  or  so,  and  will  probably 
be  heard  of  at  that  end  of  the  line  in  connection  with  ring 
affairs.

GREEN    RIVER 
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Army  Woman  Defends  Canteen. 

ON  the  17th  inst.  in  this  city,  Clara  Belle  Brown,  one  of 
the  best-known  army  women  of  this  country,  delivered 
an  address  in  Sherman  &  Clay's  Hall  to  a  large  audience,  her 
subject  being  "'J  he  Canteen  From  an  Army  Woman's  Stand- 
point." The  hall  had  been  handsomely  decorated  by  direction 
of  Colonel  Rawles,  Post  Commandant  at  the  Presidio,  and  in 
recognition  of  the  cause  in  which  Mrs.  Brown  is  now  laboring 
the  Third  Artillery  Band  was  present  and  rendered  choice 
selections  both  before  and  after  the  lecture. 

One  of  the  most  amusing  features  of  the  lecture  was  Mrs. 
Brown's  reference  to  Rev.  Wilbur  Crafts,  the  sponsor  of  the 
anti-canteen  law,  and  now.  according  to  her,  "talking  dele- 
gate "  of  the  International  Reform  Bureau  of  Chicago.  Ex- 
tracts from  the  testimony  of  army  officers  taken  before  the 
Senate  Committee  were  read  at  length,  and  as  each  one  favored 
the  continuance  of  the  canteen  her  reading  was  frequently  ap- 
plauded. 

Mrs.  Brown  spoke  in  part  as  follows: 

My  platform  is  essentially  that  of  temperance— neither 
total  abstinence  uor  excess.  Country  children — and  city  poli- 
ticians— know  what  the  see-saw  is.  It  is  a  machine  of  simple 
construction;  a  platform  with  a  single  plank,  but  one  end  of  it 
is  always  up  in  the  air  while  the  other  end  is  on  the  ground 

The  delirium  of  total  abstinence  and  fanaticism  is  at  one 
end  of  the  see-saw,  to  which  I  now  refer — the  delirium  of  in- 
toxication and  excess  at  the  other.  The  safe,  broad,  solid 
platform  of  real  temperance  is  midway  between  the  two  ex- 
tremes. 

Webster's  dictionary  gives  this  definition  of  the  word 
"temperance":  "Moderate  indulgence  of  the  appetite." 
"Temperately."     "  With  moderation;  without  excess." 

The  word  "  temperance  "  has  too  long  been  used  to  denote 
total  abstinence  from  wine,  beer  and  strong  liquors — without 
regard  to  auy  other  phase  of  our  moral  life. 

A  total  abstainer  is  not  temperate.  A  total  toper  is  not 
temperate.  When  the  society  called  "The  Woman's  Christian 
Temperance  Union"  was  first  organized  it  was  something  to 
revere.  Its  work  was  to  redeem,  not  to  accuse.  Today  it  is 
an  unbalanced  political  organization,  with  yearnings  for  power 
at  the  polls.  Its  name  is  a  mistake.  It  should  be  called 
"  The  Woman's  Total  Abstinence  Society."  Many  of  its  mem- 
bers have  no  claim  to  the  name  of  Christian  in  act  or  thought. 
Many  have  no  right  to  rally  under  the  total  abstinence  banner. 
I  have  talked  with  many  women  who  believe  that  a  regular 
army  officer  is  a  compound  of  brilliant  regimentals  and  cham- 
pagne.    That  the  private  soldier  must  become  a  sot. 

The  fanatics  of  today,  I  believe  to  be  the  last  remnants 
of  the  thought  which  murdered  a  god,  burned  the  martyrs, 
dragged  women  as  witches  to  the  stake  in  our  republic,  and 
today  cries  out  that  our  soldiers  are  drunkards  through  the 
will  of  their  officers. 

The  men  who  hold  commissions  in  the  United  States  Army 
are  supposed  to  know  something  of  what  is  good  for  the 
private  soldier.  The  greatest  good  to  the  greatest  number 
might  be  fitly  applied  to  the  government  of  American  soldiers 
by  American  officers.  To  keep  each  soldier  in  his  command 
neat,  clean,  sober  and  "fit"  is  the  duty  and  pride  of  each  man 
who  holds  a  commission  in  our  service. 

There  is  no  subject  upon  which  the  officers  of  the  United 
States  Army  ar%  so  solid  a  unit  as  this  one  of  the  canteen. 

Mrs.  Brown  read  the  result  of  a  canvass  made  recently  at 
the  Presidio  on  the  canteen  question.     Four  hundred  soldiers

were  invited  to  give  their  opinion,  and  it  was  found  that  seveu 
were  opposed  to  the  canteen,  twenty-one  were  indifferent  and 
three  hundred  and  seventy-two  favored  its  restoration. 

At  the  close  of  her  lecture  Mrs.  Brown  was  warmly  con- 
gratulated by  her  audience,  many  ladies  shaking  her  by  the 
hand. 

Mrs.  Brown  is  a  ready,  interesting  talker  and  convinces 
her  auditors  of  the  sincerity  of  her  statements.  She  is  work- 
ing in  a  good  cause — the  betterment  of  the  conditions  of  the 
soldier,  who  is  now  suffering  from  the  folly  of  his  alleged 
friends,  the  Woman's  Christian  Temperance  Union.  It  is  well 
that  the  lady  comes  from  a  fighting  family,  for  she  will  now  be 
attacked  on  all  sides  and,  figuratively,  torn  into  shreds  by 
these  same  "  Christian  ladies."  Of  oue  thing  Mrs.  Brown  may 
well  feel  assured,  a^nd  that  is  that  the  New  Voice,  the  scanda- 
lous organ  of  the  Prohibs,  will  turn  its  slop-buckets  on  her 
and  set  its  special  defamer  at  work  on  her  case.  When  that 
rag  gets  through  with  her,  she  needs  not  be  surprised  if  she 
learns  that  she  has  in  her  career  been  a  runaway,  a  woman 
with  a  shady  character,  a  temperance  lecturer,  horse-thief,  and 
above  all  things  devoid  of  truth  and  that  she  is  an  emissary  of 
the  devil. 

We  congratulate  Mrs.  Brown  on  her  courage  and  feel  sure 
that  she  will  accomplish  much  good  in  working  for  the  restora- 
tion of  the  canteen.  We  know  that  she  is  not  in  the  employ 
of  any  liquor  firm  or  organization,  nor  is  she  receiving  assist- 
ance therefrom,  but  she  should  most  certainly  be  given  the 
moral  and  substantial  support  of  all  who  are  opposed  to  the 
aggressions  of  the  temperance  fauatics.

ELSEWHERE  in  this  issue  will  be  found  an  article  on 
"Fermentation,"  from  the  able  pen  of  William  Julien- 
Laferriere.  It  is  a  condensed  review  and  commentary  on  the 
various  ferments  and  methods  of  handling  them.  The  article 
was  specially  prepared  for  this  number  of  the  Review,  and 
will  no  doubt  be  found  interesting  and  of  value  to  winemakers 
in  general.  Those  who  do  not  keep  files  of  the  paper 
should  carefully  preserve  the  matter  for  future  reference. 


After  Our  Mexican  Trade. 

AS  stated  in  the  Review  some  time  ago,  the  Chilean  wine 
producers  and  merchants  are  so  far  advanced  in  the 
industry,  that  they  are  looking  abroad  for  a  market  for  their 
surplus  products.  They  have  found  a  promising  field  in  Mex- 
ico, and  as  they  make  a  fair  quality  of  common  wine  and  sell 
it  at  much  lower  prices  than  Californians  can,  the  Chilean 
wines  are  eating  into  our  trade.  In  speaking  of  the  efforts  of 
our  South  American  competitors  to  reach  out  into  foreign 
fields,  the  Moniieur  Offidel,  of  Paris,  says: 

"The  Chilean  wine  growers  of  Paris  are  endeavoring  to 
find  a  market  for  their  products  in  Mexico.  An  important 
Company  in  Santiago,  the  Centro  Industrial  y  Comercial,  has 
sent  a  note  to  the  new  Chilean  Minister  in  Mexico,  calling  his 
attention  to  the  exports  of  wine  to  that  country. 

"Among  the  industrial  exports  which  are  destined  to  es- 
tablish a  current  of  exchanges  with  the  Mexican  Republic, 
wines,  says  this  report,  undoubtedly  occupy  first  place.  Con- 
sequently it  is  necessary  to  know  the  customs  regulations  in 
force  in  that  republic  relative  to  the  entrance  of  this  article, 
as  well  as  the  prices  which  can  be  obtained  for  wine  in  bottles 
or  barrels. 

"The  Centro  Industrial  y  Comercial  adds  that  if  the 
agricultural  development  together  with  the  proximity  of 
Canada  prevent  Chile  from  exporting  its  wheat  and  barley  to 
the  Mexican  market,  it  can,  on  the  contrary,  export  to  this 
same  market  its  wines  fruits,  vegetables  and  canned  shell-fish." 

Whether  or  not  the  California  wine  men  can  devise  means 
to  hold  the  markets  of  Mexico,  for  which  they  have  fought  so 
long  and  trying  a  battle,  remains  to  be  seen,  but  we  are  con- 
fident the  Chilean  exporters  will  not  find  the  easy  conquest 
they  have  in  view. 


Colonel  Taylor  Wins  His  Suit. 

FRANKFORT,  KY.,  July  29. —In  the  Franklin  Circuit 
Court  last  week,  Judge  Cantrill  decided  the  case  of  E.  H. 
Taylor  Jr.  &  Sons  against  the  George  T.  Stagg  Company  and 
others  for  the  plaintiffs,  granting  them  a  perpetual  injunction 
against  the  defendants  and  enjoining  the  latter  from  doing  any 
further  business  in  the  name  of  the  E.  H.  Taylor  Jr.  Com- 
pany, holding  that  the  Company  had  ceased  to  exist  and  gone 
out  of  business  in  1887.  The  Court  also  gave  the  plaintiffs  an 
order  of  reference  to  the  Master  Commissioner  for  all  the 
profits  made  by  the  defendants  in  the  name  of  E.  H.  Taylor  Jr. 
Company  from  the  time  that  Company  was  made  a  defendant 
to  the  suit  more  than  a  year  ago. 

This  case  has  been  in  the  court  here  and  in  the  Court  of 
Appeals  for  nealy  twelve  years.  It  was  instituted  by  E.  H. 
Taylor  Jr.  &  Sons  shortly  after  the  purchase  of  the  O.  F.  C. 
Distillery  there  by  the  Stagg  Company  to  prevent  that  Com- 
pany from  using  the  name  E.  H.  Taylor  Jr.  Company  on 
whisky  of  its  manufacture. 


Stamp  Tax  on  Internal  Revenue  Bonds. 

THE  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  under  date  of 
August  6,  announces  that  the  following  internal  revenue 
bonds,  when  delivered  on  or  after  July  1,  1901,  require  no 
stamps: 

A.11  bonds  required  of  distillers,  brewers,  manufacturers 
of  tobacco,  snuff  and  cigars,  or  manufacturers  of  other  tax- 
able articles,  and  peddlers  of  tobacco; 

Bonds  of  producers  of  wine  for  brandy  used  in  the  forti- 
fication of  wine; 

All  bonds  for  transportation  and  exportation  of  distilled 
spirits  or  other  taxable  articles; 

Bonds  for  withdrawal  of  alcohol  for  scientific  purposes, 
and  for  withdrawal  of  distilled  spirits  by  manufacturers  of 
cordials,  etc. ; 

Bonds  for  establishment  of  warehouses  where  certain 
articles  are  to  be  manufactured  for  export,  and  bonds  for  es- 
tablishment of  special  and  general  bonded  warehouses. 

The  official  bonds  of  all  internal-i-evenue  officers,  includ- 
ing deputy  collectors,  require  a  50-cent  stamp. 


SINCE  the  abolition  of  the  municipal  tax  on  wine,  the 
Parisians  have  taken  to  buying  their  wines  directly  from 
producers,  instead  of  from  the  Bercy  middlemen.  During  the 
last  six  months  the  consumption  of  wine  in  Paris  has  increased 
thirty  per  cent.  In  1899  Parisians  drank  4,500,000  hectoliters. 
This  year  they  will  imbibe  over  six  milllion  hectoliters. 


THERE  are  sixty-six  counties  in  Alabama,  and  in  fifty-six 
of  them  prohibition  has  been  established  under  the  ex- 
isting license  system,  adopted  in  1889,  which  provides  for 
local  option  by  popular  vote.  In  Arkansas  fifty  out  of  the 
seventy-five  counties,  in  Florida  thirty  of  the  forty-five,  and  in 
Georgia  every  one  of.  the  137  counties,  except  those  contain- 
ing the  four  largest  cities  in  the  State,  are  under  prohibition. 


MISS  KUEHNE  BEVERIDGE,  one  of  Sau  Francisco's 
talented  girl  sculptors,  has  had  an  amusing  experience 
in  England  with  her  latest  statuette,  "The  Goddess  of  the 
Wine  Harvest."

Fermentation  ou  fermentation,  I  will  do  so  to  the 

best  of  my  ability.  But,  I  wish  to 
state  in  advance,  that  this  article  is  not  written  for  those  who 
know  it  all,  but  for  that  class  of  winemakers  who  make  wine 
ou  a  small  scale  (from  5,000  to  50,000  gallons),  and  who  have 
for  motto  Excelsior. 

THEOliY    AND    GENERAL  PRINCIPLES   OF    FERMENTATION. 

The  word  fermentation  is  taken  from  tho  latin  verb  /'• 
— to  boil.     Fermentation  is  tho  phenomenon    by  which  differ- 
ent organic  bodies  are  modified   and   transformed   through  the 
action  of  organized  bodies   called    ferments.     It  is  a  biological 
act  and  not  a  simple  reaction. 

There  are  several  fermentations,  but  the  principal  one  (the 
only  one  I  am  going  to  write  about)  is  the  alcoholic  fermenta- 
tion. Others,  as  the  butyric,  lactic  and  acetic  fermentations 
are  also  produced  in  wines,  but  they  are  the  cause  of  their  dis- 
eases. 

Alcoholic  ferments  are  necessary  to  produce  fermentation. 
For  instance,  water  and  sugar,  in  whatever  proportions,  will 
never  ferment  without   the   addition  of  an  alcoholic  ferment. 

Besides  sugar,  the  ferment  needs  an  amteous  matter  and 
some  phospliate.  The  first  ferment  known  was  the  beer  yeast, 
called  the  saccharomyses  cerevisae.  The  true  alcoholic  ferment 
is  the  saccharomyces  ellipsoideus,  which,  before  Pasteur,  was 
called  the  mycoderma  villi,  and  which  is  now  commonly  called 
the  elliptic  yeast.  This  ferment  exists  everywhere  in  the  air 
and  in  the  soil.  It  acts  like  an  in  ect,  and  when  the  grapevine 
is  in  blossom,  and  when  the  grapes  are  formed,  is  found  on 
every  part  of  the  bunch,  but  especially  on  the  skin  of  the 
berry  (when  ripe),  of  which  it  feeds  itself.  It  looks  more  like 
a  fine,  velvety  dust  than  anything  else. 

This  ferment  is  not  the  only  one,  but  it  is  the  most  impor- 
tant, for  it  is  the  only  one  which  transforms  the  grape-must 
into  wine.  The  others,  called  the  saccharomyces  apiculatiis  and 
sac.  pastorianiis,  which  are  generally  seen  at  the  beginning  of 
the  fermentation,  can  not  transform  all  the  sugar  of  the  must, 
and  their  actions  cease  when  only  three  or  four  per  cent,  of 
alcohol  have  been  produced. 

Oxygen  has  a  great  influence  ou  the  action  of  ferments. 
The  most  favorable  temperature  to  their  evolution  is  between 
65  and  88  degrees  Fahr.  Cold  stops  fermentation  but  does 
not  kill  the  ferment.  At  97  degrees  the  ferment  is  paralyzed, 
and  at  100  degrees  it  is  killed. 

Each  variety  of  graphs  produces  a  particular  yeast,  and 
each  yeast  produces  a  special  bouquet.  Any  yeast  has  two 
lives,  to  wit,  1st,  anaerobic,  that  is,  living  without  air  during 
tho  fermentation;  and,  2d,  aerobic,  that  is,  living  through  the 
influence  of  air  after  fermentation.  It  is  when  in  this  last 
state  that  it  will  come  up  to  the  surface  of  the  must  and  then 
live  there  as  a  mold. 

Oxygen  is  necessary  to  the  life  of  the  yeast,  and  is  the 
primum  morens  of  the  fermentation;  but,  as  Gay-Lussac  proved 
it,  in  1810,  if  oxygen  is  necessary  to  start  fermentation,  oxygen 
is  not  necessary  to  finish  the  fermentation.  The  yeast  can  mul- 
tiply itself  very  rapidly,  but  the  sun's  heat  always  iujures  it, 
and  very  often  kills  it.  Therefore,  no  matter  how  the  fermen- 
tation may  be  conducted,  if  the  saccharomyces  have  been 
killed  by  the  rays  of  the  sun,  the  fermentation  will  never  be 
complete. 

The  alcoholic  fermentation  consists  in  the  evolution  of  the 
sugar  under  the  influence  of  the  yeast,  into  alcohol,  carbonic 
acid,  glycerine,  succinic  acid,  and  a  very  small  percentage 
(1.6)  of  cellulose  and  divers  substances.     The  composition  of 


wine    is,  therefore,  very  complex,  for  wine  is  nothing  else  but 
the  product  of  the  fermentation  of  grape-must. 

When  the  fermentation  has  started,  the  spores  of  the 
yeast,  through  evolution,  are  transformed  into  saccharomyces. 
If  the  aaocharomyoea  ellipsoideus  (the  true  alcoholic  ferment) 
multiplies  itself  rapidly  enough  to  predominate  over  the  sac- 
charomyces apiouiattiB  and  pastorimiiis,  the  fermentation  will  i» 
good  to  the  end,  and  the'wiue  produced  will  be  good.  But,  if 
it  is  the  contrary,  the  fermentation  will  be  stopped  before  it  is 
completely  ended,  and  its  product  will  be  a  sour-sweet  liquid, 
or  an  unmarketable  wine.  But,  during  the  evolution  of  the 
spores  of  the  yeast  into  saccharomyces,  even  in  the  best  regu- 
lated fermentatiou,  some  mycodermai  are  produced,  especially 
mold  and  bacteria.  A  terrible  struggle  ensues  between  yeast 
and  bacteria,  and  the  result  is  "  the  case  of  the  survival  of  tin- 
fittest." 

Therefore,  in  order  to  prognosticate  the  issue  of  the 
struggle,  the  winemaker  must  have  the  proper  yeast  to  start 
the  fermentation,  and  the  more  ho  has  of  it  the  better.  B< 
sides,  if  he  has  added  the  right  kind  of  yeast  to  the  must,  the 
fermentation  will  start  quicker  (provided,  of  course,  the  tem- 
perature is  favorable),  and  will  be  complete.  The  fermenta 
tion  is  the  principal  factor  of  the  quality  and  bouquet  of  the 
wine,  because  it  is  through  the  fermentation  that  all  the  free 
acids  are  produced,  and  because,  as  soon  as  these  acids  are 
combined  with  the  alcohol,  they  produce  certain  ethers  which 
are  called    "the  bouquet  of  the  wine." 

To  Lavoisier,  Pasteur  and  Dumas,  winemakers  owe  all 
they  know  of  the  true  theory  and  explanation  of  the  phenom- 
enon of  fermentation. 

COMPOSITION    OF   GRAPES,    THEIR    CHARACTERISTIC'S    AND   MATURITY. 

The  fruit  of  the  grapevine  is  a  berry  which  contains  a 
juice  generally  composed  of  fifteen  to  thirty-five  per  cent, 
of  sugar,  of  two  to  three  per  cent,  of  albuminous  and 
azoteus  substances  and  of  tartaric  and  malic  acids.  Its 
skin  contains  tannin,  cream  of  tartar  aud  a  coloring  matter. 
Its  seeds  contain  tannin,  amylaceous  matters  aud  a  greasy 
oil.  The  stem  also  contains  tannin,  divers  acids  and  a  muci- 
lagenous  matter.  All  these  substances  are  necessary  in  the 
making  of  wine. 

When  the  berry  is  ripe,  it  is  soft  and  easily  separated 
from  the  stem;  its  skin  is  trauslucid;  its  color  is  covered  by  a 
peculiar  velvety  dust  (the  ferment);  its  juice  is  very  sweet; 
its  seeds  are  brown  and  hard. 

The  best  ]>ra<-tical  method  to  find  out  if  the  berry  has 
reached  its  maximum  of  saccharine,  is  to  pick  at  random  a 
few  bunches  of  grapes,  press  their  juice  out  aud  lest  it  with  he 
saccharometer  at  a  temperature  as  near  as  possible  to  60  de- 
grees Fahr.,  then  to  repeat  the  test  two  or  three  days  later, 
and,  when  the  the  saccharometer  does  not  show  any  further 
increase  of  sugar,  the  grapes  must  be  picked  immediat<  !v. 
But,  in  localities  where  grapes  cau  reach  as  high  as  32  pel 
cent,  of  sugar,  it  is  advisable  to  start  the  picking  when  they 
only  show  "23  or  2-1  per  cent. 

As  soon  as  a  wagonload  of  grapes  is  picked  it  should  be 
brought  to  the  winery,  and  care  taken  that  the  grapes  are  not 
mashed  in  the  boxes,  in  order  to  prevent  starting  the  fermen- 
tation before  crushing,  and  also  to  prevent  the  loss  of  the  fer- 
meut  by  leakage.  Besides,  they  should  be  covered  to  prevent 
them  from  being  exposed  to  the  rays  of  the  sun,  which,  if  \<  i  y 
hot,  would  surely  kill  the  ferment. 

METHODS    OF    FERMENTATION    OF    RED    liKAl 

When  arrived  at  the  winery  the  grapes  are  crushed  and 
stemmed  and  immediately  damped  into  fermenting  tanks.  By 
this  operatiou  the  juice  is  extracted  from  the  berries  and 
mixed  with  the  coloring,  saccharine  and  aqueous  matters,  thus 
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making  a  compact  and  homogeneous  mass,  which,  then  takes 
tho  name  of  must;  and  this  must,  through  the  phenomenon  of 
fermentation  will  take  afterward  the  name  of  wine.  As  the 
methods  of  making  wine  are  almost  as  various  as  are  the  opin- 
ions of  those  who  engage  in  its  preparation,  I  will  speak  only 
of  those  that  are  most  in  use. 

Fermentation  in  covered  or  in  open  tanks  can  give  equally 
good  results  if  they  are  conducted  with  intelligence.  But, 
that  some  methods  are  better  than  others,  especially  in  certain 
localities,  there  is  no  doubt.  The  work  of  the  winemaker 
begins  with  the  crushing  of  the  grapes,  for  whether  the  fer- 
mentation is  done  in  a  covered  or  in  an  open  tank,  it  will  start 
immediately  if  the  temperature  is  favorable  (70  to  80  degrees 
Fahr.),  and  this  is  generally  the  case  in  California.  Therefore 
lie  should  see  that  the  tank  is  filled  as  quickly  as  possible  to  within 
fifteen  inches  from  the  top,  in  order  to  prevent  checking  the 
fermentation  by  the  addition  of  fresh  must,  and  to  prevent 
increasing  the  number  of  the  saccharomycei  apiculatus  and 
pastorianus  (the  bad  ferments),  which  are  always  seen  at  the 
beginning  of  the  fermentation,  and  which,  if  too  numerous, 
will  destroy  the  saccbaromyces  ellipsoideous  (the  true  alcoholic 
ferment).  Besides,  this  space  left  on  the  top  of  the  must  will 
prevent  it  from  boiling  over  during  the  violent  fermentation, 
and  will  store  enough  carbonic  acid  gas  over  the  pomace  to 
partially  prevent  acidification.  I  say  partially,  because  if  the 
violent  fermentation  in  an  open  tank  becomes  slow  aud  difficult 
near  the  end,  the  carbonic  acid  gas,  which  is  then  very  weak, 
will  combine  with  the  oxygen  of  air,  and  the  ferment  myco- 
derma  aceli  will  be  produced  and  developed. 

This  done,  the  winemaker  should  test  the  must  aud  keep 
a  record  of  the  percentage  of  sugar  and  acidity  contained,  and 
also  the  degree  of  temperature;  for,  if  certain  substances  are 
wanted  in  the  composition  of  the  must  (this  is  very  seldom  the 
case),  or  if  they  exist  in  too  large  quantities  (this  is  often  the 
case),  the  fermentation  will  not  be  complete.  For  instance, 
if  a  must  contains  too  much  sugar,  from  28  to  32  per  cent.,  it 
will  ferment  badly,  and  will,  in  most  cases  "stick,"  even  if  the 
temperature  is  favorable  to  the  development  of  the  yeast  (70 
to  85  degrees);  too  much  acidity  is  not  good  either  (although  it 
will  prevent  the  growth  of  bacteria),  because  it  will  make  a 
very  unpleasant  and  tart  wine.  Fermentation  at  a  low  tem- 
perature would  prevent  the  growth  of  bacteria  and  without 
any  bad  effect  on  the  wine;  on  the  contrary,  the  wine  would  be 
better  and  have  a  fine  bouquet.    A  normal  must  should  contain 

9  per  mille  of  acidity  and  24  per  cent,  of  sugar.  Therefore, 
the  winemaker  must  correct  all  the  defects  before  or  as  soon 
as  the  fermentation  starts. 

When  the  must  contaius  over  27  per  cent,  of  sugar,  it  is 
advisable,  even  if  the  acidity  is  normal,  to  reduce  it  at  least  to 
this  percent  ige  by  the  addition  of  well  sterilized  water,  which 
should  first  be  cooled  down  as  low  as  possible,  because  the 
more  sugar  in  the  must,  the  higher  its  temperature  during  the 
violent  fermentation.     To  this  water  must  be  added  from  7  to 

10  grams  (J-  oz.)  of  tartaric  acid  per  gallon. 

From  six  to  twelve  hours  after  the  filling  of  the  tank,  the 
ebidition  of  the  must,  called  the  violent  fermentation,  begins, 
and  the  solid  part  (the  pomace)  is  separated  from  the  liquid 
The  pomace  rises  little  by  little  to  the  top  of  the  liquid  and 
soon  forms  a  compact  mass  called  cap.  The  winemaker  must 
now  make  the  same  experiment  that  Pollaci  did  in  1864,  and 
notice  that  in  the  cap  the  fermentation  is  very  strong,  while 
below  it  it  is  weaker,  and  null  near  the  bottom  of  the  tank. 
The  cap  contains  from  two  to  three  per  cent,  of  sugar  less  than 
the  middle,  aud  from  four  to  six  more  than  the  bottom.  This 
shows  very  plainly  that  the  oxygen  of  air  is  very  favorable  to 
the  growth  of  the  yeast.     The  difference  of  temperature  is  the 


reverse;  it  is  higher  in  the  cap  than  in  the  middle,  and  higher 
in  the  middle  than  in  the  bottom. 

As  this  difference  of  percentage  of  sugar  and  of  temper- 
ature will  exist  during  the  whole  phenomenon  of  fermentation, 
and  as  it  proves  conclusively  that  the  majority  of  the  ferments  is 
in  the  cap  and  the  must  with  which  it  is  impregnated,  the 
winemaker,  therefore,  will  have  to  test  the  must  frequently,  day 
and  niijht,  take  the  temperature  at  the  same  time  and  keep  a 
close  record. 

But  the  cap,  which  floats  over  the  liquid,  soon  becomes 
hard  and  dry,  and  the  danger  of  acidification  begins.  The 
cap  will,  therefore,  be  punched  down,  and  the  whole  mass  thor- 
oughly stirred,  thus  reviving  the  fermentation;  but,  in  a  little 
while  the  pomace  will  come  up  again  and  form  a  new  cap,  aud 
the  danger  of  acidification  begins  again.  This  operation, 
therefore,  will  have  to  be  repeated  from  six  to  fifteen  times 
every  twenty-four  hours,  instead  of  two  or  three  times  a  day, 
as  it  is  generally  done  in  most  wineries.  But  the  splitting  up  of 
the  sugar  into  almost  equal  parts  of  alcohol  and  carbonic  acid 
gas  produces  heat,  and,  although  the  temperature  of  the  must 
depends  a  great  deal  upon  the  outside  temperature,  it  chiefly 
depends  upon  the  amount  of  heat  generated  inside  of  the  tank. 
Therefore,  a  high  temperature  (from  76  to  85  degrees)  iuside 
of  the  fermenting  room  is  unfavorable  to  the  dcoholic  fer- 
ment, while  a  low  temperature  (from  68  to  75  degrees)  is  very 
favorable  to  it.  A  good  fermentation  must  be  conducted  in- 
side of  88  degrees  Fahr.;  above  88  degrees  there  is  a  loss  of 
alcohol,  and  at  97  degrees  the  ferment  becomes  paralyzed, 
and  between  100  aud  104  degrees  it  is  killed.  Wines  made 
at  a  temperature  not  exceeding  88  degrees  will  always  keep 
and  have  a  fine  bouquet,  while  if  made  between  88  aud  95 
degrees,  they  will  be  very  acid  or  will  lose  all  their  bouquet. 
Above  this  temperature  the  bad  ferments  are  developed,  aud 
at  100  degrees  the  fermentation  stops;  all  the  sugar  is  not  con- 
sumed, and  the  result  is  a  "stuck"  tank. 

It  is  evident  that  the  more  sugar  contained  in  the  must,  the 
longer  the  fermentation  and  the  more  alcohol  produced,  and 
the  temperature,  which  increases  with  the  fermentation,  is 
much  higher.  Consequently,  the  aeration  of  the  must  is  an 
imperative  necessity,  for  it  has  much  to  do  with  the  length  and 
completion  of  the  fermentation.  A  practical  method  is  to 
spray  the  must,  taken  from  the  bottom  of  the  tank,  over  the 
pomace  as  soon  as  the  violent  fermentation  begins,  and  repeat 
the  operation  as  often  as  possible.  It  has  the  effect  of  reviving, 
at  the  contact  of  oxygen,  the   yeasts  which  were    more  or  less

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active  in  the  bottom  of  the  tank,  of  cooling  oft'  the  must  and 
giving  a  new  start  to  the  fermentation.  But  this  method, 
which  is  the  easiest  anil  cheapest  in  a  cool  fermenting  room, 
anil  when  the  must  does  not  contain  more  than  24  per  cent,  of 
sugar,  is  not  always  efficacious  in  warm  wineries  and  when  thu 
must  contains  from  2(5  to  30  per  cent.  As  this  is  mostly  the 
case  in  California,  a  refrigerator  is  needed  to  cool  off  the  must 
to  the  proper  temperature. 

The  fermentation  in  an  open  tank,  whether  in  a  cool  or  warm  winery, 
nniHt  he  watched  very  carefully  and  intelligently,  especially  when  it  is  near 
the  end;  because  it  is  at  the  end,  when  the  must  contains  only  l  pel  cent, 
of  sugar,  that  the  greater  danger  of  acidification  is  manifest      At   this 

li the  tank  .should   be  tightly  covered,  only  the  carbonic  acid  gas  being 

allowed  to  escape  through  a  safety  valve,  or  a  rubber  hose  listened  by 
one  end  to  the  bung-hole  of  the  cover  ate  I  having  the  other  one  dipped  into 
a  can  of  water.  As  soon  as  the  Baeeharonieter  shows  0  degrees  the  wine 
should  he  drawn  off,  whether  it  is  very   warm  or  at  the  same  temperature 

of  the  fermenting  room,  because,  if  allowed  to  stay  much  longer,  the  cap 

(no  longer  held  on  the  surface  by  the  carbonic  arid  gas  will  sink  down  in 
the  wine,  make  it  cloudy,  and  impart  to  it  its   acidity  and  had  taste. 

But,  if  it  is  impossible  to  cover  the  tank  tightly,  and  the  wine  is  very 
warm  (93  to  95  deg.  Fahr),  it  is  advisable  to  draw  it  off  before  the  saccharo- 
i net er  shows  0  degrees,  because  there  is  yet  enough  yeast  left  in  the  wine  to 
terminate  its  fermentation  in  the  storage  tank.  And  if  the  wine  shows  1 
per  cent   of  sugar  and  a  temperature    of  96    degrees  it  should  be  drawn  off 

i ediately,  because  it    is   better  to  take  the  risk  of  the  fermentation  not 

terminating  in  the  storage  tank,  than  to  have  it  "  stuck  "  in  the  ferment- 
ing tank.  It  is,  therefore,  of  the  highest  importance  that  the  wine  should 
be  drawn  off  at  the  right  time. 

I  will  now  briefly  speak  of  several  methods  of  fermentation  in  open 
tanks  which  are  mostly  in  use,  to  wit .  1st ,  the  method  of  "Floating  Cover," 
which  consists  of  placing  upon  the  cap  a  cover  made  of  tight  boards,  and 
which  I  consider  as  being  against  common  sense,  because  the  cover,  not 
being  heavy  enough  to  keep  tin'  cap  submerged  in  the   must,  increases  the 

temperature  during  the  violent  fermentation,  prevents  aeration  of  the  cap, 

keeps  it  dry  and  causes  acidification.  I'd,  the  method  which  consists  in 
fermenting  into  a  double-head  tank  minus  its  gate,  and  letting  the  must 
ferment  by  the  "go  as  you  please"  process.  This  methol  is  as  irrational 
as  the  first,  because  it  is  impossible  to  keep  the  cap  wet  enough,  even  if 
the  must  is  frequently  pumped  over  it,  to  prevent  the  larger  part  of  it  from 
drying,  and,  therefore,  from  acidification.  Besides,  all  the  grapes  do  not 
ferment,  the  color  of  the  wine  is  light,  and  the  temperature  is  Btiil  higher 
than  in  the  first  method.  Nile'  times  out  of  ten  the  result  is  a  stuck  tank. 
Sd,  the  Bueli  method,  which  consists  in  keeping  the  cap  submerged  by 

a  perforated  cover,  fixed  four  to  six  inches  below  the    surface  m'   the  must 

before  fermentation  starts,  tth, the Meloni  method,  which  is  an  improve- 
ment on  the  Bueli,  and  consists  in  keeping  the  cap  submerged  h\  a  frame 
as  near  the  bottom  of  the  tank  as  possible. 

These  last  two  methods  are  good  if  the  fermentation  i-  conducted  in 

a  cool  winery  i  as  it  always  should  be),  anil  if  the  tank  is  tightly  covered 
before  the  violent  brementation  is  over  (that  is,  when  the  must  yet  con- 
tains from  1  to  2  per  cent,  of  sugar).  But,  if  it  is  other  wise,  I  candidly 
prefer  fermentation  in  an  open  tank  without  any  kind  of  a  cover ;  fust,  be- 
cause, in  the  Bueli  tank,  the  cap  not  being  aerated,  the  temperature  w  ill  he 
higher,  and.  se, Ily,  because  the   fermentation  will    last   from  four  to  six 

days  longer,  and  therefore  tb will   be  a  greater  danger  of  acidification. 

A    MKT1IOI)    \KW    TO    CALIFORNIA. 

Taking  all  I  have  said  into  consideration,  the  fermentation  in  a  wide 
Open  tank  (which  I  have  described  at  length)  is  the  best  so  far  used  in 
California,  especially  in  warm  localities  wdiere  the  grapes  contain  a  high 
percentage  of  sugar.  Bui  there  is  a  method  far  superior  to  it.  which  1  have 
not  yet  seen  used  in  California,  and  which  should  be  tried  by  all  means 
during  the  next  vintage.  It  is  the  Cost-Floret  method.  The  tank  is  wide 
open,  and  divided  in  three  parts  by  two  vertical  partitions,  made  like  the 
frame  cover  of  the  Bueli  tank.  The  solid  part  of  the  must  is  held  between 
the  two  frame-  in   the  center  of  the  tank,  and  prevented   from  rising  above 

the  level  of  the  liquid  by  another  horizontal  frame.    By  this  method    the 

surface  of  the  pomace  is  \cry  small  and  all  the  pomace  is  entirely  satura- 
ted with  the  liquid  ;  the  aeration  is  easier,  the  temperature  mueh  lower  and 
the  danger  of  acidification  reduced  to  a  minimum.  The  Cost- Floret  is,  there- 
fore, the  most  rational  of  all   the   methods  ,,f  fermentation   in  open  tanks. 

DlFrKRKNT    MKIIIons    OF    PERM  KNTATIoN     IN    COVERED    TANKS. 

The  method  of  fermentation,  however,  which  unites  the  most  numer- 
ous advantages,  is  the  fermentation  in  tightly  covered  tanks,  with  an  inner 
frame.  It  is  generally  called  "  close  fermentation."  First  of  all  conies 
the  Bueli  tank,  with  a  tight  cover,  the    carbonic    acid   gas  being  allowed  to 

escape  through  a  rubber  nose,  fixed   by  one  end   to  the  bung-hole  of  the 

cover  and  having  the  other  end  three  or  (bur  feet  lower  than  the  COVST. 
An  improvement  of  this  method  consists  of  dropping  the  end  into  a  can  of 
water. 


Another  method  c  insists  in  letting  the  gas  escape  through  the  bung- 
hole  ol    the  cover,  which  has  been  filled  with  well  sterilized  cotton. 

The  third,  and  the  best  of  all,  is  the  ( 'ambon  method.  It  consists  in 
using  the  foree  of  die  carbonic  acid  gas  for  tin-  aeration  of  the  must.    To 

obtain  this,  the  tank  is  completely  air-tight  and  an   automatic  apparai 

placed  on  the  cover  of  the  tank  and  connected  with  the  faucet  or  bung  at 
the  bottom  of  the  tank  by  a  pipe,  which  carries  the  liquid  to  the  appara- 
tus above.     Is  soon  as  the  liquid  reaches  the  reservoir  ol  the  apparatus 

it  is  aerated,  and  when    the    reservoir    ig  filled  t  I  the  height  of  the  floater, 

the  valve  opens  and  the  liquid  falls  -lowly  and  like  a  spray  into  the  tank. 
Incase  the  apparatus  will  not  work,  a  safety  valve,  ti  xed  to  the  cover, 
would  let  the  gas  escape  and  thus  prevent  the  tank  from  bursting.  The

Ill  is'.l'i  I  tried    close    fermentation   at    the  Napa  Valley  Wine      oinpa- 

pany'a  collar,  using  common   storage  tank-  connected  with  a  very  simple 

and  cheap  apparatus    of   my  own    invention.     The   experiment,  compared 
to  the  fermentation  in  open   lank.-,  was  Very  conclusively  ill   favor   of  • 
fermentation;   but  the  work  of  taking  out   the  heads  of  the  common  tanks 

and  replacing  them  was  so  costly  and  long  that  I  had  a  tank  built  after 
my  own  device,  which  permitted  me  to  takeout  the  cover  although  air- 
tight   in  less  than  one  and  a  half  minute-. 

In  \i>m  I  made  improvements  on  the  apparatus  aiel  tank. and  in  1897 

1  used  the  tank  and  the  method  ol  clOBS  fermentation  lor  both  red  and 
white  wines  at  the  Tali  ua  vineyards  In  order  to  judge  impartially  the  ad- 
vantages ot  this  method  of  fermen'ation,  I  always  kept  a-  ■'witness"  a 
tank  in  which  grapes  of  the  same  vineyard  and  of  the  same  variety  were 
fermented  without  cover,  and  kept  a  record  of  all.  I  found  to  my  entire 
satisfaction  that  the  advantage.-  of  this  method  eon-i-t.  1st.  in  the  forma- 
tion of  a  larger  quantity  of  alcohol,  which  is  due  to  the  lack  of  evapora- 
tion; 'Jil,  in  the  increase  of  color,  which  is  due  to  the  Constant  and  com- 
plete immersion  of  the  skins  ;  Sd,  in  the  superiority  of  the  taste,  which  is 
due  to  the  compression  of  the  ethers    and   to  the  complete  Solution    of  the 

mucilaginous  substances ;  1th,  in   no  danger  of  acidification,  because  the 

pomace  and  must  are  not  in  contact  with  the  oxygen  of  air. 

Nevertheless,  I  must  say  in  all  justice,  that  the  ( 'ambon  method  and 
apparatus,  although  costly,  is  so  far  the  best  of  all.  Will  the  new  Ver- 
morel  apparatus  prove  superior?  The  experiments  which  are  going  to  If- 
made  this  coming  vintage  will  answer   the  question. 

But,  as  good  and  rational  as  all  these  different  methods  of  close  fer- 
mentation are,  they  all   are  very  often   far  from  perfect,  if  pure,  selected 

wine  yeasts  are  nof  employed.  As  early  as  1866  Pasteur  -aid  that  "  The 
taste  and  qualities  of  common  wine  certainly  depend  lor  a  large  part  mi 
the  specific  nature  of  the  yeasts  which  are  developed  during  the  fermenta- 
tion of  the  must.  ...  If  the  same  must  is  subjected  to  the  action  of 
different  yeasts,  the  nature  of  the  wine  will  be  different."  Several  Scien- 
tists have  followed  the  way  paved  by  I'asteur,  and  proved  that  the 
"  master  "  was  right.  At  their  head  stands  Mr.  Jacqueinin,  who  f.jr  tin- 
last  few  years  has  "  cultivated  "  selected  wine  yeasts  on  a  large  scale,  and 
who  last  year  supplied  them  to  over  twenty  thousand  winemakers  of  all 
nationalities. 

As  Professor  Husmann  said  a  month  ago,  "  Will  another  turn  of  the 
road  show  us  that  there  is  something  better?"  "  I  am  as  nxious  "  as  all 
the  other  wineiuaker-  "  to  reach  the  goal  we  all  aim  for — perfection."

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A  Knotty  Problem. 

OUR  readers  will  remember  that  Mr.  Sbarboro,  the 
prophet  and  mouthpiece  of  California  viticulture,  but 
especially  of  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony,  came  back  with  high 
hopes  from  the  Paris  Exposition,  and  said  iu  long  addresses 
in  the  papers  that  it  needed  but  to  send  out  our  better  Califor- 
nia wines  (of  which,  of  course,  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony  pro- 
duced the  largest  share)  under  their  true  libels  to  secure  a 
large  part  of  the  world's  trade,  and  the  only  misfortune  was 
that  not   enough  could  be  put   on  the   market  to  go  around. 

I  took  occasion  to  gently  remind  him  that  he  was  not  the 
first  who  attempted  this,  but  that  Julius  Dresel,  J.  Gundlach 
&  Co.,  Kohler  &  Frohling,  Harasztliy,  father  and  son,  had 
been  doing  this  for  over  twenty-five  yeais,  and  were  ably 
seconded  by  C.  Schilling  &  Co.,  G.  Groetzinger,  Charles 
Krug,  Jacob  Schram,  H.  W.  Crabb,  and  a  host  of  others  since 
that  time.  The  managers  of  the  Colony  were  so  much  en- 
thused by  this  new  prospect  opened  up  to  them  that  they 
obtained  control  of  the  Cloverdale  Wine  Company,  the 
Sebastapol  Winery,  and  several  others,  and  I  see  from  the  July 
number  of  the  Review  that  at  the  Sebastopol  Winery  new 
machinery  will  be  put  in  and  the  capacity  increased  from 
70,000  to  300,000  gallons. 

So  far  so  good;  it  would  indicate  bright  expectations,  and 
Mr.  Sbarboro  should  feel  happy  at  the  prospect.  But,  Mr. 
Rossi,  the  President  of  the  Company,  has  been  East  on  a  voy- 
age of  discovery  which  has  dampened  his  ardor.  He  has  found 
that  there  are  immense  brick  wineries  in  New  York,  Ohio,  and 
even  Missouri,  and  sets  up  a  heart-rending  wail  about  them 
iu  the  Oakland  Enquirer.  He  says  they  make  wine  all  the 
year  round  in  them ;  and  where  our  wines  must  I  e  sold  at 
thirty-five  cents  a  gallon,  at  least,  to  make  a  small  margin  of 
profit,  the  competitors  in  the  East  can  sell  that  awful  cococ- 
tiou  called  Catawba  wine  at  twenty  to  twenty-five  cents  a  gal- 
lon. Asking  a  dealer  how  such  stuff  could  be  consumed,  he 
was  told  that  it  was  done  by  mixing  it  with  some  character- 
istic California  wine  to  give  it  flavor.  He  learned  also  that 
this  wine,  against  which  we  have  to  compete,  was  dozed  with 
enough  salicylic  acid  to  make  it  "  keep  in  any  climate ." 

I  forbear  troubling  our  readers  with  any  further  extracts 
of  Mr.  Rossi's  lameuts,  but  I  happen  to  know  something — 
perhaps  more  than  he  does — about  the  wineries  in  the  East, 
and  these  are  the  plain  facts.  Most  of  the  large  wineries 
there  make  a  specialty  of  sparkling  wines,  and  have  succeeded 
iu  making  them  in  such  perfection  that  they  are  considered 
equal,  if  not  superior,  to  the  best  French  and  German  wines. 
This  has  been  accomplished  by  skillful  blending  of  the  best 
American  wine  grapes,  the  Catawba,  Ioua,  and  other  varieties, 
of  which  also  very  good  still  wines  are  made.  This  has  been 
followed  for  more  than  thirty  years  by  scientific  men,  who  also 
make  excellent  red  wines  from  Norton's  Virginia  and  Cynthi- 
ana.  If  half  of  the  labor  and  skill  thus  brought  to  bear  was 
followed  with  our  wines  hore,  in  more  favorable  circumstances, 
we  would  be  much  further  advanced.  To  attempt  to  slander 
these  reputable  wineries  by  making  assertions  belittling  them, 
is  neither  fair  nor  honorable. 

The  best  excuse  I  can  find  for  Mr.  Rossi  is  that  he  did  not 
stay  long  enough  to  inquire  fully,  but  trusted  too  much  to  hear- 


say. The  Sweet  Catawbas  that  he  alludes  to  are  made  to  pan- 
der to  a  prevailing  taste  among  the  masses,  who  want  sweet 
wines,  and  they  will  not  come  into  competition  at  all  with  our 
still  wines,  provided  the  latter  are  really  good.  So  neither  Mr. 
Rossi  nor  any  of  our  dealers  need  be  afraid  of  them.  But  the 
main  object  of  the  lament  is  to  depress  the  price  of  grapes; 
a  movement  of  a  similar  kind  was  made  last  year  by  another 
firm  by  withdrawing  from  the  market  temporarily,  although  it 
had  made  great  preparations  for  an  extensive  purchase  every- 
where in  the  State.  They  succeeded  to  a  certain  extent,  and 
grapes  would  have  been  $22  to  $25  a  ton  if  they  had  not 
withdrawn.     "  Oh,  consistency,  thou  art  a  jewel." 

A   COMMENTARY   WITH   A   VENGEANCE 

Comes  from  Los  Angeles  County,  which  is  already  fully  eluci- 
dated in  the  July  number  of  this  paper.  But  it  comes  with 
the  greater  force  because  it  comes  from  the  same  brick  vine- 
yards, which,  as  Mr.  Rossi  claims,  are  the  ruination  of  the 
wine  business  of  this  Coast.  Will  Mr.  Rossi  or  Mr.  Sbarboro 
please  "  'rise  and  explain  "  how  these  seeming  contradictions 
can  be  reconciled  ?  I  am  afraid  that  they  will  be  seated  on  the 
"ragged  end  of  despair"  and  have  to  do  what  they  tried  to 
undo — pay  fair  prices  for  all  the  grapes  they  can  secure.  I 
wish  them  all  the  success  they  can  desire  in  the  legitimate  ex- 
pansion of  their  business,  but  the  welfare  of  our  grape  grow-  j 
ers  is  always  the  first  consideration  with  me,  not  the  prosperity 
of  the  few  establishments  at  the  cost  of  the  producers. 

OUR   FUTURE   PROSPERITY. 

I  firmly  believe  that  this  is  now  well  assured,  and  rests 
upon  the  broad  basis  of  supply  and  demand.  That  the  demaud 
for  our  wines  will  be  greater  than  the  supply  is  even  now 
demonstrated  by  the  information,  coming  from  reliable  sources, 
th;tt  the  supply  of  old  wines  is  already  so  far  exhausted  that 
the  wines  of  1900  must  already  be  used  to  fill  orders  of  cargo 
wines.  Those  cellars  which  yet  hold  wines  of  former  seasons 
may  well  consider  themselves  lucky,  and  will  now  be  able  to  get 
good  prices  for  their  goods  From  all  I  can  hear  and  learn, 
the  prices  of  grapes  will  be  from  $25  to  $35  a  ton,  accord- 
ing to  quality  and  locality.  This  will  go  far  toward  making  up 
the  deficiency  in  the  crop  which  seems  to  prevail  everywhere, 
and  as  the  vines,  whenever  established  on  resistant  stock  of 
the  right  kind,  show  very  good  growth,  they  promise  a  good 
crop  for  next  year. 

SANTA   CLARA   VINES. 

Our  friends  in  Santa  Clara  County  seem  yet  somewhat  in 
doubt  about  what  ails  the  vines.  The  observations  of  Prof. 
Pierce  and  Mr.  Masson  shed  some  light  upon  the  subject, 
when  they  state  that  Mataro,  on  its  own  roots,  was  fast  dying 
out,  while  another  block  of  the  same  variety,  grafted  on  Ru- 
pestris  St.  George,  is  flourishing  and  healthy.  Does  this  not 
seem  to  show  the  way  we  should  go?  The  remarks  of  your 
correspondent,  Mr.  Grundel,  whom  I  know  to  be  a  painstaking 
grape  grower,  are  to  the  point,  and  the  only  way  to  graft  on 
resistant  stock  so  as  to  prevent  the  graft  from  taking  root,  is 
at  the  surface,  and  to  hill  up  around  the  junction  with  fine 
earth,  thus  making  a  false  surface,  to  prevent  drying  out.  But 
iu  planting  the  resistants,  especially  of  the  Rupestris  class,  all 
the  lower  buds  should  be  pared  off  with  a  small  knife,  to  pre- 
vent suckering.  This  is  one  of  the  main  reasons  I  have  against 
bench-grafting;  that  the  junction  will  be  below  ground,  sothat 
it  is  very  difficult  to  take  off  the  roots  forming  from  the  graft. 
I  know  this  is  some  work  and  trouble,  but  very  slight,  com- 
pared to  the  difficulty  of  suckering  later  on,  which  cannot  well 
be  done  without  digging  down,  and  also  disturbing  the  graft. 
Let  us  begin  right  in  our  future  planting  and  cultivation;  it 
will  pay  best  in  the  end.  Too  much  slovenly  work  has  been 
done  in  the  past;  the  vineyards  are  suffering  for  it,  and,  espe- 
cially, their  owners. 
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THE   OFFERS    MALIE    BY    THE    ASSOCIATION. 

As  far  as  I  can  understand,  they  are  for  the  growers  to 
enter  into  a  contract  for  ten  years  at  a  price  of  $20  a  ton. 
This  may  look  tempting  enough,  yet  I  would  not  accept  such 
a  contract  if  had  a  vineyard  of  good  varieties;  for  with  all  the 
now  plantings  that  have  been  made  we  cannot  expect  an  in- 
crease of  production  for  the  next  five  years,  as  the  phylloxera 
and  other  causes  are  diminishing  the  old  vineyards.  If  I  am 
not  deceived,  grapes  will  bring  •'526  to  $30  a  ton  for  the  next 
five  years.  G.  Hdsmann.

Grapes  Dropping  in  Liver  more. 

BEN  P.  BARKER,  called  on  the  Review  during  the  mouth. 
He  i-eports  that  on  account  of  the  many  chauges  in  the 
temperature,  the  grapes  are  dropping  very  badly  in  all  sections 
of  the  Livermore  Valley.  Iu  eousequence  the  crop  will  be 
far  shorter  than  was  expected.  This  is  hard  luck  for  the 
viguerous  of  that  district,  as  the  grapes  are  mostly  of  the  fine 
varieties,  and  would  have  commanded  big    prices  this  season. 


Guarantee  Sounds  Rather  "  Smoky." 

GILROY,  August  13. —  Wine  grapes  are  worth  money  this 
year,  and  growers  who  were  thinking  a  few  months  ago 
of  uprooting  the  vines  have  recently  discovered  that  they  are 
precious  property.  Offers  of  $25  a  ton  have  been  freely  made 
and  now  the  wiuemakers  have  decided  that  they  must  pay  $30 
this  year  or  not  get  any  grapes.  E.  I.  Whitney,  who  lives 
northeast  of  town,  has  fifty  tons  of  wine  grapes,  and  from  an 
Italian  winemaker  he  has  been  offered  $2.50  a  ton  more  than 
the  highest  figures  that  maybe  given  by  the  trust  wiuemakers. 
It  is  now  dawning  upon  the  farmers  that  grapes  are  scarce  and 
will  be  so  for  years,  because  the  phylloxera  is  destroying  on  an 
averago  of  17,000  acres  a  year.  One  thousand  acres  of  vines 
will  be  planted  this  fall  on  the  San  Martin  tract,  the  parties 
having  received  a  guarantee   from   a  San   Francisco    house  to 


take  the  grapes  at  twenty  dollars  a  ton  for  the  next  ten  years 
At  this  price  a  vineyard  is  considered  the  next  thing  to  a  gold 
mine. 

Fighting  the  Vine  Pest  in  Fresno. 

PROF.  C.  H.  TWIGHT,  who  is  herefrom  the  State  Univer- 
sity investigating  the  phylloxera,  is  now  engaged  in 
making  tests  to  ascertain  whether  carbon  bisulphide  can  be 
used  profitably  by  the  owners  of  infected  vineyards. 

The  application  of  bisulphide  of  carbon  is  a  recognized 
treatment  for  phylloxera,  the  ODly  question  being  that  of  cost. 
To  determine  whether  "it  will  pay"  it  will  be  neces.su  \  in 
find  out  the  amount  necessary  to  kill  the  insects.  The  treat- 
ment has  been  resorted  to  here,  but  in  an  unscientific  manner, 
no  record  having  been  kept  of  the  amount  used  to  the  vine. 
Professor  Twight  says  that  while  the  application  of  bisulphide 
of  carbon  will  kill  the  insects,  it  is  impossible  under  field  con- 
ditions to  exterminate  them.  The  treatment  is  principally 
useful  in  keeping  the  disease  in  check  and  prolonging  the  life 
of  an  infected  vineyard  until  resistant-stock  vines  come  into 
bearing.  The  plan  generally  followed  is  to  plant  the  resistant 
stock  between  the  old  vines,  nursing  the  old  vineyard  along  iu 
the  meantime. 

Flooding  is  also  a  well-known  method  of  fighting  phyllox- 
era, but  Mr.  Twight  does  not  think  it  can  be  done  in  Fresno 
County  owing  to  the  high  water  table.  In  fact,  the  high  water 
table  has  developed  a  vine  disease — root  rot — almost  as  seri- 
ous as  phylloxera.  The  expert  says  there  is  no  doubt  that  the 
proximity  of  water  to  the  surface  of  the  ground  has  caused 
the  roots  of  the  vines  to  rot.  The  disease  does  not  spread  so 
fast  as  phylloxera,  but  there  is  no  way  of  curing  it.  The 
Horticultural  Commissioners  recommend  that  every  vine  af- 
fected be  dug  up  and  burned. 

"What  this  County  needs  almost  worse  than  anything 
else,"  said  Professor  Twight,  "  is  a  drainage  system.  The 
land  will  eventually  have  to  be  scientifically  drained,  and  the 
sooner  something  is  done  in  this  direction,  the  better  it  will  be." 

Professor  Twight   has   had  a  map  of  the  vineyard  district 
prepared  showiug  the  location  of  the  infected  acreage.  —  /V 
Report.  

B.  P.  Barker,  who  has  for  many  years  been  manager  of 
the  Oliviua,  the  well. known  vineyard  property  of  Julius  Paul 
Smith,  has  resigned  his  position.  Mr.  Barker  has  been  a  very 
successful  manager  and  has  done  much  to  bring  this  famous 
vineyard  to  the  present  high  state  of  development.  Mr.  I 
ker  and  his  estimable  family  will  be  greatly  missed  should  he 
decide  to  take  a  position  elsewhere,  which  we  understand  he 
has  in  contemplation,  and  remove  from  the  valley.  —  Lwemore 
Herald.

Breweries  Consolidated. 

SAN  JOSE,  August  7. — Accord iug  to  a  deed  recorded  in 
the  records  of  this  County  yesterday,  an  English  syndi- 
cate has  secured  control  of  every  important  brewery  property 
in  California.  This  deed  involves  property  to  the  value  of 
$2,500,000,  and  was  received  by  County  Recorder  Owens  from 
the  various  other  Counties  in  the  State,  where  it  had  been  sent 
for  the  purpose  of  record.  The  deed  is  from  the  Debenture 
Corporation,  of  London,  England,  and  the  San  Francisco 
Breweries,  Limited,  of  1890,  to  the  San  Francisco  Breweries, 
Limited,  of  1899,  and  bears  date  of  July  5,  1901.  Included 
in  the  deed  of  the  new  Corporation  is  the  Fredericks- 
burg Brewery  property  in  San  Jose.  It  covers  all  the  prop- 
erty, real  and  personal,  railroad  franchises  held  by  that  con- 
cern in  this  city,  and  the  entire  plant  and  property  of  whatso- 
ever description.  Besides  the  Fredericksburg  property  the 
deed  also  includes  tracts  of  land  in  Los  Angeles,  San  Bernar- 
dino, Tulare  and  Los  Angeles  Counties,  besides  large  holdings 
in  San  Francisco  City  and  County.  Numbered  among  the 
breweries  embraced  in  the  new  consolidation  besides  the  one 
in  this  city  are  the  United  States,  Chicago  and  Pacific  of  San 
Francisco,  Willows  of  Willows,  South  San  Francisco,  that  of 
Oakland,  Brooklyn  of  Alameda  County  and  Hofburg  of  Oak- 
laud. 

It  is  shown  by  the  memorandum  of  the  Association,  that 
the  new  San  Francisco  Breweries,  Limited,  is  organized  with 
126,000  shares  of  preferred  stock  and  84,000  shai-es  ordinary.

Customs  and  Internal  Revenue  Rulings. 

Shipment  of  beer  intended  for  exportation. 

Articles  subject  to  internal-revenue  tax,  destined  for  exportation  without 
payment  of  such  tax,  to  be  forwarded  in  cars  secured  by  customs  fast- 
enings. In  instances  where  a  sufficient  o.uantity  is  not  offered  to  rill 
an  entire  car,  the  packages  should  be  corded  and  sealed. 

Treasury  Department,  July  22,  1901. 

Sir  :  The  Department  has  received  your  letter  of  the  16th 
instant,  in  relation  to  the  practice  which  obtains  at  your  port 
in  the  shipment  of  beer  intended  for  exportation,  and  upon 
which  the  internal-revenue  tax  has  not  been  paid. 

You  are  directed  in  instances  where  articles  are  subject  to 
internal-revenue  tax,  and  destined  for  exportation  without  pay- 
ment of  such  tax,  are  shipped  from  your  port  under  the  super- 
vision of  your  officers  by  regularly  bonded  routes,  to  require 
the  goods  to  be  forwarded  in  cars  secured  by  customs  fasten- 
ings, except  in  instances  where  a  sufficient  quantity  of  such 
merchandise  is  not  offered  to  fill  an  entire  car,  in  which  case 
the  packages  should  be  corded  and  sealed.  These  instruc- 
tions are  to  be  followed  by  you  without  reference  to  any  prac- 
tice which  may  have  heretofore  obtained.

Reports  from  the  Fabian  Joost  Vineyard,  near  Martinez, 
are  to  the  effect  that  the  fine  varieties  of  black  grapes  are 
dropping  badly  and  that  the  crop  will  be  very  small.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  Golden  Chasselas  is  producing  splendidly.  It 
is  announced  that  an  additional  vineyard  will  be  planted  to 
resistants  next  season,  the  owners  being  fully  convinced  that 
the  best  varieties  of  wine  grapes  will  command  good  prices 
during  the  next  ten  years  at  least. 


Special  Tax  on  Bottled  Beer. 

UNDER  date   of  July   30,    the   Commissioner   of  Internal 
Revenue,  with  reference  to  special  tax  brewers'  sales  of 
bottled  lieer,  holds: 

"The  fact  that  beer  is  conveyed  through  pipes  from  a 
brewery  and  bottled  without  having  been  put  up  in  packages 
to  which  tax  stamps  could  be  affixed  does  not  entitle  the 
brewer  to  sell  this  bottled  beer  without  paying  special  tax 
therefor  as  a  malt-liquor  dealer.  The  excempting  provision  of 
the  statute  relates  only  to  a  brewer's  sales  of  beer  in  the  ori- 
ginal kegs  or  barrels  to  which  the  tax  stamps  are  affixed."

The  firm  is  ready  to  take  care  of  any  and  all  orders,  not- 
withstanding the  unusual  difficulties  surrounding  shipping  at 
the  present  time. 


Overproduction  in  France. 

THE  July  issue  of  the  Revue  Des  Vins  El  Liqueurs,  of  Paris, 
contains  a  long  article  on  the  tremendous  production  of 
wines  for  the  present  year.  The  couservative  estimate  for  this 
vintage  is  fifty-five  millions  of  hectolitres,  the  hectolitre  rep- 
resenting twenty-six  and  a  half  gallons.  This  is  much  less  than 
the  great  crop  of  1900,  but  the  vignerons  do  not  know  what  to 
do  with  it,  because  of  the  fact  that  the  vintage  of  last  year  is 
not  yet  disposed  of.  The  situation  will  be  better  understood 
from  the  following  extract  from  the  journal  in  question: 

If  present  expectations  become  realized,  great  will  be  the 
embarrassment  of  the  growers,  for  it  is  with  the  greatest  diffi- 
culty that  they  can  get  rid  of  the  1900  wines.  The  increase  in 
consumption  brought  about  by  the  simultaneous  abolishment 
of  both  the  State  and  town  duties  is  not  so  great  as  there  was 
reason  to  expect.  The  progress  made  by  consumption  is 
hardly  more  than  25  per  cent.  It  has  been  interfered  with 
by  the  coincidence  of  a  very  heavy  crop  of  cider,  and,  unfortu- 
nately, both  Normans  and  Bretons,  who  are  Northern  people, 
are  not  yet  sufficiently  accustomed  to  drink  wine.  So  they 
have  been  content  to  drink  quite  a  quantity  of  apple  juice. 

The  time  is  approaching  when  France  will  be  absolutely 
mistress  of  the  viticultural  situation,  that  is  to  say  wheu  she 
will  no  longer  hive  to  busy  herself  about  importing  foreign 
wines,  even  in  years  when  the  crops  are  bad.  With  the  wines 
of  Algeria  and  Tunisia,  France  will  be  able  to  dominate  the 
markets  of  the  world  and  to  triumph  over  her  rivals  both  in 
the  matter  of  quality  and  the  cheapness  of  her  wines  and 
brandies. 

It  is  not  only  the  particular  interest  of  a  great  branch  of 
the  agricultural  industry  but  also  the  interest  of  the  country 
itself  that  the  government  would  defend  by  securing  the  place- 
ment of  our  wines  in  all  the  markets  of  the  world.  France 
must  again  adopt  the  policy  of  commercial  treaties  and  give 
up  the  useless  surtaxes  on  foreign  wines. 

In  another  section  of  the  paper  it  is  suggested  that  in 
order  to  save  tbe  wine  of  this  year  it  may  be  necessary  to  pre- 
serve the  must  for  future  use.  This  fact  is  probably  the  source 
of  the  wild  rumor  circulated  during  the  month  by  one  of  the 
daily  papers,  to  the  effect  that  this  market  and  that  of  the 
United  States  was  to  be  overwhelmed  with  French  "wort,'' 
whatever  that  may  be,  from  which  wine  could  be  made  for 
practically  nothing.  The  stuff  could  not  come  in  except  as 
fruit  juice  at  sixty  cents  a  gallon,  and  with  the  cost  of  pro- 
ducing the  must,  cooperage,  transportation  and  the  cost  of 
reproduction  into  wine  here,  the  expense  would  doubtless  be 
so  great  as  to  discourage  such  an  enterprise.  At  any  rate,  the 
danger  does  not  appear  to  be  immediate.  It  would  be  a  good 
idea,  however,  to  have  condensed  must  and  similar  products 
taxed  sufficiently  to  protect  the  domestic  article  at  a  ratio 
equal  to  the  duty  imposed  on  dry  wines.  Here  is  a  good  job 
for  Congressman  Kahn. 


The  saloon  provides  the  workingman  with  a  pleasant  and 
inexpensive  evening.  Is  he  likely  ever  to  give  it  up  until  he 
has  something  to  take  its  place?  To  attempt  to  solve  the 
problem  of  the  saloon  without  solving  the  difficulties  that  are 
the  cause  of  the  saloon,  is  like  trying  to  open  a  combination 
lock  without  using  the  first  number.  It  is  a  violation  of  the 
laws  of  nature.  There  is  a  proper  sequence  in  all  things,  and 
in  the  case  of  the  destruction  of  the  saloon  this  sequence 
seems  to  require  the  preliminary  reform  of  the  workingman's 
home.

A  RB-CONSTRUCTED  W 
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MARKET  CONDITIONS. 
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DRY  WINES — The  progress  of  the  vintage,  which  is  verify- 
ing the  predictions  as  to  an  extremely  heavy  falling  off  in 
yield  from  last  year,  which  was  a  short  one,  combined  with 
the  abnormal  prices  that  are  being  paid  for  grapes,  has  per- 
ceptibly hardened  the  market.  Aged  wines  are  very  scarce 
and  command  what  would  have  been  considered  fancy  prices 
a  few  years  ago.  Competition  to  secure  grapes,  which 
were  never  before  so  scarce,  has  sent  prices  soaring  until, 
in  exceptional  cases,  they  have  reached  $32.  The  aver- 
age ranges  from  $18  to  $25  per  ton.  So  the  Eastern 
buyers  may  as  well  begin  to  screw  up  their  courage  to  pay  more 
for  California  wines  of  the  vintage  of  1901  than  for  those  of  any 
previous  year,  and  they  will  be  worth  the  money.  Furthermore, 
the  man  who  looks  forward  to  a  drop  in  prices  during  the  next 
five  years  is  deluded  by  a  false  hope.  The  increase  in  production 
during  that  time,  by  reason  of  new  vineyards,  will  be  largely 
offset  by  the  destruction  of  wines  by  phylloxera  and  other  causes, 
and  at  the  same  time  the  legitimate  demand  for  our  vinous  prod- 
ucts is  certain  to  grow.  The  logic  of  the  proposition  is  too  obvious 
to  require  further  statement. 

SWEET  WINES.— A  state  of  coma  seems  to  pervade  the 
sweets,  in  which  there  is,  in  the  language  of  the  street, 
"nothing  particular  doing."  Prices  remain  unchanged,  and, 
as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  our  statistical  pages,  for  the 
first  time  in  the  history  of  the  industry,  since  the  Sweet  Wine  law 
went  into  effect,  there  was  no  production  of  sweets  in  the  month 
of  August,  which  is  the  first  month  of  the  season  for  making  such 
wines.     What  this  means,  or  if  it  has  any  particular  significance, 


is  not  known  to  the  trade.  It  is  very  probable,  however,  that  the 
production  will  fall  far  below  that  of  last  year,  which  was  a  great 
record-breaker. 

Trade  holds  up  well  for  dry  wines,  considering  the  season 
and  the  strikes.  Exports  during  the  month  ending  September 
25th  aggregated  588  cases  and  282,581  gallons,  valued  at  about 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

BRANDY. —The  market  is  stronger  than  ever.  The  demand 
is  good  and  the  supply  the  reverse.  Muscat  brandy  is  being 
contracted  for  at  forty-five  cents  per  gallon,  while  distillate,  made 
from  dry  wine  grapes,  commands  anywhere  from  sixty  to  sixty- 
two  and  a-half  cents.  Under  these  conditions,  the  man  who  has 
a  stock  of  brandy  laid  away  on  speculation  can  consider  himsel 
among  the  fortunates,  for  he  will  come  pretty  near  getting  his 
own  price  for  it.  Production  in  August  was  light,  and  the 
product  for  the  season  will  certainly  be  limited,  unless  the  crop 
is  visited  by  destructive  early  rains,  which  would  unfit  the  grapes 
for  wine-making. 

Exports  by  sea  were  not  worthy  of  note. 

WHISKIES.— If  it  is  any  satisfaction  to  the  fools  who  are 
being  led  by  strike  leaders  to  believe  that  by  their  acts 
they  are  tyin?  up  the  whisky  trade,  as  well  as  other  branches  of 
business  in  this  city,  we  are  glad  to  say  that  the  tie-up  is  a  dismal 
failure.  Considering  the  season  of  the  year  and  the  unnatural 
conditions  of  the  market,  business  is  all  right  and  will  proceed  to 
grow  better  during  the  fall  and  winter.  There  has  been  a  falling 
off  to  some  extent  in  this  city,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  men  who 
were  earning  good  wages  and  were  forced  out  without  a  griev- 
ance have  no  money  to  buy  food,  to  sav  nothing  of  beverages, 
and  this  lack  of  trade  will  be,  naturally,  felt  until  that  patronage 
again  materializes.  The  predictions  of  the  leaders  and  the  mal- 
contents as  to  what  would  happen  to  the  town  and  the  liquor 
trade  have  been  found  to  be  only  a  bad  variety  of  imagination. 
The  conduct  of  these  men  in  prolonging  the  hopeless  struggle  is 
converting  needed  friends  into  consistent  enemies.  Exports  of 
whiskv,  by  sea,  during  the  month  ending  September  25th  were 
of  fair  volume,  the  aggregate  being  984  cases  and  t>61  gal- 
lons.    Miscellaneous  shipments  amounted  to  Tit',  packages. 

IMPORTS. — Business  in  the  importing  line  was  maintained  well 
during  the  month.  In  the  first  two  weeks  of  the  teamsters' 
strike  there  was  some  delay  in  the  handling  of  goods,  but  now 
thev  are  moving  regularly  and  there  is  nothing  in  particular  to 
complain  of  During  the  month  the  importation  of  case  whiskies 
were  of  unsual  volume,  the  total  aggregating  2331  cases,  30  cask-. 
2  hhds.  and  31  octaves. 

BEER.— The  movement  of  beer  to  foreign  countries  during  the 
month  was  of  moderate  volume,  owing,  principally,  to  the 
lack  of  demand,  at  this  season  of  the  year,  in  Manila.  The  fig- 
ures were  019  barrels  bottled  and  30  barrels  bulk,  valued  at  $5,11-1. 
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New  York  Correspondence. 


The  Storm  Not  Destructive. 


NEW  YORK,  Sept.  20.— The  weather  here  during  the  past 
week  has  been  considerably  cooler,  and  the  summer  colo- 
nies are  flying  back  from  mountain  and  seaside.  As  a  result 
there  is  already  a  perceptible  livening  up  of  trade  and  orders  are 
becoming  more  frequent. 

The  general  situation  as  regards  California  wines  shows  an 
improvement,  aud  while  trade  for  immediate  delivery  is  some- 
what quiet,  there  is  quite  a  number  of  orders  being  received  for 
good  sized  lots  from  both  city  and  country  trade  for  October  de- 
livery. While  orders  are  being  sought  by  all  the  wine  mer- 
chants they  are  disposed  to  hold  firm  as  regards  prices  there 
being  a  general  feeling  that  prices  will  advance  with  the  advent 
of  the  winter  buying,  and  the  trade  are  feeling  somewhat  hap- 
pier over  the  situation. 

There  is  but  little  interest  being  shown  in  California  brandies, 
while  but  little  stock  is  offering,  there  is  very  little  demand,  and 
aside  from  an  occasional  inquiry  for  small  lots  there  is  little 
doing. 

Reports  from  the  grape  districts  of  this  and  contiguous 
States  seem  to  indicate  that  crops  are  somewhat  above  the  aver- 
age in  quantity,  although  some  damage  is  reported  from  the 
Lake  region  which  may  reduce  the  yield. 

The  native  wine  houses,  like  H.  T.  Dewey's  Sons,  and  the 
Brotherhood  people,  are  making  active  preparations  to  care  for 
the  coming  vintage,  and  promise  that  the  wines  of  1901  will  be 
up  to  the  standard  of  excellence  maintained  by  them. 

There  has  been  a  change  in  the  affairs  of  the  Edge  Hill 
Wine  Co.  The  company  has  been  lately  incorporated  and  new 
blood  has  come  in,  widening  its  field  of  operations.  Several 
travelers  will  be  put  on  the  road,  and  a  more  vigorous  fight  will 
be  made  for  business,  while  the  manufacture  of  cordials  will  be- 
come a  prominent  part  of  the  company's  business 

J.  Clavel,  who  for  thirteen  years  was  established  at  13  Sixth 
avenue,  this  city,  doing  a  general  business  in  wines  and  cordials, 
has  removed  to  252  Greenwich  street.  Mr.  Clavel  has  a  good 
California  wine  trade,  and  disposes  of  considerable  stock  during 
the  year. 

The  general  prosperity  existing  on  the  Pacific  slope  is  at- 
tracting the  attention  of  the  liquor  trade  here,  and  there  are 
many  houses  who  have  heretofore  viewed  the  possibility  of  coast 
trade  rather  apathetically,  that  are  contemplating  incursions  in 
that  territory  and  are  sending  their  travelers  out  that  way  to 
view  out  the  land  and  report.  As  a  result  there  will  undoubtedly 
be  a  number  of  new  faces  seen  among  the  Eastern  trade  drum- 
mers on  the  Coast  this  fall  and  winter. 

We  notice  some  California  grapes  in  the  market  here,  but  in 
small  quantities,  and  at  prices  to  the  consumer — 15  cents  per 
pound — that  restricts  the  demand  to  a  small  proportion  of  the 
populace,  particularly  when  in  competition  with  the  native 
grapes.  W.  A.  Geft.

Will  Limit  Whisky  Product. 

IT  is  announced  that  as  a  result  of  the  meeting  of  distillers  at 
Louisville,  on  September  17th,  the  question  of  limiting 
the  production  of  whisky  for  the  current  season  was  defin- 
itely settled  in  favor  of  the  conservatives.  Under  the  agreement, 
the  output  will  be  confined  to  a  little  more  than  27,000,000  gal- 
lons. The  trade  does  not  need  that  quantity,  but  it  can  be  safely 
handled,  and  the  business  is  guarded  against  a  slump,  for  another 
year,  at  least. 

The  distilling  industry  has  a  great  future,  if  the  men  who 
control  it  are  great  enough  to  hold  down  their  jobs  properly. 
Prices  are  now  extra  good,  and  conservative  production  will  keep 
in  that  very  desirable  state. 


THE  unexpected  rainfall  of  September  22nd  caused  a  great 
deal  of  anxiety  among  the  trade  before  reports  came  from 
the  vineyards.  Our  advices  are  that  the  storm,  owing  to  the 
firmness  of  the  grapes  at  the  time,  had  no  particularly  destructive 
effect.  In  fact  the  vignerons  are  congratulating  themselves  upon 
their  good  fortune  that  the  activity  of  Jupiter  Pluvius  was  not 
greater.  At  the  same  time  the  weather  conditions  are  rather  un- 
usual and  there  are  those  who  are  supposed  to  be  wise  upon  such 
matters,  who  declare  that  there  is  grave  danger  of  a  wide  destruc- 
tion of  grapes  by  reason  of  early  Fall  rains. 

The  natural  falling  off  of  the  supply  is  out  of  all  proportion 
to  the  demand,  and  we  can  only  sincerely  pray  that  there  may  be 
no  increase  in  the  adverse  conditions  regulating  the  wine  industry 
at  the  present  time. 


Grapes  for  the  Winter  Market. 


(Bt  CAPT.  J.  CHAMON  DE  ST.  HUBERT.) 


I  ONCE  visited  the  place  of  Baron  Alphonse  de  Rothschild, 
situated  at  Ferrieres,  near  Paris,  and  there  is  there  a  room 
specially  fitted  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  grapes  for  winter  use. 
In  that  room,  which  is  thoroughly  dry  and  close,  is  placed  the 
ripe  grapes  for  keeping.  The  apartment  is  kept  at  a  temperature 
never  to  exceed  50  to  55°,  It  is  built  with  double  walls  and 
double  set  of  doors,  in  order  to  prevent  a  fluctuation  in  tem- 
perature and  moisture.  It  is  first  heated  so  as  to  take  out  all 
dampness,  and  then  cooled. 

The  grapes  are  gathered  at  perfect  maturitv,  with  a  portion  of 
shoot  attached.  The  end  cf  the  shoot  is  placed  in  a  bottle  filled 
with  pure  water,  with  a  little  piece  of  charcoal  at  the  bottom  of 
the  bottle  to  keep  it  pure.  The  bottles  thus  filled  are  placed  on 
shelves — the  fruit  not  touching  anything.  If  the  room  is  main- 
tained in  proper  condition,  some  of  the  grapes  will  keep  perfect 
until  the  following  May,  and  even  later. 

If  the  proper  grapes  are  grown  for  that  purpose  a  great  deal 
of  money  can  be  made  in  the  winter  season,  as  the  grapes  then 
can  be  sold  at  fancy  prices — by  the  bunch  or  by  the  pound.  In- 
dependent of  the  Muscat  grape,  which  is  a  very  good  keeper,  I 
will  name  some  of  those  I  know  to  be  remarkable  for  the  price 
they  command  in  winter. 

The  "  Gros  Colman,''  (also  called  "Colmar,")is  a  black 
grape  which  matures  late.  It  has  a  very  handsome  appearance, 
and  is  valuable  on  account  of  ripening  very  late  in  the  season. 
Its  growth  is  vigorous ,  shoot  stout,  with  large  prominent  buds, 
very  fruitful.  Each  bunch  weighs  from  one  to  three  pounds.  Its 
berries  are  very  large,  some  of  them  four  inches  in  circumference. 
Dr.  Hogg  says  that  it  is  an  original  of  the  Caucasus,  where  it  is 
called  "  Dobrelabi."     It  is  easy  of  culture. 

The  "  Gros  Guillaume, "  said  to  be  of  the  family  of  "  Barbar- 
osa," — I  do  not  know  why — is  a  black  vinious  grape.  It  does 
not  ripen  before  Christmas,  and  its  season  is  really  March.  It  is 
very  handsome  in  appearance  on  account  of  the  size  of  the 
bunches,  two  feet  and  upwards  in  length,  and  also  across  the 
shoulders,  and  weighing  from  five  to  ten  pounds.  Some  have 
been  exhibited  weighing  twenty  pounds!  The  berry  is  round, 
and  inclined  to  be  oval.  It  is  of  a  deep  black  color  and 
fine  bloom.  Its  growth  is  very  vigorous,  attaining  great  size, 
but  is  not  regular  in  bearing  fruit;  sometimes  it  yields  abund- 
antly, and  sometimes  scarcely  at  all. 

There  is  certainly  good  money  for  anyone  who  will  properly 
undertake  the  raising  and  curing  of  these  grapes  for  the  winter 
markets  here  and  in  the  East. 
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Regular  Correspondence. 


LOS  ANGELES,  September  23.— Guy  B.  Barharu  has  brought 
order  and  profit  out  of  the  chaos  iuto  which  H.  J.  Woolla" 
cott's  recent  fiasco  plunged  southern  California  wine  interests, 
and,  as  a  result,  over  fifty  per  cent  of  the  entire  crop  is  already 
contracted  for  at  high  prices,  and  other  contracts  are  being  made 
as  rapidly  as  they  can  be  written  and  attested.  Not  a  ton  of  the 
estimated  product  of  10,000  tons  will  be  lost  through  lack  of  price 
or  other  business  reason. 

Woollacott,  it  will  be  remembered,  made  a  fiat  offer  of  $85 
per  ton  for  all  the  grapes  that  could  be  delivered  to  him.  Up  to 
that  time  $lt>  and  $\S  had  been  figured  as  the  probable  top  price, 
and  when  Woollacott  made  his  offer  every  grower  in  the  South 
held  up  his  contracts  and  waited  for  an  opportunity  to  close  at 
the  top  figure.  Woollacott  claimed  to  be  backed  by  Eastern 
capital  and  was  accompanied  by  the  representative  of  Her  &  Co., 
an  Eastern  wine  house.  They  talked  of  leasing  the  Baldwin  and 
other  wineries  until,  finally,  the  crops  of  some  of  them  were  near 
to  drying  on  the  vines.  Then  Guy  Barharu  returned  from  Paris 
and  the  wine-makers  appealed  to  him  to  straighten  matters  out 
and  get  the  growers  to  begin  harvesting. 

Barbara  at  once  discredited  the  Woollacott  proposition  and 
after  some  investigation  he  stated  that  there  was  no  other 
idle  wiuery  in  the  South  that  could  be  put  into  working 
condition  within  three  months,  and  the  growers  began  to  con- 
clude they  were  being  toyed  with  for  some  reason  as  yet  un- 
explained. The  makers  then  put  the  entire  matter  in  Barbam's 
hands  and  two  weeks  ago  he  issued  the  following  price  list,  to 
which  all  of  the  makers  agreed:  Petit  Pinot,  Petit  Bouchet,  Trous- 
seau, Lenoir,  Reisling,  $18  per  ton,  Zinfand  1,  $16.50  per  ton; 
other  varieties  of  Black  Grapes  and  Sultana,  $l(i  per  ton;  White 
Grapes,  including  first  crop  Muscat,  $14  per  ton;  second  crop 
Muscat,  $V2  per  ton.  Grapes  grown  on  Lowlands,  $2  per  ton  less 
than  above  prices. 

The  offer  of  the  buyers  was  sent  broadcast  among  the  grow- 
ers, and  since  its  issue  they  have  been  unloading  on  Barham  at  a 
lively  rate.  The  proposition  was  made  them  barely  in  time  to 
save  their  first  crops,  but  it  did  so  and  harvesting  is  going 
on  now,  so  that  by  the  last  of  the  month  the  normal  pick  will 
have  been  made. 

THE    ILKR    PROPOSITION. 

Woollacott  became  acquainted  with  the  Her  people  when  he 
was  in  New  York,  on  his  way  to  London,  last  September.  In 
London  he  met  representatives  of  the  syndicate  which  owns  the 
L-  J.  Rose  Winery  on  the  Sunny  Slope  Ranch,  abeot  ten  miles 
from  this  i  ity.  The  Her  representative,  si  i  Woollacott  claimed, 
told  him  that  they  would  buy  the  Rose  Winery  if  Woollacott 
could  furnish  the  grape  crop  to  make  the  purchase  profitable. 
Woollacott  guaranteed  to  furnish  25,000  tons  of  grapes  and 
claimed  that  the  Her  people  authorized  him  to  offer  a  flat  rate  of 
$25  per  ton.  The  price  set  on  the  Rose  Winery  was  $40,000.  It 
was  upon  this  arrangement  that  Woollacott  claims  to  have  based 
his  recent  offer  to  the  Southern  growers. 


When  he  made  this  last  offer  of  his  he  claimed  not  only  the 
Rose  Winery,  but  also  the  Baldwin;  and  the  showing  he  made 
convinced  the  growers  that  he  had  the  handling  capacity  for  all 
the  grapes  he  bid  for.  In  fact,  the  Rose  Winery  claim  did  more 
to  hold  them  in  the  air  than  any  other  proposition  he  named. 
Barham  upon  his  return  discovered  that  the  Rose  property  could 
not  be  put  in  shape  to  crush  a  grape  until  long  after  t  e  season 
was  over,  and  he  lost  no  time  in  so  informing  both  growers  and 
buyers.  He  also  told  them  that  the  Baldwin  Winery  would  not 
be  available,  and  Woollacott's  offer  fell  of  its  own  weight. 

Now  Woollacott  declares  that  Barham,  and  what  he  terms 
the  "opposition,"  have  beaten  him  out,  by  buying  the  Rose 
Winery  from  under  him.  "It  was  a  teirful  mistake,"  he  said 
yesterday.  "We  failed  to  tie  the  Rose  Winery  up  and  they  have 
taken  it  from  under  us.     I  do  not  know  what  we  can  do." 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  "opposition"  has  not  taken  the  Rose 
Winery,  nor  has  any  one  else,  and  it  is  still  for  sale  at  the  upset 
figure  of  $10,000.  The  growers  are  satisfied  with  the  price 
offered,  which  is  proving  so  good  a  thing  that  offers  are  being 
received  from  Fresno  county  growers,  who  will  ship  to  Los 
Angeles  and  pay  the  freight,  at  the  figures  offered. 

There  is  a  movement  on  down  here  to  raise  Bob  Kern  to 
the  calendar  of  saints.  Bob  wouldn't  "  pretty"  very  much  if  he 
was  crowded  in  among  a  bunch  of  cherubim  and  things,  but  he 
has  earned  the  job  and  will  get  it  if  a  vacancy  can  be  created  for 
him  It's  all  on  account  of  that  "  Morning  Glory"  inspiration  of 
his.  You  may  know  what  it  is,  gentle  Editor,  to  come  down 
town  in  the  morning  needing  it  about  as  bad  as  you  do  money. 
Everything  started  off  wrong,  and  you've  even  told  the  folks  at 
home  that  you  couldn't  help  it  and  to  submit  their  kick  in  writ- 
ing, if  they  had  one  coming.  Well,  the  Colonel  and  his  "Morn- 
ing Glory"  have  changed  all  that.  One  of  them  will  cure  it 
before  you  have  hit  the  bottom,  two  of  them— well,  what  is  the 
use  of  talking  about  too  much  joy;  enough  said,  that  two  of  them 
would  make  a  torchlight  procession  look  like  the  crowd  behind 
the  hearse. 

Here's  the  prescription:  Crystal  of  ice,  lime  juice  and  sugar 
in  mixing  glass.  Stir  well,  and  add  cracked  ice  to  top  of  glass. 
Heavy  jolt  of  Scotch — any  old  Scotch  will  do,  so  long  as  it  is  as 
good  as  Black  and  White — and  half  as  much  absinthe.  Shake 
to  frappe  and  serve  in  punch  glass  with  carbonated  water  on  top. 

That  sounds  simple  and  it  is,  but  it  is  the  reason  that  the 
cocktail  comedians'that  wander  into  Bob's  Third-street  emporium 
are  pulling  wires  for  his  elevation.  W.  H.  R.

DEVOTION  to  Temperance  impresses  the  visitor  more  forcibly 
than  any  other  feature  of  Glasgow  life,  except,  perhaps  its 
capacity  for  whisky,  says  the  London  Daily  Mail.  The  strictest 
regard  for  the  great  cause  animates  the  authorities  in  all  their 
dealings  with  public  affairs.  Every  bailie,  every  magistrate,  is 
a  temperance  advocate,  and  need  to  be  to  preserve  the  esteem  of  his 
fellow-citizens.  For  every  citizen  is  a  convinced  and  sincere  up- 
holder of  the  temperance  cause.  No  matter  how  many  whiskies 
he  may  take  in  the  course  of  a  day,  he  never  looses  faith  in  his 
principles.  Indeed  he  seems  to  find  that  his  temperance  prin- 
ciples are  strengthened  and  his  exposition  of  them  facilitated  by 
the  consistent  use  of  whisky. 

Whomever  you  met  in  Glasgow  discourses  on  temperance 
and  invites  you  to  take  a  "nip"  with  him.  Not  that  there  is 
any  hypocrisy  in  the  matter.  Nothing  of  the  kind.  In  Glasgow 
a  man  may  talk  the  most  water  and  drink  the  most  whisky  with- 
out being  in  the  least  conscious  of  any  divergence  between  his 
principle  and  his  practice.  He  may  most  sincerely  believe  in  the 
evils  of  drunkenness  without  ever  having  the  remotest  suspicion 
that  the  question  has  anything  to  do  with  his  habit  of  taking  a 
little  whisky  now  and  then. 

The  fact  seems  to  be  that  in  Glasgow  to  drink  whisky  is  not 
to  indulge  in  strong  drink.  The  Scotch  are  a  hardy,  healthy 
and  vigorous  race,  and  to  them  the  national  drink  is  not  a  liquor, 
it  is  merely  a  liquid.  They  take  it  just  as  they  breathe  the 
bracing  air,  as  one  of  the  ordinary  conditions  of  existence.

SEATTLK,  September  17.  -Taking  everything  into  considera- 
tion trade  has  been  remarkably  good  the  past  month  with 
the  wholesale  liquor  houses  and  breweries.  The  retail  trade, 
with  the  exception  of  the  bouses  in  the  manufacturing  district 
on  the  tide  Hats,  all  report  fairly  good  business,  and  latter  than 
they  expected. 

The  liquor  trade  throughout  the  State  has  been  good  and  the 
wholesale  houses  report  good  collections. 

The  export  trade  of  the  breweries  has  beeu  large.  Seattle's 
largest  concern,  the  Seattle  Brewing  and  Malting  Co.,  report  a 
large  export  trade,  and  that  their  California  shipments  keep  up 
as  well  as  ever,  in  fact  another  agency  has  been  established  there 
during  the  past  week. 

The  Company  has  sent  a  representative  to  the  Orient  to 
further  the  sale  of  Rainier  Beer,  which  now  is  quite  in  de- 
mand, and  has  been  for  some  time.  In  the  far  Last  you  can 
now  find  the  Rainier  from  Sydney,  Australia,  to  Nome,  Alaska. 
Honolulu  and  Shanghai  receive  shipments  regularly.  All  the 
principal  steamers  aud  all  R.  R.  dining  cars  carry  it  on  their  bills 


of  fare.  The  demand  for  this  famous  product  of  the  Puget  Sound 
country  has  been  so  s^reat  that  all  up-to-date  concerns  have  been 
compelled  to  keep  it  in  stock. 

This  is  not  to  be  wondered  at  when  one  takes  a  look  at  their 
large  plant.     All  their  machinery  is  up-to-date. 

The  Heinricfa  Bros.  Brewing  Co.  has  been  unable  to  supply 
the  demand  for  its  beer  during  the  past  month,  and  is  anxioush 
awaiting  the  completion  of  the  addition. 

The  new  directory  of  Seattle  gives  us  an  increased  popula- 
tion of  IT.UiMi  iluiing  the  past    year. 

The  (  >ystcr  Cocktail  season  has  opened,  and  as  usual  the  Kox 
•  >\  sk-r  Co.  are  rushed  with  orders.  They  own  their  own  oyster 
beds  from  which  they  get  their  famous  brand  of  oysters.  It  is 
said  this  oyster  is  far  superior  in  a  raw  state  to  any  other  on  the 
market.  As  this  cocktail  is  made  from  the  raw  oyster,  it  can  be 
readily  seen  that  there  is  no  03  ster  cocktail  that  can  compare 
with  the  "Fox." 

They  keep  a  crew  of  men  opening  the  oysters  right  at  the 
beds,  shipping  the  same  daily  in  bul'r  to  the  Seattle  factory. 
They  make  shipments  to  all  points  in  Washington,  Oregon,  Idaho 
and  Moutana,  and  are  arranging  to  reach  out  considerably  farther 
during  the  seison.  Their  trade  mark,  a  Box,  perched  on  top 
of  tlie  letters  P.  O.  X.  is  catchy  and  the  whole  design  shows  that 
the  firm  is  very  enterprising. 

Tacoma  liquor  dealers  did  an  enormous  business  during  the 
Klks  carnival  and  tne  merchants  there  report  trade  in  a  very 
satisfactory  condition.    The  Dave  Blake  Liquor  Co.  have  got  out

The  Capital  Brewing  Company  of  Olympia  are  rushed  with 
export  orders.  Their  Seattle  representative  is  a  hustler  and  is 
very  much  in  evidence. 

There  is  a  report  that  the  wholesale  liquor  houses  here  may 
rescind  their  order  of  closing  up  at  noon  on  Saturdays  as  has 
been  done  for  some  weeks  past.  In  that  case  the  employees 
will  lose  their  half  holiday.  The  wholesalers  claim  that  it  is 
impossible  for  them  to  take  care  of  the  heavy  Saturday  trade 
during  the  morning  houri. 

The  saloon  men  of  Palouse  will  be  compelled  to  pay  $500 
per  year  instead  of  $350  as  in  the  past.  No  license  will  be 
issued  for  a  period  of  less  than  one  year,  and  the  dealer  must 
furnish  bonds  to  keep  an  orderly  house,  sell  no  liquor  to  minors, 
or  admit  minors  to  his  saloon  without  the  written  consent  of  the 
parents  or  guardian  of  the  said  minor,  and  upon  conviction  of  a 
violation  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  #50  and  have  his  license 
revoked. 

The  saloon  license  fee  in  Palouse  has  always  been  $350,  the 
lowest  of  any  incorporated  town  in  the  county,  and  the  result  has 
been  that  Palouse  has  had  more  than  its  share  of  saloons,  while 
the  quality  has  not  been  the  best  in  many  cases.  It  was  argued, 
in  favor  of  the  higher  license  fee,  that  the  advance  would  shut 
out  the  poorer  class  of  saloons  and  the  remaining  places  would  be 
more  easily  controlled.  The  council  threatens  to  rigidly  enforce 
the  ordinance  and  especially  those  parts  referring  to  the  admission 
and  sale  of  liquor  to  minors  and  keeping  an  orderly  house.  The 
ordinance  goes  into  effect  within  five  days  from  its  first  publica- 
tion.

This  has  always  been 
a  popular  establishment  and  the  new  proprietors  will  keep  up  its 
old  record.

Dave  Gross  of  the  A.  1  Good  Saloon,  First  near  Pike  streets, 
has  bought  out  his  partner.

Eldorado  Punch  (use  one  large  bar  glass) — I  tablespoon- 
ful  fine  sugar,  1  tablespoonful  of  water,  1  pony  of  brandy,  }4 
pony  of  bourbon  whisky,  j4  pony  of  Jamaica  rum,  1  slice  of 
lemon.  Fill  the  glass  with  fine  ice,  shake  well,  trim  with  fruits, 
serve  with  straws. 

Fancy  Whisky  Smash  (use  large  bar  glass) — 2  teaspoonfuls 
of  sugar,  1  small  glass  of  water,  2  wine  glasses  of  whisky,  3 
sprigs  of  mint,  pressed.

Tip-top  Punch  (use  large  bar  glass) — 1  large  lump  of  ice,  1 
lump  of  sugar,  1  dash  of  lemon  juice,  1  pony  of  brandy,  2 
slices  of  pineapple,  1  slice  of  orange.  Fill  with  champagne. 
Mix  well,  trim  with  fruit,  sip  with  straws.

The  Bench  Graft.      man  in  the  Review  of  May,  and 

Win.  Laferriere's  in  June,  on  the 
bench  graft.  Prof.  Husmaii  dwells  a  great  deal  on  the  extra 
labor  he  claims  is  necessary  to  keep  the  non-resistant  roots  cut 
off  of  bench  grafted  vines.  This  is  simply  nonsense,  for  when 
planting  your  bench  grafts  in  the  vineyard  you  can  place  the 
union  above  or  level  with  the  general  surface  of  the  ground,  and 
if  this  is  done  it  is  very  obvious  that  there  will  not  be  any  roots  to 
cut  off,  and  anyone  placing  the  union  so  deep  as  to  cause  roots  to 
grow — well,  I  am  sorry  for  him,  that's  all. 

This  is  not  the  case  with  field  work,  as  you  often  find  vines 
which  you  are  compelled  to  graft  several  inches  deep,  and  from 
which  scion  roots  are  sure  to  grow,  and  even  when  grafted  above 
the  ground  it  is  necessary  to  mound  around  your  graft  to  protect 
the  scion,  and  before  the  earth  is  removed  from  around  the  vine, 
more  or  le.-s  roots  have  started  from  the  scion  and  have  pene- 
trated to  such  a  depth  that  they  will  not  dry  up  and  have  to  be 
cut  off.  This,  I  think,  has  been  the  experience  of  all  viticul- 
tnrists. 


the  same  soil  and  under  the  same  conditions.  I  can  show  the 
proofs  of  this  to  any  one  who  cares  to  take  the  trouble  to  come  to 
this  valley  ami  investigate  it.  And  to  show  this  more  satisfac- 
torily to  the  readers  of  the  RBVIBW  I  enclose  two  photos.  Wo. 
1  is  a  cutting  grafted  Rupestrcs  St.  C.eorge,  grafted  to  Golden 
Chasseus  (Palermo)  in  the  spring  of  1899,  planted  in  vineyard 
April,  1900,  and  the  picture  taken  Augu-t  \  1901,  the  third 
summer  showing  growth  of  over  ten  feet.  "  Hardly  enough  to 
make  bearing  wood  for  the  fourth  year."  No.  _'  is  a  Rupestres  St. 
(ieorge  cutting  graft,  grafted  with  Burger  the  spring  of  1900,  and 
planted  in  vineyard  in  April  of  this  year,  a  growth  on  the  8th  of 
this  month  of  about  four  feet.  Rather  more  than  alive.  Both 
these  vines  are  a  fair  average  and  are  on  good  soil,  and  are  very 
uniform — one  of  the  beauties  of  bench  grafts 

Both  Prof.  Husman  and  Mr  I.aferriere  agree  that  bench 
grafting  roots  is  a  good  method,  and  if  such  is  the  case  they  are 
not  consistent  when  they  condemn  cutting  grafting,  as  the  prin- 
ciple is  exactly  the  same  with  but  this  difference  :  you  get  a 
more  uniform  S'aud  with  cutting  grafts  at  a  very  little  more  cost, 
and  bench  gralted  roots,  planted  out  the  same  year  as  grafted,  as 
should  be  done,  do  not  give  good  results  on  wet,  heavy  or  on 
very  dry  soil. 


As  for  grafters  grafting  375  vines  a  day  in  the  field,  I  have 
only  this  to  say,  I  wish  the  Professor  would  send  some  up  this 
way;  'Jilt I  to  250  is  considered  pretty  good  here,  when  it  is  well 
done.  In  estimating  the  costs  of  field  grafts,  Prof.  Husman  does 
not  figure  on  the  cost  of  replanting  and  regrafting  of  the  possible 
10  or  15  per  cent,  of  misses — no  small  item.  Quoting  from  Prof. 
Husman's  article  the  following:  "  A  cutting  planted  in  good  soil 
should  be  strong  enough  to  graft  the  third  summer,  and  have  a 
crop  the  fourth."  Compare  the  bench  grafted  cutting  to  this. 
The  first  year  they  are  calloused,  etc.  The  second  summer  trans- 
planted in  vineyard,  where  they  will  make  a  living  perhaps,  but 
not  a  strong  growth.  The  third  they  will  grow  better,  hut  not 
strong  enough  to  make  bearing  wood  for  the  fourth. 

Whether  Prof.  Husman  has  been  able  to  see  and  compare 
the  growths  of  bench  gralts  for  three  years,  or  whether  he  simply 
guesses  at  it,  I  am  urable  to  say,  but  ant  inclined  to  think  the 
latter.  At  any  rate  I  know  and  can  prove  bfyond  a  doubt  that 
Prof.  Husman  is  entirely  wrong  in  this  respect.  It  is  a  fact  and 
not  a  theory  that  there  is  not  a  particle  of  difference  in  the  growth 
of  the  bench  grafted  cutting  and  a  resistant  cutting  ungraded,  on 


I  say,  as  Prof.  Husman,  try  both  methods,  under  the  same 
conditions,  do  the  work  carefully  and  systematically,  keep  careful 
account  of  the  cost  of  each  method,  not  estimates,  and  compare  re- 
sults and  costs.     This  is  what  we  have  done  lor  several  years  past, 

^  ESTABLISHED  „s  „      ^ 
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and  have  proven  to  our  own  satisfaction  that  we  can  obtain  better 
results  and  with  less  cost  by  bench  grafting  the  cutting  than  by 
any  other  way.  As  to  the  percentage  growing  on  the  Crabb 
place  grafted  by  Mr.  Laferriere,  and  which  he  claimed  still  ex- 
isted, I  will  simply  say  that  I  took  the  word  of  Mr.  Ames,  who  is 
now  superintendent  of  that  place,  and  who  does  not  seem  to 
agree  with  Mr.  Laferriere.  The  latter  gentleman  is  indeed  gen- 
erous when  he  admits  that  65  per  cent,  of  good  unions  on  bench 
grafts  is  a  fair  stand,  particularly  in  view  of  the  fact  that  in  his 
article  of  January  31  he  says  that  "The  world-famed  professors, 
Mellardet,  Foix  and  others,  and  the  practical  vineyardists  of 
France,  were  unable  to  secure  more  than  33  per  cent."  Yes,  65 
per  cent,  is  pretty  fair  considering  that  we  are  not  up-to-date. 
This  year,  from  the  present  outlook,  we  will  get  75  per  cent,  of 
good  unions  from  the  20,000  cutting  grafts,  and  at  less  cost,  as 
we  have  reduced  the  expense  materially. 

For  the  edification  of  Prof.  Husman  and  Mr.  Laferriere  I 
will  read  a  few  lines  from  a  letter  just  received  from  Mr.  Frank 
Swett  of  Martinez.  He  writes  :  "  We  bench  grafted  25,000  cut 
tings  this  year,  and  they  are  doing  remarkably  well.  I  think  we 
will  get  over  80  per  cent.  The  Petite  Sirra  we  got  from  you  we 
grafted  on  RupestresSt.  George,  and  about  90  percent.  are  grow- 
ing. Prof.  Bioletti  says  you  have  the  finest  young  vineyard 
grown  from  bench  grafts  he  has  ever  seen." 

I  assure  Mr.  Laferriere  that  the  young  viticulturist  will  appre- 
ciate that  magnanimity  that  prompts  him  to  admit  that  the 
young  California  viticulturist  is  generally  intelligent,  and  did 
not  intend  to  reflect  upon  that  intelligence  when  he  stated  that 
they  were  behind  the  times,  and  were  practicing  certain  things 
simply  because  they  wanted  to  be  "  Frenchy,"  and  in  the  next 
breath  informs  you  that  if  you  do  not  do  as  the  French  do  you 
are  not  up-to-date. 

I  fully  agree  with  Mr.  Laferriere  when  he  says  that  he 
thinks  God  is  too  generous  and  just  to  have  concentrated  all  the 
knowledge  of  viticulture  in  the  craniums  of  a  few  young  Califor- 
nians,  but  I  also  believe  the  Almighty  too  just  not  to  have  en- 
dowed the  California  viticulturist  with  those  ordinary  faculties 
by  which  they  are  enabled  to  read,  think  and  act  for  themselves, 
and  has  not  made  them  dependent  upon  the  opinions  of  Mr.  La- 
ferriere and  a  few  others  as  to  which  is  the  proper  method  to 
pursue  in  re-establishing  their  vineyards,  and  as  to  whether  they 
are  keeping  up  with  the  limes  or  not. 

Hoping  you  will  pardon  me  for  taking  up  so  much  of  your 
valuable  space  with  so  lengthy  an  article,

IMPRESSIONS  of  Americans  and  their  country  by  a  Portu- 
guese from  Opirto,  who  has  just  completed  a  journey  up  and 
down  and  across  the  United  Slates,  appear  in  Bonforfs  Spirit 
Circular.  He  is  a  port  wine  merchant,  and  here  are  some  of  the 
things  he  has  written  : 

"The  almighty-dollar  man,  whom  I  expected  to  find,  turned 
out  to  be  a  very  kind  creature.  .  .  .  Although  he  wants  no 
goods  at  the  time,  he  cannot  say  "No,"  and  either  buys  at  once 
or  says  he  wishes  you  to  look  in  again. 

Is  this,  then,  the  almighty-dollar  man,  who  with  a  hard 
heart  cares  for  nothing  else  ? 

The  fault  that  I  found  was  in  another  direction.  I  found 
that  time  was  not  considered  enough,  and  that  in  business  hours 
there  was  too  much  extraneous  talk  and  too  much  tippling,  both 
in  the  morning  and  afternoon.  Your  kind-hearted,  generous  and 
hospitable  American  meets  a  friend  in  the  street,  and  in  his  gen- 
erosity at  once  proposes  a  drink  at  a  neighboring  bar,  where  one 
whisky  follows  another,  at  a  loss  of  time  and  often  health. 

This  brings  me  to  the  consideration  of  the  unhealthy  life  that 
is  lead  by  many  people  in  the  United  States.  I  more  particularly 
allude  to  the  irregularity  of  meals,  which,  of  course,  is  highly 
injurious,  but  it  is  made  more  so  by  all  kinds  of  drinks  between 
meals. 

I  have  seen  people  take  several  drinks  of  whisky  and  water 
in  the  morning  and  again  after  luncheon,  the  cousequence  being 
that  they  did  not  take  any  wine  at  their  meals.  To  most  of  the 
Americans  I  have  met  the  partaking  of  wine  at  meals  is  quite 
superfluous,  while  many,  particularly  ladies,  consider  it  quite 
wicked  to  drink  wine  at  all  ! 

I  wish  to  point  out  how  erroneous  such  views  are. 

Wine  has  been  given  us  for  use  and  not  abuse.  A  man  who 
drinks  wine  at  his  meals  never  has  a  craving  for  alcoholic  drinks; 
as  a  rule,  he  is  sober.  He  knows,  possibly  from  early  childhood, 
the  evil  effects  of  indulging  too  much. 

Nature  has  intended  the  American  people  to  be  a  wine-drink- 
ing people.  Wine  can  be  produced  at  very  small  cost,  and  America 
can  produce  more  wine  than  the  rest  of  the  whole  world  put 
together.  Wine,  the  most  exhilarating,  digestive,  and  invigora- 
ting beverage,  was,  in  due  time,  chosen  by  Christ  for  His  most 
holy  sacrament.  Is  it  right  for  faddists  to  decry  it,  and  what  is 
the  consequence? 

At  a  great  many  hotels,  and  even  private  houses,  no  one  took 
wine  at  dinner,  but  almost  every  one  drank  iced  water.  Some 
men  ordered  a  cocktail-schnapps  before  dinner  or  lunchton,  while 
the  ices  after  the  solid  food  were  patronized  by  everyone — male, 
female,  young  and  old.  Fruit  was  generally  eaten  before  and 
after  meals,  but  in  the  hotels  it  was  mostly  of  common  quality 
and  rarely  quite  ripe.

THE  Supreme  Court,  on  September  11th,  handed  down  a 
decision  in  the  case  of  Henry  Pfirrmann,  of  Los  Angeles, 
upholding  the  validity  of  the  Kelly-Taylor  license  amendment. 
This  decision  is  a  great  victory  for  the  retail  liquor  dealers  of  the 
State,  outside  of  San  Francisco,  and  involves  a  loss  of  millions  of 
dollars  to  the  counties  of  the  commonwealth. 

'The  joker  in  the  amended  law  was  so  cleverly  inserted  by 
Senator  E.  K.  Taylor,  that  the  sharps  in  the  Legislature  failed  to 
discover  it,  and  now  the  appellate  court  says  it  has  to  staid  until 
such  time  as  it  shall  have  been  repealed. 

The  law,  which  is  interpreted  in  a  manner  which  forbids 
boards  of  supervisors,  city  councils  and  town  trustees  from  issu- 
ing licenses  for  purposes  of  revenue,  reads  as  follows: 

Boards  of  Supervisors  of  counties  of  the  State  and  the  legis- 
lative bodies  of  the  incorporated  cities  and  towns  therein  shall  iu 
the  exercise  of  their  police  powers,  and  for  the  purpose  of  regula- 
tion as  hereinbefore  provided,  and  not  otherwise,  have  power  to 
license  all  and  every  kind  of  business  not  prohibited  by  law  and 
transacted  and  carried  on  within  the  limits  of  their  respective 
jurisdiction. 

Pfirrmann  had  paid  the  regular  municipal  tax  to  the  authori- 
ties of  the  city  of  Los  Angeles.  When  the  county  tax  was  also 
levied  he  rebelled  and  was  imprisoned.  The  Supreme  Court  re- 
leased him  on  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus,  and  since  then  the  Los 
Angeles  District  Attorney  and  a  dozen  amici  curiae  have  been 
delving  into  musty  tomes  in  a  vain  endeavor  to  prove  that  the 
fateful  amendment  was  unconstitutional. 

The  Supreme  Court  lays  away  the  arguments  of  the  various 
county  attorneys,  one  after  the  other,  with  little  or  no  considera- 
tion and  unqualifiedly  affirms  the  validity  of  the  amendment. 

Those  dealers  who  have  been  seduced  into  signing  a  con- 
tract with  the  aforementioned  Taylor,  guaranteeing  them  protec- 
tion from  county  officials  in  any  suits  for  recovery,  or  "No 
charge,"  were  properly  warned  against  so-doing,  and  will  now 
discover  that  they  threw  their  money  away.

1     there    are  two    distinct  phases, 

namely:    the    violent    fermentation 

Second  Fermentation  and  the   slow    fermentation.       As 

soon  as  the  first,  which  I  have  ex- 
plained in  my  last  article  is  over,  the  must  should  be  separated 
from  the  pomace  by  drawing  it  off  from  the  fermenting  tank.  If 
it  is  very  warm,  that  is,  if  it  is  much  above  the  temperature  of 
the  fermenting  room,  it  should  be  aerated  in  order  to  help  the 
slow  fermentation,  which  follows.  This  is  done  by  drawing  off 
the  must  through  the  faucet  at  the  bottom  of  the  tank,  and  letting 
it  fall  like  a  spray  into  a  tub  placed  underneath,  and  then  pump- 
ing it  into  the  storage  tank;  or,  if  the  fermenting  tank  is  higher 
than  the  storage  tank,  instead  of  pumping,  the  must  can  be 
syphoned  down  by  connecting  the  tub  and  the  storage  tank  with 
a  rubber  hose.  This  way  the  must  absorbs  enough  oxygen  to 
favor  the  slow  fermentation.  On  the  contrary,  if  the  must  is 
cold,  that  is  at  or  near  the  same  temperature  of  the  fermenting 
room,  it  should  be  drawn  off  as  quickly  as  possible  without  ex- 
posing it  to  the  contact  of  air.  This  is  easily  done  by  screwing 
one  end  of  a  rubber  hose  on  the  faucet  of  the  fermenting  tank,  and 
the  other  end  on  the  faucet  or  bung-hole  of  the  storage  tank  below. 
But,  if  both  tanks  are  on  the  same  level,  a  tight  box  or  a  small 
barrel  must  be  used  instead  of  an  open  tub.  In  its  cover  two  holes 
(a  little  larger  than  the  hose  employed,  so  that  the  air  can  escape) 
are  made,  and  in  one  of  them  is  placed  the  end  of  the  hose  coupled 
on  the  faucet  of  the  fermenting  tank,  and  in  the  other  the  end  of 
the  suction  hose  of  the  pump.  The  box  or  barrel  is,  therefore, 
not  completely  air-tight,  but,  as  soon  as  the  must  runs  into  it  the 
air  escapes  and  is  soon  replaced  by  the  carbonic  acid  gas  contained 
in  the  must,  and  protects  it  from  the  contact  of  air. 

No  sulphur  wick  should  be  burned  inside  of  the  box  or  barrel, 
for  it  would  interfere  and  perhaps  completely  stop  the  slow  fer- 
mentation; it  would  also  injure  the  color  and  mar  the  bouquet  of 
the  future  wine.  This  might  be  done  only  for  certain  white  musts, 
and  yet  with  the  greatest  discretion. 

PRESSING    OF    THE    POMACE. 

When  the  must  is  all  drawn  off  from  the  fermenting  tank,  the 
top  of  the  pomace  should  be  carefully  examined;  and,  if  sour,  or 
contaminated  with  bad  germs  or  molds,  as  it  is  very  often  the 
case  when  the  fermentation  has  been  carelessly  conducted  in  open 
tanks,  it  would  be  necessary  to  throw  away  all  and  even  a  little 
more  than  which  is  contaminated;  for,  should  any  of  the  bad 
germs  or  molds  go  into  the  press  wine,  it  would  entirely  spoil  it 
and  also  any  other  wine  to  which  it  may  be  added.  Then,  in 
order  to  prevent,  or,  at  least,  to  reduce  acidification  to  its  minimum, 
the  sound  pomace  must  be  quickly  brought  to  the  press,  and  the 
wine  extracted  promptly  and  stored  immediately. 

WHEN    TO    STOP    THE    PRESSURE. 

To  find  out  that  the  press  wine  has  not  the  same  composition  as 
the  wine  from  the  fermenting  tank  does  not  need  an  expert.  The 
palate  of  anyone  can  prove  this.  The  first  wine  that  runs  out  is 
not  very  different  from  the  one  from  the  tank,  although  it  is  very 
cloudy  and  dirty.  But  pressure  increases  its  acidity,  and  the  last 
wine  that  runs  out  contains  a  great  quantity  of  acids,  tannin  and 
cream  of  tartar. 

Shall  this  wine  be  mixed  with  the  clear  wine  from  the  ferment- 
ing tank?  This  important  question,  so  much  discussed  by  wine- 
makers,  cannot  be  answered  before  the  wines  to  be  mixed  together 
are  thoroughly  tested.  My  reasons  for  this  statement  are  as  follows: 
1st. — The  wine  drawn  off  from  the  fermenting  tank  is  very  often 
less  alcoholic  than  the  press  wine.  2d— It  is  always  lighter  than 
the  average  of  the  press  wine.  3d — The  press  wine  helps  the 
slow  fermentation.  4th — It  contains  substances  which  are  neces- 
sary to  the  keeping  qualities  of  certain  wines,  and,  therefore,  has 
very  valuable  qualities  for  said  wines,  and  can  be  judiciously 
mixed  with  them.       Consequently,   I  can  safely  say,  as  general 


rules,  that  press  wine  should  not  be  mixed  with  alcoholic  and 
heavily-colored  wines,  less  yet  with  rough  and  harsh  ones  or  those 
containing  a  great  quantity  of  tannin  or  acidity,  and  fine  delicate 
wines  should  be  entirely  free  from  it. 

The  best  way  to  use  the  press  wine,  as  far  as  my  own  experience 
goes,  is  to  divide  it  between  the  tanks  in  fermentation  ;  thus,  only 
the  press  wine  of  the  last  tank  is  left. 

STORAGE  TANK  AND  ULLING. 

As  soon  as  the  fermented  must  is  drawn  off  from  the  ferment- 
ing tank  and  transferred  into  the  storage  tank,  it  takes  the  name 
of  wine.  The  storage  tank  should  not  be  entirely  filled,  because 
the  wine  yet  contains  much  carbonic  acid  gas  ;  it  should  not  be 
plugged  tight,  either.  The  best  method  is  to  fill  the  tank  4 
inches  from  the  bung,  to  bore  a  j4-inch  hole  through  the  plug 
and  to  fill  it  with  sterilized  cotton  ;  then  to  plug  the  tank  tight. 
In  this  way  the  carbonic  acid  gas  can  escape  and  the  air,  if  any 
goes  inside  of  the  tank,  is  purified  by  the  cotton  and  does  not 
injure  the  wine.  Three  or  four  days  later  the  tank  can  be  com- 
pletely filled,  but  the  same  plug  must  be  used  yet  for  a  few  days. 
A  safety  valve  would,  of  course,  do  exactly  the  same  thing,  and 
would  even  be  preferable  from  the  first  to  the  third  day,  but  the 
cheapest  is  the  first  plug. 

When  the  gas  has  nearly  all  escaped,  the  wine  grows  cool  and 
the  fermentation  is  hardly  noticeable.  The  wine  then  becomes 
contracted,  and  its  evaporation  through  the  pores  of  the  wood 
and  the  impregnation  of  the  staves  of  the  tank  will  cause  a 
wantage.  The  tank  will  have  therefore  to  be  filled  again.  This 
operation,  called  "ulling,"  will  have  to  be  repeated  every  three 
days  for  the  first  ten  days,  then  twice  a  week  for  the  rest  of  the 
first  month,  and  once  a  week  during  the  second  month;  afterwards, 
twice  a  month  will  do.  If  ulling  was  not  practiced,  the  wine 
would  come  in  contact  with  the  oxygen  of  the  air,  which  would 
develop  the  ''wine  flowers,"  which,  in  turn,  are  the  factors  of  the 
mycoderma  aecfi,  and  the  wine  would  be  acidified  and  only  good 
to  make  vinegar. 

The  wine  used  for  ulling  must  be  as  much  as  possible  similar 
to  the  new  wine  and  clear.  Therefore,  some  of  the  new  wine 
must  be  reserved  for  this  purpose  and  stored  in  small  packages 
containing  Just  enough  wine  for  one  ulling,  as  otherwise  they  will 
have  to  be  ulled  also. 

Ulling  must  be  done  very  carefully,  so  that  the  wine  will 
not  be  disturbed,  and  its  limpidity  not  impaired  by  the  rising  of 
the  lees  from  the  bottom  of  the  tank. 

SLOW  FERMENTATION. 

The  second  or  slow  fermentation  (the  second  phase  of  the  fer- 
mentation of  the  must)  follows  the  violent  fermentation,  and  lit- 
erally begins  (although  there  is  no  intermittance  between  the  two 
fermentations)  as  soon  as  the  new  wine  is  in  the  storage  tank.  It 
is  generally  produced  without  any  perceptible  motion  of  the  wine, 
and  consists  in  transforming  a  small  quantity  of  sugar.  The 
transformations  that  taue  place  during  its  period  of  work  are  very 
complex.  The  sugar  disappears,  the  insoluble  matters  contained 
in  the  wine  are  precipitated  to  the  bottom  of  the  tank,  by  the  law 
of  gravitation,  and  form  the  lees,  the  acids  are  combined  with  the 
alcohol  and  form  the  ethers  or  bouquet  of  the  wine,  the  acidity  is 
much  decreased  and  becomes  pleasant  to  the  palate,  the  wine 
grows  clear  and,  at  last,  is  finished. 

When  the  slow  fermentation  is  over,  the  wine  still  contains  a 
quantity  of  sugar,  so  slight,  however,  that  the  best  palate  cannot 
detect  it,  and  which  cannot  ferment  later  on.  The  result  of  this 
slow  fermentation  depends  much  on  the  way  the  fermentation  is 
conducted,  and  the  cares  taken  to  prevent  all  the  exterior  in- 
fluences from  reaching  it.  A  new  wine  is  like  a  new-born  baby 
and,  therefore,  its  health  and  good  constitution  depends  entirely 
on  the  devoted  paternity  of  the  winemaker.

Dear  Sirs — We  just  came  back  from  an  inspection  of 
our  vineyards  in  Berncastel,  Graach,  Rudesbeim  and  Oestricb, 
and  are  glad  to  say  tbat  great  expectations  might  be  entertained 
for  the  first  wine  year  of  the  new  century. 

The  very  long  and  extremely  cold  winter  made  us  fear  that 
the  growth  of  the  vines  might  be  retarded,  the  more  so  as  the 
early  spring  too  brought  very  unfavorable  weather.  Happily 
the  month  of  May  made  up  for  it  ;  a  genuine  spring  weather  set 
in  and  the  warm  sun  brought  out  all  vegetation  with  vigor. 
Soon  it  could  be  ascertained  that  the  strong  and  steady  winter 
weather  had  not  done  much  harm  to  the  vines,  the  night  frost 
having  destroyed  only  a  very  limited  number  in  some  places. 
Numerous  shoots  were  visible,  and  ere  long  summer  heit,  inter- 
rupted by  refreshing  rains,  furthered  the  development  and  caused 
the  vines  to  flower  very  rapidly.  Upon  the  whol  ,  the  latter 
process  took  a  favorable  course,  and  was  only  interrupted  by  wet 
and  cold  weather  for  a  week  in  the  middle^  of  June.  The  hot 
days  of  the  end  of  June  and  July  brought  about  the  maturing  of 
the  delayed  bloom,  the  buds  opeued,  the  fruit  appeared  every- 
where, and  the  vineyards  presented  an  imposing  sight.  So  the 
critical  period  of  blooming  was  passed  successfully,  and,  we  are 
glad  to  say,  the  enemies  of  the  vine — insects,  oidium,  paronospera 
— have  not  been  so  injurious  as  in  some  previous  years.  Of 
course  on  the  Rhine,  as  well  as  on  the  Moselle  and  in  the  Pala- 
tinate district,  everything  has  been  done  to  combat  these  enemies. 

The  fruit  is  as  plentiful  as  might  be  expected,  and  if  weather 
continues  to  be  satisfactory,  and  if  the  second  generation  of  the 
Harworm  (Sauerworm)  does  not  appear  in  unexpectedly  large 
numbers,  we  may  hope  for  a  vintage  rewarding  the  laborious 
work  of  the  growers  and  vintners.

Watch  the  Association  Grafters.

There  is  only  one  wise  thing  to  do  at  this  time  and  that  is  to 
get  in  ard  do  some  earnest  work,  squelch  every  man  who  shows 
that  he  is  out  for  a  graft,  and  make  impossible  the  experience  of 
the  old  California  Protective  Association,  which  at  the  last 
moment  of  the  campaign  was  sold  out,  body  and  breeches,  by  a 
well  known  political  grafter  and  politician.  Precaution  is  the 
best  remedy  for  such  a  situation,  and  it  should  be  taken  in  due 
season. 


Lucky  Los  Angeles  County. 

THE  vine  disease  seems  to  have  caused  less  loss  and  annoyance 
this  year  than  formerly  in  Los  Angeles  County.  Where 
vineyards  were  so  badly  affected  in  this  frost  that  the  vines  were 
taken  out  they  have  not  been  renewed  ;  but  during  the  two  or 
three  years  frost  when  a  vine  dies  in  an  established  vineyard  it 
has  been  at  once  replaced  and  will  soon  come  into  bearing,  thus 
keeping  the  vineyard  intact. 


ONE  of  the  kindliest,  most  manly  and  ablest  of  our  Presidents, 
who  brought  more  happiness  and  prosperity  to  this  great 
country  than  any  ofiis  predecessors,  has  been  iuthlessly  slain — 
sent  to  his  death  a  martyr — a  victim  to  the  teachings  of  the 
unspeakable  "yellow  press."

Obituary. 

Hon.  Charles  C.  Clarke,  President  of  Clarke  Bros.  &  Co.,  of 
Peoria,  111.,  distillers  of  Clarke's  Pure  Rye,  is  dead  at  the  age  of 
■1">  vears.  He  was  one  of  the  ablest  men  in  the  business,  and  his 
company  was  and  is  one  of  the  sturdiest  and  most  formidable  of 
the  opposition  to  the  various  combines.  The  business  will  be 
continued  on  the  lines  of  policy  that  have  hitherto  prevailed. 

There  will  be  a  good  demand  for  the  sweet  wines  of  South- 
ern California  this  year,  the  vinous  products  of  that  section  hav- 
ing added  largely  to  their  fame  in  late  years.  The  sherries  in 
particular  have  attained  a  high  reputation  which  is  bound  to  in- 
crease. The  victory  of  the  Sierra  Madre  Vintage  Company  in 
carrying  off  a  gold  medal  at  the  Paris  Exposition  last  year  did 
much  to  direct  the  attention  of  the  world  to  the  excellence  of  the 
vinous  products  of  that  part  of  the  Golden  State. 


The  crop  in  the  Livermore  valley  is  now  estimated  at  one- 
half  of  that  of  last  year.  There  have  been  three  buyers  in  the 
field,  Wetmore-Bowen  Co.,  California  Wine  Associotion,  and  II. 
G.  Wegener,  the  prices  offered  ranging  from  $,22  to  $80.  A 
great  scarcity  of  pickers  is  reported. 


TIIM  following  correspondence  regarding  the  French  vine  pest, 
l'hytoptus  Yitis,  which  has  appeared  near  Florin,    will  be 
found  self  explanatory,  and  is  of  general  interest: 

Eds.  Record- Union :  Numerous  inquiries  have  come  from 
the  vineyardists  in  this  section  respecting  a  disease  affecting  the 
vines,  which  has  been  more  noticeable  this  season  than  hereto- 
fore. The  leaves  of  the  grape  vine  affected  show  a  warty  and  ir- 
regular appearance,  and  on  the  surface,  while  the  under  side  of 
the  leaf  presents  at  first  a  white  and  then  a  brick  colored  fungus- 
appearing  growth.  On  this  subject  inquiry  was  made  of  the 
State  University  regarding  the  nature  of  the  disease,  and  the  cor- 
respondence is  given  herewith. 


"Professot  E.  II'.  Hilgard — DBAS  Sir:  I  am  sending  you, 
uuder  separate  cover,  by  express,  charges  paid,  a  small  box  con- 
taining some  leaves  taken  from  Tokay  vines  in  my  vineyard,  all 
of  which  you  will  note  are  coated  with  a  fungus  growth,  the 
nature  of  which  is  unknown  to  the  growers  here. 

"While  this  has  been  noticed  in  the  vineyards  prior  to  this 
season,  I  think  it  is  more  general  this  year,  and  extends  over  a 
wider  area  than  before. 

"If  you  can  make  it  convenient  to  make  an  early  report  on 
this  disease,  I  will  take  pains  to  have  the  same  brought  b.-fore 
the  vineyardists,  so  that  experiments  may  be  made  to  eradicate 
or  check  it  before  another  season.  It  is  needless  to  add,  as  un- 
doubtedly you  are  already  aware,  that  the  effect  upon  the  vine 
attacked  is  to  dry  up  the  leaves  and  expose  the  fruit.

"/..  .'/.  Landsborovgk,  Florin,  Cat. — Dear  Mr.  I. a 
BOROUGH  :  Prolessor  Hilgard  has  handed  me  your  favor  of  Au- 
gust 22d,  together  with  the  sample  of  vine  leaves.  The  leaves 
are  not  affected  by  a  fungus,  but  by  a  microscopic  leaf  mite.  The 
brownish  patches  which  resemble  fungus  consist  simply  of  hvper- 
trophied  hairs  of  the  leaf  itself.  The  mites  are  extremely  mi- 
nute, and  can  only  be  seen  with  the  aid  of  a  microscope.  They 
suck  the  juice  from  the  leaf  and  from  the  base  of  the  hairs,  and  in 
some  way  cause  the  hairs  to  grow  abnormally  large.  I  wish  you 
would  let  me  know  about  how  much  damage  this  pest  has  done 
in  your  vineyards  and  how  long  it  has  been  there.  The  scien- 
tific name  of  the  mite  is  l'hytoptus  Vitis,  and  has  been  long 
known  in  Europe.  I  have  known  it  in  California  for  five  or  six 
years,  and  as  far  as  I  can  learn  it  seems  to  have  infested  a  vine- 
yard near  Windsor,  in  Sonoma  county,  first  ;  from  there  it  has 
spread  in  all  directions,  and  this  year  I  have  received  samples 
from  a  large  number  of  localities,  extending  from  Cloverdale  to 
Tulare.  It  is  not  considered  a  serious  pest  in  Prance,  as  it  sel- 
dom becomes  sufficiently  abundant  to  be  injurious,  and  is  easily 
controlled  by  the  methods  used  for  combatting  powdery  mildew. 
It  is  liable  to  be  found  in  places  where  mildew  is  bad  and 
where  sulphuring  is  not  thoroughly  practiced.  Wherever  sul- 
phuring is  done  with  thoroughness  enough  to  repress  mildew, 
there  is  little  trouble  from  the  mites.  However,  in  California  the 
conditions  may  be  different,  and  I  should  like  to  know  if  you 
hue  found  any  effect  from  sulphuring,  as  several  SulphuringS  in 
the  spring  ami  summer  is  said  to  be  a  sure  safeguard  against  this 
pest  in  Prance.  "  Yery  truly  yours,

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The  Situation. 


NAPA,  Cal.,  September  18. — It  is  very  difficult  for  an  old  vet- 
eran of  the  Civil  War  to  write  cheerfully  under  the  pal 
which  today  overspreads  the  whole  nation  by  the  death  of  our 
beloved  President.  When  he,  Garfield,  and  thousands  of  us 
with  them,  rushed  to  arms  to  defend  our  country  and  abolish  the 
curse  of  slavery,  so  that  we  could  look  the  world  squarely  in  the 
face,  and  proclaim  it  the  freest  country  on  earth,  three  of  the 
best  beloved  men,  the  choice  of  the  majority  of  the  nation,  have 
fallen  under  the  assasiu's  bullet,  and  anarchy  reigns  throughout 
the  land.  When  I  came  to  this  State  permanently,  on  the  10th 
of  September,  1881,  the  noble  Garfield  lay  on  his  couch  of  suffer- 
ing, released  by  death  a  few  days  after.  And  now  McKinley 
follows,  just  twenty  years  later.  Worthy  followers  of  the  im- 
mortal Lincoln,  and  for  what  ?  Because  they  were  the  chosen 
rulers  of  the  people,  and  were  elected  because  of  their  high  quali- 
ties by  an  overwhelming  majority.  That  the  question  arises, 
What  are  we  coming  to  ?  can  it  be  wondered  at?  Shall  we  retain  our 
present  chief  magistrate,  in  whom  I  have  the  fullest  confidence, 
or  must  he  also  fall  under  the  bullet  of  the  assasin  ?  As  it  is  now) 
no  one  can  feel  safe  even  in  the  most  humble  avocation,  and  the 
new  century,  which  opened  so  auspiciously  for  our  beloved  State 
and  country,  may  go  down  in  bloodshed  and  anarchy. 

But  let  us  turn  to  more  cheerful  themes,  and  I  hope  our 
readers  will  pardon  me  for  this  digression,  looking  perhaps  too 
much  on  the  dark  side  of  the  picture. 

WINE    MAKING    HERE. 

This  has  been  going  on  for  nearly  two  weeks,  not  from 
grapes  from  Napa  county,  however.  The  grapes  from  the  Na- 
toma  vineyards  have  been  shipped  here  to  the  old  Carpy  cellars, 
controlled  by  the  California  Wine  Association,  where  it  is  hoped 
they  will,  in  our  salubrious  climate  and  fanned  by  gentle  Napa 
breezes,  develop  the  color  and  tannin,  bouquet,  etc.,  which  they 
so  sorely  lack  at  home.  It  is  a  fair  suggestion  that  the  wines 
made  at  the  Greystone  cellars  at  St.  Helena,  if  blended  with 
them,  will  make  them  marketable  as  cargo  wines.  The  firm  of 
Migliavacca  &  Sons  is  working,  on  grapes  from  Yolo  county, 
which  have  been  contacted  for  at  $18  per  ton.  Grapes  ripen 
much  earlier  at  both  places  than  here;  but  lack  the  quality  of 
Napa  grapes.  Our  cool,  roomy  c  liars,  and  the  capacity  of  the 
casks  may  also  work  as  a  factor  in  having  them  made  into  wine  here. 
But  I  cannot  see  in  the  condition  in  which  they  are  delivered 
here,  how  they  can  make  good  sound  wine.  The  price  of  grapes 
in  this  county  will,  I  think,  average  $25  per  ton,  as  several  sales, 
mostly  to  small  cellars,  have  beeu  made  at  that  price,  varying 
higher  or  lower  with  varieties,  as  the  case  may  be. 

WINE   FERMENTATION. 

The  article  in  your  last  number,  by  Wm.  Julien-Laferriere  is 
an  excellent  one  ;  but  it  is  not  so  easy  to  follow  it  all  out.  It  has 
beeu  my  purpose  through  life  to  make  grape  growing  and  wine 
making  easy,  so  far  as  compatible  with  safety  and  a  good  pro- 
duct. Not  every  wina  maker  can  command  all  the  facilities 
which  are  necessary  or  requisite  to  produce  the  best  wine.  For  a 
man  who  has  but  small  facilities,  I  have  practiced  the  simple 
fermentation  in  open  tanks  with  uniform  success,  during  my 
whole  stay  in  California,  to  make  good  sound  clarets.  But  he 
must  not  be  lazy  ;  but  must  be  willing  to  submerge  the  crust  on 
top  of  the  vat  as  often  as  it  rises  to  the  surface,  and  if  necessary 


to  draw  off  some  of  the  must  from  the  bottom,  when  the  tempera- 
ture will  be  lower,  and  pour  it  over  the  top.  And  then  he  must 
not  wait  until  the  lower  must  shows  but  draw  it  off  into  the 
casks  if  necessary  to  finish  its  fermentation  there,  which  it  will 
readily  do  in  a  few  days.  In  this  way  we  will  make  sound,  good, 
lively  clarets  in  the  easiest  way,  provided  the  wine  maker  is  will- 
ing to  take  all  that  trouble. 

CURIOSITIES   OF   GRAPE   LITERATURE 

My  attention  was  called  to  the  following  a  week  or  so  ago,  and 
it  is  certainly  a  libel  on  thegood  sense  of  California  grape-growers. 
I  despise  such  would-be  competition  too  much  to  give  it  any 
serious  consideration.  I  give  it  to  you  for  what  it  is  worth,  and 
if  Butte  county  vineyardists  will  show  samples  of  their  skill,  we 
will  welcome  them  to  the  ranks,  and  give  them  as  fair  a  show  as 
they  deserve.  G.  Husmann. 

BUTTE  FOR  GRAPES. 

It  has  been  clearly  demonstrated  that  the  land  about  Biggs 
and  Gridley  is  well  adapted  to  the  production  of  wine  grapes, 
which,  according  to  the  best  authorities  on  grape  culture,  are 
superior  in  quality  to  the  grapes  grown  in  the  Napa  valley,  the 
accredited  home  of  the  fruit  of  the  vine.  The  extra  quality  of 
the  Butte  county  grape  is  in  the  fact  that  the  berry  contains  in  it- 
self the  requisite  amount  of  saccharine  matter  necessary  to  the 
manufacture  of  the  best  wines,  while  the  Napa  product  is  deficient 
in  suga  • ,  and  therefore,  in  order  to  produce  good  wine  the  deficiency 
in  sugar  must  be  added  by  the  manufacturer.  The  saving  in  the 
cost  of  sugar  in  the  manufacture  of  wine  in  Butte  county  would  there- 
fore be  an  important  factor  which  ought  to  induce  wine  makers  to 
come  to  Butte  county  in  preference  to  other  localities,  where  the 
cost  of  growing  the  grape  is  just  as  cheap,  the  quality  of  the  pro- 
duct better,  and  the  expense  of  manufacturing  the  wine  cheaper 
than  elsewhere,  where  the  wine  industry  has  reached  large  pro- 
portions and  brought  prosperity  to  a  large  number  of  people. 

Editor  Register — The  above  clipping  from  the  Biggs 
Argus  was  kindly  sent  me  for  comment  by  Mr.  Rowley,  of  Cali- 
forjiia  Fruit  Grower.  That  it  contains  barefaced  untruths,  needs 
no  refutation  among  our  citizens  ;  as  we  know  that  some  of  the 
troubles  we  have  had  formerly,  arose,  not  from  lack  of  sugar, 
but  from  a  superabundance  of  it,  which  made  it  difficult  to  fer- 
ment some  of  the  varieties.  But  this  has  been  overcome  by  the 
addition  of  Burger  and  Grau  Hungarian,  so  that  now  we  can 
always  produce  sound,  dry  wines.  That  I  have  refuted  these 
charges  as  they  deserve,  in  the  California  Fruit  Grower,  in 
language  perhaps  not  very  elegant  but  forcible,  you  may  rest 
assured.  But  such  barefaced  untruths  need  castigation.  The 
name  and  fame  of  Napa  wines  and  grapes  is  so  well  established, 
that  they  always  bring  about  $5  per  ton  more  than  those  in  other 
sections;  and  the  grapes  from  there  are  sent  here  to  be  manu- 
factured into  wine,  which  is  then  blended  with  Napa  wines  to 
give  it  color,  tannin  and  bouquet,  to  make  it  salable.  If  the 
grape  growers  from  Butte  county  have  shown  an  evidence  of 
their  skill  and  their  product,  which  I  confess  I  have  not  seen  yet, 
we  will  gladly  welcome  them  as  worthy  competitors.  But  until 
then  it  is  a  miserable  policy  to  s;nd  reports  without  any  founda- 
tion of  truth,  on  a  county  which  has  always  been  renowned  for 
thirty  years  for  the  excellency  of  its  wines.

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Essay  on  the  History  of 

Grape  Culture  and  Wine  Making

{Continued.') 

DURING  the  same  year  (1690)  a  German  druggist  makes  corks 
out  of  the  bark  of  the  cork  oak.  Teu  years  later  (1700) 
corks  come  into  use  in  France  for  corking  champagne  wine; 
probably  because  without  corks,  made  of  the  bark  of  the  cork 
oak,  "the  nectar  of  the  gods  would  be  impossible."  Following 
is  a  short  description  of  the  tree  ami  the  industry  which  may  be 
interesting;  we  think  so,  at  least:  The  cork  oak  (Quercus  suber, 
or'Quercns  Occidental  is)  is  mostly  grown  in  France,  in  the  island 
of  Corsica,  in  the  province  of  Catalonia  (Spain),  but  especially  in 
Algeria,  its  native  country,  where  it  is  not  rare  to  find  it  nine  feet 
in  diameter  and  only  seven  or  eight  feet  in  height.  It  grows 
easily  in  any  kind  of  soil  but  swampy,  and  thrives  even  in  a  very 
dry  one.  Its  fruit  is  well  liked  by  the  Kabyles,  in  Algeria,  and 
is  roasted  and  eaten  like  chestnuts.  Its  inner  bark  furnishes  a 
superior  quality  of  tannin,  extensively  used.  Its  outer  bark, 
from  which  the  cork  is  made,  has  been  analyzed  by  Chevreul  and 
found  to  be  composed  of: 
Gallic  acid,  coloring  matter,   acetic  acid,  azoteous  matter, 

lime,  oil 14-25 

Suberine 70.00 

Cerine  (wax)  and  rosin ,■•••    14.75 

Total 100.00 

This  bark  is  taken  off  for  the  first  time  when  the  tree  is 
twelve  years  old,  then  every  three  years,  then  every  six  years 
aud  afterwards  every  nine  years,  until  the  tree  reaches  the  age  of 
one  hundred  and  fifty  years.  It  is  sold  for  from  $3  to  $15  per 
100-pounds  weight.  Over  two  billion  corks  are  used  every  year, 
and  the  bark  is  employed  in  the  manufacture  of  twenty-eight 
different  kinds  of  goods.  The  cork  oak  is  a  shady  and  fine  orna- 
mental tree,  and  its  culture  for  the  cork  industry  is  easy  and  a 
good-paying  business.     It  would  surely  flourish  in  California. 

In  .1742,  Scheele  is  the  first  to  advise  the  boiling  of  bottled 
wine  for  its  preservation;  and,  in  1786,  Cadet-de-Vauxe  makes 
several  experiments  and  confirms  Scheele's  judicious  advice. 

In  1744,  the  Agricultural  Society  of  France  awards  a  premium 
to  Buchat,  of  Metz,  for  the  method  of  girdling  the  grapevine. 
This  method  consists  of  removing  a  ring  of  bark  an  inch  wide 
from  the  branch  of  the  last  year's  wood,  and  has  for  effect  the 
hastening,  of  the  maturity  and  increasing  the  size  of  the  grapes. 
This  operation  is  not  practicable  and  very  often  injurious  to  the 
vine. 

In  1745,  Needham  gives  the  principles  of  the  law  of  "  Spon- 
taneous Generations,"  and  the  naturalist  Buffon,  the  greatest 
scientist  of  his  time,  follows  Needham's  principles,  when  he 
writes  his  "  Theory  of  Molecules.' ' 

Their  experiments  consisted  in  placing  putrid  matters  in 
close  vessels,  then  burying  them  in  warm  ashes  in  order  to  pro- 
duce abulition  and,  after  a  certain  time,  they  would  find  animal- 
cules, caused  by  spontaneous  generations. 

In  1 740,  Marcquer  finds  that  the  result  of  the  alcoholic  fer- 
mentation is  alcohol  and  an  unknown  gas  of  injurious  nature; 
but  fails  to  explain  the  phenomenon. 

In  1757,  Goyen  de  la  Plomberie,  after  several  experiments, 
comes  to  the  conclu-ion  that  air  is  not  necessary  for  a  good  fer- 
mentation; that  the  only  thing  necessary  is  to  allow  the  carbonic 
gas  to  escape. 

In  1760,  Lewis  discovers  the  gallotannin,  which  has  ever 
since  been  a  great  factor  in  the  composition  and  keeping  qualities 
of  wine. 

In  1765,  Spallar  'iui  attacks  Needham's  and  Buffon 's  experi- 
ments, by   saying  that   the  vessels  containing   the    matters   on 


which  they  were  experimenting  were  not  heated  enough,  and, 
consequently,  they  were  not  killing  the  germs.  Appert's  discov- 
ery proves  that  Spallanzini  was  right. 

In  1772,  Poitevin,  experimenting  with  stemmed  and  un- 
stemmed  grapes,  proves  that  the  temperature  is  much  lower  with 
stemmed  grapes,  if  the  fermentation  is  conducted  as  with  the  uri- 
stemmed  ones. 

Dom  Gentil  follows  the  same  experiments  and  comes  to  the 
same  conclusion.  During  the  same  year  Beaume  invents  the 
"Aerometer"  (densimeter)  that  bears  his  name. 

In  1775,  Scapoli  and  Fabricius,  two  eminent  Italian  viti- 
culturists,  find  that  the  vineyards  of  Carniol  are  ravaged  by  the 
"aphis  vitis";  Reaumur,  in  France,  describes  the  "  Pulvinaria 
vitis,"  an  insect  enemy  of  the  grapevine;  and  Lengentil,  in  his 
' '  Bibliotheque  Physico-Economique,  "  corroborates  de  la  Plotn- 
berie's  theory  given  in  1S57;  namely,  that  air  is  not  necessary  for 
a  good  fermentation. 

In  1776,  the  chemist  Macquer,  continuing  his  previous  ex- 
periments ( 1749)  on  fermentation,  makes  fine  white  wine  by  add- 
ing sugar  to  the  must  during  fermentation,  and  is  the  first  to 
advise  the  addition  of  sugar  or  glucose  to  must  deficient  in  sac- 
charine matter. 

In  1780,  Bertholon  mentions  the  immersion  of  the  pomace  in 
the  must  as  a  great  improvement  in  winemaking,  and  de  Bullion 
advises  the  use  of  cream  of  tartar  to  facilitate  the  fermentation  of 
grapes  too  rich  in  sugar. 

In  1785,  Fabroni,  the  scientific  Italian  aenologist,  demon- 
strates that  gluten,  wine  foam  and  beer  yeast  have  the  greatest 
analogy.  "  Fermentation,"  he  says,  "is  only  the  decomposition 
of  a  substance  by  another  substance;  the  matter  that  decomposes 
the  sugar  is  a  vegeto-animal  substance;  but  the  presence  of  an 
azoteous  matter  is  necessary  to  produce  fermentation." 

In  1786,  Fourcroy  attacks  Fabroni's  theory,  and  classi6es 
five  fermentations,  namely:  saccharine,  vinous,  acid,  coloring  and 
glutinous;  but,  like  Fabroni,  he  claims  that  the  presence  of  an 
azoteous  ruotter  is  necessary  to  produce  fermentation.  At  the 
same  time,  Marquis  de  Bullion  succeeds  in  fermenting  sugar  by 
the  addition  of  grape  leaves. 

In  1789,  Abbe  Bertholon  invents  an  instrument  which  he 
calls  "oenometer,"  and  which  is  improved  a  few  years  later  by 
Cadet-de-Vauxe,  and  named  by  him  "  gleuco  oenometer." 

In  1793,  Casbois,  in  the  "  Dictionnaire  Universel  d'  Agricul- 
ture," confirms,  by  new  experiments,  de  la  Plomberie's  and 
Legeutil's  theories  of  fermentation.  During  the  same  year,  La- 
voisier, "the  light  of  science,"  is  the  first  to  clearly  define  the 
general  phenomenon  of  fermentation,  in  the  following  words  : 
"The  effects  of  fermentation  are  to  separate  the  sugar  into  two 
parts  (the  sugar  which  is  an  oxyde);  to  oxygenate  one  part  to 
the  detriment  of  the  other,  in  order  to  form  some  carbonic  acid, 
and  to  desoxygenate  the  other  part  in  favor  of  the  first,  in  order 
to  form  some  alcohol  (which  is  a  cornhustible  substance).  Thus, 
if  it  was  possible  to  combine  alcohol  and  carbonic  acid  together, 
we  could  recompound  the  sugar.' ' 

In  an  experiment  made  with  sugar  and  beer  yeast,  Lavoisier 
notices  that  100  parts  of  sugar  absorb  only  1.72  of  dry  yeast,  and 
that  35  of  carbonic  acid  and  58  of  alcohol  are  produced.  He 
thought  the  remainder  was  unfermented  sugar  and  dry  yeast,  but 
he  was  mistaken,  for  we  know,  since  the  works  of  Pasteur,  that 
this  remainder  is  succinic  acid  and  glycerine. 

In  a  subsequent  experiment,  Lavoisier  uses  2  per  cent,  of 
bread  yeast  ;  and  Klaprots  believes  that  4  per  cent,  of  bread 
yeast,  instead  of  2  per  cent,  are  needed.  Both  scientists  aie 
wrong,  as  2  per  cent,  are  too  much. 

Iu  1795,  Seguin  and  Thenard  made  experiments  which  tend 
to  show  that  the  ferment  or  yeast  of  grape  juice  is  of  animal 
nature,  with  chemical  characteristics.  What  Seguin  calls  "in- 
soluble ferment,"  contained  in  wine,  is  nothing  but  the  tartar 
contained  in  wine  lees. 
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In  IT'.td,  viticulture  and  viniculture  are  fostered  by  foreign- 
ers iu  the  central  States  of  the  United  States  of  America.  The 
French  settlers  of  the  State  of  Illinois  make  wine  from  the  native 
grapes,  and  Frederick  Kapp  and  his  German  associate  plant  a 
vineyard  of  ten  acres  near  Pittsburgh. 

In  1800,  native  vines  are  planted  in  the  States  of  Ohio  and 
Indiana  by  a  Swiss  colony.  In  France,  Ko/ier,  Gillibert,  Yiller- 
moze  and  Roland  de  la  Platriere  practice  the  making  of  "  l'i- 
quette,"  by  washing  grape  pomace;  and  Cotnpte  Chaptal,  follow- 
ing Macquer's  idea,  advises  the  French  winemakers  to  add  some 
cane  sugar  to  the  must  of  grapes,  in  the  proportion  of  2 ' 
pounds  per  hectoliter  (26  gallons),  in  order  to  correct  the  de- 
ficiency of  sugar;  and,  in  order  to  neutralize  the  excess  of  acid- 
ity in  wine,  he  advises  the  use  of  lime  carbonate.  Chaptal 's  ad- 
vices are  followed  by  a  good  many  winemakers,  and  his  process 
takes  the  name  of  "Chaptalisation." 

In  the  same  year,  "L'Institut  de  France"  offers  a  prize  for 
the  best  answer  to  the  following  question:  "Which  are  the  char- 
acters that  distinguish,  in  the  vegetal  matters,  the  matters  which 
serve  as  ferment,  and  those  which  bear  the  action  of  the  fer- 
ment." 

Thenard  solves  the  question  in  1803,  by  this  answer:  "1st. 
The  yeast  is  an  azoteous  matter,  giving  much  of  ammonia  during 
distillation;  2nd,  the  azote  in  the  yeast  disappears  during  fer- 
mentation, and  ends  by  changing  itself  into  soluble  products." 

In  1S07,  Chaptal  makes  several  experiments  on  the  diseases 
of  wines,  which  he  attributes  to  an  excess  of  yeast  in  proportion 
to  the  amount  of  sugar  remaining  in  the  wine.  In  the  same  year 
he  publishes  a  book,  "The  Art  of  Winemaking,"  which  won 
a  prize  given  by  the  French  Academy  of  Sciences,  and  which  is 
regarded  even  now  as  a  standard  book  of  modern  viniculture.  In 
this  book  we  read  this  beautiful  sentence:  "  Nature  never  makes 
spirituous  liquors;  it  rots  the  grapes  on  the  vine,  while  art  trans- 
forms the  juice  into  an  agreeable  tonic  and  nutritive  liquor, 
which  is  called  wine. 

In  1810,  Gay-Lussac  makes  the  memorable  experiment  of 
fermenting  grapes  without  air,  and  positively  demonstrates  that, 
if  oxygen  is  necessary  to  start  fermentation,  fermentation  can  be 
finished  without  it.  This  was  the  best  step  ever  made  toward 
close  fermentation. 

Dubief,  a  contemporary  of  Gay-Lussac,  and  an  eminent 
penologist,  follows  Gay-Lussac's  experiment,  and  makes  several 
practical  and  conclusive  experiments  on  close  fermentation.  He 
recommends  the  stemming  of  the  grapes  for  this  kind  of  fermen- 
tation, and  gives  the  description  of  two  crushers  and  stemmers 
combined. 

In  1812,  Thenard  experiments  with  beer  yeast  and  the  yeast 
contained  in  the  sugar  of  several  fruits,  and  notices  a  great  simili- 
tude between  them.  But  Seguin,  in  1815,  finds  a  slight  differ- 
ence between  these  two  yeasts. 

In  1815,  Thenard  publishes  a  treatise  on  fermentation.  To 
him  "fermentation  is  a  spontaneous  motion,  which  takes  place 
in  bodies  and  which  gives  existence  to  products  that  were  not 
previously  existing." 

In  181<>,  the  viticultural  industry  increases  in  the  United 
States.  William  Prince,  a  pioneer  viticulturist  of  Long  Island, 
imports  the  Isabella  grape  from  the  South  and  propogates  it  in 
the  Hudson  Valley,  State  of  New  York.

"Criterion"  on  the  Whisky  Situation. 


BUSINESS  daring  the  first  half  of  the  month  has  started  in 
satisfactorily,  with  prospects  of  a  good  fall  trade,  which  is 
corroborated  by  the  letters  from  different  sections  appearing  in 
this  issue. 

The  natural  inference  from  this  is  that  prices  will  continue 
to  harden  and  a  steady  advance  particularly  ol  the  most  avail- 
able ages,  may  be  expected. 

Whatever  purchases  are  being  made  are  for  actual  use. 
Despite  the  advances  which  the  market  has  recorded  for  the  past 
few  years,  there  is  no  speculative  tendency,  even  with  the  pros- 
pect before  ib  ol  a  still  further  advance 

This  may  be  attributed  mainly  to  the  fact  that  the  distillers 
brands   have   been   constantly   diminishing    in   demand   among 
wholesale  dealers,    and   demand   alone   being   the   foundation  of 
market  value  the  prime  incentive  of  speculation  is  lacking. 

The  day  following  this  issue  the  gathering  of  Kentucky 
distillers  will  take  place  at  Louisville,  with  a  view  of  limiting 
the  output  for  the  coming  year.  Owing  to  the  high  price  of 
corn,  which  will  prevail  during  the  whole  distilling  season,  the 
output  will  from  this  cause  alone  be  effectively  restricted.  To 
which  end  the  general  disposition  on  the  part  of  distillers  not  to 
duplicate  the  output  of  the  year  just  closed,  will  iu  no  small 
measure  contribute.  Whether  a  formal  agreement  to  limit  pro- 
duction according  to  allotment  will  be  accomplished  or  not,  it  is 
reasonably  safe  to  predicate  the  next  years's  crop  must  perforce 
be  conservative. 

The  dealer-distillers,  who  have  of  late  years  been  multiplying 
at  a  rapid  rate,  are  creating  an  evolution  which  is  insidiously 
affecting  the  entire  situation. 

Whatever  is  produced  by  this  class  of  distillers  operates  to- 
ward the  curtailment  of  the  channels  of  distribution  for  whole- 
sale distillers'  brands,  which  alone  are  recognized  as  possessing  a 
distinctive  market  value. 

This  process  is  still  going  on,  for  during  the  last  week  sev- 
eral plants  formerly  producing  for  the  wholesale  trade,  have  been 
transferred  into  the  hands  of  dealers,  whose  product  will  be  die- 
seminated  direct  to  the  retail  trade. 

The  dealer-distillers  are  as  a  rule  also  blenders.  So  far  thev 
have  not  as  ye'  matured  stock  sufficient  for  their  own  purposes, 
and  they  are  more  or  less  buyers  of  matured  goods  offered  in  the 
open  market,  which  they  require  for  their  blends.  roll 

round,  they  will  one  by  one  drop  out  as  buyers  of  such  stocks, 
and  draw  upon  their  own  accumulations. 

While  this  is  a  distinct  loss  to  the  wholesale  distillers,  it  will, 
on  the  other  hand,  prove  a  source  of  strength. 

The  bane  of  the  whole-distillers  was  the  unfortumte  compe- 
tition they  had  to  meet  on  the  part  of  weak  distillers  whose  pro- 
duct being  mortgaged  to  banks  or  private  lenders,  was  constantly 
bearing  values;  or  lacking  an  established  demand,  the  goods  as- 
sumed the  form  of  constantly  floating  lots. 

These  weak  distillers  have  been  practically  eliminated. 
Many  of  their  plants  were  bought  by  dealers,  and  are  now  in 
strong  hands,  whose  brands  will  not  be  hawked  about  by  brok 
Many  also  have  been  absorbed  by  the  Kentucky  Distillerit 
Warehouse  Co.  The  remainder  of  the  wholesale  distillers  are 
therefore  in  a  stronger  position  than  ever,  for  their  compe'.ition 
has  been  brought  down  to  the  minimum. — Criterion.

LOS  ANGELES,  September  25.— G.  B.  Barham  has  con- 
cluded a  clean-up  sale  of  50,000  gallons  of  the  Cucamonga 
Vineyard,  Co.'s  product  of  11  00,  to  the  eastern  houses  of  Charles 
Stern  &  Co.,  at  prices  high  and  satisfactory  to  all  concerned. 
This  is  the  largest  sale  of  the  season,  and  the  prices  netted  are 
above  the  figure  anticipated  a  year  ago.  As  an  earnest  of  the 
grape  and  wine  situation  for  the  future,  it  may  be  stated  here  that 
the  future  appears  so  well  assured  that  a  great  aiea  of  vineyard 
has  been  recently  planted  in  Los  Angeles  and  San  Bernardino 
counties,  and  the  wine  interest  has  assumed  a  proportion  that 
will  certainly  boom  business  in  that  line  in  South  California  for  a 
long  time  to  come.  The  Woollacott  ofler  has  simmered  down  to 
a  lease  of  the  Baldwin  Distillery  at  Santa  Anita  by  Her  &  Co.  of 
New  York,  and  about  400  tons  of  grapes  will  be  crushed  there, 
which  will  include  Mr.  Woollacott's  crop  at  the  Fair  Oaks  vine- 
yard. There  was  absolutely  nothing  whatever  to  justify  the 
wild  offer  of  $25  a  ton  for  grapes.  It  is  understood  that  about 
$20  a  ton  was  realized  for  the  small  quantity  of  Fair  Oak  grapes. 
Mr.  Woollacott's  scheme  did  not  materialize.  The  grape  crop  this 
year  is  not  generally  up  to  expectations  and  will  fail  short  by 
about  one-third,  taking  the  whole  yield.  Mr.  Barham  has 
bought  10,000  tons  at  the  prices  named.  Wine  in  consequence 
of  these  figures  will  rule  rather  higher  in  the  future  and  affords 
an  optimistic  view  of  the  conditions  of  the  crop  and  the  market. 
In  the  prices  quoted  the  grower  pays  freight  charges. 

Grape  picking  at  the  Sunny  Slope  vineyard,  San  Gabriel,  is 
progressing  rapidly,  and  crushing  is  going  on  continuously.  The 
grapes  are  above  the  average  in  quality  and  yield.  Mr.  John 
McClure,  the  superintendent  and  manager  of  the  vineyard  and 
winery,  is  a  busy  and  active  man  and  enthusiastic  over  the  pros- 
pects for  the  season.  He  says  he  will  make  more  wine  this  year 
than  in  some  years  past.  The  winery  and  vineyard  are  running 
a  full  force  of  laborers  and  pushing  the  work  as  rapidly  as  can  be 
to  avoid  possible  rainy  weather. 

W.  J.  Fisher  of  Anaheim,  a  vignerone  of  long  standing,  gives 
an  encouraging  report  of  grape  production  in  his  part  of  Orange 
county.  His  wine  cellar  is  close  in  the  town,  is  well  appointed, 
clean  and  cool.  Mr.  Fisher  gives  the  assurance  that  he  will 
manufacture  more  wine  this  season  than  he  has  ever  tried  to 
make  before.  His  customers  are  regulars,  which  is  good  evidence 
that  his  goods  are  w  hat  he  represents  them  to  be. 

Henry  J.  A.  Stuhr,  for  many  years  foreman  and  chief  wine 
manufacturer  for  Don  Mateo  Keller,  the  original  wine  producer 
in  Los  Angeles,  is  now  connected  with  the  Sunset  Wine  Co. 
The  Keller  wine  won  a  fine  reputation  in  the  days  when  wine 
making  was  a  new  thing  here. 

Mr.  G.  Sormano,  p-oprietor  of  the  Star  Winery  on  Mary 
street,  has  a  model  establishment,  with  a  capacity  for  250,000 
gallons  ;  he  is  gauged  for  150,000  gallons  this  year.  He  estab- 
lished his  place  in  1881  ;  everything  passes  under  his  eye.  The 
$18,  the  top  price  for  grapes,  he  thinks  is  good  for  the  grower  but 
very  bad  for  the  buyer.  His  sherry  is  made  on  the  European 
plan  and  he  claims  it  to  be  superior  to  ordinary  vintages.  It  cer- 
tainly has  that  taste.  Mr.  Sormauo's  showing  of  diplomas  and 
medals  is  very  fine  and  of  great  value  to  him.  His  shipments  go 
all  over  the  country.  In  passing:  Miss  Sormano,  his  daughter, 
is  devoted  to  silk  culture  and  is  making  a  fine  beginning  in  that 
line.  She  is  the  talented  secretary  of  a  sericulture  club  which 
meets  monthly.     Her  cocoons  are  fine  in  every  way. 

Mr.  E.  Vache,  proprietor  of  the  Brookside  Winery  and  Vine- 
yards, near  Redlands,  is  busy  making  ready  for  the  season's  out- 


put. His  vineyard,  like  the  orange  orchards  near  him,  are  ex- 
ceedingly well  situated,  secure  from  all  diseases  and  pests.  Mr. 
Vache  finds  a  ready  market  for  his  product  and  is  unable  to 
supply  the  demand.  Especially  is  this  true  of  brandies,  which 
are  maintained  at  a  high  rate.  The  demand  for  shipment  to  the 
Philippines  has  almost  cleared  the  market. 

A  visit  to  the  freight  warehouses  of  the  several  railways  re- 
veals the  fact  that  the  shipment  of  wines  and  spirits  in  and  out  of 
the  city  is  one  of  the  chief  sources  of  freight  profit  to  the  railway 
companies.  An  immense  quantity  comes  and  goes  in  a  regular 
stream.  Wine  shippers  have  difficulty  to  get  cars  promptly  to 
load  as  they  would  wish  to.  The  shipping  season  is  not  fully 
arrived  yet,  so  there  is  good  reason  to  say  that  the  wine  producers 
are  doing  more  business  this  year  than  ever  before. 

Messrs.  Dematteis  &  Constantini,  for  some  years  located  on 
North  Alameda  street,  are  removing  their  winery  plant  to  Cuca- 
monga, where  they  will  hereafter  make  all  their  wine,  only  main- 
taining a  warehouse  in  the  city.  They  have  a  magnificent 
vineyard  of  640  acres,  but  purchase  largely  besides.  Their 
establishment  is  about  one  and  a  half  miles  from  the  famous  old 
Cucamonga  Vineyard  Company's  property,  getting  the  benefit  of 
the  south  slope  hill  exposure  for  growing  vines. 

So  far  as  can  be  learned  the  rain  storms  of  Sunday  and  Mon- 
day last  did  no  material  damage  in  South  California.  The  storm, 
though  general  over  the  State,  was  chiefly  confined  to  the  moun- 
tain section,  where  good  came  of  its  downpour,  very  little  falling 
in  the  fruit  or  grape  districts.  Great  damage  was  fortunately 
averted,  and  this  was  a  severe  out  of  season  storm.  R.  H.

$1(>  to  $1N  a  ton,  has  turned  every  industrious  grape  grower 
in  South  California  into  a  prospective  capitalist  with  accumula- 
tions well  up  in  the  figures.  It  is  a  higher  price  than  vineyard- 
ists  have  received  for  these  many  years.  The  quality  of  the 
grape  is  much  improved  this  year  and  makers  claim  that  a  better 
quality  of  wine  will  follow. 

When  We  Are  True  to  Our  Own. 


IP'  the  English  take  California  wines,  pay  24  cents  a  gallon  duty 
on  them,  and  acknowledge  them  the  best  wines  in  the  world 
for  the  money,  are  Americans  forever  going  to  refuse  to  recognize 
their  merits?  This  country  has  never  properly  understood  or 
appreciated  the  wines  of  California,  but  it  will  in  time,  for  the 
merit  of  the  goods  will  force  it,  and  then  the  wine  industry  of  the 
Pacific  Coast  will  be  one  of  the  great  industries  of  this  country. — 
Beverages.  

Varying  Grape  Prices. 

SINCE  the  first  of  the  week  grapes  have  been  advancing  in 
price  every  day.  I/ist  Saturday  $21.50  per  ton  was  the 
highest  figure,  but  on  Monday  another  dollar  was  added,  and 
Tuesday  dawned  with  $24.50  to  the  credit  of  the  growers.  A 
number  of  contracts  were  signed,  but  many  growers  held  out  for 
even  better  prices  and  this  morning  the  crash  came.  The  highest 
figure  to-day  at  the  Sebastopol  winery  is  $20  per  ton,  says  the 
Sebastopol  Times  of  September  21.  This  decline  is  not  due  to 
the  rain  but  to  the  fact  that  enough  grapes  have  already  been 
purchased  to  fill  the  cooperage.  It  was  learned  this  afternoon 
that  $24  was  being  paid  by  the  Bellevue  winery,  but  how  long 
this  figure  will  remain  on  the  board  cannot  be  stated. 


A  Sunnyside  Puzzle. 

"WHAT  does  the  Sunnyside  ad.  mean  ?'-  That  is  a  ques- 
tion going  the  rounds  of  the  trade.  Some  say  it  is  a  basket  of 
peaches,  referring  probably  to  the  blends  made  with  Sunny  Side 
All  Rye  ;  others  say  it  has  something  to  do  with  the  old  saying 
of  eggs  in  a  basket.  Others  suggest  that  it  is  a  rocky  road  that 
dealers  who  ignore  Sunnyside  All  Rye  have  to  travel.  The  vast 
majority  uuite  in  declaring  it  a  good  ad.,  while  a  few  of  those 
who  know  Charley  Jacobs's  methods  say  :  "Wait  for  the  next 
issue — it  will  explain  it  all. — Bonforts. 


Grape  growers  in  the  vicinity  of  Clayton,  Contra  Costa 
county,  are  blessing  a  kind  providence  that  has  brought  condi- 
tions to  a  point  where  they  have  sold  their  grapes  at  $20  and  $25 
per  ton.     They  ought  to. 

The  reported  cargoes  coming  are  heavier  than  at  this  time 
time  last  year.  The  present  crop  is  said  to  be  very  good,  and 
about  the  same  size  as  last  year's  output— 600,000  barrels,  of 
which  this  country  took  about  200,000  barrels. 


Advices  regarding  Almeria  grapes  say  that  30,000  barrels  are 
now  on  the  way  here.  Up  to  the  present  time  between  800  and 
900  barrels  of  Almerias  and  Malagas,  each,  have  come.  These 
have  sold  from  2'  t<.  I  cents — the  average  price  for  first  scat- 
tering lotv 

The  editor  of  this  paper  strongly  endorses  the  action  of 
General  Charles  H.  Grosvenor,  in  requiring  a  certain  share  of  the 
proceeds  from  the  sale  of  his  book  to  be  set  aside  for  a  McKinley 
Monument  Fund.  Our  readers  will  see  an  advertisement  of  this 
book  in  this  issue. 


The  Santa  Rosa  Republican  says  that  one  of  the  fair  at  that 
city  was  that  of  A.  R.  Buckner,  of  the  Summit  Park  Vineyard. 
The  display  included  the  various  varieties  of  grapes  grown  and 
the  wines  and  brandies  produced.  If  our  recollection  serves  us 
right,  Mr.  Buckner  usually  carries  off  first  prize  in  this  competi- 
tion. 

At  W.  H.  Lumsden's  winery,  the  old  De  Turk  place,  Santa 
Rosa,  grape  crushing  and  wine  making  has  been  in  progress  for 
a  week  and  a  large  vintage  is  promised.  The  winery  is  fitted  up 
in  fine  shape  and  the  wines  made  have  lost  none  of  their  old-time 
popularity.  The  grapes  are  being  delivered  in  good  shape  and 
the  prices  paid  are  good. 

Manager  Alves  of  the  Vine  Hill  Vineyard  has  60  pickers 
gathering  grapes.  This  is  one  of  the  largest  vineyards  in  the 
County,  embracing  200  acres.  The  crop  is  rather  light  this  sea- 
son, but  will  go  about  000  tons,  the  Sebastopol  Times  says.  The 
fruit  is  being  shipped  to  the  Hotchkiss  winery  at  Windsor,  under 
the  five-year  contract  recently  made.  The  total  value  of  the 
fruit  on  the  property  this  season  is  about  $15,000,  or  $75  per  acre. 


The  Gundlach-Bundschu  Wine  Company  has  purchased  the 
entire  stock  of  old  wines  of  the  Cordelia  Wine  Company,  at  a 
price  that  would  have  been  considered  fabulous  a  few  years  ago. 
The  sale  was  due  to  the  withdrawal  of  the  company  from  the  job- 
bing trade,  and  this  enabled  the  (Umdlach-Bundschu  Wine  Com- 
pany to  secure  the  finest  and  best  assorted  cellar  of  old  dry  and 
sweet  wines  to  be  had  in  the  State.  The  house  is  to  be  congratu- 
lated.   

Speaking  of  the  Missouri  grape  crop,  the  Kansas  City  Journal 
of  September  ioth  says:  "The  grape  crop  ihis  year  is  the  finest 
that  has  been  grown  for  years,  and  there  has  been  an  abundance 
for  every  one.  Although  the  fruit  growers  have  been  more  or 
less  handicapped  on  account  of  the  long,  dry  summer,  the  late 
rains  made  the  grape,  and  made  it  good,  too.  In  Wyandotte 
County  alone  it  is  estimated  that  between  200  and  225  carloads 
will  be  harvested,  and  many  of  the  growers  have  made  Kastern 
contracts  for  delivery  this  month.  An  old  resident  estimates  the 
yield  this  vear  at  from  10,000  to  12,000  pounds  per  acre  in  Wyan- 
dotte County." 
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WINE  AND  VINE  NEWS  OF  THE  STATE. 


A  dispatch  from  Santa  Rosa  under  date  of  September  16th 
says  :  "The  price  of  grapes  continues  to  advance  and  $24  to  $25 
is  now  being  paid  for  the  best  varieties  of  wine  grapes  The 
buyers  at  these  figures  appear  to  be  mostly  the  smaller  wineries 
in  Sonoma  and  Napa  counties.  In  Healdsburg  a  few  days  ago 
there  were  twelve  buyers  on  the  street  at  one  time,  all  bidding 
openly  against  one  another." 

Reports  from  Santa  Clara  county  show  that  the  vignerons  are 
suffering  still  further  misfortune.  To  the  west  of  San  Jose  quail 
are  so  numerous  this  season  as  to  create  great  destruction  in  the 
vineyards.  The  crop  was  very  light  in  the  beginning  and  in  many 
vineyards  the  inroads  of  the  birds  have  been  so  great  that  the 
grapes  left  are  not  worth  picking.  Farmers  are  helpless,  owing 
to  the  fact  that  the  quail  are  protected  by  the  game  law. 


E.  T.  Rose  of  Selma,  has  sold  the  grapes  of  his  thirty-acre 
vineyard  to  the  George  West  &  Sons  winery  for  $:  500.  Good 
vineyards  are  ceitainly  money-makers  in  that  neck  of  the  woods. 

Prices  for  grapes  in  Sonoma  county  have  been  made  as 
follows:  Zinfandel,  $20  per  ton;  Mission,  $18  per  ton.  Considering 
the  condition  of  the  New  York  wine  market  these  prices  are 
generally  considered  good. 

According  to  the  Woodland  Democrat,  the  outlook  for 
prices  for  grapes  is  very  promising.  In  some  vineyards  the 
yield  is  as  large  as  usual,  but  take  it  all  over  the  county 
the  average  will  not  be  more  than  half  a  crop.  Wine  grapes 
are  selling  for  $25  a  ton,  and  may  go  even  higher. 

The  Cloverdale  (Cal.)  Wine  Company  and  the  Italian-Swiss 
Colony  will  pay  $20  a  ton  for  grapes  and  have  been  making  con- 
tracts on  that  basis.  The  colony  opened  the  winemaking  season 
August  28th,  when  the  crushers  in  that  large  institution  were  set 
to  work.     The  season  is  two  weeks  earlier  than  last  year. 


J.  A.  Migliavacca,  of  Napa,  has  made  contracts  for  grapes  in 
Woodland  as  per  the  following  schedule:  Zinfandels,  $18;  Tokays 
and  Muscats,  $12.  

The  price  of  wine  grapes  is  still  soaring  says  the  San  Jose 
Mercury:  The  $25  a  ton  quotation  established  by  the  Wine 
Growers'  Association  is  not  the  limit  the  growers  are  receiving  by 
any  means.  Contracts  are  closing  at  $29,  and  in  more  than  one 
instance  this  figure  has  been  exceeded. 

President  Morgan,  of  the  California  Wine  Association,  in 
denying  a  rumor  regarding  six-dollars-a-ton  grapes,  writes  to  the 
editor  of  the  Fresno  Republican  as  follows  : 

Editor  Republican — There  has  just  been  cilled  to  my  atten- 
tion an  item  which  is  going  the  round  of  the  press  of  the  valley 
to  the  effect  that  the  California  Wine  Association  would  endeavor 
to  make  a  price  of  $6  per  ton  for  second-crop  muscats  after  Octo- 
ber 1st. 

This  statement  is  unreservedly  and  unqualifiedly  false.  No 
such  figure  for  second-crop  muscats  has  ever  been  discussed  or 
thought  of  by  this  association  or  any  winery  affiliated  with  it. 

By  giving  this  the  same  publicity  that  has  been  afforded  the 
other  item  you  will  greatly  oblige. 


Reports  from  Fresno  indicate  rather  unexpected  conditions, 
as  to  the  grape  market.  The  Wine  Association  named  prices 
from  $11  to  $15.  but  now  comes  a  big  mercantile  house  of  San 
Francisco  and  offers  ?t).2  cents  per  pound  for  dried  wine  grapes 
which  would  amount  to  about  $18  for  green  grapes.  The  house 
announces  that  it  is  pepared  to  take  all  the  dried  grapes  that 
can  be  supplied  at  this  rate.  So  there  is  much  ground  for  specu- 
lation as  to  what  will  be  done  by  those  who  want  the  grapes  for 
wine-making. 


Kanai  Nagasawa,  of  Fountaingrove,  has  returned  from  an 
extended  business  visit  in  the  East.  He  went  from  here  to  New 
York,  where  he  attended  to  the  interests  of  the  company.  From 
there  Mr.  Nagasawa  went  to  the  Pan-American  Exposition  at 
Buffalo,  New  York,  and  spent  several  days  there  very  pleasantly 
in  going  through  the  exposition.  He  was  particularly  struck 
with  the  wonderful  electrical  display.  All  in  all,  he  enjoyed  his 
Eastern  trip  very  much  and  has  arrived  home  just  iu  time  to 
strike  the  busy  season.  The  vintage  at  Fountaingrove  will  be 
heavy  this  year,  the  grape  crop  being  a  very  fine  one. 


The  first  wine  grapes  to  be  received  in  San  Francisco  sold  in 
the  neighborhood  of  $25  per  ton. 


Capt.  Merrithew,  the  well-known  vineyardist,  o(  West  Side, 
was  seriously  injured  by  a  runaway  horse  about  the  middle  of 
the  month.     His  extreme  age  will  make  his  recovery  very  slow. 


On  September  20th  wine  making  was  in  full  blast  at  the 
wineries  of  Geyservilleand  Windsor. 


Grape  buyers  are  now  in  the  field  for  this  season's  crop. 
Last  week  the  California  Wine  Association  fixed  a  maximum 
price  of  fifteen  dollars  per  ton,  but  already  that  figure  has  been 
raised  and  at  present  a  number  of  wine  makers  are  offering  twenty 
dollars  for  Zinfandels  and  eighteen  dollars  for  Missions. 


Charles  Solomon  of  Sebastopol  has  been  appointed  agent  for 
the  Italian-Swiss  Colony  of  Asti,  and  his  territory  embraces  the 
whole  of  Analy  township.  He  is  offering  the  above  figures  for 
grapes  delivered  at  the  Sebastopol  Winery,  which  is  now  owned 
by  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony. — Sebastopol  Times. 


The  Fresno  Republican  has  the  following  notes  from  Scandi- 
navian, in  that  county: 

Lee  Blasoingame  takes  the  banner  this  year  as  a  producer  of 
big  crops.  From  a  twenty-acre  patch  of  Zinfandels,  which  were 
frosted  blacker  than  old  Nick  himself,  he  has  taken  120  tons  of 
grapes  at  the  first  picking.  Lee  makes  horse-flesh  and  fertilizer 
count  to  good  advantage.  From  what  we  hear  the  average  crop 
here  will  not  be  much  over  three  tons. 


A  number  of  colonists  are  busy  delivering  their  Malaga 
grapes  to  the  Earl  Fruit  Company  for  shipping.  They  are  receiv- 
ing $21  a  ton  for  the  merchantable  fruits,  the  culls  going  to  the 
Barton  Wi  ery.  It  would  be  well  if  all  growers  would  refrain 
from  drying  this  grape,  which  makes  an  inferior  raisin  at  the 
best. 

The  Barton  Winery  has  been  crushing  almost  continuously 
since  the  date  of  opening.  Manager  Rennie  has  had  great  altera- 
tions and  improvements  made  in  the  working  machinery  and 
cooperage  facilities  of  the  plant  during  the  past  few  months, 
which  have  added  not  a  little  to  the  ease  and  comfort  of  the 
growers  in  delivering.  The  old  method  of  wood  firing  has  been 
done  away  with,  and  crude  oil  is  being  used  exclusively.  Judg- 
ing from  the  quantity  of  grapes  being  crushed,  no  winery  is 
more  popular  than  the  Barton. 


Madeira  county  may  be  quaran  ined  against  Fresno  county 
on  account  of  the  prevalence  of  phylloxera  in  the  latter  county. 
The  Fresno  Republican  says:  ''County  Horticultural  Commis- 
sioner W.  M.  Hughes  will  not  allow  the  vineyards  of  this  county 
to  become  infected  with  phylloxera  even  if  he  has  to  quarantine 
Fresno's  vineyards.  He  has  been  instructed  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  to  furnish  maps  of  the  infected  vinevards  of  Fresno 
to  P.  C.  Rossi,  president  of  the  Italian-Swiss  colony,  and  to  re- 
quest that  gentleman  tocancel  all  contracts  for  wine  grai  es  made 
wi  h  owi  ers  of  such  vineyards.  In  case  be  does  not  do  so, 
Fresno  vineyards  will  be  placed  in  quarantine  and  no  grapes  from 
that  county  be  allowed  to  be  shipped  here. 
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The  Booze  Grafter  Who  Scoots. 


A  BILL  has  been  introduced  in  the  Pennsylvania  Legislature,  by 
Mr.  Miller,  which  provides  that  those  manufacturing  poor 
and  adulterated  beer  shall  have  marked  upon  the  barrel  or  cask 
containing  it  the  word  "inferior,"  and  that  the  saloon-keeper 
selling  it  shall  placard  it  in  the  same  manner. 

The  underlying  thought  in  this  measure  is  wise  and  benefi- 
cent and  legislation  along  this  line  is  badly  needed.  Beer  is 
fast  becoming  the  national  drink  and  is  consumed  by  all  classes 
of  society.  Perhaps  it  were  better  that  "inferior"  beer  should 
not  be  sold  at  all.  There  is  absolutely  no  excuse  for  its  man- 
ufacture. It  is  harmful  and  actually  poisonous,  containing  as 
it  does  a  considerable  percentage  of  salicylic  a?id,  thereby  pro- 
ducing kidney  and  other  serious  miladies.  The  formula  for 
all  honest  beer,  ale  and  porter,  is  barley,  malt,  hops,  and  water 
— not  glucose,  corn,  rice,  ho:niny  and  many  other  substitutes 
and  ingredients  injurious  to  the  consumer.  When  brewed 
from  the  proper  materials  the  profits  of  the  brewer  are  simply 
enormous,  and  the  saloonkeeper  can  well  afford  to  deliver 
over  his  bar  the  same  quantity  of  a  superior  article  for  the  same 
price  he  now  receives  for  a  pior  and  adulterated  beer.

1  a  Chicago  barkeeper  to  an  Inter-Ocean  investigator,  "and

Brewery  Workers  Advocate  Socialism. 

THE  Thirtheenth  National  Convention  of  the  United  Brewery 
Workmen  met  in  Philadelphia  at  Labor  Lyceum  Hall  on 
September  8;h.  Secretary-Treasurer  Julius  Z  >rn  read  his  report, 
which  reviewed  the  work  of  the  Society  for  the  pist  year.  It 
showed  a  membership  of  2<'>, 000,  an  increase  of  over  5,000  since 
September,  1900.  It  detailed  the  history  of  the  fiejht  between 
the  Philadelphia  branch  of  the  order  and  the  brewers,  and 
claimed  a  complete  victory.  It  prophesied  that  similar  disputes 
which  exist  in  various  parts  of  the  country  will  be  settled  to  the 
entire  satisfaction  of  the  members  of  the  Association.  It 
arraigned  the  Washington  administration  with  having  promised 
much  to  and  performed  little  for  the  workiugmen;  it  chirged  that 
the  authorities  had  done  nothing  but  to  allow  injunctions  against 
and  imprisonment  of  the  laborer,  and  ur^ed  the  members,  as 
well  as  all  other  laboring  men,  to  be  no  longer  humbugged  by 
the  unscrupulous  politicians,  but  to  take  a  firm  stand,  and  like 
true  union  men,  remain  loyal  to  their  principles  on  election  day. 
It  advised  them  to  vote  in  their  own  interest,  and  for  the  interest 
of  the  entire  proletariat,  and  thus  to  aid  in  the  overthrow  of  the  pre- 
sent oppressive  social  system.  That  economic  organization  was  not 
sufficient  to  accomplish  this,  but  thy  must  organize  politically  if 
they  desired  permanent  improvement  of  their  condition.  It 
attacked  both  the  leading  parties,  and  described  them  as  "old 
capitalistic  political  parties."  It  denounced  the  police,  Pinker- 
ton's  and  the  "brutal  soldiery"  (or  having  shot  down  innocent 
workmen  because  they  dared  openly  to  assert  their  rights. 

In  short  the  report,  which  denounced  nearly  everything  but 
brewery  workmen,  was  adopted.  Had  the  convention  occurred 
after  the  assassination  of  President  McKinley,  Secretary  Zorn 
would  not  have  dared  to  utter  such  statements  and  sentiments  in 
a  public  gathering  in  this  country.  There  are  too  mauy  ropes 
handy.  


W.  Neuman  &  Co.,  successors  to  the  Royal  Eagle  Distilleries 
Company,  501-5  Market  street,  this  city,  find  business  improving, 
notwithstanding  the  strike  handicap.  Double  Eagle  whisky  is 
taking  good  care  of  itself,  and  Pabst  beer,  for  which  the  company 
are  ag  nts,  is  growing  in  favor.  The  la  ilities  for  handling  this 
popular  beer  have  been  improved,  and  there  is  no  doubt  thit  it 
will  in  future  enjoy  a  largelv  increased  demand.  Importat: 
of  Pabst  during  the  month  ended  September  2">th  aggregated  1630 
packages. 


Spirit    Exports. 


DURING  the  year  1900  the  exports  of  alcoholic  products  from 
the  United  States,  as  shown  by  the  report  of  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  just  issued,  aggregated  in  value  $1, 711613. 
Mmy  will  be  surprised  to  learn  that  the  largest  item  in  this  sum 
to'al  was  rum,  of  which  {855, 140  worth  was  sent  to  British  Africa. 
Next  comes  beer.  Cubi  taking  5  177,522  worth,  mostly  in  bottles. 
Bourbon  whisky  to  the  value  of  (441  592  was  shipped  to  Ger- 
m  my,  most  of  which  will,  no  doubt,  find  its  way  back  to  these 
shores  in  due  season.  Our  best  customer  for  wines  is  England, 
whither  was  sent  casks  of  that  commodity  to  the  value  of 
{95,976,  excellent  evidence  that  a  nation  accustomed  to  port  is 
coming  to  appreciate  the  full-bodied  products  of  the  California 
vineyards.  Of  bottled  wines  Hawaii  t><>k  >1|),889  worth,  while 
brandy  to  the  value  ol  »  was  sent  to  the  Philippine  Islands, 

showing  that  there  are  some  compensations  for  taking  up  the 
white  mau's  burden.  Japan  took  >-!'.'  Ttiii  worth  of  alcohol  and 
cologne  spirits,  and  Bermuda  rye  whisky  to  the  value  of  $27,953. 


As  we  go  to  press,  it  is  announced  in  a  dispatch  from  San 
Rafael,  that  Henry  Brune,  of  the  firm  of  Naber,  Alfs  &  Brune,  of 
this  city,  narrowly  esciped  death  through  bein*  run  over  by  a 
train.  Mr.  Bran:  has  recently  returned  from  a  si<c  m  nth-'  tour 
of  Europe  for  recreation.  He  left  San  Francisco  on  the 5:15  p.  m. 
train  Saturday,  the  2>th  inst.,  for  his  summer  home  at  San  An- 
selmo.  As  the  train  started  to  leive  thestitioi  at  San  Anselmo, 
Brune  noticed  that  he  had  arrived  at  his  destination,  and  at- 
tempted to  g^t  off  the  rapidly  miviu*  train.  In  doing  so,  he 
slipped  and  was  thrown  under  the  train  between  the  rails.  Brune's 
presence  of  mind  in  lying  still  is  all  th  it  save  1  his  life,  for  five 
cars  passed  over  him  before  the  trainmen  realized  what  hid  hap- 
pened. As  the  train  sped  over  him  one  of  the  braces  to  a  broken 
brake  struck  Mr.  Brune  on  the  head,  causing  a  bad  flesh  wound, 
be  sides  numerous  bruise;  and  a  sprained  ankle.  The  injured  man 
was  taken  to  his  home  and  Dr.  Wickminof  San  Rafael  telephoned 
for  He  examined  Brune  and  dressed  his  wounds.  He 
Brune  is  badly  cut  and  bruised,  but  not  seriously,  and  will  recover 
in  a  few  days.

Internal  Revenue  and  Customs  Decisions. 

FRUIT  JCICE    (JUS  DE  CASSIS)— CORDIALS. 


BEFORE  the  United  States  General  Appraisers  at  New  York, 
August  22,  1901. 

In  the  matter  of  the  protests,  81880/-1672,  81881/-1210,  and 
VJ7  40/-2040,  of  O.  C.  Blaohe  &  Co.,  against  the  decision  of  the 
Collector  of  Customs  at  New  York,  N.  Y.,  as  to  the  rate  and 
amount  of  duties  chargeable  on  certain  merchandise,  imported  per 
Ne7v  York  and  Massapequa,  and  entered  December  11,  1900,  and 
January  2  and  January  22,  1901. 

Opinion  by  Somerivlle,  General  Appraiser. 

The  merchandise  covered  by  these  protests  was  reported  by 
the  examiner  for  classification  as  a  cordial,  but  with  an  expression 
of  doubt  as  to  the  correctness  of  the  suggested  classification.  It 
was  assessed  for  duty  by  the  Collector  under  the  provision  in 
paragraph  292  of  the  Tariff  Act  of  1 897  for  "cordials,  *  *  * 
containing  spirits,  and  not  specially  provided  for,"  at  the  rate  of 
$2.25  per  proof  gallon.  It  is  claimed  by  the  protestants  to  be 
dutiable  at  the  rate  of  60  cents  per  gallon  under  paragraph  299  of 
said  Act,  which  reads  as  follows: 

299.  Cherry  juice  and  prune  juice,  or  prune  wire,  a?id  other 
fruit  juices  not  specially  provided  for  in  this  Act,  containing  no 
alcohol  or  not  more  than  eighteen  per  centum  of  alcohol,  sixty 
cents  per  gallon;  if  containing  more  than  eighteen  per  centum  of 
alcohol,  sixty  cents  per  gallon,  and  in  addition  thereto  two  dollars 
and  seven  cents  per  proof  gallon  on  the  alcohol  contained  therein. 

The  article  is  variously  invoiced  as  "cassis  fruit  juice," 
"fruits  au  jus, "  and  "fruit  juice,"  and  was  imported  in  casks. 
It  consists  of  the  juice  expressed  from  the  black  currant,  and 
contains  less  than  18  per  cent  of  alcohol,  which  the  testimony 
shows  to  have  been  added  to  prevent  fermentation;  and  it 
seems  to  be  identical  with  the  "jus  de  cassis"  in  barrels,  which 
was  covered  by  a  ruling  of  the  Treasury  Department  dated  July 
31,  1886,  and  held  to  be  subject  to  classification  under  the  Tariff 
Act  of  1883  as  a  fruit  juice,  and  not  as  a  "cordial"  within  the 
meaning  of  that  term  as  used  in  said  Act  (T.  D.  7671).  Note  in 
re  Richards  (G.  A.  4629). 

It  appears  from  the  testimony,  both  of  the  importers  and  of 
the  examiner  of  such  merchandise  at  the  port  of  New  York,  that 
cordials  usually  contain  not  less  than  35  or  40  per  cent  of  alcohol, 
and  are  commonly  imported  in  bottles  and  not  in  casks.  The 
merchandise  under  consideration  is  unquestionably  a  fruit  juice 
containing  less  than  18  per  cent  of  alcohol,  and  should  be  so 
classified.  It  differs  from  the  merchandise  known  as  "  creme  de 
cassis,"  covered  by  Board  decisions  in  re  Kaufman  (G.  A.  810) 
and  in  re  Chapuis  (G.  A.  4736),  which  is  also  made  from  the 
juice  of  the  black  currant,  but  is  imported  in  bottles  and  sold  in 
the  market  as  cordials.  It  appears  from  the  testimony  taken  in 
these  cases,  and  especially  from  that  of  the  examiner,  that  goods 
of  this  character  contain  at  least  35  per  cent  of  alcohol  and  are 
used  as  cordials,  while  the  article  in  question  is  used  for  flavoring 
drinks,  either  plain  or  aerated,  and  in  making  puddings  and 
sauces,  and  for  other  similar  purposes. 

The  protests  are  sustained,  and  the  decision  of  the  Collector 
reversed,  with  instructions  to  reliquidate  the  entries  accordingly. 


Attention  is  called  to  the  reconstructed  advertisement  of  the 
Eisen  Vineyard  Co.,  whose  offices  are  now  located  at  123  Califor- 
nia street,  San  Francisco,  Since  the  old  Stevenson  street  cellars 
were  abandoned  the  company  sells  in  carload  lots  only,  and  all 
shipments  are  made  direct  from  the  vineyard.  This  is  one  of  the 
largest  individual  and  finest  vineyards  in  this  country,  and  its 
products  have  added  greatly  to  the  good  fame  of  California's 
wines  and  brandies.  Manager  Sager  reports  the  vintage  pro- 
gressing satisfactorily,  but  that  the  crop  will  be  considerably 
smaller  than  that  of  last  year. 


How  to  Serve  Champagne. 


*'  I  NEVER  serve  a  champagne  frappe,"  said  Charles  H. 
1  Truax,  Justice  of  the  New  York  Supreme  Court,  to  a  rep- 
resentative of  Beverages.  "I  would  no  more  do  that  than  I  would 
do  as  some  people  I  know — warm  a  Burgundy  or  claret  by 
plunging  it  in  warm  water  or  setting  it  in  front  of  a  fire.  A  wine 
can  be  ruined  in  that  way  as  easily  as  in  any  other.  The  day 
before  a  Bordeaux  or  a  Burgundy  is  to  be  used  at  dinner,  I  go 
down  to  the  cellar  and  bring  it  myself  to  the  dining-room  and  put 
it  on  the  mantel.  The  butler  does  not  touch  it.  The  morning  of 
the  dinner  I  remove  the  cork  myself.  When  the  time  comes  to 
serve  it  the  glasses  are  brought  to  my  place  and  I  fill  them.  I 
believe  I  can  serve  a  wine  better  than  anybody  else.  I  hold  the 
bottle  out  so" — Justice  Truax  held  out  an  arm  as  steady  as  a 
knotted  oak  branch — "and  begin  to  pour.  I  do  not  lower  the 
bottle  after  filling  a  glass,  but  pour  from  one  to  another,  raising 
it  steadily  as  the  wine  flows.  A  glassful  is  lost  that  way,  but  you 
would  lose  that  anyway — and  you  get  the  wine  at  its  best.  An 
old  wine  will  not  stand  being  decanted.  It  is  too  much  of  a  risk 
to  take." 

Justice  Truax  believes  his  champagne  glasses  are  the  only 
ones  fit  to  drink  champagne  from.  He  had  them  made  by  a 
New  York  manufacturer,  patterned  after  a  glass  from  the  cham- 
pagne country.  The  glass  is  altogether  about  eight  inches  high. 
It  rests  on  a  base  as  big  as  a  silver  dollar,  from  which  rises  a  thin 
stem  an  inch  or  more  in  length;  from  this  rises  the  glass.  At  the 
bottom  it  is  no  larger  than  the  tip  of  a  woman's  little  finger.  It 
widens  as  it  rises,  curving  very  gradually  outward  like  a  very 
long  lily  blossom.  It  is  about  as  large  across  the  top  as  the  base 
on  which  it  rests.  Justice  Truax  has  a  lot  of  the  old-fashioned, 
broad,  shallow  glasses  of  elaborately  cut  glass  in  his  dining-room. 
These,  he  says,  he  keeps  for  show.  He  was  asked  why  the  tall 
glasses  were  better. 

"Because,"  he  said,  "there  is  only  a  little  surface  from  which 
the  champagne  can  give  up  its  life  to  the  air.  In  these  glasses  it 
is  made  to  retain  its  volatile  qualities  longer.  Then,  through 
the  long  glass  one  can  watch  the  sparkle  of  the  wine  much  more 
satisfactorily;  finally,  when  you  drink  from  it" — the  Justice  illus- 
trated by  placing  the  glass  at  his  lips  and  showing  that  the  whole 
opening  was  directly  beneath  his  nostrils — "you  get  the  full  value 
of  the  wine,  not  only  its  taste,  but  the  bouquet  also — you  get  it  all."

DRV  WINES — The  market  is  in  an  excellent  condition,  gen- 
erally, and  business  can  be  pronounced,  without  reserva- 
tion, good,  with  a  fine  prospect  for  improvement.  Shipments 
both  by  sea  and  rail  have  been  of  heavy  volume-,  particularly  the 
exports  to  New  York  via  Panama  and  Cape  Horn.  The  ship 
Henry  15.  Hyde  carried  away,  by  the  latter  route,  nearly  500,000 
gallons,  which  is  one  of  the  largest  cargoes  of  the  kind  ever 
cleared  at  this  port,  the  dead  weight  being  ">,ni  10,000  pounds.  A 
cargo  of  about  the  same  size  also  went  via  Panama. 

New  dry  wines  are  quite  stiffly  held,  the  minimum  price, 
naked,  at  the  cellar,  being  20  cents.  This  figure  is  for  round  lots 
of,  say  100,000  gallons  or  more.  Winemakers  who  are  in  a  posi- 
tion to  hold  their  stocks  for  a  possible  advance,  are  asking  two 
cents  a  gallon  more  than  the  foregoing  quotation.  They  assert 
that  their  position  is  a  logical  oue  and  that  the  ratio  of  supply 
to  demand  justifies  them  in  holding  their  wines  for  such  a 
figure. 

The  record-breaking  movement  of  wines  to  New  York, 
aggregating  1,102,231  gallons  and  to  the  other  principal  markets 
at  this  time,  is  due  to  a  lively  demand  for  our  products  for  the  holi- 
day season.  Bon/oris  reports  the  call  for  wines  of  California 
"more  active,"  due  to  the  reports,  which  "indicate  a  very  small 
vintage."  Mida's  Criterion  at  Chicago  announces  a  similar  con- 
dition.

SWEETS— The  market  is  steadily  improving,  and  these  wines 
are  soon  destined  to  reach  the  status  to  which  they  are  en- 
titled by  reason  of  the  values  borne  by  dry  wines  and  brandies. 
In  the  Eastern  centers  an  advance  in  price  at  an  early  date  is 
generally  expected.  We  think  such  anticipation  is  justified.

THE  VINTAGE  There  is  little  to  be  said  regarding  the  vin- 
tage, further  thin  that  in  many  sections  the  yield  was 
considerably  under  the  early  estimate.  This  statement  ap] 
particularly  to  the  Santa  Clara  and  I.ivermore  valleys  and  South- 
ern California.  In  the  latter  district  the  yield  of  sweets  will  be 
reduced,  with  good  promise  of  unusual  excellence.  In  some 
parts  of  Sonoma  county  the  saccharine  was  very  alow  in  develop- 
ing, owing  to  the  effect  of  the  late  rains.  However,  the  difficulty 
was  not  serious. 

BRAN  I  (IKS— New  brandies  are  attracting  more  attention  than 
for  many  years.     They  are  in  demand  and  at  good  prices, 
and  it  is  a  certainty  that  there  will  not  be  enough  distillate  pro- 
duced to  in  any  degree  reduce  the  present  values.     On  the  con- 
trary they  are  almost  certain  to  advance.     Quotations   for   ''.'Is 
made  from  dry  grapes,   range  "5  to   75  cents,  coopered.     Muscat 
brandies  are  held  at  V>  to   50  cents.

Southern  California    will   be  a  prominent   factor  in  the  brandy 
market.

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Prohibition  Features 

Of  the  Coming  Congress. 


BY  CONGRESSMAN  KAHN. 


RN.  WOOD,  Editor  Pacific  Wine  and  Spirit  Review  : 
Replying  to  your  letter  of  inquiry,  would  say: 

I  have  only  recently  returned  from  the  Phillipiues,  and  while 
visiting  our  new  possessions  I  took  occasion  to  interrogate  many 
officers  as  to  the  effect  the  abolition  of  the  canteen  had  had  upon 
our  soldiers.  With  a  unanimity  that  was  almost  surprising  the 
officers  expressed  themselves  as  being  in  favor  of  the  repeal  of 
the  present  law,  saying  that  under  the  canteen  system  there  was 
less  drunkenness  and  more  general  satisfaction  and  contentment 
among  the  men. 

In  the  closing  days  of  the  late  Congressman  effort  even  was 
made  by  the  Prohibitionists  to  enact  a  law  prohibiting  the  sale 
of  liquors  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  New  Hebrides  Islands,  way 
out  in  the  Pacific  ocean.  The  bill  was  an  absurdity  upon  its 
face,  for  to  enforce  such  a  law  would  require  a  whole  fleet  of 
revenue  cutters,  and  our  government  could  only  prevent  Ameri- 
can traders  from  disposing  of  liquors  to  the  inhabitants  of  these 
islands  ;  we  could  do  nothing  against  the  English,  or  German  or 
Russian  or  French  or  Portuguese  traders,  but,  forsooth,  the 
American  trader  must  be  shut  out;  and,  strange  to  say.  this  bill 
also  received  a  majority  of  the  vote  of  the  House,  but  fortunately 
it  was  upon  a  question  of  suspension  of  the  rules  as  to  whether 
the  bill  could  be  taken  up,  and,  as  it  requires  a  two- thirds  vote 
to  suspend  the  rules,  the  bill  could  not  be  considered. 

The  question  of  politics  did  not  enter  into  the  consideration 
of  these  bills.  There  were  as  many  Democrats  as  Republicans 
voting  for  prohibition.  I  believe,  however,  with  the  experience 
of  the  past  year  before  them,  the  incoming  Congress  will  repeal 
the  anti-canteen  law  and  will  restore  the  army  canteen  to  the 
status  that  it  occupied  prior  to  the  Act  of  1900. 

There  were  a  number  of  measures  affecting  the  liquor  inter- 
ests that  came  before  the  Fifty-sixth  Congress.  The  first  was 
an  attempt  to  inaugurate  absolute  prohibition  in  the  Act  organi- 
zing the  Territory  of  Hawaii.  After  a  determined  fight,  the 
question  of  liquor  licenses  was  left,  where  it  properly  belonged, 
in  the  hands  of  the  territorial  legislature.  . 

The  fight  on  this  occasion  showed  conclusively,  however, 
that  the  Prohibitionists  had  a  strong  working  majority  in  both 
Houses,  and  so  it  was  not  altogether  surprising,  when  the  can- 
teen' question  came  up,  to  find  that  there  was  a  decided  majority 
in  favor  of  abolishing  the  army  canteen. 

The  testimony  of  army  officers,  and  among  others,  Arch- 
bishop Ireland,  strongly  favored  the  continuance  of  the  canteen 
as  a  positive  temperance  measure,  but  just  at  the  time  that  the 
question  was  being  considered,  the  Women's  Christian  Temper- 
ance Union  was  holding  its  annual  convention  in  the  City  of 
Washington,  and  the  galleries  of  the  House  were  crowded  with 
the  wuiteribbon  brigade,  who  scowled  upon  every  member  that 
had  the  courage  to  vote  in  favor  of  a  continuation  of  the  canteen.

Prune  Brandy  Is  Not  Practicable. 

<  <  F)RUNE  BRANDY  is  not  practicable.  I  give  it  up  for  a 
I  bad  job;"  This  is  the  verdict  of  Francis  Korbel  of  the 
firm  of  F.  Korbel  &  Bros.,  209  Battery  street,  delivered  to  a  rep- 
resentative of  the  Review.  This  is  the  verdict  rendered  after 
over  a  year  of  earnest  experiment  and  a  thorough  canvass  of  the 
possible  markets,  both  in  this  country  and  in  Europe,  after  a 
conscientious  trial  of  the  prune  as  a  brandy  foundation  by  a  judge 
that  went  into  court  prejudiced  in  favor  of  the  California  product. 

"If  the  revenue  tax  was  such  that  we  could  put  the  'sin- 
glings'  on  the  market  I  might  be  tempted  to  do  something  with 
the  prune.  The  'singlings,'  well  charged  with  fusel  oil,  rasping 
to  the  palate  and  choking  to  the  windpipe,  find  considerable 
favor  among  a  large  class  of  foreigners  located  in  Chicago  and 
Pittsburg.  It  is  a  drink  that  produces  just  the  sensations,  they 
look  for  in  liquor.  The  revenue  tax,  however,  just  the  same  on 
'singlings'  as  on  the  doubly  distilled  product,  places  the  price  of 
even  this  heroic  beverage  beyond  their  reach.  People  that  could 
afford  to  pay  for  it,  won't  drink  it." 

Mr.  Korbel's  experiments  have  been  extensive  and  thorough. 
He  has  tried  the  fresh  prune  and  the  dried  prune;  the  latter  with 
indifferent  success.  He  has  carried  the  process  of  distillation  to 
the  point  of  producing  a  really  good  brandy.  This  latter  product, 
however,  has  neither  the  merit  of  cheapness  nor  of  superior  qual- 
ity to  justify  its  being  placed  on  the  market  in  competition  with 
the  product  of  the  grape. 

"  Iu  certain  parts  of  Europe,"  says  Mr.  Korbel,  "  a  demand 
might  be  created  for  the  finest  quality  of  prune  brandy.  The 
market  would  always  be  limited,  however,  and  it  would  not  be 
worth  while  cultivating.  In  America  the  man  that  wants  whisky 
or  brandy  wants  whisky  or  brandy,  and  cannot  be  induced  to  give 
serious  consideration  to  any  substitute. 

"  In  Pittsburg  and  Chicago,  as  I  said  before,  I  found  there 
would  be  quite  a  market  for  the  'singlings.'  The  class  to  which 
the  product  in  this  stage  "appeals,  like  liquor  strong.  They 
like  the  prune  flavor  and  enjoy  the  burning  of  the  fusel  oil.  They 
are  the  poorest  class  of  foreigners,  however,  and  although  they 
are  numerous  enough,  the  revenue  tax  would  place  the  product 
beyond  their  reach." 

Mr.  Korbel  believes  there  is  more  money  in  fresh  prunes  at 
$18  a  ton  than  for  distilling  purposes.  He  has  tried  prune 
brandy,  has  found  it  wanting,  and  will  experiment  no  further. 

While  there  are  others  in  the  State  that  have  been  and  are 
still  conducting  experiments  along  this  line,  it  is  unlikely  that 
any  course  of  experiments  has  been  on  more  thorough  lines  than 
Mr.  Korbel's  efforts.  He  has  not  only  distilled  the  brandy  but, 
by  personal  visits,  has  investigated  every  possible  market  for 
every  form  of  the  product.

CALIFORNIA NS  are  jealous  of  the  fame  of  their  State's  in- 
dustries. Any  information  that  purports  to  be  accurate 
regarding  any  of  them,  is  eagarly  read  and  is  disseminated 
throughout  the  country  by  almost  every  individual  who  is  in 
business  here,  for  the  reason  that  anything  exploiting  the  gen- 
eral prosperity  of  the  State  is  the  sort  of  advertising  that  brings 
the  best  results  to  the  individual,  as  well  as  to  the  community. 
The  wine  industry  of  California  is  a  mammoth  one,  but  so  much 
misinformation  has  found  its  way  into  print  from  time  to  time, 
that  it  is  interesting  once  in  a  while  to  hear  from  some  one  who 
is  fitted,  by  both  experience  and  position,  to  speak  authorita- 
tively and  understandingly.  Such  a  man  is  u.  M.  Wood,  pub 
Usher  of  the  Pacific  Wink  and  Spirit  Review  of  San  Pran- 
cisoo.  Mr.  Wood  has  been  in  Los  Angeles  for  several  days  and 
during  a  chat  with  him  he  told  me  some  very  interesting  and 
valuable  facts  about  what  promises  soon  to  become  one  of  Cali- 
fornia's greatest  sources  of  revenue 


"Afreragreat  many  yearsof  struggle,  "  said  Mr.  Wood,  "the 
California  wine  business  as  an  industry  has  reached  a  poiut 
where  there  is  no  longer  any  doubt  as  to  its  future.  For  years 
to  come,  the  era  of  low  prices  which  has  prevailed  since  1889 
will  be  unknown.  There  is  a  legitimate  and  growing  demand 
for  good  commercial  wines  in  bulk,  while  the  case  goods  branch 
of  the  business,  particularly  with  reference  to  the  finer  varieties, 
is  making  highly  satisfactory  progress.  This  is  illustrated  by 
the  fact  that  the  shipments  of  wines  in  glass  during  1901  have 
been  nearly  one-third  in  excess  of  similar  shipments  during  the 
previous  year.  By  this  I  mean  all  shipments  out  of  the  State, 
either  by  sea  or  rail.  In  this  connection  it  may  be  interesting  to 
know  that  the  bottlers  of  standard  brands  of  our  best  wines  are 
in  many  instances  unable  to  handle  satisfactorily  their  orders. 
This  is  certainly  an  index  of  the  future  demand.  There  is  abso- 
lutely no  question  that  California  is  now  producing  dry  wines 
which  the  State  need  not  fear  to  put  in  competition  with  the 
best  products  of  France.  And  what  is  better  still,  each  year 
shows  a  marked  improvement  in  the  skill  of  the  wine  maker  ar.d 
the  cellar  man  in  making  and  finishing  the  wines  for  the  mar- 
ket. It  is  therefore  safe  to  say  that  within  a  few  years  our  dry 
wines,  particularly  our  best  varieties,  will  be  recognized  in  this 
country,  as  standing  shoulder  to  shoulder  with  the  similar  wines 
of  France.  This  statement  applies  as  well  to  sauternes  as  to 
clarets  and  burgundies.  So  far  as  French  ordiuary  wines  are 
concerned,  they  are  inferior  to  those  of  California. 

"Speaking  of  sweet  wines,  while  on  account  of  the  extraor- 
dinary production  last  year  prices  are  not  in  harmony  with  those 
of  dry  wines,  yet  the  outlook  is  highly  reassuring.  The  ques- 
tion of  price  will  readjust  itself  eventually,  probably  through  a 
more  moderate  production  this  season.  We  are  producing,  both 
in  northern  and  southern  counties,  some  very  excellent  sweet 
wines,  and  those  that  have  been  properly  made  and  aged,  pos- 
sess many  of  the  characteristics  which  have  made  the  wines  of 
Portugal  the  standard  of  the  world  in  this  class.  During  my 
present  visit  in  the  south  I  have  tasted  some  ports  and  sherries, 
the  merits  of  which  are  calculated  to  surprise  foreign  connois- 
seurs. The  methods  of  producing  these  wines  are  rapidly  im- 
proving and  there  is  in  the  future  ample  reward  for  those  houses 
that  will  give  to  the  production  of  sweet  wines  the  same  care 
and  attention  to  detail  as  has  been  bestowed  upon  dry  wines. 

''California  brandies  are  in  strong  demand  in  the  general 
markets.  Both  old  and  young  fiud  ready  sale,  although,  as  a 
matter  of  fact  there  is  no  old  brandy  to  be  found  in  the  ent ire- 
State,  in  round  lots.  This  year  has  certainly  been  a  favorable 
one  for  the  grape  grower,  and  he  has  been  partially  reimbursed 
for  the  series  of  discouraging  seasons  through  which  he  has  re- 


cently passed.  It  is  admittedly  true  that  if  the  wine  industry  is 
to  become  more  prosperous  and  still  further  expand,  the  grape- 
grower  must  have  his  fair  shire  of  the  profits;  but  it  is  feared  by 
some  of  those  who  are  best  qualified  to  judge  that  in  some  in- 
stances prices  paid  for  grapes  of  this  vintage  have  been  too  high 
the  prices  commanded  by  our  wines  in  the  markets  of  the 
east,  not  warranting  the  figures  paid  for  grapes.  One  thing 
that  will  have  to  be  guarded  against,  in  this  connection,  is  over- 
enthusiasm  as  to  the  capabilities  of  the  market.  In  short,  there 
should  be  care  taken  not  to  go  to  excess  in  the  planting  of  new 
vineyards  or  the  replanting  of  old  ones  h  wisdom  is  exercised 
in  this  direction,  so  that  the  production  may  be  kept  only  a  trifle 
in  advance  of  the  demand  for  wine  grains,  the  wine  industry  of 
California  will  eventually  become  the  State's  greatest  wealth 
producer.  Its  advancement  cannot  be  more  plainly  shown  than 
by  the  statement  that  our  exports  by  sea  ami  rail  last  year  were 
nearly  16,000,000  gallons,  in  addition  to  5,000,000  gallons  con- 
sumed in  the  State,  while  the  total  season's  production  was  - 
eral  millions  less." — Los  Angeles  Herald.

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Editorial  Correspondence. 

LOS  ANGELES,  October  15.— This  City  of  Angels  is,  in 
some  respects,  a  funny  old  place,  full  of  contradictions  and 
silly  mistakes,  all  calculated  to  result  in  its  detriment.  It  is  a 
justly  proud  little  city,  reared  from  the  arid  cactus  plains— a  city 
full  to  the  bursting  point  with  bottled-up  energy  and  enterprise, 
but  at  the  same  time  gravely  handicapped  by  the  idiotic  policy  of 
that  class  of  the  population  known  as  "Long  Hairs,"  who  at 
present  are  in  power.  These  people  have  taken  the  contract  to 
make  Los  Angeles  a  dry  town,  but  have  to  be  satisfied  with  regu- 
lation instead  of  prohibition. 

All  that  has  been  accomplished  in  that  respect  is  the  restric- 
tion of  the  number  of  saloons  to  two  hundred  for  the  entire  city, 
and  the  confinement  of  such  places  to  the  business  section  of  the 
city.  In  addition  to  this  they  have  attempted  to  keep  the  public 
from  obtaining  anything  but  soda-water  fountain  and  drug-store 
whisky  on  Sunday.  The  endeavor  has  not  only  been  a  howling 
farce  but  has  disgusted  the  traveling  community  by  reason  of  the 
fact,  that  while  there  is  all  the  outward  show  of  a  "dry  Sunday," 
the  stranger  who  has  been  in  town  a  quarter  of  an  hour  and  is 
thirsty,  can  readily  find  a  way  to  secure  all  the  "liquid  damna- 
tion," as  our  Los  Angeles  friends  call  it,  that  he  desires  to  con- 
sume, and  that,  too,  at  the  regular  week-day  price.  This  is  proof 
absolute  of  the  failure  of  their  scheme. 

Now  comes  a  shock  to  our  friends  of  the  extensive  hirsute 
appendage,  that  ought  to  knock  the  senseless  bias  out  of  their 
minds.  These  declarators  of  the  public  habit,  these  founders 
of  public  morals,  have  for  lo!  these  years  been  winning 
political  battles  on  their  record  of  having  restricted  the  saloons  to 
200.      On   October  7th  the    Chief  of  Police  submitted   a  report 


to  the  City  Council  which  proved  the  fruitlessness  of  the  policy 
now  pursued  by  the  municipality.  In  other  words,  it  transpires 
that  there  are  in  operation  in  Los  Angeles  at  the  present  time 
14(i  places  where  liquors  are  sold  without  a  license,  or  uearly  as 
many  as  are  licensed  by  the  city.  Out  of  this  large  number  only 
15  places  are  houses  of  ill  repute. 

The  relation  of  these  facts  is  only  the  repetition  of  the 
experience  of  all  those  reformers  who  would  regulate  men's 
appetites  by  law.  'Tvvas  ever  the  same  failure,  for  the  demand 
exists— will  ever  exist  as  long  as  Providence  supplies  the  product 
from  which  alcohol  is  made,  and  these  conditions  cannot  be 
destroyed  in  a  full-blooded,  thriving  city  like  Los  Angeles. 
This  big,  bustling  town  is  no  longer  in  the  swaddling-cloth  or 
apron-string  stage,  and  the  men  who  are  handicapping  it  so 
seriously  ought  to  get  out  of  their  trance  and  recognize   the  fact- 

It  seems  strange  that  even  these  men  with  the  stunted  brains 
cannot  realize  the  fact  that  this  has  become  one  of  the  cosmopoli- 
tan cities  of  the  continent,  and  that  the  people  who  come  here 
from  all  parts  of  the  world  to  spend  their  time  and  money  cannot 
be  expected  to  willingly  submit  to  interference  with  their  personal 
habits,  whei  these  habits  are  the  resnlt  of  usages  in  older  cities 
that  have  been  established  for  centuries, 

It  may  require  a  surgical  operation,  but  some  day  these 
stubborn  fanatics  will  be  forced  to  a  realization  of  the  fitness  of 
things  and  retired  to  their  proper  place.  In  the  meantime  they 
may  as  well  concede  that  they  can  neither  regulate  nor  suppress 
these  places  in  question,  so  long  as  they  occupy  their  present 
attitude.  May  they,  in  due  season,  have  the  blight  lifted  from 
their  minds.  During  the  interim,  Los  Angeles  will  be  retarded 
by  this  same  blight.  R.  M.  W.

SEATTLE,  Oct.  18.— Trade  has  never  been  better  at  this 
season  of  the  year  in  Seattle.  The  wholesale  merchants 
report  an  exceedingly  good  business,  and  collections  good. 
Krielsheimer  Bros,  state  that  the  country  trade  is  excellent  as  well 
as  business  in  the  city,  and  the  retail  houses  report  their  busi- 
ness as  above  the  average.  Most  of  the  wholesale  houses  report 
better  trade  for  the  last  three  mouths  than  during  the  same  tiniL- 
last  year. 

The  transient  trade  has  been  very  heavy  in  Seattle  during 
the  last  three  months.  The  weather  has  been  delightful,  bring- 
ing in  a  large  number  of  the  country  population.  The  railroads 
have  been  taxed  to  their  utmost  to  carry  the  crowds  of  "  home 
seekers  "  making  for  Seattle  and  Western  Washington.  Not- 
withstanding the  large  amount  of  building  that  is  going  on,  it 
is  practically  impossible  to  rent  houses  in  the  Queen  City. 

The  breweries  aie  doi'g  a  rushing  business,  both  of  the  old 
ones  have  enlarged  their  plants  to  nearly  double  their  former 
capacity,  and  the  C'aussen  Brewing  Association,  proprietors  of 
the   new   Interbay  Brewery,  placed  their  beer  on  the  market  the

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first  of  October.  The  capacity  of  this  brewery  is  one  hundred 
barrels  per  day,  and  they  expect  very  shortly  to  be  running  to 
their  full  capacity.  A  large  amount  of  the  stock  of  this  brewery 
is  owned  by  the  retail  liquor  dealers.  The  beer  has  taken  ex- 
ceedingly well  with  the  patrons  of  those  houses  in  Seattle  and 
Ballard  that  are  handling  it. 

Quite  a  number  of  changes  have  been  made  among  the  re- 
tail merchants,  and  one  new  wholesale  liquor  house  has  been 
started,  J.  B.  Rodgers,  the  proprietor  of  "Our  House,"  having 
opened  up  a  large  wholesale  establishment  at  1123  First  avenue. 
Rodgers  also  has  the  sole  agency  for  Seattle  and  King  County 
for  the  well-known  Schlitz  beer. 

Sam  Cohn,  the  proprietor  of  one  of  the  largest  and  best 
known  restaurants  in  Seattle,  has  gone  into  the  liquor  business, 
having  opened  up  the  Cafe  Royal,  corner  of  Second  and  Marion 
streets,  one  of  the  swellest  and  most  magnificently  fitted  places 
in  Seattle.  Cohn  has  spared  no  expense,  and  the  Cafe  Royal  is 
perfect  in  every  detail.  He  will  serve  a  business  lunch  from  11 
to  2  o'clock,  and  situated  as  he  is,  in  the  exact  center  of  the  re- 
tail trade  on  Seattle's  greatest  business  street,  he  will  undoubt- 
edly do  a  large  business.  The  Cafe  Royal  was  formerly  the 
Eagle  saloon,  and  had  one  of  the  largest  trades  in  the  city. 

The  Club  saloon  of  Snohomish  has  been  sold  to  Mr.  McNeal 
of  Machias. 

William  McArdle,  the  new  proprietor  of  the  Merchants' 
Hotel,  123  West  Washington  street,  checks  all  baggage  left 
with  him  and  sends  it  to  trains  and  boats  free. 

Dan  McNamara,  of  the  Diamond  saloon,  is  bemoaning  the 
loss  of  trade  caused  by  the  tearing  up  of  First  avenue  and  Wash- 
ington streets,  but  says  he  will  have  the  best  corner  in  the  city 
when  the  brick  pavements  are  laid. 

Erisman  &  McKinnon  are  doing  a  good  business  in  their 
establishment  at  115  Washington  street,  the  "Hotel  Bar." 

A  protest  has  been  presented  to  the  City  Council  from  the 
business  men  of  First  avenue  against  the  granting  of  any  more 
saloon  licenses  on  that  avenue.  Councilman  Murphy,  in  bring- 
ing the  matter  up,  told  the  Council  that  there  were  seventy-four 
saloons  on  that  avenue.  As  the  street  is  five  miles  loug  this  is  not 
a  large  proportion,  considering  that  First  aveuue  starts  way  down 
on  the  tide  flats  and  runsout  into  North  Seattle,  passing  through 
the  great  factory  district  on  the  tide  flats,  then  through  the  cen 
ter  of  the  wholesale  district  and  for  thirty  or  forty  blocks  of  a 
busy  retail  street.  The  saloon  keeper  pays  a  license  of  $600  per 
year  for  the  privilege  of  running  as  strictly  legitimate  a  business 
as  the  dry  goods  or  hardware  merchant.  He  pays  a  large  pro- 
portion of  the  expenses  of  running  the  city,  and  has  as  much 
right  on  First  avenue  as  any  other  merchant.  We  would  likf 
to  see  the  names  of  the  business  men  who  signed  this  protest 
advertised  the  same  as  the  names  of  the  endorsers  to  Quandt's 
famous  petition  for  a  license.  N.  T.    P.

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Editorial  Correspondence. 

LOS  ANGELES,  October  12.— After  the  weeks  of  stagnation 
due  to  the  strike,  it  is  a  relief  to  get  into  an  all-alive  city 
like  Los  Angeles ;  for  this  metropolis  of  the  southern  part  of  the 
state  is  certainly  the  busiest  place  on  the  coast.  It  needs  no 
special  perception  to  discover  the  fact  that  the  city  of  Los 
Angeles  is  on  the  eve  of  a  great  commercial  and  building  era. 
A  few  years  ago  the  term  would  have  been  "boom,"  but  the 
people  then  were  building  for  the  future.  The  activities  of  to-day 
and  those  impending  are  the  natural  result  of  natural  conditions, 
and  therefore  the  city's  progress  is,  while  rapid,  thoroughly  sub- 
stantial. 

The  wine  industry  of  Southern  California  is  also  enjoying  a 
good  share  of  prosperity,  and  is  promised  a  continuation  thereof 
for  years  to  come.  It  is  high  time  these  men  who  have  tena- 
ciously clung  to  the  business  were  rewarded,  and  their  reward  is 
now  in  sight.  In  recent  years  the  sweet  wines  of  Southern  Cali- 
fornia have  greatly  improved  in  quality,  and  where  the  proper 
care  and  skill  have  been  devoted  to  the  ports  and  sherries  they 
have,  with  age,  developed  surprisingly  fine  points. 

I  visited  the  Sierra  Madre  Vintage  Company's  Vineyard  a 
Lamanda  Park,  the  other  day,  and  had  occasion  to  discover  why 
the  vintages  of  this  company  won  a  gold  medal  at  the  Paris 
Exposition  of  1900,  and  a  gold  and  a  silver  medal  at  Buffalo,  1901. 
Manager  Blatz  showed  me  some  sherry  that  was  in  the  nature  of 
a  revelation,  one  of  its  chief  charms  being  in  its  dryness,  a  qual- 
ity not  often  enough  found  in  the  California  product.  The  wine 
was  not  only  deliciously  dry,  but  it  had  strongly  developed  the 
characteristics  which  have  endeared  the  wines  of  Portugal  and 
Spain  to  the  world.  There  is  no  question  as  to  the  future  of  such 
vintages  as  can  be  found  here  in  several  places,  such  as  the  vine- 
yard in  question,  Secondo  Guasti's,  Santa  Anita,  and  others 
The  methods  of  production  and  ageing  will  gradually  improve 
with  experience,  and'  the  result  will  be  wines  which,  in  body, 
bouquet  and  flavor,  will  have  no  superior  in  any  land.  At  the 
present  time  prices  are  not  what  they  ought  to  be,  but  with  the 
quality  offered  values  are  bound  to  advance.  You  can't  buy 
good  things  unreasonably  cheap  all  the  time  ;  and  this  fact,  in  a 
measure,  adds  to  the  cheerfulness  of  the  producers  here  as  well 
as  the  makers  of  sweets  in  other  sections  of  the  State. 

"We  are  very  well  pleased  with  the  situation, "  said  Mana- 
ger Blatz  of  the  Sierra  Madre  Vintage  Co.,  to  the  writer.  "While 
we  would  like  to  see  better  prices  for  sweet  wines,  we  cannot 
justly  complain.  The  merits  of  our  products  are  rapidly  becom- 
ing known  to  the  world.  At  the  Paris  Exposition  we  won  a  gold 
medal  and  I  notice  in  the  dispatches  this  morning  that  we  were 
awarded  a  gold  and  a  silver  medal  at  the  Pan-American.  These 
successes  are  not  only  highly  gratifying  to  us,  but  are  of  great 
advantage  to  the  industry  generally.  One  reason  why  our  wines 
possess  special  merit  is  the  fact  that  we  get  our  grapes  from  sur- 
rounding vineyards  and  they  go  into  the  crusher  clean  and  fresh. 
Another  factor  is  that  they  are  all  upland  grapes  and  therefore 
superior  in  quality  to  those  produced  on  the  lowlands.  The  aver- 
age yield  around  here  this  season  was  not  as  large  as  was  origin- 
ally estimated,  the  crop  running  from  \)/2  to  2^z  tons  per  acre. 
The  latter  figure,  however,  was  very  seldom  reached.  If  the 
people  in  the  industry  will  exercise  good  sense  in  the  proper  re- 
striction of  planting  and  not  force  the  prices  of  grapes  unreason- 
ably high,  our  industry  will  make  a  steady  and  substantial 
advance  for  years  to  come." 

The  Sierra  Madre  Vintage  Company's  plant  has  a  capacity 
of  300,000  gallons.  One  of  the  advantages  possessed  by 
the  company,  is  a  side  track  from  the  Santa  Fe.  They  can  load 
a  car  from  their  warehouse  and  send  it  through  to  New  York 
without  change,  a  great  saving  in  time.  R.  M.  W.

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Result   of   Co-operative 

Wine  Making  in  Europe. 

Treaty  of  Commerce   Between    France,   Germany  and 
Italy,  Soon  to  Expire.

IT  may  be  good  not  to  loose  sight  of  the  fact  that  a  treat 
commerce  signed  for  ten  years  on  December  dth,  1893,  by 
Germany,  Austria  and  Italy,  and  which,  on  account  of  the 
agrarian  situation  in  Germany  may  receive  many  alterations  in 
its  relation  to  wines,  is  soon  to  expire.  The  most  "  favored 
nation,"  which  is  now  a  general  term,  will  again  play  a  great 
role  in  its  renewal,  and  the  exportation  of  our  wine  to  Germany, 
as  well  as  all  other  nations,  will  necessarily  be  affected. 

On  account  of  this,  it  will  be  interesting  to  know  a  little  of 
the  viticulture  in  Germany.  By  the  natural  consequence  of  the 
economical  progress  and  modern  social  evolution,  small  exploita- 
tion, just  as  well  in  the  domain  of  agriculture  as  in  all  industry 
or  commerce,  must,  little  by  little,  disappear  or  be  absorbed  by 
the  concentration  of  capital,  and  those  in  possession  of  such 
small  holdings,  will  more  and  more  disappear  as  factors.  In  no 
country  is  it  so  well  in  sight  as  it  is  in  Germany,  on  account  of 
the  very  small  holdings  of  the  viticulturists.  The  126,109  hec- 
tares (one  hectare  is  equal  to  2.471  of  our  American  acre)  of  land 
planted  in  vines  in  Germany  were  divided  in  1895  among  34  I 
S50  owners;  therefore  93.15  per  cent,  produced  less  than  one 
hectare,  and  these  small  holdings  were  divided  in  each  of  the 
wine  regions  as  follows  : 

Circles  of  Wiesbaden.  90  %\  Coblent/.,  92  %;  Cologne,  B9 
"„  ,  Treves,  94  % ;  Alsace-Lorraine,  92  % ;  Circles  of  Hesse- 
Nassau,  90  %;  Bade,  97",,:  Wurtemburg,  95  "...  :  Hesse-Darm- 
stadt, 86  % , 

Without  doubt,  most  of  these  small  vineyards  are  only  ap- 
pendices of  a  small  agricultural  exploitation,  the  incomes  of 
which  constitute  the  largest  part  of  those  of  the  holders.  From 
the  late  statistics  of  Mr.  Diechen  74,347  is  the  gross  acreage  of 
the  viticulttirist;  that  is  to  say,  of  those  entirely  devoted  to  the 
culture  of  the  vine.  This  shows  the  very  poor  economic  state  of 
these  very  poor  people,  who,  with  a  possession  of  50  acres  (one 
acre  is  equal  to  11 9. S  square  yards)  of  vines,  have  only  from 
hectares  of  cultivable  land  in  Alsace-Lorraine  to  1  ' ..  hectares  in 
the  circle  of  Coblentz. 

In  the  neighborhood  of  towns  and  mining  districts  many  of 
these  people  find  temporary  living  in  general  work,  but  those  far 
away  from  cities  are  employed  as  journeymen  by  the  richer  land- 
owners; but  in  a  great  number  of  districts,  such  as  those  of 
Neuwield,  Ahrweiler,  Kochem,  for  example,  it  is  to  be  remarked 
that  they  cannot  find  work  for  more  than  two  hundred  days  per 
annum. 

From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  the  revenue  of  these  very 
small  real  estate  owners  is  extremely  limited,  and  cannot  last, 
because  they  have  no  means  to  adapt  themselves  to  the  modern 
viticulture. 

This  state  of  affairs  in  Germany  is  relatively,  also  to  be  found 
in  a  great  many  districts  in  France:  but  it  is  harder  to  hear  in 
Germany  on  account  of  the  limited  favorable  temperature  and  zone 
of  viticultural  product,  which  is  limited  to  the  ">1  of  latitude 
north.  The  resuet  is,  that  the  good  years,  when  the  vineyard- 
ist  could  recuperate  and  pay  his  debts,  is  rarer  in  Germain  than 
in  any  other  part  of  the  viticultural  world.  For  instance:  In  the 
period  from  1876  to  1890  one  crop  was  a  good  one,  three  very 
ordinary  ones,  and  ten  very  bad. 

Now-  if  we  combine  with  the  very  small  acreage  of  each 
vineyard,  a  still  larger  ignorance  of  necessary  technical  knowl- 
edge, the  lack  of  credit,  and  the  absence  almost  completely  of 
the  necessary  material  for  wine  making,  we  can  imagine  how 
near  ruin  the  German  viticulturist  is  now  standing.  The  majority 
of  them  have  not  even  a  crusher  or  any  kind  of  a  wine  press. 


On  account  of  these  facts  he  is  compelled  to  sell  his  grapes 
instead  of  making  his  own  wine,  and  thus  receive  the  lull  profit. 
He  is  often  compelled  to  mortgage  his  place  in  order  to  plow  and 
cultivate  his  vines,  and  sooner  or  later  the  vineyard  and  home 
go  to  the  mortgagee.  Add  to  all  these  misfortunes  the  phyllox- 
era, a  plague  which  is  spreading  rapidly,  also  the  competition  of 
the  Italian  wines,  the  product  of  the  chemists,  and  we  have  an 
insight  of  an  economic  situation  which  is  very  deplorable. 

It  is  by  reason  ol  such  a  state  of  affairs  that  an  attempt  at 
CO-Operative  work  has  been  inaugurated  under  the  name  of 
•  \\  111/eiveiriiu  "  These  co-operative  societies  have  been  work- 
ing since  1889,  and  are  still  in  the  experimental  stage.  In  Italy, 
however,  similar  societies  poattCM  ten  cellars  and  five  distilleries, 
without  counting1  the  few  Oinologic  societies,  one  of  which  has 
been  established  in  that  country  for  twenty-eight  years.  In 
Switzerland,  viticultural  societies  have  existed  for  ages,  and  are. 
working  well,  principally  in  the  Canton  of  Valais,  at  Sion  In 
Austria  and  Styria  it  is  all  co-operative  viticulture.  It  has  pene- 
trate! to  Russia,  and  it  has  taken  a  hold  in  Prance,  where  it 
tried  successfully  at  Damery  in  1892,  Cognac  in  L896,  and  in  a 
smaller  way  in  Cadellac  and  Libourne. 

However,  the  co-operative  movement  in  the  German  viticul- 
turist district  seems  to  have  been  not  well  understood,  but  very 
recently  it  has  worked  better,  In  the  valley  of  Neckar,  m  1  - 
there  was  only  one  co-operative  winery  where  they  used  to  make 
wines  and  also  sell  them,  and  recently,  through  the  very  intelli- 
gent influence  of  the  vineyardists,  Messrs.  Mayscholz,  Jorten  and 
Kossman,  who  established  wine  societies,  there  is  a  perspective 
of  good  results.  In  Derchten  in  1875  theie  were  29,  in  1- 
there  were  11,  and  in  1898  94  wineries  working.  One  can  easily 
understand  the  great  benefit  of  co-operation  in  making  wine  in  a 
country  where  each  individual  has  so  little  raw  material  to  bring 
to  the  crusher,  as  here  indicated. 

In  1897  the  average  per  head  of  co-operati 
liters  I  1  liter  is  equal  to  2  11  American  pint  I  in  the  association  of 
Filzen;  ot  27:'.   liters  at    Mussendorf;  ol    875   liters    at    Humels- 
berg,  and  in  the  year  1898,  which  was  a  failure,    it  gave  onl; 
liters  at  Mussendorf,    41    liters   at   Cappellcii-Hol/.cnfels,   and    18 
liters  at  Neuenahr.     The  originators  of  the  Win/ervereine,  how- 
ever, found  it  difficult  to  sell  their  wine,  because  the  brokers  boy- 
cotted them,  and  it  was  then   that  they  established   Degurtation- 
restaurants,  or  Win/erhaus,  in  order   to  sell  their   wine  direct  to 
the  consumer.     Those  of  the  district  of  Ahrthal  have  had  good 
success.     This,   no  doubt,  is  largely  due  to  the  quality  of  their 
wine,  as  a  great  many  of  the  small  places  did  not  succeed.     This 
caused  them  to  unite   also,  and    they  have   formed  a   '   Union  de 
Verite,"  which  gives  them  access  to  a  larger  trade,  and  now  the 
unions  of  Konigswinter  in  the  Rhineland,   that  of  Ahrweiler  in 
the   Ahrthal    valley,    ol   Wiesbaden    for   the   Rheingan,  and  of 
Treves  for  the  vineyards  of  Moselle    are   in   good  financial  con- 
dition     These   winzerwein  caused   an   advance   in   the  price  of 
grapes  of  at  least  25  per  cent. 

With  all  the  advantages  offered  the  co-operative  societies 
have  not  vet  received  the  full  support  of  the  small  owner-.  In 
the  sales  made  at  Treves  in  1899  the  average  ol  wine  belong 
to  large  vineyards  was,  for  puncheons  of  1200  1 
lm.uk  is  equal  to  23.8  cents  American),  foi  the  wines  of 
Moselle  and  1440  marks  for  the  wines  ol  La  Sarre ;  while  the 
average  was  only  863  and  820  marks  for  the  wines  ot  the  Win- 
rerverein  of  the  same  year.  .,<■-. 

What  effect  the  new  treaties  will  have  on   Cahtornias  ex- 
port trade  to  Germany  remains  to  be  seen.

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Drinks  and  Drinking  in  Paris. 

FOR  the  average  American,  newly  landed  in  Paris,  who  wishes 
to  live  the  French  life  as  it  is  lived  in  "the  Capital  of  the 
World,"  the  uses  and  customs  of  the  cafes  is  an  important  mat- 
ter. For  it  is  in  the  cafes  that  most  of  the  social  life  of  Paris  he 
will  see  will  have  its  place.  And  for  this  reason:  The  home  of 
the  well-to-do  Frenchman  is  difficult  of  penetration,  and  it  is  only 
after  a  long  residence  in  Paris  that  the  Boulevard  Saint  Germain 
opens  its  doors  to  you. 

But  in  the  cafes  acquaintance  is  easy,  and  it  is  there  that 
business  men  meet  to  discuss  affairs,  that  politicians  and  officials 
and  diplomats  mold  the  policy  of  governments  and  vary  the  map 
of  Europe,  that  literary  men  outline  their  forthcoming  works  and 
poets  try  an  unpublished  effort  on  the  dog. 

Now,  to  the  San  Franciscan,  whose  idea  of  drinking  is  doing 
the  line  of  a  late  afternoon  or  evening  with  some  friends,  or,  if  he 
happens  to  be  alone,  buying  fifteen  cents'  worth  of  hospitality  in 
the  shape  of  a  cocktail  from  a  good-natured  saloonman  during 
the  day,  or  of  consolation  from  a  sympathetic  barkeeper  in  the 
form  of  a  morning  gin-fizz,  the  habits  and  customs  of  a  Paris 
cafe  are  new  and  strange  indeed. 

First  of  all,  a  man  is  struck  with  the  luxuriousness  of  the 
places  in  proportion  to  the  business  they  do.  The  type  is  a  large 
room  with  walls  and  ceilings  elegantly  decorated,  and  ablaze 
with  light  as  the  day  darkens,  a  "banquette"  running  around  the 
walls  forming  a  comfortable  cushioned  seat  for  those  who  wish 
it,  and  tables  and  chairs  about.  Upstairs,  billiards  and  supper- 
rooms.  No  drinking  at  a  bar,  except  in  the  places  misnamed 
"American  bars,"  where  the  youth  of  France  afflicted  with 
"cocktai/itis"  sits  on  a  high  stool  and  slowly  sips  a  poor  imitation 
of  an  American  cocktail  through  a  straw! 

There  are  two  periods  in  the  day  when  the  bulk  of  all  the 
drinking  is  done — for  the  morning  drink  is  practically  unheard  of 
among  the  respectable  classes — the  aperitif-time  and  the  coffee- 
time;  that  is,  before  dinner,  from  say  four  to  seven,  and  after 
dinner  for  the  rest  of  the  evening. 

At  the  aperitif  time  the  standard  drink,  of  course,  is  the 
"green  fairy,"  that  is,  absinthe — and  a  good  stiff  dose  of  it 
usually — in  a  v^ry  large  glass  filled  with  water,  generally  iced, 
sometimes  with  sugar,  sometimes  without  But  of  late  years  the 
crusade  against  the  "correspondance  a  Charenton"  ("transfer  to 
Charenton" — a  celebrated  insane  asylum  on  the  outskirts  of 
Paris) — is  beginning  to  make  itself  felt,  and  the  fashionable 
drink  now  is  "quinquina,"  a  preparation  of  quinine  in  a  base  of 
some  sweet  wine.  This  is  taken  either  pure  or  with  water. 
Menthe,  either  white  or  green,  with  water,  is  much  in  favor  as  a 
before-dinner  drink,  and  the  various  vermouths,  either  pure  or 
with  a  little  cassis  and  water,  are  very  commonly  employed. 

After  dinner  the  first  drink  is  always  a  cup  of  coffee,  for  this 
is  rarely  taken  with  the  meal,  unless  one  dines  in  a  cafe.  After 
the  coffee,  a  little  glass  oijine  champagne  or  some  cordial — Char- 
treuse and  Benedictine  easily  being  the  first  in  point  of  popular- 
ity— and  then,  if  it  is  summer,  beer,  or  if  it  is  winter,  a  glass  of 
Malaga  or  sherry. 

Of  course,  there  are  lots  of  other  drinks,  but  these  are  the 
usual  ones.  Mixed  drinks  are  rare,  and  usually  poor  imitations 
of  American  concoctions..  The  bulk  of  the  beer  drunk  in  the 
good  cafes  comes  from  Munich,  as  the  French  beers  are  generally 
cheap  and  bad.  Ale  is  drunk  rarely,  and  probably,  by  a  real 
Frenchman,  only  in  an  imitative  way. 


What  strikes  an  American  is  the  small  number  of  drinks 
taken.  I  have  often  seen  a  man  come  to  a  cafe  after  supper,  call 
for  his  cup  of  coffee,  four  or  five  evening  papers  and  a  review  or 
so,  write  a  letter  or  two,  and  stay  there  an  hour  and  a-half  or 
two  hours  before  he  orders  another  drink.  Then,  perhaps,  he 
may  play  a  game  of  cards  or  chess  or  talk  with  a  friend  who 
happens  in,  and  take  another  drink  or  two,  but  that  is  all  as  a 
rule. 

With  each  drink  as  it  is  brought  the  waiter  brings  a  saucer, 
on  which  is  printed  the  price,  and  these  are  piled  on  the  table  in 
in  front  of  you  and  when  you  go  you  settle  for  your  "saucers." 
This  saucer  system  is  rendered  necessary  for  the  reason  the 
price  of  drinks  varies;  for  instance,  in  a  good  cafe,  beer  is  six 
cents  a  bock  and  ten  cents  a  demi,  coffee  is  eight  cents,  absinthe 
ten  or  eight  cents,  depending  on  the  quality  and  the  place,  and  so 
on  up  to  a  franc  or  more. 

The  waiters  are  paid  no  salary,  and  depend  for  their  re- 
muneration on  the  tips  bestowed.  These  are  quasi-obligatory, 
and  it  is  often  exceedingly  difficult  for  a  newcomer  to  determine 
the  proper  amount  to  give.  The  minimum  is  two  cents,  and  the 
rule  generally  followed  by  liberal  Frenchman  is  to  give  ten  per 
cent,  of  the  amount  of  the  bill  when  the  items  consist  of  ordinary 
priced  drinks.  Of  course  if  a  person  were  drinking  champagne 
this  would  be  far  too  much,  and  a  person  bestowing  such  a  tip 
would  be  looked  upon  as  a  "poire,"  i.  e.,  a  "good  thing." 

All  I  have  said  applies  only  to  the  standard  cafes.  There 
are  many  other  varieties  in  the  downward  line  to  suit  every  purse, 
some  where  your  coffee  with  a  petit  verre  costs  but  two  cents,  but 
to  consider  the  varying  conditions  in  all  these  would  unduly  ex- 
tend the  limits  of  this  little  sketch.

THERE  was  a  large  and  representative  meeting  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  California  Liquor  Dealers'  Association  at  B'nai 
B'rith  Hall  on  October  24th  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the 
long  discussed  proposition  to  endorse  candidates  of  the  coming 
ekction.  The  Association  was  organized  for  just  such  a  purpose, 
but  no  calculation  was  made  to  cope  with  such  a  peculiar  three- 
cornered  guessing  match,  as  confronts  the  voters  of  San  Fran- 
cisco at  the  present  time. 

Had  this  meeting  been  held  a  month  ago,  there  is  no  doubt 
that  a  majoritv  would  have  favored  the  endorsement  of  the  head 
of  a  ticket,  as  well  as  supervisors,  but  during  the  month  a  change 
came.  Apparently,  a  large  number  of  the  leading  men  in  the 
organization  put  their  thinking  caps  on  and  did  some  hard  men- 
tal work.  The  result  was  that  at  their  conference,  after 
several  hours  animated  and  intelligent  discussion,  it  was  decided 
almost  unanimously  to  endorse  nobody,  thereby  avoidi  g  the 
unnecessary  possibility  of  making  enemies.  In  other  words, 
they  concluded  it  was  not  safe,  in  a  situation  like  this,  to  take  a 
chance  of  guessing  wrong.  There  are  but  two  supervisorial  can- 
didates who  are  openly  inimical  to  the  liquor  trade,  and  it  will  be 
a  part  of  the  duty  of  the  Association  to  see  that  they  are  not 
elected.  In  the  case  of  the  others  the  members  are  free  to  vote 
for  anybody  of  their  individual  choice. 

This  action  of  the  Association,  while  decidtdly  unexpected, 
appears  to  be  the  safest  one  to  take,  and  the  result  of  the  elec- 
tion will  doubtless  prove  the  wisdom  of  the  majority.  All  is  well 
that  ends  well. 


San  Jose  Gone  "  Daffy." 


THAT  class  of  people  that  always  concerns  itself  with  fussing 
over  and  interfering  with  other  people's  business,  instead 
of  attending  to  its  own,  is  making  itself  assininely  conspicuous 
in  San  Jose  these  days.  The  preachers  who  seek  all  kinds  of 
means  to  get  into  the  public  eye.  have  been  "slumming,"  and, 
having  had  an  enjoyable  time,  are  now  hot  upon  the  trail  of  the 
man  who  entertained  them.  The  Pabst  Cafe,  a  resort  somewhat 
on  the  lines  of  San  Francisco's  famous  concert  halls,  is  the  insti- 
tution that  has  sent  the  Prune  City  daffy,  along  with  certain 
daily  papers  that  ought  to  know  better,  and  whose  editors  would 
not  think  of  coming  to  this  city  without  visiting  a  similar  place 
of  resort,  simply  for  the  purpose  of  hearing  some  good  music  and 
enjoying  some  beer  of  the  same  quality.  The  lawmakers  of  San 
Jose  also  joined  in  the  combined  movement  of  fools,  and  the  re- 
sult has  been  that  the  proprietor  of  the  resort  has  conducted  his 
business  as  usual,  refusing  to  pay  a  prohibitive  license,  while  the 
city  is  now  severely  jarred  by  the  discovery  that,  through  the 
folly  of  the  agitators,  it  has  placed  itself  in  a  position  where  it 
cannot  collect  a  back  license  of  $8,000  from  the  cafe.  This  blow 
at  the  pockets  of  the  taxpayers  may  drive  some  horse  sense  into 
the  heads  of  the  public  and  result  in  the  settlement  of  the  trouble 
on  lines  just  to  all.  The  latest  tomfoolery  is  the  arrest  of  the 
proprietor  on  a  charge  trumped  up  by  a  slumming  preacher 
named  McLaren.  He  ought  to  go  to  jail  with  the  man  he  ac- 
cuses, for  it  is  this  kind  of  spectacular  work  that  brings  such 
places  of  amusement  into  unnecessary   prominence,   and  arouses 


the  curiosity  of  the  younger  element  of  the  community.  It's  all 
a  mighty  poor  way  of  getting  at  the  right,  and  the  sequel  will 
prove  the  assertion. 

Gustave  Hacquette,  brother  of  Ernest  Hacquette,  proprietor 
of  the  famous  Palace  of  Art,  on  Post  street,  in  this  city,  died  on 
October  20th.  His  malady  was  pneumonia,  which  developed 
from  a  severe  coH  contracted  several  weeks  ago.  In  his  prime 
Gus  Hacquette  was  one  of  the  best-known  and  popular  bartend- 
ers in  San  Francisco.  He  was  in  the  employ  of  the  Government 
for  seventeen  years  at  St.  Louis,  but  finally  returned  to  the  city 
by  the  Golden  Gate,  which  was  his  delight,  and  associated  him. 
self  with  his  brother.  Hacquette  was  a  splendid  specimen  of 
manhood,  a  typical  Apollo  and  a  great  favorite  with  both  sexes: 
His  demise  will  be  sincerely  regretted  by  all  who  knew  hiin. 


Joe  Daneri,  the  well-known  North  Beach  politician  and  pro- 
prietor of  a  retail  place  at  Montgomery  and  Merchant  streets, 
dropped  out  of  sight  during  the  month  and  at  this  writing  his 
whereabouts  are  unknown  to  his  friends.  A  hurriedly-scribbled 
note  to  his  brother  stated  that  he  was  going  away  for  all  time. 
He  left  $1,000  for  the  support  of  his  wife  and  two  children. 
Daneri  had  domestic  troubles,  and  for  some  time  past  his  business 
had  not  been  satisfactory.  He  was  popular  and  an  all-round  good 
fellow,  who  will  be  missed. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Police  Commissioners  Harry 
Collins,  the  old  time  saloon  man,  who  for  many  years  kept  the 
place  at  O'Farrell  and  Stockton  streets,  this  city,  was  an  appli- 
cant for  a  license.  He  wanted  to  go  into  business  at  Beale  and 
Market  streets,  but  the  Commissioners  did  not  favor  the  plan  and 
peremptorily  refused  the  privilege,  much  to  Collins'  chagrin.

Then  to  satisfy  himself  as  to  the  truth  of 
my  proposition,  let  him  quaff  the  same  drink  made  from  a  straight 
whisky  or  a  first-class  blend.  He  will  find  that  the  seltzer  and 
ice  bring  out  a  strongly-pronounced  aroma  and  flavor.  The 
difference  is  as  that  of  night  and  day,  and  the  man  who  recognizes 
a  good  thing  when  he  gets  it  in  his  mouth,  will  derive  consider- 
able satisfaction  in  making  the  practical  comparison.  The  same 
conditions  result,  in  connection  with  Scotch  and  Irish  whiskies. 
If  anyone  is  curious  and  wants  to  cultivate  an  expert  palate,  let 
him  try  the  experiment."

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The  Parson  and  the  Hops. 


JOHN  G.  WIIKLAN,  of  the  Index  Bar,  .r>0r>  Market  street, 
tells  a  good  story  about  the  various  parsons  of  Ukiah  and 
the  surrounding  country,  engaged  in  the  cultivation  of  hops. 
Mr.  Whelan  was  formerly  the  proprietor  of  the  swellest  drinking 
resort  in  I'kiah,  and  naturally  the  parsons  "  had  it  in  for  him." 
As  a  natural  consequence  one  of  these  gentlemen  of  the  cloth 
took  Whelan  to  task  one  day  in  front  of  the  Court  House  in  the 
presence  of  several  of  his  flock. 

"  I  was  pleased  the  other  morning,"  said  the  preacher,  "  to 
see  you  in  attendance  at  my  lecture  on  temperance,  and  let  me 
say  to  you  that  you  are  too  good  a  man  to  be  in  the  business  of 
selling  whisky." 

Whelan's  reply  was  hot  shot  for  the  pirson.  He  had  a 
silver  dollar  in  his  hand  at  the  time.      He  said  : 

"  I  know,  parson,  that  at  the  preseut  time  you  are  farming 
twenty-seven  acres  of  hops  in  this  valley.  Now,  how  can  you 
reconcile  the  fact  of  raising  the  large  quantity  of  hops  you  will 
harvest  shortly,  and  which  you  will  sell  to  the  highest  bidder, 
to  the  teachings  you  attempted  to  inculcate  in  the  minds  of  your 
hearers  at   your  discourse  on  temperance   last  Wednesday  even- 


ing? 1  ask  you  what  can  you  do  with  your  crop  of  hops  and 

at  the  same  time  justify  your  position  as  a  sincere  and   honest  ex- 
pounder of  the  doctrine  of  temperance  ?  " 

"Oh!  bless  your  heart,"  replied  the  parson,  "we  can  use 
them  for  poultices  and  other  medicinal  purposes,  and  also,  my 
boy,  for  making  yeast." 

"That  plea  you  have  set  apart  to  cover  your  individual 
case  is  very  ingenious,"  replied  Whelan.  "Statistics  show  that 
your  crop  alone  will  poultice,  supply  with  yeast  and  medicinally 
supply  the  whole  Ui.ited  States.  Now,  what  will  become  of  your 
five  neighbors,  who  are  also  parsons  and  who  each  raise  more  hops 
than  you  do  ?  As  your  crop  will  fully  meet  all  demands  from 
druggists,  physicians,  etc.,  you  have  shut  them  out  of  this  only 
consistent  way  of  disposing  of  their  product.  Therefore  there  is 
nothing  for  these  good  temperance  souls,  who  preach  temperance 
from  year's  end  to  year's  end,  but  to  sell  their  hops  for  making 
beer,  while  in  all  probability  yours  will  be  used  for  the  same  pur- 
pose." 

"  Is  it  not  true,"  said  the  whisky  man,  holding  up  the  silver 
dollar,  "that  you,  in  your  ministerial  profession,  and  in  the 
calling  of  an  agriculturist,  are  chasing  the  ghost  of  100  cents  on 
the  big  silver  dollar  the  same  as  I  am.  Both  look  out  for  the 
big  dollar?" 

"  Yes,"  replied  the  preacher  hop-raiser,  with  some  hesita- 
tion, "  without  the  dollar  and  a  rennrkable  lot  of  faith  the  inner 
man  is  not  well  fed." 

Whelan  won  out  on  the  argument,  hands  down,  and  that 
was  the  end  of  temperance  agitation  in  that  community  for  sev- 
eral years."

The  Canteen  a  Necessity. 


Frank  Snyder,  the  well  known  saloon  keeper  of  Skykomish, 
Wash.,  saw  his  first  auto  a  couple  of  weeks  ago.  Bro  Snyder  is 
a  rattling  good  saloon  man  and  a  good  all-round  fellow,  but  what 
he  does  not  know  about  autos  would  fill  a  book.  He  saw  an  auto 
coming  down  one  of  Seattle's  steep  streets  with  two  passengers. 
The  auto  was  coming  at  a  pretty  lively  gait,  and  Snyder,  after 
looking  at  it  a  minute,  yelled,  "Look  out,  there  is  a  runaway,  the 
horses  have  kicked  loose.  Put  on  the  brakes,  put  on  the  brakes, 
you  chumps.  Here!  We  must  save  those  people,"  and  in  an- 
other minute  Snyder  would  have  been  tangled  up  with  that  auto 
if  P.  McAvoy  and  some  other  friends  who  had  accompanied 
Snyder  to  town,  had  not  held  him  by  main  force  and  explained 
that  an  auto  used  no  horses  but  was  perfectly  safe. 


Don't  Make  Christmas  Presents. 


LAST  year  the  Review  urged  the  trade  to  follow  the  example 
of  the  Eastern  retailers  and  omit  the  customary  Christmas 
flask  or  bottle.  The  practice  is  a  bad  one  and  should  be  discon- 
tinued. There  need  be  no  fear  that  customers  will  be  slighted. 
Let  it  be  known  that  the  retailers,  instead  of  asking  preseLts  of 
liquors,  will  donate  the  amount  hitherto  expended  in  the  flask  and 
bottle,  to  worthy  charity,  like  the  Children's  Hospital,  and  the 
innovation  will  be  highly  popular.  It  has  proved  to  be  so  in  the 
F.ast,  and  must  be  here,  for  the  charitable  impulse  is  strongly  de- 
veloped in  San  Francisco. 

Aside  from  these  facts  the  trade  would  be  doing  something  to 
.confound  their  enemies  and  at  the  same  time  strengthen  them- 
selves with  the  general  public.  One  prominent  retailer  has  fol- 
lowed this  plan  for  two  years  and  finds  it  not  only  pleased  his 
customers,  but  saves  him  a  lot  of  trouble  and  annoyance.  There 
is  no  valid  reason  why  the  saloon  men  of  this  city  should  not  do 
this  good  deed.     Let  it  be  done. 


Apple  Brandy  Output. 


Al'RKSS  dispatch  dated  Richmond,  Va.,  October  7,  reads: 
The  output  of  apple  brandy  will  be  very  small  in  Virginia 
this  year.  Thete  will  be  a  falling  off  of  at  least  one-third  of  the 
amount  usually  produced.  The  reason  for  this  is  the  failure  of 
the  apple  crop  in  eastern  Virginia.  In  Prince  George  there  is 
only  one  still  in  operation  this  year,  when  there  are  generally 
half  a  dozen.  In  Southampton,  where  one  usually  finds  20  to  30, 
there  are  only  S  or  10,  The  same  may  be  said  of  Nansemond 
and  other  counties.  The  price  has  already  gone  up  several 
points  and  will  continue  to  rise. 


GENERAL  A.  S.  DAGGETT,  in  the  Army  and  Navy  Jour- 
nal, comes  out  against  the  canteen,  and  Colonel  P.  H. 
Ray,  commanding  at  Fort  Snelling,  also  opposes  its  reinstation. 
The  arguments  of  these  officers  are  that  the  soldier  is  better  with- 
out beer  or  wine;  that  in  the  field  the  canteen  is  a  detriment; 
that  the  experience  at  Tampa  and  Chickamauga  proves  the  use- 
lessness  of  the  canteen  iu  the  army  post  and  its  real  injury  to  a 
body  of  volunteers.  They  would  discourage  all  drinking  in  the 
army,  and  would  get  rid  of  the  hard  drinkers  altogether. 

Over  the  expressions  of  these  military  men  the  anti-canteen 
people  are  making  great  jubilation.  But  here  are  two  officers 
against  a  thousand  of  a  directly  opposite  opinion;  here  are  two  offi- 
cers against  all  the  army  surgeons,  who  in  assembled  body  have 
resolved  in  favor  of  the  canteen  as  the  lesser  of  two  evils,  since  one- 
must  be  accepted — it  is  either  the  controlled  canteen,  under  disci^ 
pline  and  watch  of  the  officers,  or  the  poison-dealing,  corrupting 
and  debauching  rum  dens  on  the  outside,  which  swarm  on  the 
borders  of  all  camps  where  no  canteen  is  maintained. 

Here  we  have  the  testimony  of  Captain  Munson,  assistant 
surgeon,  U.  S.  A.,  given  before  the  American  Public  Health  As- 
sociation the  other  day,  his  statistics  proving  the  value  of  the  can- 
teen as  against  the  attempt  to  enforce  total  abstinence  among  the 
men.     E.  S.  Martin,  in  Harper's  Weekly,  says: 

"He  found  while  investigating  for  his  book  on  military 
hygiene  that  in  six  years  following  the  introduction  of  the  can- 
teen the  admissions  to  the  army  hospitals  for  alcoholism  fell  off 

23.6  per  cent;  delirium  tremens  diminished  31  per  cent;  insanity, 

31.7  per  cent.  The  annual  average  of  convictions  by  court-mar- 
tial for  drunkenness  fell  from  372  to  160;  the  rate  of  desertion  de- 
creased from  9  to  4.5  per  cent,  and  the  number  of  soldiers 
depositing  money  with  the  paymasters  increased  13  per  cent. 
These  statistics  seem  to  argue  strongly  in  favor  of  the  canteen  as  a 
promoter  of  health  and  order  in  the  army.  Unquestionably  the 
reason  why  the  great  majority  of  officers  favor  the  canteen  is  that 
their  experience  convinces  them  that  it  diminishes  drunkenness, 
betters  the  average  of  health  and  discipline  in  the  army,  and  in- 
creases the  soldiers'  savings." 

As  against  this  testimony  we  have  Colonel  Ray  and  General 
Daggett,  neither  of  whom  attempt  to  explain,  as  far  as  we  have 
been  able  to  discover  from  reports  of  their  expressions,  what 
measures  they  would  take  to  keep  the  soldier  from  contact  with 
the  outside  hell-holes  set  to  trap  him.  Neither  of  them  can 
show,  as  against  the  testimony  of  the  surgeons,  how  the  abolition 
of  the  canteen  conserves  the  freedom  of  soldiers  from  noxious 
diseases,  to  which  they  are  rendered  more  liable  by  contact  with 
the  agencies  for  such  diseases,  induced  directly  by  the  traps  re- 
ferred to. — Record  Union.

THIS  is  a  cheap  old  State  in  many  respects,  as  is  illustrated  by 
the  fact,  stated  elsewhere  in  this  issue,  that  the  British  in 
South  Africa  have  deprived  California  of  the  services  of  Profes- 
sor F.  T.  Bioletti,  the  noted  viticultural  expert.  Mr.  Bioletti 
was  a  product  of  the  State  University,  and  was  regarded  as  a 
high  authority  on  the  vine  and  vine  diseases.  Notwithstanding 
viticulture  is  one  of  the  greatest  industries  of  California,  and  oue 
of  the  largest  contributors  to  the  State  institution,  the  Regents 
allowed  him  a  comparatively  paltry  salary,  and  permitted  a  colony 
in  South  Africa  to  outbid  them  for  the  services  of  this  man.  The 
Regents  deserve  the  censure  of  everyone  engaged  in  viticulture 
or  viniculture  in  California,  and  University  authorities  ought  to 
promptly  reverse  themselves.  An  industry  in  which  there  are 
$50,000,000  invested  is  entitled  to  their  more  favorable  considera- 
tion. 

California  Wines  for  Germany. 

A  DISPATCH  from  Bremen,  under  date  of  October  11th, 
sounds  very  encouraging  from  the  California  standpoint: 
It  says:  California  wines  have  gained  a  complete  victory 
over  German  prejudice.  Only  a  few  years  ago  German  wine 
dealers  and  wine  drinkers  spoke  with  contempt  of  American 
vintages,  but  now  the  American  product  has  become  regularly  a 
large  article  of  import  into  Germany.  One  of  the  leading  wine 
merchants  of  this  city  said  to-day:  "  I  have  completed  arrange- 
ments for  handling  American  wines  on  a  very  large  scale.  I  find 
that  California  clarets  and  port  wines  are  excellent  aud  unadul- 
terated, far  surpassing  in  quality  the  middle-priced  Bordeaux 
wines.  In  a  little  while  our  exclusive  clubs  of  military  and 
naval  officers  will  be  drinking  the  products  not  of  the  Rhine  but 
of  the  Pacific  Coast." 

To  all  of  which  we  say  amen.  There  has  been  a  great  deal 
of  missionary  work  done  in  Germany  on  behalf  of  the  wines  of 
California,  and  the  foregoing  statements  appear  to  be  a  direct 
result  thereof. 

Truth  About  the  Canteen. 


THE  report  of  Inspector-General  Burton  regarding  the 
United  States  army  in  Cuba,  will  bring  anathemas  upon  hi 
head  as  soon  as  the  Christian  ladies  of  the  W.  C.  T.  U.  get  hold 
of  his  conclusions  as  to  the  canteen.  General  Burton  has  some 
very  definite  ideas  about  the  regimental  exchange,  and  he  brings 
them  out  so  plainly  that  none  can  misunderstand.  He  says  that 
the  exchange  is  a  great  comfort  to  the  soldier  in  Cuba,  who  is 
deprived  of  many  of  the  comforts  known  to  him  at  home.  The 
officers  generally  complain  that  the  elimination  of  beer  from  the 
exchange  has  worked  a  hardship  on  the  soldier  and  has  been 
detrimental  to  good  order  and  military  discipline.

Phytoptus  Vitis  Not  Dangerous. 

EDITOR  Rkvikw—  In  the  Wink  and  Simkit  RBVIBW  for 
for  September  I  see  that  the  Phytoptus  Vitis  has  appeared 
in  several  places-in  California.  I  have  known  it  on  this  place  for 
about  twenty  years,  first  learning  its  name  from  a  description 
seen,  I  forget  where,  about  1885.  Some  Old  Mission,  Hamburg 
and  Tokay  vines,  growing  in  a  garden  now  destroyed,  by  Dry 
Creek,  and  at  present  left  to  ramble  at  will  over  trees  and  bushes, 
are  full  of  it,  but  it  does  not  appear  to  check  their  growth  or 
otherwise  injure  them. 

I  have  had  it  on  some  white  vines  ( Franken  Riesling)  for 
several  years,  but  it  has  now  disappeared  from  the  vineyard  al- 
most altogether,  being  found  only  on  one  or  two  Riparian  vines, 
on  which  it  occasionally  causes  the  loss  of  parts  of  the  foliage. 
It  does  little  or  no  damage,  and  has  apparently  no  tendency  to 
spread.

Whisky  and  Spirits  in  Bond  in  San  Francisco. 

The  number  of  gallons  of  American  whisky  and  spirr 
maining  in  bond  in  the  Unit* 
Francisco,  September  30th,  1901, 
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LOS  ANGELES,  Oct.  18.— The  only  winery  in  Eos  Angeles 
county  remaining  idle  this  busy  year  is  a  small  one  near 
the  old  San  Gabriel  Mission.  The  owners  say  they  could  not 
buy  wine  grapes,  as  about  everything  vignerones  had  were  con- 
tracted for  under  the  combination  prices,  so  they  did  the  next 
best  thing  in  sight,  went  to  work  for  others  picking  grapes.  So 
the  proprietors  of  the  winery  do  not  lose  very  much  after  all,  as 
their  labor  is  likely  to  be  in  constant  demand.  The  profit  on  the 
wine  they  would  make  would  not  much  more  than  even  it  up  at 
best. 

It  is  almost  incredible  to  consider  the  amount  of  grapes 
which  are  shipped  into  Los  Angeles  for  the  open  market 
and  table  use,  from  every  point  within  500  miles  of  the  city. 
The  large  and  increasing  population  of  Los  Angeles  consumes 
the  delicious  fruit  by  the  carload  ;  they  are  elegant  for  eating  as 
a  luxury  aside  from  their  healthful  qualities.  It  pays  to  grow 
good  grapes  for  the  table  as  well  as  for  the  wine  press;  and  none 
other  ought  to  be  grown. 

Grape  crushing  is  being  pushed  with  vigor  in  all  the  wine- 
ries, and  every  means  of  transportation  is  being  kept  busy  in  de- 
livering them  from  the  vineyards.  Some  crushing  machinery  is 
run  night  and  day.  Picking  is  going  on  steadily,  the  vine- 
yards, in  many  cases,  looking  like  hop  yards  in  full  operation. 
Grape  growers  in  the  large  plantations  are  striving  to  complete 
the  gathering  before  the  rains  set  in.  At  this  writing  there  are 
accumulating  prospects  of  a  storm,  which  if  it  comes  before  the 
first  week  in  November  is  certain  to  cause  loss  in  grapes. 


DISTILLING    ACTIVITY. 

The  distilling  of  brandy  in  South  California  is  an  industry 
of  considerable  magnitude  this  year.  There  are  forty-two  dis- 
tilleries, and  all  of  them  are  being  prepared  to  be  operated  up  to 
full  capacity  when  the  brandy  dsitilling  time  fully  commences. 
The  market  for  brandy  in  the  past  has  been  so  deaa  that  the 
quantity  produced  was  not  up  to  what  distilleries  were  rated  for; 
but  as  the  demand  within  the  past  year  has  closed  out  the  stock 
in  the  warehouses,  distilling  has  started  up  with  renewed  energy. 
Included  in  this  list  are  thirty-three  wine  makers,  whose  products 
are  sweet  wines  chiefly.  These  makers  own  the  vineyards  where 
the  grapes  are  grown,  and  they  make  it  a  point  to  raise  the  best 
grape  for  the  purpose,  though  they  buy  all  the  grapes  that  are 
offered  by  other  growers.  One  of  these  distilleries  is  located  at 
Palmdale,  on  the  edge  of  the  Mojave  desert,  near  the  boundary 
of  Los  Angeles  and  Kern  counties.  The  grapes  produced  in  the 
Palmdale  valley  are  of  unusual  value  as  wine  producers,  and 
the  vines  are  free  from  disease. 

LOS    ANGELES   AND   OTHER   NOTES. 

A  considerable  number  of  places  in  Los  Angeles  and  towns 
adjoining  big  signs  and  placards  announcing  "Rainier  Beer," 
and  many  customers  inquire  for  it.  The  beer  has  worked  its 
way  into  this  market,  and  is  here  to  stay;  it  is  very  palatable. 
As  the  market  is  increasing  the  shipments  are  getting  to  be  an 
important  and  profitable  matter  with  transportation  companies. 
It  is  made  in  Seattle,  Washington,  in  the  center  of  the  greatest 
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hop  producing  region  in  the  world,  and  where  the  water  i^  as 
pure  as  anything  that  flows;  the  beet  ought  to  be  pure  and 
health  giving.  True  to  the  instincts  of  the  citizens  of  Seattle, 
the  fine  brew  is  named  after  the  famous  old  mountain  peak  Mt. 
Rainier,  about  sixty  miles  east  of  the  city,  whose  top  is  enveloped 
in  a  mantle  of  eternal  snow,  suggesting  the  cool  and  exhilerating 
properties  of  the  beer  as  a  warm  weather  drink.  The  city  of 
Tacoma  has  for  years  been  trying  to  purloin  that  grand  old 
mountain  landmark  and  call  it  Mount  Tacoma,  but  the  citizens 
of  Seattle  and  the  Sound  country  won't  have  it  that  way,  The 
wide  dissemination  ol  this  beer  will  operate  as  a  perpetual  anchor 
to  the  old  name  of  Rainier. 

The  Cucumouga  Vineyard  Co.,  whose  vineyard  anil  winery 
are  located  over  the  border  in  San  Bernardino  county,  are  intend- 
ing to  do  everything  this  year  their  establishment  is  capable  of. 
North  Ontario,  on  the  Santa  Fe"  road,  is  the  vineyard  station.  It 
is  owned  and  operated  by  a  syndicate,  of  which  Mr.  ('. .  Herri- 
man,  assistant' cashier  ol  the  Farmers  and  Merchants  Hank,  is 
secretary.  The  vineyard  contains  about  500  acres  of  choice 
vines,  and  will  furnish  grapes  for  an  estimated  product  ol  Tn.iKHi 
gallons  of  wine,  chiefly  port.  The  company  have  no  retail  house 
in  the  city  only  selling  from  the  winery,  and  readily  dispose  of 
their  output  from  one  year  to  another.  This  is  the  old  establish- 
ment formerly  the  property  of  I.  M.  Hellman,  deceased.  In  his 
lifetime  Mr.  Hellman  made  an  excellent  article,  and  established 
a  good  reputation.  The  winery  is  under  the  management  of  Mr. 
J.  C.  Sommer,  who  for  many  years  was  in  the  employ  of  B. 
Dreyfus,  of  Anaheim. 

Edward  Germain,  corner  of  Fourth  and  Los  Angeles  streets, 
handles  the  entire  output  of  sweet  wines  and  brandies  from  a 
San  Gabriel  winery,  which  this  year  will  run  up  to  between  75,- 
000  and  100,000  gallons.  The  winery  is  about  one  mile  from  the 
settlement.  Mr.  Germain's  dry  wines  all  come  from  the  north- 
ern part  of  the  State.  He  has  an  old  and  well  established  trade, 
and  it  is  increasing  every  year.  He  has  a  market  all  over  the 
United  States.  Mr.  Jacob  Rudel  is  the  manager  of  the  winery, 
and  maker  of  the  choice  brands  Mr.  Germain  handles.  Mr.  Ru- 
del is  well  known  as  a  careful  and  efficient  wine  maker. 

Henry  Baer,  South  .Spring  street,  near  Fourth,  is  a  wine 
maker  and  dealer  known  of  everybody.  He  had  concluded  the 
preliminaries  of  a  contract  with  the  late  C.  B.  l'eroni  to  crush  and 
work  the  grapes  from  his  vineyard  at  (ilendale  this  season,  when 
Mr.  Peroni  suddenly  died.     There  was  a  touch  of  sadness,  almost

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Three  New  Grapes  of  Promise. 

HUNGARIAN    MILLENNIUM. 

NAPA,  Cal.,  October  10.  — A  few  scions  were  sent  me  five 
years  ago  by  Mr.  Heiges,  then  Pomologist  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  Washington,  D.  C.  The  grape  was  first 
exhibited  at  the  celebration  of  the  500  years  of  the  establishment 
of  Hungary  as  a  State,  and  named  in  its  honor.  Of  the  four 
scions  sent,  three  were  successfully  grafted  on  strong  resistant 
vines,  and  produced  abundantly  the  next  season. 

DESCRIPTION. 

Vine,  strong  and  vigorous,  rather  short  jointed ;  wood 
light  brown,  with  grayish  bloom,  very  productive  and  healthy. 
Leaves  dark  green  above,  light  green  below,  solid  in  texture, 
with  a  brownish  tint  at  the  tips,  not  apt  to  suffer  from  sun  scald, 
eight  inches  in  diameter.  Bunch  compact,  heavily  shouldered  ; 
berry  round,  above  medium,  white  or  pale  yellow  when  fully 
ripe,  skin  rather  thick  and  tough,  indicating  a  good  shipping 
grape  ;  flesh  tender  and  melting,  very  juicy,  with  a  pleasant 
mingling  of  sweet  and  acid.  Fine  as  a  table  grape,  and  will,  I 
think, also  prove  valuable  for  white  wine.  Good  bunches  will  easily 
weigh  two  to  three  pounds.     Four  seasons'  trial   have   proveu  its 


general  productiveness,    and  it  may  be  safely  called  very  prom- 
ising and  valuable. 

HUSMANN. 

Originated  with  Prof.  T.  V.  Munson,  of  Denison,  Texas, 
the  indefatigable  hybridizer  and  experimenter,  who  named  it  in 
my  honor,  and  says  of  it :  "Specific  blood  is  best  select,  one-half 
Vinifera,  one  fourth  Labrusia,  one  fourth  Port  Oak  (Vitis  L,in- 
ecumii).  Vine  strong  and  vigorous ;  wood  dark  brown, 
rather  long  jointed,  smooth;  leaves  of  largest  size,  fully  ten 
inches  in  diameter,  thick  and  leathery,  dark  green  above,  light 
green  below,  not  downy,  mostly  lobed,  but  sometimes  roundish, 
heart  shape.  Bunch  moderately  compact,  generally  shouldered, 
with  thick,  strong  stems,  fully  eight  inches  long.  Berry  medium, 
round,  black,  with  beautiful  blue  bloom,  about  the  size  of  Zin- 
fandal,  juicy  and  spicy,  will,  I  believe,  make  a  delicate  red  wine, 
perhaps  lacking  somewhat  in  color,  but  valuable  to  blend  with 
very  dark  colored  grapes  in  fermentation,  to  add  bouquet  and 
sprightliness.  Ripe  this  season  10th  of  September.  It  seems 
to  be  very  productive  after  two  seasons'  fruiting.  Its  splendid 
leaf  will  prove  a  full  protection  to  its  fruit,  shading  it  trotn 
sun  scald.     Very  promising. 

OLITATOO. 

Same  origin,  but  an  entirely  different  grape  in  character. 
Vine,  strong  and  vigorous ;  wood  light  brown,  long  jointed ; 
leaf  large,  fully  eight  to  nine  inches  in  diameter,  deeply  lobed 
and  serrated,  dark  green  above,  light  green  below,  not  downy, 
but  thick  and  leathery;  a  magnificent  vine,  but  needs  long  prun- 
ing and  high  stakes  or  trellis  ;  very  productive.  Bunch,  long 
and  loose,  fully  nine  inches  long,  shouldered.  Berry,  rather  be- 
low medium  size,  round,  pale  green,  thin  skin,  very  juicy,  spicy 
and  sweet.  Ripens  a  few  days  later  than  Husmann.  May  prove 
very  valuable  as  a  grape  for  white  wine.  Prof.  Munson  thinks 
that  the}'  will  prove  as  resistant  to  phylloxera,  as  Lenoir  and 
Herbemont,  though  they  are  not  tried  long  enough  to  draw  defi- 
nite conclusions.

In  this  county  will  average  $26.50  per  ton,  :is  neai   as  can 

be  estimated.  The  California  Wine  Association  started  with  an 
offer  of  $24  per  ton,  but  as  other  wineries  were  paying  S'JS,  thev 
did  not  receive  much  over  (500  tons,  which  is  but  a  small  item 
for  an  establishment  with  a  capacity  ot  3,500,000  gallons.  And 
this  seems  to  have  been  the  rule  everywhere,  and  their  pri 
were  overbid,  where  cellar  facilities  were  sufficient.  Santa  Clara 
county  seems  to  have  given  the  highest  prices  of  all,  asJJ'.i  and 
even  $.".(.)  per  ton  are  reported  for  choice  varieties.  This  would 
indicate  high  prices  and  early  sales  for  young  wines  this  season. 
The  crop  Tiere  in  this  county  has  not  been  large,  but  of  excellent 
quality,  and  the  showers  we  had  were  very  beneficial,  as  they 
laid  the  dust  and  refreshed  the  vines,  made  the  work  more  ea»\ 
and  pleasant,  and  furthered  fermentation.  I  luring  twenty  years' 
stay  in  California  I  have  always  found  that  a  few  early  showers 
were  of  great  benefit  in  this  respect,  instead  of  a  detriment,  as  is 
generally  believed.  This  may  arise  trom  several  causes.  The 
air  is  more  bracing,  contains  more  o/one.  and  this  communicates 
itself  everywhere.  Only  the  late  rains,  when  they  continue  too 
long,  have  a  tendency  to  rot  tender  skinned  grapes,  and  are  par- 
ticularly dangerous  to  the  Zinfandel,  while  such  superior  varieties 
as  Petit  Syrah,  Alicante  Bouschet  and  Petit  Bouschet  and  Crig- 
naue,  are  not  injured.  Add  to  this  the  irregular  ripening  of  the 
Zinfandel  and  it  becomes  clear  that  it  is  not  the  most  desirable 
grape  for  cultivation.  In  our  future  planting  (or  grafting  on 
resistant  stocks,  which  is  the  only  safe  method  ,  we  should  not 
choose  very  thin  skinned,  compact  grapes,  as  they  are  liable  to 
rot.  And  we  should  also  not  choose  one  or  a  few  varieties  that 
ripen  at  the  same  time,  but  a  succession  of  the  best,  ripening 
from  early  to  late.  The  reason  for  this  is  so  apparent  that  I 
hardly  need  to  point  it  out.  We  want  to  do  our  work  leisurely 
and  well,  and  not  be  rushed  by  large  quantities  coming  in  to- 
gether. I  was  present  at  our  ranch  during  the  first  week  of 
wine  making,  and  was  delighted  with  the  product.  Some  bur- 
ger grapes,  received  from  a  neighbor,  showed  --  degrees  Ball- 
ing, and  the  Green  Hungarian  from  oui  own  place  the  same, 
which  seldom  came  up  to  over  IS  20  in  former  seasons,  while 
other  varieties  ran  up  to  25  26,  and  fermentation  was  all  that 
could  be  desired,  and  the  very  warm  days  we  have  had  lately, 
running  the  thermometer  up  to  85  in  the  shade,  is  just  what  is 
wanted  to  ripen  the  second  crop,  which  is  very  abundant  in  some 
varieties,  and  promises  to  make  a  good  wine  if  the  frost  holds  off, 
as  the  foliage  is  healthy,  making  a  very  strong  growth.  The 
season  of  prosperity,  expected  so  long  and  hoped  for  by  us  all. 
seems  to  come  at  last,  and  the  grape  men  cau  reasonably  expect 
good  prices  for  the  next  ten  years.

MONGOLIAN  VS.  WHITE  LABOR. 
It  is  reported  trom  the  vineyards  of  Fresno  that  there  are 
very  few  white  laborers  engaged  in  picking  grapes,  but  nearly 
all  the  pickers  are  Chinese,  Japanese,  and  some  Indian.-..  This 
is  not  a  pleasant  picture  for  those  who,  like  myself,  have  only 
employed  white  labor  during  the  last  twenty  years  of  my  stay  in 
the  State,  and  would  prefer  to  have  it  flourish  by  white  labor  alone. 
But  necessity  knows  no  law.  What  is  the  employer  to  do,  when 
his  crop  is  ripe  and  in  danger  of  spoiling,  and  he  cannot  obtain 
white  labor,  or  if  he  engages  them  they  leave  him  again  after  a 
few  days'  work,  while  the  Chinese  or  Japanese  contractor  holds 
his  men  steadily  at  work,  and  finish  >b  in  due  time  ?      It  is 

all  well  enough  to  renew  the  exclus  on  laws,  but  as  long  as  our 
white  laborers  will  not  be  more  reliable,  as  most  of  them  have 
been  up  to  dale,  tluy  have  no  right  to  complain  if  the  Mongol- 
ians already  in  the  State  are  engaged  in  preference  to  them:  and 
even  the  Indians  are  preferred.  The  work  in  vineyard  and 
orchard  must  l>e  performed  at  the  proper  time,  or  heavy 
will  occur.  1'nder  present  circums'ances,  we  can  only  wish  that 
the  laborers  will  look  at  the  matter  fairly  and  squarely,  and  with 
some  consideration  for  the  interest   ol   their   enq  ind   that 

immigration  of  a  more  satis  ss  from  the  Bast  and  other 

countries  will  increase,  to  help  us  to  reform  our  laltor  system.

IN  1818,  Re}',  Monteau  and  Baker  make  improved  "Piquettes, " 
by  adding  to  grape  pomace  some  molasses  diluted  with  warm 
water  and  mixed  with  some  tartaric  acid.  These  "Piquettes,"  or 
second  grade  wines  are  generally  used  by  workingmen. 

In  1823,  Nicholas  Longworth,  an  American  viticulturist  of 
the  State  of  Ohio,  extensively  cultivate-;  the  native  wild  vines  of 
the  United  States,  and  becomes  a  great  collector.  A  few  years 
later  (1832)  he  makes  sparkling  Catawba  wine  on  a  large  scale  ; 
arjd  for  the  good  that  he  had  done  to  viticulture  in  the  State  of 
Ohio,  the  name  of  "Father  of  American  Grape  Culture"  is 
bestowed  upon  him  by  his  grateful  countrymen. 

In  1823,  Appert,  retaking  the  question  of  the  preservation  of 
wine,  makes  several  experiments  similar  to  Scheele's  and  Gay- 
Lussac's,  and,  although  he  practically  does  not  solve  the  ques- 
tion, as  he  had  previously  done  for  meats  and  vegetables,  he 
makes  a  great  step  toward  that  end. 

In  1824,  Davigne  and  Paul,  to  ferment  grapes,  employ  a 
strong  n.t  stretched  across  the  tank  to  prevent  the  pomace  from 
floating  over  the  must  ;  and,  in  1825,  de  Fregeville  improves 
Lavigne's  and  Paul's  methods  by  using  a  single  frame  instead  of 
a  net.  In  the  meantime  d' Israel  adds  water  and  sugar  to  the 
same  pomace,  at  five  different  times,  and  obtains  a  wine  deep  in 
color  and  mellow  enough  to  correct  wines  too  bitter  or  too  acid. 
In  the  same  year,  Mollerat,  in  order  to  gfnera'ize  "  Chaptalisa- 
tion"  in  France  and  make  the  process  cheaper,  establishes  a 
glucose  factory  in  Burgundy,  and  produces  a  remarkably  pure 
a  tide. 

In  1825,  the  Catawba  grape  is  introduced  in  the  State  of 
New  York,  but  principally  in  the  Hudson  Valley,  and  fiom  there 
iuto  the  neighboring  States. 

In  1827,  Miss  Gervais  takes  a  patent  for  the  first  apparatus 
ever  invented  for  the  sterilization  of  wine,  and  subsequently,  in 
1829,  she  patents  another  apparatus,  and  publishes  a  pamphlet 
setting  forth  all  its  qualities  and  advantages. 

In  1831,  Dubrunfaut  finds  the  presence  of  lactic  acid  in  cer- 
tain fermentations  and  attributes  its  foimation  to  the  presence  of 
plaster.  A  few  years  later,  Beehamp  proves  Dubrunfaut's  asser- 
tion and  all  the  scientists  agree  with  him. 

In  1834,  Pelouze  finds  a  way  to  extract  pure  gallotannin, 
and  Maumene  invents  an  apparatus  which  extracts  it  cheaply  and 
effectively. 

During  the  same  year,  the  Oidium  Tuckeri  is  first  discovered 
in  France,  in  the  vineyards  of  the  department  of  Rhone,  by 
Tucker;  whence  its  name.  And  its  origin  is  traced  back  to  the 
United  States  by  Planchon. 

In  1835,  Cagniard-Uatour  makes  a  special  study  of  ihe 
alcoholic  ferment,  and  demonstrates  that  the  yeast  is  a  vegetable, 
the  life  of  which  acts  on  saccharine  liquids  and  transforms  them 
into  alcohol  and  carbonic  acid.  To  him  is  due  the  honor  of  hav- 
ing first  demonstrated  the  vital  theory  of  fermentation,  which 
theory  was  readily  supported  by  Pasteur,  and,  later  on,  fully 
explained  by  himself. 

At  the  same  time,  Francois,  a  chemist  at  Chalons  (Cham- 
pagne) gives  the  right  proportion  of  sugar  to  be  added  to  the 
must  from  which  champagne  is  made.  His  process,  which  he 
calls  "reduction,"  and  which  is  used  in  the  Ui.ited  States,  con- 
sists in  boiling  the  wine  down  to  two-thirds,  thue  evaporating  the 


alcohol,  and  when    cooled  to  ( >0°    Fahrenheit,   the  remainder  is 
weighed  and  the  amount  of  sugar  to  be  added  is  easily  determined. 

Following  his  experiments  with  champagne  wines,  Francois 
discovers  that  they  contain  albumeneous  matters  which  cause 
the  disease  called  "grease,"  and,  in  the  following  year  (1836), 
he  discovers  that  elderberries  contain  a  great  deal  of  tannin,  and 
that  this  tannin,  when  added  to  wine,  precipitates  a  gelatineous 
matter  subject  to  decomposition  and  which  he  calls  "gliadine" 
(known  now  under  the  name  of  "proteic  matter").  Substitut- 
ing this  tannin  by  an  alcoholic  extract  of  green  walnut,  he  notices 
that  this  "gliadine,"  which  being  rendered  insoluble  and  changed 
iuto  tannin,  is  precipitated  to  the  bottom  of  the  cask  with  the  lees. 

Thanks  to  Francois,  the  disease  called  "grease"  was,  there- 
fore, prevented,  and  the  use  of  tannin  became  general  in  all  the 
wine-making  countries.  Francois'  discovery  was  a  great  one,  as 
it  saved  a  fortune  to  many  Champagne  wine-makers;  he,  there- 
fore, could  say  with  Pasteur:  "The  greatest  satisfaction  for  a 
scientist  is  the  one  procured  by  the  discovery  of  new  facts  and 
laws  unknown  before  him.  He  is  not  less  happy  when  he  per- 
ceives, in  the  results  of  his  researches,  some  applications  to  arts, 
commerce  and  industry." 

In  1837,  Schwann  and  Liebig  attack  Gay-Lussac's  and  Cag- 
niard's  theory.  The  ferment,  says  Liebig,  is  an  alterable  sub- 
stance, and  the  modifications  to  which  it  it  is  subject  are  due  to 
a  single  dynamic  action.  His  theory  has  been  accepted  as  late 
as  1879,  and  was  known  as  the  "mechanical  theory  of  fermenta- 
tion." Schwann  proves  that  organic  substances  do  not  ferment, 
if  placed  in  a  red-bot  tube.  In  the  same  time  Turpin  pretends 
that  fermentation  is  a  physiological  phenomenon;  and  Berzelius 
and  Mitscherlich  that  the  ferment  is  nothing  else  but  a  simple 
action  of  presence. 

In  1841,  Fremy  and  Boutrou  demonstrate  that  the  ferment 
is  alterable  and  adhere  to  Liebig's  theory. 

During  the  same  year  Lathrope,  Governor  of  Victoria,  Aus- 
tralia— who  had  previously  traveled  through  Switzerland,  and 
married  a  Miss  de  Montmollin  of  Neuchate! — foreseeing  a 
great  future  for  the  viticultural  industry  of  Australia,  sends 
glorious  accounts  of  it  to  Switzerland.  In  consequence,  four 
Swiss,  from  the  Canton  of  Neuchatel,  leave  their  homes  and 
arrive  at  Melbourne  the  same  year.  Two  of  them,  Breguer  and 
Petavel,  planted  the  first  vineyards  in  the  district  of  Geelong, 
Victoria.  Since  that  time  a  good  many  more  Swiss  and  a  few 
French  vineyardists  have  made  a  reputation  in  Australia; 
amongst  them,  the  best  known,  being  the  de  Castella  family,  who 
had  left  Switzerland  for  Australia  during  the  revolution  of  1848. 

To-day  the  grapevine  is  extensively  cultivated  in  the  Col- 
onies of  Victoria;  New  South  Wales  and  South  Australia,  and  a 
good  many  fine  wines  are  made;  the  best  are  the  "Albury"  and 
Murray  River  wines  for  sweet  and  heavy  dry;  and  the  Hunter 
River  wines  for  light  white  wine,  similar  to  the  Moselle.  The 
entire  output  is  about  4,000,000  gallons  annually. 

In  1845,  Tucker  finds  the  Oidium  Tuckeri  in  the  hothouse  of 
Margate;  in  1848  near  Paris,  and  in  1849  he  notices  its  existence 
in  every  French  vineyard.  In  1851  the  disease  spreads  all  over 
Europe,  and  in  1853  it  invades  Syria  and  subsequently  Asia 
Minor.  Then  Gautier  discovers  that  powdered  sulphur  is  a 
remedy  for  it;  that  at  30°  Fahrenheit  or  below  the  Oidium  is 
killed  by  cold,  and  that  at  92°  or  above  it  is  killed  by  heat.  The 
time  to  sulphur  is  not  in  the  morning  when  the  vines  are  damp 
(sand  or  ashes  at  that  time  would  do  just  as  well),  but  by  a  hot 
sun,  because  heat  transforms  sulphur  into  sulphurous  acid.  At 
that  moment  the  spores  of  the  fungus  are  more  easily  destroyed; 
while  on  the  morning  or  at  night  those  spores  are  less  likely  to 
be  destroyed,  because  the  sulphurous  fumes  are  slower  to  form,  and 
consequently  have  much  less  effect  on  the  fungus.  Another 
remedy  consists  in  spraying  the  vines  with  a  solution  of  carbon- 
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ate  of  soda  in  the  following  proportions:  1  or  6  lbs.  of  carbonate 
of  soda  to  2»>  gallons  of  water.  We  strongly  recommend  this 
remedy,  which  has  been  much  used  in  France  since  1  896,  not 
only  because  it  is  cheaper  and  easier  lo  apply  to  the  vines,  but 
because  it  will  prevent  a  good  many  men  from       earing. 

In  1846,  Hastilli.it  recommends  the  use  of  tartaric  acid  to 
improve  the  wines  of  the  South  of  France.  This  acid  is  now  used 
everywhere,  not  only  for  improving  wines,  but  also  for  fermenta- 
tion. 

At  the  same  date  J.  .1.  Thomas,  an  American  vitieulturisl  "t 
the  State  of  New  York,  mentions  only  six  "American  bard) 
varieties"  of  vines,  and  advises  their  planting. 

In  1848,  Rogers,  of  Salem,  Miss  ,  commences  hybridizing, 
and  numbers  his  hvl  rids  from  No.  1  to  No.  54.  The  best  and 
most  cultivated  ones  are  Xo.  1  now  called  Goethe),  No.  ■', 
(Massosoit),  No.  I  (Wilder),  No.  9  (Lindley),  Xo.  ^l'  Salem  . 
No.  14  (Herbert'.  The  parents  of  these  hybrids  were  the 
wild  fox  grape  (Vitus  Labrusca)  <*n  one  side,  and  on  the 
other  the  Black  Hamburg,  of  the  black  varieties;  and  of  the 
white  or  reddish  varieties,  the  Muscat  Frontignan.  Why  did 
not  Rogers  name  his  hybrids  himself,  has  always  been  a  puzzle. 

In  1850,  Dr.  Ludwig  Gall,  of  Germany,  gives  the  mathe- 
matical rules  for  adding  sugar  to  must.  His  process,  which  is 
called  " Gallization, "  is  based  on  the  principle  that  a  normal 
must  contains  :M  "„  of  sugar,  0.  I  ol  acidity  and  75.04  of  water; 
and  that  any  must,  not  in  accordance  with  these  figures,  must 
be  made  normal  by  the  addition  of  sugar,  tartaric  acid  or  water. 
This  process  is  very  good  and  easy  in  practice,  but  it  is  not  so 
in  theory,  because,  as  Dr.  Gall  only  takes  into  consideration,  the 
amount  of  sugar,  free  acids  and  water  contained  in  grape  must, 
it  is  very  evident  that  the  other  elements  also  contained  in  the 
must  are  greatly  diminished,  and,  therefore,  such  a  wine  will  be 
quickly  detected  as  a  wine  to  which  water  or  alcohol  has  been 
added.  Nevertheless,  we  know  by  experience  that  very  good 
wines  are  made  by  Dr.  Gall's  process,  and  that,  in  many  in- 
stances, galli/ed  wines  are  much  superior  to  "strictly  pure"  or 
"natural  wines."  In  fact,  without  "Gallization"  in  Germany, 
and  without  Dubrunfaut's  process  in  France,  what  kind  of  wine 
would  be  made  when,  in  unfavorable  seasons,  the  grapes  are  not 
fully  ripened,  and  show  only  1  1°  or  15°  of  sugar?  By  "Galliza- 
tion" (not  "Gallonization,"  as  some  ignorant  persons,  and  there 
are  a  good  many,  like  to  call  Dr.  Gall's  process)  healthy  and 
wholesome  wines,  possessing  a  pleasant  bouquet  and  very  mellow 
to  the  tongue,  are  made.  Since  1  s 7 *J  Gallization  in  Germany,  and 
since  1880  Dubrunfaut's  process  in  Prance,  instead  of  being 
despised  or  called  adulteration,  as  they  wt  re  for  the  first  twenty 
years,  are  encouraged  by  all  the  Governments  of  Europe.  The 
purest  cane  sugar,  of  course,  is  the  only  one  employed,  and  the 
operation  must  be  done  by  an  experienced  winemaker,  who  must 
have  for  motto:  "Thus  fat  s/salt  thou  oo,  bid  no  fnillni''  .  for 
as  Dr.  Gall  said:  "The  manufacture  of  wine  is  a  tnanysided  art  ; 
and  he  who  does  not  understand  it,  or  knows  not  how  to  guide 
and  direct  the  power  of  nature  to  his  own  purposes,  may  as  well 
give  up  all  hopes  of  success  in  it."

J.  Chauvet's  Santa  Rosa  winery  has  cooperage  for  400,000 
gallons.  

In  the  Livermore  valley  the  crop  was  about  half  the  size  of 
that  of  1900,  which  was  a  short  one. 


The  Santa  Rosa  Republican  says  that  the  vintuge  was  consid- 
erably larger  in  that  section  than  was  expected. 

The  Sonoma,  a  valley  vintage,  is  below  the  average  in  quan- 
tity, but  in  the  matter  of  quality  it  promises  to  be  very  superior. 

The  Migliavacca  winery,  at  Napa,  secured  a  considerable 
quantity  of  grapes  from  the  country  around  Santa  Rosa.  The 
berries  were  shipped  via  the  Southern  Pacific. 

The  grape  crop  on  the  Dowd  ranch,  near  Petaluma,  Sonoma 
county,  was  sold  to  George  Griess  for  $26  per  ton,  the  Argus 
says.      It  is  understood  the  grapes  are  very  fine. 


From  a  three-acre  patch  at  Mark  West,  a  vineyardist  has  de- 
livered to  a  Santa  Rosa  winery  eighteen  tons  and  1150  pounds  of 
Zinfandel  grapes,  for  which  he  received  $25  per  ton. 

The  grape  crop  in  the  big  vineyards  at  Fountaingrove  was  a 
very  fair  one  for  the  season.  Grape  growers  in  the  Mark  West 
section  are  said  to  have  disposed  of  their  grapes  at  $20  per  ton. 

Henry  Chauvet,  the  well-known  wine  man  of  Glen  Ellen,  is 
not  only  enjoying  prosperity,  but  the  advent  of  a  bouncing  native 
sod,  who  was  presented  to  him  during  the  vintage  season.  He  is 
to  be  congratulated. 

The  work  of  gathering  the  grape  crop  around  Clayton,  Con- 
tra Costa  county,  was  never  done  so  expeditiously  as  at  the  pres- 
ent season.  Threatened  rain  and  the  value  of  tte  berries  were 
the  causes  of  haste. 

William  Speckter's  new  winery  at  Occidental,  Sonoma 
county,  is  about  completed,  and  will  begin  its  career  under  very 
auspicious  circumstances.  Mr.  Speckter  has  had  a  highly  suc- 
cessful year  with  his  vineyard. 


Owing  to  the  strikes  in  this  city,  Miller  &  Hotchkiss  were 
unable  to  rebuild  their  winery  at  Trenton,  Sonoma  county,  in  time 
to  handle  the  grapes  they  had  intended  to  crush  there.  It  will  be 
in  prime  condition  next  season. 

The  productiveness  of  Madera  county  lands  has  been  demon- 
strated in  a  practical  way  by  Jean  Chailleau,  a  farmer  who  lives 
six  miles  southwest  of  Madera.  From  nine  acres  of  wine  grapes 
he  cleared  $463.91.  The  grapes  were  sold  to  the  Italian-Swiss 
colony. 

The  winery  of  George  West  &  Son,  at  Hanford,  is  running 
at  full  blast,  says  the  Hanford  Sentinel.  The  two  crushers  are 
constantly  on  the  go,  and  about  225  tons  of  grapes  are  run 
through,  besides  a  daily  average  of  ten  carloads  from  the 
Lucerne. 

At  Sebastopol,  according  to  the  Times  of  that  place,  the 
price  of  grapes  on  September  21st  was  $21.50;  the  23d,  $22.50; 
the  24th,  $24.50;  next  day  the  price  tell  to  $20.  The  decline  is 
due  to  the  fact  that  enough  grapes  had  been  contracted  for  to  fill 
the  cooperage. 


[ASH'S  BIT TERC 


The  St.  Helena  Star  prints  the  following:  The  California 
Wine  Association  is  paying  $26.50  per  ton  for  grapes.  We  have 
heard  a  few  crops  have  been  sold  to  other  wine  makers  from  $27 
to  $28.  This  is  the  exception,  however,  the  prevailing  price 
being  the  former  figures. 

Reports  from  Los  Gatos  state  that  resistant  vines  will  be  in 
large  demand  in  that  section  for  replanting  old  vineyards,  while 
several  contracts  for  planting  new  vineyards  have  been  let  at  this 
date.  The  quality  of  the  grapes  was  far  below  the  average,  ow- 
ing to  their  extreme  dryness. 


A  foreclosure  suit  against  the  Moulton  Hill  Vineyard  Com- 
pany, F.  Albert/,  and  his  wife,  has  been  brought  by  Adalene  W. 
Moulton  for  $17,754.(58,  principal  and  interest  due  on  a  promisory 
note.  The  property  involved  is  the  well-known  Moulton  Hill 
vineyards  and  winery  near  Cloverdale. 


Articles  of  Association  of  the  Barton  Vineyard  Company, 
limited,  registered  office  in  Scotland,  have  been  filed  Capital 
£56,000,  and  Robert  Miller,  A.  Davidson  Smith,  Hugh  Miller, 
Thomas  Mason  and  J.  Walter  Fraser,  of  Edinburgh,  and  John 
Wilson,  of  Chapel  Hill,  are  subscribers. 


An  advice  from  Santa  Rosa  dated  October  13th  reads:  The 
hot  weather  which  has  prevailed  for  several  days  past  continues, 
and  is  decidedly  beneficial  to  the  viticultural  interests.  There 
are  still  considerable  grapes  to  be  harvested  in  the  foothills,  and 
the  warm  weather  bids  fair  to  produce  an  abundance  of  the  second 
crop. 

At  Greystone,  wine  making  is  progressing  smoothly.  The 
Association  has  succeeded  in  purchasing  between  600  and  700 
tons  of  grapes  hereabouts.  About  1500  tons  are  expected  from 
Natoma,  as  the  Association  decided  it  would  be  better  to  have 
the  grapes  made  up  in  a  cooler  climate.  An  equal  amount  from 
there  will  be  crushed  at  Napa. — St.  Helena  Star. 


Should  the  weather  prove  favorable  for  a  couple  of  weeks 
longer,  it  will  mean  a  prosperous  season  for  both  the  grape 
growers  and  the  wine  maker.  Grapes  are  now  bringing  between 
$20  and  $30  per  ton  in  this  valley,  and  although  the  crop  is  a  light 
one  these  figures  will  bring  in  better  returns  than  would  a  heavy 
crop  at  the  price  paid  a  few  years  ago. — Sonoma  Index  Tribune. 


The  Occidental  Winery,  at  Occidental,  Sonoma  county, 
crushed  about  400  tons  of  grapes  this  season.  T.  L.  Orr,  the 
proprietor,  makes  an  excellent  quality  of  dry  white  and  red 
wines,  and  his  cellar  has  a  capacity  of  150,000  gallons.  Its  first- 
class  equipment  includes  a  Toulouse  &  Delorieux  continuous 
press,  without  which  no  up-to-date  winery  is  complete. 


San  Jose,  October  11. — Information  from  well-informed 
sources  places  this  year's  vintage  of  wine  in  Santa  Clara  valley 
at  800,000  gallons,  against  1,000,000  gallons  last  year,  or  more 
than  5,000,000  gallons  short  of  the  production  of  a  few  years  ago. 
This  falling  off  is  due  to  drought  and  the  ravages  of  the  phyll- 
oxera. Grapes,  which  sold  for  from  $8  to  $9  a  ton  several  years 
ago,  now  bring  $27  to  $35  a  ton. 


A  matter  of  gratification  to  the  citizens  of  the  Cloverdale 
country  is  an  order  which  has  just  been  received  by  the  Clover- 
dald  Wine  Company  for  one  hundred  barrels  of  wine  to  be  shipped 
to  Tientsin,  China,  says  the  Santa  Rosa  Republican.  Fifty  bar- 
rels of  the  wine  is  to  be  claret,  and  a  like  amount  of  white  wines. 
Preparations  for  the  shipment  are  being  made  at  this  time,  and  it 
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soon  will  be  on  the  road.  The  company  has  been  shipping  its 
wines  to  the  trade  of  Tientsin  for  some  time  past,  and  that  they 
have  grown  in  popular  favor  with  the  wine  drinking  public  of  the 
Chinese  empire  the  present  order  attests  The  same  paper  reports 
that  the  yield  of  grapes  around  Cloverdale  was  only  a  little  more 
than  half  the  average  crop.    

All  the  grapes   along  the  loot  of  the  mountains  cast  of  Wind 
sor  are  sold  to  Santa   Rosa  parties,  and    will   be   bauled   to   that 

place.  The  sale  was  all  made  together,  and  includes  Henry

Higby,  Peterson  Bros.,  A  Paught,  W.  1'.  Van  Winkle  and  Joe 
Un  Bois.  This  covers  a  large  acreage  of  grapes,  ami  the  price 
paid  is  >•_' I  per  ton  straight  through.      Windsoi  Herald. 

C.  Bendix  of  Franklin,  Sacramento  county,  brought  to  the 
city  yesterday  a  hex  of  tine  grapes,  raised  ■  n i  his  place  entirely 
without  irrigation.  Ileitis  one  specimen  that  lie  calls  the  Christ- 
mas grape,  because,  he  says,  it  will  keep  sweet  and  juicy  until 
Christmas.  It  somewhat  resembles  the  Mack  Morocco,  but  is 
larger  and  richer  in  flavor.  His  Flaming  Tokays  and  Muscats 
are  of  superior  size.  Another  new  product  in  this  part  of  the 
State  Mr.  Bendix  calls  the  Golden  Champion,  which  is  also  very 
large. — Record- 1  'nion. 

The  Odd  Fellows,  in  charge  of  the  reception  committee  and 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  after  visiting  the  plant  of  the  Pacific  Coast 
Seeded  Raisin  Company,  says  the  Fresno  Republican,  boarded  a 
special  train  and  were  taken  to  Maltermoro  and  the  Barton  vine- 
yard to-day.  Five  passenger  coaches  were  packed  to  the  doors 
with  the  delegates  and  their  friends.  The  trip  through  the  fertile 
vineyards  and  immense  orchards  was  enthusiastically  enjoyed. 
Their  destination  reached,  the  pleasure-seekers  were  regaled  with 
wine  of  many  famous  brands. 


Ci.avthx,  October  11. — The  Mt.  Diablo  Vineyard  Company 
has  purchased -280  acres  of  land  which  adjoins  its  vineyard.  The 
land  is  known  as  the  Douner  place,  is  of  the  best  for  wine  grapes, 
both  as  regards  soil  and  location.

regarded  as  having  thereby  involved  himself  in  special-tax  lia- 
bility as  a  rectifier. — Ruling  177  (Treasury  Decisions,  1900,  vol. 
•'!,  p.  "21)7)  modified  accordingly.

Sir:  In  the  case  of  a  retail  liquor  dealer  whom  you  reported  to 
this  office  on  the  21th  of  August,  1901,  as  having  involved  him- 
self in  special  tax  liability  as  a  rectifier  because  of  his  having 
mixed  "whisky,  sugar  and  water"  in  less  quantity  than  5  gal- 
lons, "and  keeping  it  on  hand  for  sale  previous  to  its  having  been 
ordered,"  there  has  been  no  assessment  as  yet  made  ;  and  if  this 
compound,  which  you  say  you  saw  on  his  premises  "in  a  demi- 
john," was  merely  thus  put  up  and  kept  by  him  for  his  own  con- 
venience in  meeting  orders  of  his  customers  at  the  bar,  and  it  has 
not  been  his  practice  to  put  up  this  compound  in  bottles  or  other 
receptacles  in  advance  of  orders  therefor  for  sale,  the  case  is  not 
one  which  calls  for  assessment.  Ruling  177  (Treasury  Decisions, 
1900,  vol.  ■">,  p.  267)  is  hereby  modified  accordingly.

SPECIAL  TAX—  EXECUTOR  SELLING  LIQUOR. 

The  executor  of  the  estate  of  a  person  who  had  not  been  a 
liquor  dealer,  but  among  whose  assets  are  some  packages  of  dis- 
tilled spirits,  is  entitled  to  sell  these  spirits  in  one  parcel  only  or 
at  public  auction  in  parcels  not  less  than  20  wine  gallons  without 
paying  special  tax  therefor,  in  view  of  the  exempting  provision  of 
section  4,  act  of  March  1,  1897. 

SPECIAL  TAX  — RETAIL    MALT  LIQUOR    DEALER — RETAIL    LIQUOR 

DEALER. 

The  business  of  a  retail-malt  liquor  dealer  being  under  the 
statute  a  separate  bnsiness  from  that  of  a  retail  liquor  dealer,  one 
who  begins  the  business  of  a  retail  malt-liquor  dealer  and  takes 
out  the  requisite  special-tax  stamp  for  the  year,  and  thereafter 
begins  business  as  a  retail  liquor  dealer  and  takes  out  the  spe.-ial- 
tax  stamp  as  such  dealer,  is  not  entitled  to  the  redemption  of  the 
special-tax  stamp  issued  to  him  as  a  retail  malt-liquor  dealer. 

FILING  PROTESTS  WITH  TREASURY  DEPARTMENT. 

1.  What  Constitutes  a  "Filing." — A  paper  is  said  to  be 
"filed"  when  it  is  delivered  to  a  clerk  or  other  officer  to  be  kept 
by  him  with  the  other  papers  in  the  cause. 

2.  Notice  of  Dissatisfaction  to  a  Collector. — The  giving  of 
notice  of  dissatisfaction  to  a  collector  of  customs  is  synonymous 
with  filing  a  protest  with  the  collector.  (Daviesv.  Miller,  130 
U.  S.  284.) 

'..  Letter  to  Treasury  Department. — The  sending  of  a  letter 
to  a  Treasury  official  at  Washington,  complaining  of  an  assess- 
ment of  duty,  is  not  such  notice  of  dissatisfaction  to  the  collector 
who  assessed  the  duty  as  is  contemplated  by  section  14  of  the 
customs  administrative  act ;  neither  does  the  transmission  of  such 
letter  by  the  Department  to  the  collector  for  "report  and  return" 
constitute  such  notice. 

I.  Same.—  -Where  the  Treasury  Department  transmits  such 
a  letter  to  the  collector,  instructing  him  to  accept  it  as  due  notice 
of  satisfaction,  the  Department  may  be  deemed  to  have  voluntarily 
constituted  itself  the  agent  of  the  importer  for   filing  his  protest; 


and  the  letter  may,  perhaps,  be  treated  as  a  valid  protest,  if 
placed  in  the  collector's  hands  within  ten  days  after  liquidation. 

The  department,  under  date  of  September  24th,  ruled  that  a 
trustee  of  a  retail  liquor  dealer  can  sell  the  stock  of  such  dealer  at 
the  dealer's  place  of  business  at  retail,  without  payment  of  another 
special  tax. 

On  the  following  date  the  Treasury  reiterated  its  previous 
opinion  that  there  could  be  no  drawback  allowed  on  merchandise 
shipped  to  the  Philippine  Islands,  on  the  ground  that  the  islands 
are  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States.  The  appellant 
was  Louis  Saroiii  &  Co.  of  San  Francisco. 

Guarding  Against  Phylloxera. 

HORTICULTURIST  W.  M.  HUGHES  is  taking  steps  to 
protect  this  county  from  the  ravages  of  phylloxera,  and  no 
infected  vines  will  be  brought  here  if  he  can  prevent  it.  Under 
his  directions  a  map  of  the  infected  districts  in  Fresno  county  is 
being  prepared  for  distribution  among  the  winemakers  and  buy- 
ers of  grape  stock  to  guide  them  in  making  their  purchases. 

■  The  wine  men  and  growers  are  acting  with  the  Commissioner 
and  have  agreed  to  cancel  all  contracts  in  affected  distiicts,  and 
will,  in  purchasing  stock,  require  a  certificate  from  the  inspector 
showing  the  cuttings  free  from  disease  before  accepting  them. 

Mr.  Rossi  of  the  Italian-Swiss  Winery  also  agrees  to  disinfect 
the  pomace  with  carbon  bisulphide,  so  the  danger  of  spreading 
phylloxera  will  be  reduced  to  a  minimum. — Madera  Weekly 
Tribune.
